Inaugural  Exercises 

M.  Harriet  McCormack  Center  for  the 

Performing  Arts 

Dorchester,  Massachusetts 

January  7,  1980. 

The  ceremonies  attending  the  inauguration  of 
Mayor-elect  Kevin  Hagan  White,  the  City  Coun- 
cillors-elect, and  the  School  Committee  members- 
elect  of  the  City  of  Boston  were  held  in  the 
M.  Harriet  McCormack  Center  for  the  Perform- 
ing Arts,  Uphams  Corner,  Dorchester,  Massachu- 
setts, at  10:30  a.m.,  when  the  Mayor-elect,  the 
members-elect  of  the  Council,  and  the  members- 
elect  of  the  School  Committee  entered  the  hall  in 
a  procession  headed  by  City  Clerk  Barry  T.  Hynes 
and  City  Messenger  Robert  McDonald  to  the 
strains  of  music  by  the  Berklee  College  of  Music 
Brass  Choir,  William  J.   Maloof,  Conductor. 

They  took  seats  on  the  stage  and  the  meeting 
was  called  to  order  by  City  Clerk  Hynes,  who  said: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  as  City  Clerk  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  I  now  officially  open  these  in- 
augural ceremonies.  The  principal  purpose  of  these 
exercises  is  the  taking  of  the  oath  of  office  by  the 
Mayor-elect,  the  members-elect  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, and  the  members-elect  of  the  School  Com- 
miittee. 

I  now  most  respectfully  present  Reverend  J. 
Joseph  Kierce,  Pastor,  St.  Kevin's  Church,  Uphams 
Corner,  Boston,  who  will  give  the  invocation. 


Reverend  J.  Joseph  Kierce:  In  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
Amen. 

Our  Father,  who  art  in  heaven,  it  was  exactly 
350  years  ago,  it  was  in  the  Year  of  Our  Lord 
and  Your  Son,  1630,  some  red  human  beings 
welcomed  some  white  human  beings  from  the 
turbulent  waters  of  the  Atlantic  and  the  serenity 
of  Dorchester  Bay  and  Boston  Harbor  into  the 
wilderness  that  was  America. 

First  Dorchester  and  then  Boston,  both  were 
born  in  1630.  After  240  years  of  courtship  they 
were  marired  and  became  one  in  1870.  Boston, 
named  after  a  saint  of  old  England,  Botolph's 
Town,  was  once  called  the  Hub  of  the  Universe. 
The  onetime  Hub  is  now  considered  by  many  to 
be  America's  most  beautiful  city,  the  medical, 
cultural,  and  religious  center  of  this  hemisphere. 
Dorchester:  it  was  the  inspirational  driving  force 
of  a  man  whose  last  name  was  White,  the 
Reverend  John  White,  of  Colchester,  England,  who 
gave  to  our  town  its  name. 

Dorchester  is  the  historic  home  of  the  first 
free  public  school  in  America  and  of  its  first 
town  meetings,  forerunners  of  the  Continental 
Congress  and  of  this  precious,  unique  gift  to  the 
world,  American  democracy. 

At  long  last  Dorchester,  like  Boston,  is  on  the 
rise  again.  With  the  creation  of  our  new  institu- 


tions, like  UMass  and  the  Kennedy  Library,  we 
see  the  renovation  of  the  old  like  the  Franklin 
Park  Zoo  and  the  sumptuous  splendor  of  this 
gilded  monument  of  a  bygone  era,  the  Strand. 

Our  Father,  it  was  exactly  thirty-five  years  ago; 
it  was  on  this  very  stage  in  booming  Uphams 
Corner,  with  its  world's  first  supermarket,  that  a 
new  parish,  with  the  enthusiatsic  cooperation  of 
Jewish  and  Protestant  friends,  offered  its  first 
public  Mass.  The  parish  was  named  after  a  man 
named  Kevin. 

Today,  another  man  named  Kevin  comes  to  this 
same  stage  here  for  the  historic  first  time  in  a 
neighborhood  outside  Boston  Proper.  This  man 
will  be  inaugurated  for  an  unparalled  fourth  term 
as  Mayor  of  Boston.  The  man's  last  name  is 
While.  This  man's  color,  too,  is  white.  But  human 
beings  who  are  red  and  brown,  yellow  and  black 
and  white,  residents  now  of  an  area  whose  ancient 
traditions  of  the  past  mingle  with  its  hopeful 
visions  of  the  future,  welcome  him  today  into  this 
historic  Uphams  Corner  neighborhood  in  venerable 
Dorchester,  itself  the  Commonwealth's  second 
largest  city. 

It  is  their  prayer  and  ours,  too,  that  the  resurg- 
ent neighborhood  of  Richard  Mather  and  Edward 
Everett,  of  Speaker  John  W.  McCormack  and 
Rose  Fitzgerald  Kennedy,  a  neighborhood  of  every 
race  and  color  and  creed,  may  be  both  a  symbol 
and  a  catalyst  of  loving,  joyous,  and  peaceful 
progress  for  all  peoples  and  neighborhoods  every- 
where. 

May  Uphams  Corner  and  every  corner  of  this 
epoch-making  metropolis  become  a  living  covenant 
of  justice,  equity,  and  harmony  among  human 
beings  of  Boston  today  and  of  America  and  of 
the   world    tomorrow. 

May  the  hopes  and  the  dreams,  the  visions  and 
the  prayers,  of  this  man  whose  first  name  is  Kevin 
and  whose  last  name  is  White  and  of  the  honorable 
and  distinguished  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  and  of  the  Boston  School  Committee  and, 
above  all,  of  the  truly  grand  human  beings  who 
comprise  Boston  Proper  and  its  heritage-rich 
neighborhoods  come  to  matchless  fruition  in  this 
fourth  term  of  rule  over  a  people  whose  blood 
of  life  is  red,  whose  purity  of  ideals,  please  God, 
will  be  white,  and  whose  loyalty  to  Almighty  God 
and  their  struggling  fellow  pilgrims  here  in  the 
land  of  the  free  and  the  home  of  the  brave  will 
be  true  blue. 

Oh,  Almighty  God,  watch  over  our  beloved 
Boston  for,  in  words  akin  to  those  of  our  departed 
friend  and  former  Mayor,  Dorchester's  John  B. 
Hynes,  Boston  is  Boston  and  forever  may  she 
stand,  a  tower  of  truth  in  a  truth-loving  land. 
Grant  this  through  Your  Son  and  Our  Lord  and 
Savior,  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  Gracious  Holy  Spirit. 
Amen.

City  Clerk  HYNES:  I  now  most  respectfully 
present  the  Rabbi  Bernard  H.  Mehlman,  Temple 
Israel,  who  will  offer  a  prayer. 


Rabbi  MEHLMAN:  A  city  is  a  human  reserve, 
its  greatest  asset,  the  citizenry  which  peoples  it. 
A  city  is  a  human  center.  It  derives  its  life's  sub- 
stance from  the  men,  women,  and  children  who 
infuse  it  with  life.  A  city  is  a  human  network 
which  is  interlaced  with  feelings,  needs,  hopes,  and 
frustrations  of  its  populace.  A  city  is  a  living 
organism  serving  the  social,  psychic,  physical,  and 
spiritual  needs  of  its  people. 

Ours  is  a  distinctive  city,  rooted  in  the  past, 
reaching  for  the  new  tomorrow.  It  is  a  city  which 
preserves  a  rich  amalgam  of  cultures,  an  inter- 
weaving of  people's  ethnic  identities  and  neighbor- 
hoods. Ours  is  a  unique  city;  born  as  a  colossus 
of  freedom,  it  has  been  the  beacon  of  what 
America  at  her  best  might  be.  But  ours  is  an 
imperfect  city,  ridden  with  strife,  challenged  by 
poverty,  stricken  by  deterioration.  Ours  is  an 
imperfect  city,  and  ours  is  the  task  to  make  it 
whole  again,  to  allow  it  to  become  less  imperfect, 


and  in  that  struggle  we  need  vision,  the  vision  of 
reason  and  the  vision  of  courage. 

We  pray,  therefore,  Oh  Lord  God  of  All  our 
Ancestors,  disturb  us,  O  Lord;  distress  our  spirits; 
give  us  no  surcease;' make  us  uncomfortable;  pinch 
our  feet  and  tighten  our  vests;  make  us  unhappy, 
Oh  Lord,  so  that  we  may  better  see  the  task 
which  lies  before  us.  Give  us  no  rest  in  our  search 
for  racial  harmony.  Drive  us  to  understand  that 
unless  we  build  bridges  of  human  understanding 
we  have  not  realized  our  human  responsibility. 
Make  the  words  of  Wililam  Lloyd  Garrison  ring 
as  our  own  in  this  age  as  we  struggle  to  achieve 
racial  amelioration. 

"I  will  be  as  harsh  as  truth  and  as  uncompro- 
mising as  justice.  On  this  subject  I  do  not  wish  to 
think,  to  speak,  or  to  write  with  moderation.  I  am 
in  earnest.  I  will  not  equivocate.  I  will  not  excuse. 
I  will  not  retreat  a  single  inch,  and  I  will  be 
heard." 

Disturb  us,  Oh  Lord;  do  not  allow  us  to  equivo- 
cate until  racial  justice  is  realized  in  every  ward 
of  this  metropolis.  Disturb  us,  Oh  Lord.  Make  us 
uneasy  with  our  comfort.  Drive  us  from  the  slough 
of  indifference  and  the  penury  of  concern  for  the 
poor.  Open  wide  our  minds,  our  hearts,  and  our 
imaginative  spirits  that  we  may  fulfill  the  promise 
of  America  to  all  the  residents  of  this  city,  Boston. 

Urge  us  to  find  employment.  Challenge  us  to 
reach  out  to  the  impoverished  with  caring  hearts 
and  stimulate  us  to  find  the  creative  means  to 
obliterate  the  degradation  of  poverty.  Disturb  us, 
Oh  Lord.  Rankle  us  that  we  may  become  whole. 
Distress  us,  Oh  Lord.  Confound  our  complacency 
so  we  may  yet  achieve  a  greater  perfection  for  this 
city  and  its  denizens.  Give  us  that  hope  that  we, 
like  Jerusalem  of  old,  may  become  a  city  of  which 
the  Prophet  Isaiah  foretold: 

"Afterwards  you  shall  be  called  the  City  of 
Righteousness,  the  Faithful  City."  This  be  Thy 
will.  Amen.  (Applause.) 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS  OF 
HONORABLE  KEVIN  H.  WHITE 

Citizens  of  Boston. 

I  am  grateful  to  be  here  today. 

Welcomed  by  old  friends  and  new  partners, 
enveloped  for  the  moment  by  the  reborn  elegance 
of  this  neighborhood  theater,  and  called  upon  for 
the  next  four  years  to  provide  leadership  for  this 
proud  city,  as  we  enter  a  new  decade. 

It  is  time  for  celebration  .  .  .  for  humility  and 
the  boldness  of  conviction,  both. 

From  this  stage,  I  look  out  on  those  who  have 
played  key  roles  in  my  Administration  over  the 
past  twelve  years. 

In  reforming  city  government  so  that  it  now 
does  govern,  as  I  pledged  it  would  in  my  first 
inaugural  in  1968,  not  only  for  the  people,  but 
with  the  people. 

I  can  see  those  who  helped  to  construct  a  new 
portrait  and  skyline  of  Boston  downtown. 

I  am  grateful  —  Boston  is  grateful  to  all  of  you. 

From  this  stage  I  look  out  as  well  on  friends 
from  other  cities  —  Mayors  who  have  struggled, 
as  we  have,  with  turbulent  times  of  crisis  and 
confusion  over  two  decades  .  .  .  men  who  have 
given  America  extraordinary  talent,  and  have 
supplied  me  the  example  of  their  commitment  .  .  .

and  the  friendship  of  their  helping  hands. 

My  roots  are  not  two  hundreds  yards  from  this 
theater,  where  my  mother  was  born  and  where 
her  father  began  a  life  of  public  service  in  1915 
which  has  seen  a  member  of  my  family  serving  in 
high  office  in  Boston  City  Government  for  every 
decade  of  this  century  since. 

It  will  come  as  no  surprise  to  anyone  who  knows 
me  that  I  am  a  politician,  not  a  philosopher,  and 
that  1  act  more  on  instinct  and  intuition,  than 
according  to  theories  or  pat  prescriptions. 

But  in  the  comfort  of  victory,  and  in  the  interim 
before  commencing  a  new  term  with  unbridled 
energy,  I've  taken  some  time  to  reflect  ...  to 
reach  for  some  basic  truths  about  our  character 
as  a  people.  And  what  those  truths  tell  us  about 
our  potential  for  the  future. 

Boston  is  an  experiment  now  in  its  350th  year, 
and  later  this  year  we  will  celebrate  with  a  jubilee 
which  will  attract  leaders  from  twenty-five  of  the 
world's  greatest  cities  —  Tokyo,  Moscow,  London, 
Paris,  New  York,  Athens,  Jerusalem  —  who  today 
continue  to  find  lessons  in,  and  take  inspiration 
from,  the  achievements  of  Boston's  people. 

What  is  it  about  Boston  that  gains  attention  and 
captures  the  imagination? 

Who  are  we  as  a  people? 

What  is  the  city  becoming? 

How  can  we  best  shape  it  to  reflect  our 
aspirations  ...  to  counter  its  excesses  ...  to 
improve  its  prospects,  as  we  face  an  uncertain 
future? 

This  city  is  a  human  habitation.  A  settlement  of 
incredibly  diverse  people,  traditions,  talents,  in- 
stitutions, neighborhoods,  and  cultures. 

Our  roots  spring  from  the  soil  of  a  dozen 
foreign  lands  .  .  .  from  Italy  to  Ireland,  from 
Africa  to  Israel,  from  Greece  to  Scotland,  from 
Portugal  to  Puerto  Rico. 

We  began  as  a  city  on  a  hill,  as  a  beacon  of 
religious  freedom,  as  a  sanctuary  against  intoler- 
ance. We  grew  as  a  port,  and  came  of  age  as  a 
city  of  commerce  and  a  center  of  education. 

Boston  has  always  been  not  one  clearly  defined 
city,  or  one  homogeneous  people,  but  a  com- 
plicated and  confusing  patchwork  of  neighbor- 
hoods and  institutions,  woven  together  in  a  rich 
fabric  of  contrasting  .  .  .  and  frequently  conflicting 
cultures. 

And  today  there  are  new  tensions:  between  young 
professionals  moving  into  condominiums,  and 
renters  on  fixed  incomes  .  .  .  among  neighborhoods 
competing  directly  with  one  another  for  scarce 
public  resources,  and  political  power.  Between 
classes  and  races  .  .  .  and  between  races  of  the 
same  class. 

Throughout  Boston's  history  there  has  always 
been  a  dynamic  of  change,  and  a  rare,  if  imperfect, 
ability  to  adapt,  and  to  create  anew. 

This  very  theater  was  abandoned  a  decade  ago 
.  .  .  the  lights  were  dimmed  and  the  house  was 
closed.  It  was  reopened  by  neighborhood  people 
working  together  with  their  government.  And  it 
represents  in  one  place  the  story  of  human  vision 
and  physical  revitalization  evident  in  this  city  in  a 
hundred  places  and  in  every  neighborhood  over 
the  past  twelve  years. 

The  story  of  Boston  over  the  past  twelve  years 
is  a  story  of  those  with  the  faith  to  defy  adversity 


and  face  their  adversaries,  of  those  with  the  resili- 
ency and  tenacity  to  reclaim  their  roots,  when 
others  chose  to  forsake  their  past.  Those  who 
re-opened  this  theater  symbolically  represent  all 
of  Boston.  All  that  this  Administration  stands  for 
.  .  .  and  will  continue  to  stand  by. 

To  walk  the  streets  of  Boston,  from  the  Public 
Garden  to  the  North  End,  up  Monument  Avenue 
and  Orient  Heights,  from  the  Harriet  Tubman 
House  to  Freedom  House,  from  Codman  Square 
to  Uphams  Corner,  from  Columbus  Avenue  to 
Union  Park,  from  Forest  Hills  to  Lower  Mills, 
from  Newbury  Street  to  Huntington  Avenue  .  .  . 
is  to  explore  in  a  compact  space  a  diversity  of 
smell,  sight,  sounds,  textures,  language,  architec- 
ture, and  faces  —  which  taken  together  are  both 
the  richness  and  the  challenge  of  this  city. 

It's  the  discovery  of  a  vibrant  city  equipped  to 
be  modern  and  current  and  useful,  but  which  has, 
at  the  same  time,  rejected  much  that  is  so  con- 
temporary and   transitory   in   our  society  at  large. 

The  commentators  are  right  when  they  say  today 
that  Boston  is  healthier,  stronger,  and  prouder 
than  at  any  time  in  our  recent  past. 

There  may  be  little  tranquility  in  Boston,  and 
sometimes  the  tautness  of  the  fabric  stretches  too 
thin,  but  always  there  is  a  sense  of  engagement, 
of  purpose,   and  of  community. 

This  portrait  isn't  a  complete  or  a  detailed 
picture  of  Boston.  It  omits  much  that  we  are 
proud  of  and  much  of  which  we  are  not  so  proud. 
It's  simply  a  way  of  gaining  perspective,  of  identi- 
fying some  of  the  strengths  which  we  should  never 
disregard  in  our  haste  to  find  quick  and  easy 
solutions  to  the  vexing  problems  of  our  time. 

As  we  commence  the  task  of  leading  Boston 
into  the  '80s,  we  must  be  guided  by  principle  as 
well  as  by  enthusiasm,  by  compassion  as  well  as 
by  confidence,  by  recognition  of  our  indigenous 
and  very  special  strengths,  as  well  as  our  failures 
to  preserve  some  fundamental  aspects  of  our 
historic  distinction. 

We  would  be  unrealistic  to  propose  that  adequate 
resources  are  at  our  disposal  to  address  and 
resolve  all  the  systemic  and  structural  failures  of 
society  which  fall  so  heavily  on  the  cities  of 
America  —  and  especially  on  the  urban  poor. 

We  would  be  naive  to  suggest  that  the  future 
can  be  formed  exclusively  in  the  mold  of  our 
own  hands,  and  that  local  destiny  can  be  divorced 
from  national  direction. 

There  are  differences  between  what  we  can 
achieve,   and  what  we  cannot  control: 

— 13  percent  inflation,  which  eats  away  at  sav- 
ings and  takes  away  from  earnings, 

— 14  percent  mortgage  money,  which  deprives 
young  families  the  chance  to  make  a  start 
or  get  ahead, 
—a  dollar  a  gallon  home  heating  oil,  which 
threatens  to  make  even  a  mild  winter  colder 
than  humanly  tolerable  for  the  poor,  the 
elderly,  and  others  on  fixed  incomes, 
— and  the  concomitant  high  cost  of  living  —  in 
Boston,  the  highest  in  the  nation,  which  leaves 
all  but  the  very  rich  poorer  this  year  than 
last. 

These  are  the  painful  consequences  of  Federal 
action  and  inaction  which  constrain  even  our  most 
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ambitious  efforts  to  chart  our  own  course. 

— a   transportation   system   that  clogs   and  pol- 
lutes our  arteries  and  mismanages  our  transit 
resources 
— an  archaic,  confiscatory,  ludicrous  tax  system 

built  on  inequity   and  fiscal  injustice. 
These   are   inescapable  burdens   of  State    action 
and    inaction    which    confront   and    confound   this 
city  daily. 

Together,  these  failures  of  State  and  Federal 
policy  leave  us  victims. 

As  city  people,  we  will  join  with  others  from 
cities  and  towns  around  this  Commonwealth  and 
from  across  the  country,  not  as  applicants,  but  as 
proud  and  resourceful  combatants,  demanding  de- 
cisive leadership  dedicated  to  addressing  and  rec- 
tifying the  injustices  that  are  imposed  upon  us 
and  that  threaten  to  cripple  this  city  and  its 
people. 

But  within  the  context  of  these  staggering  bur- 
dens, Boston  has  an  agenda  of  her  own.  Mindful 
of  our  limitations,  we  will  focus  our  energies  and 
talent  on  what  we  can  do,  on  what's  most  needed, 
what's  most  left  undone,  who's  most  left  out  ■ — 
on  what's  most  required  to  achieve  meaningful 
results  to  problems  within  our  capacity  to  shape 
and  change. 

Our  agenda  for  the  term  we  are  beginning  today 
is  one  of  actions  —  broadly  concerned  and  real- 
istically formulated  —  to  achieve  significant,  visible 
results  wiihin  the  next  four  years. 
My  agenda  has  five  objectives: 
— We  will  meet  our  ethical  obligations  to  con- 
front racial   violence   and  to  transcend  intol- 
erance. 
— We  will  guarantee  that  the  benefits  of  Boston's 
economic  success  are  captured  by  Bostonians. 
— We    will   shape   the   physical   environment   of 
neighborhoods   and   downtown,   to   strengthen 
our  natural  assets. 
— We  will  restructure,   redirect  and  inject   new 
talent  into  government  to  meet  the  needs  of 
a  new  decade. 
— And,    finally,    we    will    change    the    political 
structure  of  this  city  so  that  all  neighborhoods 
and  the  people  within  them   are  given  legiti- 
mate  political    power    in    the    institutions    of 
their  government. 
Let  me  clarify  the  context  in  which  these  goals 
will  be  achieved: 

First,  to  combat  racial  violence  we  will  govern 
with  no  tolerance  for  racial  intolerance.  The 
posturing,  politicking,  and  temper  tantrums  which 
have  perverted  and  distorted  our  aims,  and  have 
distracted  attention  from  positive  goals,  will  be 
given  no  license  or  legitimacy  in  Boston. 

Simply  stated,  racism  in  any  and  all  of  its 
manifestations  not  only  won't  be  condoned;  it  will 
be  confronted  directly  and  aggressively  by  this 
government. 

The  absurdity  of  a  black  or  white  not  able  to 
walk  any  street  of  Boston  at  any  time  of  dav,  is 
an  injustice  beyond  comprehension. 

It  is  wrong,  just  plain  wrong.  And  it  cannot 
be  allowed  to  continue. 

Everyone  in  this  theatre  today  knows  that 
bigotry  and  bias,  whether  it  exists  in  an  exclusive 
club  on  Beacon  Hill  or  in  a  clubhouse  along  a 
neighborhood  street,  cannot  be  banned  by  govern- 
ment   action    alone,    or   solely    through    the    well- 


intentioned  efforts  of  the  people  who  live  in  our 
neighborhoods. 

We  are  well,  aware  that  it  will  require  committed, 
concerted  action  and  example,  by  government,  by 
the  media,  by  the  Church,  and  by  business  —  to 
give  minorities  increased  access  to  power  at  the 
center  of  these  institutions. 

To  serve  as  the  centerpiece  of  this  joint  obliga- 
tion, and  to  ensure  a  sustained  and  serious  effort, 
I  will  appoint  a  committee  to  publicly  examine  the 
progress  of  minorities  towards  achieving  real  power 
in  this  city.  And  I  have  asked  Cardinal  Medeiros, 
and  Richard  Hill,  of  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Boston,  and  Davis  Taylor,  of  The  Boston  Globe, 
to  serve  with  me  on  this  committee. 

We  have  formed  other  commissions  in  this 
area  in  the  past.  What  is  different  about  this  com- 
mission? One,  we  will  seek  the  finest  talent  avail- 
able to  serve  as  a  paid  staff  with  a  full-time 
executive  director.  Two,  the  committee  has  a 
specific  mandate,  clearly  defined,  to  find  ways  to 
guarantee  to  minorities  genuine  access  into  the 
centers  of  power  in  four  institutional  structures 
within  the  city;  the  Church,  business,  media,  and 
government  —  the  wellsprings  of  Boston's  strength 
and  Boston's  wealth. 

By  example,  all  else  can  follow;  but  only  those 
four  cornerstones  of  Boston  can  set  the  pace  or 
credibly  assume  the  challenge.  Our  charge  is  not 
to  lecture,  to  preach,  or  to  pontificate  to  others, 
but  to  analyze,  to  scrutinize,  and  to  act  ourselves. 
These  institutions  have  the  power  within  them,  to 
move  minorities  from  the  periphery  of  the  action 
— to  center  stage.  That  has  never  been  done  before 
in  Boston  .  .  .  ever. 

1  pledge  today  that  this  Administration  will 
strive  to  meet  the  tests  of  this  committee  and  I 
hereby  mandate  that  the  committee  demand  equal 
tests,  no  less,  from  those  other  institutions  in  this 
town  with  the  power  and  resources  required  to 
guarantee  access  and  equality  in  all  major  sectors 
of  our  society. 

It's  now  time  for  Boston  to  grow  up,  to  mature 
socially,  and  to  transcend  our  divisions,  not  by 
denying  our  differences,  but  by  actively  encouraging 
full  participation  by  all  races  in  all  of  this  city's 
institutions. 

Boston  has  come  farther  than  those  commenta- 
tors most  distant  from  our  city  credit  us.  But  we 
haven't  come  far  enough  or  fast  enough.  It's  time 
we  joined  hands  —  united  behind  the  inalienable 
truth  that  to  deny  a  single  Bostonian  his  or  her 
rights  is  to  deny  every  Bostonian  his  own  self- 
respect  and  our  collective  freedom. 

Second,  so  that  the  wealth  generated  in  this  city 
may  be  better  shared  by  those  who  live  in  its 
neighborhoods,  we  will  vigorously  pursue  an  am- 
bitious new  policy  designed  to  ensure  that  the 
benefits  of  Boston's  economic  success  are  captured 
by  Bostonians. 

This  policy  will  have  four  components: 

One,  by  executive  order,  I  will  institute  a  new 
policy  whereby  Boston-based  businesses  will  be 
given  exclusive  rights  to  do  business  with  the  city, 
subject  only  to  the  competence  to  deliver  the 
required  service  at  a  competitive  price.  This  is  not 
patronage  or  parochialism.  Rather,  it  is  a  limited 
means  we  have  at  our  disposal  to  partially  offset 
the    injustice   done    to    Bostonians   by    an   archaic 
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state  system,  which  taxes  away  the  economic  health 
of  businesses  based  in  Boston. 

Two,  also  by  executive  order,  I  will  expand  the 
provisions  o  fthe  city  hiring  policy  whereby 
Bostonians  are  now  given  preference  over  outside 
applicants,  so  that  in  the  future  a  strict  criterion 
for  promotion  within  the  city  government  will  be 
a  legitimate  Boston  residence,  in  all  cases  where 
equal  merit  is  demonstrated. 

Three,  I  have  recently  announced  that  we  will 
set  aside  for  Boston  residents  50  percent  of  all  jobs 
in  every  city-assisted  construction  project.  Today, 
I  will  call  upon  the  private  sector  to  follow  our 
lead. 

We  will  do  these  things,  and  more,  to  increase 
direct  participation  in  the  vitality  of  our  economy 
by  all  Bostonians  —  black,  brown,  and  white,  male 
and  female,  young  and  old. 

But,  fourth  and  finally,  we  do  have  a  special 
obligation  to  the  youth  of  this  city.  The  public 
schools  of  Boston  are  not  the  Mayor's  to  lead 
and  administer.  To  Bob  Wood,  who  has  my  sup- 
port, and  to  the  newly  elected  School  Committee 
seated  here  beside  me,  falls  the  awesome  responsi- 
bility of  restoring  pride  in  education  to  its  rightful 
place  at  the  heart  of  Boston's  pride  in  herself. 

But  there  are  some  things  which  together  we 
can  do  to  reshape  the  purpose  of  education,  and 
to  expand  the  possibilities  and  opportunities  for 
students  once  they  graduate. 

Do  you  know  that  Boston  administers  a  pro- 
gram which  pays  over  4,000  high  school  students 
as  much  as  $3,000  each  —  each  year,  to  stay  in 
school,  to  keep  off  the  streets,  and  to  pursue  a 
career  —  and  that  represents  fully  25  percent  of 
the  entire  high  school  population. 

Do  you  know  that  we  just  built  an  $85  million 
citywide  magnet  school  at  Madison  Park  which  is 
the  largest  and  most  comprehensive  high  school 
and  vocational  complex  in  America? 

And  we've  made  these  investments  and  more 
in  the  context  of  a  booming  job  market  —  where 
literally  50  percent  of  all  the  mini-computers  in 
the  world  are  assembled,  where  a  tourist  industry 
flourishes,  and  the  service  industry  is  secure,  and 
where  the  classified  ads  in  yesterday's  Boston 
Sunday  papers  were  60  pages  long. 

And  yet,  youth  unemployment  is  sky-high  in 
Boston,  over  18  percent,  a  public  disgrace. 

John  Kennedy  used  to  say  that  a  rising  tide 
lifts  all  boats.  Why  is  it  that  the  youth  of  Boston 
have  not  been  raised  along  with  the  rising  tide 
of  Boston's  economy? 

The  simple  truth:  those  who  train  and  those 
who  employ  are  to  blame.  The  fault  is  ours,  as 
adults;  not  theirs  as  out  of  work  kids.  Something 
is  drastically  wrong  when  a  market  with  500,000 
jobs  .  .  .  and  another  100,000  coming  on-line  in 
the  '80s  .  .  .  cannot  provide  employment  for  the 
1,500  kids  who  graduated  from  high  school  last 
year  and  went  out  looking  for  work. 

The  facts  are  clear  and  unassailable  and  they 
seal  the  indictment  against  the  present  system  — 
a  sysem  of  adults  who  have  not,  to  date,  had  the 
commitment,  the  compassion,  or  the  common  sense 
to  create  a  better  system  —  one  which  trains 
students  for  employment  and  employs  graduates 
for  their  skills. 


To  make  that  better  system  a  reality,  I  am 
calling  today  for  a  working  partnership  between 
the  city  and  the  public  schools,  and  a  firm  com- 
mitment from  the  private  sector  to  the  goal  of 
providing  a  meaningful  job  for  every  graduating 
senior  from  the  Boston  public  schools  who  seeks 
employment. 

The  goals  of  social  maturity  and  economic 
equity,  which  I  have  outlined,  go  hand  in  hand 
with  our  ability  to  provide  a  high  quality  of  life 
—  physical  and  cultural  —  for  all  Boston  residents. 

The  third  major  item  in  our  agenda  for  the 
term  we  commence  today  is  to  continue  to  preserve, 
strengthen,  and  even  reconceive  the  environment 
in  which  Bostonians  live. 

An  inaugural  address  ushering  in  a  decade  is 
perhaps  not  the  appropriate  forum  to  convey  in 
specific  terms  the  lengthy  list  of  development 
projects  which  this  government  will  embark  upon 
over  the  next  four  years. 

The  components  of  our  plans  for  Blue  Hill 
Avenue,  Roslindale  Square  and  other  neighbor- 
hoods of  Boston  will  take  concrete  form  as  this 
Administration  fulfills  its  ambition  to  apply  the 
ingredients  of  Boston's  success  downtown  to  the 
revitalization  of  every  neighborhood  throughout 
the  city. 

For  the  moment,  let  me  instead  focus  on  three 
new  initiatives  which  will  reclaim  Boston's  heritage 
for  all  citizens  to  enjoy. 

One,  we  will  turn  Boston's  face  back  to  the  sea 
and  recapture  the  harbor  through  development 
which  increases  public  access  to  the  waterfront  in 
five  Boston  neighborhoods,  restores  commercial 
life  to  vacant  wharves,  infuses  recreational  activity 
into  the  network  of  neglected  islands,  and  trans- 
forms the  waterways  from  a  barrier  separating 
neighborhoods  into  a  road  which  links  the  city 
once  again,  from  Eastie  to  Dorchester,  from 
Charlestown  to  Southie. 

Two,  we  will  focus  the  combined  resources  of 
public,  private,  and  nonprofit  institutions  to  com- 
plete our  new  Theater  District. 

The  Music  Hall  already  has  begun  renovation 
to  become  a  major,  world-class  metropolitan  cen- 
ter. A  magnificent  new  home  for  the  internation- 
ally renowned  Boston  Opera  Company  is  already 
under  construction. 

The  magnitude  of  the  other  physical  improve- 
ments related  to  this  conception,  including  the 
conversion  of  the  old  R.  H.  Stearns  building  into 
housing  for  the  elderly,  which  is  now  in  progress, 
will  transform  the  entire  area,  not  only  into  a 
thriving  commercial  district,  but  a  new  neighbor- 
hood of  people  as  well. 

Boston  will  have,  by  the  middle  of  this  decade, 
a  reconstructed,  redesigned,  revitalized  Theater 
District  which  will  regain  for  this  city  its  rightful 
place  second  only  to  New  York  in  the  quality, 
scope,  and  availability  of  its  culture. 

Three,  we  will  embark  upon  the  ingenious  and 
imaginative  scheme  of  one  of  the  world's  greatest 
physical  planners,  Moshe  Safdie,  to  make  the 
North  Station  area  a  beautiful  residential,  retail, 
and  office  community ,  —  centered  around  an 
island  which  we  will  create  in  the  middle  of  the 
Charles  River,  surrounded  by  a  water  canal. 

We  hope  to  persuade  the  Federal  government 
to  locate  the  new  GSA  Office  Building  in  the 
North  Station   area.   And  I   will  also  explore  the

idea  of  the  city  constructing  a  needed  annex  to 
City  Hall  directly  in  the  center  of  this  project,  to 
give  it  an  added  boost  to  commencing  work  on 
a  larger  scale  within  the  next  two  years. 

Progress  will  begin  in  fourteen  months,  when 
the  elevated  green  line  will  be  torn  down  —  a 
commitment  made  by  the  Governor's  capable 
Secretary  of  Transportation,  Barry  Locke. 

And  to  Boston's  ever-faithful  sports  fans  I 
might  add,  almost  parenthetically,  that  related  to 
this  project,  we  will,  within  the  next  six  months, 
make  an  irrevocable  decision  either  to  build  a 
new  arena,  or  to  revitalize  the  Garden  into  a 
first-class  sports  complex  on  our  own,  so  that  this 
great  sports  town  can  hold  its  own. 

In  addition  to  government's  commitment  to 
fostering  social  maturity,  economic  equity  and 
environmental  vitality,  we  have  responsibility  for 
the  delivery  of  basic  city  services,  and  the  improve- 
ment of  those  services  is  the  fourth  point  on  our 
broad  agenda. 

Three  major  efforts  of  this  Administration  over 
the  coming  months  will  improve  the  performance 
of  city  government  and  the  efficiency  of  those 
services. 

One,  within  the  next  six  months,  we  will  act  on 
a  comprehensive  review,  which  1  am  now  com- 
pleting, to  eliminate  or  streamline  agencies,  many 
of  which  have   outlived   their   need. 

Mayoral  agencies  such  as  Summerthing,  Little 
City  Halls,  and  the  Youth  Activities  Commission 
were  created  over  a  decade  ago  —  conceived  at  a 
time  when  programs  had  to  be  fostered  and  en- 
couraged by  city  government,  to  substitute  for 
neighborhood-based  initiatives  which  didn't  exist, 
or  to  circumvent  city  agencies  which  historically 
had  been  unresponsive. 

It  is  now  time  to  take  a  good  hard  look  —  and 
we  will  see  that  some  of  the  agencies  that  helped 
revitalize  the  city  in  the  seventies  are  no  longer 
sustained  by  the  demands  which  led  to  their 
creation.  Many  have  fulfilled  their  mission  by 
leaving  in  place  grass-roots  efforts  which  have  a 
momentum  of  their  own  —  an  impressive  tribute 
to  their  success.  Those  agencies  must  now  be 
allowed  to  be  come  permanent  bureaucratic  ap- 
pendages of  independent  neighborhood  groups  — 
or  solely  accountable  to  the  Mayor. 

It's  time  to  redesign  and  fine-tune  city  govern- 
ment for  a  new  decade.  We  must  show  that  we 
have  the  maturity  to  reject  the  pride  of  authorship, 
the  courage  to  face  the  political  consequences  of 
unpopular  decisions,  and  the  imagination  to  create 
new  agencies  to  meet  new  needs,  such  as  a  new 
line  department  for  energy  conservation  and  pro- 
tection, which  we  will  establish. 

Two,  we  will  reach  out  for  the  finest  minds  and 
most  dedicated  public  servants  to  lead  Boston  into 
the  1980s.  We  will  continue  to  attract,  foster  and 
sponsor  the  best  talent  —  to  compete  for  it  in  all 
sectors,  to  compensate  it  adequately,  and  to  nurture 
its  growth  through  promotion. 

The  talented  men  and  women  who  have  served 
Boston  over  the  past  twelve  years,  many  of  whom 
have  gone  on  to  serve  at  higher  levels  of  govern- 
ment, constitute  one  of  the  proudest  hallmarks  of 
my  Administration  —  perhaps  our  greatest  com- 
pliment. 


As  we  enter  a  new  decade,  there  will  be  new 
faces  and  new  ideas  at  City  Hall. 

Three,  the  delivery  of  services  by  line  depart- 
ments will  be  measurably  improved  through  the 
use  of  clear,  common-sense,  and  quantifiable 
standards  against  which  all  personnel  and  perform- 
ance will  be  precisely  and  continually  assessed  — 
so  that  the  mundane,  unglamorous  services  which 
a  responsible  government  owes  to  its  constituents 
before  all  else  will,  indeed,  be  done. 

Against  the  backdrop  of  federal  inertia  and 
private  sector  insensitivity,  the  resources  and  the 
power  of  local  government  are  limited  —  but  we 
can  effectively  channel  our  energies  towards 
realistic  objectives.  No,  I  can't  tell  you  that  the 
acid  rain  of  industrial  waste  will  never  fall  on 
Boston.  I  cant  say  that  my  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment can  clean  the  air  we  breathe.  But  what  I  can 
guarantee  is  that  they  will  clean  the  streets  of 
Boston,  cleaner  than  ever  before. 

Against  the  backdrop  of  rising  unemployment 
and  nationally  unresolved  tensions  between  races 
and  classes,  no,  I  can't  tell  you  that  every  street 
in  Boston  will  be  safe  to  walk  after  dark,  and  I 
can't  say  that  the  Police  Department  will  eradicate 
crime.  What  I  can  guarantee  is  that  we  will  con- 
tinue to  increase  the  visibility  of  police  in  the 
neighborhoods  and  the  effectiveness  of  their  man- 
agement and  deployment  throughout  the  city. 

Fifth,  and  finally,  an  agenda  for  Boston  in  1980 
would  be  incomplete  without  the  recognition  that 
the  ultimate  sustaining  force  in  any  society,  no 
less  in  our  city,  is  the  health  of  that  community's 
politics,  and  for  that  reason  I  will  champion 
structural  reform  of  the  City  Charter  to  give  direct 
representation  to  neighborhods  on  both  the  City 
Council  and  the  School  Committee. 

Tolerance,  opportunity,  vitality,  and  delivery  of 
basic  services  cannot  alone  sustain  this  city's 
present  and  future  which  will,  and  must,  be  judged 
also  on  the  integrity  of  Boston's  politics. 

Twelve  years  ago  when  I  first  ran  for  Mayor, 
politics  in  Boston  was  a  battle  fought  and  per- 
ceived in  national  terms,  a  battle  for  sanity  and 
survival.  At  that  time,  the  politics  of  Boston  lay 
dormant,  the  neighborhoods  themselves  destitute, 
entire  groups  within  them  disenfranchised.  Since 
that  time,  the  fostering  of  community  groups  and 
their  consistent  support,  even  at  the  risk  of  a 
challenge  to  City  Hall,  has  breathed  new  political 
life  into  the  neighborhoods. 

That  restored  strength  now  deserves  to  be  rec- 
ognized, legitimized,  and  fully  enfranchised.  Vol- 
unteerism  is  commendable;  elected  office  is 
powerful. 

When  I  first  took  office  in  1968,  70  percent  of 
the  wards  in  Boston  were  unrepresented  on  the 
Council,  today,  the  situation  has  not  improved.  In 
the  span  of  twelve  years,  not  just  Charlestown  and 
Allston/Brighton,  but  Uphams  Corner,  the  South 
End,  East  Boston,  and  the  Fenway  have  never 
had  a  direct  voice  in  city  government. 

That  must  change,  and  it  will. 

I  am  not  proposing  district  elections  exclusively, 
and  neither  am  I  advocating  any  change  in  the 
electoral  system  in  favor  of  partisan  elections  for 
Mayor.  If  at  all,  this  proposal  can  only  serve  to 
undermine  my  own  political  authority.  But  the 
example  of  political  organization  in  this  last  cam- 
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paign,  which  spanned  every  precinct  and  every 
ward  and  every  ethnic  group,  only  serves  to  under- 
score my  conviction  that  politics  is  the  one  institu- 
tion in  this  city  above  all  others  which  can  moti- 
vate a  diverse  people  to  work  in  pursuit  of  com- 
mon goals,  and  to  feel  a  part  of  the  larger  whole. 

Little  City  Halls  can  channel  energies  and 
access,  but  the  executive  of  this  city,  this  Mayor 
included,  must  constantly  be  challenged  inde- 
pendently of  agencies  under  the  executive's  direct 
control. 

As  I  began  my  first  Administration,  I  said  in 
that  first  inaugural  address  that  Boston  may  not 
become  the  city  that  we  want,  but  it  will  be  the 
city  that  we  deserve. 

Our  determination  to  be  guided  by  vision  — 
not  by  political  power,  alone,  but  by  moral  au- 
thority as  well  —  and  our  steadfast  pursuit  of  the 
agenda  I  have  outlined  today,  will  be  our  measure 
of  how  deserving  we  are  of  the  city  that  we  leave 
for  the   next  generation   of  Bostonians   to  inherit. 

The  obstacles  to  some  of  the  objectives,  the 
cynics  will  tell  us,  are  insurmountable.  Our  harsh- 
est critics  will  say  that  we  have  not  been  ambitious 
enough. 

But  it  is  our  agenda,  and  it  is  our  time. 

The  actions  required  will  exhaust  our  energy  and 
capacity,  and,  in  the  process,  will  produce  con- 
tinuing controversy  —  which  is  the  corollary  of 
change,  and  the  indispensable  ingredient  of  great- 
ness. 

We  commence  these  tasks  in  a  world  where  the 
winds  of  historic  change  are  blowing  more  harshly 
than  at  any  time  since  the  1930s. 

In  a  world  intoxicated  with  power  which  comes 
from  barrels  of  oil  and  the  barrels  of  guns  —  in  a 
world  now  threatening  to  replace  an  equilibrum 
based  on  laws  with  anarchy  resulting  from  uni- 
lateral intervention  and  naked  aggression. 

These  are  times  more  turbulent  than  we  dare 
to  admit,  even  to  ourselves. 

It  has  been  said  that  "a  well-conceived  foreign 
policy  is  not  only  related,  but  necessarily  sub- 
ordinate, to  domestic  needs  and  aspirations,  and 
that  it  must  advance  the  well-being  of  our  people, 
compatible  with  our  national  character  as  a 
people." 

We  in  Boston  can,  as  one  great  city,  contribute 
to  the  kind  of  domestic  peace,  prosperity  and 
purpose  which  is  the  underpinning  of  a  sane  and 
responsible  world. 

The  dialogue  to  be  played  out  on  the  stage  of 
the  race  for  the  presidency  is  one  which  we  will 
both  listen  to  and  participate  in.  That  dialogue 
must  not  be  allowed  to  revolve  around  the  partisan 
issues  of  winning  or  losing,  or  around  personalities. 
It  must  be  a  forum  for  the  reaffirmation  of  our 
values,  of  what  we  stand  for.  Let  the  reaffirmation 
of  what  Boston  stands  for  be  our  contribution  to 
that  endeavor. 

Our  roots  are  here  in  Boston,  and  for  the  great 
majority  of  us,  it's  not  only  where  we  work  but 
where  we  want  to  live,  and  grow.  We  are  not  lost, 
we  are  not  powerless,  and  we  suffer  from  no  crisis 
of  identity  or  direction.  If  we  harness  our  strength 
in  a  purposeful  way,  we  can  not  only  get  by,  but 
come  through  this  period  having  achieved  a  quality 
of  distinction  and  excellence  and  opportunity  in 
Boston  which  will  be  a  truly  national  contribution. 


So  let  this  great  gathering  today  signal  a  clear 
statement  that  this  government  will  not  lead  in 
isolation  .  .  .  nor  shall  it  govern  without  conviction. 

We  will  prepare  for  the  '80s  by  managing 
Boston's  advantages  to  benefit  its  people,  moving 
further  forward  to  our  aspiration  of  being  a  city 
which  shares  its  resurgence  and  its  success, 
equally,  and  in  a  graceful  way  with  all  its  proud 
people. 

The  virtues  of  pride  and  belonging,  so  evident 
in  Boston's  neighborhoods,  can  be  the  soil  in  which 
flourishes  a  city  of  hope,  of  healing  and  of  great- 
ness; a  city  which  is  allowed  to  flower  in  a  burst 
of  vitality,  imagination  and  high  ideals,  rooted  in 
abiding  convictions  and  a  deep  commitment  to 
one  another. 

Thank  you. 

City  Clerk  HYNES:  I  now  most  respectfully 
present  Dr.  Michael  E.  Haynes,  Pastor,  Twelfth 
Baptist  Church,  who  will  deliver  benediction. 

Dr.  Michael  E.  Haynes:  Let  us  pray:  We  thank 
Thee  Almighty  God,  for  this  great  day.  We  thank 
Thee  for  leading  our  Mayor  Kevin  to  bring  us 
here  to  Dorchester  Bay,  to  Uphams  Corner,  to 
this  pivotal  center  of  a  neighborhood. 

We  ask  at  this  time  your  special  blessings  upon 
Kevin  White  as  the  leader  of  our  city.  Grant  unto 
him  physical  strength,  emotional  health,  spiritual 
sensitivity,  and  vitality. 

We  ask  your  blessings  upon  his  wife  Kathryn, 
their  children,  and  all  of  the  beloved  members  of 
their  family. 

We  pray,  Oh  God,  that  at  this  time  in  his 
administration  you  would  give  unto  him  an  under- 
standing of  the  words  of  Our  Lord  and  Savior 
Who  said,  "I  must  do  the  works  of  Him  Who 
sent  me  while  it  is  day,  for  the  night  cometh  when 
no  man  can  work." 

Bless  this  administration;  raise  up  around  him 
sensitive,  wise  men  and  women  of  integrity  and 
efficacy  to  assist  him  in  effective  leadership  for 
this  city. 

We  pray,  Oh  God,  that  you  would  remind  him 
and  help  him  to  understand  with  sensitivity  —  and 
not  him  only  but  for  all  others  who  shall  share  in 
the  leadership  of  this  city  government  on  the 
Council  and  on  the  School  Committee  —  the 
words  of  the  Jewish  prophet  who  said:  "What  doth 
God  require  of  thee  but  that  thou  do  justice,  love, 
have  mercy,   and  walk  humbly  before  thy  God?" 

Bless  Kevin  White;  bless  Lawrence  and  Ray- 
mond, Christopher  and  Frederick,  Patrick  and 
Rosemarie,  John  and  Joesph;  bless  Albert;  bless 
John  J.  and  Jean  and  John  D.  and  Jerry  and 
Elvira.  Remind  them  that  You  are  the  Sovereign 
God  of  this  universe  and  each  of  them,  with  the 
privilege  of  leadership,  are  accountable  not  only 
to  the  constituency,  but  they  are  accountable  to 
Thee,  Oh  God. 

God  of  our  weary  years,  God  of  our  silent 
tears,  Thou  Who  has  brought  us  thus  safe  along 
our  way,  Thou  Who  has  by  Thy  might  led  us  into 
the  light,  keep  us  forever  iii  Thy  path,  we  pray, 
lest  our  feet  stray  from  the  places,  Oh  God,  where 
we  meet  Thee,  lest  our  hearts  get  drunk  with  the 
wine  of  the  world,  and  we  forget  Thee,  sheltered 
beneath  Thy  hand. 
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May  we  forever  stand  true  to  our  goals,  true  to 
our  land,  and.  Father,  help  each  one  of  us  in  this 
room,  regardless  of  our  color,  our  station  in  life, 
to  be  sensitively  concerned  about  the  least  amongst 
us,  whether  they  be  black  or  white  or  red  or  yellow 
or  brown  or  English-speaking  or  foreign-language- 
speaking,  all  of  the  huddled  masses  yearning  to  be 
free  in  this  City  of  Boston,  and,  as  we  see  ourselves 
in  privileged  positions,  may  our  concern  be  to  lift 
them  to  the  end  that  You  might  smile  upon  our 
country  and  upon  our  city  and  in  this  world  filled 
with  so  much  trouble  and  chaos  from  corner  to 
corner  and  nation  to  nation  forgive  us  of  our 
sins  in  Boston,  forgive  us  of  our  sins  in  America, 
help  us  to  repent  of  our  sins,  and  then,  Oh  God, 
bless  America  with  a  new  sense  of  our  privilege. 
Bless  us  with  peace.  Bless  us  with  harmony  and 
justice  and  equity.  Bring  us  to  a  new  sense  of  who 
You  are  and  what  You  can  do  for  us  to  the  end 
that  we  can  sing,  "God  Bless  America,  land  that 
we  love." 

Bless  our  country  and  our  city,  Oh  God.  Amen. 

(The  assemblage  then  sang  "God  Bless  America.")

REAL  PROPERTY  DEPARTMENT  TO  HALT 
AUCTION  OF  CERTAIN  PROPERTY  IN 
SOUTH  END 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  is  a  serious  housing  shortage  of 
decent  rental  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
particularly  in  the  South  End  section;   and 

Whereas,  The  buildings  located  at  79  to  109 
East  Canton  Street  in  the  South  End  section  of 
the  City  of  Boston  have  been  seized  by  foreclosure 
of  past-due  taxes  and  are  scheduled  to  be  auctioned 
at  public  auction;  and 

Whereas,  The  occupants  of  said  buildings  are 
low-  and  middle-income  families  who  have  formed 
a  community  and  who  do  not  want  to  leave  the 
neighborhood;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  occupants  are  on  fixed 
incomes  and  a  third  of  the  occupants  are  elderly; 
and 

Whereas,  The  buildings  house  a  representation 
of  the  larger  South  End  community  in  that  they 
are  integrated  ethnically  and  economically;   and 

Whereas,  The  tenants  who  occupy  the  eighty 
units  are  fearful  of  eviction  and  have  requested 
that  the  city  guarantee  that  none  of  them  will  be 
dislocated;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor,  The  Mayor,  to  order  the  following: 
1.  That  the  Real  Property  Department  halt  the 

public     auction    of    these    properties     described 

above; 


2.  That  the  Real  Property  Department  be 
authorized  to  effectively  manage  and  maintain 
these  buildings  until  tenant-occupied  ownership 
could  be  effectuated; 

3.  That  the  Boston  Redevelopment-  Authority 
set  up  a  program  in  conjunction  with  the  tenants 
of  these  buildings  so  that  these  tenants  eventu- 
ally through  rent  assistance  subsidies  and  tenant- 
occupied  ownership  might  become  eligible 
through  low-interest  loan  programs  to  rehabili- 
tate these  buildings. 

4.  That  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
assist  the  tenants  with  technical  engineering  and 
architectural  assistance  to  acquire  these  buildings 
and  without  displacement  of  any  of  the  existing 
tenants  in  good  standing. 

5.  That  a  report  to  the  Boston  City  Council 
be  made  by  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  within 
fifteen  days,  of  the  steps  taken  to  accomplish 
these  goals. 

The  rules  were  suspended. 

Coun.  LANGONE  moved  that  this  matter  be 
referred  to  an  appropriate  committee  when  the 
committees  are  formed. 

The  motion  was  carried.

Ordered,  That  the  Rules  of  the  City  Council  for 

1978-1979,  as  amended,   be  adopted   as   the  Rules 

of  the  City  Council,  except  as  hereinafter  provided: 

1.  Rule  15  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
last  paragraph  thereof  and  inserting  in  its  place 
the  following: 

A  majority  of  any  committee  may  refer  all 
or  a  part  of  any  matter  referred  to  it  to  another 
standing  committee  of  the  Council. 
Unless  the  time  shall  be  extended  by  vote  of  the 
Council,  every  matter  referred  to  a  committee 
shall  be  considered  at  a  public  meeting  or  hear- 
ing of  that  committee  within  forty-five  days  of 
referral,  and  every  matter  shall  be  reported  upon 
within  sixty  days  of  referral.  In  the  event  that 
sixty  days  shall  elapse  after  referral  of  a  matter, 
and  no  report  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk,  the 
Clerk  shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  listed  on  the 
agenda  of  the  Council  meeting  next  held  there- 
after, and  the  committee  shall  be  discharged 
from  further  consideration  thereof. 

2.  Rule  22  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  to  the 
end  thereof,  the  following: 

No  ordinance  shall  be  adopted  at  the  meeting 
at  which  submitted.  This  rule  may  be  suspended 
only  by  unanimous  roll  call  vote  of  the  Council. 

3.  Rule  29  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
The  president  shall  appoint  all  standing  com- 
mittees, all  special  committees,  shall  fill  any 
committee  vacancy  and  designate  the  rank  of  the 
members  of  each  committee  unless  specifically 
directed  otherwise  by  a  majority  of  the  Council. 
There  shall  be  the  following  standing  com- 
mittees: 

1.  A  Committee  of  the  Whole,  consisting  of 
all  members  which  shall  concern  itself  with 
Council  rules,  procedures,  budget,  facilities, 
equipment,  staff,  and  supplies,  as  well  as  any 
litigation  involving  the  Council. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Government  Operations, 
consisting  of  three  members  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  the  structure  of  city  government,  par- 
ticularly those  powers  granted  the  Council  by 
City  of  Boston  Code  St.  2,  sec.  752,  and  all 
matters  formerly  handled  by  the  Committee  on 
Administrative  Matters,  and  shall  exercise  bud- 
getary review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
Administrative  Services,  Election  and  Law  De- 
partments, the  Office  of  the  Mayor,  except  those 
components  specifically  assigned  to  other  com- 
mittees, the  City  Clerk,  Registrar,  and  Record, 
Group  Insurance,  Workmen's  Compensation,  and 
the  Retirement  Board. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Government  Finance,  con- 
sisting of  three  members  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  the  fiscal  policy  of  the  city,  city  debt, 
revenues,  etc.  The  Committee  shall  have  referred 
to  it  the  annual  budget,  and  shall  refer  to  each 
other  committee  for  study  and  report,  those 
portions  of  the  budget  that  concern  the  work 
of  such  committee,  and  shall  assemble  and  re- 
port to  the  Council,  the  recommendations  of 
each  committee.  The  Committee  on  Government 
Finance  shall  exercise  fiscal  review  and  oversight 
of  the  entire  budget,  particularly  with  respect  to 
the  Auditing,  Collecting,  Treasury,  and  Assessing 
Departments,  E.E.P.A.,  C.D.B.G..,  the  Office  of 
Fiscal  Affairs  and  the  Finance  Commission. 
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4.  A  Committee  on  Public  Safety  consisting 
of  three  members  which  shall  concern  itself  with, 
and  shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  over- 
sight with  respect  to,  the  Police,  Fire,  and  Penal 
Institutions  Departments,  the  Suffolk  County 
Jail,  programs  financed  under  the  Law  Enforce- 
ment Assistance  Act,  and  county  matters. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Urban  Resources  consist- 
ing of  three  members,  which  shall  concern  itself 
with  the  natural  and  historic  resources  of  the 
city,  including  open  spaces,  wetlands,  the  harbor 
and  harbor  islands,  the  relationship  of  the  Metro- 
politan District  Commission  and  the  city,  pollu- 
tion, conservation,  energy  policy,  waste  disposal 
policy,  the  promotion  of  tourism,  and  shall  ex- 
ercise budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  re- 
spect to  the  Public  Works  Department,  Air 
Pollution  Control,  Conservation,  Landmarks, 
Water  and  Sewer,  Back  Bay  Architectural  Dis- 
trict and  Beacon  Hill  Historic  District  Com- 
missions, and  the  Park  Department,  except  for 
recreational  programs. 

6.  A  Committee  on  Human  Services  consisting 
of  three  members,  to  concern  itself  with  services 
provided  to  residents  of  the  city,  especially  with 
regard  to  youth,  the  elderly,  the  infirm,  the 
handicapped,  the  jobless,  and  veterans,  questions 
of  education,  vocational  training,  public  health 
and  substance  abuse,  and  shall  exercise  budgetary 
review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Elderly 
Affairs,  Human  Rights,  and  Handicapped  Com- 
missions, Veterans'  Graves  and  Veterans'  Serv- 
ices Department,  and  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals,  except  for  the  licensing  and  in- 
spectional  aspects  thereof,  and  the  Consumer 
Council. 

7.  A  Committee  on  Neighborhood  Services,

the  ticket  and  his  division,  a  schedule  of  estab- 
lished fines,  instructions  for  the  return  of  the 
tag,  and  a  notice  which  reads  as  follows:  This 
notice  may  be  returned  by  mail,  personally  or 
by  an  authorized  person.  An  administrative 
hearing  may  be  had  by  personal  appearance 
before  the  parking  violations  bureau  of  the  City 
of  Boston  at  any  time  during  office  hours. 
Failure  to  obey  this  notice  within  twenty-one 
days  will  result  in  the  imposition  of  an  addi- 
tional fine  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  fine  stated 
herein  and  may  result  in  the  imposition  of  other 
civil  penalties. 

At  or  before  the  completion  of  each  tour  of 
duty,  the  officer  or  employee  shall  give  to  his 
commanding  officer  those  copies  of  each  notice 
of  such  violation  taken  cognizance  of  during 
such  tour.  Said  commnading  officer  shall  retain 
and  safely  preserve  one  of  such  copies  and  shall 
at  a  time  not  later  than  the  beginning  of  the 
next  business  day  after  receipt  of  such  notice 
deliver  another  of  such  copies  to  the  director 
of  the  parking  violations  bureau. 

Any  person  notified  to  appear  before  the 
parking  violations  bureau,  as  provided  herein, 
may  appear  and  confess  the  offense  charged, 
either    personally    or    through    an    agent    duly 


authorized  in  writing  or  by  mailing  to  the  park- 
ing violations  bureau  the  notice  accompanied  by 
the  fine  provided  therein,  such  payment  to  be 
made  only  by  postal  note,  money  order  or  check 
made  out  to  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  Payment  of  the  fine  established  shall 
operate  as  a  final  disposition  of  the  case.  Notice

section  shall  deliver  a  copy  of  such  notice  to 
the  hearing  board  established  in  section  4C.  If 
a  person  charged  with  a  violation  of  a  parking 
regulation  appears  and  requests  a  hearing  before 
the  expiration  of  the  twenty-first  day  from  the 
date  of  issuance  of  a  notice  of  a  parking  viola- 
tion, the  ticket-processing  section  shall  notify 
the  hearing  board,  established  under  section 
4C,  of  such  request,  and  shall  remit  such  records 
as  may  be  necessary  for  such  hearing  to  the 
hearing  board.  An  additional  penalty  shall  not 
be  imposed  until  the  requested  hearing  is  held 
and  a  final  judgment  entered  against  a  person 
requesting  a  hearing.  The  ticket-processing  sec- 
tion shall  maintain  such  other  files  and  perform 
such  other  functions  as  may  be  required  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  4C.  Notwithstanding  any  contrary 
provision  of  section  20C  of  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws  relating  to  the  City  of  Boston, 
there  shall  be  within  the  parking  violations 
bureau  a  hearing  board  which  shall  have  author- 
ity to  adjudicate  charges  of  violations  of  parking 
rules  and  regulations.  The  director  of  the  parking 
violations  bureau  shall  appoint  a  supervising 
hearing  examiner,  who  shall  be  the  chief  officer 
of  such  hearing  board,  and  such  senior  hearing 
examiners  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required. 
The  duties  of  the  supervising  hearing  examiner 
and  the  senior  hearing  examiners  shall  include, 
but  not  be  limited  to  (1)  presiding  at  hearings 
for  the  adjudication  of  charges  of  parking  viola- 
tions;   (2)    the  supervision  of  the  work  of  the 
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hearing  board;  and  (3)  membership  on  the 
appeals  board  of  the  hearing  board  as  provided 
herein.  The  director  of  the  parking  violations 
bureau  shall  also  appoint  such  hearing  examiners 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required,  who  shall 
preside  at  hearings  for  the  adjudication  of 
charges  of  parking  violations.  Hearing  examiners 
shall  be  appointed  and  shall  serve  for  such 
number  of  sessions  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  director  of  the  parking  violations  bureau 
and  shall  receive  therefor  such  remuneration  as 
may  be  fixed.  Every  supervising  hearing  ex- 
aminer, senior  hearing  examiner  and  hearing 
examiner  shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  prac- 
tice of  law  in  the  commonwealth  for  a  period 
of  at  least  five  years,  and  shall  be  appointed 
from  a  list  of  eligible  candidates  who  have 
satisfied  the  standards  established  by  a  duly  con- 
stituted committee  of  the  Board  of  Bar  Over- 
seers. 

Upon  receipt  from  the  ticket-processing  sec- 
tion of  a  notice  of  a  parking  violation  which 
has  remained  unpaid  for  twenty-one  days  after 
issuance,  the  hearing  board  shall  send  a  notice 
to  the  offender  identified  therein  requiring  him 
to  appear  within  fourteen  days.  Such  notice 
shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  director  of  the 
parking  violations  bureau  shall  determine  and 
shall  indicate  the  date,  time  and  place  of  the 
alleged  violation,  the  name  of  the  ticketing 
officer,  the  amount  of  the  fine  and  penalty  owed, 
and  shall  include  a  warning  indicating  that 
failure  to  pay  or  to  appear  for  a  hearing,  as 
provided  herein,  will  constitute  a  default  and 
will  subject  the  offender  to  the  penalties  pro- 
vided in  section  4D. 

Upon  the  request  of  any  person  charged  with 
a  violation  of  a  parking  rule  or  regulation,  the 
hearing  board  shall  provide  an  adjudication  of 
the  charge  by  a  hearing  examiner.  Such  adjudi- 
cation shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  sections  11  and  12  of  chapter 
30A  of  the  General  Laws.  A  hearing  examiner 
shall  have  the  power  (1)  to  accept  pleas  to,  and 
to  hear  and  determine,  charges  of  parking  viola- 
tions; and  (2)  to  impose  such  financial  penalties 
for  parking  violations  as  may  be  established  by 
the  traffic  and  parking  commission  under  section 
2. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  a  hear- 
ing examiner  shall  be  entitled  to  review  of  such 
decision  upon  filing  of  a  written  request  by  the 
person  aggrieved  or  his  attorney  within  ten  days 
of  such  decision.  Review  shall  be  before  a 
three-member  appeals  board  composed  of  the 
supervising  hearing  examiner  or  a  senior  hearing 
examiner  and  two  hearing  examiners  not  in- 
cluding the  hearing  examiner  who  first  heard 
the  case.  Such  review  shall  be  upon  the  record 
established  below.  Reversal  may  be  had  where 
the  decision  of  the  hearing  examiner  was  against 
the  manifest  weight  of  the  evidence  or  upon 
such  other  grounds  as  are  provided  by  para- 
graph 7  of  section  14  of  chapter  30A  of  the 
General  Laws.  A  decision  of  the  appeals  board 
shall  be  final,  subject  to  judicial  review  as 
provided  by  section  14  of  chapter  30 A  of  the 
General  Laws,  except  that  proceedings  for  judi- 
cial review  of  decisions  of  the  hearing  board 
shall  be  instituted  in  the  superior  court  of  Suf- 
folk County    and    except,    further,    that    service 


shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  Massachu- 
setts rule  of  civil  procedure  governing  service  of 
process. 

All  proceedings  before  the  hearing  board  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  civil  proceedings.  The  hearing 
board  shall  have  the  power  to  enter  judgments 
and  enforce  them,  without  court  proceedings,  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  enforcement  of  money 
judgments  in  civil  actions  in  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction  or  any  other  place  provided 
for  the  entry  of  civil  judgment  within  the  com- 
monwealth. The  hearing  board  shall  have  the 
duty  (1)  to  compile  and  maintain  complete  and 
accurate  records  relating  to  all  charges  and  dis- 
position and  to  prepare  complete  and  accurate 
transcripts  of  all  hearings  conducted  by  it  and 
to  furnish  such  transcripts  to  the  person  charged 
at  the  expense  of  such  person  upon  timely 
request;  (2)  to  remit  to  the  collector-treasurer 
daily  fines  and  penalties  paid  over  to  it;  and 
(3)  to  answer  within  a  reasonable  period  of 
time  all  relevant  and  reasonable  inquiries  made 
by  a  person  charged  with  a  violation  of  a  park- 
ing regulation  or  his  attorney  concerning  the 
notice  of  violation  served  on  that  person.  Failure 
by  the  hearing  board  to  respond  to  a  request 
for  information  within  sixty  days  of  such  inquiry, 
forwarded  to  the  hearing  board  by  certified  or 
registered  mail,  return  reecipt  requested,  will 
result,  upon  the  request  of  the  person  charged, 
in  an  automatic  dismissal  of  all  charges  relating 
to  and  only  to  that  notice  of  violation  to  which 
the  inquiry  was  made. 

Section  4D.  There  shall  be  within  the  parking 
violations  bureau  an  enforcement  monitoring 
section  which  shall  be  responsible  for  collecting 
fines  owed  for  violation  of  parking  regulations 
which  have  been  deemed  to  be  owed  either  by 
a  judgment  of  the  hearing  board  or  by  default 
of  the  person  charged  with  the  violation.  The 
enforcement  monitoring  section  shall  take  cus- 
tody of  all  notices  of  violation  of  parking  regu- 
lations the  thirty-fifth  day  after  issuance  upon 
which  no  appearances  have  been  entered  before 
the  ticket-processing  section  or  the  hearing  board 
and  all  notices  upon  which  final  judgment  has 
been  entered.  A  fine  due  upon  such  a  notice 
shall  constitute  a  debt  owed  to  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  enforcement  monitoring  section  shall 
have  the  power  to  use  such  collection  devices 
as  are  provided  by  law  including  (1)  referral  to 
the  commissioner  of  traffic  and  parking  for  re- 
moval and  storage  or  for  immobilization  by  a 
mechanical  device  of  a  vehicle  subject  to  such 
penalties  under  section  two;  (2)  referral  to  the 
registry  of  motor  vehicles  for  revocation  of  a 
license  to  operate  or  registration  as  provided  by 
chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws;  (3)  referral  to 
the  collector-treasurer  for  collection  as  a  delin- 
quent account  owed  to  the  City  of  Boston;  (4) 
and  referral  to  the  police  commissioner  for 
enforcement.  The  enforcement  monitoring  sec- 
tion shall  enter  into  such  agreements  with  agency 
and  department  heads  as  may  be  necessary  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this   act. 

Section  4E.  Upon  the  establishment  of  the 
parking  violations  bureau,  all  tickets  issued  for 
parking  violations  prior  to  the  date  of  such 
establishment,  together  with  all  papers  and 
records  of  whatever  description  pertaining  to 
said  violations,  presently  under  the  jurisdiction, 
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custody,  and  control  of  the  Boston  municipal 
court  department  or  the  Brighton,  Charlestown, 
Dorchester,  East  Boston,  Roxbury,  South  Boston, 
or  West  Roxbury  district  court  departments 
shall  be  transferred  and  assigned  to,  and  shall 
thereafter  be  within  the  jurisdiction,  custody, 
and  control  of  the  parking  violations  bureau. 
Said  parking  violations  bureau  may  use  all  of 
its  powers  to  collect  the  outstanding  fines  owed 
except  as  hereinafter  provided.  Any  person 
charged  with  a  violation  which  occurred  before 
the  establishment  of  the  parking  violations 
bureau  may,  by  written  notice  to  the  parking 
violations  bureau,  delivered  within  fourteen  days 
of  receipt  of  notice  to  pay,  request  a  hearing 
before  a  judge  of  the  court  from  which  the 
summons  originally  issued  for  said  offense,  in 
which  event  the  parking  violations  bureau  shall 
return  the  summons  to  said  court  for  hearing, 
or  he  may  confess  judgment  and  pay  the  fine 
imposed  to  the  parking  violations  bureau. 

Section  4F.  All  persons  employed  within  the 
parking  violations  bureau  shall  be  exempt  from 
the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws;  provided  that  any  person  who  may  be 
transferred  to  said  bureau  from  another  position 
in  the  city  or  county  shall  not  suffer  any  reduc- 
tion in  rank,  compensation  or  impairment  of 
civil  service,  retirement,  vacation,  holiday  or 
sick  leave  rights.

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BOSTON  EVICTION  REGULATIONS 

1.  Notice  Terminating  Tenancy  Required 

No  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  shall  be  filed  with  the  Rent  Control  Administration  unless  a  legally  suffi- 
cient notice  terminating  tenancy  has  been  sent  or  served  on  the  tenant.  No  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction 
based  on  nonpayent  of  rent  shall  be  filed  with  the  Rent  Control  Administration  until  fourteen  (14)  days  have  elapsed 
following  mailing  or  service  of  a  legally  sufficient  notice  terminating  tenancy. 

2.  Notice  of  Tenant's  Right  Required  (Form  E-0) 

Any  person  who  serves  or  sends  a  tenant  a  notice  terminating  tenancy  shall  simultaneously  serve  or  send  the  tenant  a 
Notice  of  Tenant's  Rights  (Form  E-0). 

3.  Summary  Process 

No  person  shall  commence  an  action  of  summary  process  against  a  tenant  prior  to  issuance  by  the  Administrator  of  a 
Certificate  of  Eviction. 

4.  Violation  of  Regulations  1-3 

Where  the  landlord  fails  to  comply  with  any  provisions  of  Regulations  1-3,  the  Administrator  shall  deny  the  Applica- 
tion for  Certificate  of  Eviction  unless  the  Administrator  determines: 

a.  That  such  failure  to  comply  is  not  wilful;  and 

b.  That  denial  of  the  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  would  result  in  substantial  hardship  to  the 
landlord. 

Denial  of  an  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  under  this  section  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  filing  of  a  new 
application.  Wilful  violation  of  any  provisions  of  Regulations  1-3  shall  be  punished  as  provided  in  Section  12(c)  of 
Chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  Statute." 

5.  Substantial  Code  Violation  Defined 

When  used  in  these  regulations,  the  term  "substantial  code  violation"  shall  mean  any  housing  condition  the  existence 
of  which  violates  Article  II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  or  any  other  statute,  ordinance  or  regulation  relative  to  the 
condition  of  residential  premises,  and  may  endanger  or  materially  impair  the  health  or  safety  of  any  tenant  or  person 
occupying  the  property,  including  without  limitation  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Grossly  insufficient  water  supply 

b.  Grossly  insufficient  heat  or  hot  water 

c.  Any  curtailment  of  gas  or  electric  service  caused  by  the  landlord 

d.  Defective  electrical  wiring  or  fixtures 

e.  Severe  roof  or  wall  leaks 

f.  Defective  or  illegal  incinerators 

g.  Defective  drains,  sewage  systems  or  toilet  facilities 
h.      Serious  infestions  of  insects  or  rodents. 

i.      Lead  paint  on  interior  of  dwelling  where  paint  is  so  located  or  in  such  condition  as  to  create  a  hazard  of  lead 
poisoning  to  the  occupants 

j.      Insufficient  number  of  acceptable  exits  from  a  dwelling  and  each  floor  of  every  rooming  house  (see  Reg.  12.1, 

Article  II) 
k.     Obstructed  exits 

1.     Accumulation  of  garbage  and  rubbish  in  common  areas  (hall,  stairways,  porches,  etc.) 
m.      Plaster  falling  or  in  immediate  danger  of  falling  so  as  to  endanger  safety 
n.      Dangerous  porches,  stairs  or  railings 
o.      Floors,  walls  or  ceilings  with  substantial  holes 
p.      Doors  or  windows  not  sufficiently  weathertight 

(1)  to  permit  room  temperature  to  be  maintained  at  temperatures  required  by  Slate  Sanitary  Code 

(2)  to  prevent  substantial  heat  loss  where  the  tenant  pays  for  heat  separately  from  the  rent. 

6.  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  (Form  E-1) 

A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation  shall  complete  an  Application  for  Certificate  of 
Eviction  (  Form  E-1)  in  triplicate.  One  copy  of  the  application  shall  be  sent  by  registered  or  certified  mail,  return 
receipt  requested,  to  the  tenant,  together  with  Tenant's  Opposing  Statement  (Form  E-2);  one  copy  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Rent  Control  Administration  for  filing  with  any  additional  material  required  under  Regulation  7;  and  one  copy  shall 
be  retained  by  the  landlord.  Service  by  constable  is  an  acceptable  substitute  for  mailing  to  the  tenant. 
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7.  Contents  of  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction 

The  application  shall  indicate  the  approximate  number  of  apartments  in  the  building  and  whether  the  apartment  is 
leased  or  the  rent  is  supplemented  by  a  government  agency  or  whether  the  apartment  is  financed  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment under  the  202,  207,  220,  221(d)3,  or  236  program;  shall  state  the  ground  on  which  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover 
possession  in  accordance  with  Section  9(a)  of  Chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970;  shall  describe  in  detail  the  facts  and  cir- 
cumstances concerning  the  alleged  ground;  shall  state  the  date  notice  terminating  tenancy  was  sent  or  served;  shall 
state  that  a  copy  of  the  Notice  of  Tenant's  Rights  (Form  E-0)  was  sent  or  served  with  the  notice  terminating  tenancy; 
shall  state  whether  there  are  any  uncorrected  substantial  code  violations  of  record  for  the  apartment  or  the  common 
areas  of  the  building;  shall  state  that  a  copy  of  the  application  has  been  sent  or  served  on  the  tenant  and  shall  be  signed 
by  the  landlord  or  his  authorized  agent  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury. 
The  application  shall  include  the  following,  if  the  alleged  ground  under  the  Statute  is: 
(i)        Section  9  (a)  (1),  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  the  monthly  rental;  months  for  which  rent  is  due;  and  total 

amount  of  arrearage  claimed, 
(ii)        Section  9  (a)  (2),  a  precise  statement  of  the  obligation  or  covenant  of  the  tenancy  that  the  tenant  has  violated; 
a  statement  of  the  date(s)  of  violation(s);  and  the  date  the  landlord  notified  the  tenant  in  writing  of  the 
violation(s). 
(iii)       Section  9  (a)  (3),  a  precise  statement  of  the  nuisance,  damage  or  interference  with  the  comfort,  safety  or  enjoy- 
ment of  the  landlord  or  other  occupants;  a  precise  statement  of  how  substantial  the  interference  is. 
(iv)       Section  9  (a)  (4),  a  statement  of  the  charge  on  which  the  tenant  was  convicted;  the  court  in  which  the  charges 

were  brought;  and  the  date  of  conviction, 
(v)        Section  9  (a)  (5),  a  copy  or  a  precise  statement  of  the  written  request  or  demand  by  the  landlord;  the  date  of 
such  request  or  demand;  a  copy  of  the  expiring  lease  or  rental  agreement  or  a  precise  statement  of  the  terms 
thereof;  and  a  copy  of  the  proposed  extension  or  renewal  or  a  precise  statement  of  the  terms  thereof, 
(vi)       Section  9  (a)  (6),  a  statement  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  landlord  sought  access  to  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion, and  a  precise  statement  of  the  manner  in  which  the  tenant  refused  such  access, 
(vii)      Section  9  (a)  (7),  a  statement  of  the  tenant's  name;  the  subtenant's  name;  the  approximate  date  that  the  sub- 
tenant moved  in;  and  a  copy  of  the  expiring  lease  or  rental  agreement  or  a  precise  statement  of  the  terms 
thereof, 
(viii)     Section  9  (a)  (8),  a  statement  of  the  precise  relationship  to  the  landlord  of  the  person  for  v  horn  the  landlord 

seeks  to  recover  possession  and  the  reasons  the  apartment  is  needed, 
(ix)       Section  9  (a)  (9),  a  statement  of  the  approximate  date  and  reason  for  demolition  or  other  removal  of  the  hous- 
ing accommodation  from  housing  use. 
(x)        Section  9  (a)  (10),  a  specific  statement  of  the  facts  and  circumstances  constituting  just  cause  for  recovery  of 
possession.  Other  just  cause  shall  include,  without  limitation,  any  of  the  following: 

a.  Repeated  failure  by  a  tenant  at  will  to  pay  the  rent  to  which  the  landlord  is  entitled  as  the  rent  becomes  due 
where  the  tenant  was  in  arrears  when  the  application  was  filed,  and  the  conduct  of  the  tenant  has  resulted 
in  hardship  to  the  landlord; 

b.  Rehabilitation  where  the  nature  of  the  work  requires  the  building  or  unit  to  be  vacated  provided  that  the 
rehabilitation  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  Statute; 

c.  Sale  of  property  to  a  purchaser  who  is  required  by  any  law,  regulation  or  rule  of  the  governmental  agency 
involved  in  financing  the  transaction  to  occupy  one  of  the  apartments  and  no  suitable  apartment  in  the 
building  is  vacant  and  available. 

8.  Docketing  of  Applications  for  Certificate  of  Eviction 

Applications  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  shall  be  stamp-dated  and  numbered  as  received  and  docketed.  Applications 
shall  be  processed  in  the  order  received.  However,  an  application  may  be  advanced  for  good  cause  and  such  good 
cause  shall  be  stated  in  the  record. 

9.  Applications  that  are  Illegible,  Incomprehensible,  Substantially  Incomplete  or  Improperly  Filed; 

Amendment 

If  the  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  is  illegible,  incomprehensible,  substantially  incomplete  or  improperly 
filed,  the  Administrator  shall  deny  such  application  without  prejudice  and  notify  the  landlord  and  the  tenant  of  the 
reason  for  such  denial.  Once  filed,  an  application  may  not  be  altered  by  amendment. 

10.  Tenant's  Opposing  Statement  (Form  E-2) 

To  oppose  an  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction,  a  tenant  must  complete  and  file  Tenant's  Opposing  Statement 
(Form  E-2)  with  the  Administrator.  Tenant's  Opposing  Statement  must  be  filed  within  seven  (7)  days  after  receipt  of 
the  application  unless  the  tenant  timely  requests  a  hearing  verbally  as  provided  in  Regulation  12  in  which  case  Tenant's 
Opposing  Statement  must  be  filed  not  later  than  seven  (7)  days  thereafter. 
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Letter  to  Tenants  (Form  E-3) 

On  receipt  of  an  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction,  the  Administrator  shall  send  the  tenant  a  letter  (Form  E-3) 
stating  that  the  landlord  has  brought  proceedings  before  the  Rent  Control  Administration  to  evict  the  tenant,  inform- 
ing the  tenant  of  right  to  oppose  the  eviction,  and  enclosing  Tenant's  Opposing  Statement  (Form  E-2). 

12.  Hearing  Requests:  Hearing  Ordered  by  Administrator 

Any  party  may  request  a  hearing  and,  in  the  absence  of  such  a  request,  the  Administrator  may,  in  his  discretion,  order 
a  hearing  within  seven  (7)  days  of  receipt  by  the  tenant  of  an  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction.  Hearing  requests 
by  tenants  may  be  made  verbally,  by  telephone  or  otherwise,  provided  that  no  such  request  shall  be  considered  timely, 
nor  shall  a  hearing  be  held  unless  a  Tenant's  Opposing  Statement  (Form  E-2)  is  filed  within  seven  (7)  days  thereafter. 
The  Administrator  may,  at  any  time,  order  a  hearing  to  be  held  on  his  own  motion  where  there  is  doubt  whether  a 
landlord  has  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Statute  or  these  regulations;  where  the  facts  are  in  dispute;  or  for 
any  other  good  cause. 

13.  Scheduling  of  Hearings;  Notice;  Evidence 

Hearings  shall  be  scheduled  within  seven  (7)  days  and  shall  be  held  within  twenty  (20)  days  after  receipt  of  a  timely  re- 
quest for  hearing  or  order  for  hearing.  A  copy  of  Tenant's  Opposing  Statement  (Form  E-2)  as  filed,  shall  be  sent  to  the 
landlord.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  shall  be  sent  to  the  landlord  and  to  the  tenant.  Such  notice  shall 
require  both  landlord  and  tenant  to  produce  all  evidence  relevant  to  the  proceedings  at  the  hearing. 

The  landlord  shall  be  required  to  produce  the  following  evidence  at  the  hearing  if  the  alleged  ground  for  eviction  is: 

(i)  Section  9(a)(1),  a  copy  of  the  lease  or  rental  agreement  currently  in  force,  if  any;  a  statement  of  the  amount  of 
the  monthly  rental;  amounts  actually  received  by  the  landlord  during  the  month  in  which  application  is  filed 
and  during  the  two  preceding  months;  months  for  which  the  landlord  claims  rent  is  due;  and  total  amount  of 
arrearage  claimed. 

(ii)  Section  9(a)(2),  a  copy  of  the  lease  or  rental  agreement  signed  by  the  tenant;  a  precise  statement  of  the 
obligation  or  covenant  of  the  tenancy  that  the  tenant  has  violated;  a  description  of  the  manner  in  which  the  te- 
nant has  violated  the  obligation  or  covenant;  a  statement  of  the  date(s)  of  violation(s);  and  the  date 
the  landlord  notified  the  tenant  in  writing  of  the  violation(s). 

(iii)  Section  9(a)(3),  a  precise  description  of  the  nuisance,  damage,  or  interference,  as  the  case  may  be,  ac- 
companied by  any  supporting  affidavits,  letters,  photographs  or  other  evidence  on  which  the  landlord  intends 
to  rely;  and  in  the  case  of  interference  with  the  comfort,  safety  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord  or 
other  occupants,  a  precise  statement  of  how  substantial  the  interference  is,  accompanied  by  supporting  af- 
fidavits or  testimony  from  any  affected  occupants. 

(iv)  Section  9(a)(4),  a  statement  of  the  charge  on  which  the  tenant  was  convicted;  the  court  in  which  charges 
were  brought;  the  date  of  conviction;  and  a  certified  copy  of  the  court  record  of  the  proceedings. 

(v)  Section  9(a)(5),  a  copy  of  the  written  request  or  demand  by  the  landlord;  the  date  of  such  request  or 
demand;  a  copy  of  the  expiring  lease  or  rental  agreement  and  a  copy  of  the  proposed  extension  of 
renewal  thereof. 

(vi)  Section  9(a)(6),  a  statement  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  landlord  sought  access  to  the  housing 
accommodation;  the  time(s)  of  day  and  date(s)  on  which  the  landlord  sought  access;  whether  and  what  kind  of 
advance  notice  was  given  to  the  tenant;  and  the  manner  in  which  the  tenant  refused  such  access. 

(vii)  Section  9(a)(7),  a  statement  of  the  tenant's  name;  the  subtenant's  name;  the  approximate  date  that  the 
subtenant  moved  in;  whether  any  rents  have  been  received  from  the  subtenant  and  a  copy  of  the  expiring 
lease  or   rental  agreement  signed  by  the  tenant. 

(viii)  Section  9(a)(8),  a  statement  of  whether  other  suitable  vacant  accommodations  exist  in  the  building;  a 
statement  of  the  relationship  to  the  landlord  of  the  person  for  whom  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  posses- 
sion; a  statement  describing  where  the  person  currently  lives;  his  reasons  for  moving;  when  he  intends  to  oc- 
cupy the  accommodation;  and  the  length  of  occupancy  intended;  accompanied  by  a  supporting  affidavit  or 
testimony  by  that  person. 

(ix)  Section  9(a)(9),  a  statement  of  the  approximate  date  and  reason  for  demolition  or  other  removal  of  the 
housing  accommodation  from  housing  use  accompanied  by  any  supporting  evidence;  including  building 
permits,  plans,  contracts,  arrangements  for  relocation  of  tenants,  etc.;  on  which  the  landlord  intends  to  rely; 
and,  a  statement  of  reasons  why  the  landlords  purpose  in  recovering  possession  does  not  conflict  with  the 
provisions  and  purposes  of  the  Statute. 

(x)  Section  9(a)(10),  a  specific  statement  of  the  facts  and  circumstances  constituting  just  cause  for  recovery  of 
possession  accompanied  by  any  supporting  affidavits,  contracts,  or  other  evidence  on  which  the  landlord  in- 
tends to  rely,  and  a  statement  of  the  reasons  why  the  landlord's  purpose  in  recovering  possession  does  not 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  Statute. 
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Where  the  ground  for  eviction  is  rehabilitation,  the  evidence  shall  include  a  statement  of  the  extent  and  type  o> 

work  to  be  done  accompanied  by  such  supporting  evidence  as  architect's  or  builder's  plans,  contracts, 

estimates  from  contractors  or  workmen,  building  permits,  letters  of  financing  and  plans  for  relocation  of 

tenants. 

If  the  landlord  fails  to  produce  any  of  the  evidence  required  under  this  section  and  the  Administrator  finds  that 

such  failure  was  not  wilful,  the  Administrator  may  grant  the  Certificate  of  Eviction,  provided  that  the  landlord 

has  substantially  complied  with  this  section. 

14.  Continuances:  Failure  to  Appear  at  Hearing 

Hearings  may  be  continued  by  consent  of  all  parties.  In  the  absence  of  consent,  the  Administrator  shall  continue  a 
hearing  for  good  cause,  and  such  good  cause  shall  be  stated  in  the  record.  The  Administrator  may  decline  to  continue 
a  hearing  where  the  request  is  made  less  then  seventy-two  (72)  hours  prior  to  the  hearing  or  where  the  party  requesting 
the  continuance  has  previously  been  granted  a  continuance  in  the  same  case.  If  the  tenant  fails  to  appear  at  a  scheduled 
hearing,  the  Administrator  shall  grant  the  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  by  default  as  provided  in  Regulation 
20.  If  the  landlord  fails  to  appear  or  if  both  parties  fail  to  appear,  the  Administrator  shall  deny  the  Application  for 
Certificate  of  Eviction  without  prejudice  to  the  filing  of  a  new  Application. 

15.  Hearing,  Waiver  of  Right  to  Hearing  Before  Board  Member,  Hearing  Record 

Sheet  (Form  E-4);  Evidence 

Hearings  shall  be  conducted  before  a  Hearing  Officer.  In  cases  involving  federally  financed  housing,  hearings,  under 
Chapter  19  of  the  Ordinances  of  1972,  shall  be  conducted  before  at  least  one  member  of  the  Rent  Board,  provided  that 
hearings  may  be  conducted  before  a  Hearing  Officer  without  a  Board  Member  present  where  no  party  objects.  Any 
party  may  waive  his  right  to  a  hearing  before  a  Board  Member,  and  any  party  who  proceeds  in  the  absence  of  a  Board 
Member  without  objecting  to  such  absence  shall  be  deemed  to  waive  his  right  to  hearing  before  a  Board  Member.  The 
Hearing  Officer  shall  record  the  proceedings  in  narrative  form  on  the  Hearing  Record  Sheet  (Form  E-4),  making  notes 
of  the  oral  evidence  presented  and  attaching  documentary  evidence  and  exhibits  to  the  sheet.  Evidence  shall  be  admit- 
ted only  if  it  is  the  kind  of  evidence  on  which  reasonable  persons  are  accustomed  to  rely  in  the  conduct  of  serious  af- 
fairs. The  Hearing  Officer  may  exclude  irrelevant  evidence  or  unduly  repetitious  evidence.  Every  party  shall  have  the 
right  to  call  and  examine  witnesses,  to  introduce  exhibits,  to  cross-examine  witnesses  who  testify  and  to  submit  rebut- 
tal evidence.  The  Hearing  Officer  may  require  that  rebuttal  evidence  be  submitted  in  writing  within  a  reasonable 
period  of  time  following  the  hearing.  Any  party  may  make  a  stenographic  or  other  record  of  the  proceedings  at  his 
own  cost,  provided  that  in  the  event  of  an  appeal  by  either  party,  a  certified  copy  of  such  record  shall  be  supplied  to 
the  Administrator  without  cost  for  the  purposes  of  preparing  the  record  on  appeal. 

16.  Disqualification  of  Hearing  Officer  or  Board  Member  having  Personal  Interest  or  Bias 

in  a  Pending  Application 
No  Hearing  Officer  or  Board  Member  shall  take  any  part  in  hearing,  reviewing  or  deciding  an  Application  for  Cer- 
tificate of  Eviction  in  which  he  has  a  personal  interest  in  the  outcome  (other  than  being  a  landlord  or  a  tenant  himself) 
in  favor  or  against  any  party  involved.  A  Hearing  Officer  or  Board  Member  may  disqualify  himself  at  any  time. 

a.  Any  party  may  request  the  Administrator  to  disqualify  a  Hearing  Officer  by  filing  a  written  request  with  the 
Administrator  at  least  forty-eight  hours  before  the  hearing.  Any  such  request  shall  be  considered  at  the  time 
of  the  hearing  by  the  Administrator  and  shall  be  determined  as  part  of  the  record. 

b.  In  cases  involving  federally  financed  housing,  under  Chapter  19  of  the  Ordinances  of  1972,  any  party  may 
request  the  Board  to  disqualify  a  Board  member  or  Hearing  Officer  by  filing  a  written  request  with  the  Board 
at  least  forty-eight  (48)  hours  before  the  hearing.  Any  such  request  shall  be  considered  at  the  time  of  the 
hearing  by  a  Board  member  having  no  personal  interest  or  bias  and  the  matter  shall  be  determined  as  part  of 
the  record. 

17.  Record 

The  application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction,  the  Tenant's  Opposing  Statement,  the  Notice  of  Hearing,  the  Hearing 
Record  Sheet,  the  transcript,  if  any,  documentary  evidence  or  exhibits  introduced  at  the  hearing,  the  Certificate  of 
Eviction  or  Letter  of  Denial  and  any  Statement  of  Reasons  shall  constitute  the  official  record  of  the  hearing.  The  Ad- 
ministrator shall  make  available  a  copy  of  the  official  record  on  the  written  request  of  a  party,  but  may  require  the 
party  to  pay  reasonable  costs  of  any  transcript  before  making  it  available  to  the  party. 

18.  Decisions 

a.  General  Rule.  If  the  Administrator  finds  that  the  facts  attested  to  in  the  Application  for  Certificate  of 
Eviction  are  valid  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Statute  and  these  regulations,  the  Certificate 
of  Eviction  shall  "be  issued. 
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Exceptions:  Substantial  Code  Violations.  The  Administrator  may  at  his  discretion,  reject  without  prejudice, 
an  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  where  it  is  shown  that  a  substantial  code  violation  not  caused  by 
the  tenant's  misconduct,  has  not  been  corrected  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time  after  notice  to  the 
landlord  of  the  violation. 
Exceptions:  Nonpayment  of  Rent  Cases: 
(i)      Payment  or  Tender  of  Rentals 

Where  the  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  is  based  solely  on  the  ground  that  the  tenant  has 
failed  to  pay  the  rent  to  which  the  landlord  is  entitled,  and  the  Administrator  finds  that  the  tenant  has 
paid  or  tendered  payment  of  all  rent  due,  the  Administrator  shall  deny  the  Application  for  Certificate 
of  Eviction, 
(ii)     Old  Rent  Claims 

If  the  Administrator  finds  that  the  tenant  has  paid  the  rent  to  which  the  landlord  is  entitled  as  due  for 
the  month  in  which  the  Application  is  filed  and  for  the  three  (3)  months  preceding  the  filing  of  the  Ap- 
plication for  Certificate  of  Eviction  and  that  any  failure  to  pay  the  rent  to  which  the  landlord  is  entitled 
is  for  a  prior  period,  the  Administrator  shall  deny  the  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction,  leaving 
the  landlord  the  remedies  otherwise  provided  by  law  for  the  recovery  of  rent, 
(iii)    Agreement  to  Pay  All  Rent  Due 

If  the  tenant  agrees  at  any  hearing  to  pay  all  rent  due  within  a  reasonable  time  thereafter,  and  the  Ad- 
ministrator finds  that  the  tenant  has  the  financial  capacity  and  in  good  faith  intends  to  do  so,  the  Ad- 
ministrator may,  in  his  discretion,  continue  the  hearing  generally  during  the  term  of  the  agreement  on 
the  condition  that  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  shall  issue  forthwith  on  breach  of  any  such  agreement  by 
the  tenant, 
(iv)     Agreement  to  Pay  Future  Rent;  Financial  Hardship: 

If  the  tenant  agrees  to  pay  all  rent  as  it  becomes  due  following  the  hearing  and  the  Administrator  finds 
(a)  that  the  tenant  has  the  financial  capacity  and  in  good  faith  intends  to  do  so,  and  (b)  that  the 
tenant's  previous  failure  to  pay  the  rent  to  which  the  landlord  is  entitled  is  due  to  severe  but  temporary 
financial  hardship,  the  Administrator  may,  in  his  discretion,  continue  the  hearing  generally  during  the 
term  of  the  agreement  on  the  condition  that  a  certificate  of  eviction  shall  issue  forthwith  on  breach  of 
any  such  agreement  by  the  tenant.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  impair  the  landlord's  other  remedies  at 
law  for  the  recovery  of  rent, 
(v)      Withholding  of  Rent;  Receivership: 

If  the  Administrator  finds  that  the  tenant  is  lawfully  withholding  rent  pursuant  to  G.L.  ch.  239,  sec. 
8A  or  pursuant  to  G.L.  ch.  Ill,  sec.  127  F-H,  the  Administrator  shall  deny  the  application  for  cer- 
tificate of  eviction 
(vi)    Repairs  by  Tenant;  Deduction  from  Rent  Due: 

If  the  Administrator  finds  that  the  tenant  has  made  repairs  to  correct  violations  of  the  standards  of 
fitness  for  human  habitation  as  established  in  the  State  Sanitary  Code  or  other  applicable  laws  and  fur- 
ther finds  that  the  tenant  has  complied  with  the  requirements  and  provisions  of  G.L.  ch.  Ill,  section 
127K,  "the  Right  to  Repair  law,"  the  Administrator  shall  deduct  from  the  rent  claimed  to  be  due  the 
cost  of  such  repairs  not  exceeding  an  amount  equal  to  two  months'  rent.  Nothing  in  this  subsection 
shall  impair  the  tenant's  right  to  withhold  rent  under  the  preceding  subsection, 
d.     Exceptions:  Retaliatory  Eviction;  Reprisals: 

It  shall  be  a  defense  to  an  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  that  such  application  was  in  re- 
prisal for  the  act  of  the  tenant  for  reporting  a  violation  or  suspected  violation  of,  or  for  filing  a  com- 
plaint under  any  health  or  building  code  or  any  rent  control  or  other  ordinance  or  state  law  or 
regulation  governing  residential  premises,  or  for  organizing  or  joining  a  tenant's  union  or 
similar  organization.  The  receipt  of  an  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  within  six  (6)  months 
after  making  a  report  of  any  such  violation  or  suspected  violation  or  filing  any  such  com- 
plaint shall  create  a  rebuttable  presumption,  that  such  application  is  a  reprisal  against  a  tenant 
for  making  such  report  or  filing  such  complaint. 

19a.     Time  Limit  for  Decisions  (Federally  Financed  Housing  Only) 

Decisions  by  the  Board  to  grant  or  deny  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  shall  be  made  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  close  of 
the  hearing  on  the  landlord's  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction.  Where  no  hearing  has  been  requested  or  ordered, 
the  decision  by  the  Board  to  grant  or  deny  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  shall  be  made  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  receipt 
of  the  landlord's  application  by  the  Board. 
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19b.     Application  Deemed  Granted  (Federally  Financed  Housing  Only) 

Any  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  granted  unless  denied  by  the  Board  within 
the  time  limits  for  decision  provided  by  Regulation  19a  and  in  such  cases  the  Board  shall  issue  a  Certificate  of  Eviction 
forthwith  on  written  request  by  the  landlord. 

20.  Default  Procedures 

Where  no  request  or  order  for  hearing  is  made  within  seven  (7)  days  after  receipt  of  the  Application  for  Certificate  of 
Eviction,  or  where  no  Tenant's  Opposing  Statement  (Form  E-2)  is  timely  filed,  or  where  the  landlord  appears  and 
tenant  fails  to  appear  at  a  scheduled  hearing,  the  application  shall  be  placed  on  a  default  list  for  action  by  the  Ad- 
ministrator, or  in  cases  involving  federally  financed  housing,  by  the  Board  at  its  next  regular  meeting,  at  which  time 
the  Administrator  or  Board  shall  grant  the  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  by  default.  No  Application  for  Cer- 
tificate of  Eviction  shall  be  granted  where  the  application  fails  to  comply  with  Regulations  6  and  7. 

21.  Certificate  of  Eviction  (Form  E-6);  Default  Certificate  (Form  E-4,  E-4A) 

Certificates  of  Eviction  shall  certify  that  the  tenant  was  notified  of  the  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  and  was 
given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard;  shall  state  that  the  certificate  authorizes  the  landlord  to  commence  court  pro- 
ceedings to  recover  possession  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the  date  of  the  decision;  shall  state  that  the  issuance  of  the 
certificate  does  not  require  the  tenant  to  move;  and  shall  state  that  the  decision  of  the  Administrator  may  be  appealed 
to  the  District  Court  in  the  jurisdiction  of  which  the  rental  unit  is  located  or  in  Housing  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston 
within  seven  (7)  days  of  the  date  of  the  decision.  Certificates  of  Eviction,  other  than  those  issued  by  default,  shall  be 
marked  "Certificate  of  Eviction";  shall  certify  that  the  facts  attested  to  in  the  landlord's  application  are  valid  and  in 
compliance  with  the  law;  and  shall  state  the  grounds  that  exist  for  the  landlord  to  seek  to  recover  possession.  Cer- 
tificates issued  by  default  shall  be  marked  "Certificate  of  Eviction  by  Default";  shall  certify  that  the  tenant  failed  to 
timely  oppose  the  application;  shall  state  that  the  Administrator  finds  by  default,  that  the  facts  attested  to  in  the 
landlord's  application  are  valid  and  in  compliance  with  the  law;  and  shall  state  the  grounds  stated  to  exist  in  the 
landlords  application  for  the  landlord  to  seek  to  recover  possession. 

22.  Issuance  of  Certificate;  Notice  of  Issuance  or  Denial 

On  a  decision  by  the  Administrator  to  grant  an  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction,  the  Administrator  shall  issue  a 
Certificate  of  Eviction  to  the  landlord  as  of  the  date  of  the  decision  and  shall  send  notice  thereof  to  the  tenant,  which 
notice  shall  state  the  date  of  issue  of  the  certificate  and  the  grounds  on  which  the  certificate  is  issued;  shall  state  that 
the  issuance  of  the  certificate  does  not  require  the  tenant  to  move;  and  shall  state  that  the  decision  of  the  Ad- 
ministrator may  be  appealed  to  the  District  Court  in  the  jurisdiction  of  which  the  rental  unit  is  or  the  Housing  Court 
of  the  City  of  Boston  within  seven  (7)  days  of  the  date  of  the  decision.  On  a  decision  by  the  Administrator  to  deny  an 
Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction,  notice  thereof  shall  be  sent  to  both  parties  which  notice  shall  state  the  date  of 
denial;  the  grounds  for  denial;  and  shall  state  that  the  decision  may  be  appealed  to  the  District  Court  in  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  which  the  rental  unit  is  or  the  Housing  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston  within  seven  (7)  days  of  the  date  of  the 
decision. 

23.  Reconsideration 

Within  seven  (7)  days  after  a  decision  by  the  Administrator  to  grant  or  deny  a  Certificate  of  Eviction,  the  losing  party 
may  submit  a  written  request  for  reconsideration.  Such  request  shall  set  forth  as  grounds  for  reconsideration  one  or 
more  of  the  following: 

a.  That  compelling  evidence  exists,  not  previously  presented,  on  which  the  decision  should  be  reversed  or 
modified,  and  stating  such  evidence;  or 

b.  That  compelling  legal  reasons  exist,  not  previously  presented,  on  which  the  decision  should  be  reversed  or 
modified,  and  stating  such  reasons;  or 

c.  That  the  decision  was  obtained  through  fraud,  perjury,  misrepresentation,  harassment  or  intimidation,  and 
stating  the  particulars;  or 

d.  That  the  decision  was  by  default,  that  the  losing  party  has  a  good  case  but  had  no  notice  of  the  proceedings 
or  otherwise  was  unable  to  present  the  case  for  compelling  reasons  and  stating  the  case  and  the  reasons. 

On  receipt  of  the  request  for  reconsideration,  the  Administrator  may,  require  the  requesting  party  to  appear  before  a 
Hearing  Officer  ex  pane  to  show  cause  for  reconsideration  before  acting  on  the  request.  Thereafter,  the  Ad- 
ministrator shall  decide  whether  to  grant  or  deny  reconsideration.  If  the  Administrator  decides  to  grant  reconsidera- 
tion, a  new  hearing  of  the  case  shall  be  scheduled  to  be  held  within  ten  ( 10)  days  of  such  decision  and  both  parties  shall 
be  notified  that  reconsideration  has  been  granted  and  of  the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  the  hearing.  Where  the  Ad- 
ministrator's decision  has  been  appealed  or  where  summary  process  proceedings  have  begun,  the  Administrator  shall 
intervene  in  the  court  proceedings  and  request  that  the  court  stay  further  proceedings  pending  reconsideration  by  the 
Administrator.  Decisions  by  the  Administrator  to  grant  or  deny  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  on  reconsideration  shall  be 
made  within  seven  (7)  days  of  the  hearing. 
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24.  Statement  of  Reasons 

Any  party  may,  within  seven  (7)  days  after  a  decision  by  the  Administrator  to  grant  or  deny  a  Certificate  of  Eviction, 
request  in  writing  that  the  Administrator  issue  a  Statement  of  Reasons  for  the  decision.  The  Administrator  shall  issue 
a  Statement  of  Reasons  to  both  parties  within  ten  (10)  days  of  receipt  of  such  request. 

25.  Appeals 

Upon  a  decision  by  the  Administrator  granting  or  denying  a  Certificate  of  Eviction,  either  party  may,  within  seven  (7) 
days  of  the  decision,  appeal  the  decision  to  the  District  Court  in  the  jurisdiction  of  which  the  rental  unit  is  located  or 
the  Housing  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

26.  Recovery  of  Possession  by  Coercive  or  Forcible  Conduct 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  seek  to  recover  possession  of  a  controlled  rental  unit  by 
coercive  or  forcible  conduct,  whether  or  not  such  conduct  is  otherwise  authorized  by  law,  unless  such  person  has  a 
Certificate  of  Eviction  naming  such  controlled  rental  unit  and  the  tenant  against  whom  recovery  is  sought.  "Coercive 
or  forcible  conduct"  includes: 

a.  Forcibly  removing  a  tenant  or  the  possessions  of  a  tenant  from  a  controlled  rental  unit  or  preventing  lawful 
access  to  a  controlled  rental  unit;  or 

b.  interrupting  heat,  utilities  or  any  other  housing  services  or  threatening  to  do  any  of  the  foregoing;  or 

c.  Any  pattern  of  conduct  that  deprives  the  tenant  of  the  peace,  comfort  or  enjoyment  of  the  controlled  rental 
unit  and  amounts  to  tenant  intimidation  or  harassment.  Any  person  who  seeks  to  recover  possession  by 
coercive  or  forcible  conduct  without  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  Section  12(c) 
of  Chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  and  the  Administrator  shall  initiate  a  criminal  prosecution  for  such 
violation. 

27.  Application  to  Federally  Financed  Housing 

These  regulations  shall  govern  evictions  involving  federally  financed  rental  units  controlled  by  Chapter  19  of  the  Or- 
dinances of  1972.  In  such  cases,  except  where  specific  reference  is  made  in  these  regulations  to  Chapter  19  or  pro- 
ceedings thereunder,  all  references  to  Chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970  (or  to  the  "Statute")  shall  mean  said  Chapter  19 
and  all  references  to  the  Administrator  shall  mean  the  Board  established  by  said  Chapter  19.  All  forms  issued  by  the 
Administrator  for  use  in  eviction  proceedings  shall  apply  to  and  be  used  in  cases  under  said  Chapter  19. 

28.  Effective  Date 

These  regulations  shall  become  effective  January  1,  1973,  and  all  Applications  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  pending 
before  the  Rent  Control  Administration  on  that  date  shall  be  considered  and  decided  in  conformity  with  these 
regulations. 

29.  Judicial  Construction 

The  provisions  of  these  regulations  are  severable,  and  if  any  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  in- 
valid by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provisions.

Preamble 

Whereas,  Section  2  (c)  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1975,  chapter  15  (hereinafter  chapter  15),  gives 
the  Boston  Rent  Board  (hereinafter  the  Board) 
authority  to  ".  .  .  promulgate  such  policies  .  .  . 
as  will  further  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,"; 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  has  construed  a  similar  provision  to  that 
contained  in  section  8  (a)  (10)  of  chapter  15  to 
permit  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  to  be  issued  in 
cases  involving  evictions  for  condominium  con- 
version; 

Whereas,  The  Board  interprets  section  8  (a)  (10) 
of  chapter  15  to  require  the  landlord  and  pur- 
chaser to  act  in  good  faith  when  seeking  an  evic- 
tion for  "other  just   cause"; 

Whereas,  The  Board  construes  a  good-faith  pur- 
chaser to  be  one  who  intends  to  use  and  occupy 
the  condominium  unit  as  the  principal  place  of 
residence  for  himself  or  for  members  of  his  family 
as  defined  in  chapter  15,  section  8  (a)    (8); 

Whereas,  The  Board,  based  on  its  experience  and 
expertise,  deems  that  it  is  necessary  to  promulgate 
a  policy  in  regard  to  evictions  for  condominium 
conversions  in  order  to  insure  that  the  landlord 
and  purchaser  are  acting  in  good  faith; 

Whereas,  There  is  a  rapidly  growing  trend  in 
Boston  for  landlords  to  convert  their  controlled 
rental  property  to  condominiums,  which  is  con- 
tributing to  the  scarcity  of  rental  housing  and 
exacerbating  the  serious  rental  housing  emergency 
in  Boston; 

Whereas,  Boston  landlords,  seeking  to  evict 
tenants  from  controlled  rental  housing  accommo- 
dations for  the  purpose  of  converting  those  hous- 
ing accommodations  to  condominium  units,  are 
entitled  to  know  the  Board's  prerequisites  for  such 
evictions; 

Whereas,  Boston  tenants,  faced  with  the  prospect 
of  being  evicted  so  that  their  controlled  housing 
accommodations  can  be  converted  to  condo- 
minium units,  are  entitled  to  know  their  rights; 

Whereas,  The  Board  views  the  following  policy 
as  placing  no  undue  burden  on  the  landlords  seek- 
ing such  evictions,  and  as  affording  a  much-needed 
protection  to  tenants; 

Therefore,  Pursuant  to  chapter  15,  the  Boston 
Rent  Board  hereby  promulgates  and  declares  the 
following  policy  concerning  evictions  for  condo- 
minium conversion  under  the  "other  just  cause" 
provision  of  section  8  (a)  (10)  of  chapter  15. 
Condominium  Policy 
*As  Amended,  7/27/79 

I.  The  requirements  set  forth  in  this  policy  are  in 

addition  to  those  contained  in  the  Boston 
Eviction  Regulations  for  controlled  housing 
accommodations. 

II.  Any  communication  to  a  tenant  regarding  the 
conversion  of  a  housing  accommodation  to  a 
condominium  unit,  as  defined  in  M.G.L.  chap- 
ter 183A  shall  include  the  following  prominent 
statement:  "YOU  ARE  NOT  BEING  EVICT- 
ED OR  BEING  ASKED  TO  VACATE  THE 
PREMISES." 

III.  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a 
housing  accommodation  in  order  to  convert  it 
to  a  condominium  unit  shall  comply  with  the 
following  prerequisites  to  filing  for  a  Certifi- 
cate of  Eviction:

tion for  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  (forms  E-l 
and  E-1A):

g)  Testimony  by  the  purchaser  of  the  condo- 
minium unit  that  he  intends  to  purchase  the  unit 
for  the  immediate  use  and  occupancy  as  a  prin- 
cipal place  of  residence  for  himself  or  for  mem- 
bers of  his  family,  as  defined  in  chapter  15, 
section  8  (a)  (8),  except  if  delay  will  occur  for 
remodeling  purposes.  If  a  delay  due  to  re- 
modeling or  construction  is  anticipated,  specify 
nature  of  the  work  and  financing  and  submit 
copies  of  all  permits,  contracts,  or  other  rele- 
vant evidence  affecting  the  preparations  needed 
to  move  in. 

h)  Date  purchaser  expects  to  move  into  con- 
dominium unit; 

i)  Evidence  from  the  purchaser  of  the  condo- 
minium unit  that  there  is  adequate  financing  to 
purchase  the  unit,  such  as  a  financial  commit- 
ment for  a  mortgage  or  other  financial  agree- 
ment. 

2.  Failure  to  produce  any  of  the  evidence  re- 
quired in  paragraph  VI  (1)  (a-i)  will  result  in  the 
denial  of  a  Certificate  of  Eviction. 

3.  The  landlord  and  purchaser  should  also  be 
prepared  to  produce  the  following  evidence  at  the 
hearing: 

a)  A  current  list  of  the  status  of  all  housing 
accommodations  and  condominium  units  in  the 
building,  identifying: 

(i)  Vacant  and  occupied  housing  accommo- 
dations; whether  rent  controlled  or  vacancy 
decontrolled;  whether  subject  to  rental  agree- 
ments (e.g.  leases,  tenancy-at-will). 

(ii)  Units  sold  as  condominiums;  date  title 
passed;  name  of  owner;  relationship  of  owner 
to  seller.

c)  Policy  of  relocating  tenants  to  vacant  un- 
sold housing  accommodations; 


d)  Statement  by  the  purchaser  of  the  following: 

(i)  Location  of  present  residence; 

(ii)  Whether  present  residence  is  owned  or 
rented,  and  if  rented,  the  terms  of  present 
rental; 

(iii)  Description  of  present  residence  (i.e., 
size,  number  of  rooms,  etc.); 

(iv)  Size  of  present  household; 

(v)  Whether  he  owns  or  manages  other 
residential  property,  and  if  he  does,  then  in- 
clude a  list  of  such  property  with  addresses, 
number  of  rental  housing  accommodations, 
expectation  of  vacancies,  and  whether  such 
housing  accommodations  are  subject  to  rent 
control. 

(vi)  Date  purchaser  inspected  housing  ac- 
commodations offered  for  sale,  indicating 
specific  accommodations  inspected; 

(vii)  Reason  for  selecting  the  housing  ac- 
commodation which  is  the  subject  of  this  case. 
4.  Failure  to  produce  any  of  the  evidence  set 
forth  in  paragraph  VI  (3)  (a-d)  may  result  in  the 
denial  of  the  Certificate  of  Eviction. 

VII.  Where  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  has  been 
granted  by  the  Board  for  a  good-faith  condo- 
minium conversion,  the  Board  may,  within 
three  months  of  its  decision,  review  the  facts 
relied  upon  to  insure  the  good-faith  basis  for 
the  eviction.

Condominium  Policy 
Preamble 

Whereas,  Section  2  (c)  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1975,  chapter  15  (hereinafter  chapter  15),  gives 
the  Boston  Rent  Board  (hereinafter  the  Board) 
authority  to  ".  .  .  promulgate  such  policies  .  .  . 
as  will  further  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,"; 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  has  construed  a  similar  provision  to  that 
contained  in  section  8  (a)  (10)  of  chapter  15  to 
permit  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  to  be  issued  in 
cases  involving  evictions  for  condominium  con- 
version; 

Whereas,  The  Board  interprets  section  8  (a)  (10) 
of  chapter  15  to  require  the  landlord  and  pur- 
chaser to  act  in  good  faith  when  seeking  an  evic- 
tion  for  "other  just   cause"; 

Whereas,  The  Board  construes  a  good-faith  pur- 
chaser to  be  one  who  intends  to  use  and  occupy 
the   condominium    unit   as  the   principal    place   of 
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residence  for  himself  or  for  members  of  his  family 
as  defined  in  chapter  15,  section  8  (a)   (8); 

Whereas,  The  Board,  based  on  its  experience  and 
expertise,  deems  that  it  is  necessary  to  promulgate 
a  policy  in  regard  to  evictions  for  condominium 
conversions  in  order  to  insure  that  the  landlord 
and  purchaser  are  acting  in  good  faith; 

Whereas,  There  is  a  rapidly  growing  trend  in 
Boston  for  landlords  to  convert  their  controlled 
rental  property  to  condominiums,  which  is  con- 
tributing to  the  scarcity  of  rental  housing  and 
exacerbating  the  serious  rental  housing  emergency 
in  Boston; 

Whereas,  Boston  landlords,  seeking  to  evict 
tenants  from  controlled  rental  housing  accommo- 
dations for  the  purpose  of  converting  those  hous- 
ing accommodations  to  condominium  units,  are 
entitled  to  know  the  Board's  prerequisites  for  such 
evictions; 

Whereas,  Boston  tenants,  faced  with  the  prospect 
of  being  evicted  so  that  their  controlled  housing 
accommodations  can  be  converted  to  condo- 
minium units,  are  entitled  to  know  their  rights; 

Whereas,  The  Board  views  the  following  policy 
as  placing  no  undue  burden  on  the  landlords  seek- 
ing such  evictions,  and  as  affording  a  much-needed 
protection  to  tenants; 

Therefore,  Pursuant  to  chapter  15,  the  Boston 
Rent  Board  hereby  promulgates  and  declares  the 
following  policy  concerning  evictions  for  condo- 
minium conversion  under  the  "other  just  cause" 
provision  of  section  8  (a)  (10)  of  chapter  15. 
Condominium  Policy 

I.  The  requirements  set  forth  in  this  policy  are  in

New  Business. 

Mr.  Russell  Bradley,  bond  counsel  for  Fenway 
Artists  Studios  II,  made  a  presentation  regarding 
the  industrial  development  project  proposed  by 
Fenway  Artists  Studios  II.  The  project  involves 
the  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  of  the  building, 
known  as  Fenway  Studios,  located  at  30  Ipswich 
Street  in  Boston,  which  is  on  the  National  Register 
of  Historic  Places.  The  building  presently  is  owned 
by  a  limited  partnership  of  four  parties.  The  proj- 
ect proposes  purchase  by  a  new  limited  partner- 
ship; 50  percent  of  the  current  owners  will  parti- 
cipate in  the  new  partnership  purchasing  the  build- 
ing. Said  purchase  will  ensure  that  the  present 
owner  can  make  full  payment  for  the  back  taxes 
due  on  the  property.  An  application  for  a  121A 
tax  agreement  with  the  BRA  is  currently  under 
consideration  by  the  BRA.  The  project  will  enable 
the  retention  of  forty-three,  self-employed  artists 
who  occupy  the  building  in  the  artists  studios  com- 
prising the  use  of  the  structure.  The  artists  studios 
project  is  an"  eligible  use  under  new  state  legisla- 
tion, chapter  787,  which  allowed  the  definition  of 
artist  as  "an  industrial  enterprise."  The  project  has 
a  letter  of  interest  to  purchase  the  bonds  from  the 
Cambridge  Trust  Company. 

Following  a  brief  discussion  of  the  project,  the 
board,  on  a  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  voted 
unanimously  to  approve  the  resolution  for  the 
Fenway  Artists  Studios  II  application. 

The  next  project  application  to  be  considered 
by  the  board  was  that  submitted  by  Howard  C. 
Ris  to  be  used  by  Ris  Paper  Company,  a  distribu- 
tor and  wholesaler  of  fine  business  papers.  Mr. 
John  Burgess  of  Hale  and  Dorr,  bond  counsel, 
described  the  industrial  development  project  com- 
prising the  application  for  an  industrial  revenue 
bond  in  the  amount  of  $765,000.  Currently  located 
at  420  Rutherford  Avenue  in  Charlestown,  Ris 
Paper  Company  proposes  to  acquire  the  adjacent 
property;  presently  owned  by  H.  P.  Hood,  at  480 
Rutherford  Avenue  to  accommodate  the  expansion 
of  Ris  Paper  Company  by  23,000  square  feet  of 
warehouse  and  4,000  square  feet  of  office  space. 
The  project  will  enable  the  retention  of  sixty-five 
employees  and  the  addition  of  thirty-five  jobs  over 
the  next  three  years.  The  warehousing  jobs  are 
unionized  at  a  level  above  $4  per  hour;  new 
employees  will  be  union  and  nonunion.  No  jobs 
will  be  lost  as  a  result  of  sale  by  H.  P.  Hood; 
Hood  is  consolidating  its  current  employees  in  its 
500  Rutherford  Street  facility.  New  England  Mer- 
chants National  Bank  has  indicated  its  intent  to 
purchase  the  bond. 

On  a  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  the  board 
voted  unanimously  to  approve  the  Howard  C.  Ris 
application  resolution. 

The  next  order  of  business  to  come  before  the 
board  was  to  review  the  Healthco,  Inc.  application. 
Robert  Hale  of  Palmer  and  Dodge,  bond  counsel 
for  Healthco,  Inc.,  presented  a  summary  of  the 
project  application.  EDIC  has  undertaken  this 
project  in  Parcel  2  of  the  CrossTown  Industrial 
Park  (CTIP).  Site  acquisition  will  be  achieved 
via  city  general  obligation  bonds.  Site  improve- 
ments are  funded  by  a  $1,585  million  Urban 
Development  Action  Grant  from  HUD.  EDIC  will 
lease  the  site  to  the  Community  Development  Cor- 
poration (CDC)  of  Boston,  Inc.,  who  is  responsible 
for  construction  of  the  facility  for  lease  occupancy 
by  Healthco,  Inc.,  over  a  term  of  twenty  years.  The 
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Boston  City  Council  approved  the  plan  for  CTIP's 
development  in  1977  and  in  August,  1979,  the  City 
Council  approved  the  project  for  Healthco,  Inc.  as 
proposed.  The  initial  intent  was  to  issue  an  indus- 
trial revenue  bond  through  EDIC  for  facility  con- 
struction. However,  the  requirements  of  the 
lenders  and  current  EDIC  legislation  have  together 
made  necessary  the  alternative  request  for  an  in- 
dustrial revenue  bond  through  IDFA  to  finance 
the  construction  of  the  Healthco  facility.  The  plant 
will  employ  330  individuals.  Its  use  will  be  for 
the  warehousing,  assembly  and  testing  of  medical 
and  dental  equipment  and  supplies.  It  was  noted 
there  is  a  tax  agreement  of  $1  per  square  foot. 
EDIC  will  own  and  maintain  the  land  and  lease 
it  to  CDC.  In  turn,  CDC  will  construct  the  facility 
for  lease  to  Healthco,  Inc.  Healthco  has  an  option 
to  buy  the  property  after  twenty  years. 

On  a  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  the  board 
voted  unanimously  to  approve  the  resolution  re- 
garding the  Healthco,  Inc.  application.

The  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority 
of  Boston  has  reviewed  and  considered  a  proposed 
industrial  development  project  to  be  owned  by 
Fenway  Artists  Studios  II,  and  involving  the  ac- 
quisition, improvement,  equipping  and  furnishing 
of  an  historic  artists  studio  building  at  30  Ipswich 
Street  in  Boston,  known  as  the  Fenway  Studios, 
containing  forty-seven  artists  studios  on  approxi- 
mately 17,700  square  feet  of  land. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  project  is  $711,000, 
comprising  $365,000  for  the  acquisition  of  land 
and  building,  $260,000  for  improvements  and  reno- 
vations, $22,500  for  interest  on  interim  construction 
financing,  and  $63,500  for  professional  fees  (in- 
cluding legal,  architectural,  insurance  and  bond 
processing  fees).  The  Fenway  Artists  Studios  II 
plans  to  finance  all  $711,000  of  the  project  costs 
by  the  issuance  of  industrial  revenue  bonds  by 
the  city,  acting  by  and  through  the  Authority, 
and  will  finance  the  remaining  costs  or  expenses, 
if  any,  from  its  own  resources.  The  company  has 
expressed  its  willingness  to  enter  into  agreements

Minutes,  Chairman  Davis  asked  for  and  received 
approval  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting, 
held  November  19,  1979. 

New  Business. 

Mr.  Russell  Bradley,  bond  counsel  for  Fenway 
Artists  Studios  II,  made  a  presentation  regarding 
the  industrial  development  project  proposed  by 
Fenway   Artists   Studios   II.    The   project   involves 
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the  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  of  the  building, 
known  as  Fenway  Studios,  located  at  30  Ipswich 
Street  in  Boston,  which  is  on  the  National  Register 
of  Historic  places.  The  building  presently  is  owned 
by  a  limited  partnership  of  four  parties.  The  proj- 
ect proposes  purchase  by  a  new  limited  partner- 
ship; 50  percent  of  the  current  owners  will  parti- 
cipate in  the  new  partnership  purchasing  the  build- 
ing. Said  purchase  will  ensure  that  the  present 
owner  can  make  full  payment  for  the  back  taxes 
due  on  the  property.  An  application  for  a  121A 
tax  agreement  with  the  BRA  is  currently  under 
consideration  by  the  artists  who  occupy  the  build- 
ing in  the  artists  studios  comprising  the  use  of  the 
structure.  The  artists  studios  project  is  an  eligible 
use  under  new  state  legislation,  chapter  787,  which 
allowed  the  definition  of  artist  as  "an  industrial 
enterprise."  The  project  has  a  letter  of  interest  to 
purchase  the  bonds  from  the  Cambridge  Trust 
Company. 

Following  a  brief  discussion  of  the  project,  the 
board,  on  a  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  voted 
unanimously  to  approve  the  resolution  for  the 
Fenway  Artists  Studios  II  application. 

The  next  project  application  to  be  considered 
by  the  board  was  that  submitted  by  Howard  C. 
Ris  to  be  used  by  Ris  Paper  Company,  a  distribu- 
tor and  wholesaler  of  fine  business  papers.  Mr. 
John  Burgess  of  Hale  and  Dorr,  bond  counsel, 
descirbed  the  industrial  development  project  com- 
prising the  application  for  an  industrial  revenue 
bond  in  the  amount  of  $765,000.  Currently  located 
at  420  Rutherford  Avenue  in  Charlestown,  Ris 
Paper  Company  proposes  to  acquire  the  adjacent 
property;  presently  owned  by  H.  P.  Hood,  at  480 
Rutherford  Avenue  to  accommodate  the  expansion 
of  Ris  Paper  Company  by  23,000  square  feet  of 
warehouse  and  4,000  square  feet  of  office  space. 
The  project  will  enable  the  retention  of  sixty-five 
employees  and  the  addition  of  thirty-five  jobs  over 
the  next  three  years.  The  warehousing  jobs  are 
unionized  at  a  level  above  $4  per  hour;  new 
employees  will  be  union  and  nonunion.  No  jobs 
will  be  lost  as  a  result  of  sale  by  H.  P.  Hood; 
Hood  is  consolidating  its  current  employees  in  its 
500  Rutherford  Street  facility.  New  England 
Merchants  National  Bank  has  indicated  its  intent 
to  purchase  the  bond. 

On  a  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  the  board 
«voted  unanimously  to  approve  the  Howard  C.  Ris 
application  resolution. 

The  next  order  of  busines  to  come  before  the 
board  was  to  review  the  Healthco,  Inc.  application. 
EDIC  has  undertaken  this  project  in  Parcel  2  of 
the  CrossTown  Industrial  Park  (CTIP).  Site  ac- 
quisition will  be  achieved  via  city  general  obliga- 
tion bonds.  Site  improvements  are  funded  by  a 
$1,585  million  Urban  Development  Action  Grant 
from  HUD.  EDIC  will  lease  the  site  to  the  Com- 
munity Development  Corporation  (CDC)  of  Bos- 
ton, Inc.,  who  is  responsible  for  construction  of 
the  facility  for  lease  occupancy  by  Healthco,  Inc., 
over  a  term  of  twenty  years.  The  Boston  City 
Council  approved  the  plan  for  CTIP's  development 
in  1977  and  in  August,  1979,  the  City  Council 
approved  the  project  for  Healthco,  Inc.  as  pro- 
posed. The  initial  intent  was  to  issue  an  industrial 
revenue  bond  through  EDIC  for  facility  construc- 
tion. However,  the  requirements  of  the  lenders  and 
current  EDIC  legislation  have  together  made 
necessary  the  alternative  request  for  an  industrial 


revenue  bond  through  IDFA  to  finance  the  con- 
struction of  the  Healthco  facility.  The  plant  will 
employ  330  individuals.  Its  use  will  be  for  the 
warehousing,  assembly  and  testing  of  medical  and 
dental  equipment  and  supplies.  It  was  noted  there 
is  a  tax  agreement  of  $1  per  square  foot.  EDIC 
will  own  and  maintain  the  land  and  lease  it  to 
CDC.  In  turn,  CDC  will  construct  the  facility  for 
lease  to  Healthco,  Inc.  Healthco  has  an  option  to 
buy  the  property  after  twenty  years. 

On  a  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  the  board 
voted  unanimously  to  approve  the  resolution  re- 
garding the  Healthco,  Inc.  application. 

Other  Business. 

Chairman  Davis  requested  staff  to  prepare  and 
distribute  to  the  board  a  history  of  the  actions  of 
the  IDFA  Board  since  its  inception,  including  in- 
formation regarding  jobs  generated  and  projects 
approved. 

The  board  requested  copies  of  the  plan  for  the 
Commercial  Area  Revitalization  District  (CARD) 
for  the  downtown  financial  district.

Fisheries    Expansion    at    South    Boston — Summary 

The  City  of  Boston  is  applying  for  a  $2.1  million 
Urban  Development  Action  Grant  (UDAG)  from 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment to  help  finance  the  expansion  of  an 
important  local  fishing  concern  in  the  Boston 
Marine  Industrial  Park  (BMIP).  (See  Map  No. 
1.)  BMIP  is  one  of  the  city's  two  major  intown 
industrial  development  areas,  under  the  adminis- 
trative and  planning  control  of  the  Boston  Eco- 
nomic Development  and  Industrial  Commission 
(EDIC).  The  proposed  project  will  serve  a  number 
of  public  policy  objectives  toward  which  Boston, 
in  conjunction  with  the  principal  state  and  federal 
economic  development  agencies,  has  been  striving 
for  several  years.  The  project  will  directly  create 
210  permanent  jobs  and  up  to  sixty  construction 
jobs,  and  $4.50  of  private  money  will  be  spent 
directly  for  every  dollar  in  UDAG  funds. 

The  private  firm  participating  in  the  project  is 
O'Connell  Seafood  Company,  Inc.,  of  Boston, 
presently  the  Port  of  Boston's  leader  in  annual 
fish  landings.  O'Connell  lands  and  sells  its  catch 
at  the  state-owned  Boston  Fish  Pier,  in  the  indus- 
trial waterfront  area  of  South  Boston.  With  the 
New  England  fishery  expanding  under  the  influence 
of  the  200-mile  limit,  O'Connell  is  in  position  to 
more  than  double  its  fleet  by  purchasing  eight  new 
vessels — a  30  percent  increase  in  the  entire  Port 
of  Boston  fleet.  O'Connell  has  secured  options  to 
purchase  eight  vessels,  construction  of  which  is 
expected  to  be  completed  this  year.  The  vessels 
cannot  operate  reliably  in  Boston,  however — and 
O'Connell  cannot  obtain  financing  for  their  pur- 
chase— unless  the  company  can  secure  an  adequate 
headquarters  facility  at  which  the  vessels  can  be 
docked  and  serviced. 

A  site  has  been  found  at  Piers  7  and  8,  a  badly 
deteriorated  section  of  the  Boston  Marine  Indus- 
trial Park  directly  adjacent  to  the  Fish  Pier.  (See 
Map  No.  2.)  Industrial  revenue  bond  financing 
for  this  facility  is  unavailable  because  EDIC  will 
retain  ownership  of  the  land  and  water  on  which 
the  O'Connell  improvements  are  to  be  constructed. 

The  UDAG  funds  will  be  loaned  in  their  entirety 
to  O'Connell,  which  will  use  the  principal  to  finance 
the  demolition  and  partial  reconstruction  of  Piers 
7  and  8  as  a  docking  and  servicing  facility,  ad- 
joined by  a  floating  dry  dock.  On  adjacent  land, 
also  with  UDAG  funds,  a  16,850-square  foot  steel 
building  will  be  constructed,  to  house  the  repair 
equipment,  ice-making  machinery,  ships'  stores,  and 
other  facilities  involved  in  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  the  O'Connell  fleet.  The  firm's  offices 
will  also  be  housed  here.    All  construction  can  be 
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completed  in  1980.  When  the  facilities  construc- 
tion and  vessel  purchases  are  combined,  the  total 
initial  capital  investment  represented  by  the  project 
is  $8.5  million.  Without  the  UDAG,  none  of  this 
investment  will  be  made  in  the  Port  of  Boston. 

In  addition  to  the  initial  capital  spending, 
O'Connell  and  the  city  have  reached  an  agreement 
under  which  a  substantial  stream  of  income  will 
be  recaptured  annually  by  EDIC.  The  UDAG  loan 
will  be  repaid  over  twenty  years  at  rates  which  are 
competitive  with  the  industrial  revenue  bond  mar- 
ket. In  addition,  a  twenty-year  lease  will  be  signed 
with  two  optional  ten-year  extensions  and  a  built- 
in  escalation  factor.  In  all,  O'Connell's  payments 
to  EDIC  over  forty  years,  after  discounting  for 
inflation,  will  exceed  $3.1  million.  These  funds  will 
be  invested  by  EDIC  in  additional  job-generating 
projects. 

The  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park  is  being 
developed  by  EDIC  in  the  land,  water,  building 
and  dry-dock  facilities  of  the  former  South  Boston 
Naval  Annex.  Since  the  annex's  closing  in  1974, 
the  Massachusetts  Government  Land  Bank  has 
played  a  pivotal  role  in  transferring  the  property 
to  EDIC;  the  Economic  Development  Administra- 
tion has  contributed  $5.8  million  to  the  revitaliza- 
tion  of  the  park's  infrastructure;  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Port  Authority  has  agreed  to  develop  an 
$80-million  container  cargo  facilitiy  in  a  portion 
of    the    park.    BMIP's    fourteen    existing    tenants 


already  employ  1,200  persons,  and  the  O'Connell 
Seafood  expansion  is  but  one  of  several  projects 
currently  planned  by  EDIC.  With  an  unemploy- 
ment rate  of  12.5  percent  and  25  percent  of  its 
families  earning  less  than  $5,000,  South  Boston  is 
an  appropriate  neighborhood  for  an  employment 
generator  of  BMIP's  magnitude. 

The  proposed  UDAG  project  in  fact  represents 
a  unique  convergence  of  two  broad-scale  strategies 
for  industrial  job  creation  in  Boston.  One  involves 
the  parallel  development  of  two  inner-city  in- 
dustrial parks  —  the  Crosstown,  on  the  Roxbury- 
South  End  border,  and  Boston  Marine.  There  is 
an  important  division  of  labor  between  the  two 
parks.  The  Crosstown,  which  was  awarded  a 
UDAG  in  1979,  has  thus  far  attracted  anchor 
tenants  in  two  of  the  Boston  region's  principal 
growth  industries,  while  BMIP  seeks  to  reinvigor- 
ate  the  port's  traditional  maritime  industrial  func- 
tions. 

The  other  strategy  is  the  concerted  effort  by 
state  and  local  government  to  expand  fish-related 
industry  in  the  Port  of  Boston.  To  this  end,  an 
$8.6-million  renovation  of  the  processing  and 
support  facilities  on  Boston  Fish  Pier  was  begun 
in  1979.  The  O'Connell  Seafood  expansion  is  pre- 
cisely the  kind  of  response  which  this  major 
federally-supported  investment  was  intended  to 
stimulate.

This  estimate  is  rather  low,  because  it  is  only 
associated  with  man  hours  and  not  vehicle  depre- 
ciation. 

It  is  impossible  to  determine  what  percentage 
is  used  for  the  removal  of  beverage  containers. 
There  is  no  way  to  determine  how  many  bottles 
or  cans  are  removed,  therefore  to  arrive  at  a  cost 
factor  for  this  type  of  removal  is  impossible. 

The  Parks  Department  is  the  only  city  agency 
that  is  responsible  for  removing  trash  from  city 
parks.

Whereas,  In  the  face  of  this  mounting  evidence, 
the  court  has  ordered  that  not  only  should  Mr. 
Spring  be  removed  from  dialysis  treatment,  but 
also  medication,  special  diet,  and  should  he  go  into 
cardiac  arrest  no  attempt  should  be  made  to 
resuscitate  him;   and 

Whereas,  It  seems  apparent  that  this  mounting 
evidence  in  Mr.  Spring's  behalf  was  not  brought 
forward  in  the  court  proceedings;  now,  therefore,

mothers  in  Jamaica  Plain,  known  as  the  Booth 
Memorial  Home,  as  a  residential  home  and  day 
care  center  for  adolescent  mothers  and  their  chil- 
dren; and 

Whereas,  No  similar  facility  presently  exists  in 
the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Last  year  alone  more  than  2,000 
babies  were  born  to  teenage  mothers  in  the  Greater 
Boston  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  mortality  rate  for  babies  born  to 
teenage  mothers  is  alarmingly  high,  60  percent 
greater  than  for  babies  born  to  mothers  aged 
twenty  to  twenty-four;   and 

Whereas,  The  proposal  of  the  Salvation  Army 
to  open  a  facility  for  adolescent  mothers  recog- 
nizes the  severity  of  the  problem  and  provides  an 
opportunity  on  a  small  scale  to  give  these  young 
mothers  a  chance  for  a  better  life  for  themselves 
and  their  babies;  and 

Whereas,  Neighborhod  residents  in  the  Jamaica 
Pond  section  of  Jamaica  Plain  have  raised  serious 
and  legitimate  concerns  regarding  the  impact 
which  the  facility  would  have  on  their  community; 
and 

Whereas,  On  Thursday,  January  24,  1980,  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  will  vote  on 
several  provisos  which  have  been  developed  by  the 
BRA  neighborhood  planner  for  Jamaica  Plain  in 
conjunction  with  the  Salvation  Army  and  Jamaica 
Plain  residents  to  ensure  that  the  concerns  of  the 
neighborhood  will  be  addressed  in  the  planning 
and  operation  stages  of  the  proposed  center;  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  officially  requests  the  board  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  approve 
the  petition  with  the  recommended  provisos  so  that 
a  reasonable  balance  can  be  achieved  between  the 
need  for  the  services  proposed  by  the  Salvation 
Army  and  the  concerns  of  neighborhood  residents 
affected  by  its  operation;

Establishment  by  the  Salvation  Army  of  an 
advisory  council  consisting  of  at  least  three  neigh- 
borhood representatives  to  develop  program  details; 

Restriction  of  truck  deliveries  before  8  a.m.  or 
after  6  p.m.; 

Requiring  the  Salvation  Army  to  work  with  the 
City  of  Boston  Traffic  and  Parking  Department 
to  determine  parking  and  access  routes  for  servic- 
ing clients  without  inconveniencing  or  creating 
potential  hazards  for  nearby  residents  on  densely 
settled  streets; 

Approval  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity for  any  exterior  changes  to  the  building  or 
grounds; 

Restriction  of  visiting  hours  to  10  p.m.,  Sunday 
through  Thursday,  and  midnight  on  Friday  and 
Saturday;  and 

Limit  to  twenty  the  number  of  mothers  residing 
at  the  facility  with  their  children.

Councillors: 

Today  I  am  submitting,  in  detail,  to  your  Hon- 
orable Body,  the  budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1981  for 
City,  County,  and  the  Income  Departments.  How- 
ever, I  feel  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  me  to  inform 
you  that  because  of  the  unique  situation  that  the 
City  of  Boston  is  in,  I  have  been  unable  to  com- 
plete my  deliberations  on  certain  matters  and 
sometime  in  the  reasonable  future  I  may  request 
your  Body  to  allow  and  assist  me  in  making  any 
changes  that  appear  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  city. 

The  "unique  position"  that  I  refer  to  in  the 
previous  paragraph  is,  that  while  the  Legislature, 
in  1972,  in  their  infinite  wisdom,  changed  the  fi- 
nancial year  for  the  cities  and  towns  in  the 
Commonwealth  from  a  calendar  to  a  fiscal  year, 
they  neglected  to  change  the  budget  cycle  to 
correspond  to  the  change  in  the  financial  year,  as 


recommended  in  the  bill.  Subsequently,  the  City 
of  Boston  went  to  the  Legislature  with  a  bill,  fully 
supported  by  the  Councillors  and  myself,  changing 
the  budget  cycle  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  this 
bill  was  defeated.  Thus,  financially  we  operate  on 
a  fiscal  year  from  July  1  to  June  30,  we  must 
prepare  our  budget  on  a  cycle  meant  for  a  calendar 
finanical  year.  This  means  that  most  of  the  his- 
torical information  and  any  realistic  knowledge  of 
our  potential  income  that  impacts  the  tax  rate,  is 
a  practical  impossibility. 

Therefore,  this  year  I  have  requested  the  Bud- 
get Director  to  prepare  a  budget  to  be  presefiftid 
to  your  Body  that  will  reflect  the  needs  of  tl.e  city 
with  full  realization  that  the  city's  financial  capa- 
bilities will  weigh  heavily  on   our   final   decisions. 

You  may  further  note  that  I  have  submitted 
most  of  the  Mayoral  agencies  in  a  different  manner 
this  year  in  an  effort  to  determine  the  best 
possible  level  of  efficiency  for  them  and  insure 
that  they  are  organized  to  cope  with  our  changing 
times. 

Furthermore,  before  I  submit  any  supplementary 
budget  I  believe  it  to  be  imperative  that  we  know 
that  the  city's  fixed  charges  such  as  debt  and 
interest  will  be,  what  the  state  assessments  and 
pension  charges  are  going  to  be,  and  at  what  level 
the  overlay  for  abatement  will  be  set.  I  also  intend 
to  be  vigilant  when  I  scrutinize  the  school  budget 
and  its  effect  on  the  city's  tax  rate  for  1981  and 
what  our  overall  position  will  be  vis-a-vis  the 
Governor's  "4  Percent  Cap."  The  revenue  sharing 
portion  of  this  budget  will  be  submitted  to  you 
on  February  13,   1980.

Coun.  DiCARA,  for  the  Committee  on  Planning 
and  Development,  submitted   the  following: 

On  February  5,  1980,  the  Committee  on  Planning 
and  Development  held  a  hearing  on  Docket  No. 
0231  "Message  and  Order  for  Approval  of  Appli- 
cation by  the  City  to  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  for  an  Urban  Develop- 
ment Action  Grant  for  the  Boston  Marine  In- 
dustrial Park." 

The  Economic  Development  Industrial  Com- 
mission presented  the  proposal.

1.  After  considering  the  Mayor's  budgetary  re- 
quest for  a  greater  amount  in  personnel  expendi- 
tures for  Fiscal  1979-80  in  the  Mayor's  Office  Ex- 
pense Account  (1-01-11),  the  City  Council  appro- 
priated sufficient  funds  to  pay  in  full  for  the  entire 
year  the  salaries  of  the  Mayor  and  thirty  positions, 
including  secretaries,  stenographers,  clerks,  tele- 
phone operators,  and  messengers  as  spelled  out  in 
the  City  Charter. 

2.  The  Council  also  appropriated  funds  for  a 
certain  number  of  administrative  assistants  at 
maximums,  and  intentionally  disallowed  requested 
budget  monies  for  certain  other  positions  never 
legitimized  by  statute  or  city  ordinance. 

3.  The  said  unfunded  positions  and  requested 
salaries  were  as  follows:

4.  Despite  the  clear  policy  judgment  in  the  Coun- 
cil order  that  positions  not  validly  created  shall  be 
denied  compensation,  the  appropriation  was  di- 
verted and  knowingly  used  to  pay  unfunded  posi- 
tions starting  July  1,  1979,  with  approval  of  the 
City  Auditor's  office. 

5.  As  a  result  of  these  improper  payroll  dis- 
bursements. Account  1-01-11  was,  by  January, 
1980,  completely  drained  of  personnel  funds,  thus 
forcing  the  Auditor  to  stop  everybody's  paychecks, 
including  those  of  the  Mayor  and  the  thirty  staff 
persons  fully  entitled  to  salaries. 

6.  Payments  made  after  July  1,  1979,  from 
Account  1-01-11  to  persons  holding  the  unfunded 
positions  clearly  were  unlawful  because  they  were 
not  included  in  the  list  set  forth  in  the  Council's 
appropriation  vote. 

7.  It  is  the  statutory  duty  of  the  City  Auditor 
to  stop  unlawful  payments  of  city  funds:  but  the 
City  Auditor  —  on  the  advice  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  —  took,  and  has  taken  no  action  to  stop 


or  recover  the  said  unlawful  payments  made 
between  July  1,  1979,  and  January  of  1980,  to  the 
persons  holding  said   unfunded   positions. 

8.  The  City  Auditor  was,  by  law,  clearly  obliged 
to  stop  such  payments  for  said  unfunded  positions 
after  July   1,   1979. 

9.  To  permit  the  City  Auditor  and  Corporation 
Counsel  to  conduct  their  offices  in  tacit  disrespect 
for  the  law  leaves  the  city  no  real  protection  from 
such  unauthorized  expenditures;  now,  therefore,  be 
it  ordained 

Section  2.  That  the  City  of  Boston  does  hereby 
request  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth 
to  immediately  take  all  legal  action  necessary  to 
protect  the  interests  of  the  city  and  its  taxpayers 
in  the  circumstances  outlined  above  by  recovering 
said  funds  unlawfully  paid  and  securing  the  proper 
performance  of  the  duties  of  the  offices  of  City 
Auditor  and  Corporation  Counsel.

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  that  you 
approve  an  order  concerning  an  application  to  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment for  an  Urban  Development  Action  Grant 
(UDAG)  of  $2,076,250  to  help  finance  the  ex- 
pansion of  an  important  local  fishing  concern  in 
the  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park  (BM1P).  As 
you  are  aware,  O'Connell  Seafood  Company,  Inc. 
of  Boston  would  like  to  secure  an  adequate  facility 
for  the  docking  and  maintenance  of  fishing  vessels.

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  takes 
formal  notice  of  the  importance  of  Boylston  Street 
as  a  residential  area  and  advises  the  boards,  com- 
missions, and  agencies  of  the  city  of  its  determina- 
tion that  residential  values  in  the  area  be  respected 
and  supported,  and  that  police,  fire,  traffic  and 
parking,  and  public  services  be  rendered  to  the 
neighborhood  in  keeping  with  that  determination, 
and  judgments  as  to  types  of  entertainment,  zoning, 
high  rise,  licensing  and  aesthetic  protection  be  made 
accordingly.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied   by  a  bill   for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this   order   be,   and   hereby    is,    approved 
under   clause    (1)    of   section    8    of  Article  2,    as 
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amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  chapter  625  of  the  Acts 
of  1966,  is  hereby  amended  in  its  entirety  to  read 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Purposes.  The  purposes  of  this  act 
are  as  follows:  (a)  to  promote  the  economic, 
cultural,  educational,  and  general  welfare  of  the 
public  through  high  standards  of  design  and 
through  the  preservation  of  the  residential  por- 
tion of  the  Back  Bay  area  in  the  City  of  Boston; 
(b)  to  safeguard  the  heritage  of  the  City  of 
Boston  by  preventing  the  despoliation  of  a  dis- 
trict in  that  city  which  reflects  important  ele- 
ments of  its  cultural,  social,  economic,  and 
political  history;  (c)  to  stabilize  and  strengthen 
residential  property  values  in  such  area;  (d)  to 
foster  civic  beauty;  and  (e)  to  strengthen  the 
economy  of  the  commonwealth  and  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  2.  Section  8  of  chapter  625  of  the  Acts 
of  1966  is  hereby  amended  in  its  entirety  to  read 
as  follows: 

Section  8.  Certificate  of  Appropriateness.  No 
person  shall  construct  any  exterior  architectural 
feature  in  the  Back  Bay  Residential  District,  or 
reconstruct,  alter,  change,  except  as  hereafter 
provided,  the  exterior  color  of,  or  demolish,  any 
such  feature  now  or  hereafter  in  said  area,  until 
such  person  shall  have  filed  in  duplicate  with 
the  commission  an  application  for  a  certificate 
of  (appropriateness)  in  such  form  and  with  such 
plans,  specifications,  and  other  material  as  the 
commission  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe  and 
a  certificate  of  appropriateness  shall  have  been 
issued  as  hereafter  provided  in  this  section.  The 
commission  shall  retain  one  copy  of  the  applica- 
tion and  transmit  the  other  to  the  board. 

Within  eight  days  after  the  filing  of  an  appli- 
cation for  a  certificate  of  (appropriateness) 
Saturdays,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excluded, 
the  commission  or  such  member  or  employee  as 
the  commission  may  from  time  to  time  designate 
so  to  do  shall  determine  the  properties  deemed 
by  it  to  be  materially  affected  by  such  applica- 
tion and,  unless  a  public  hearing  on  such  appli- 
cation is  waived  in  writing  by  all  persons  entitled 
to  notice  thereof,  shall  forthwith  cause  its  secre- 
tary to  give  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  the 
applicant,  to  the  owners  of  all  such  properties 
as  they  appear  on  the  then  most  recent  real 
estate  tax  list,  and  to  any  person  filing  written 
request  for  notice  of  hearings,  such  request  to 
be  renewed  yearly  in  December,  reasonable  notice 
of  a  public  hearing  on  such  application  to  be 
held  not  sooner  than  twenty  days  after  the  date 
on  which  the  copy  of  the  application  was  trans- 
mitted to  the  board.  The  public  hearing  may  be 
conducted  by  the  commission  itself  or  by  such 
member  or  members  or  employee  or  employees  as 
the  board  may  from  time  to  time  designate;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  such  public  hearing  is  not 
conducted  by  the  commission  itself,  the  person  or 
persons  so  conducting  it  shall  transmit  a  written 
report  and  recommendation  thereon  forthwith  to 
the  commission.  There  shall  be  available  at  such 
public    hearing    a    report    and    recommendation 


from  the  board,  together  with  material,  plans  or 
drawings  to  aid  the  commission  in  reaching  its 
decision.  The  commission  shall  not  render  any 
decision  until  such  report  and  recommendation 
has  been  received  and  considered,  provided  that 
if  no  such  report  and  recommendation  has  been 
received  by  the  time  of  the  public  hearing,  the 
commission  may  render  its  decision  without  such 
report  and  recommendation. 

As  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  such 
public  hearing  or  the  waiver  thereof,  but  in  all 
events  within  forty  calendar  days  after  the  filing 
of  the  application  for  the  certificate  of  (appro- 
priateness) or  within  such  further  time  as  the 
applicant  may  in  writing  allow,  the  commission 
shall  determine  whether  the  proposed  construc- 
tion, reconstruction,  alteration,  change  in  ex- 
terior color  or  demolition  of  the  exterior  archi- 
tectural feature  involved  will  be  appropriate  to 
the  preservation  of  the  Back  Bay  Residential 
District  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  whether, 
notwithstanding  that  it  may  be  inappropriate, 
owing  to  conditions  especially  affecting  the  struc- 
ture involved,  but  not  affecting  the  Back  Bay 
Residential  District  generally,  failure  to  issue  a 
certificate  of  appropriateness  will  involve  a  very 
substantial  hardship  to  the  applicant  and  such 
a  certificate  may  be  issued  without  substantial 
derogation  from  the  intent  and  purposes  of  this 
act.  In  passing  upon  appropriateness,  the  com- 
mission shall  consider,  (a)  the  historical  and 
architectural  value  and  significance  of  the  struc- 
ture and  its  relationship  to  the  surrounding  area; 

(b)  the  relationship  of  the  exterior  architectural 
features  of  such  structure  to  the  rest  of  the 
structure  and  to  the  (exterior  architectural  fea- 
tures of  other  structures  in  the  neighborhood); 

(c)  (architectural  style),  general  design,  com- 
patibility with  neighboring  structures,  arrange- 
ment, texture,  materials  (and  color)  of  the  ex- 
terior architectural  feature  involved;  (d)  any 
landscaping  features  proposed  by  the  applicant; 
and  (e)  any  aesthetic  or  other  factor,  which  it 
deems  to  be  pertinent. 

If  the  commission  determines  that  the  pro- 
posed construction,  reconstruction,  alteration, 
change  in  exterior  color  or  demolition  of  the 
exterior  architectural  feature  involved  will  be 
appropriate  or,  although  inappropriate,  owing  to 
conditions  as  aforesaid,  failure  to  issue  a  cer- 
tificate of  appropriateness  will  involve  substantial 
hardship  to  the  applicant  and  issuance  thereof 
may  be  made  without  substantial  detriment  or 
derogation  as  aforesaid,  or  if  the  commission 
fails  to  make  a  determination  within  the  time 
hereinbefore  prescribed,  the  secretary  of  the  com- 
mission shall  forthwith  issue  to  the  applicant  a 
certificate  of  (appropriateness.)  In  approving  an 
application  the  commission  may  impose  condi- 
tions which,  if  the  certificate  of  appropriateness 
or  the  permit  for  demolition  or  removal  is  acted 
upon,  shall  be  binding  upon  the  applicant,  the 
owner  of  the  property  and  his  successors  in  title. 
Any  such  conditions  may  subsequently  be  modi- 
fied or  removed  by  the  commission.  Prior  to 
approving  an  application  subject  to  conditions, 
the  commission  may  notify  the  applicant  of  its 
proposed  action  and  permit  the  applicant  to 
express  his  opinion  thereon.  If  the  commission 
determines   that  a   certificate  of  appropriateness 
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should  not  issue,  the  commission  shall  forthwith 
spread  upon  its  records  the  reasons  for  such 
determination  and  may  include  recommendations 
respecting  the  proposed  construction,  reconstruc- 
tion, alteration,  change  in  exterior  color  or  demo- 
lition. Upon  the  making  of  any  such  determina- 
tion the  secretary  of  the  commission  shall  forth- 
with by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  give  notice  of  such 
determination  to  the  applicant  and  to  every  per- 
son filing  written  request  for  such  notice,  trans- 
mitting therewith  an  attested  copy  of  the  reasons 
and  recommendations,  if  any,  spread  upon  the 
records  of  the  commission. 

The  exterior  color  of  any  building  or  structure 
or  portions  thereof  within  the  Back  Bay  Residen- 
tial District  may,  without  the  filing  of  an  appli- 
cation for,  or  the  issuance  of,  a  certificate  of 
(appropriateness),  be  changed  to  any  colors 
which  the  commission,  in  accordance  with  written 
guidelines  published  from  time  to  time,  deter- 
mines to  use  without  substantial  derogation  from 
the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  act.

Boston  Harbor;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Islands  are  hereby  found  and 
declared  to  be  surplus  to  the  needs  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  within  the  meaning  of  St.  1909,  c.  486, 
s.  31B  (as  appearing  in  St.  1966,  c.  642,  s.  12); 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  care,  control  and  custody  of 
said  Islands  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  Public 
Facilities  Commission  for  disposition  as  follows: 
said  islands  are  to  be  conveyed  for  conservation 
and  recreation  purposes  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  Department  of  Environmental  Man- 
agement, and  that  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to  execute  and 
deliver  to  the  Commonwealth  an  instrument  in 
writing  conveying  all  of  the  City  of  Boston's  right, 
title  and  interest  in  and  to  said  Islands  for  the 
sum  of  not  less  than  $290,000.

prehensive Plan  of  1972; 


— The  comptroller  of  the  Commonwealth  has 
certified,  on  or  before  December  31,  1979,  that 
at  least  $500,000  has  been  expended  exclusive 
of  personnel  costs  for  the  restoration  and  re- 
habilitation of  both  Islands. 
This  order  shall  be  null  and  void  unless  the 
Commonweatlh  accepts  a  deed  within  one  year  of 
the  effective  date  of  this  order.

ORDINANCE  REPEALING  CBC  ORDINANCE 
6,    SECTION    1,    AND   SUBSTITUTING    A 
NEW  SECTION  1 
Couns.  DiCARA,  FLYNN,  IANNELLA,  LAN- 
GONE,  Mcdonough,  o'neil,  sansone  and 

SEARS  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty 

An  Ordinance  Repealing  CBC  Ordinance  6,   Sec- 
tion 1,  and  Substituting  a  New  Section  1 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Sectiop  1.  Preamble. 

Whereas, 

1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  St.  4,  sec.  4,  pro- 
vides as  follows:  "No  official  of  the  city,  except 
in  case  of  extreme  emergency  involving  the  health 
or  safety  of  the  people  or  their  property,  shall 
expend  intentionally  in  any  fiscal  year  any  sum 
in  excess  of  the  appropriations  duly  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  law,  nor  involve  the  city  in  any 
contract  for  the  future  payment  of  money  in  excess 
of  such  appropriation,  except  as  provided  in  section 
6  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909.  Any  official 
who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars,  or  both." 

2.  During  the  past  five  years,  $100  million  of 
city  funds  has  been  expended  without  appropria- 
tion; (see  Boston  Municipal  Research  Bureau 
Special  Reports  dated  February  22,  1979,  and  July 
25,  1979,  and  latest  estimates  of  FY80  unappro- 
priated spending). 

3.  An  obvious  need  for  an  auditor  who  is  more 
independent  of  the  city  administration  and  who  is 
specifically  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
seeking  prosecution  for  expenditures  of  unappro- 
priated funds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
said  section  4  has  been  demonstrated. 

4.  Under  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
chapter  43B,  section  13,  the  city  may,  by  ordinance, 


exercise  any  power  which  the  General  Court  has 
power  to  confer  upon  it,  which  is  not  inconsistent 
with  its  Charter. 

5.  The  creation  of  such  responsibility  is  not 
inconsistent  with  the  City  Charter,  but  would 
further  its  implementation;  now,  therefore, 
Section  2.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of 
Boston: 
That  City  of  Boston  Code,  section  1,  of  Ordi- 
nance 6,  be,  and  hereby  is,  repealed  and  the 
following  new  section  1  is  substituted  therefor: 
On  and  after  July  1,  1980,  the  Auditing  De- 
partment shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  city 
auditor  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
subject  to  approval  of  the  City  Council,  and  hold 
office,  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules 
and  who  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  notes, 
securities,  and  bonds  given  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  a  contract,  contracts  and  other 
agreements  to  which  the  city  is  a  party  and 
for  which  no  other  provision  is  made,  and  of 
all  bonds  to  the  city  other  than  the  auditor's; 
shall  keep  a  register  of  the  dates,  amounts,  and 
sureties  on  all  such  bonds,  and  notify  the  Mayor 
whenever  any  such  bond  expires,  or  whenever 
he  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  impaired  by  the 
insolvency  or  other  disability  of  a  surety;  shall 
keep  a  complete  set  of  books,  wherein  shall  be 
entered  the  amount  of  each  specific  appropria- 
tion and  each  amount  that  has  been  expended 
on  account  of  such  appropriation;  shall  cause 
the  accounts  of  several  bonds,  officers,  agencies, 
and  departments  to  be  regularly  examined 
annually  by  competent  experts;  shall  notify  the 
Mayor  and  Council  whenever  the  expenditures  of 
a  department  seem  to  him  to  be  in  excess  of  a 
proper  monthly  ratio  of  its  appropriation;  shall, 
when  any  appropriation  of  a  department  has 
been  wholly  expended,  immediately  make  a  re- 
port of  that  fact  to  the  department  and  to  the 
Mayor  and  Council,  and,  except  in  cases  of  ex- 
treme emergency  as  provided  by  CBC  St.  4,  sec. 
4.  shall  refuse  thereafter  to  approve  any  expen- 
ditures from  said  account  until  further  funds 
have  been  appropriated  or  lawfully  transferred 
therefor;  shall,  in  the  event  of  any  expenditure 
by  any  department  or  agency  head  or  any  other 
city  official  after  July  1,  1980  of  unappropriated 
funds  in  violation  of  CBC  St.  4,  sec.  4,  forthwith 
seek  a  complaint  against  such  department  or 
agency  head  or  other  city  official  for  such  vio- 
lation on  behalf  of  the  city  in  the  Boston  Muni- 
cipal or  Suffolk  Superior  Court;  failure  to  so 
seek  prosecution  of  such  violation  shall  be  cause 
for  said  auditor's  removal  from  such  office,  and 
in  the  event  of  such  failure,  the  Mayor  or  three 
members  of  the  Council  may  seek  such  complaint 
on  behalf  of  the  city;  shall  have  the  custody  of 
all  bonds  and  certificates  of  indebtedness,  and 
the  coupons  thereof,  issued  by  the  city,  after  they 
have  been  paid  and  delivered  to  him  by  the 
collector-treasurer;  shall  direct  to  the  collector- 
treasurer  all  necessary  drafts,  checks,  or  other 
orders  for  the  payment  of  money,  in  such  form 
as  the  Mayor  shall  approve,  and  forthwith  upon 
completion  of  each  such  examination  of  accounts, 
file  one  copy  of  his  report  thereon  with  the  city 
clerk,  who  shall  keep  the  same  open  to  public 
inspection  during  regular  business  hours;  shall 
keep  a  registry  of,  and  sign  with  the  collector- 
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treasurer,  countersigned  by  the  Mayor,  all  bonds 
and  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  issued 
by  the  collector-treasurer;  and  shall,  if  elected, 
serve  as  secretary  of  the  board  of  commissioners 
of  sinking  funds.

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  January  23)  (Docket  No.  0230)  for  trans- 
fer of  appropriation  of  $401,000  from  the  Reserve 
Fund  to  the  Mayor's  Office  Expenses  —  recom- 
mending that  the  order  ought  to  pass  in  the  follow- 
ing new  draft: 

Whereas, 

1.  The  City  Council,  for  the  1979-80  Fiscal  Year 
(FY  80)  appropriated  funds  for  the  1-01-11-100 
Account  for  thirty  people  in  the  Mayor's  Office; 
and  notwithstanding  that  appropriation,  the  Mayor 
retained  and  paid  forty-four  people  out  of  said 
account,  thereby  using  up  all  funds  in  said  ac- 
count on  December  25,  1979;  and 

2.  The  Mayor  has  indicated  that  fifty  new  police 
recruits  would  not  be  hired  on  February  13,  1980, 
and  numerous  Civil  Service  employees  are  likely 
to  be  laid  off  unless  the  Council  transfers  $327,000

3.  The  Mayor  has  not  relented;

count on  the  express  condition  that  the  police 
recruit  class,  which  was  scheduled  to  begin  on 
February  13,  1980,  are  hired  and  commence  their 
work  at  the  police  academy,  and  that  no  Civil 
Service  employees  will  be  laid  off  —  excepting  for 
cause  in  accordance  with  chapter  31  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws.

Under  date  of  June  20,  1979,  Devonshire  Asso- 
ciates petitioned  the  Public  Improvement  Com- 
mission to  discontinue  vertically  above  and  below 
the  sidewalk  a  portion  of  each  of  the  following 
streets  in  the  Boston  Proper  District: 

Devonshire  Street,  on  the  westerly  side,  adjacent 
to  No.  250  Washington  Street,  from  the  southerly 
property  line  approximately  195  feet  northerly  to 
the  northerly  property  line,  vertically  below  the 
sidewalk.

The  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authority  has  reviewed  and  considered  a  proposed 
industrial  development  project  to  be  used  by  Mark- 
Burton,  Inc.,  a  Massachusetts  corporation  having 
its  principal  place  of  business  at  300  Summer 
Street,  Boston,  and  in  the  business  of  manufactur- 
ing finished  printed  materials.  The  proposed  project 
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involves  the  acquisition  and  installation  of  ma- 
chinery and  equipment  to  enable  the  company's 
expansion. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  project  is  $1,239,820 
which  breaks  down  generally  as  follows:  $1,098,820 
for  the  acquisition  of  machinery  and  equipment; 
$116,000  for  leasehold  improvements  to  accom- 
modate installation;  and  $25,000  for  professional 
fees  (including  legal  fees).  The  company  plans  to 
finance  $1,165,000  of  the  project  costs  by  the 
issuance  of  industrial  revenue  bonds  by  the  city, 
acting  by  and  through  the  Authority,  and  will 
finance  the  remaining  costs  or  expenses,  if  any, 
from  its  own  resources.  The  company  has  expressed

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
HUMAN  SERVICES 

Coun.  SANSONE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Human  Services,  submitted  the  following  on 
Docket  No.  0284: 

On  Thursday,  February  21,  1980,  the  Commit- 
tee on  Human  Services  held  a  public  hearing  in 
compliance  with  an  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  that  all  committees  hold  hearings  on  the 
status  of  the  fiscal  year  '80  budgets  and  spending. 
At  this  hearing,  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  budget  was  discussed. 

Present  to  testify  at  the  hearing  was  Commis- 
sioner David  Rosenbloom  who  submitted  an 
analysis  resume  showing  that  the  $80.7  Million 
budget  is  projected  to  need  $87.5  million  or  $6.6 
million  more  because  of  pay  raises  and  inflation 
for  this  year.  However,  the  committee  learned  that 
the  increased  costs  will  be  completely  offset  by 
increased  payments  from  third  party  insurers, 
attrition  in  personnel,  reduction  of  overtime,  in- 
ventory control   and   energy   saving   measures. 

It  was  also  projected  that  the  net  cost  will  not 
result  in  an  increase  in  the  projected  $17.1  city 
tax  exposure  as  stated  last  July.  Despite  the  fact 
the  department  is  spending  more,  they  will  receive 
more  in  revenues  back  into  the  hospital's  account 
or  allow  the  hospital  to  use  these  revenues  directly. 

Also  discussed  was  the  new  enterprise  account- 
ing system  which  was  instituted  as  of  January  1, 
1980  at  the  hospitals.  Under  the  new  system,  the 
department  prepares  payrolls  and  payment  vouchers 
and  sends  the  lists  to  the  auditor  and  collector- 
treasurer  for  preparing  and  sending  checks.  Per- 
sonnel are  currently  being  paid  from  a  special 
490  account  in  City  Hospitals.  So  far  this  year, 
$6,626,000  has  been  paid  in  wages  through  this 
new  account  number.  It  was  also  stated  that  the 
new  system  provides  more  detailed  data  than  the 
previous  system,  however,  further  study  must  be 
conducted  to  properly  monitor  and  explore  their 
expenses  as  people  in  the  auditing  department  are 
often   uncertain   about   their  expenditures. 

The  five  million  dollars  in  state  aid  approved 
last  year  by  the  legislature  has  yet  to  be  secured 
by  the  department,  however,  negotiations  continue 
to  carry  on.  In  response  to  the  ommission  of  more 
state  aid  in  fiscal  '81  state  budget,  it  was  estimated 
that  an  additional  $14  to  $16  million  burden 
could  be  added  on  top  of  the  projected  $17  million 
in  city  tax  exposure. 

In  other  areas,  the  Mattapan  Chronic  Hospital 
is  running  95  percent  of  bed  capacity  and  last 
week  opened  an  adult  day  care  center.  The  in- 
stitution has  considerable  unused  land  and  this 
has  encouraged  community  groups  with  a  private 
developer  to  approach  the  departments  about 
putting  homes  for  the  elderly  there.  The  project 
could  also  use  some  of  the  idle  space  in  Mattapan 
buildings  on  the  grounds.  However,  there  are  no 
definite  plans  for  the  project  at  this  time. 

Long  Island  Hospital  has  evolved  into  a  series 
of  specialty  medical  programs,  notably  the  oncology 
ward  with  12  beds  and  the  arthritis  program.  The 
island  currently  has  five  or  six  unused  buildings 
and  there  is  a  need  for  physical  consolidation  of 
other  functions  to  save  on  energy  costs.  Further 
plans  for  the  hosptal  is  to  carve  a  lasting  niche 
for  itself  with  its  specialties. 


Finally,  it  was  learned  that  the  Trustees  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals'  sole  contract 
with  the  city  involves  the  operation  of  the  neigh- 
borhood health  center  system.  It  was  stated  that 
changes  will  be  happening  in  the  future  as  they 
will  have  to  learn  to  live  within  smaller  budgets, 
however,  because  of  their  tremendous  success  and 
effectiveness,  there  are  no  plans  to  change  the 
current  operation  of  the  program.

Mr.  Manson,  Director  of  Public 
Facilities  and  Mr.  Nedder,  Director  of  One-Stop 
Business  Service  were  invited  to  attend  a  hearing 
on  this  subject  on  Tuesday,  February  26.  Mr. 
Nedder  declined   to  attend. 

The  testimony  given  by  Mr.  Manson  verified 
the  fact  that  the  personnel  account  of  the  Public 
Facilities  Department  was  not  sufficient  to  meet 
payroll  expenses  through  June  30.  The  hiring  of 
additional  security  help,  originally  intended  to  be 
contracted  for,  along  with  the  transfer  of  five 
individuals  from  the  Mayor's  Office  payroll,  were 
given  as  reasons  for  their  projected  deficit.  Mr. 
Manson  satisfied  the  Committee  that  there  would 
be  sufficient  surpluses  in  non-salary  accounts, 
principally  line  49,  rental  of  facilities,  to  cover  any 
deficit  and  the  department  would  be  requesting  a 
transfer  of  appropriations  to  meet  future  payrolls. 

The  Committee  is  concerned  over  the  use  of  the 
Debit  Transfer  mechanism  to  increase  or  reduce 
expenditures  in  accounts.  A  $92,000  Debit  Trans- 
fer was  made  between  the  accounts  of  the  Public 
Facilities  Department  and  One-Stop  Business  to 
adjust  salary  charges.  No  written  agreement  was 
made  and  the  purpose  of  the  transfer  was  left 
unresolved.

The  Committee  on  Human  Services  met  this 
morning  to  discuss  the  financial  status  of  fiscal 
year  '80  budgets  for  the  following  departments: 
Mayor's  Office  on  the  Affairs  of  the  Elderly, 
Mayor's  Office  on  Human  Rights,  Veterans  Ser- 
vices, Veterans  Graves  Registration,  Boston  Con- 
sumer Council  and  the  Mayor's  Commission  on 
the  Physically  Handicapped. 

Of  those  departments,  only  the  offices  of 
Elderly  Affairs  and  Human  Rights  were  projecting 
deficits  for  FY80.  Human  Rights  was  represented 
by  Buford  Kaigler  who  explained  to  the  committee 
that  his  office  has  been  deficit  spending  since  the 
beginning  of  the  fiscal  year,  is  continuing  to 
deficit  spend  in  their  payroll  account  and  has  no 
apparent  intention  to  change  their  procedure.  It 
was  argued  that  additional  staff  and  salaries  over 
their  allotment  is  necessary  to  continue  to  operate 
their  office. 

Commissioner  Guiney  of  the  Elderly  Affairs 
Office,  despite  several  telephone  calls  and  a  written 
notice,  refused  to  attend  the  hearing.  Currently, 
they  are  operating  with  approximately  50  more 
employees  than  budgeted  and  expected  to  run  out 
of  money  on  March  5,  1980. 

Of  the  remaining  departments,  no  appreciable 
deficits  were  expected  and  the  departments  are 
operating  within  their  budgets  with  the  possible 
exception  of  the  Office  of  Veterans  Services.  This 
year  Veterans  Services  was  budgeted  for  $2  million 
in  direct  aid  to  Boston's  veterans.  However,  the 
department  feels  that  increased  financial  burdens 
on  veterans  due  to  inflationary  conditions,  have 
resulted  in  more  supplements  to  veterans  than 
anticipated.  Their  projected  deficit  in  aid  to  vet- 
erans was  quoted  as  high  as  several  thousand 
dollars.

The  Committee  on  Government  Finance  con- 
ducted a  public  hearing  on  Friday,  February  22, 
1980  to  discuss  Docket  No.  284,  an  order  to 
investigate  deficit  spending  in  agencies  under  the 
review   and  oversight   of  the  Government   Finance 
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Committee.  Commissioner  Barbara  Cameron 
(Assessing  Dept.),  Mr.  Walter  Merrill  (Auditing 
Dept.),  Mr.  James  Young  (Fiscal  Affairs),  Mr. 
Lowell  Richards  (Treasury  Dept.),  Mr.  Edward 
F.  King  (Finance  Commission)  and  Mr.  Arthur 
Shea  (Property  Equalization  Dept.)  were  invited 
to  testify.  All  were  unable  to  attend  except  for 
Mr.  Merrill  of  the  Auditing  Department. 

Despite  this  lack  of  direct  input  from  depart- 
ment heads,  on  the  basis  of  an  examination  of 
average  weekly  payroll  accounts,  the  Committee 
reports  the  following  preliminary  findings: 

The  Fiscal  Affairs  Department  has  a  projected 
deficit  with  funds  expected  to  run  out  in  April. 
In  previous  testimony  before  the  committee, 
Deputy  Mayor  Young  indicated  that  a  carry 
forward  of  funds  from  the  last  fiscal  year  would 
cover  this  projected  deficit.  However,  it  is  the 
committee's  understanding  that  this  carry-forward 
was  not  credited  to  the  Fiscal  Affairs  Account. 
Therefore,  a  projected  deficit  should  be  antici- 
pated. The  cause  of  the  deficit  is  spending  in 
excess  of  amounts  appropriated  for  personnel 
positions. 

The  Office  of  Property  Equalization  is  projected 
to  run  a  surplus  because  of  delays  in  hiring  its 
quota  of  personnel. 

All  other  departments,  Auditing,  Assessing,  Fi- 
nance Commission  and  Treasury  are  projected  to 
remain   within   their   budget  appropriations.

Whereas,  To  date  the  City  of  Boston  has  re- 
ceived no  reimbursement  for  the  lease  of  court 
facilities  and  equipment  during  1978,  1979  or  1980;

Whereas,  Both  the  $5.7  million  appropriated  in 
the  state  fiscal  year  1980  budget  and  the  $5.2 
million  recommended  in  the  fiscal  year  1981 
budget  are  inadequate  to  meet  the  legislatively 
mandated  assumption  of  court  costs,  falling  far 
short  of  the  estimated  $27.5  million  in  annual

ORDINANCE     ESTABLISHING     AN     ARCHI- 
TECTS   AND    ENGINEERS    QUALIFICA- 
TIONS BOARD 
Couns.    McDONOUGH    and    DiCARA   offered 
the  following: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty. 

An    Ordinance    Establishing    an     Architects     and 

Engineers   Qualifications   Board. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  Preamble. 
Whereas: 

1.  The  city,  from  time  to  time,  contracts  with 
architects  and  engineers  for  personal  services. 

2.  The  services  rendered  and  the  amount  of 
money  paid  by  the  city  for  such  services  is  estab- 
lished on  the  basis  of  negotiations  between  the  city 
and  prospective  contractors  rather  than,  as  in  the 
case  of  construction  contracts,  by  advertised  com- 
petitive bid. 

3.  As  circumstances  surrounding  the  recent 
awarding  of  such  a  contract  concerning  the  former 
Roslindale  High  School  Building  have  revealed,  it 
is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  awarding  of 
such  contracts  by  the  city  be  done  solely  on  the 
basis  of  proven  ability  to  perform  the  work  called 
for  at  the  most  just  and  reasonable  price. 

4.  In  order  to  assure  that  such  is  the  basis  of 
an  award,  and  to  avoid  any  semblance  of  favoritism 
and  more  nearly  guarantee  the  competence  of 
prospective  architectural  or  engineering  contractors, 
an  independent  board  which  examines,  considers, 
and  makes  a  judgment  about  the  qualifications  of 


such  contractors  and  establishes  and  maintains  a 
list  of  those  found  to  be  qualified,  from  which 
such  contractors  would  be  chosen,  should  be 
established  in  the  city. 

5.  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  13  of  Chapter 
43B  of  the  Masschusetts  General  Laws,  the  city,  by 
ordinance,  may  exercise  any  power  which  the 
General  Court  has  power  to  confer  upon  it,  which 
is  not  inconsistent  with  its  Charter. 

6.  The  creation  of  an  Architects  and  Engineers 
Qualifications  Board  to  pass  on  city  contractors 
in  order  to  both  assure  the  competence  of  such 
contractors  and  reduce  the  likelihood  of  favoritism 
is  not  inconsistent  with  the  City  Charter,  but 
would  further  its  implementation;  now,  therefore, 
be  it  ordained 

Section  2. 

The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  4,  Chapter 
1  hereby  is  amended  by  adding  the  following: 

Section  1. 

There  shall  be  in  the  Administrative  Services 
Department  a  board,  known  as  the  Architects  and 
Engineers  Qualifications  Board,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  Board,  consisting  of  five  commissioners, 
four  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor, 
within  sixty  days  of  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  as  follows:  one  from  three  candidates 
nominated  by  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects, 
one  from  three  candidates  nominated  by  the  Boston 
Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  one  from  three  candi- 
dates nominated  by  the  Boston  Municipal  Research 
Bureau,  one  from  three  candidates  nominated  by 
the  Boston  Finance  Commission,  and  the  Director 
of  Administrative  Services  ex  officio.  The  nominee 
of  the  Finance  Commission  shall  be  appointed  for 
a  term  of  two  years;  of  the  Boston  Municipal 
Research  Bureau  for  a  term  of  three  years;  of  the 
Society  of  Civil  Engineers  for  a  term  of  four  years; 
and  of  the  Society  of  Architects  for  a  term  of 
five  years.  As  the  term  of  any  commissioner  ex- 
pires, his  successor  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term 
of  five  years.  Vacancies  in  the  Commission  shall 
be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  members  of 
the  Board  shall  serve  without  compensation.  The 
Director  of  Administrative  Services  shall  serve  as 
Chairman  thereof  and  shall  keep  all  records  of 
the  Board.  The  Board  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
supervision  or  control  of  the  Administrative  Ser- 
vices Board  or  any  member  thereof  and  shall,  on 
or  before  the  last  Monday  of  January,  1982,  and 
annually  thereafter,  make  a  report  of  its  proceed- 
ings and  votes  to  the  City  Council. 

On  or  after  October  1,  1980,  no  official  or 
agency  of  the  city  shall,  on  behalf  of  the  city, 
contract  with  any  individual  or  other  legal  entity 
for  architectural  or  engineering  services  unless  the 
qualifications  of  said  individual  or  entity  for  per- 
forming under  the  contract  have '  been  examined 
in  detail  by  the  Board  and  found  by  the  recorded 
vote  of  at  least  three  members  thereof  to  be  well 
qualified  to  perform  the  work  called  for  by  the 
contract.  In  arriving  at  its  decision,  the  Board 
shall,  among  other  relevant  factors,  consider  the 
training  and  experience  of  the  officers  and  prin- 
cipal employees  of  the  proposed  contractor,  the 
length  of  time  the  proposed  contractor  has  been 
in  business,  the  financial  condition  of  the  con- 
tractor, and  particularly,  the  number  of  similar 
projects  previously  satisfactorily  completed  by  the 
contractor.  The  Board  shall  promulgate  rules  and 
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regulations  consistent  with  and  in  furtherance  of 
the  above  enunciated  policy. 

Section  3. 

In  the  event  that  any  city  official  awards  a  con- 
tract for  architectural  or  engineering  services  after 
October  1,  1980  without  complying  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  such  contract  shall  not 
be  binding  on  the  city;  and  the  Mayor  or  City 
Council,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  or  Special  Counsel,  shall  proceed  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  recover  any  city 
funds  expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  such  contract  from  the  contractor  or  the  city 
official  who  awarded  the  contract  without  com- 
pliance herewith. 

Section  4. 

If  any  portion  of  this  ordinance  is  found  by  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  unlawful, 
such  finding  shall  not  effect  any  other  portion  of 
said  ordinance  not  specifically  so  found. 

Section  5. 

This  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action 
of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

Couns.  SEARS,  DiCARA,  and  SANSONE 
offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  House  Bill  No.  4490  entitled  "An  Act 
To  Provide  Economic  Incentives  For  Consumers 
To  Return  Used  Beverage  Containers  And  To 
Encourage  The  Conservation  of  Materials  And 
Energy  Through  The  Recycling  And  Reuse 
Thereof,"  is  currently  pending  before  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee  on  Energy;  and 

Whereas,  This  kind  of  "Bottle  Bill"  will  serve  to 
reduce  the  amount  of  litter  which  is  detrimental 
to  our  environment,  and  will  also  serve  to  reduce 
the  needless  waste  of  our  diminishing  natural  re- 
sources utilized  in  the  production  of  non-returnable 
containers;  and 

Whereas,  Seventy-six  signatures  appear  on  the 
petition  for  House  Bill  No.  4490,  along  with  sev- 
eral other  public  interest  groups;  namely,  the 
Massachuset:s  Public  Interest  Research  Group, 
the  Citizens  for  Participation  in  Political  Action, 
the  League  of  Women  Voters  of  Massachusetts, 
the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society,  the  Friends 
of  the  Earth,  and  the  Committee  for  a  Massa- 
chusetts Bottle  Bill;  and 

Whereas,  The  bill,  as  written,  provides  for  con- 
sumers to  deposit  five  cents  for  reusable  beverage 
containers  less  than  a  quart  in  capacity,  ten  cents 
for  containers  of  a  quart  or  more;  and 

Whereas,  The  principle  of  a  deposit  value  en- 
courages the  recycling  of  containers  by  the  pur- 
chaser or  other  person  and  diminishes  the  quantity 
of  containers  burdening  solid  waste  disposal  fa- 
cilities or  littering  the  landscape;  and 

Whereas,  The  legislative  measure  provides  in- 
centive of  at  least  a  one-cent-per-container  bonus 
to  dealers  for  handling  returns  to  distributors,  and 
distributors  receive  the  bonus  when  sending  con- 
tainers back  to  bottlers;  and 

Whereas,  Any  person  may  establish  a  redemption 
center  to  help  a  community  and  be  entitled  to  a 
penny  bonus  when  turning  containers  in  to  a 
distributor;  and 


Whereas,  According  to  the  proposed  legislation, 
the  Department  of  Economic  Affairs  shall  create 
a  job  retraining  program,  available  to  any  individ- 
ual who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Director  of  the 
Division  of  Employment  Security,  loses  his  job  in 
the  glass  container  manufacturing,  beverage  can 
manuacturing,  soft  drink  bottling,  beer  distributing 
or  corrugated  board  container  industries  within 
the  Commonwealth  as  the  result  of  this  Act;  and 

Whereas,  Section  3A  of  House  Bill  No.  4490 
provides  for  the  establishment  of  an  employee 
dislocation  allowance  and  training  fund  to  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  secretary  of  manpower  affairs; 
and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  provide  further  incentives 
to  encourage  the  reuse  and  recycling  of  beverage 
containers  in  this  Commonwealth,  a  bottler  shall 
be  entitled  to  credit  against  his  excise  liability;  and 

Whereas,  House  Bill  No.  4490  shall  take  effect 
one  year  from"  the  date  of  enactment;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  publicly 
expresses  its  support  for  the  passage  of  House  Bill 
No.  4490  to  the  Massachusetts  House  and  Senate; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  for- 
warded, by  the  City  Clerk,  to  Energy  Committee 
Chairman  Senator  Michael  LoPresti  and  Repre- 
sentative Thomas  C.  Norton,  House  Chairman,  and 
to  the  Governor,  immediately  following  the  Council 
Meeting  today.

On  motion  of  Councillor  McDONOUGH  Rule 
10  of  the  Rules  of  the  City  Council  was  suspended 
in  order  to  introduce  the  following: 

RECOMMENDING  NO  ACTION  BE  TAKEN 
ON  DOCKET  NO.  0307  AND  THAT 
COUNCIL  MAKE  CHANGES  IN  BACK 
BAY  ARCHITECTURAL  COMMISSION 
BY  ORDINANCE 

Coun.  McDONOUGH  offered  the  following: 

Whereas: 

1.  There  is  now  pending  in  the  Committee  on 
Urban  Resources  a  petition  to  the  State  Legislature 
for  a  special  law  which  would  amend  a  1966  Act 
of  the  Legislature  creating  a  Back  Bay  Architec- 
tural District  and  Commission  (Docket  No.  0307). 

2.  Unlike  in  1966,  under  the  home  rule  amend- 
ment to  the  State  Constitution,  the  City  Council  is 
now  empowered  to  create  such  districts. 

3.  In  view  of  this  present  ability  of  the  Council 
to  act  in  this  area  for  an  important  part  of  its 
city,  and  on  an  important  matter  it  would  appear 
to  be  shirking  of  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the 
Council  to  ask  the  General  Court  to  do  what  it 
has  the  power  to  do. 

4.  In  view  of  its  home  rule  powers,  the  proper 
and  more  reasonable  course  in  this  case  clearly 
would  be  for  the  Council  to  pass  an  ordinance 
containing  so  much  of  the  1966  Legislative  enact- 
ment as  it  chooses — along  with  whatever  changes 
it  now  deems  desirable  in  view  of  the  experience 
of  the  Commission  over  the  years  since  its  creation. 

5.  Upon  the  passage  of  such  ordinance,  the 
Council  should  then  petition  the  General  Court 
to  repeal  the  1966  act  creating  the  district. 

6.  After  the  passage  of  such  ordinance,  a  repeal 
petition  would  be  likely  to  get  the  support  and 
backing  of  the  said  Commission  and  any  Back 
Bay  neighborhood  groups  which  might  desire 
changes  in  the  1966  legislation  since  their  desires 
would  be  satisfied  by  the  Council's  ordinance. 


7.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Council  were  to 
pass  the  present  Docket  No.  0307  and  the  General 
Court  were  to  make  the  changes  desired  by  the 
said  Commission,  the  Commission  would  no  longer 
have  any  real  interest  in  repeal  of  the  1966  legisla- 
tion and  any  ordinance  proposed  by  the  City 
Council. 

8.  The  representative  of  the  Law  Department 
assigned  to  the  Urban  Resources  Committee  has 
indicated  that  she  will  prepare  an  ordinance  for 
the  Council's  consideration  which  will  accomplish 
what  the  said  Commission  now  desires. 

9.  In  the  event  tha  the  Back  Bay  Architectural 
Commission  is  created  by  ordinance  rather  than 
state  law,  changes  which  are  desirable  in  the 
future  can  readily  be  made  by  the  City  Council 
rather  than  the  State  Legislature. 

For  all  of  the  above  reasons,  be  it,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  no  action  be  taken  on  Docket 
No.  0307  and  that  the  Council  instead  recreate 
and  make  changes  in  the  Back  Bay  Architectural 
Commission  by  ordinance  in  accordance  with  Sec- 
tion 13  of  Chapter  43B  of  the  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws  rather  than  by  state  legislation. 

Coun.  McDONOUGH  moved  that  the  rules  be 
suspended  and  the  order  be  passed. 

Coun.  SEARS  moved  that  the  question  be 
divided. 

Coun.  McDONOUGH  asked  unanimous  consent 
to  withdraw  his  motion.  Unanimous  consent  was 
given. 

Coun.  McDONOUGH  moved  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Urban  Resources.

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Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  Clause  (1)  of  Section  eight  of  Article  two, 
as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substan- 
tially as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  chapter  625  of  the  Acts 
of  1966  is  hereby  amended  in  its  entirety  to  read 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Purposes.  The  purposes  of  this  act 
are  as  follows:  (a)  to  promote  the  economic, 
cultural,  educational  and  general  welfare  of  the 
public  through  high  standards  of  design  through- 
out the  Back  Bay  and  through  the  preservation 
of  the  residential  portion  of  the  Back  Bay  area 
in  the  City  of  Boston;  (b)  to  safeguard  the 
heritage  of  the  City  of  Boston  by  preventing  the 
despoliation  of  a  district  in  that  city  which 
reflects  important  elements  of  its  cultural,  social, 
economic  and  political  history;  (c)  to  stabilize 
and  strengthen  residential  property  values  in 
such  area;  (d)  to  foster  civic  beauty  and  (e)  to 
strengthen  the  economy  of  the  Commonwealth 
and  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  2.  Section  3  of  Chapter  625  of  the  Acts 
of  1966  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
next  to  last  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

"Exterior  Architectural  Feature,"  the  architec- 
tural style  and  general  arrangement  of  the  ex- 
terior of  a  structure  or  any  portion  of  it 
including  but  not  limited  to  kind,  color  and 
texture  of  the  building  material,  type  and  design 
of  all  windows,  doors,  lights,  signs,  and  other 
fixtures,  the  location  and  adequacy  of  vehicular 
access,  if  any,  type  and  design  of  landscaping, 
fences  and  walls,  and  the  location  and  treatment 
of  any  parking  space  for  motor  vehicles. 
Section  3.  Section  8  of  chapter  625  of  the  Acts 
of  1966  is  hereby  amended  in  its  entirety  to  read 
as  follows: 

Section  8.  Certificate  of  Appropriateness.  No 
person  shall  construct  any  exterior  architectural 
feature  in  the  Back  Bay  Architectural  District, 
or  reconstruct,  alter,  change,  except  as  hereafter 
provided,  the  exterior  color  of,  or  demolish,  any 
such  feature  now  or  hereafter  in  said  area,  until 
such  person  shall  have  filed  in  duplicate  with 
the  secretary  of  the  commission  an  application 
for  a  certificate  of  appropriateness  in  such  form 
and  with  such  plans,  specifications  and  other 
material  as  the  commission  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe  and  a  certificate  of  appropriateness 
shall  have  been  issued  as  hereafter  provided  in 
this  section.  The  commission  shall  retain  one  copy 
of  the  application  and  transmit  the  other  to  the 
board. 

Within  eight  days  after  the  filing  of  an  appli- 
cation for  a  certificate  of  appropriateness,  Sat- 
urdays, Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excluded, 
the  commission  or  such  member  or  employee  as 
the  commission  may  from  time  to  time  designate 
so  to  do  shall  determine  the  properties  deemed 
by  it  to  be  materially  affected  by  such  applica- 
tion and,  unless  a  public  hearing  on  such  appli- 
cation   is    waived    in    writing    by    all    persons 


entitled  to  notice  thereof,  shall  forthwith  cause 
its  secretary  to  give  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to 
the  applicant,  to  the  owners  of  all  such  prop- 
erties as  they  appear  on  the  ten  most  recent 
real  estate  tax  list,  and  to  any  person  filing 
written  request  for  notice  of  hearings,  such  re- 
quest to  be  renewed  yearly  in  December,  reason- 
able notice  of  a  public  hearing  on  such  applica- 
tion to  be  held  not  sooner  than  fourteen  days 
after  the  date  on  which  the  copy  of  the  applica- 
tion was  transmitted  to  the  board.  The  public 
hearing  may  be  condutced  by  the  commission 
itself  or  by  such  member  or  members  or  em- 
ployee or  employees  as  the  board  may  from 
time  to  time  designate;  provided,  however,  that 
if  such  public  hearing  is  not  conducted  by  the 
commission  itself,  the  person  or  persons  so 
conducting  it  shall  transmit  a  written  report 
and  recommendation  thereon  forthwith  to  the 
commission.  There  shall  be  available  at  such 
public  hearing  a  report  and  recommendation 
from  the  board,  together  with  material,  plans 
or  drawings  to  aid  the  commission  in  reaching 
its  decision.  The  commission  shall  not  render 
any  decision  until  such  report  and  recommenda- 
tion has  been  received  and  considered,  provided 
that  if  no  such  report  and  recommendation  has 
been  received  by  the  time  of  the  public  hearing, 
the  commission  may  render  its  decision  without 
such  report  and  recommendation. 

As  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  such 
public  hearing  or  the  waiver  thereof,  but  in  all 
events  within  50  calendar  days  after  the  filing 
of  the  application,  for  the  certificate  of  appro- 
priateness or  within  such  further  time  as  the 
applicant  may  in  writing  allow,  the  commission 
shall  determine  whether  the  proposed  construc- 
tion, reconstruction,  alteration,  change  in  ex- 
terior color  or  demolition  of  the  exterior  archi- 
tectural feature  involved  will  be  appropriate  to 
the  preservation  of  the  Back  Bay  Architectural 
District  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  whether, 
notwithstanding  that  it  may  be  inappropriate, 
owing  to  conditions  especially  affecting  the 
structure  involved,  but  not  affecting  the  Back 
Bay  Residential  District  generally,  failure  to  issue 
a  certificate  of  appropriateness  will  involve  a 
substantial  hardship  to  the  applicant  and  such 
a  certificate  may  be  issued  without  substantial 
detriment  to  the  public  welfare  and  without  sub- 
stantial derogation  from  the  intent  and  purposes 
of  this  act.  In  passing  upon  appropriateness,  the 
commission  shall  consider,  (a)  the  historical  and 
architectural  value  and  significance  of  the  struc- 
ture and  its  relationship  to  the  surrounding  area; 
(b)  the  relationship  of  the  exterior  architectural 
features  of  such  structure  to  the  rest  of  the 
structure  and  to  the  surrounding  area  and  to 
exterior  architectural  features  of  other  structures 
in  the  neighborhood;  (c)  architectural  style, 
general  design,  compatibility  with  neighboring 
structures,  arrangement,  texture,  materials  and 
colors  of  the  original  structure  and  of  the  pro- 
posed change  or  addition;  (d)  any  landscaping 
features  proposed  by  the  applicant;  and  (e)  any 
aesthetic  or  other  factor  which  it  deems  to  be 
pertinent. 

The  commission  shall  pass  only  on  the  exterior 
architectural    features    of   a  structure   and  shall 
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not  consider  interior  arrangements  nor  the  use 
to  be  made  of  the  structure.  It  is  the  intent  of 
this  act  that  the  commission  be  strict  in  its 
judgment  of  plans  involving  substantial  new 
construction  or  for  structures  deemed  to  be 
valuable  according  to  studies  performed  on 
behalf  of  the  city,  the  board  or  the  commission 
for  said  area  to  determine  which  structures  are 
of  architectural  value.  It  is  also  the  intent  of 
this  act  that  the  commission  shall  be  lenient  in 
its  judgment  of  plans  for  structures  of  little 
architectural  value,  except  where  such  plans 
would  seriously  impair  the  architectural  value 
of  surrounding  structures  or  the  surrounding 
area.  It  is  also  the  intent  of  this  act  that  the 
commisison  deal  more  leniently  with  proposals 
respecting  structures  within  those  sections  of 
the  Back  Bay  Architectural  District  which  may 
be  zoned  for  local  or  general  business  uses  than 
with  those  proposals  within  those  sections  of  the 
district  which  may  be  zoned  for  residential  uses, 
to  the  end  that  conversions  of  structures  to 
business  uses  will  not  be  unreasonably  prevented. 

If  the  commission  determines  that  the  pro- 
posed construction,  reconstruction,  alteration, 
change  in  exterior  architectural  feature  involved 
will  be  appropriate  or,  although  inappropriate, 
owing  to  conditions  as  aforesaid,  failure  to  issue 
a  certificate  of  appropriateness  will  involve  sub- 
stantial hardship  to  the  applicant  and  issuance 
thereof  may  be  made  without  substantial  detri- 
ment or  derogation  as  aforesaid,  or  if  the  com- 
mission fails  to  make  a  determination  within 
the  time  hereinbefore  prescribed,  the  secretary  of 
the  commisison  shall  forthwith  issue  to  the 
applicant  a  certificate  of  appropriateness.  In 
approving  an  application  the  commission  may 
impose  conditions  which,  if  the  certificate  of 
appropriateness  or  the  permit  for  demolition  or 
removal  is  acted  upon,  shall  be  binding  upon 
the  applicant,  the  owner  of  the  property  and 
his  successors  in  title.  Any  such  condition  may 
subsequently  be  modified  or  removed  by  the 
commission.  Prior  to  approving  an  application 
subject  to  condition,  the  commission  may  notify 
the  applicant  of  its  proposed  action  and  permit 
the  applicant  to  express  his  opinion  thereon.  If 
the  commission  determines  that  a  certificate  of 
appropriateness  should  not  issue,  the  commission 
shall  forthwith  spread  upon  its  records  the 
reasons  for  such  determination  and  may  include 
recommendations  respecting  the  proposed  con- 
struction, reconstruction,  alteration,  change  in 
exterior  color  or  demolition.  Upon  the  making 
of  any  such  determination  the  secretary  of  the 
commission  shall  forthwith  by  mail,  postage  pre- 
paid, give  notice  of  such  determination  to  the 
applicant  and  to  every  person  filing  written 
request  for  such  notice,  transmitting  therewith 
an  attested  copy  of  the  reasons  and  recommen- 
dations, if  any,  spread  upon  the  records  of  the 
commission. 

The  exterior  color  of  any  building  or  structure 
of  portions  thereof  within  the  Back  Bay  Archi- 
tectural District  may,  without  the  filing  of  an 
application  for,  or  the  issuance  of,  a  certificate 
of  appropriateness,  be  changed  to  any  color  or 
combination  of  colors  which  the  commission, 
in  accordance  with  written  guidelines  published 


from  time  to  time,  determines  to  use  without 
substantial  derogation  from  the  intent  and 
purposes  of  this  act. 

The  installation  of  storm  windows  in  any 
location,  and  the  paving  of  areas  visible  only 
from  the  public  alleys  within  the  Back  Bay 
Architectural  District  may  without  the  filing  of 
an  application  for,  or  the  issuance  of,  a  certi- 
ficate of  appropriateness,  be  carried  out  in  any 
manner  which  the  commission  shall  determine 
in  accordance  with  written  guidelines  published 
from  time  to  time. 

Section  3.  Section  4  of  chapter  625  of  the  Acts 
of  1966  is  hereby  amended  by  adding,  after  the 
second  sentence  of  said  section,  the  following  last 
sentence:  The  terms  of  the  commission  members 
and  alternates  nominated  by  the  Boston  Society 
of  Architects,  and  their  successors,  shall  terminate 
in    1980,    1985,   and  every  five   years  thereafter.

Whereas,  Recent  studies  indicate  the  towing  of 
aircraft  at  Logan  Airport  can  appreciably  lower 
the  noise  decibels  by  as  much  as  25  percent  for 
the  residents  of  Jeffries  Point;  and 

Whereas,  Last  year,  the  General  Court  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  adopted  Chapter 
703  of  the  Acts  of  1979  which  prohibited  the 
towing  of  aircraft  at  Logan  Airport  in  apparent 
disregard  for  the  residents  of  the  Jeffries  Point 
section  of  East  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  Joint  Committee  on  Transportation 
will  consider  the  H5043  and  S1778  today  which 
will  repeal  the  prohibition  of  towing  of  aircraft 
at  Logan  Airport;  and 

Whereas,  Neighbors  and  community  residents 
from  Jeffries  Point  and  the  rest  of  East  Boston, 
have  strenuously  and  articulately  voiced  their 
opposition  to  the  prohibition  of  the  towing  of 
aircraft,  as  taxiing  airplanes  create  an  additional 
noise  burden  on  their  already  unbearably  high 
noise  levels;  and 

Whereas,  Jeffries  Point  is  a  viable  residential 
community  of  7,000  families,  four  elderly  develop- 
ments, schools  and  churches,  whose  residents 
simply  want  to  raise  families  in  peace  and  quiet;

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Whereas,  Studies  conducted  by  the  University 
of  California  in  Los  Angeles  indicate  that  excessive 
noise  from  airports  can  raise  the  death  rate  by 
29  per  cent  and  have  serious  impacts  on  the  speech

Whereas,  Recent  studies  by  Lockheed  and 
McDonnell-Douglas  Corporation  which  manufac- 
ture most  of  the  planes  which  Eastern  flies  close 
to  Jeffries  Point,  indicate  that  towing  procedures 
may  only  cost  an  additional  $15  per  flight  and 
may  cost  the  airline  nothing  on  others;  and 

Whereas,  The  Congress  of  the  United  States 
recently  rolled  back  deadlines  for  airports  to 
soundproof  all  their  airplanes  until  1988;  and 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  does  on  this  day,  offer  their 
full  support  of  H5043  and  S1778  in  hopes  of 
repealing  the  prohibition  on  towing  aircraft  at 
Logan  Airport  and  be  it  further

The  Superior  Court  found  that  so  much  of  the 
ordinance  in  question  as  seeks  to  limit  or  fix  the 
number  and  salaries  of  non-civil  service  admin- 
istrative assistants,  secretaries,  stenographers,  clerks, 
telephone  operators  and  messengers  connected  with 
the  Mayor's  Office  is  invalid.  The  Council  has 
taken  an  appeal. 

I  ask  you,  at  this  time,  to  make  the  transfer 
that  I  am  requesting  on  the  attached  order  so  that 
I  may  pay  the  salaries  of  people  working  in  my 
office,  including  myself.

of  office  and  retail  space.  The  project,  located  at 
115-131  Pearl  Street,  is  within  the  Financial  District 
Commercial  Area  Revitalization  District,  and  con- 
sistent with  the  approved  plan  on  the  area  by 
findings   of  the   Boston  Redevelopment   Authority. 

The  project  involves  the  acquisition,  reconstruc- 
tion, rehabilitation  and  conversion  of  an  existing 
property  comprising  3,000  square  feet  in  three 
contiguous  buildings.  Now  vacant  and  formerly 
used  for  food  processing,  storage  and  sales,  the 
property  will  be  leased  to  commercial  tenants  upon 
project  completion. 

The  estimated  total  cost  of  the  project  is 
$1,246,000  which  comprises:  $440,000  for  acqui- 
sition of  land  and  buildings,  $630,000  for  improve- 
ments and  renovation,  $81,000  for  construction 
interest,  $50,000  for  equipment  and  $45,000  for 
professional  fees  (including  legal  fees).

Whereas.  The  Commission  ordered  an  appraisal 
of  said  areas  from  Meredith  &  Grew.  Incorporated. 
The  entire  Commission  felt  that  Meredith  & 
Grew's  appraisal  in  the  amount  of  S68.300  was 
excessive.  On  the  strength  of  this  unanimity,  a 
second  appraisal  was  ordered  from  the  firm  of 
Casey  and  Dennis.  This  report  is  in  the  amount 
of  517,000:   now.   therefore,   it   is   hereby

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  MEMBER  OF  COM- 
MITTEE ON  PLANNING  AND  DEVELOP- 
MENT 

Coun.  T1ERNEY  offered  the  following: 

As  a  member  of  the  Committee  having  attended 
the  public  hearing  on  the  above  entitled  matter. 
I  strongly  dissent  from  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee in  so  far  as  the  price  of  the  city  land  in 
question  is  concerned. 

In  1970  the  developers.  Devonshire  Associates, 
purchased  approximately  21,300  square  feet  of  land 
in  front  of  the  city  land  in  question  for  S100  per 
square  foot,   totalling  more  than   S2,000,000. 

Appraisals  on  said  city  land  since  1970  range 
from  a  total  of  568,300  to  no  dollar  value. 

It  seems  to  me  that  common  sense  would  dictate 
if  the  land  behind  the  city  land  was  worth  5 100 
a  square  foot  10  years  ago.  the  land  today  would 
be  worth  at  least  the  same.  Conditions  in  Boston, 
particularly  in  the  area  in  question  have  dramati- 
cally improved  in  the  past  10  years:  to  cite  a  few. 
the  completion  of  the  Government  Center  project; 
revitalizau'on  of  downtown  shopping  area;  the  suc- 
cessful Quincy  Market  just  down  the  street;  the 
accessibility  of  public  transportation;  and  so  forth. 

Taking  all  the  above  in  consideration  it  seems 
to  me  this  body  should  use  a  common  sense  ap- 
proach and  demand  a  just  price  "for  the  sale  of 
this  valuable  parcel  of  land,  that  being  5100  a 
square  foot. 

Since  the  total  square  footage  involved  is  2,722 
square  feet,  the  total  price  should  be  S272.200. 
If  any  less  is  accepted,  it  is  my  honest  opinion 
that  we  do  a  disservice  to  the  beleagured  taxpayer 
and  set  a  very  bad  precedent  for  future  land  trans- 
fers in  this  area. 

Coun.  DiCARA  moved  that  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  and  the  Minority  Report  be  placed  on 
ihe  table.

Report  on  order  (referred  February  13)  (Docket 
0307),  approving  petition  for  special  law  re  amend- 
ing Back  Bay  Architectural  District — recommend- 
ing that  the  order  in  the  new  draft,  as  submitted 
March  5,  ought  to  pass  along  with  the  accompany- 
ing order: 

Whereas,  Under  the  Home  Rule  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  under 
Chapter  43B  of  the  General  Laws,  the  City  Council 
is  now  empowered  to  create  Architectural  and 
Historic  Districts,  and 

Whereas,  There  are  two  such  districts  in  neigh- 
borhoods of  the  City  of  Boston,  created  before 
the  Home  Rule  amendment  was  adopted  and  prior 
to  the  enactment  of  Chapter  43B,  which  should 
now  be  transferred  under  Home  Rule  to  the  super- 
vision of  the  City  Council  and  Mayor,  and 

Whereas,  It  violates  the  policy  and  spirit  of 
Home  Rule  to  leave  the  Legislature  involved  in 
matters  uniquely  affecting  neighborhoods  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  Clause  (1)  of  Section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substan- 
tially as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  may  from  time 
to  time,  by  ordinance,  vary  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  625  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  as  amended, 
and  such  variances  may  include,  without  limit- 
ing the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  increasing 
or  decreasing  the  size  of  the  district  created 
thereby,  and  may  otherwise  affect  the  powers, 
membership,  and  duties  of  the  commission 
created  thereby. 

Section  2.  The  City  of  Boston  may  from  time 
to  time,  by  ordinance,  vary  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  616  of  the  Acts  of  1955,  as  amended, 
and  such  variances  may  be  included,  without 
limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  in- 
creasing or  decreasing  the  size  of  the  district 
created  thereby,  and  may  otherwise  affect  the 
powers,  membership,  and  duties  of  the  com- 
mission created  thereby. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

1.  The  Council  is  now  considering  a  petition 
to  the  State  Legislature  for  a  special  law  which 
would  amend  a  1966  Act  of  the  Legislature 
creating  a  Back  Bay  Architectural  District  and 
Commission  (Docket  No.  0307). 
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2.  Unlike  in  1966,  under  the  home  rule  amend- 
ment to  the  State  Constitution,  the  City  Council 
is  now  empowered  to  create  such  districts. 

3.  In  view  of  this  present  ability  of  the  Coun- 
cil to  act  in  this  area  for  an  important  part  of 
its  city,  and  on  an  important  matter  it  would 
appear  to  be  shirking  of  responsibility  on  the 
part  of  the  Council  to  ask  the  General  Court 
to  do  what  it  has  the  power  to  do. 

4.  In  view  of  its  home  rule  powers,  the 
proper  and  more  reasonable  course  in  this  case 
clearly  would  be  for  the  Council  to  pass  an 
ordinance  containing  so  much  of  the  1966  Legis- 
lative enactment  as  it  chooses — along  with  what- 
ever changes  it  now  deems  desirable  in  view  of 
the  experience  of  the  Commission  over  the  years 
since  its  creation. 

5.  Upon  the  passage  of  such  ordinance,  the 
Council  should  then  petition  the  General  Court 
to  repeal  the  1966  act  creating  the  district. 

6.  After  the  passage  of  such  ordinance,  a 
repeal  petition  would  be  likely  to  get  the  support 
and  backing  of  the  said  Commission  and  any 
Back  Bay  neighborhood  groups  which  might 
desire  changes  in  the  1966  legislation  since  their 
desires  would  be  satisfied  by  the  Council's 
ordinance. 

7.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Council  were 
to  pass  the  present  Docket  No.  0307  and  the 
General  Court  were  to  make  the  changes  desired 
by  the  said  Commission,  the  Commission  would 
no  longer  have  any  real  interest  in  repeal  of 
the  1966  legislation  and  any  ordinance  proposed 
by   the  City  Council. 

8.  The  representative  of  the  Law  Department 
assigned  to  the  Urban  Resources  Committee  has 
indicated  that  she  will  prepare  an  ordinance  for 
the  Council's  consideration  which  will  accom- 
plish what  the  said  Commission  now  desires. 

9.  In  the  event  that  the  Back  Bay  Architec- 
tural Commission  is  created  by  ordinance  rather 
than  state  law,  changes  which  are  desirable  in 
the  future  can  readily  be  made  by  the  City 
Council  rather  than  the  State  Legislature. 

For  all  of  the  above  reasons,  be  it,  therefore, 
Ordered,  That  the  Council,  as  the  local  govern- 
ing body,  recreate  and  make  changes  in  the  Back 
Bay  Architectural  Commission  by  ordinance  in 
accordance  with  the  Home  Rule  Amendment  to 
the  State  Constitution  and  Section  13  of  Chapter 
43B  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  rather 
than  by  state  legislation.

The  Assessing  Department  is  in  the  midst  of 
preparing  and  compiling  data  concerning  Fiscal 
Year  1981  values.

Attached  herewith  is  an  order  requesting  your 
Honorable  Body  to  approve  transfers  of  appropri- 
ations in  the  amounts  indicated  from  departments 
where  surpluses  are  expected  to  occur,  to  various 
departments  with  anticipated  personnel  deficits.  In 
order  to  obtain  these  surpluses,  it  was  necessary 
for  the  people  in  my  administration  to  review,  at 
great  length,  each  budget  with  the  department 
heads  to  see  where  savings  could  be  obtained  in 
order  that  we  may  replenish  the  personnel  accounts 
that  are  in  danger  of  being  exhausted,  thereby 
causing  the  closing  down  of  certain  vital  services 
to  the  citizens  of  Boston. 

I  can  state  unequivocally  that  the  reductions 
and  savings  that  are  being  taken  here  to  offset 
personnel  deficits  will  in  no  manner  impair  the 
efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  the  operation  of  the 
departments.  In  some  instances  it  will  mean  de- 
ferring until  a  future  date,  the  purchase  of  some 
equipment  and  supplies  and  some  repairs  that, 
while  desirable,  are  not  imminently  necessary. 

I  would  further  like  to  point  out  to  you  that 
this  transfer  will  allow  for  the  hiring  of  the  fifty 
recruits  by  the  Police  Department,  a  matter  to 
which  I  have  given  considerable  thought.  1  also 
would  like  to  inform  you  at  this  time  that  this 
budget  reflects  a  reduction  of  400  to  500  employees, 
mostly  from  the  so-called  Mayoral  agencies.

ORDINANCE  INCREASING  THE  SALARY 
OF  THE  MAYOR 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston 
Office  of  the  Mayor 

April  1,  1980. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

The  annual  salary  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  has 
been  set  at  $40,000  since  January,  1968. 

During  that  period  of  twelve  years  the  cost  of 
living  in  Boston  as  indicated  by  the  official  figures 
of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Labor  has  gone  up  by  127 
percent. 

This  means  that  if  the  Mayor  of  Boston  were 
to  enjoy  today  the  actual  equivalent  of  his  1968 
salary  in  terms  of  dollar  value  and  buying  power, 
he  would  have  to  receive  $90,800. 

In  an  effort  to  get  an  objective  view  of  what 
salary  should  be  requested  for  the  Mayor,  we 
asked  Professor  Fouraker  of  the  Harvard  Business 
School  to  convene  a  committee  of  his  own  choosing 
to  make  a  recommendation  to  us. 

I  am  sending  along  Professor  Fouraker's  report, 
but  I  am  also  including  a  letter  from  Dean  William 
F.  Pounds  of  the  Sloan  School  of  Management  at 
MIT  who  writes  as  follows: 

"As  a  result  of  my  request  for  help  with  our 

task  of  making  a  recommendation  with  respect 
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to  an  appropriate  salary  for  the  Mayor  of  Bos- 
ton, 1  received  the  following  information  from 
Dr.  David  Taylor,  the  local  representative  of 
Hay  Associates. 

Comparing  the  Mayor's  responsibilities  to 
those  of  executives  in  non-profit  organizations 
like  hospitals,  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield,  trade 
associations,  YMCA,  Red  Cross,  university 
presidents,  Dr.  Taylor  suggested  that  the  salary 
might  appropriately  fall  in  a  range  between 
$95,000  and  $115,000  per  year. 

Comparing  the  Mayor's  job  to  similar  respon- 
sibilities in  profit-making  organizations,  Dr.  Tay- 
lor suggested  that  compensation  might  range 
between  $150,000  and  $230,000  per  year. 

Looking  more  directly  at  data  related  to  the 
compensation  of  urban  officials  collected  by  the 
International  City  Management  Association,  Dr. 
Tayor  indicated  that  an  appropriate  level  of 
compensation  for  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  as  of  January  1,  1979,  would  have  been 
$60,000.  Adjusting  for  the  passage  of  time,  he 
felt  that  an  appropriate  current  salary  level 
based  on  these  data  might  be  $65,000. 

He  pointed  out,  just  as  we  discussed  in  our 
committee     meeting     the     importance     of     the 
Mayor's  salary  not  only  to  the  person  occupying 
that  job  but  its  effect  on  the  rest  of  the  adminis- 
trative salary  structure,  and  therefore  the  city's 
ability  to  attract  talented  executives." 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  Mayors  of  large  cities 
are  traditionally  underpaid  and  tend  to  hold  each 
other  down  by  timidly  looking  to  one  another  for 
salary  guidance  instead   of  looking  to   the  private 
sector,   I   am   going  to   break  with   precedent   and 
request    a   salary  which   I   think   is   commensurate 
with  the  responsibility  of  the  job. 

I  am  asking  that  the  salary  for  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  be  raised  to  $90,000,  for  two  reasons: 

1.  This  would  be  a  low  salary  for  the  chief 
executive  of  a  fairly  large  non-profit  corporation. 

2.  It  is  about  equal  to  my  1968  salary  of 
$40,000  in  actual  value. 

I  urge  that  this  matter  be  acted  on  promptly  as 
part  of  the  total  revision  of  executive  and  legisla- 
tive salaries  which  has  been  so  often  postponed  in 
the  past.

SUMMARY 

An  employee  is  hired  by  the  City  of  Boston  on  January  1,  1968 
at  Grade  R-ll.   By  January  1,  1980,  this  employee  has  received 
salary  increases  of  147%  of  his  or  her  original  salary;  this 
includes  step  increases.

The  salaries  of  the  president  and  members  of 
the  Bos'on  City  Council  were  last  changed  by 
a  vote  of  the  Council  on  September  30,  1974,  and 
approval  of  the  Mayor  on  October  2,  1974. 

Since  that  time  the  Consumer  Price  Index,  issued 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor,  has 
risen  52  percent  and  the  purchasing  power  of  the 
Councillors'  salary  has  diminished  proportionately. 
I  am,  therefore,  submitting  herewith,  an  ordi- 
nance change  which  would  remedy  this  situation 
by  increasing  the  salaries  of  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  to  $30,000  and  the  salary  of  the 
president  to  $35,000.

ORDINANCE  REVISING  THE  SALARY 
SCHEDULE  OF  CERTAIN  MUNICIPAL

Dear  Councillors: 

The  current  salary  structure  for  city  department 
heads   was   established  seven    and   one   half   years 


ago  by  chapter  13  of  the  Ordinances  of  1972  which 
was  passed  on  August  17,  1972. 

Since  that  time  the  Consumer  Price  Index  issued 
by  the  Department  of  Labor  has  risen  79  percent, 
and  the  buying  power  of  those  salaries  has  dimin- 
ished proportionately. 

It  is  hard  for  us  to  comprehend  fully  the  in- 
sidious, steady  erosion  of  inflation,  but  it  would 
take  $71,600  in  1980  to  equal  the  $40,000  which 
was  set  in  1972  as  the  maximum  salary  for  the 
Director  of  Administrative  Services.  The  Police 
Commissioner  would  have  to  make  $62,650  this 
year  to  equal  his  $35,000  in   1972. 

We  are  not  asking  that  the  department  heads  be 
made  whole  viz-a-viz  inflation  but  only  that 
reasonable  progress  be  made.  We  are  not  asking 
79  percent  but  rather  about  50  percent,  which 
works  out  to  6.6  percent  per  year  for  the  seven 
and  one  half  years.  Major  department  heads  should 
move  from  $35,000  to  $55,000. 

It  is  very  important  to  realize  that  some  city 
officials  whose  salaries  are  tied  by  formula  to 
employees  who  belong  to  unions  and  whose 
salaries  are  set  by  collective  bargaining  have  been 
making  steady  progress  while  their  department 
heads  have  been  standing  still. 

For  example,  in  the  Police  Department  where  a 
collective  bargaining  agreement  was  recently  signed 
with  the  patrolmen,  if  the  present  differentials  be- 
tween the  ranks  of  officers  are  maintained,  the 
following  annual  pay  schedule  will  go  into  effect 
on  July  1,  1980: 

Six  Superintendents,  $52,886;  thirteen  Deputy 
Superintendents,  $45,395;  one  Commissioner,  Jos- 
eph Jordan,  currently  $35,000,  asking  $55,000. 

Besides  the  need  to  offset  the  effects  of  inflation, 
there  are  other  reasons  why  we  need  to  raise  our 
executive  salaries.  Perhaps  chief  among  them  is 
the  need  to  be  able  to  attract  and  to  hold  good 
talent.  In  recent  years  we  have  not  been  able  to 
do  these  things.  Many  of  our  best  people  have 
left  us  not  because  the  work  was  not  rewarding 
but  because  the  need  to  earn  more  money  for 
their  families  was  so  urgent. 

As  for  a.tracting  new  talent,  our  salaries  simply 
will  not  get  us  the  kinds  of  people  we  need.  If  you 
want  top  people  with  experience  and  professional 
ability,  you  cannot  get  them  for  $30,000  or  $35,000 
a  year — not  when  people  coming  out  of  graduate 
schools  of  business  and  law  are  starting  their 
careers  at  salaries  in  the  high  twenties. 

The  ordinance  which  controls  department  head 
salaries  says: 

".  .  .  the  Mayor  shall  consider  the  salaries 
paid  equivalent  offices  by  comparable  govern- 
mental units  elsewhere  in  the  United  States  and 
the  salary  necessary  to  attract  or  retain  com- 
petent individuals  in  the  city's  service." 
We  are  furnishing,  herewith,  some  current  in- 
formation about  salary  levels  in  other  govern- 
mental units  which  we  hope  will  be  helpful. 

We   ask   that   this    long   overdue    adjustment    of 
salaries  be  taken  care  of  as  promptly  as  possible.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 

follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 
Title  5,  section  105,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
the  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  and  eighth 
paragraphs  thereof  and  substituting  the  following 
five  paragraphs: 

Category  I  shall  include:  the  director  of  ad- 
ministrative services,  who  shall  receive  as  salary 
not  less  than  forty-five  thousand  dollars  nor  more 
than  sixty  thousand  dollars. 

Category  II  shall  include:  the  commissioner  of 
assessing,  the  corporation  counsel,  the  fire  com- 
missioner, the  police  commissioner,  and  the  com- 
missioner of  public  works,  who  shall  receive  as 
salary  not  less  than  thirty-five  thousand  dollars 
nor  more  than  fifty-five  thousand  dollars. 

Category  III  shall  include:  the  deputy  director 
of  administrative  services  for  fiscal  affairs,  the 
supervisor  of  budgets,  the  supervisor  of  labor 
relations,  the  supervisor  of  personnel,  the  pur- 
chasing agent,  the  city  auditor,  the  building 
commissioner,  the  city  clerk,  the  collector- 
treasurer,  the  commissioner  of  housing  inspec- 
tion, the  commissioner  of  parks  and  recreation, 
the  penal  institutions  commissioner,  the  com- 
missioner of  real  property,  and  the  commissioner 
of  traffic  and  parking,  who  shall  receive  as 
salary  not  less  than  thirty  thousand  dollars  nor 
more  than  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Category  IV  shall  include:  the  two  associate 
commissioners  of  assessing,  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  election  commissioners,  the  assistant 
commissioner  of  housing  inspection,  the  two 
assistant  commissioners  in  the  parks  and  recrea- 
tion department,  the  assistant  commissioner  of 
real  property,  the  commissioner  on  affairs  of  the 
elderly,  and  the  veterans  benefits  and  services 
commissioner,  who  shall  receive  as  salary  not 
less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  nor  more 
than  forty  thousand  dollars. 

Category  V  shall  include:  the  member  of  the 
board  of  review  in  the  assessing  department 
appointed  from  the  public  at  large  and  the  three 
members  of  the  board  of  election  commissioners, 
who  shall  receive  as  salary  not  less  than  twenty 
thousand  dollars  nor  more  than  thirty  thousand 
dollars. 

Section  2.  Salary  increases  made  pursuant  to 
section  one  of  this  ordinance  during  fiscal  year 
1980,  shall  be  effective  from  January  1,  1980. 

FEDERAL  GOVERNMENT  PAY 

There  are  several  pay  systems  utilized  by  the 
federal  government.  For  blue-collar  workers  the 
Wage  Grades  cover  most  employees  in  this  cate- 
gory. The  General  Schedule  (GS),  the  best  known 
of  the  federal  government  pay  plans,  covers  the 
majority  of  white-collar  workers.  Effective  with 
the  Civil  Service  Reform  Act  of  1978  was  the 
establishment  of  the  Senior  Executive  Service  (SES) 
for  classifications  in  General  Schedule  Grades  13 
and  above. 


Titles  included  in  SES  are  important  managerial 
and  administrative  and  supervisory  positions  in  the 
federal  system.  Numerous  bureau  heads,  and  pro- 
gram managers  are  now  covered  by  the  new  pro- 
visions SES.  These  provisions  give  greater  dis- 
cretion to  the  President  and  Cabinet  Secretaries 
for  appointment  reward,  and  removal  of  the  civil 
servants  whose  positions  are  included  in  the  Senior 
Executive  Service. 

The  so-called  super-grades,  GS  16,  17,  and  18 
are  assigned  to  the  highest  level  positions  covered 
by  the  federal  civil  service  systems.  Most  regional 
officials,  directors,  and  administrators  are  in  this 
category.  Adding  positions  to  the  super-grades 
requires  approval  of  the  head  of  the  Office  of 
Personnel  Management  following  review  by  tech- 
nical staff  specialists.  The  entry  level  salaries  for 
GS  Grades  13  and  above  are  as  follows: 

GS-13,  $29,375,  Maximum,  $38,186 

GS-14,  $34,713,  Maximum,  $45,126 

GS-15,  $40,832,  Maximum,  $53,081 

GS-16,  $47,889,  Maximum,  $60,657 

GS-17,  $50,112,  Maximum,  $63,579 

GS-18,  $50,112,  Maximum,  $65,570 

The  highest  level  non-civil  service  federal  offi- 
cials are  paid  under  a  schedule  known  as  the 
Executive  Schedule.  The  Executive  Schedule  is 
divided  into  five  pay  levels.  Unlike  other  federal 
pay  plans,  the  positions  included  in  the  Executive 
Schedule  are  given  a  fixed  salary  rate.  Also,  unlike 
other  federal  pay  plans  adjustments  in  the  rate  of 
pay  are  tied  into  adjustments  in  the  General 
Schedule.  When  adjustments  occur  in  the  General 
Schedule  "the  annual  rate  of  pay  for  positions  at 
each  level  of  the  Executive  Schedule  shall  be 
adjusted  by  an  amount  rounded  to  the  nearest 
$100  .  .  .  equal  to  the  percentage  of  such  annual 
rate  of  pay  which  corresponds  to  the  overall 
average  percentage  ...  of  the  adjustment  in  the 
rates  of  pay  under  the  General  Schedule."

1.  On  January  30,  1980,  we  notified  interested 
parties  of  a  public  hearing  on  the  matter,  and 
simultaneously  submitted  the  Docket  No.  0242  to 
the  BRA  (as  Planning  Board),  under  the  provi- 
sions of  G.L.  chapter  40A,  section  5.  Inasmuch 
as  the  BRA  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
has  sixty-five  days  in  which  to  hold  a  public  hear- 
ing, and  twenty-one  days  after  such  a  hearing  in 
which  to  report,  the  Committee  also  asked  to  have 
the  time  for  its  report  extended  to  May  15th,  1980, 
which  the  Council  approved  on  January  30,  1980. 

2.  Although  chapter  40A  requires  that  the 
Planning  Board  (which  in  Boston  is  the  BRA) 
hold  a  public  hearing  and  make  a  recommendation 
to  the  City  Council,  the  BRA  has  failed  to  do  so, 
although  notice  of  the  pending  ordinance  was 
delivered  to  the  BRA  in  accordance  with  chapter 
40A. 

3.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  Docket 
No.  0242  remain  before  the  Committee  and  that 
the  order  which  accompanies  this  report,  which 
authorizes  a  suit  to  require  the  BRA  to  comply 
with  chapter  40A  ought  to  pass.

Laws  with  respect  to  proposed  zoning  ordinances 
filed  with  the  City  Council;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Council  instructs  the  City 
Clerk  to  transmit  notice  of  this  action  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate,  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate, 
and  to  the  Senator  and  State  Representative  in 
whose  district  the  Haymarket  Square  area  falls, 
and  Senator  Arthur  Lewis,  Chairman  of  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Bills  in  Third  Reading.

Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  fore- 
going, the  commission  shall  have  benefit  of  liens 
for  unpaid  fees,  rates,  rents,  assessments  and 
other  charges  as  provided  in  sections  42A  and 
42B  of  chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws  and 
sections  16A  and  16B  of  chapter  83  of  the 
General  Laws,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions 42E  and  42F  of  chapter  40  of  the  General 
Laws  and  sections  16E  and  16F  of  chapter  83 
of  the  General  Laws  to  the  extent  applicable 
and  consistent  with  this  act.

BOSTON   CLEAN   INDOOR  AIR   ORDINANCE 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty 
An   Ordinance   Concerning   Clean   Indoor   Air   for 

Boston. 
Be   it   ordained    by    the   City    Council   of   Boston, 
as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  recently  conducted  study  reported 
in  the  New  England  Journal  of  Medicine  has  con- 
clusively documented  that  nonsmokers  suffer  signi- 
ficant lung  damage  as  a  result  of  exposure  to 
cigarette  smoke  because  of  permanent  scarring 
caused  by  smoke  to  the  small  tubes  and  sacs  which 
bring  air  and  blood  into  the  lungs;   and 

Whereas,  Another  study  released  last  year  after 
fifteen  years  of  research  by  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  indicated  that 
more  than  350,000  people  in  the  United  States  die 
prematurely  each  year  as  a  result  of  smoking;  and 

Whereas,  Research  by  the  American  Cancer 
Society  has  shown  that  smoking  is  America's 
number  one  preventable  health  hazard,  which  ac- 
counts for  80  percent  of  all  lung  cancer,  is  a 
direct  cause  of  coronary  heart  disease  and  causes 
permanent  physical  damage  to  unborn  children; 
and 

Whereas,  In  addition  to  adversely  affecting  the 
health  of  both  smokers  and  nearby  nonsmokers, 
smoking  also  results  in  a  multibillion  dollar  ex- 
pense each  year  in  increased  medical  costs  and 
lost  work  time;  and 

Whereas,  The  serious  health  hazards  posed  by 
smoking  to  both  smokers  and  nonsmokers  alike, 
shows  the  need  for  increased  public  awareness  and 


education  on  the  dangers  of  smoking;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 

Section  1:  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  protect  the 
public  health,  comfort  and  environment  by  re- 
stricting smoking  in  public  buildings  and  at  public 
meetings  to  designated  smoking  areas  and  to  set 
an  example  for  the  children  of  the  city  about  the 
dangers  of  smoking. 

Section  2:  Definitions 

(A)  Public  Building:  any  building  or  enclosed 
indoor  area  owned  or  maintained  by  the  City  of 
Boston  which  is  used  by  the  general  public,  in- 
cluding offices,  educational  facilities  and  meeting 
rooms,  but  excluding  private,  enclosed  offices. 

(B)  Public  Meeting:  any  meeting  of  a  city  gov- 
erning body,  agency  or  board  conducted  pursuant 
to  M.G.L.A.  chapter  30A,  sections  23A  and  23B, 
chapter  34,  sections  9F  and  chapter  39,  sections 
23A  and  23B. 

(C)  Smoking:  the  act  of  smoking  or  having  in 
one's  possession  any  lighted  cigar,  cigarette,  pipe 
or  any  other  tobacco  product. 

Section  3:  Prohibition 

No  person  shall  smoke  in  a  public  building  or 
at  a  public  meeting  except  in  designated  smoking 
areas.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  where  an 
entire  room  or  hall  is  used  for  a  private  social 
function  and  seating  arrangements  are  under  the 
control  of  the  sponsor  of  the  function. 

Section  4:  Designated  Smoking  Areas 

Smoking  areas  may  be  designated  in  public 
buildings,  except  in  places  where  smoking  is  pro- 
hibited by  regulation  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Pre- 
vention. 

Where  smoking  areas  are  designated,  existing 
physical  barriers  and  ventilation  systems  shall  be 
used  to  minimize  the  effects  of  smoke  in  adjacent 
nonsmoking  areas.  In  the  case  of  a  public  building 
consisting  of  a  single  room,  the  requirement  of 
this  ordinance  will  be  satisfied  if  one  section  of 
the  room  is  reserved  and  posted  as  an  area  in 
which  smoking  is  allowed  and  the  remaining  area 
is   posted  as   a  no-smoking  section. 

Section  5:  Penalty  for  Violation 

Any  person  who  violates  section  3  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Section  6:  Educational  Program 

The  Boston  School  Department  shall  institute  an 
educational  program  in  all  junior  and  senior  high 
schools  in  the  city  on  the  harmful  effects  of  smok- 
ing. Said  program  shall  include  a  study  of  the 
physical  health  damage  caused  to  both  smokers 
and  nonsmokers  and  shall  be  offered  each  year  as 
part  of  the  school  curriculum.

Whereas,  By  will  dated  October,   1877,  the  City 
of  Boston  was  given  the  residuary  estate  of  George 
F.  Parkman.    Included  in  the  residue  was  the  so 
called  Parkman  House  at   33   Beacon   Street.   The 
relevant  language  of  the  bequest  reads  as  follows: 
"to   constitute   a   fund,  the   income   of   which 
is   to   be    applied   to   the   maintenance    and    im- 
provement of  the  Common  and  the  Parks  now 
existing,  etc.   .   .   .   Any  portion   of  said  income 
which  may  not  be  required  for  the  above  pur- 
pose in  any  year  is  to  be  added  to  and  invested 
as  a  part  of  said  fund.";  and 
Whereas,  The  Parkman  House  was  not  sold  by 
the    city    and,    its    proceeds    added    to    the    fund 
created  by  Mr.  Parkman 's  will;  instead  for  many 
years  the  house  was  used  as  administrative  offices 
of  the  city's  Park  Department;  and 

Whereas,  During  the  present  administration, 
however,  the  Park  Department's  use  of  the  prop- 
erty was  discontinued  and  it  was  converted  to  an 
elaborate  residential  town  house,  which,  reportedly, 
is  used  by  the  Mayor  and  his  invitees  for  a  variety 
of  purposes  extending  from  meetings  with  political 
advisors  and  city  Officials  to  dinner  parties  and 
overnight  housing  for  the  Mayor's  guests;   and 

Whereas,  Clearly  the  will  of  Mr.  Parkman  is  not 
being  followed  and  his  residuary  estate  is  being 
diverted  to  uses  and  purposes  not  contemplated  by 
the  will  to  the  detriment  of  the  city  Park  Depart- 
ment, the  City  and  the  people  of  the  City;  be  it 
therefore, 

Ordered,  That,  the  City,  shall  and  hereby  does, 
retain  the  services  of  Charles  F.  Choate  and  the 
law  firm  of  Choate,  Hall  &  Stewart  as  special 
counsel  to  proceed  by  appropriate  legal  means  to 
stop  the  diversion  of  any  part  of  the  Parkman 
bequest  to  purposes  not  provided  for  in  Mr.  Park- 
man's  will.

Whereas,  A  growing  number  of  Boston  citizens 
on  marginal  subsistence  incomes  are  severely  feel- 
ing the  pinch  of  inflation,  some  to  the  extent  where 
they  are  deprived  of  healthy  nutritional  needs;  and 
Whereas,  These  people,  including  the  elderly, 
and  those  with  special  burdens,  have  become  vic- 
tims of  a  cruel  irony — rising  fuel  and  shelter  costs, 
depleting  their  resources  even  as  food  prices  in- 
crease; and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  an  obligation 
to  seek  in  every  way  to  help  alleviate  the  plight 
of  its  citizens  who  live  close  to  a  starvation  non- 
nutritional  diet  level;  and 

Whereas,  The  increase  in  cost  of  food  for  the 
Boston  metropolitan  area  was  37  percent  greater 
during  the  past  year  than  was  the  nation-wide  rate, 
according  to  U.S.  Labor  Department  statistics;  and 
Whereas,  Many  Boston  families,  although  they 
would  be  eligible,  refuse  to  participate  in  the  food 
stamp  program  that  might  help  their  budgets;  and 
Whereas,  A  federal  government  program  to  help 
urban  residents  through  co-operative  group  pur- 
chase and  distribution  of  foods  through  formation 
of  community  gardens  has  recently  been  an- 
nounced;  and 

Whereas,  This  agency,  the  National  Consumer 
Co-operative  Bank  in  Washington  will  have  $68 
million  for  disbursement  to  communities  which 
draft  meaningful  programs  and  make  application 
for  assistance  funds;   and

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON 
GOVERNMENT  FINANCE 

Coun.  FLYNN,  for  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred April  2)  (Docket  No.  0470)  for  transfer  of 
appropriations  of  $2.7  million  from  departments 
where  surpluses  are  expected  to  occur  to  depart- 
ments with  anticipated  deficits — recommending  that 
the  order  be  passed  in  the  following  new  draft 
and  passage  of  an  accompanying  ordinance: 

The  Committee  on  Government  Finance  con- 
ducted a  five-hour  hearing  on  the  transfer  request 
(Docket  No.  0470)  on  Monday  evening,  April  7th. 
Twenty-one  department  heads  attended  and  testi- 
fied. 

The  Committe  was  encouraged  that  such  a  large 
number  of  agency  heads  participated  at  the  hear- 
ing and  responded  to  questions  and  concerns  about 
the  impact  of  the  transfers  on  services  provided 
by  their  departments. 

Despite  longstanding  disagreements  in  the  past 
over  budgetary  practices,  we  believe  that  the  ad- 
ministration and  Council  have  an  overriding  obliga- 
tion to  the  people  of  Boston  to  ensure  a  reasoned 
and  responsible  approach  to  the  city's  financial 
condition  in  order  to  bring  some  rein  on  city  over- 
spending while  still  ensuring  the  continued  delivery 
of  essential  city  services. 

We  are  hopeful  that  the  tone  and  tenor  of  the 
hearing  will  help  to  reduce  some  of  the  hostility 
between  the  legislative  and  executive  branches  of 
city  government  and  will  contribute  to  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  present  budgetary  impasse  which  is 
threatening  the  delivery  of  vital  city  services  and 
continuing  the  plight  of  Boston's  fifty  police  re- 
cruits. 

During  the  hearing  Mr.  William  McNeill,  super- 
visor of  budgets,  testified  that  the  transfer  requests 
would  in  "no  impairment  of  services"  by  city 
agencies.  Each  department  head  questioned  simi- 
larly stated  that  no  substantive  reduction  in  ser- 
vices would  result  in  his  or  her  agency. 

However,  Mr.  McNeill  also  stated  that  the  trans- 
fer request  would  have  no  effect  on  total  city 
spending  for  FY  '80  and,  despite  planned  layoffs 
of  approximately  450  employees  between  April  15 
and  June  30,  a  deficit  of  $15  million  in  the  city's 
operating  budget  can  be  expected.  (This  figure  does 
not  include  an  estimated  $10  million  School  De- 
partment deficit.) 
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After  reviewing  the  testimony  and  accompanying 
materials,  the  Committee  recommends  to  the  City 
Council  that  the  transfer  order  be  adopted  with 
certain  modifications.  While  recognizing  that  the 
transfer  is  not  a  comprehensive  solution  to  Boston's 
chronic  budget  deficit  problem,  we  believe  it  is 
necessary  in  order  to  avoid  a  massive  curtailment 
of  essential  city  services  until  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year. 

The  Committee  has  submitted  a  revised  budget 
transfer  order  which  reduces  the  original  amount 
of  $2,730,000  by  $25,000  to  a  figure  of  $2,705,000. 
This  reduced  total  will  be  accomplished  by  deleting 
the  transfer  from: 

1-01-37,    Collecting    Division,    Treasury    Depart- 
ment 
2.   Contractual  Services,  $25,000. 
and  by  reducing  the  transfer  to: 

1-01-18,  Office  of  Public  Services 

1.  Personal  Services  by  $25,000  to  $310,000. 

During  testimony  presented  to  the  Committee, 
the  Collector-Treasurer  Mr.  Lowell  Richards  testi- 
fied that  the  city's  collection  rate  for  taxes  is  95 
percent  out  of  a  total  levy  of  $410  million,  which 
is  a  rate  below  that  of  most  major  cities.  The  loss 
in  tax  revenues  caused  by  this  5  percent  uncollected 
levy  costs  the  city  about  $20  million  in  revenue 
each  year. 

While  obviously  the  city  will  never  achieve  a 
perfect  100  percent  collection  rate,  Mr.  Richards 
did  indicate  that  1  or  2  percent  more  could  be 
obtained  through  improved  collection  procedures. 
The  committee  felt  that  instead  of  transferring 
$25,000  from  the  Collecting  Division  to  make  up 
for  personnel  overruns  in  deficit-ridden  depart- 
ments, this  money  should  be  retained  by  the 
Treasury  Department  and  put  to  use  in  improving 
the  city's  collecting  procedures,  an  action  which 
could  result  in  an  additional  $4  to  $8  million  to 
the  treasury  without  raising  the  tax  one  cent. 

In  order  to  make  up  for  the  amount  not  trans- 
ferred from  the  Collector-Treasurer's  Office,  the 
Committee  proposed  to  reduce  the  appropriation 
for  personal  services  to  the  Office  of  Public  Service 
(OPS)  by  $25,000.  We  feel  this  reduction  is  justi- 
fied in  light  of  the  excessive  hiring  practices  of 
this  department  in  the  past  which  must  be  brought 
under  control. 

In  making  this  recommendation,  the  Committee 
believes  that  there  is  a  concurrent  obligation  to 
institute  a  meaningful  review  and  oversight  system 
to  avoid  the  kind  of  deficit  spending  which  has 
led  us  to  the  need  for  this  transfer  order. 

Therefore,  the  Committee  is  further  recommend- 
ing passage  of  the  attached  proposed  ordinance  to 
establish  a  Special  Advisory  Board  on  Budgetary 
Oversight  and  Review  which  would  review  the  level 
of  spending  and  hiring  in  each  department  on  a 
quarterly  basis.  The  board  would  then  make  recom- 
mendations to  ensure  compliance  with  the  pur- 
poses, guidelines  and  mandates  established  by  the 
City  Charter,  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  federal  regulations.  The  board  would 
include  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  the  super- 
visor of  budgets,  the  city  auditor,  the  director  of 
personnel,  the  executive  director  of  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission  and  the  Boston  Municipal 
Research  Board,  a  representative  of  an  established 
taxpayer  advocacy  group,  and  members  of  the 
academic  and  business  community  who  would  all 
serve  on  a  volunteer  basis. 


In  addition,  following  the  testimony  of  several 
department  heads  about  the  difficulty  in  obtaining 
accurate  and  up-to-date  payroll  and  personnel  rec- 
ords from  the  city's  data  processing  system,  the 
Committe  believes  it  is  imperative  to  upgrade  the 
data  processing  operation  to  ensure  that  these  finan- 
cial statistics,  which  are  vital  to  ensure  the  efficient 
operation  of  city  agencies,  are  readily  available  to 
the  Mayor,  City  Council,  and  department  heads. 

While  not  a  complete  solution,  the  Committee  is 
hopeful  that  these  steps  toward  improved  budget 
review  structures  and  better  informational  retrieval 
systems  will  help  track  serious  deficit  spending 
habits  before  they  get  completely  out  of  control 
and  will  provide  a  means  of  ensuring  increased 
accountability  in  the  city's  hiring  and  spending 
practices. 


ADDENDUM  TO  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE 
ON  GOVERNMENT  FINANCE  RE  DOCKET 
NO.  0470 

While  not  technically  a  part  of  the  transfer  re- 
quest, one  area  of  deep  concern  to  the  Committee 
raised  at  the  hearing  held  April  7,  1980,  was  the 
question  of  the  future  of  the  Community  Schools 
program  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

One  part  of  the  order  did  include  a  transfer  of 
$37,000  to  Community  Schools  to  cover  projected 
deficits  for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year.  The 
Committee  has  recommended  that  this  transfer  re- 
quest should  be  approved.  However,  during  the 
hearing,  testimony  from  the  Supervisor  of  Budgets, 
Mr.  William  McNeill,  and  the  Director  of  the 
Community  Schools,  Mr.  Paul  Grogan,  left  con- 
siderable uncertainty  about  the  continued  operation 
of  the  program  as  it  is  presently  known. 

During  Fiscal  Year  1980  Community  Schools 
was  budgeted  for  101  positions,  ninety-six  of  which 
were  filled  as  of  March  25,  1980.  Early  in  the 
hearing  Mr.  McNeill  indicated  that  seventy-six 
people  would  be  cut  from  the  Community  Schools 
program  as  part  of  the  administration's  proposed 
personnel  reduction.  However,  he  then  indicated 
that  the  figure  was  inaccurate  and  that  the  funding 
level  for  the  Community  Schools  program  had  not 
yet  been  determined. 

The  members  of  the  Government  Finance  Com- 
mittee '■  are  deeply  disturbed  at  the  possibility  of 
severe  funding  cuts  in  the  Community  Schools 
program  in  the  next  fiscal  year.  The  Community 
Schools  program  has  been  one  of  the  most  suc- 
cessful programs  in  the  city's  history.  It  has  pro- 
vided a  wide  range  of  community-based  programs 
and  has  achieved  a  noteworthy  accomplishment  in 
attracting  outside  funding  to  cover  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  its  budget. 

The  Community  Schools  program  is  a  vital  part 
of  the  life  of  many  neighborhoods  of  the  city. 
We  believe  the  City  Council  should  affirm  its 
support  of  the  services  provided  by  the  Boston 
Community  Schools  and  should  strongly  oppose 
efforts  to  dismantle  this  most  successful  program. 

The  Committee  on  Government  Finance  has  sub- 
mitted under  separate  cover  a  report  recommend- 
ing passage  of  Docket  No.  0470,  relating  to  budget 
transfer  requests  in  the  amount  of  $2.7  million 
with  certain  qualifications.  As  stated  in  that  re- 
port, we  believe  that  passage  of  the  transfer  order 
to  ensure  the  continued  delivery  of  vital  city  ser- 
vices during  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year.

However,  we  are  fully  aware,  that  even  if  the 
transfer  is  approved,  it  will  not  solve  Boston's  fiscal 
woes.  Nor  will  it  prevent  an  almost  inevitable  in- 
crease in  the  city's  tax  rate  next  year. 

This  year's  budget  deficit  is  not  unique.  The 
history  of  Boston's  budgets  shows  a  recurring  pat- 
tern of  hiring  in  excess  of  appropriated  amounts. 
Over  the  past  four  years  alone,  city  spending  has 
exceeded  budgeted  amounts  by  $70  million. 

Seventy  percent  of  Boston's  operating  budget 
consists  of  personnel  costs.  The  impact  of  excessive 
hiring  practices  by  the  city  administration  on  the 
city's  taxpayers  has  been  staggering.  Without  some 
control  over  personnel  spending,  the  city  faces  a 
slide  toward  fiscal  chaos. 

Therefore,  the  Committee  is  recommending  a 
freeze  in  the  hiring  of  city  personnel  except  under 
emergency  conditions,  effective  immediately.  We 
also  want  to  go  on  record  as  stating  that  no  future 
transfer  orders  will  be  favorably  received  by  this 
Committee. 

We  believe  that  these  steps,  together  with  im- 
proved budget  review  and  oversight  systems,  will 
help  put  the  city  back  on  the  road  toward  more 
responsible  fiscal  management  which  the  taxpayers 
of  the  city  deserve.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty 
An    Ordinance    Establishing    a    Special    Advisory 
Board  on  Budgetary  Oversight  and  Review  in 
the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts  General   Laws   chapter  43B,   section    13, 
and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.    The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance 
6,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  section   10, 
the  following  section: 

Section  11:  Special  Advisory  Board  on  Bud- 
getary Oversight  and  Review. 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the 
city  a  board  to  be  called  the  Special  Advisory 
Board  on  Budgetary  Oversight  and  Review  con- 
sisting of  eighteen  members.  Membership  on  the 
board  shall  consist  of  nine  members  of  the  City 
Council,    the    supervisor    of    budgets,    the    city 
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auditor,  the  supervisor  of  personnel,  the  chair- 
person of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission,  a 
representative  from  the  Boston  Municipal  Re- 
search Bureau,  one  member  from  an  established 
taxpayer  advocacy  group,  and  three  members  of 
the  business  and  academic  community  who  are 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  and  subject  to  approval  by  the 
City  Council.  Terms  of  the  non-city  employed 
members  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  appoint- 
ing Mayor's  term  in  office.  Terms  of  members 
employed  by  the  city  shall  expire  at  a  time  when 
they  no  longer  hold  the  position  enabling  their 
membership  on  the  board.  Any  member  of  the 
board  may  be  removed  from  the  board  by  a 
two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  board.  Any 
vacancies  occurring  on  the  board  may  be  filled 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  board. 

Annually,  by  majority  vote,  the  board  shall 
elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairperson,  and  one 
of  its  members  as  vice-chairperson.  Members  of 
the  board  shall  be  deemed  to  be  special  munici- 
pal employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A 
of  the  General  Laws.  Members  of  the  board 
shall  serve  without  compensation. 

Section  2.  The  board  shall  be  charged  with 
the  responsibility  of  making  quarterly  reports  to 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  on  the  current 
status  of  the  fiscal  condition  of  the  city  con- 
sidering all  revenue  sources  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  property  tax  revenue,  federal  funds, 
state  funds,  private  donations,  and  municipally 
generated  fees.  Quarterly  reports  by  the  board 
shall  consist  of  recommendations  by  the  board 
to  ensure  compliance  with  the  purposes,  guide- 
lines, and  mandates  established  by  the  City 
Charter,  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  and  federal  regulations. 

Section  3.  The  board,  in  conducting  its  in- 
quiry, may  summon  all  city  documents,  payroll 
accounts,  computer  data,  and  testimony  from 
any  city  employee  in  compliance  with  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws,  chapter  66,  Public  Records, 
relevant  to  the  performance  of  their  duties.

Your  Committee  has  requested  my  opinion  on 
the  following  questions: 

1.  Is  EEPA  an  agency  of  the  city  and  if  it  is 
under  what  provisions  of  the  City  Charter  or  other 
law  was  it  created? 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  Employment  and 
Economic  Policy  Administration  (EEPA)  is  not 
an  agency  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  that  term 
is  defined  in  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  St.  2,  s. 
752,  to  wit,  any  office  in  charge  of  a  board  or 
officer  not  subject  to  the  direction  of  a  depart- 
ment head.  It  is  my  opinion  that  EEPA  is  part 
of  the  Mayor's  Office  and  that  the  Mayor  is  the 
department  head  for  and  chief  administrator  of 
the  office.  I  further  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  it  is  the  Mayor,  acting  on  behalf  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  who  seeks  authorization  to 
apply  for  and  expend  this  funding  under  the 
various  titles  of  the  Comprehensive  Employment 
and  Training  Act  Amendments  of  1978,  P.L.  95- 
524.  As  the  chief  executive  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  Mayor  has  retained  the  legal  status 
as  the  department  head  of  the  Mayoral  office 
known  as  EEPA  and  has  merely  delegated  vari- 
ous ministerial  duties  to  Mr.  Bennett  as  director 
of  the  office. 

2.  Is  EEPA  a  legal  entity  under  state  or  any 
other  law?   If  it  is,  explain  how  it  became  such. 

As  is  stated  above,  EEPA  is  a  legal  entity  as 
part  of  the  Office  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

3.  If  EEPA  is  neither  a  city  agency  nor  other- 
wise a  legal  entity  by  what  right  does  it  exist  and 
by  what  right  does  it  hold  and  expend  funds 
granted  to  the  city  by  the  United  States? 

As  is  stated  above,  EEPA  is  a  legal  entity  as 
part  of  the  Office  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston.

Your  Committee  has  requested  my  opinion  in 
the  following  question: 

By  what  authority  is  an  agency  such  as  EEPA 
created  by  the  Mayor  and  appended  by  the  Mayor 
to  the  Mayor's  Office? 

As  I  stated  in  my  opinion  dated  April  4,  1980, 
it  is  my  opinion  that  the  Employment  and  Eco- 
nomic Policy  Administration  (EEPA)  is  not  an 
agency  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  that  term  is 
defined  in  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  St.  2,  s.  752, 
to  wit,  any  office  in  charge  of  a  board  or  officer 
not  subject  to  the  direction  of  a  department  head. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  EEPA  is  a  branch  of  the 


Office  of  the  Mayor,  created  under  his  authority 
as  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  city,  St.  2, 
s.  1.  The  implicit  approval  for  the  creation  of 
an  office  of  the  Mayor  may  be  found  in  St.  2, 
s.  7,  which  refers  to  the  appointment  of  secre- 
taries, stenographers,  clerks,  telephone  operators, 
and  messengers  connected  with  the  Mayor's 
Office.  See  also,  G.L.  c.  31,  s.  48,  which  incor- 
porates administrative  assistants.  The  term  "con- 
nected with  his  office"  directly  implies  that  the 
City  Charter  recognizes  the  right  and  obligation 
of  the  Mayor  to  staff  an  office  in  order  to  carry 
out  his  function  as  the  chief  executive  or  ad- 
ministrator of  the  city.  I  find  no  reference  in 
the  Charter  which  directly  limits  the  size  or 
functions  of  the  staff  of  the  Mayor's  Office.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  dis- 
approved a  proposed  transfer  for  the  conveyance 
of  Rainsford  and  Spectacle  Islands  to  the  Common- 
wealth. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  one  of  the 
amendments  added  by  your  Honorable  Body  un- 
desirably restricts  the  improvements  to  be  carried 
out  on  the  two  islands  to  the  specifics  set  forth  in 
the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council's,  Boston 
Harbor  Island  Comprehensive  Plan  of  1972.  In 
the  case  of  Rainsford  Island,  the  addition  of  a 
dock  is  open  to  question  and  should  be  reevaluated. 
In  the  case  of  Spectacle  Island,  until  engineering 


studies   have   been   performed,    decisions    can    not 
sensibly  be  made  by  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Environmental  Management.

Whereas,  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  are  in 
receipt  of  a  communication  from  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  Department  of  Environ- 
mental Management  requesting  conveyance  of 
Rainsford  and  Spectacle  Islands,  lying  within 
Boston  Harbor;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Islands  are  hereby  found  and  de- 
clared to  be  surplus  to  the  needs  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  within  the  meaning  of  St.  1909,  c.  486, 
s.  31B  (as  appearing  in  St.  1966,  c.  642,  s.  12); 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  care,  control  and  custody  of 
said  islands  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  Public 
Facilities  Commission  for  disposition  as  follows: 
said  islands  are  to  be  conveyed  for  conservation 
and  recreation  purposes  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  Department  of  Environmental  Man- 
agement, and  that  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to  execute  and 
deliver  to  the  Commonwealth  an  instrument  in 
writing  conveying  all  of  the  City  of  Boston's  right, 
title  and  interest  in  and  to  said  islands  for  the  sum 
of  not  less  than  $290,000. 

Any  deed  given  pursuant  to  this  order  shall  con- 
tain language  to  the  effect  that:  the  city  reserves 
into  itself  the  right  to  reenter  and  repossess  the 
islands  as  of  its  former  estate,  in  the  event  that: 

— The  Commonwealth  attempts  to  sell,  alienate, 
or  dispose  of  the  islands  to  any  other  person  or 
instrumentality; 

— The  Commonwealth  has  failed,  on  or  before 
December  31,  1989,  to  complete  substantially  the 
first  two  phases  of  the  rehabilitation  of  the  two 
islands  as  set  forth  in  the  Metropolitan  Area  Plan- 
ning Council's  Boston  Harbor  Island  Comprehen- 
sive Plan  of  1972; 

— The  comptroller  of  the  Commonwealth  has 
certified,  on  or  before  December  31,  1989,  that  at 
least  $500,000  has  been  expended,  exclusive  of 
personnel  costs,  for  the  restoration  and  rehabilita- 
tion of  both  islands. 

This  order  shall  be  null  and  void  unless  the 
Commonwealth  accepts  a  deed  within  one  year  of 
the  effective  date  of  this  order.

1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  St.  4,  sec.  4,  pro- 
vides as  follows:  "No  official  of  the  city,  except  in 
case  of  extreme  emergency  involving  the  health  or 
safety  of  the  people  or  their  property,  shall  expend 
intentionally  in  any  fiscal  year  any  sum  in  excess 
of  the  appropriations  duly  made  in  accordance 
with  law,  nor  involve  the  city  in  any  contract  for 
the  future  payment  of  money  in  excess  of  such 
appropriation,  except  as  provided  in  section  6  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909.  Any  official  who 
shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one 
year,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  both." 

2.  During  the  past  five  years,  $100  million  of 
city  funds  has  been  expended  in  excess  of  appro- 
priations; (see  Boston  Municipal  Research  Bureau 
Special  Reports  dated  February  22,  1979,  and  July 
25,  1979,  and  latest  estimates  of  FY80  unappro- 
priated spending). 

3.  A  need  for  an  agency  which  is  independent 
of  the  city  administration  and  specifically  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  preventing  or  at  least 
discouraging  such  expenditures  of  unappropriated 
funds  has  been  demonstrated. 

4.  Under  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  chap- 
ter 43B,  section  13,  the  city  may,  by  ordinance, 
exercise  any  power  which  the  General  Court  has 
power  to  confer  upon  it,  which  is  not  inconsistent 
with   its  charter. 

5.  The  creation  of  such  specific  responsibility  in 
the  City  Council  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  City 
Charter,  but  would  further  its  implementation; 
now,   therefore 

Section  2.    Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of 
Boston: 

That  Ordinance  6,  chapter  1,  be  amended  by 
adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following: 
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Section  11.  In  the  event  of  an  expenditure  by 
any  city  official  of  funds  in  excess  of  those 
appropriated  by  the  City  Council,  such  expendi- 
ture being  in  violation  of  CBC,  St.  4,  sec.  4,  the 
City  Council  may,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  or  special  counsel,  on  be- 
half of  the  city,  seek  a  complaint  or  otherwise 
proceed  against  such  official  for  such  violation 
in  a  court  of  appropriate  jurisdiction. 

Section  3. 
This  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action 

of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

You  have  requested  my  opinion  as  to  whether 
the  present  City  Council  participation  in  employee 
indemnification  both  as  to  medical  expenses  and 
legal  expenses  is  legally  required. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  Council  approval  is  re- 
quired as  to  payment  of  funeral  and  burial  ex- 
penses of  police  officers  and  fire  fighters  whose 
deaths  were  related  to  performance  of  their  duties, 
G.L.  c.  41,  s.  100G. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  Council  approval  is  argu- 
ably precluded  and;  therefore,  not  required  for  the 
following: 

1.  Indemnification  of  police  officers  and  fire 
fighters  for  medical  or  related  expenses  incurred 
in  the  line  of  duty,  G.L.  c.  41,  s.  100. 

2.  Indemnification  of  school  personnel  for  ex- 
penses or  damages  incurred  in  defense  of  actions 
brought  against  them,  G.L.  c.  41,  s.  100C.  (Note: 
Repealed  by  St.  1978,  c.  512  as  to  causes  of  action 
arising  on  or  before  August  16,  1977.) 

Finally,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  following  in- 
demnification statutes  do  not  require  Council  ap- 
proval; and  therefore,  the  Council  could  choose  to 
discontinue  its  participation  in  the  approval  process: 

1.  Indemnification  of  police  officers  and  fire 
fighters,  for  medical  expenses  incurred  after  re- 
tirement, G.L.  c.  41,  s.  100B. 

2.  Indemnification  of  police  officers  and  fire 
fighters  for  expenses  or  damages  incurred  in  the 
defense  of  actions  brought  against  them,  G.L.  c. 
41,  s.  100.  (Note:  repealed  by  St.  1978,  c.  512 
as  to  causes  of  action  arising  on  or  after  August 
16,    1977.) 


3.  Indemnification  of  municipal  employees  for 
expenses  or  damages  incurred  in  the  defenses  of 
actions  arising  out  of  their  operation  of  muni- 
cipal vehicles,  G.L.  c.  41,  s.  100A,  100D.  (Note: 
both  repealed  by  St.  1978,  c.  512  as  to  causes  of 
action  arising  on  or  after  August  16,  1977.) 

4.  Indemnification  of  municipal  officers  for 
expenses  or  damages  incurred  in  the  defense  of 
action  brought  against  them,  G.L.  c.  41,  s.  100E. 
(Note:  repealed  by  St.  1978,  c.  512  as  to  causes 
of  action  arising  on  or  after  August  16,   1977.) 

5.  Indemnification  of  law  enforcement  officers 
for  expenses  or  damages  incurred  in  the  defense 
of  actions  brought  because  of  damage  caused 
by  dogs  maintained  in  connection  with  official 
duties,  G.L.  c.  41,  100H. 

6.  Indemnification  of  public  employees  for 
causes  of  action  arising  on  or  after  August  16, 
1977,  and  involving  intentional  torts  or  civil 
rights  violations.  G.L.  c.  258,  s.  9.  (Enacted  by 
St.  1978,  c.  512  which  also  replaced  the  actions 
for  negligence  against  employees  with  actions 
against  the  municipality  for  all  causes  of  action 
arising  on  or  after  August  16,  1977.) 

While  you  have  only  requested  my  opinion  re- 
garding indemnification,  I  would  like  to  add  that 
Rev.  Ord.  1961  c.  3,  s.  17  (City  of  Boston  Code 
Ord.  5,  s.  117),  which  requires  Council  approval 
of  claims  settled  for  under  $500  before  suit  is 
brought,  has  not  been  repealed  or  precluded  by 
St.   1978,  c.  512. 

If  requested  I  shall  be  happy  to  provide  further 
discussion  of  these  statutes.

clerks,  and  hose  and  harness  workers,  some  of 
whom  are  licensed;  and

Whereas,  They  do  similar  work  in  the  same  shop, 
but  the  pay  scale  is  approximately  in  various  de- 
grees almost  a  50  percent  difference;  and

ever, that  the  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  to  make 
changes  with  Lessor's  approval  which  will  not  be 
unreasonably  withheld  in  the  foregoing  improve- 
ments as  may  be  required  by  any  ledge  that  may 
interfere  with  the  proposed  locations.  The  Lessee 
shall  further  install  black  topping  in  the  parking 
area,  and  stripe  the  parking  lot  so  as  to  create 
approximately  eighteen  (18)  parking  spaces.  All  of 
the  aforesaid  work  shall  be  substantially  completed" 
on  or  before  September  30,  1980.  The  term  "sub- 
stantially completed"  shall  mean  completion  except 
for  minor  adjustments  and  so-called  brush-ups  and 
touch-ups.  The  Lessor,  prior  to  the  completion  of 
the  improvements,  shall  widen  the  curb  cut  on 
Hastings  Street  as  shown  on  said  plan. 

The  Lessee  further  covenants  and  agrees: 

1.  That  the  premises  shall  be  occupied  and  used 
only  for  a  public  parking  lot  and  for  no  other 
activities  whatsoever.

Coun.  DiCARA,  for  the  Committee  on  Planning 
and  Development,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred January  7,  1980,  Docket  No.  0138)  for 
authorization  for  application  and  expenditure  of 
UDAG  grant  of  $19,000,000  for  Copley  Place- 
recommending  that  the  order  be  reported  out  of 
Committee  with  no  recommendation. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  accepted.

In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  Coun.  Mc- 
DONOUGH  offered  the  following  Minority  Report: 

This  docket  concerns  an  order  the  passage  of 
which  would  record  the  City  Council  as  approving 
an  application  to  the  federal  government  for  ap- 
proximately $20  million  of  UDAG  funds  to  help 
various  large  business  corporations  fund  a  private 
real  estate  project  in  the  Back  Bay.  The  order  states 
that  the  Council  in  approving  application,  among 
other  things,  finds: 

1.  That  the  proposed  project  will  produce 
significant  tax  benefits  to  the  city. 

2.  That  the  project  requires  funding  in  the 
amount  of  approximately  $19,724,000  to  go  for- 
ward. 

Though  the  order  (marked  Docket  No.  0138)  has 
been  before  your  committee  since  January  of  this 
year,  the  application  which  the  order  would  approve 
has  never  been  submitted  to  the  Council  or  to  this 
Committee.  The  application  in  an  incomplete  form 
was,  however,  distributed  to  the  membership  of  the 
Committee  within  the  past  week  and  hearings  were 
held  by  the  Committee  on  the  order  without  the 
complete  application  and  without  a  stenographer  on 
April  28  and  29,  1980.  Now,  on  April  30,  1980, 
the  Council  is  being  asked  to  approve  the  applica- 
tion which  will  be  before  the  Council  for  the  first 
time  today  and  will,  therefore,  require  that  the 
Council  rule  requiring  that  such  matters  be  referred 
to  Committee,  be  suspended. 

During  the  past  couple  of  days  both  in  testimony 
before  the  Committee  and  in  the  media  much  has 
been  made  of  two  issues,  the  future  development 
of  the  so-called  "Tent  City"  site  and  the  matter 
of  minority,  female  and  residential  representation  in 
the  work  force.  Admittedly,  these  are  matters  of 
some  importance  and  ostensibly  they  have  been 
resolved.  The  media  now  urges  us  to  look  no  fur- 
ther, since,  as  they  see  it,  those  were  the  big  issues 
and  they  have  been  resolved,  there  is  nothing  to 
do  but  approve  the  application. 
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But  the  Tent  City  and  employment  issues,  how- 
ever important  they  might  be,  are  not  the  issues 
we  are  being  asked  to  decide  today.  The  most  im- 
portant questions  today  are  twofold:  How  much 
tax  revenue  will  the  city  get  from  this  project?  Does 
the  project  require  $20  million  of  public  money  to 
get  off  the  ground?  These  questions  haven't  even 
been  raised,  much  less  studied,  by  the  Council. 

Those  decisions,  under  federal  law,  are  to  be 
made  not  by  the  Mayor  and  the  BRA  but  by  this 
Council.  And  the  Council  simply  has  not  had  time 
to  get  the  kind  of  information  it  needs  to  decide 
these  questions. 

There  are  also  the  serious  issues  of  the  amount 
of  housing  within  the  project  area,  the  amount  of 
the  developer  equity  in  the  project  and  the  amount 
of  in'erest  to  be  paid  by  the  developer  which  should 
be  discussed  and  decided  before  approving  the 
application. 

Accordingly  it  is,  therefore,  recommended  by  this 
member  of  your  Committee  that  the  order  be 
passed  in  the  following  new  draft:

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  acting  by  and 
through  the  Boston  Industrial  Development  Finan- 
cing Authority  (the  "Authority"),  is  empowered  to 
assist  in  the  financing  of  industrial  development 
facilities  including,  without  limitation,  commercial 
facilities,  through  the  issuance  of  industrial  revenue 
bonds  pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  40D  as  amended  (the 
"Act");  and 

Whereas,  Gregory  Associates  (Louis  S.  Hadaya, 
Trustee),  9  East  Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts 
(hereinafter  with  any  parent  corporation,  subsidiary 
or  other  business  affiliate  referred  to  as  the  "Com- 
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pany")  has  proposed  the  financing  by  the  city  of 
certain  industrial-commercial  facilities  consisting 
generally  of  the  following  (hereafter  the  "Project"): 

Renovation  and  rehabilitation  of  an  existing 
vacant  building  on  an  approximately  12,600  sq. 
ft.  site  situated  at  1100  Washington  Street,  Dor- 
chester, Boston,  Massachusetts,  for  use  as  pro- 
fessional and  medical  offices,  including  all 
structures,  furnishings,  machinery  and  equipment 
necessary  or  incident  to  the  foregoing. 

Whereas,  The  business  carried  on  by  the  Com- 
pany at  the  Project  site  will  be  a  commerical  enter- 
prise and  it  is  expected  that  the  Project  will  be 
located  within  a  Commercial  Area  Revitalization 
District  to  be  designated  by  the  City  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Act  for  which  a  Commercial 
Area  Revitalization  District  Plan  is  currently  under 
preparation  by  the  City;  and 

Whereas,  The  estimated  cost  of  the  Project  is 
approximately  $800,000  and  the  Company  has  re- 
quested that  the  City  agree  to  issue  its  industrial 
development  revenue  bonds  pursuant  to  the  Act 
at  one  time  or  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  finance 
the  Project  in  whole  or  in  part,  with  the  balance 
of  the  costs  of  the  Project  to  be  paid  by  the  Com- 
pany in  the  case  of  a  partial  financing,  such  bonds 
to  be  secured  by  the  obligation  of  the  Company  to 
make  lease,  mortgage,  loan  or  other  payments  in 
amounts  sufficient  to  pay  the  debt  service  thereon 
and  possibly  by  interest  in  property  and  the  in- 
terest on  such  bonds  to  be  exempt  from  federal 
income  taxes  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  IRC 
s.  103  (b)  (6)  and  the  regulations  thereunder  (the 
"regulations"),  as  they  may  now  and  hereafter 
exist;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  by  resolution  adopted 
September  19,  1979  has  approved  the  Project  and 
estimated  cost  thereof  and  has  recommended  that 
the  City  finance  the  Project  by  bonds  to  be  issued 
pursuant  to  the  Act;  and 

Whereas,  The  financing  of  the  Project  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  appears  feasible;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it  voted  that: 

1.  Purpose  of  Vote.  This  vote  is  intended  as 
official  action,  as  contemplated  by  the  regula- 
tions, toward  the  issuance  of  industrial  revenue 
bonds  under  the  Act  to  finance  the  Project  and 
is  also  intended  to  be  an  inducement  for  the 
Company  to  construct  or  acquire  the  Project  in 
the  City. 

2.  Approval.  The  Project,  the  estimated  cost 
thereof  and  the  financing  thereof  by  industrial 
revenue  bonds  to  be  issued  by  the  City  pursuant 
to  the  Act  is  hereby  approved.  Such  bonds  shall 
not  constitute  a  general  obligation  of  the  City  or 
the  Authority  nor  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit 
of  the  City  or  the  Authority  but  shall  be  payable 
solely  from  the  revenues  pledged  for  their  pay- 
ment in  accordance  with  the  Act.  The  foregoing 
approval  will  be  effective  without  further  action 
by  the  City  Council  (but  subject  to  all  other 
requirements  of  the  Act)  upon  designation  by  the 
City  of  a  Commercial  Area  Revitalization  Dis- 
trict which  includes  the  site  of  the  Project  and 
approval  by  the  City  Council  of  a  Commercial 
Area  Revitalization  District  Plan  for  such  Dis- 
trict in  accordance  with  the  Act. 


Memorandum  of  Agreement 

This  Memorandum  of  Agreement  is  entered  into 
as  of  April  15,  1980,  by  Gregory  Associates,  Louis 
S.  Hadaya,  Trustee,  as  Massachusetts  realty  trust 
(the  "Trust")  and  the  Knights  of  Columbus  Build- 
ing Association,  a  Massachusetts  not-for-profit 
association  (the  "Association"). 

Whereas,  On  May  24,  1978,  the  Trust  purchased 
from  the  Association  a  certain  parcel  of  land 
located  at  1100  Washington  Street,  Dorchester, 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  consisting  of  approximately 
12,600  sq.  ft.  and  the  structures  thereon  (the 
"Property"):  and 

Whereas,  As  part  of  the  consideration  for  such 
purchase  and  sale  the  Trust  granted  to  the  Associa- 
tion a  mortgage  (the  "Mortgage")  on  the  Property 
which  mortgage  secures  a  note  of  the  Trust  held  by 
the  Association  in  the  principal  amount  of  $15,000 
with  interest  payable  thereon  at  the  rate  of  9  per- 
cent per  annum  (the  "Note");  and 

Whereas,  The  Trust  intends  to  develop  the  Prop- 
erty for  general  or  medical  office  purposes  through 
the  renovation  and  construction  of  structures  thereon 
(the  "Project")  and  in  order  to  finance  the  cost  of 
the  Project  has  applied  to  the  City  of  Boston  for 
financial  assistance  under  G.L.  c.  40D  through  the 
issuance  by  the  City  of  industrial  development  rev- 
enue bonds  thereunder  (the  "Bonds")  and  the  loan 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Trust;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  anticipated  that  the  holder  of  the 
Bonds  will  require  that  the  Bonds  be  secured  by  a 
first-mortgage  on  the  Property;  now,  therefore,  the 
Trust  and  the  Association  hereby  mutually  agree 
and  covenant  as  follows: 

1.  Simultaneously  with  the  issuance  and  delivery 
of  the  Bonds,  the  Trust  shall  pay  to  the  Associa- 
tion an  amount  sufficient  to  prepay  the  Note  in  full 
together  with  interest  accrued  thereon  to  the  date 
of  payment.  Upon  such  payment,  the  Association 
shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Trust  a  release  and 
discharge  of  the  Mortgage  and  such  other  instru- 
ments and  certificates  as  the  Trust  may  require  to 
evidence  the  payment  of  the  Note  and  the  dis- 
charge of  the  Mortgage. 

2.  If  prior  to  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  the 
Bonds,  the  Trust  shall  obtain  from  the  City  of 
Boston  or  any  other  source  interim  financing  pend- 
ing the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  all  or  any  sub- 
stantial part  of  the  cost  of  the  Project,  the  Trust 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  date  of  receipt  by  the 
Trust  of  any  proceeds  of  such  interim  financing, 
pay  to  the  Association  an  amount  sufficient  to  pre- 
pay the  Note  in  full  together  with  interest  accrued 
thereon  to  the  date  of  prepayment.  Upon  such  pay- 
ment, the  Association  shall  take  such  action  as  is 
provided  in  Paragraph  1  hereof  to  discharge  and 
release  the  Mortgage. 

3.  Notwithstanding  anything  herein  to  the  con- 
trary, until  payment  of  the  Note  and  discharge  of 
the  Mortgage,  the  Trust  shall  pay  the  Association 
interest  accrued  on  the  Note  at  the  times  and  rate 
and  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  Note.

Whereas,  Among  the  health  concerns  which  have 
been  raised  is  the  impact  of  nitrogen  oxide  emis- 
sions from  the  six  diesel  engines  at  the  plant;  and

may  increase  the  chance  of  cancer  or  birth  defects 
in  children;   and 

Whereas,  The  Department  of  Environmental 
Quality  Engineering  (DEQE)  in  May  of  1979  ruled 
that  MATEP's  diesel  engines  would  produce  local 
ambient  nitrogen  dioxide  concentrations  resulting 
in  "adverse  impacts  to  public  health"  and  will 
"cause  or  contribute  to  air  pollution";  and 

Whereas,  If  fully  operational,  the  MATEP  plant 
would  emit  six  million  pounds  of  nitrogen  oxide 
each  year,  equaling  the  amount  released  into  the 
air  by  all  passenger  cars  within  Route  128;  and 


Whereas,  The  neighborhood  surrounding  the 
MATEP  site  has  the  largest  concentration  of  hos- 
pitals in  the  state  in  addition  to  many  children  and 
elderly  people  who  would  be  most  at  risk  from  air 
pollutants;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council's  Committee  on 
Human  Services  conduct  a  hearing  into  the  possible 
health  and  environmental  impact  of  the  Medical 
Area  Total  Energy  Plant  and  submit  its  finding  to 
the  state  Department  of  Environmental  Quality 
Engineering  before  a  final  decision  of  the  MATEP 
is  made.

Whereas,  Handicapped  people  in  Boston  and 
throughout  the  nation  have  been  victims  of  dis- 
crimination in  housing  and  employment  opportuni-

Whereas,  On  a  daily  basis,  130,000  handicapped 
persons  in  Boston  are  denied  the  opportunity  to 
vote,  travel  on  public  transportation,  enter  the

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Whereas,  Handicapped  people  throughout  Massa- 
chusetts would  be  protected  by  the  adoption  of  a 
state  constitutional  amendment,  the  future  of

Whereas,  The  amendment  reads  as  follows:  "No 
otherwise  qualified  handicapped  individual  shall, 
solely  by  reason  of  his  handicap,  be  excluded  from 
the  participation  in,  denied  the  benefits  of  or  be 
subject  to  discrimination  under  any  program  or 
activity  within  the   Commonwealth";   and 

Whereas,  The  state  legislature  adopted  the 
measure  in  1978  and  final  action  awaits  the  con- 
vening of  a  constitutional  convention  before  May 
14,  1980,  thus  placing  the  amendment  on  the  ballot 
in  November,   1980;  and 

Whereas,  A  similar  amendment  was  passed  in 
Illinois  in  1970  and  caused  no  unusual  financial 
burden  to  taxpayers  or  corporations  but  offered 
handicapped  individuals  a  new  avenue  to  ensure 
proper  and  equal  access  to  all  benefits  of  life;  now, 
therefore,  be  it

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.    Preamble. 
Whereas: 

1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  St.  4,  Sec.  4,  pro- 
vides as  follows:  "No  official  of  the  city,  except 
in  case  of  extreme  emergency  involving  the  health 
or  safety  of  the  people  or  their  property,  shall 
expend  intentionally  in  any  fiscal  year  any  sum  in 
excess  of  the  appropriations  duly  made  in  accord- 
ance with  law,  nor  involve  the  city  in  any  contract 
for  the  future  payment  of  money  in  excess  of  such 
appropriation,  except  as  provided  in  section  6  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909.  Any  official  who 
shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one 
year,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  both." 

2.  During  the  past  five  years,  $100  million  of 
city  funds  has  been  expended  in  excess  of  appro- 
priations; (see  Boston  Municipal  Research  Bureau 
Special  Reports  dated  February  22,  1979  and  July 
25,  1979,  and  latest  estimates  of  FY80  unappro- 
priated spending). 

3.  A  need  for  an  agency  which  is  independent 
of  the  city  administration  and  specifically  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  preventing  or  at  least  dis- 
couraging such  expenditures  of  unappropriated 
funds  has  been  demonstrated. 

4.  Under  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
chapter  43B,  section  13,  the  city  may,  by  ordinance, 
exercise  any  power  which  the  General  Court  has 
power  to  confer  upon  it,  which  is  not  inconsistent 
with  its  Charter.

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CONDOMINIUM  CONVERSION  EVICTION  REGULATION 
SECTION  1.   PURPOSE. 

The  purpose  of  this  regulation  is  to  implement  the  provisions  and  purposes  of 
City  of  Boston  Code  Ordinance  10,  Chapter  4  which  modifies  Chapter  15  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended,  with  respect  to  condominium  conversion  evictions 
in  the  City  of  Boston. 

SECTION  2.   SCOPE. 

This  regulation  applies  to  all  condominium  conversion  evictions  from  rent 
controlled  and  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accommodations  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

SECTION  3.   DEFINITIONS. 

When  used  in  this  regulation,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the 
following  terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

A.  Board: 

The  Boston  Rent  Board  as  established  under  Section  2(a-d) 
of  Chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended. 

B.  Condominium  Conversion  Eviction: 

1)  An  eviction  of  a  tenant  by  a  landlord  for  the  purpose 
of  removing  such  tenant  from  a  housing  accommodation 

in  order  to  facilitate  the  initial  sale  and  transfer  of 
legal  title  to  that  housing  accommodation  as  a  condominium 
unit  to  a  prospective  purchaser,  or 

2)  An  eviction  of  a  tenant  by  any  person  who  has  purchased 
a  housing  accommodation  as  a  condominium  unit  when  the 
tenant  whose  eviction  is  sought  was  a  resident  of  the 
housing  accommodation  at  the  time  the  master  deed  for 
the  property  wherein  the  housing  accommodation  is  located 
was  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  183A  of 
the  General  Laws.   An  eviction  is  not  a  condominium 
conversion  eviction  as  defined  in  this  subsection  where 
the  tenant  who  is  the  subject  of  the  eviction  did  not 
reside  in  the  housing  accommodation  for  which  recovery  is 
sought  until  after  the  master  deed  for  the  building  was 
duly  recorded,  or 

3)  An  eviction  of  a  tenant  by  a  landlord  where  any  presumption 
of  condominium  conversion  eviction  in  Section  4  applies  and 
the  landlord  has  failed  to  overcome  such  presumption  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  5. 

C.  Condominium  Ordinance; 

City  of  Boston  Code  Ordinance  10,  Chapter  4,  also  referred  to 
as  Chapter  37  of  the  Ordinances  of  1979  -  An  Ordinance 
Regulating  Evictions  for  Condominium  Conversions. 

D.  Condominium  Unit: 

A  unit  of  a  condominium  as  that  te<-m  is  defined  in  Chapter  183A 
of  the  General  Laws. 
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Executive  Director: 


The  executive  director  of  the  Board  as  defined  in  Section  1(d) 
of  Chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended. 


Forms /Al f idavits: 


Forms  and  affidavits  as  approved  by  the  Executive  Director  and 
which  further  the  provisions  of  this  regulation. 


Master  Deed: 


The  legal  document  by  which  the  condominium  is  submitted  to  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  183A  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts, 
and  any  amendment  to  said  document.   This  legal  document,  which 
must  be  recorded  in  the  Suffolk  County  Registry  of  Deeds,  legally 
converts  the  property  (land  and  buildings)  into  a  condominium 
and  designates  condominium  units  for  individual  ownership  as  well 
as  common  areas  for  joint  ownership.   A  description  of  the  land 
and  each  building,  a  set  of  floor. plans,  and  a  statement  of  the 
purpose  for  which  the  building  and  each  of  the  units  are  intended, 
among  other  relevant  information,  are  included  in  this  document. 

H .   Physically  Handicapped  Tenant : 

1)  A  tenant  confined  to  a  wheelchair,  or 

2)  A  tenant  who,  because  of  the  use  of  braces  or  crutches 
or  because  of  the  loss  of  a  foot  or  a  leg,  or  because  of 

an  arthritic,  spastic,  pulmonary  or  cardiac  condition,  walks 
with  difficulty  or  insecurity,  or 

3)  A  tenant  who,  due  to  a  brain,  spinal  or  peripheral  nerve 
injury,  suffers  from  faulty  coordination  or  palsy,  or 

A)   A  tenant  who  is  blind  or  whose  sight  is  so  impaired  that, 
functioning  in  a  public  area,  he  is  insecure  or  exposed  to 
danger,  or 

5)  A  tenant  whose  hearing  is  so  impaired  that  he  is  unable  to 
to  hear  warning  signals,  or 

6)  A  tenant  whose  mobility,  flexibility,  coordination  and 
perceptiveness  are  significantly  reduced  by  aging. 

I.   Rent  Controlled  Housing  Accommodation: 

Any  housing  accommodation  subject  to  rent  and  eviction  controls 
under  Chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
as  amended,  not  including  housing  accommodations  subsidized  under 
Section  202,  221(d)  or  236  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended. 

J.   Rent  Control  Ordinance: 

City  of  Boston  Ordinances  of  1975,  Chapter  15,  as  amended  by  City 
of  Boston  Ordinances  of  1979,  Chapter  29.   - 

K.   Section: 

Sections  of  this  regulation. 
L.   Serve/Service: 

Notification  of  any  form,  notice  or  affidavit  required  to  be 
served  under  this  regulation.   Service  shall  be  made  in  the 
following  manner: 
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1)  by  constable,  or 

2)  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  or 

3)  in  hand  with  an  impartial  witness,  or 

4)  any  other  method  of  personal  service  capable  of  being  proven. 

M.   Total  Income : 

The  total  income  for  all  tenants  of  a  rent  controlled  or  vacancy 
decontrolled  housing  accommodation  from  all  sources  during  the 
calendar  year  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  receipt  of  the 
notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion  referred 
to  in  Section  7  of  this  regulation,  excluding  income  which  is 
temporary,  non-recurring  or  sporadic.   Total  income  shall  include, 
but  not  be  limited  to,  the  following: 

1)  The  gross  amount,  before  any  payroll  deductions,  of  wages  and 
salaries,  overtime  pay,  commissions,  fees,  tips  a.iu  bonuses; 

2)  Net  income  from  operation  of  a  business  or  profession; 

3)  Interest,  dividends,  and  net  income  of  any  kind  from  real 
or  personal  property; 

4)  The  full  amount  of  periodic  payments  received  from  social 
security,  annuities,  insurance  policies,  retirement  funds, 
pensions,  disability  or  death  benefits  and  other  similar  types 
of  periodic  receipts; 

5)  Payments  in  lieu  of  earnings,  such  as  unemployment  compensation 
and  severance  pay; 

6)  Welfare  assistance  payments; 

7)  Periodic  and  determinable  allowances,  such  as  alimony  and 
child  support  payments,  and  payments  nominally  to  a  minor  for 
his  supDprt  and  controlled  for  his  benefit  by  another; 

8)  Regular  contributions  or  gifts  received  from  persons  not 
residing  in  the  housing  accommodation; 

9)  All  regular  pay,  special  payments,  and  allowances  received 
by  a  member  of  the  Armed  Forces. 

For  the  definition  of  temporary,  non-recurring  or  sporadic  income 
see  HUD  Regulation  24  CFR  Sec.  860.403(h) (1-7) . 

N.   Vacancy  Decontrolled  Housing  Accommodation: 

A  housing  accommodation  which  is  exempt  from  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended,  because  it 
meets  the  requirements  of  Section  1(e) (vi)  thereof  and  any 
applicable  regulations. 

In  addition  to  the  definitions  contained  herein,  see  the 
definition  section  of  the  Condominium  Ordinance. 

SECTION  4.   PRESUMPTION  OF  CONDOMINIUM  CONVERSION  EVICTION. 

An  eviction  shall  be  presumed  to  be  a  condominium  conversion  eviction  where 
any  of  the  following  has  occurred: 

A.   Sale  of  a  Unit: 

Any  dwelling  unit  in  the  building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing 
accommodation  is  located  for  which  recovery  of  possession  is  sought  has  been 
sold  as  a  condominium  unit.   For  the  purpose  of  this  presumption  a  housing 
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accommodation  has  been  sold  as  a  condominium  unit  where  a  binding  purchase 
and  sale  agreement  has  been  executed. 

B.  Master  Deed: 

A  master  deed  for  the  building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing 
accommodation  is  located  for  which  recovery  of  possession  is  sought  has  been 
duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  183A  of  the. General  Laws. 

C.  Master  Deed  Within  180  Days: 

i 
A  master  deed  for  the  building  or  structure  in  which  thehousing 
accommodation  is  located  for  which  recovery  of  possession  is  sought  is  duly 
recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  183A  of  the  General  Laws 
within  one  hundred  and  eighty  days  after  the  action  is  brought  to  recover 
such  possession. 

D.  Notice : 

Any  tenant  of  any  housing  accommodation  in  the  building  or  structure 
wherein  the  housing  accommodation  is  located  for  which  recovery,  of  possession 
is  sought  has  received  any  notice  required  by  the  provisions  .of  Section  204 
of  the  Condominium  Ordinance.   Notices  which  raise  this  presumption  include 
the  one  or  two  year  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion 
and  the  offer  to  sell  to  tenants  in  rent  controlled  housing  accommodations. 

SECTION  5.   OVERCOMING  THE  PRESUMPTION  OF  CONDOMINIUM  CONVERSION  EVICTION. 

A.   Rent  Controlled  Housing  Accommodations  Only: 

1)  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  rent  controlled  housing 
accommodation  for  purposes  other  than  condominium  conversion  shall: 

a)  File  with  the  Board  a  completed  Landlord  Affidavit  Concerning 
Condominium  Coversion  (Form  C-l)  whenever  a  Certificate  of  Eviction 
is  sought,  regardless  of  whether  a  presumption  applies.   This 
Affidavit  (Form  C-l)  is  not  required  to  be  filed  where' the  eviction 
is  for  condominium  conversion. 

b)  Accompany  any  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  (Form  E-l) 
with  the  Landlord  Affidavit  Concerning  Condominium  Conversion 
(Form  C-l)  and  serve  such  Affidavit  on  the  tenant  and  file  it  with 
the  Board  in  the  same  manner  and  simultaneously  with  the  Application 
for  Certificate  of  Eviction  (Form  E-l). 

c)  Submit  a  completed  Landlord  Affidavit  Concerning  Condominium  Conversion 
(Form  C-l)  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury  which  Affidavit 
shall  include,  among  other  relevant  information,  a  statement  of  the 
applicable  presumptions  under  Section  4,  if  any,  and  a  .statement  of 

a  valid  other  reason  for  eviction  under  the  Rent  Control  Ordinance. 

2)  Failure  to  file  with  the  Board  or  serve  on  the  tenant  a  Landlord  Affidavit 
Concerning  Condominium  Conversion  (Form  C-l)  with  an  Application  for 
Certificate  of  Eviction  (Form  E-l)  shall  result  in  dismissal  of  the 
Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  (Form  E-l)  as  incomplete. 
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3)   Where  Che  landlord  has  overcome  the  presumption  of  condominium  conversion, 
if  any,  such  landlord  shall  then  prove  the  reason  for  eviction  under  the 
Rent  Control  Ordinance  in  order  to  obtain  a  Certificate  of  Eviction. 

B .   Vacancy  Decontrolled  Housing  Accommodations  Only : 

1)  Where  one  or  more  of  the  presumptions  set  forth  in  Section  4  apply,  a 
landlord  shall: 

a)  File  with  the  Board  and  serve  on  the  tenant  a  completed  Landlord 
Affidavit  Concerning  Condominium  Conversion  (Form  C-l)  at  least 
fourteen  (14)  days  before  commencement  of  an  action  to  recover 
possession  in  court. 

b)  Submit  a  completed  Landlord  Affidavit  Concerning  Condominium  Conversion 
(Form  C-l)  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury  which  Affidavit 
shall  include,  among  other  relevant  information,  a  statement  of  any 
applicable  presumptions,  and  a  statement  of  the  other  reason  for 
eviction,  which  other  reason  shall  be  put  forth  in  good  faith,  be 

of  a  legally  sufficient  and  material  nature  to  overcome  the 

presumption  of  condominium  conversion  eviction,  and  not  be  in 

conflict  with  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  the  Condominium  Ordinance. 

2)  Failure  to  file  the  Landlord  Affidavit  Concerning  Condominium  Conversion 
(Form  C-l)  with  the  Board  or  serve  a  copy  on  the  tenant  before  the 
commencement  of  the  action  to  recover  possession  in  court  shall  result 
in  dismissal  of  such  action. 

3)  Filing  the  Landlord  Affidavit  Concerning  Condominium  Conversion  (Form  C-l) 
with  the  Board  or  serving  a  copy  on  the  tenant  during  the  fourteen  (14) 
day  period  before  commencement  of  an  action  to  recover  possession  in  court 
shall  result  in  dismissal  of  the  action  unless  the  landlord  proves  that 
such  untimely  filing  or  service  did  not  substantially  prejudice  the 
defense  of  such  action  in  court. 

4)  Where  the  landlord  has  overcome  the  applicable  presumption  of  condominium 
conversion  eviction  as  set  fourth  in  Section  4,  the  burden  shifts  to  the 
tenant  to  prove  in  court  that  the  purpose  of  the  eviction  is  condominium 
conversion  and  that  the  stated  other  reason  for  eviction  is  not  true  or 
is  of  such  an  insufficient  nature  as  to  be  put  forth  for  the  purpose 

of  circumventing  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  the  Condominium  Ordinance. 

SECTION  6.   EVIDENCE  INDICATING  CONDOMINIUM  CONVERSION  EVICTION. 

A.   Evidence: 

Where  the  burden  has  shifted  to  the  tenant  to  prove  condominium  conversion 
eviction,  the  presumptive  factors  indicating  condominium  conversion  eviction  as 
set  forth  in  Section  4  as  well  as  the  following  factors,  among  other  relevant 
factors,  shall  be  considered  in  determining  whether  an  eviction  is  a  condominium 
conversion  eviction  as  defined  in  Section  3(B): 

1)   A  master  deed  for  the  building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing 

accommodation  sought  to  be  recovered  is  located  has  been  prepared  but 
not  yet  recorded   _>r  is  in  the  process  of  being  prepared. 
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2)  There  is  a  dramatic  and  disproportionate  increase  in  the  rent  for  the 
affected  housing  accommodation  as  compared  to  market  rents  for  comparable 
dwelling  units  in  the  area. 

3)  The  landlord  lias  prepared  or  is  in  the  process  of  preparing  purchase  and 
sale  agreements  in  order  to  sell  any  housing  accommodation  in  the  building 
or  structure  in  which  recovery  is  sought  as  a  condominium  unit. 

4)  The  landlord  has  advertised  for  sale  as  a  condominium  unit  any  housing 
accommodation  in  the  building  or  structure  in  which  the  tenant  whose 
eviction  is  sought  resides. 

5)  The  landlord  has  shown  to  prospective  purchasers  any  housing  accommodation 
in  the  building  or  structure  in  which  the  tenant  whose  eviction  is  sought 
resides  for  the  purpose  of  selling  it  as  a  condominium  unit. 

6)  The  landlord  has  made  any  communication,  written  or  oral,  to  any  tenant 
residing  in  the  building  in  which  the  affected  tenant  resides,  indicating 
that  the  landlord  is  converting  or  is  planning  to  convert  the  building 
into  a  condominium. 

7)  The  landlord  has  had  any  unit  of  a  housing  accommodation  in  the  building 
or  structure  for  which  recovery  is  sought  measured  or  inspected  to 
facilitate  the  sale  of  the  unit  as  a  condominium  unit. 

8)  The  landlord  has  had  the  land  surveyed,  an  engineering  study  done, 

or  architectural  plans  drawn  up,  for  the  purpose  of  converting  into  a 
condominium  the  building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accommodation 
sought  to  be  recovered  is  located. 

9)  The  landlord  has  taken  any  other  preparatory  action  to  facilitate  the  sale 
and  transfer  of  legal  title  of  any  housing  accommodation  in  the  building 
or  structure  in  which  the  tenant  whose  eviction  is  sought  resides,  as  a 
condominium  unit.. 

B .   Consideration  of  Evidence/Effect : 

1)  An  action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation  shall  be  a 
condominium  conversion  eviction  where,  notwithstanding  any  Landlord  Affidavit  to 
the  contrary,  a  tenant  proves  by  a  preponderance  of  the  evidence  that  the  totality 
of  the  circumstances  giving  due  regard  to  the  factors  set  out  in  Section  6(A) 
above,  among  others,  demonstrate  condominium  conversion  eviction  as  defined  in 
Section  3(B)  and  that  any  other  reason  put  forth  by  the  landlord  for  the  eviction 
is  untrue,  legally  insufficient,  or  in  conflict  with  the  purposes  and  provisions 
of  the  Condominium  Ordinance. 

2)  Upon  proving  under  this  Section  that  an  action  to  recover  possession 

is  a  condominium  conversion  eviction;  such  action  shall  be  dismissed.  Compliance 
with  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  the  Condominium  Ordinance"  and  this  regulation 
shall  be  required  in  any  future  action  which  may  be  brought  to  recover  possession 
for  condominium  conversion  of  the  same  housing  accommodation. 

SECTION  7.   GENERAL  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  CONDOMINIUM  CONVERSION  EVICTIONS  FROM  ALL 
HOUSING  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

A  landlord  seeking  to  evict  a  tenant  of  a  rent  controlled  or  vacancy  decontrolled 
housing  accommodation  for  condominium  conversion  shall  comply  with  the  following 
requirements: 
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A .   Notice  Terminating  Tenancy  for  Condominium  Co i i version : 

1)   A  landlord  may  file  an  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  with  the 
Board  or  commence  an  eviction  action  in  court  against  a  tenant  for 
purposes  of  condominium  conversion  eviction  provided  that: 

a)  one  year  has  elapsed  from  the  date  the  tenant  whose  eviction 

is  sought  receives  a  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium 
conversion,  except  where  there  is  a  rental  housing  agreement  with 
more  than  one  (1)  year  left  to  run  from  the  date  the  notice 
terminating  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion  was  received  hy  the 
tenant,  then  until  the  notice  period  elapses  at  the  expiration  of 
such  agreement,  or 

b)  two  years   have  elapsed,  with  respect  to  a  tenant  who  proves 
qualification  for  a  two  (2)  year  notice  under  Section  8,  from  the 
date  the  tenant  whose  eviction  is  sought  receives  a  notice  terminating 
tenancy  for  condominium  conversion,  except  where  there  is  a  rental 
housing  agreement  with  more  than  two  (2)  years  left  to  run  from  the 
date  the  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion  was 
received  by  the  tenant,  then  until  the  notice  period  elapses  at  the 
expiration  of  such  agreement. 

2) 

a)  A  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion  shall  be 

served  by  the  landlord  on  the  tenant  who  is  the  subject  of  a 
condominium  conversion  eviction  and  a  copy  of  such  notice  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Board  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  service  on  the  tenant. 

b)  Where  a  landlord  has  given  the  notice  terminating  tenancy  for 
condominium  conversion  before  the  effective  date  of  this  regulation 
such  landlord  shall  file  the  notice  with  the  Board  within  forty- 
five  (45)  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  regualtion. 

c)  Failure  to  file  the  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium 
conversion  with  the  Board  in  -accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  or  serve  it  on  the  tenant  shall  render  such  notice  ineffective. 

3)   The  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion  shall  contain, 
at  a  minimum,  the  following  information: 

a)  a  statement  informing  the  tenant  that  the  landlord  intends  to 
convert  the  building  or  structure  into  a  condominium; 

b)  a  statement  informing  the  tenant  that  eviction  proceedings  for 
condominium  conversion  cannot  be  started  against  the  tenant  for 
at  least, 

(i)   one  year  from  the  time  the  tenant  receives  the  notice,  or 
until  the  expiration  of  any  rental  housing  agreement  in 
effect  where  such  agreement  has  more  than  one  (1)  year  left 
to  run  from  the  date  the  tenant  received  the  notice,  and 

(ii)  two  years  from  the  time  the  tenant  receives  the  notice,  upon 
proof  by  the  tenant  of  qualification  for  such  two  year 
notice  under  Section  8,  or  until  the  expiration  of  any  rental 
housing  agreement  in  effect  where  such  agreement  has  more  than 
two  (2)  years  left  to  run  from  the  date  the  tenant  received 
the  notice. 
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c)  the  name  of  the  tenant  and  the  address,  including  t lie  apartment 
number,  of  the  housing  accommodation  which  is  the  subject  of  the  notice; 

d)  the  name  and  address  of  the  landlord  or  of  the  landlord's  agent. 

4)   No  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion  shall  include 
any  language  of  a  coercive,  harassing  or  threatening  nature. 

B .   Notice  of  Tenants'  Rights 

Condomin ium  Conversion  Eviction 

(Form  C:2): 


No  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion  as  required  under 
Section  7(A)  shall  be  effective  unless  such  notice  terminating  tenancy  is 
accompanied  by  a  Notice  of  Tenants'  Rights  Condominium  Conversion  Eviction  (Form  C-2) . 

C .  Master  Deed : 

1)  A  master  deed  for  the  building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accommodation 
sought  to  be  recovered  is  located  must  be  duly  rexorded  at  the  Suffolk 
County  Registry  of  Deeds  prior  to  or  within  the  one  or  two  year  period 

for  notice  of  termination  of  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion.   A 
landlord  who  has  recorded  a  master  deed  before  a  notice  terminating 
tenancy  for  condominium  conversion  is  received  by  the  tenant  meets  the 
requirements  of  this  Section. 

2)  Failure  to  file  a  master  deed  prior  to  or  within  the  one  or  two  year  notice 
period  makes  such  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion 
void,  and  any  action  to  recover  possession  for  condominium  conversion 
based  on  such  notice  is  ineffective. 

D.  Other  Notice: 

A  landlord  shall  provide  a  tenant  who  is  the  subject  of  eviction  with  any 
other  legal  notice  which  may  be  required  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts. 

E.  Compliance: 

Failure  to  substantially  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  Section  shall 
result  in  the  denial  of  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  for  condominium  conversion  or 
dismissal  in  court  of  any  action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation 
for  purposes  of  condominium  conversion. 

SECTION  8.   QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  TWO  (2)  YEAR  NOTICE. 

A  tenant  qualifies  for  a  two  year  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium 
conversion  upon  proving  that, 

A .   Age  and  Income : 

Any  tenant  occupying  the  housing  accommodation  which  is  the  subject  of 
a  condominium  conversion  eviction  is  sixty-two  (62)  years  old  or  older 
on  the  date  the  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion  is 
received  AND  the  total  income  in  the  calendar  year  immediately  preceding 
the  date  of  receipt  of  the  notice  for  all  members  of  the  housing 
accommodation  is  less  than  the  maximum  income  levels  set  forth  in  the 
attached  Schedule  A  as  established  by  regulations  of  the  United  States 
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Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to  section  8 
of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended,  or 

B .   Physical  Handicap  and  Income : 

Any  tenant  occupying  a  housing  accommodation  which  is  the  subject  of 
a  condominium  conversion  eviction  is  a  physically  handicapped  tenant  as 
defined  in  Section  3(H)  on  the  date  the  notice  terminating  tenancy  for 
condominium  conversion  is  received  AND  the  total  income  in  the  calendar 
year  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  receipt  of  the  notice  for  all 
members  of  the  housing  accommodation  is  less  than  the  maximum  income 
levels  set  forth  in  the  attached  Schedule  A  as  established  by  regulations 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant 
to  section  8  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended. 

SECTION  9.   PROCEDURE  FOR  TWO  YEAR  NOTICE  QUALIFICATION  APPLICABLE  TO  ALL 
HOUSING  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

A.   Procedures: 

In  order  to  resolve  the  uncertainty  as  to  whether  a  two  year  notice  period 
applies,  a  tenant  who  in  good  faith  beJieves  that  he  qualifies  for  a  i-.»jo  vear 
notice  may  initiate  the  following  procedure,  by  the  end  of  seven  months  from  receipt  of 
a  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion,  in  order  for  the  Board 
to  determine  whether  such  tenant  qualifies  for  the  two  year  notice  period. 

1)  The  tenant  or  an  authorized  representative  of  the  tenant  may  file  with 
the  Board  an  Application  For  Two  Year  Notice  Ruling  (Form  Q-l) , 
submitted  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury,  which  states  the 
basis  for  qualification  for  a  two  year  notice  and  is  accompanied  by 
relevant  and  reliable  supporting  documentary  evidence  of  total  income, 
and  either  age  or  physical  handicap. 

2)  The  Board,  having  received  and  processed  the  application,  shall  send  a 
copy  of  the  application  and  any  accompanying  evidence  to  the  landlord, 
together  with  a  Landlord's  Opposing  Statement  (Form  Q-2) . 

3)  Unless  the  landlord  returns  a  Landlord's  Opposing  Statement  (Form  Q-2) 
requesting  a  hearing  within  fifteen  (15)  days  from  mailing,  the  Board 
shall  issue  a  ruling  based  solely  on  the  Application  and  the  evidence 
submitted  by  the  tenant.   Where  the  landlord  makes  a  timely  written  request 
for  a  hearing,  a  hearing  shall  be  held. 

4)  If  the  Board  finds,  based  on  the  evidence,  that  the  facts  attested  to 
in  the  Application  are  valid  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Condominium  Ordinance  and  this  regulation,  the  Board  shall  make  a 
ruling  that  a  two  year  notice  is  required  and  the  Application  shall  be 
granted.   Otherwise,  the  Application  shall  be  denied.   Upon  decision,  the 
Board  shall  notify  all  parties. 

5)  The  Two  Year  Notice  Ruling  of  the  Board  shall  be  binding  on  the  parties 
in  any  subsequent  Certificate  of  Eviction  proceeding  or  action  to  recover 
possession  for  condominium  conversion. 

6)  Upon  a   ruling  by  the  Board  granting  or  denying  the  Application  For  Two 
Year  Notice  Ruling,  either  party  may,  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the 
decision,  appeal  the  decision,  to  the  district  court  in  the  jurisdiction 
of  which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located,  or  to  the  Housing  Court 
of  the  City  of  Boston. 
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7)  Tlie  seven  month  qualification  procedure  period  shall  not  begin  until  the 
effective  date  of  this  regulation  for  any  notice  terminating  tenancy 
for  condominium  conversion  received  by  the  tenant  before  the  effective 
date  of  this  regulation. 

8)  Where  procedures  are  not  fully  set  forth  in  this  Section,  the  Board 
will  refer  to  comparable  procedures  set  forth  in  the  Boston  Eviction 
Regulations.   Any  other  forms  which  may  be  necessary  to  further  the 
provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Director. 

B.   Use  of  Procedure: 

The  two  year  notice  qualification  procedure,  although  recommended,  is 
optional.   Failure  to  exercise  this  option  shall  not  preclude  the  tenant  from 
raising  this  issue  before  the  Board  at  a  hearing  to  determine  whether  a  Certificate 
of  Eviction  should  be  issued  for  condominium  conversion,  or  in  a  court  action  to 
recover  possession  for  condominium  conversion. 

SECTION  10.   ADDITIONAL  REQUIREMENTS  RENT  CONTROLLED  HOUSING  ACCOMMODATIONS  ONLY. 

A.  Condominium  Conversion  Eviction  for  Use  and  Occupancy: 

Where  a  landlord  who  owns  a  condominium  unit  seeks 
to  recover  possession  of  it  in  good  faith  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  himself, 
or  his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in- 
law,  or  daughter-in-law,  the  landlord  must: 

1)  Prove  compliance  with  the  applicable  provisions  of  this  regulation 

as  part  of  the  Certificate  of  Eviction  procedures.   The  provisions  of 
this  regulation  only  apply  to  condominium  conversion  evictions  for  use 
and  occupancy  where  the  affected  tenants  resided  in  the  housing 
accommodation  at  or  before  the  time  the  master  deed  for  the  building 
was  duly  recorded. 

2)  File  a  copy  of  the  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion, 
if  applicable,  with  the  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  (Form  E-l) 
and  obtain  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  by  complying  with  the  provisions 

of  the  Boston  Eviction  Regulations  with  respect  to  evictions  under 
Section  8(a) (viii)  of  the  Rent  Control  Ordinance. 

B.  Condominium  Conversion  Eviction  For  Other  Just  Cause: 

Where  a  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation  in 
order  to  facilitate  the  sale  and  transfer  of  legal  title  to  that  housing 
accommodation  as  a  condominium  unit  to  a  prospective  purchaser,  the  landlord 

must : 

1)  Prove  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  regulation,  and 

2)  File  a  copy  of  the  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion 
with  the  Application  for  Certificate  of  Eviction  (Forms  E-l  and  E-1A) 
and  obtain  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  by  complying  with  the  modified 
provisions  of  the  Condominium  Policy  of  June  29,  1979,  as  amended, 
which  policy  follows: 
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a)  The  requirements  set  forth  in  this  policy  are  in  addition  to  those 
contained  in  the  Boston  Eviction  Regulations  for  rent  controlled 
housing  accommodations. 

b)  Any  communication  to  a  tenant  regarding  the  conversion  of  a  housing 
accommodation  to  a  condominium  unit,  except  for  the  notice  terminating 
tenancy  for  condominium  conversion  and  a  notice  to  quit,  shall  include 
the  following  prominent  statement:   "YOU  ARE  NOT  BEING  EVICTED  OR 
BEING  ASKED  TO  VACATE   THE  PREMISES  AT  THIS  TIME." 

c)  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation 
in  order  to  convert  it  to  a  condominium  unit  shall  comply  with  the 
following  prerequisites  to  filing  for  a  Certificate  of  Eviction: 

1)  Record  a  master  condominium  deed,  pursuant  to  Chapter  183A 
of,  the  General  Laws. 

2)  Make  an  offer  to  sell  the  rent  controlled  housing  accommodation 
to  the  tenant  presently  residing  therein,  before  it  is  offered 
to  other  potential  purchasers.   This  offer  must  fulfill  the 
following  requirements: 

a)  The  offer  shall  be  in  writing. 

b)  The  offer  shall  name  a  specific  purchase  price  which 
must  be  no  higher  than  the  price  offered  to  potential 

purchasers . 

c)  The  offer  shall  allow  the  tenant  at  least  thirty  (30)  days 
to  make  a  decision,  and  shall  specify  the  date  on  which  the 
offer  will  expire.   No  application  for  a  Certificate  of 
Eviction  will  be  accepted  before  the  expiration  of  the  thirty 
(30)  day  offer. 

d)  The  offer  shall  include  a  description  of  the  housing 
accommodation  being  sold  as  a  condominium  unit. 

e)  The  information  in  the  offer  shall  be  substantially  the 
same  as  the  information  in  the  master  condominium  deed. 

f)  The  offer  shall  be  given  after  at  least  seven   months  have 
elapsed  from  the  date  the  tenant  has  received  the  one  or 
two  year  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium 
conversion.   Prior  offers  are  not  prohibited  but  do  not 
fulfill  the  requirements  of  this  regulation. 

3)  Make  a  reoffer  to  the  existing  tenant  where  the  original  required 
thirty  (30)  day  offer  has  expired  and  the  terms  of  any  subsequent 
offer  have   substantially  changed. 

a)  No  reoffer  is  required  where  all  other  terms  of  the  subsequent 
offer  (except  for  an  increase  in  the  purchase  price  term) 
remain  substantially  the  same  as  the  terms  of  the  original 
required  offer  to  the  existing  tenant. 

b)  Any  reoffer  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  method  set 
out  above,  as  to  the  original  required  offer,  except  that  a 
reoffer  shall  allow  the  tenant  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days 
rather  than  thirty  (30)  days,  to  make  a  decision  on  the 
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reoffer.   An  Application  for  a  Certificate  of  Eviction 
will  be  accepted  before  the  expiration  of  the  fifteen  (15) 
day  reoffer  period  if  the  existing  tenant  has  refused  the 
reoffer  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  reoffer  period. 

A)  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  required  offer,  or  reoffer,  where 
applicable,  obtain  a  binding  purchase  and  sale  agreement  for 
the  housing  accommodation  which  is  the  subject  of  the  Application. 

d.  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation 
under  section  8(a) (x)  of  the  Rent  Control  Ordinance  ("other  just 
cause")  shall  supply,  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury,  the 
following  statements  on  the  Application  for  a  Certificate  of  Eviction 
(Forms  E-l  and  E-1A) : 

1)  An  Application  for  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  for  condominium 
conversion  (Forms  E-l  and  E-1A)  or  other  forms  approved  by  the 
Executive  Director  containing,  among  other  required  information, 
the  following  statements  by  the  landlord: 

a)  That  there  is  a  duly  recorded  master  condominium  deed. 

b)  The  book  and  page  number  where  the  master  condominium  deed 
can  be  located  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

c)  That  he  has  given  the  required  written  offer  or  reoffer, 
where  applicable,  to  the  tenant  including  date  and  method  of 
delivery. 

d)  That  a  binding  purchase  and  sale  agreement  for  the  condominium 
unit  has  been  signed  by  all  necessary  parties. 

2)  Failure  to  provide  any  of  the  above  statements  will  result  in 
the  dismissal  without  prejudice  of  the  Application  as  incomplete. 

e.  An  eviction  hearing  will  be  scheduled  and  notices  mailed  to  all 
affected  parties  upon  the  acceptance  of  an  Application  for  Certificate 
of  Eviction  for  condominium  conversion. 

f.  The  following  evidence  is  to  be  produced  by  a  landlord  seeking  to 
recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation  for  condominium  conversion: 

1)   The  landlord  shall  submit  into  evidence  at  the  eviction  hearing: 

a)  Evidence  of  service  of  a  legally  sufficient  notice  to 

quit  and  Form  E-0,  a  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium 
conversion  and  Form  C-2,  as  well  as  Forms  E-l,  E-1A  and  E-2. 

b)  A  copy  of  the  required  written  offer,  or  reoffer,  where 
applicable,  to  the  tenant  which  contains  .all  of  the  required 
terms. 

c)  A  copy  of  the  duly  recorded  master  condominium  deed,  along 
with  any  amendments  and  by-laws. 

d)  A  binding  purchase  and  sale  agreement,  with  proof  of  down 
payment,  which  meets  the  following  requirements: 
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(i)    Signed  by  all  Che  parties  Co  Che  agreement. 

(ii)   ConCaing  no  repurchase  or  option  provisions  by  the  seller. 

(iii)  Setcing  out  daCes  for  financing,  closing,  and  limiced 

extensions . 

(iv)   Statement  of  total  selling  price  and  balance  to  be 

financed . 

e)  The  names  of  all  beneficial  owners. 

f)  Relationship  of  purchaser  to  seller,  if  any. 

g)  Testimony  by  Che  purchaser  of  Che  condominium  unit  that  he 
intends  to  purchase  the  unit  for  the  immediate  use  and 
occupancy  as  a  principal  place  of  residence  for  himself  or 
for  members  of  his  family,  as  defined  in  Section  8(a) (viii) 
of  the  Rent  Control  Ordinance,  except  if  delay  will  occur  for 
remodeling  purposes.   If  a  delay  due  to  remodeling  or 
construction  is  anticipated,  specify  nature  of  the  work  and 
financing  and  submit  copies  of  all  permits,  contracts,  or 
other  relevant  evidence  affecting  the  preparations  needed  to 
move  in. 

h)   Date  purchaser  expects  to  move  into  condominium  unit. 

i)   Evidence  from  the  purchaser  of  the  condominium  unit  that 
there  is  adequate  financing  to  purchase  the  unit,  such  as 
a  financial  commitmenC  for  a  morCgage  or  other  financial 
agreement. 

2)  Failure  to  produce  any  of  the  evidence  required  in  paragraph 
f(l)(a-i)  will  result  in  Che  denial  of  a  CerCificaCe  of  Eviction. 

3)  The  landlord  and  purchaser  should  also  be  prepared  to  produce 
the  following  evidence  at  the  hearing: 

a)  A  current  list  of  the  status  of  all  housing  accommodations 
and  condominium  units  in  Che  building,  identifying: 

( i )   Vacant  and  occupied  housing  accommodacions ; 

whecher  renC  controlled  or  vacancy  decontrolled; 
whether  subject  to  rental  agreements  (e.g.  leases, 
Cenancy-at-will) . 

(ii)  Units  sold  as  condominiums;  dace  Cicle  passed;  name 
of  owner;  relaCionship  of  owner  Co  seller. 

b)  Disposicion  of  vacanC  unics  if  noC  sold  in  near  future. 

c)  Policy  of  relocating  tenants  to  vacanC  unsold  housing 
accommodacions. 

d)  ScaCemcnC  by  Che  purchaser  of  the  following: 

(i)    Location  of  present  residence. 

(ii)   Whether  present  residence  is  owned  or  rented,  and  if 

rented,  Che  Cerms  of  present  rental, 
(iii)  Description  of  present  residence  (e.g.  size,  number  of 

rooms) . 
(iv)   Size  of  presenC  household, 
(v)    Whether  he  owns  or  manages  other  residential  property, 

and  if  he  does,  then  include  a  list  of  such  propercy 
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with  addresses,  number  of  rental  housing 
accommodations,  expectation  of  vacancies,  and  whether 
such  housing  accommodations  are  subject  to  rent  control. 

(vi)   Date  purchaser  inspected  housing  accommodations  offered 
for  sale,  indicating  specific  accommodations  inspected. 

(vii)  Reason  for  selecting  the  housing  accommodation  which  is 
the  subject  of  this  case. 

4)   Failure  to  produce  any  of  the  evidence  set  forth  in  paragraph  f 

(3) (a  -d)  may  result  in  the  denial  of  the  Certificate  of  Eviction. 

g,   Where  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  has  been  granted  by  the  Board  for  a 

good  faith  condominium  conversion,  the  Board  may,  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  its  decision,  review  the  facts  for  the  eviction.   If 
after  review  the  Board  finds  that  the  facts  relied  upon  were  not 
effectuated,  the  Board  may  take  civil  or  criminal  action  against  the 
landlord  and/or  the  purchaser,  as  specified  in  the  Rent  Control 
Ordinance  and  the  duly  promulgated  Regulations. 

SECTION  11.   ADDITIONAL  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  VACANCY  DECONTROLLED  HOUSING 
ACCOMMODATIONS  ONLY. 

A .  Affidavit  of  Compliance  (Form  C-3) : 

After  the  notice  period  as  set  forth  in  Section  7(A)  has  elapsed  but  at  least 
fourteen  (14)  days  before  commencing  an  action  to  recover  possession  for 
condominium  conversion  a  landlord  must  file  a  completed  original  Affidavit  of 
Compliance  (Form  C-3)  with  the  Board  and  serve  a  copy  on  the  tenant. 

B.  Contents  (Form  C-3) : 

The  Affidavit  of  Compliance  (Form  C-3) ,  submitted  under  the  pains  and 
penalties  of  perjury,  shall  include,  among  other  relevant  information,  the 
f ol lowing: 

1)  A  statement  that  the  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium  conversion 
and  the  Notice  of  Tenants'  Rights  (Form  C-2)  were  served  on  the  tenant 
whose  eviction  is  sought,  and  a  copy  of  the  return  of  service  or  other 
sufficient  evidence  which  proves  the  date  such  notices  were  served. 

2)  A  statement  that  a  master  deed  has  been  duly  recorded  for  the  building 
or  structure  in  which  the  affected  housing  accommodation  is  located,  the 
date  recorded,  and  the  book  and  page  number  as  assigned  by  the  Suffolk 
County  Registry  of  Deeds. 

3)  A  statement  that  a  copy  of  the  Affidavit  of  Compliance  (Form  C-3)  was 
served,  or  will  be  served  on  the  tenant  within  the  prescribed  time  period. 

C.  Further  Action: 

Upon  receipt  of  the  Affidavit  of  Compliance  (Form  C-3),  the  Board  may  further 
notify  the  affected  tenant  concerning  such  filing  and  elicit  comments  from  such 
tenant  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  information  contained  in  the  Affidavit. 

D.  NoncompJL  iance: 

Failure  of  the  landlord  to  file  the  Affidavit  of  Compliance  (Form  C-3)  with 
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the  Board  and  serve  a  copy  on  Che  tenant  after  the  notice  period  expires  but  at 
least  fourteen  (14)  days  before  commencement  of  an  action  to  recover  possession 
in  court  for  condominium  conversion  shall  result  in  dismissal  of  the  action 
unless  the  landlord  proves  that  such  failure  did  not  result  in  substantial 
prejudice  to  those  defending  such  action. 

SECTION  12.   PRIOR  NOTICES. 

Any  notice  required  under  this  regulation  given  before  December  27,  1979, 
shall  be  ineffective. 

SECTION  13.   ADMINISTRATIVE  REMEDIES. 

A.  Denial  of  Certificate  of  Vacancy  Decontrol : 

Where  a  rent  controlled  housing  accommodation  is  voluntarily  vacated  by  the 
tenant  thereof  after  receipt  of  a  notice  terminating  tenancy  for  condominium 
conversion  but  before  the  expiration  of  the  applicable  notice  period,  the  Board 
shall  not  grant  a  certificate  of  vacancy  decontrol  for  that  housing  accommodation 
unless  the  landlord  has  duly  recorded  a  master  deed  for  the  building  or 
structure  in  which  the  vacated  housing  accommodation  is  located. 

B.  Board  Initiated  Action: 

Upon  finding  probable  cause  that  a  landlord  has  acted  in  contravention 
of  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  the  Condominium  Ordinance  and  this  regulation, 
the  Board  may  initiate  action,  using  its  subpoena  power  where  appropriate,  to 
determine  whether  the  landlord  has  contravened  the  law.  and  if  so,  the 
appropriate   remedial  action  to  be  taken. 

SECTION  14.   UNLAWFUL  ACTION/CRIMINAL  PENALTIES. 

A .   Unlawful  Action /Harassmen £ : 

It  shall  be  unlaxv'ful  for  any  person  by  act  or  omission  knowingly  to  engage 
in  any  conduct  tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of,  or  to  prevent  a  tenant  from 
exercising,  any  right  conferred  by  the  Condominium  Ordinance,  including  any  such 
conduct  tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of  the  peace,  comfort,  or  enjoyment  of  a 
housing  accommodation  in  violation  of  the  Condominium  Ordinance  and  any  such 
conduct  amounting  to  a  violation  of  privacy,  harassment,  intimidation,  threat, 
or  coercion. 

B •   Penal ties/Fals e  Statements : 

Whoever  willfully  violates  this  regulation  or  whoever  knowingly  makes  any 
false  statement  or  submits  any  false  affidavit  to  the  Board  may  subject  the 
vioLator  to  the  penalties  as  prescribed  in  Section  206  of  the  Condominium 
Ordinance,  which  penalties  include  a  fine  or  imprisonment  or  both. 

SECTION  15.   JUDICIAL  CONSTRUCTION. 

The  provisions  of  this  regulation  are  severable,  and  if  any  provision  shall 
be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

SECTION  16.   EFFECTIVE  DATE/REPEALER. 

This  regulation  shall  take  effect  on  April  29,  1980,  and  shall  effect  the  repeal 
of  and  supersede  all  prior  Board  policies,  rules,  and  regulations  concerning 
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condominium  conversion  eviction.

With  respect  to  any  fees, 
rates,  rents,  assessments  or  other  charges  which 
remain  unpaid  for  more  than  six  months  after 
the  same  shall  have  come  due,  the  commission 
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may  issue  a  demand  in  accordance  with  section 
16  of  chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws  and  may 
collect  such  fees,  rates,  rents,  assessments  and 
other  charges  by  means  of  remedies  and  pro- 
cedures, to  the  extent  applicable  and  consistent 
with  this  act,  provided  in  sections  24-105,  in- 
clusive, of  chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws.  If 
such  demand  is  made  within  the  time  specified 
in  section  42B  of  section  40  of  the  General  Laws 
and  section  16B  of  chapter  83  of  the  General 
Laws  during  which  liens  arising  thereunder  re- 
main in  effect,  said  liens  shall  continue  in  effect 
for  the  period  specified  in  section  37  of  said 
chapter  60,  provided  that  the  year  assessment 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  year  in  which  such 
demand  is  made.  From  and  after  the  date  of 
such  demand  interest  shall  accrue  on  unpaid 
fees,  rates,  rents,  assessments  and  other  charges 
at  the  rate  specified  in  section  57  of  chapter  59 
of  the  General  Laws.  Applications  for  abate- 
ments in  accordance  with  section  42E  of  chapter 
40  of  the  General  Laws  and  section  16E  of 
chapter  83  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  made 
within  30  days  after  the  date  of  such  demand.

or  resolution  securing  bonds  or  as  may  other- 
wise be  maintained  by  the  commission,  and  any 
and  all  other  amounts  which  the  commission  may 
be  obligated  by  law  or  contract  to  pay  or  pro- 
vide for,  the  commission  shall  either  apply  such 
surplus  in  the  next  following  fiscal  year  to  a  re- 
duction in  the  rates,  fees,  rents,  assessments  or 
other  charges  established  by  the  commission  for 
services  provided  by  the  water  works  system  and 
the  sewerage  works  system  or  shall  apply  such 
surplus  to  the  reduction  of  its  outstanding  cap- 
ital debt  or  shall  rebate  the  amount  of  such 
surplus  to  consumers  who  received  water  and 
sewer  services  during  such  fiscal  year  or  shall 
pay  such  surplus  to  the  collector-treasurer  of 
the  city  for  application  to  such  purposes  as  the 
city  may  appropriate. 

Section  10.  Section  19  of  said  chapter  436  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  secona  para- 
graph thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council,  or  either  of 
them,  shall  have  standing  to  commence,  defend 
and  prosecute  actions  in  the  courts  of  the  Com- 
monwealth to  protect,  establish  or  defend  the 
rights  of  consumers  of  water  and  sewer  services 
provided  by  the  commission. 
Section  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on  Neigh- 
borhood Services,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  order  (referred  February  6)  (Docket 
No.  0284)  that  each  Committee  of  the  Council 
investigate  and  report  to  the  Council  not  later  than 
February  27,  1980,  for  each  agency  with  respect 
to  which  it  exercises  review  and  oversight  re  avoid- 
ing or  reducing  deficits: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Neighborhood  Services 
Boston  City  Council 

The  Committee  on  Neighborhood  Services  held 
a  series  of  ten  meetings,  commencing  March  13, 
1980,  through  May  8,  1980.  These  meetings  were 
held  under  circumstances  which  required  the  Chair- 
man to — upon  failure  of  the  witnesses  to  appear 
under  regular  Council  proceedings — obtain  a  Su- 
perior Court  Order  compelling  their  attendance 
under  chapter  233  of  section  8. 

During  these  ten  public  hearings,  witnesses  again 
failed  to  obey  the  summonses  issued  under  the 
above  stated  statute  which  required  the  Chairman 
to  return  to  the  Superior  Court  four  additional 
times  to  compel  their  attendance.  As  a  result  of 
all  this,  the  hearings  were  conducted  with  an  aura 
of  a  judicial  manner. 

This  was  all  brought  about  by  the  lack  of  co- 
operation on  the  part  of  the  Commissioners  who 
were  duly  sworn  to  furnish  information  to  the 
Committee  under  ordinary  budgetary  practices.  The 
attitude  of  the  present  administration  and  its 
Commissioners  toward  the  Council  was  one  of 
defiance  and  lack  of  cooperation.  As  a  result,  the 
Chairman  of  this  Committee  was  forced  to  use  a 
law  that  had  not  been  used  for  the  last  twenty-five 
years  to  obtain  the  information  necessary  in  this 
report. 

This  report  deals  mainly  with  the  departments 
under  which  my  Committee  was  given  budgetary 
review.  Namely,  the  Office  of  Public  Service,  Little 
City  Halls,  the  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs,  including 
contracts  with  the  Boston  Foundation,  the  Real 
Property  Department,  and  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Department.  Realizing  I  did  not  have  all  the  bud- 
gets in  this  committee,  I  was  also  hampered  by  a 
Court  Order  which  limited  the  scope  of  my  in- 
vestigation into  the  use  and  abuse  of  public  funds 
to  entertain  distinguished  guests  (so-called),  there 
is  an  account  known  as  the  Entertainment  of  Distin- 
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guished  Guests  for  which  $35,000  was  appropriated 
and  approximately  $20,000  remains  in  that  account. 
Yet,  despite  this,  the  Budget  Director  and  the  Co- 
ordinator for  the  Parkman  House,  as  well  as  some 
of  the  members  of  the  Mayor's  staff  were  able  to 
channel  expenses  through  several  other  departments 
for  functions,  not  only  catered  at  the  Parkman 
House,  but  at  City  Hall,  as  well  as  restaurant  and 
hotel  bills.  Even  the  Police  Department,  the  Budget 
Department,  and  the  Public  Facilities  Department 
were  all  used  to  pay  for  functions  which  should 
have  been  paid  with  the  funds  from  the  Entertain- 
ment of  Distinguished  Guests  Account. 

One  of  the  primary  objectives  was  how  expendi- 
tures of  monies  in  contracts  made  by  the  Boston 
Foundation  for  money  spent  at  the  Parkman 
House — a  city  building — at   133  Beacon  Street. 

The  Real  Property  Department  made  a  contract 
with  the  Boston  Foundation  for  $45,000  for  the 
salaries  of  a  housekeeper  and  a  doorman,  as  well 
as  for  the  preparation  of  light  meals  for  dis- 
tinguished guests.  The  Committee,  in  its  inquiries, 
could  not  find  more  than  three  distinguished 
people  who  have  eaten  at  the  Parkman  House,  and 
two  distinguished  people  who  slept  at  the  Parkman 
House.  In  fact,  when  two  former  mayors  were 
invited  to  attend  the  Mayor's  Inauguration  held  on 
January  7,  1980,  it  cost  the  city  $250  for  former 
Mayor  Lindsay's  suite  and  $200  for  former  Mayor 
Landrau's  suite  at  the  Colonnade  Hotel. 

The  housekeeper  testified  that  on  various  occa- 
sions the  Mayor  and  his  Commissioners  and  aides 
would  eat  at  the  Parkman  House.  In  fact,  just 
prior  to  last  year's  fall  election,  about  the  last  two 
weeks,  there  was  a  service  order  issued  to  Caras 
and  Rowe  for  $1,500  for  weekly  breakfasts  which 
were  held  supposedly  for  Budget  seminars,  even 
though  the  Budget  Department  does  not  start  the 
Budget  process  that  early.  Another  contract  for 
catering,  not  only  at  the  Parkman  House,  but  other 
city  functions  for  Caras  and  Rowe  was  in  the 
amount  of  $15,000,  not  out  of  the  Entertainment 
of  Distinguished  Guests  account,  but  through  the 
Administrative  Services  budget,  and  this  was  ex- 
plained that  it  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Budget 
Director  was  in  attendance  at  many  of  the  func- 
tions that  were  held. 

Supposedly,  there  were  only  three — the  Papal  Visit 
of  October  1,  President  Carter's  visit  during  the 
dedication  of  the  Kennedy  Library,  and  the 
Ditchley  Foundation.  The  contract  supposedly 
ended  on  December  31,  but  it  did  not  end  there. 
Several  more  functions  were  held  that  were  not 
authorized  by  the  contract.  Several  of  the  Mayor's 
Inauguration  parties.  Incidently,  the  Mayor  had 
stated  that  his  Inauguration  parties  would  not  be 
paid  for  by  the  citizens  of  Boston,  they  would  be 
paid  for  by  his  Inauguration  Committee.  Other 
parties  were  held  and  catered  by  Caras  and  Rowe, 
one  on  April  22  for  about  $2,200  along  with  others 
held  in  April,  and  a  few  in  March. 

The  final  party  that  was  held  under  the  contract 
was  the  350  Birthday  Celebration  on  May  1. 

Some  rather  strange  circumstances  preceded  this 
celebration,  however.  Caras  and  Rowe  submitted  a 
bill  on  April  28  for  this  party,  and  was  paid  on 
May  2.  An  amendment  had  been  added  onto  the 
contract  and  was  not  discovered  until  the  Com- 
mittee on  Neighborhood  Services  had  conducted 
extensive   questioning  on   April  29  of  the   Budget 


Director.  Also,  on  questioning  the  Assistant  Budget 
Director,  who  said  she  was  responsible  for  the 
amendment,  it  was  established  that  she  had  made 
an  amendment  to  this  contract  sometime  in  the 
first  or  second  week  in  January.  It  was  sent  to 
the  Law  Department,  where  it  was  lost.  Miss  Caras 
said  that  she  signed  the  amendment  to  the  contract 
on  April  29,  after  she  previously  said  she  signed 
it  on  May  2,  but  then  refreshed  her  memory.  The 
Auditor,  however,  did  not  have  a  copy  of  that 
amendment  on  file,  which  is  required  by  law.  This 
amendment  was  consummated  on  May  1  in  the 
amount  of  $5,000,  and  Miss  Caras  was  paid  on 
May  2.  This  is  extremely  unusual.  The  Auditor  and 
Miss  Caras  both  testified  that  this  process  usually 
takes  much  longer,  she  had  received  special  atten- 
tion from  the  Administration. 

Some  parties  at  the  Parkman  House  seemed  to 
draw  much  testimony,  they  were  held  for  city 
employees  and  charged  to  the  City  of  Boston.  One 
was  a  bridal  shower  for  Mary  McFarland  Piccolo, 
the  Coordinator  of  the  Parkman  House,  who  is  on 
the  Public  Facilities  Department  payroll,  but  the 
Public  Facilities  Department  has  no  control  over 
the  Parkman  House.  It  is  under  the  control  of 
the  Real  Property  Department's  Buildings  Division, 
who  has  employees  assigned  to  the  Parkman  House 
and  also  pays  for  the  heat,  utilities  and  mainten- 
ance, which  is  a  considerable  amount.  The  evidence 
of  these  parties  was  obtained  only  after  hours  of 
questions,  unsuccessfully,  of  officials  as  well  as  the 
Coordinator.  Finally,  it  was  discovered  that  a 
voucher  had  been  submitted  by  a  caterer  showing 
a  party  for  sixty  people,  supposedly  a  community 
theatre  group,  in  the  amount  of  $225,  on  the  very 
same  day  of  the  bridal  shower. 

Food  and  alcoholic  beverages  for  the  Parkman 
House  were  purchased  and  prepared  by  the  house- 
keeper. The  purchase  of  alcoholic  beverages  with 
city  funding  is  not  permissible  under  the  state 
statutes. 

The  entire  question  of  the  use  of  the  Parkman 
House  by  the  Mayor  is  questionable.  There  are 
rather  adequate,  suitable  offices  at  City  Hall,  with 
a  kitchen  and  a  private  room  for  the  Mayor  at 
City  Hall,  as  well  as  a  Gallery  where  functions  can 
be  held,  and  have  been  held,  for  the  entertainment 
of  distinguished  guests.  Also,  the  Mayor  has  offices 
at   182  Tremont  Street  for  this  "Chief  Executive." 

The  question  of  the  legality  of  a  mansion  for  the 
Mayor  was  never  allowed  in  any  budgetary  item  by 
the  City  Council.  In  fact,  the  contract  from  the 
Real  Property  Department  to  the  Boston  Founda- 
tion has  previously  been  eliminated  from  the  City 
Budget  by  the  City  Council  in  the  1980  Fiscal 
Year. 

The  Boston  Foundation  function  is  rather  dubious 
and  questionable.  It  was  set  up  during  the  early 
part  of  the  present  administration  to  produce  sum- 
mer shows  and  summer  entertainment  through  a 
series  of  concerts  for  all  the  citizens  of  Boston.  In 
fact,  it  received  monies  from  the  City  of  Boston 
through  contracts  such  as  the  Real  Property  De- 
partment's Buildings  Division,  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  Parkman  House,  and  from  the 
Office  of  Cultural  Affairs  for  Summerthing  and 
elderly  programs  and  arts  and  crafts  for  children. 
The  Boston  Foundation  is  not  accountable  to  any- 
one but  the  officers  and  city  officials  who  are  close 
to  the  administration.  The  Boston  Foundation  has 
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always  been,  for  the  past  six  years,  a  subject  of 
inquiry  by  the  City  Council  into  its  accountability 
for  funds  that  are  used.  In  fact,  one  of  its  em- 
ployees is  reported  to  have  absconded  funds.  The 
Schaeffer  Brewing  Company,  who  has  made  sub- 
stantial contributions  to  the  Boston  Foundation,  has 
withdrawn  its  support. 

In  previous  years,  the  Council  has  invited  the 
Boston  Foundation  to  appear  before  them,  but 
they  have  never  presented  in  detail  a  copy  of  their 
financial  report. 

During  a  discussion  of  whether  or  not 
Carolyn  Connors — a  relative  of  the  Mayor,  was 
employed  by  the  Boston  Foundation,  the  Comp- 
troller denied  the  fact  that  she  did.  However,  we 
later  learned,  when  the  story  was  released,  that  she 
was  previously  employed  by  the  Boston  Founda- 
tion, even  though  she  was  not  a  Boston  resident. 
The  question  of  the  employment  of  Ms.  Connors 
leaves  rather  serious  doubts  in  the  minds  of  this 
Committee  as  to  whether  or  not  she  should  have 
been  employed  and  actually  whether  she  did  any 
work  and  finally  where  she  did  work. 

The  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs,  which  has  a  con- 
tract with  the  Boston  350  gave  a  payroll  list  of 
its  employees  from  July  1,  1979,  to  the  present 
time,  her  name  was  not  on  the  list,  even  though 
it  was  stated  that  she  was  working  on  the  Tall 
Ship  Program. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  feels  that  the  fol- 
lowing steps  should  be  taken  to  eliminate  the 
abuses  that  were  discussed  through  the  series  of 
public  hearings  held  by  this  Committee: 

1.  That  in  order  to  avoid  future  occurrences  of 
these  abuses,  the  Parkman  House  should  be  closed; 
and  that  the  City  Council,  through  its  budgetary 
process,  reduce  any  item  in  the  Fiscal  Year  1981 
budget  that  is  so  intended  for  its  use. 

2.  That  the  City  Council  institute  by  proper 
means  civil  suit  to  recover  the  sums  of  money  im- 
properly spent  and  for  which  there  was  no  legal 
authorization. 

3.  By  ordinance,  require  all  contracts  for  sup- 
plies or  services  by  vendors  to  be  itemized  and 
state  the  purpose  for  which  the  services  are  to  be 
performed,  listing  specific  dates,  amounts,  and  a 
general  description,  as  well  as  a  breakdown  of  the 
items. 

4.  The  no-bid  contracts  should  be  sent  to  the 
Finance  Commission  prior  to  the  expenditure  of 
any  money,  and  their  response  should  be  noted  on 
the  contract. 

5.  That  the  City  Auditor  should  institute  certain 
reforms  in  payment  of  bills  so  that  the  vendor 
would  be  compensated  for  services  and  supplies  as 
soon  as  possible,  as  long  as  he  has  filed  all  the 
necessary  information  as  required  above. 

6.  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  shall  certify  on 
every  contract  for  payment  of  services  that  it  is 
legal:  and  the  City  Auditor  will  certify  that  the 
contract  is  in  his  possession. 

7.  That  the  Boston  Foundation  be  required  to 
furnish  an  itemization  of  its  budget  as  well  as  an 
itemized  report  to  the  City  Council  annually. 

8.  That  the  City  of  Boston  shall  discontinue  its 
present  practice  of  awarding  contracts  to  the 
Boston  Foundation. 

The  report  was  accepted.

OF  GOODS,  SERVICES.  PROVISIONS  AND 
OTHER  ARTICLES  ON  BILLS  SUBMITTED 
FOR     PAYMENT     BY     THE     CITY      OR 
COUNTY 
In   connection  with   the   foregoing  report   Coun. 
LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty 
An  Ordinance    Requiring   Vendors   to   Itemize  the 
Number    and    Unit   Cost    of    Goods,    Services, 
Provisions    and   Other   Articles   on    Bills    Sub- 
mitted for  Payment  by  the  City  or  County. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with   the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws  Chapter  43B,   Section    13, 
and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section   1.    City  of  Boston  Code,  Ord.  5,  section 
119    is  hereby    amended    by   adding  the    following 
paragraphs: 

Effective  July  1,  1980,  every  bill  rendered  by 
vendors  or  contractors  to  the  City  of  Boston  or 
County  of  Suffolk  for  payment  for  goods, 
services,  provisions  or  other  articles  supplied 
in  quantity  shall  clearly  itemize  the  number 
and  unit  cost  on  the  statement  submitted  for  pay- 
ment and  shall  separately  itemize  additional 
charges,  gratuities,  taxes,  etc.,  which  are  properly 
to  be  included  in  the  total  sum  requested.  If  such 
sum  is  to  be  reduced  by  discount  or  other  allow- 
ances, these  shall  clearly  be  listed  and  applied  as 
adjustment. 

This  ordinance  shall  apply  to  all  services,  goods 
and  provisions,  including  those  supplied  by  food 
catering  services,  and  obtained  through  purchase 
orders,  service  orders  or  payments  against  con- 
tractual reserves  in  any  budget  of  city  agencies  and 
agencies  funded  wholly  or  in  part  by  federal  funds 
or  state  funds. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section 
752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action 
of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  Clause  (1)  of  Section  eight  of  Article  two, 
as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  3  of  chapter  436  of  the  Acts 
of  1977  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the 
third  paragraph  the  second  sentence  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 
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Such  members  shall  include  one  member  with 
extensive  experience  in  business  or  finance;  one 
member  who  shall   be  either   a   member   of  the 
bar   or    a   certified    public   accountant;    and   one 
member  chosen  from  three  nominees,  one  desig- 
nated by  the  League  of  Women  Voters,  another 
designated   by  Fair  Share,   and   the  other   desig- 
nated by  the  Boston  Consumer's  Council. 
Section  2.    Section  4  of  chapter  436  of  the  Acts 
of  1977  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the 
third  paragraph,  the  second  sentence,  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 

The  commission  shall  not,  before  December  31, 

1982,  retain  on  its  payroll  at  any  time  more  than 

503  permanent  or  temporary  employees. 

Section    3.     Section   4    of    said   chapter    436    is 

hereby   further    amended   by   inserting   at    the   end 

thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

Any  present  or  former  member,  officer,  or 
employee  of  the  commission  and  the  heirs, 
assigns,  and  personal  representatives  of  each  of 
them,  shall  be  indemnified  by  the  commission 
against  (i)  all  cost  and  expenses,  including  fees 
and  disbursements  of  counsel,  reasonably  in- 
curred by  him  or  them  in  connection  with  or 
arising  out  of  any  action,  suit,  or  proceeding, 
civil,  criminal,  administrative,  or  investigative,  in 
which  he  or  they  may  be  involved,  or  incurred 
in  anticipation  of  any  such  action,  suit,  or  pro- 
ceeding, by  reason  of  his  being  or  having  been 
a  member,  officer,  or  employee  of  the  com- 
mission; and  (ii)  the  cost  of  any  judgments, 
awards,  or  fines  imposed  in  any  such  action,  suit, 
or  proceeding  or  the  cost  of  reasonable  settle- 
ments made  with  a  view  to  curtailment  of  costs 
of  litigation.  Such  payments  may  be  made  by 
the  commission  as  costs  or  expenses  are  incurred 
by  or  become  due  from  such  person,  whether 
before  or  after  the  institution  or  conclusion  of 
any  such  action,  suit  or  proceeding,  unless  the 
commission  determines  that  it  is  probable  that 
such  person  will  be  found  not  to  have  acted  in 
good  faith  and  in  the  reasonable  belief  that  his 
action  was  in  the  best  interests  of  the  com- 
mission. The  commission  shall  not  indemnify  any 
such  person  for  any  costs  or  expenses  covered 
by  insurance  or  with  respect  to  any  matter  as 
to  which  he  shall  be  found  in  such  action,  suit 
or  proceeding  not  to  have  acted  in  good  faith 
and  in  the  reasonable  belief  that  his  action  was 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  commission.  Any 
employee  found  not  to  be  acting  in  good  faith  or 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  commission  shall  re- 
imburse the  commission  for  any  amounts  re- 
ceived from  it  for  costs  and  expenses  incurred 
in  connection  with  any  such  action,  suit,  or 
proceeding. 

Section  4.  Section  7  of  said  chapter  436  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  third  para- 
graph of  subsection  (a)  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

Annually  the  commission  shall  prepare  and 
deliver  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  a 
proposed  capital  improvement  program  for  the 
three  succeeding  fiscal  years  of  the  commission. 
Such  program  shall  include  a  description  of  the 
proposed  projects  of  the  commission  during  such 
period,  an  estimate  of  the  costs  to  be  incurred 
on  such  projects,  the  financing  of  such  costs 
and  an  estimate  of  the  effect,  if  any,  that  such 


costs  will  have  on  the  then  existing  fees,  rates, 
rents  and  other  charges  of  the  commission.  With- 
in fifteen  days  of  its  submission  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  the  commission  shall  give 
notice  of  a  public  hearing  to  be  held  on  the 
proposed  capital  improvement  program.  Such 
notice  shall  be  published  at  least  once  each  week 
for  three  consecutive  weeks  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  of  city-wide  circulation  and  shall 
state  the  location  or  locations  where  the  pro- 
posed capital  improvement  program  may  be  ex- 
amined. The  public  hearing,  which  may  be  con- 
ducted at  the  same  time  and  place  as  a  hearing 
required  by  subsection  (c)  of  this  section,  shall 
be  conducted  in  accordance  with  section  2  of 
chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  and  such  rules 
of  procedure  as  the  commission  may  adopt.

Annually  the  commission  shall  prepare  and 
deliver  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  a  pro- 
posed schedule  of  fees,  rates,  rents,  assessments, 
and  other  charges  for  the  next  succeeding  fiscal 
year  or  for  such  other  period  as  the  commission 
shall  designate.  The  proposed  schedule  shall  in- 
dicate the  increases,  decreases  or  other  changes,

Such  notice 
shall  be  published  at  least  once  a  week  for  three 
consecutive  weeks  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of 
city-wide  circulation  and  shall  set  forth  a  sum- 
mary of  the  proposed  schedule  and  state  the 
location  or  locations  where  the  complete  schedule 
and  supporting  documentation  and  proposed 
budget  may  be  examined.  The  public  hearing 
shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  section  2 
of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  and  such 
rules  of  procedure  as  the  commission  may  adopt.

Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  fore- 
going, the  commission  shall  have  benefit  of  liens 
for  unpaid  fees,  rates,  rents,  assessments  and 
other  charges  as  provided  in  sections  42A  and 
42B  of  chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws  and 
sections  16A  and  16B  of  chapter  83  of  the 
General  Laws,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions 42E  and  42F  of  chapter  40  of  the  General 
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Laws  and  sections  16E  and  16F  of  chapter  83 
of  the  General  Laws  to  the  extent  applicable 
and  consistent  with  this  act.  With  respect  to  any 
fees,  rates,  rents,  assessments  or  other  charges 
which  remain  unpaid  for  more  than  six  months 
after  the  same  shall  have  come  due,  the  com- 
mission may  issue  a  demand  in  accordance  with 
section  16  of  chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws 
and  may  collect  such  fees,  rates,  rents,  assess- 
ments and  other  charges  by  means  of  remedies 
and  procedures,  to  the  extent  applicable  and  con- 
sistent with  this  act,  provided  in  sections  24-105. 
inclusive,  of  chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws.  If 
such  demand  is  made  within  the  time  specified 
in  section  42B  of  section  40  of  the  General  Laws 
and  section  16B  of  chapter  83  of  the  General 
Laws  during  which  hens  arising  thereunder  re- 
main in  effect,  said  liens  shall  continue  in  effect 
for  the  period  specified  in  section  37  of  said  chap- 
ter 60.  provided  that  the  year  assessment  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  the  year  in  which  such  demand 
is  made.

executive  director  of  a  non  profit  resident  in- 
stitution currently  using  at  least  one  million  cubic 
feet  of  water  annually.  The  members  first  ap- 
pointed shall  serve  in  office  for  terms  expiring, 
in  the  case  of  one  such,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  following  the  next  biennial  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  not  elected,  in  the  case  of 
another,  one  year  thereafter,  in  the  case  of  the 
third,  two  years  thereafter,  in  the  case  of  the 
fourth,  three  years  thereafter,  and  in  the  case  of 
the  fifth,  four  years  thereafter,  the  term  of  each 
member  to  follow  the  same  sequence  which  is 
stated  herein  above.

Whereas,  It  shall  be  and  hereby  is  declared  to 
be   the    public    policy   of  the   City    of   Boston   to 
permit  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  in   aid  of 
the  dissemination  of  all  information  concerning  the 
city  government  to  which  the  news  media  and  the 
public  are  entitled  and  to  discourage  the  expendi- 
ture of  such  funds  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
the    image    or    reputation    of   any    individual    city 
official;  and 

Whereas,  During  the  present  fiscal  year,  as  re- 
ported in  the  Boston  Globe  of  June  27,  1979, 
"Boston  city  agencies  employ  more  than  two 
dozen  people  and  spend  more  than  $600,000  an- 
nually to  publicize  the  activities  of  Mayor  Kevin 
H.  White  and  the  city  government.  The  Mayor's 
Office  of  Communications  alone,  which  is  almost 
exclusively  occupied  with  promoting  the  Mayor 
and  his  policies,  has  a  staff  of  13  and  a  budget  of 
$250,000.   .   .";   and 

Whereas,  Such  expenditures  of  public  funds  for 
personal  public  relations  activities  are  unlawful  and 
must  be  ended;  now,  therefore, 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty 
An  Ordinance. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws  Chapter  43B,   Section  13, 
and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section  I.  That  the  City  of  Boston  Code  Ord.  5, 
Ch.  3  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following: 

Section  129.  On  or  after  July  1,  1980,  no 
person  shall  be  paid  from  City  of  Boston  funds, 
no  matter  the  source,  for  public  relations  or 
public  information  purposes,  unless  the  person 
receiving  such  payment  is  employed  by  the  city 
in  accordance  with  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws  as  a  public  information  officer,  or  as  an 
employee  under  the  supervision  of  such  an  offi- 
cer; nor  shall  any  person  be  employed  as  a 
public  information  officer  unless  a  specific  appro- 
priation has  first  been  made  for  such  position  by 
order  of  the  City  Council.  Public  information 
officers  so  employed  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  not  less  than  $15,000  nor  more  than 
$20,000. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  published  by 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

The  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authority  has  reviewed  and  considered  an  indus- 
trial development  project  proposed  by  Milk  Street 
Realty  Trust.  The  project,  located  at  141  Milk 
Street,  is  within  the  Financial  District  Commercial 
Area  Revitalization  District,  and  consistent  with 
the  approved  plan  for  the  area  as  certified  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

The  proposed  project  involves  the  partial  re- 
habilitation and  renovation  of  a  200,000-square- 
foot  office  building  currently  40  percent  vacant. 
Approximately  60,000  square  feet  will  be  renovated 
and  the  building's  existing  heating  system  will  be 
replaced.  Upon  project  completion,  the  renovated 
space  will  be  leased  to  users  of  office  space. 

The  estimated  total  cost  of  the  project  is  $1,875,- 
000  which  comprises:  $1,500,000  for  improvements 
and  renovation;  $105,000  for  construction  interest; 
and  $270,000  for  legal,  underwriting,  MIFA,  archi- 
tectural and  brokerage  fees.  The  firm  plans  to 
finance  all  $1,875,000  of  the  project  costs  by  the 
issuance  of  industrial  revenue  bonds  by  the  city, 
acting  by  and  through  the  Authority,  and  will 
finance  the  remaining  costs  or  expenses,  if  any, 
from  its  own  resources.  The  company  has  ex- 
pressed its  willingness  to  enter  into  agreements 
whereby  it  will  make  payment  to  the  city  sufficient 
to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  indus- 
trial development  bonds  as  they  come  due,  and  to 
reimburse  the  city  for  or  indemnify  the  city  against 
any  expenses  or  costs  incurred  hereafter  in  the 
event  that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds  is 
not  accomplished  as  contemplated. 

The  project,  as  projected  by  the  firm,  will  create 
full-time  employment  for  approximately  eighty  em- 
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ployees  of  the  various  tenants  to  occupy  the  reno- 
vated space.  The  project  will  contribute  to  the 
alleviation  of  unemployment  in  the  city,  provide 
security  against  future  unemployment  in  the  city, 
and  be  of  benefit  to  the  economy  of  the  city  and 
the  Commonwealth. 

The  members  of  the  Authority  are  persuaded 
that  this  project  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  economy, 
and  in  the  best  interests,  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The 
members  believe  that  the  project  may  be  properly 
financed  through  the  issuance  of  industrial  develop- 
ment bonds  under  chapter  40D  of  the  General 
Laws  and  that  it  warrants  the  assistance  of  the 
city  in  this  manner.

and  safety  would  not  be  endangered.

The  Fire  Commissioner  shall  record  and  com- 
pile such  information  in  order  to  ensure  adequate 
response  in  case  of  an  accident  involving  a  haz- 
ardous material.  The  Commissioner  shall  notify 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals  of  any 
shipment  whose  spillage  or  other  accident  would 
require  an  emergency  response  by  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Hospitals.  No  person  shall  disclose 
to  a  competitor  or  any  person  except  as  necessary 
to  enforce  this  ordinance,  information  involved 
in  a  business  transaction  about  the  nature,  kind, 
quantity,  destination,  consignee  or  routing  of  said 
shipment  if  that  information  may  be  used  to  the 
detriment  of  the  shipper  or  consignee  as  provided 
in  49  USC  s.  11910  (a)  (1).

In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  such  office  for  ninety 
days  at  any  time  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance  due  to  the  failure  of  the  Mayor  to 
make  an  appointment  in  accordance  with  law,  the 
City  Council  shall  forthwith  appoint  an  Auditor 
who  shall  hold  office  as  if  appointed  by  the  Mayor. 
The  Mayor  as  appointing  authority  or  the  City 
Council  by  two-thirds  vote  of  all  its  members  may 
remove  the  Auditor  for  cause  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  said  chapter  31.  The  Auditor 
shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  in  accordance  with 
CBC  Oi  dinance  5,  section  105,  paragraph  2,  and 
said  section  105  is  accordingly  hereby  so  amended.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  have  reviewed  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
passed  May  14,  1980,  petitioning  the  General 
Court  to  enact  legislation  amending  chapter  436 
of  the  Acts  of  1977  relating  to  the  Boston  Water 
and  Sewer  Commission.  I  will  approve  the  peti- 
tion if  certain  technical  and  other  amendments 
submitted  herewith  are  approved  by  your  Honor- 
able  Body. 

I  approve  the  expansion  of  the  Commission 
from  three  to  five  members  and  the  addition  there- 
to of  members  representing  consumer  groups  in 
the  city.  However,  section  1  of  the  petition,  as 
passed,  unreasonably  delegates  the  traditional 
authority  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  over 
appointments  to  private  professional  organizations 


and  to  the  Boston  Finance  Commission,  a  fiscal 
oversight  body  which  should  remain  completely 
independent  of  the  city  and  its  agencies.  Section 
1,  as  passed,  also  fails  to  take  into  account  the 
current  members  of  the  Commission  (the  section 
amends  a  1977  act  and  therefore  should  speak  as 
of  1977).  Therefore,  I  recommend  that  section  1 
of  the  petition  be  amended  as  indicated  on  the 
attached. 

While  I  approve  the  purpose  and  effect  of  sec- 
tion 2  of  the  petition,  the  Commission  has  in- 
formed me  that  the  third  sentence  thereof  could 
be  read  to  grant  the  City  Council  and  Mayor 
the  power  to  unreasonably  restrict  the  Com- 
mission's ability  to  comply  with  its  obligations  to 
bondholders.  As  I  understand  this  was  not  the 
intent  of  the  City  Council,  I  recommend  that 
section  2  be  amended  to  read  as  indicated  in  the 
amendatory   order   submitted  herewith. 

Lastly,  section  12  of  the  petition,  to  be  con- 
sistent with  the  last  sentence  of  section  1  as 
passed,  should  be  amended  to  read  as  shown  on 
the  attached. 

To  allow  sufficient  time  for  the  General  Court 
to  consider  this  matter  at  its  current  session,  I' 
recommend  that  these  amendments  be  adopted 
immediately.

Section  1.  Section  3  of  chapter  436  of  the 
Acts  of  1977  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  third  paragraph  thereof  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  the 
powers  of  the  commission  shall  be  exercised  by 
a  board  of  five  members,  each  of  whom  shall 
be,  and  shall  remain  during  his  incumbency  as 
a  member,  a  resident  of  the  city  and  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  mayor  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  city  council.  Such  members  shall 
include  one  member  with  extensive  experience 
in  the  field  of  administration  or  business;  one 
member  with  extensive  experience  in  the  field 
of  municipal  finance;  one  member  who  is  either 
an  attorney  or  a  certified  public  accountant,  in 
either  case  licensed  to  practice  in  the  common- 
wealth; one  member  from  among  three  candi- 
dates, one  nominated  by  Common  Cause,  one 
nominated  by  the  Massachusetts  Legislative 
Council  for  Older  Americans,  and  one  nomi- 
nated by  Massachusetts  Fair  Share  (or,  if  any 
of  such  organizations  shall  cease  to  exist,  a 
successor  thereto  designated  by  the  city  Council 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  provided 
that  if  any  of  such  organizations  shall  fail  to 
nominate  a  candidate  within  thirty  days  of  a 
vacancy,  the  mayor  shall  appoint  the  member 
from  the  remaining  candidates  or,  if  none,  shall 
appoint  an  individual  with  extensive  experience 
in  the  field  of  consumer  affairs);  and  one  mem- 
ber who  is  a  president,  manager,  or  executive 
director  of  a  nonprofit  institution  with  its  prin- 
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cipal  place  of  business  in  the  city  then  using  at 
least  1,000.000  cubic  feet  of  water  annually. 
The  members  first  appointed  shall  serve  in  office 
for  terms  expiring,  in  the  case  of  one  such,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  and  in  the  case  of 
the  others,  on  the  first,  second,  third,  and  fourth 
anniversaries  of  such  date,  provided  in  each 
case  their  successor  has  been  appointed  and 
qualified,  the  term  of  each  member  to  follow 
the  same  sequence  which  is  stated  herein  above. 
Thereafter,  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  of  five  years,  or  in  the  case  of  an  appoint- 
ment to  fill  a  vacancy,  for  the  unexpired  term, 
and  until  their  successor  is  appointed  and  quali- 
fied; provided,  however,  that  should  a  vacancy 
exist  for  a  period  of  more  than  sixty  days,  or 
should  the  mayor  fail  to  appoint  a  successor 
within  ninety  days  after  the  term  of  a  member 
expires,  the  city  council  shall  proceed  forthwith 
to  elect  a  member.  Such  an  election  shall  be 
deemed  a  vote  electing  an  official.  Any  member 
of  the  commission  shall  be  eligible  for  reappoint- 
ment. Notwithstanding  anything  herein  to  the

and 

Whereas,  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
Project  area  describes  certain  land  use  for  the 
project  area  and  will  require,  among  other  things, 
changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating  and  removal  of 
streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  ways,  the  estab- 
lishment of  new  street  patterns,  the  location  and 
relocation  of  sewer  and  water  mains  and  other 
public   facilities,   and   other  public   action;   and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
has  prepared  and  submitted  a  program  for  the 
relocation  of  individuals,  families,  and  businesses 
that  mav  be  displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying  out 
the  Project  in  accordance  with  the  urban  renewal 
plan;  and 

Whereas,  There  have  also  been  presented  to  the 
governing  body,  information  and  data  respecting 
the  relocation  program  which  has  been  prepared 
by  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  as  a  result 
of  studies,  surveys,  and  inspections  in  the  Project 
area  and  the  assembling  and  analysis  of  the  data 
and  information  obtained  from  such  studies,  sur- 
veys, and  inspections;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  governing  body 
have  general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevail- 
ing in  the  Project  area  and  of  the  availability  of 
proper  housing  in  the  Locality  for  the  relocation 
of  individuals  and  families  that  may  be  displaced 
from  the  Project  area,  and  in  the  light  of  such 
knowledge  of  local  housing  conditions,  have  care- 
fully considered  and  reviewed  such  proposals  for 
relocation;  and 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  relating  to  the  urban 
renewal  plan  for  the  Project  has  been  held  after 
due  notice  before  the  City  Council  of  the  city;

Whereas,  The  governing  body  is  cognizant  of 
the  conditions  that  are  imposed  in  the  undertaking

Ordered  by  the  City  Council, 

1.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  Project  area  is  a  substandard,  decadent,  or 
blighted  open  area  and  qualifies  as  an  eligible 
project  area  under  said  chapter  121B. 

2.  That  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Project, 
having  been  duly  reviewed  and  considered,  is  here- 
by approved,  and  the  City  Clerk  be,  and  is  hereby, 
directed  to  file  said  copy  of  the  urban  renewal 
plan  with  the  minutes  of  this  meeting.

4.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that, 
in  addition  to  the  elimination  of  blight  from  the 
Project   area,    the   undertaking    of   the  Project  in 
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such  area  further  promotes  the  public  welfare  and 
the  proper  development  of  the  community  by 
making  land  in  such  area  available  for  disposition 
and  redevelopment  for  uses  in  accordance  with 
the  urban  renewal  plan. 

5.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  Project  area  will 
afford  maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the 
sound  needs  of  the  Locality  as  a  whole  for  the 
urban  renewal  of  the  area  by  private  enterprise. 

6.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  Project  area  gives 
due  consideration  to  provision  of  adequate  park 
and  recreational  areas  and  facilities,  as  may  be 
desirable  for  neighborhood  improvement,  with 
special  consideration  for  the  health,  safety,  and 
welfare  of  children  residing  in  the  general  vicinity 
of  the  site  covered  by  the  plan. 

7.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  program  for  the  proper  relocation  of  individ- 
uals, families,  and  businesses  displaced  in  carrying 
out  the  project  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
dwellings  in  conformity  with  acceptable  standards 
is  feasible  and  can  be  reasonably  and  timely 
affected  to  permit  the  proper  prosecution  and 
completion  of  the  project;  and  that  such  dwellings 
or  dwelling  units  available  or  to  be  made  available 
to  such  displaced  individuals  and  families,  are  at 
least  equal  in  number  of  displaced  individual  and 
families,  not  generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to 
public  utilities  and  public  and  commercial  facilities 
than  the  dwellings  of  the  displaced  individuals  and 
families  in  the  Project  area,  are  available  at  rents 
or  prices  within  the  financial  means  of  the  dis- 
placed individuals  and  families,  and  are  reasonably 
accessible  to  their  places  of  employment. 

8.  That  in  order  to  implement  and  facilitate  the 
effectuation  of  the  urban  renewal  plan  hereby

approved. 

Ordered,  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  estimated 
that  such  part  of  the  cost  of  acquiring  and  develop- 


ing first  phase  of  the  North  Station  Urban  Re- 
newal Project  in  Boston  in  accordance  with  the 
urban  renewal  plan  approved  by  order  passed  in 
the  City  Council  on  and 

approved  by  the  Mayor  on  ,  as  will 

not  be  met  by  loans  from  other  sources  will  be 
$6,600,000;   and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  provisions  of  section  20  of 
chapter  12 IB  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended, 
the  sum  of  $6,600,000  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is, 
appropriated,  to  be  expended  in  aid  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  for  defraying  such  part

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  adopted  an  urban 
renewal  plan  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Plan") 
for  the  North  Station  Project  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  "Project"),  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
said  Plan  has  been  approved  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  on  ; 

and 

Whereas,  The  Plan  provides  for  the  acquisition, 
demolition  and  removal  or  rehabilitation  of  struc- 
tures in  the  area  covered  by  said  Project  (herein- 
after called  the  "Project  Area"),  the  installation 
of  site  improvements  and  public  facilities,  and  the 
disposition  of  land  in  the  Project  area  for  uses 
in   accordance  with  the   Plan;    and 

Whereas,  To  carry  out  and  complete  the  Project, 
the  Authority  will  need  assistance  from  the  City 
of  Boston.  Such  financial  assistance  may  consist 
of  cash  grants;  donations,  at  cash  value,  of  certain 
real  property  (exclusive  of  land  in  streets,  alleys, 
and  other  public  rights-of-way  which  may  be 
vacated  in  connection  with  the  Project)  in  the 
Project  area;  certain  demolition,  removal  of  other 
work  or  improvements  in  the  Project  area  at  the 
cost  thereof;  and  the  provision,  at  their  cost,  of 
public  buildings  or  other  public  facilities  which 
are  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  urban  renewal 
objectives  of  the  Project  in  accordance  with  the 
Plan;  and 
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Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  benefits 
to  accrue  to  the  City  from  the  carrying  out  of 
the  mutual  covenants  herein  contained  and  for 
other  good  and  valuable  consideration,  the  City 
and  the  Authority  do  hereby  covenant  and  agree 
as  follows: 

(1)  The  Authority  will  undertake  the  Project  in 
accordance  with  the  Plan  and  as  funds  are  made 
available  will  commence  and  carry  out  each  suc- 
cessive phase  of  the  Project  as  expeditiously  as 
possible. 

(2)  The  City  will  make  available  to  the  Authority 
monies  obtained  through  the  issuance  of  General 
Obligation  Bonds  of  a  face  value  of  $6.6  million. 
The  City  hereby  agrees  to  make,  from  time  to 
time  upon  demand  of  the  Authority  therefor,  pay- 
ments to  the  Authority  on  account  thereof. 

(3)  The  City,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will  recom- 
mend to  the  proper  board  or  officer  the  vacating 
of  such  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  rights-of- 
way  within  the  Project  area  as  may  be  necessary 
in  carrying  out  the  Plan,  and  the  laying  out  as 
public  streets  or  ways,  with  their  adjacent  side- 
walks, within  or  adjacent  to  the  Project  area  in 
accordance  with  the  Plan;  and  the  Authority 
agrees  not  to  sue  the  City  for  any  damages  for 
any  such  vacating  or  layout  out;  and  the  Authority 
further  agrees  to  reimburse  the  City  for  any  such 
damages  recovered  by  others  under  chapter  79  of 
the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  as  amended, 
or  any  other  provision  of  law  for  such  vacating 
or  laying  out. 

(4)  The  City,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will  recom- 
mend to  the  proper  boards  or  officers  such  action 
as  may  be  necessary  to  waive,  change,  or  modify, 
to  the  extent  necessary  or  desirable  to  permit 
carrying  out  the  Project,  the  statutes,  ordinances, 
rules  and  regulations  regulating  land  use  in  Boston 
and  prescribing  health,  sanitation  and  safety  stan- 
dards for  buildings  in  Boston. 

(5)  The  City  will  convey  to  the  Authority,  or 
consent  to  the  taking  by  the  Authority  of,  any 
real  property  or  rights  therein,  owned  by  the  City 
which  is  subject  to  acquisition  by  the  Authority 
pursuant  to  the  Plan.  The  fair  market  value  of 
such  property  or  rights  shall  be  determined  by 
independent  appraisers  in  accordance  with  appli- 
cable regulations  and  standard  operating  pro- 
cedures of  the  Authority. 

(6)  The  Authority  recognizes  that  the  City,  in 
accordance  with  section  16  of  chapter  121B  of  the 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  may  require  pay- 
ments in  lieu  of  taxes,  betterments  and  special 
assessments  on  all  property  held  by  the  Authority 
as  part  of  the  Project.  The  City  hereby  agrees 
that  if  such  payments  are  required  pursuant  to 
said  section  16  they  shall  not  be  required  in  excess 
of  the  budgeted  amount  and  will  be  computed  on 
the  basis  of  the  current  assessment. 

(7)  The  City  shall  continue  to  cooperate  with 
the  Authority  by  such  other  lawful  actions  and 
in  such  other  lawful  ways  as  may  be  necessary 
in  connection  with  the  undertaking  and  carrying 
out  of  the  Project  in  all  its  phases. 

(8)  Under  the  provisions  of  section  20  of  chap- 
ter 121 B  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  the 
City  agrees  to  appropriate  monies  to  be  expended 
in  aid  of  the  Authority  for  defraying  such  addi- 
tional costs  for  the  acquisition,  relocation  and 
demolition  costs  of  said  Project  as  will  not  be 
met  by  loans  through  other  sources. 


(9)  The  City  will  take  steps  appropriate  to 
assure  that  no  member  of  its  governing  body  and 
other  City  official  who  exercises  any  functions  or 
responsibilities  in  the  review  or  approval  of  the 
Project  shall,  prior  to  the  completion  of  the  Proj- 
ect, voluntarily  acquire  any  personal  interest, 
direct  or  indirect,  in  any  property  included  in  the 
Project  area,  or  in  any  contract  or  proposed  con- 
tract in  connection  with  the  carrying  out  of  the 
Project. 

(10)  It  is  further  understood  that  the  parties 
recognize  that  there  can  be  no  discrimination  on 
the  grounds  of  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  or 
national  origin  in  the  policies,  practices  and  uses 
of  the  public  facilities  proposed  for  the  urban 
renewal  project.  The  City  of  Boston  covenants 
that  the  public  facilities  herein  proposed  as  local 
grants-in-aid  will  be  available  to  and  serve  all 
persons  without  regard  to  race,  color,  sex,  religion, 
or  national  origin.  Without  being  by  way  of 
limitation,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  parties  that 
this  antidiscrimination  agreement  will  run  with  the 
title  to  all  land  within  the  Project  area.

Effective  July  1,  1980,  every  bill  rendered  by 
vendors  or  contractors  to  the  City  of  Boston  or 
County  of  Suffolk  or  payment  for  goods,  ser- 
vices, provisions  or  other  articles  supplied  in 
quantity  shall  clearly  itemize  the  number  and 
unit  cost  on  the  statement  submitted  for  pay- 
ment and  shall  separately  itemize  additional 
charges,  gratuities,  taxes,  etc.,  which  are  properly 
to  be  included  in  the  total  sum  requested.  If 
such  sum  is  to  be  reduced  by  discount  or  other 
allowances,  these  shall  clearly  be  listed  and 
applied  as  adjustment. 

This    ordinance    shall    apply    to    all    services, 
goods   and    provisions,   including    those   supplied 
by  food  catering  services,  and  obtained  through 
purchase    orders,    service    orders    or    payments 
against    contractual    reserves    in    any   budget   of 
city  agencies  and  agencies  funded  wholly  or  in 
part  by  federal  funds  or  state  funds.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
GOVERNMENT  FINANCE 

Coun.  FLYNN,  for  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Finance,  submitted  the  following  interim 
report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred April  30)  (Docket  No.  0533)  authorizing 
application  and  expenditure  by  Mayor  of  grant  of 
$26,100,000  under  the  Year  Six  Community  De- 
velopment  Block  Grant   Program: 

Since  the  Mayor's  proposed  $26.1  million  Com- 
munity Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG)  appli- 
cation was  submitted  to  the  City  Council  on  April 
30,  1980,  the  Committee  on  Government  Finance 
has  conducted  ten  area  hearings  and  one  citywide 
hearing  on  the  proposals  contained  in  the  budget 


application  which  more  than  3,000  residents  at- 
tended. 

The  Committee  heard  hours  of  testimony  from 
residen'.s  concerned  about  the  severe  impact  which 
the  Mayor's  proposed  elimination  of  CDBG  fund- 
ing for  public  housing  and  human  services  would 
have  on  low-  and  moderate-income  residents  across 
the  city.  In  light  of  the  sudden  and  serious  human 
impact  which  these  cuts  would  have  and  because 
of  the  very  real  possibility  that  these  cutbacks 
(together  with  excessively  high  administrative  over- 
head) violate  the  Congressional  intent  of  the  CDBG 
program  to  "principally  benefit  low-  and  moderate- 
income  persons"  as  required  under  section  101  (c) 
of  the  Housing  and  Community  Development  Act 
of  1974,  the  Committee  on  Government  Finance 
voted  on  May  27  to  reject  the  Mayor's  proposal 
and  propose  its  own  redrafted  version  for  con- 
sideration. 

Recognizing  the  June  15  deadline  for  submission 
of  a  final  CDBG  application  to  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD),  the 
Committee  had  intended  to  have  its  redrafted 
version  completed  for  consideration  at  the  June  4 
City  Council  session.  However,  this  timetable  was 
based  on  our  understanding  that  the  proposed  city 
operating  budget  for  FY  '81  would  have  been  sub- 
mitted by  the  Mayor  before  June  1  as  previously 
indicated. 

Without  the  operating  budget  before  us,  it  is 
impossible  to  determine  the  fate  of  both  the  Com- 
munity Schools  program  and  the  Neighborhood 
Health  Centers  which  have  previously  been  assisted 
with  CDBG  funding.  These  two  programs  have 
been  among  the  most  successful  in  the  city  and 
we  believe  their  future  must  be  ensured  either 
through  the  CDBG  budget  or  the  operating  bud- 
get. Some  indications  have  suggested  that  at  least 
some  of  the  funding  for  Community  Schools  and 
the  Neighborhood  Health  Centers  would  be  con- 
tained in  the  fiscal  year  1981  budget. 

Until  this  information  is  available  the  Com 
mittee  cannot  take  final  action  on  the  CDBG 
budget. 

The  Committee  is  deeply  disturbed  over  the 
lack  of  accountability  to  the  city's  taxpayers  which 
the  failure  of  the  Mayor  to  submit  the  operating 
budget  within  a  reasonable  time  has  had.  With  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  less  than  four  weeks  away, 
it  is  the  height  of  outrage  that  the  budget  has 
still  not  been  submitted  to  the  City  Council  for 
consideration. 

Despite  the  late  date,  this  Committee  will  not 
be  rushed  into  rubber-stamping  through  any  budget 
proposal.  The  taxpayers  of  the  city  want  and 
deserve  better  treatment  than  to  spend  hundreds 
of  millions  of  dollars  of  public  money  without 
thorough   scrutiny   and   deliberations.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON 
URBAN  RESOURCES 

Coun.  SEARS,  for  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Resources,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  May  28)  (Docket  No.  0648)  authorizing 
the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  to  make 
personnel  and  other  expenditures  in  amounts  pro- 
vided for  by  petition  approved  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil on  May  14,  1980,  and 
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Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  May  28)  (Docket  No.  0649)  amending 
petition  for  special  law  approved  by  the  City 
Council  on  May  14,  1980,  re  Boston  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission,  with  amendments  offered  by 
Councillor  McDonough — recommending  that  the 
orders  ought  to  pass  in  the  following  new  drafts: 

Whereas,  Paragraph  3  of  section  4  of  chapter 
436  of  the  Acts  of  1977  (the  "Act")  creating  the 
Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  (the  "Com- 
mission") provides  that  expenditures  by  the  Com- 
mission for  personnel  as  provided  in  such  para- 
graph shall  be  limited  to  $100,000  unless  other- 
wise approved  by  the  mayor  and  city  council;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  council  on  May  14,  1980, 
approved  a  petition  to  the  General  Court  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  enacted  to  amend  said 
section  of  the  act  to  provide  for  a  specific  level 
of  personnel  of  the  Commission  and  to  restrict 
expenditures  of  the  Commission;  and 

Whereas,  The  Commission  has  requested  that 
the  city  council  implement  the  provisions  of  such 
amendment  pending  approval  of  the  petition  by 
the  General  Court; 

Now,  therefore,  in  accordance  with  the  authority 
granted  by  section  4  of  the  act  and  in  lieu  of 
the  limitation  provided  therein,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Commission  shall  not,  before 
December  31,  1982,  retain  on  its  payroll  at  any 
time  more  than  503  permanent  or  temporary  em- 
ployees. Expenditures  by  the  Commission,  exclud- 
ing from  the  computation  thereof,  capital  expendi- 
tures, assessments  and  payments  due  to  the  Metro- 
politan District  Commission  and  mandated  debt 
service  costs,  shall  not  in  fiscal  years  1981,  1982, 
and  1983,  exceed  104  percent  of  the  amount  ex- 
pended by  it  (as  so  computed)  in  the  fiscal  year 
prior  thereto,  except  with  the  approval  .of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council.  Thereafter,  such  ex- 
penditures shall  not,  without  such  approval,  exceed 
such  percentage  as  the  city  may  establish  by  ordi- 
nance, provided,  however,  that  such  percentage  as 
may  be  established  shall  not  be  less  than  100  per- 
cent of  the  amount  so  expended  in  the  prior  fiscal 
year. 

Ordered: 

1.  That  section  1  of  the  petition  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  the  General  Court  passed  May  14,  1980 
(the  "petition")  relating  to  the  Boston  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission  and  requesting  legislation  to 
amend  chapter  436  of  the  Acts  of  1977  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  3  of  chapter  436  of  the 
Acts  of  1977  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
the  third  paragraph  thereof  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  the 
powers  of  the  commission  shall  be  exercised  by 
a  board  of  five  members,  each  of  whom  shall 
be,  and  shall  remain  during  his  incumbency  as 
a  member,  a  resident  of  the  city  and  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  mayor  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  city  council.  Such  members  shall 
include  one  member  who  is  an  attorney  licensed 
to  practice  in  the  Commonwealth  with  extensive 
experience  in  the  field  of  administration  or 
business;  one  member  with  extensive  experience 
in  the  field  of  municipal  finance;  one  member 
who  is  a  certified  public  accountant  licensed  to 


practice  in  the  Commonwealth,  or,  in  the  event 
that  there  is  no  certified  public  accountant  re- 
siding in  Boston  who  is  willing  to  serve  on  said 
commission,  a  person  with  a  master's  degree 
from  an  accredited  university  in  the  field  of 
accounting  and  a  minimum  of  five  years  of  work 
experience  in  the  field  of  accounting;  one  mem- 
ber from  among  three  candidates,  one  nominated 
by  Common  Cause,  one  nominated  by  Massa- 
chusetts Fair  Share  and  one  nominated  by  the 
Massachusetts  Legislative  Council  for  Older 
Americans  (or,  if  any  of  such  organizations  shall 
cease  to  exist,  a  successor  thereto  designated 
by  the  city  council  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  and  provided  that  if  any  of  such  organi- 
zations shall  fail  to  nominate  a  candidate  within 
thirty  days  of  receiving  notice  of  a  vacancy,  the 
mayor  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city 
council,  appoint  the  member  from  the  remain- 
ing candidates  or,  if  none,  shall  appoint  an  in- 
dividual with  extensive  experience  in  the  field 
of  consumer  affairs)  and  one  member  who  is  a 
president,  manager,  or  executive  director  of  a 
nonprofit  institution  with  its  principal  place  of 
business  in  the  city  then  using  at  least  1,000,000 
cubic  feet  of  water  annually.  The  two  additional 
members  appointed  in  January,  1981,  shall  serve 
in  office  for  terms  expiring,  in  the  case  of  one 
such,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1984,  and 
in  the  case  of  the  other  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  1985,  provided  in  each  case  his  suc- 
cessor has  been  appointed  and  qualified,  the 
term  of  each  member  to  follow  the  same  se- 
quence which  is  stated  herein  above.  The  mem- 
ber appointed  or  reappointed  in  January,  1981, 
to  replace  a  member  of  the  existing  commission 
whose  term  then  expires,  shall  serve  in  office 
until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1986.  The 
member  appointed  in  1980,  shall  serve  until  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  1983.  In  January, 
1982,  and  thereafter,  members  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  five  years,  or  in  the  case  of  an 
appointment  to  fill  a  vacancy,  for  the  unexpired 
term,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  qualified;  provided,  however,  that  should  a 
vacancy  exist  for  a  period  of  more  than  sixty 
days,  or  should  the  mayor  fail  to  appoint  a 
successor  within  ninety  days  after  the  term  of  a 
member  expires,  the  city  council  shall  proceed 
forthwith  to  elect  a  member.  Such  an  election 
shall  be  deemed  a  vote  electing  an  official.

Section  2.  Section  4  of  chapter  436  of  the 
Acts  of  1977  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
in  the  third  paragraph,  the  second  sentence,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

The  Commission  shall  not,  before  December 
31,  1982,  retain  on  its  payroll  at  any  time  more 
than  503  permanent  or  temporary  employees. 
Expenditures  by  the  commission,  excluding  from 
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the  computation  thereof,  capital  expenditures, 
assessments  and  payments  due  to  the  Metro- 
politan District  Commission  and  mandated  debt 
service  costs,  shall  not  in  fiscal  years  1981, 
1982,  and  1983,  exceed  104  percent  of  the 
amount  expended  by  it  (as  so  computed)  in  the 
fiscal  year  prior  thereto,  except  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor  and  city  council.

The  report  was  accepted. 
Coun.  McDONOUGH  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  passage  of  Docket  No.    0648    as 
reported    by    the    Committee    would    permit    the 
Mayor,  through  his  three  appointees  to  the  Boston 
Water  and  Sewer  Commission,  to  turn  said  Com- 
mission into   a  haven  for  unproductive,  politically 
connected  employees  at  great  expense  to  the  Bos- 
ton Water  and  Sewer  user;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  no  provision  for  any  time 
limitations  on  the  approval  given  Docket  No.  0648 
so  as  to  create  a  need  for  the  said  Commission  to 
achieve  passage  of  the  home  rule  petition  regard- 
ing the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  passed  by 
the  City  Council  on  May  14  which  contains 
various  provisions  designed  to  protect  consumers; 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  therefore  imperative  that  a  rea- 
sonable time  limit  be  established  for  the  passage 
of  said  home  rule  petition  and  for  the  approval 
given  by  Docket  No.  0648;   be  it,  therefore, 

Moved,  That  the  order  contained  in  Docket  No. 
0648  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  the  ap- 
proval, in  accordance  with  paragraph  3  of  section 
4  of  chapter  436  of  the  Acts  of  1977,  granted  by 
said  order  shall  expire  and  not  be  valid  after  June 
30,  1981. 

Whereas,  The  passage  of  Docket  No.  0648  in 
the  form  submitted  by  the  Mayor  to  the  Council 
on  May  28,  1980,  or  in  the  form  reported  by  the 
Committee  today  grants  complete  freedom  from 
the  $100,000  personnel  limit  imposed  by  chapter 
436  of  the  Acts  of  1977  on  the  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission  and  apparently  would  allow  the  em- 
ployment by  said  Commission  of  503  employees 
immediately,  thereby  increasing  the  Commission's 
payroll  by  many  additional  persons;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  does  not  know  how 
many  people  are  on  said  payroll  or  how  many 
more  will  actually  be  needed  and  in  what  capa- 
cities or  with  what  salaries;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  the  passage  of 
Docket  No.  0648  would  tend  to  greatly  reduce  the 
impetus  for  the  Commission  to  obtain  the  statu- 
tory relief  to  be  provided  by  a  home  rule  petition 
which  the  Council  passed  on  May  14,  1980,  and 
which  Docket  No.  0649,  also  considered  today, 
would  amend;  and 


Whereas,  The  home  rule  petition  and  Docket 
No.  0649  contain  consumer  benefits  which  are  not 
provided  for  by  the  order  identified  as  Docket  No. 
0648  now  under  consideration  by  the  council;  be 
it,  therefore, 

Moved,  That  Docket  No.  0648  be  placed  on 
the  table  until  such  time  as  the  Council  can 
determine  if  the  home  rule  petition  regarding  the 
Water  and  Sewer  Commission  passed  by  the  Coun- 
cil on  May  14,  1980,  and  amended  by  the  Council 
today  is  enacted  into  law  during  the  present  state 
legislative  session  or,  in  the  event  that  it  is  not 
so  enacted,  until  the  City  Council  has  made  a 
factually  based  determination  as  to  how  many 
employees  the  said  Commission  will  require  until 
such  legislation  is  enacted. 

Coun.  SEARS  moved  that  section  3  of  Docket 
No.  0649  be  amended  as  follows: 

3.     Section     12    of    the    petition    is    hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage,  except  for  section  1  hereof,  which 
shall  take  effect  on  the  first  Monday  of  January, 
1981.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  section  1 
hereof  to  the  contrary,  the  member  of  the  com- 
mission in  office  at  the  effective  date  of  this  act 
whose  term  expires  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  1981,  shall  be  deemed  to  occupy  the 
position  designated  in  section  1  hereof  for  an 
attorney  and  the  member  whose  term  expires  on 
the  first  Monday  in  January,  1982,  shall  be 
deemed  to  occupy  the  position  so  designated 
for  a  person  with  extensive  experience  in  muni- 
cipal finance.  Also  notwithstanding  section  1 
hereof,  any  member  appointed  to  the  commis- 
sion prior  to  the  effective  date  of  said  section  1, 
other  than  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall  be  deemed  to 
occupy  the  position  designated  by  section  1  for 
a  certified  public  accountant  and  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday 
in  January,  1983.  The  two  additional  members 
of  the  commission  appointed  in  accordance  with 
said  section  1  after  its  effective  date  shall  be 
appointed  for  terms  expiring  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January,  1984,  and  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  1985,  respectively. 
On  motion  of  Coun.  SEARS  Docket  Nos.  0648 
and  0649,  with  proposed  amendments  thereto, 
were  placed  on  the  table.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
RE  REORGANIZING  GOVERNMENT  OF 
CITY   OF  BOSTON 

Coun.   DiCARA  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  eight  of  article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  sub- 
stantially   as   follows: 

That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy 
of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under 
clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as  amended, 
of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that 
legislation  be  enacted  providing  substantially  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  This  act  shall  be  known  as  the  Charter 
Revision  Act  of  1980. 

Section  2.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  376 
of  the  Acts  of  1951,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  sections  10  through  20  in  their 
entirety  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing sections: 

Section  11  A.  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of 
Boston: 

(1)  A  Mayor  who  shall  be  the  executive 
officer  of  the  city; 

(2)  A  city  administrator  with  the  responsi- 
bility for  implementing  all  day-to-day 
functions  and  operations  of  the  city,  whose 
duties  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to  the 
following:  tax  collection  and  disbursement 
of  all  city  revenues;  preparation  and  pre- 
sentation of  the  annual  budget;  coordina- 
tion of  departmental  objectives  and  muni- 
cipal programs;  supervision  of  department 
heads  and  their  staffs;  labor  negotiations 
with  all  public  sector  unions;  and  main- 
tenance of  a  working  relationship  with  the 
City  Council. 

(3)  A  City  Council  composed  of  fifteen  mem- 
bers, ten  of  whom  are  elected  from  districts 
to  be  established  pursuant  to  this  act  and 
five  of  whom  are  elected  at  large  in  non- 
partisan  elections; 

(4)  A  School  Committee  also  composed  of 
fifteen  members,  ten  of  whom  are  elected 
from  the  aforementioned  districts  and  five 
of  whom  are  elected   at   large. 

Section  11B.  In  the  year  1982,  the  City  Coun- 
cil shall  divide  the  City  of  Boston  into  ten 
districts.  Each  district  shall  be  compact  and 
shall  contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be  possible,  an 
equal  number  of  inhabitants;  no  district  shall 
contain  inhabitants  to  a  number  less  than  90  per- 
cent nor  more  than  110  percent  of  the  average 
number  of  inhabitants  in  all  such  districts.  Further- 


more, each  district  shall  be  composed  of  con- 
tiguous existing  precincts  and  shall  be  drawn  with 
a  view  toward  preserving  the  integrity  of  existing 
neighborhoods. 

From  each  of  the  ten  districts  created  hereunder 
there  shall  be  elected  one  district  City  Councillor 
and  one  district  School  Committee  person  as  more 
fully  set  forth  in  proposed  sections  15A  and  17 A. 
The  City  Council  shall  cause  such  districts  to  be 
depicted  on  maps,  and  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners  shall  publish  lists  of  all  voters 
who  are  inhabitants  of  each  district  for  the  benefit 
of  candidates  running  for  office  from  those  dis- 
tricts. 

Before  the  boundaries  of  each  district  are  finally 
determined  by  the  Council,  at  least  two  public 
hearings  shall  be  held,  scheduled  with  two  weeks 
separating  them  and  on  different  days  of  the  week, 
so  that  the  Council  members  will  have  the  benefit 
of  public  sentiment  on  the  matter. 

If,  by  January  1,  1983,  the  City  Council  shall 
not  have  made  division  of  the  city  into  districts 
as  provided  above,  then  such  division  shall  be 
made  by  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  of 
the  City  of  Boston  by  March  1,  1983,  and  such 
divisions  as  the  Commissioners  make  shall  be  in 
force  for  every  purpose  of  this  act.  The  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  may,  from  time  to  time 
and  with  the  approval  of  a  two-thirds  majority 
of  the  City  Council,  alter  the  established  district 
lines  to  make  divisions  and  redivisions  which  con- 
form to  the  standards  outlined  above,  and  which 
meet  constitutional  requirements. 

Section  12.  Every  person  elected  Mayor  and 
every  person  elected  or  chosen  City  Councillor  or 
School  Committee  member  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  City  Clerk  for  the 
purpose,  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  oath  of  office 
prescribed  in  the  Constitution  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  an  oath  to  support  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States.  Such  oaths  shall  be  adminis- 
tered, to  a  person  elected  Mayor,  by  a  justice  of 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  a  judge  of  a  court 
of  record  commissioned  to  hold  such  court  within 
the  city  or  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  to  a  person 
elected  or  chosen  City  Councillor  or  School  Com- 
mittee member,  by  the  Mayor  or  any  person 
authorized  to  administer  said  oaths  to  a  person 
elected  Mayor. 

Section  13.  Whenever  the  Mayor  is  absent  from 
the  city  or  unable  from  any  cause  .to  perform  his 
duties,  and  whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  Mayor  from  any  cause,  the  President  of 
the  City  Council,  while  such  absence,  inability  or 
vacancy  continues,  shall  perform  the  duties  of 
Mayor.  If  there  is  no  President  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil or  if  he  is  also  absent  from  the  city  or  unable 
from  any  cause  to  perform  such  duties,  they  shall 
be  performed,  until  there  is  a  Mayor  or  President 
of  the  City  Council  or  the  Mayor  or  President  of 
the  City  Council  returns  or  is  able  to  attend  to 
said  duties,  by  such  member  of  the  City  Council 
as  that  body  by  a  vote,  which  for  the  purposes 
of  section  16B,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  vote  elect- 
ing an  official,  may  elect,  and  until  such  election 
by  the  City  Clerk.  The  person  upon  whom  such 
duties  shall  devolve  shall  be  called  "acting  Mayor" 
and  shall  possess  the  powers  of  Mayor  only  in 
matters  not  admitting  of  delay  but  shall  have  no 
power  to  make  permanent  appointments. 
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Section  14A.  In  the  year  1983,  and  every  four 
years  thereafter,  a  Mayor  shall  be  elected  at  large 
to  hold  office  for  the  four  years  following  the 
year  in  which  he/she  is  elected  and  thereafter 
until  his/her  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

The  Mayor's  duties  shall  include  the  power  of 
appointment  of  department  heads,  the  power,  sub- 
ject to  City  Council  concurrence  as  hereinafter 
provided,  to  appoint  and  to  discharge  the  City 
Administrator,  and  the  long-range  planning  for 
the  city's  needs. 

Section  14B.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office 
of  Mayor  within  sixteen  weeks  prior  to  a  biennial 
state  election  other  than  a  biennial  state  election 
at  which  a  Governor  is  regularly  elected,  or  within 
sixteen  months  after  a  biennial  state  election,  or 
if  there  is  a  failure  to  elect  a  Mayor  or  a  person 
elected  Mayor  resigns  or  dies  before  taking  office, 
the  City  Council  shall  forthwith  adopt  an  order 
calling  a  special  municipal  election  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  at  large  a  Mayor  for  the  un- 
expired term,  in  accordance  with  sections  53 
through  63  so  far  as  apt,  which  election  shall  be 
held  on  such  Tuesday,  not  less  than  120  days  nor 
more  than  140  days  after  the  adoption  of  such 
order,  as  the  City  Council  shall  in  such  order  fix. 
If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Mayor  at  any 
other  time,  a  Mayor  shall  be  elected  at  large  at 
the  next  biennial  state  election  to  hold  office  for 
a  term  expiring  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  on 
the  first  Monday  of  January  following  the  next 
biennial  state  election  in  which  a  Governor  is 
regularly  elected.  A  person  elected  Mayor  under 
either  of  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  take  and 
subscribe  the  oaths  required  by  section  12  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  issuance  to  him  of  his  cer- 
tificate of  election.  Such  person  shall  hold  office 
from  the  time  of  taking  and  subscribing  such  oaths 
until  the  expiration  of  his  term  and  thereafter 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  The 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  if  a 
vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Mayor  in  the 
period  beginning  on  the  date  of  a  biennial  state 
election  at  which  a  Governor  is  elected  and  ending 
at  the  time  the  Mayor  takes  office.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  section  16B,  votes  of  the  City  Council 
under  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  special 
election  orders. 

Section  14C.  Within  four  weeks  following  the 
Mayor's  inauguration  for  the  new  term,  or  such 
other  reasonable  period  as  may  be  established,  the 
Mayor  shall  appoint,  subject  to  confirmation  by 
a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  City  Council,  a  City 
Administrator  who  shall  serve  as  the  chief  ad- 
ministrative officer  of  city  government. 

If  the  proposed  appointee  is  not  confirmed  by 
the  City  Council  as  provided  above,  after  public 
hearings  are  held  on  the  person's  qualifications 
and  ability  to  discharge  the  duties  of  office,  then 
the  Mayor  shall  withdraw  the  nomination  and  sub- 
mit another  one  to  the  City  Council.  The  City 
Council  may  not  spend  more  than  four  weeks  in 
consideration  of  any  nominee,  and  must  act  as 
soon  as  possible  to  either  confirm  or  reject  the 
appointment  so  that  a  City  Administrator  is  in- 
stalled in  office  no  later  than  three  months  after 
the  Mayor's  inauguration. 

If,  at  any  time  during  the  Mayor's  term,  he/she 
must  receive  a  simple  majority  concurrence  of  the 
City    Council    to    effectuate    that    discharge.    The 


Mayor  will  be  responsible  for  providing  the  Coun- 
cil with  evidence  supporting  the  proposed  dis- 
charge. 

If  the  Council  does  not  vote  to  support  the 
discharge,  by  a  simple  majority  vote  of  its  mem- 
bers, then  the  City  Administrator  shall  remain  in 
his/her  position  and  continue  to  discharge  the 
functions  of  the  office. 

Section  14D.  The  Mayor's  appointment  of  the 
City  Auditor  shall  likewise  be  confirmed  by  a 
two-thirds  majority  of  the  City  Council,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  same  time  frame  provided  in  section 
14B  for  the  confirmation  or  rejection  of  a  City 
Administrator. 

Section  ISA.  In  the  year  1983  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  ten  City  Councillors,  one  from 
each  of  the  ten  districts  to  be  established  pursuant 
to  this  act,  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  the 
two  years  following  the  year  in  which  they  are 
elected. 

In  that  same  year,  1983,  and  every  four  years 
thereafter,  five  City  Councillors  shall  be  elected 
at  large  to  hold  office  for  the  four  years  following 
the  year  in  which  they  are  elected.  One  of  the 
five  at-large  Councillors  will  serve  as  City  Council 
President  after  popular  election  to  that  post  as 
hereinafter   provided  in  section    15C. 

Every  City  Councillor  who  runs  for  the  office 
or  who  is  elected  to  represent  an  individual  dis- 
trict shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  a  place 
within  the  district  for  which  he/she  is  chosen  for 
at  least  one  year  immediately  preceding  his/her 
election;  he/she  shall  cease  to  represent  such 
district  when  he/she  ceases  to  be  an  inhabitant 
thereof. 

Section  15B.  If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs 
in  the  City  Council  from  any  cause,  the  City  Clerk 
shall  forthwith  notify  the  City  Council  thereof, 
and  within  fifteen  days  after  such  notification,  the 
remaining  City  Councillors  shall  choose,  as  City 
Councillor  for  the  unexpired  term,  whichever  of 
the  defeated  candidates  for  the  office  of  City 
Councillor  at  the  regular  election  at  which  the 
City  Councillors  were  elected  for  the  term  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs,  who  is  eligible  and 
willing  to  serve  and  received  the  highest  number 
of  votes  at  such  election,  or,  if  there  is  no  such 
defeated  candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  a 
registered  voter  of  the  city  duly  qualified  to  vote 
for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  City  Councillor. 
If  at  a  regular  election  there  is  a  failure  to  elect 
a  City  Councillor  or  if  a  person  elected  City 
Councillor  at  such  an  election  resigns  or  dies 
before  taking  office,  the  City  Clerk  shall,  as  soon 
as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  remaining  City 
Councillors-elect  take  office,  notify  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  such  failure  to  elect,  of  resignation  or  of 
death;  and  within  fifteen  days  after  such  notifica- 
tion the  members  thereof  shall  choose,  as  City 
Councillor  for  the  unexpired  term,  whichever  of 
the  defeated  candidates  for  the  office  of  City 
Councillor  at  such  election,  who  is  eligible  and 
willing  to  serve,  and  received  the  highest  number 
of  votes  at  such  election,  or,  if  there  is  no  such 
defeated  candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve, 
a  registered  voter  of  the  city  duly  qualified  to  vote 
for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  City  Councillor. 

The  selection  of  a  person  to  fill  the  vacancy 
created  in  the  City  Council  shall  be  governed  by 
the  requirements  set  forth  in  sections  1 1  (A)  (3) 
and    15  (A).     If,   therefore,    the    vacant    seat   was 
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formerly  held  by  a  City  Councillor  at-large  or  the 
City  Council  President,  the  defeated  candidate 
selected  shall  be  that  person  who  received  the 
highest  number  of  votes  in  the  election  of  City 
Councillors  at-large  or  City  Council  President  and 
who  is  eligible  and  willing  to  serve.  Likewise,  if 
the  vacant  seat  was  formerly  held  by  a  district 
City  Councillor,  the  candidate  chosen  shall  be 
that  person  who  received  the  highest  number  of 
votes  in  the  election  of  City  Councillor  from  that 
district  only,  provided  that  the  individual  meets 
the  residency  requirements  for  district  City  Coun- 
cillor set  forth  in  section  15 A. 

If  in  any  of  the  aforesaid  events  a  choice  is 
not  made  as  hereinbefore  provided  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  notification  of  the  City  Council  by 
the  City  Clerk,  the  choice  shall  be  made  by  the 
Mayor,  or,  if  there  is  no  Mayor,  by  the  City 
Councillor  senior  in  length  of  service,  or,  if  there 
be  more  than  one  such,  by  the  City  Councillor 
senior  both  in  age  and  length  of  service.  For  the 
purposes  of  section  16B,  votes  of  the  City  Council 
under  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  votes 
electing  officials. 

Section  15C.  Anyone  securing  the  requisite  num- 
ber of  signatures  on  a  nominating  petition  as  pro- 
vided in  section  56  may  run  for  City  Council 
President.  Upon  election,  the  President  shall  serve 
a  four-year  term  in  conjunction  with  the  four- 
year  term  to  be  served  by  the  other  four  at-large 
City  Councillors. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of 
the  Council  and  shall  from  time  to  time  establish 
rules  for  its  proceedings.  When  the  President  is 
absent,  a  member  of  the  City  Council  chosen  by 
the  President  or,  in  the  absence  of  that,  the  mem- 
ber eldest  in  years  shall  preside  at  Council  meet- 
ings. 

Section  15D.  The  City  Council  may,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  from  time  to  time 
establish  such  offices,  other  than  that  of  Clerk, 
as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  its 
affairs  and  at  such  salaries  as  it  may  determine, 
and  abolish  such  offices  or  alter  such  salaries;  and 
without  such  approval  may  fill  offices  thus  estab- 
lished and  remove  the  incumbents  at  its  pleasure. 
The  City  Clerk  shall  act  as  Clerk  of  the  City 
Council. 

Section  15E.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  neither  the  City 
Council  nor  any  member,  committee,  officer  or 
employee  thereof  shall  directly  or  indirectly  on 
behalf  of  the  city  or  the  County  of  Suffolk  take 
part  in  the  employment  of  labor,  the  making  of 
contracts,  nor  the  purchase  of  materials,  supplies 
or  real  estate;  nor  in  the  construction,  alteration, 
or  repair  of  any  public  works,  buildings,  or  other 
property;  nor  in  the  care,  custody  or  management 
of  the  same;  nor  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive 
or  administrative  business  of  the  city  or  county; 
nor  in  the  appointment  or  removal  of  any  city  or 
county  employee,  nor  in  the  expenditure  of  public 
money  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
contingent  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  City 
Council.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $1,000,  or  both. 

Section  15F.  No  City  Councillor  shall,  during 
the  term  for  which  a  City  Councillor  is  elected 
or   chosen,  hold   any   office    or   position   which    is 


under  the  city  government  or  the  salary  of  which 
is  payable  out  of  the  city  treasury  except  the 
office  of  City  Councillors  and  any  office  held  ex 
officio  by  virtue  of  being  a  member,  or  President, 
of  the  City  Council,  nor  shall  any  Councillor 
hold  any  elected  state  or  county  office;  provided, 
however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  pre- 
vent such  Councillor  from  being  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  with  or  without  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Council,  to  any  such  office  or  position  if 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  such  office  or 
position  he  resigns  as  City  Councillor  or  City 
Councillor  elect. 

Section  16A.  The  Mayor  may,  whenever  in  his 
judgment  the  good  of  the  city  requires  it,  summon 
a  meeting  or  meetings  of  the  City  Council  although 
said  Council  stands  adjourned  to  a  more  distant 
day,  and  shall  cause  suitable  written  notice  of 
such  meeting  or  meetings  to  be  given  to  the  City 
Councillors. 

Section  16B.  Every  order,  ordinance,  resolu- 
tion and  vote  of  the  City  Council  (except  special 
election  orders  adopted  under  sections  13  and  15, 
votes  relating  to  the  internal  affairs  of  said  Coun- 
cil, resolutions  not  affecting  legal  rights,  votes 
electing  officials  and  votes  confirming  appointment 
by  the  Mayor)  shall  be  presented  to  the  Mayor 
for  his  approval.  If  he  approves  it,  he  shall  sign 
it;  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  in  force.  If  he  dis- 
approves it,  he  shall,  by  filing  it  with  the  City 
Clerk  with  his  objection  thereto  in  writing,  return 
it  to  the  City  Council  which  shall  enter  the  Mayor's 
message  upon  its  records.  Every  order  ordinance, 
resolution  and  vote  authorizing  a  loan  or  appro- 
priating money  or  accepting  a  statute  involving 
the  expenditure  of  money,  which  is  so  returned 
to  the  City  Council,  shall  be  void,  and  no  further 
action  shall  be  taken  thereon;  but  the  City  Coun- 
cil shall  proceed  forthwith  to  reconsider  every 
other  -order,  ordinance,  resolution  and  vote  so 
returned,  and  if,  after  such  reconsideration,  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  City  Councillors  present  and 
voting  thereon  vote  to  pass  it  notwithstanding  the 
disapproval  of  the  Mayor,  it  shall  then  be  in  force; 
but  no  such  vote  shall  be  taken  before  the  seventh 
day  after  the  City  Council  has  entered  the  Mayor's 
message  upon  its  records.  Every  order,  ordinance, 
resolution  or  vote  required  by  this  section  to  be 
presented  to  the  Mayor  which,  within  fifteen  days 
after  passage  by  the  City  Council,  is  neither 
signed  by  him  nor  filed  with  his  objection  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  shall  be  in  force  on  and  after 
the  sixteenth  day  following  such  passage.  Peti- 
tions for  special  laws  which  are  not  disapproved 
within  fifteen  days  after  passage  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil shall  be  deemed  to  be  signed  by  the  Mayor. 

Every  order,  ordinance,  resolution  or  vote  re- 
quired by  this  section  to  be  presented  to  the  Mayor 
shall  be  approved  or  disapproved  as  a  whole;  ex- 
cept that,  if  the  same  authorizes  a  loan  or  appro- 
priates money,  the  Mayor  may  approve  some  of 
the  money  in  whole  or  part  and  disapprove  other 
of  the  money  in  whole  or  part;  and  such  money 
or  parts  of  money  as  he  approves  shall,  upon  his 
signing  the  same,  be  in  force  and  such  money  or 
parts  of  money  as  he  disapproves  by  filing  with 
the  City  Clerk  his  written  objections  thereto  shall 
be  void,  and  such  money  or  parts  of  money  as  he 
neither  signs  nor  so  disapproves  within  fifteen  days 
after  the  order,  ordinance,  resolution  or  vote  was 
passed  by  the  City  Council  shall  be  in   force  on 
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and  after  the  sixteenth  day  following  such  passage. 

Section  16C.  The  Mayor  from  time  to  time  may 
make  to  the  City  Council  in  the  form  of  an  ordi- 
nance or  loan  order  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  such 
recommendations  as  he  may  deem  to  be  for  the 
welfare  of  the  city.  The  City  Council  shall  con- 
sider each  ordinance  or  loan  order  so  presented 
and  shall  either  adopt  or  reject  the  same  within 
sixty  days  after  the  date  when  it  is  filed  as  afore- 
said. If  such  ordinance  or  loan  order  is  not  re- 
jected within  said  sixty  days,  it  shall  be  in  force  as 
if  adopted  by  the  City  Council  unless  previously 
withdrawn  by  the  Mayor.  Nothing  herein  shall 
prevent  the  Mayor  from  again  presenting  an 
ordinance  or  loan  order  which  has  been  rejected 
or  withdrawn.  The  City  Council  may  originate  an 
ordinance  or  loan  order  and  may  reduce  or  reject 
any  item  in  any  loan  and  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  may  amend  an  ordinance.  All  sales 
of  land  other  than  school  lands,  all  appropriations 
for  the  purchase  of  land  and  all  loans  voted  by 
the  City  Council  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  all  the  City  Councillors  present  and  voting 
thereon  and  shall  be  passed  only  after  two  sep- 
arate readings  and  by  two  separate  votes,  the 
second  of  said  readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not 
less  than  fourteen  days  after  the  first,  except  that 
in  the  case  of  loan  orders  for  temporary  loans 
in  anticipation  of  taxes  the  second  of  said  readings 
and  votes  may  be  had  not  less  than  twenty-four 
hours  after  the  first.  No  amendment  increasing 
the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  purchase  of  land,  or 
the  amount  of  loans,  or  altering  the  disposition  of 
purchase  money  or  of  the  proceeds  of  loans  shall 
be  made  at  the  time  of  the  second  reading  and 
vote.  If  a  petition  signed  by  five  City  Councillors 
requesting  that  action  be  taken  forthwith  upon  a 
loan  order  presented  by  the  Mayor  is  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Clerk  not  earlier  than  fourteen 
days  after  the  presentation  of  such  loan  order, 
action  shall  be  taken  by  the  yeas  and  nays  on  the 
questions  of  the  adoption  of  such  loan  order  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Council,  or,  if  one  vote 
has  already  been  taken  thereon,  at  the  next  meet- 
ing after  the  expiration  of  the  required  interval 
after  such  vote:  provided,  that  such  action  thereon 
has  not  sooner  been  taken  or  such  loan  order  has 
not  been  withdrawn  by  the  Mayor. 

Section  16D.  The  City  Council  at  any  time  may 
request  from  the  Mayor  specific  information  on 
any  municipal  matter  and  may  request  his  presence 
to  answer  written  questions  relating  thereto  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  not  earlier  than  one  week  from 
the  date  of  the  receipt  of  said  questions,  in  which 
case  the  Mayor  shall  personally,  or  through  a 
head  of  a  department  or  a  member  of  a  board, 
attend  such  meeting  and  publicly  answer  all  such 
questions.  The  person  so  attending  shall  not  be 
obliged  to  answer  questions  to  any  other  matter. 
The  Mayor  at  any  time  may  attend  and  address 
the  City  Council  in  person  or  through  the  head 
of  a  department,  or  a  member  of  a  board,  upon 
such  subject  as  he  may  desire. 

Section  17A.  In  the  year  1983,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  ten  School  Committee  members, 
one  from  each  of  the  ten  districts  to  be  established 
pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office 
for  the  two  years  following  the  year  in  which  they 
are  elected. 

In  that  same  year,  1983,  and  every  four  years 
thereafter,   five    School  Committee    members    shall 


be  elected  at  large  to  hold  office  for  the  four  years 
following  the  year  in  which  they  are  elected.  All 
such  elections  shall  be  held  in  accordance  with 
sections  53  through  63  of  this  act. 

Every  School  Committee  person  who  runs  for 
the  office  or  who  is  elected  to  represent  an  in- 
dividual district  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of 
a  place  within  the  district  for  which  she/he  is 
chosen  for  at  least  one  year  immediately  pre- 
ceding his/her  election;  she/he  shall  cease  to 
represent  such  district  when  she/he  ceases  to  be 
an  inhabitant  thereof. 

Section  17B.  If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs 
in  the  School  Committee  from  any  cause  or  there 
is  a  failure  to  elect  a  member,  the  Mayor  shall 
fix  the  time  for  an  election  to  be  held  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  All  such  elections  shall  be  held  on  Tues- 
days. A  preliminary  election  held  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  the  purpose  of 
nominating  candidates  for  said  election  shall  be 
held  on  the  seventh  Tuesday  preceding  such  an 
election.  The  person  elected  in  accordance  with 
this  section  shall  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the 
unexpired  term.  This  section  shall  be  governed  by 
the  applicable  provisions  of  sections  11  (A)  (4), 
11  (B)   and   17(A). 

Section  17C.  The  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee shall  meet  and  organize  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  January  following  their  election.  The  School 
Committee  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  election  and 
qualifications  of  its  members.  Each  School  Com- 
mittee member  shall  receive  for  attending  a  formal 
meeting  of  the  School  Committee  the  sum  of 
$100,  provided,  however,  that  no  member  shall  so 
receive  in  any  one  year  more  than  $10,400  unless 
the  City  Council  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
has  fixed  other  sums. 

Section  3.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance 
5,  section  5,  is  amended  by  adding  before  the  last 
sentence  the  following: 

In  order  to  assist  in  the  implementation  of  the 
provisions  of  section  16  of  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909,  for  each  agency  to  which  funds 
are  appropriated,  it  shall  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  Supervisor  of  Budgets  to  establish  and 
supervise  a  system  of  quarterly  allotments  of 
the  funds  each  budget  item  approved  by  the 
City  Council  and,  except  in  extreme  emergency, 
as  provided  by  said  section  16,  no  official  in 
charge  of  any  agency  shall  expend  in  any 
quarter  any  sum  in  excess  of  said  budget  item 
allotment  except  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Supervisor  of  Budgets  with  the  approval  of  the 
City  Council. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  fine  of  $200  for 
each  day  for  each  violation  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  4.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as 
amended  by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  sections 
53  and  55A  through  65,  inclusive,  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  sections: 

Section  53.  Every  municipal  officer  required 
by  sections  11,  14,  15,  and  17  to  be  elected  at 
large  shall  be  elected  at  a  quadrennial  municipal 
election,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  Mayor  for  an  un- 
expired term,  at  a  special  municipal  election, 
after,  in  either  case,  nomination  at  a  preliminary 
municipal  election,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  sections  15B  and  57C. 
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In  Sections  53  to  65,  inclusive,  the  term  "regu- 
lar election"  shall  be  construed  to  refer  to  the 
biennial  municipal  election  or  the  special  muni- 
cipal election,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  term 
"preliminary  election"  to  the  preliminary  muni- 
cipal election  held  for  the  purpose  of  nomin- 
ating candidates  for  election  at  such  regular 
election.  Every  preliminary  election,  unless  dis- 
pensed with  under  section  57C,  shall  be  held  on 
the  sixth  Tuesday  preceding  the  regular  election. 
Section  55A.  A  nomination  petition  shall  be 
issued  by  the  Election  Commission  not  later 
than  twelve  o'clock  noon  on  the  second  day 
(Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  legal  holidays  excluded) 
after  the  subscription  of  a  statement  of  candi- 
dacy. A  nomination  petition  shall  not  relate  to 
more  than  one  candidate  nor  to  more  than  one 
office.  A  nomination  petition  may  state  the 
public  offices  which  the  candidate  holds  or  has 
held  under  the  government  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  County  of  Suffolk  or  the  City  of 
Boston  or  in  the  Congress  as  a  Representative 
or  Senator  from  the  commonwealth  provided, 
that  such  statement  shall  not  exceed  eight  words 
and  shall,  with  respect  to  each  such  office,  con- 
sist solely  of  the  title,  as  hereinafter  given,  of 
such  office,  preceded,  if  the  candidate  is  the 
then  incumbent  thereof,  by  the  word  "Present," 
otherwise,  by  the  word  "Former,"  and  followed, 
if,  but  only  if,  the  office  is  that  of  District  City 
Councillor  or  District  School  Committee  mem- 
ber, by  the  words  "District  (here  insert  district 
number  in  numerals,  which  shall  be  counted  as 
one  word),"  as  the  case  may  be.  If  the  candi- 
date is  a  veteran  as  defined  in  section  21  of 
chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  his  nomination 
petition  may  contain  the  word  "Veteran,"  which, 
in  the  case  of  a  candidate  holding  or  having 
held  public  office  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  section  and  sections  55,  58, 
and  62,  be  counted  as  part  of  the  statement 
concerning  the  public  offices  held  by  him,  and, 
in  the  case  of  a  candidate  who  does  not  hold 
and  has  never  held  public  office  as  aforesaid, 
shall,  for  the  purpose  of  said  sections,  be 
deemed  to  be  a  statement  concerning  the  public 
offices  held  by  him.  A  nomination  petition  may 
consist  of  one  or  more  sheets.  In  the  case  of 
sheets  for  the  offices  of  Mayor  or  City  Coun- 
cillor, each  sheet  shall  be  in  substantially  the 
following  forms: 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
City  of  Boston 
Nomination  Petition 
Whereas  (name  of  candidate)  residing  at  (street 
and  number,  if  any)  in  Ward  (number)  of  the  City 
of  Boston  (here,  insert  any  lawfully  requested 
statement  concerning  the  public  offices  held  bx 
candidate),  is  a  candidate  for  nomination  for  the 
office  of  (Mayor,  City  Council  President,  City 
Councillor  at-large  or  District  City  Councillor, 
School  Committee  person  at-large  or  District  School 
Committee  Person).

The  nomination  petitions  shall  be 
signed  in  the  case  of  a  candidate  for  Mayor 
seeking  nomination  by  at  least  5,000  voters  of 
the  city  qualified  to  vote  for  such  candidate  for 
President  of  the  City  Council  seeking  nomina- 
tion by  at  least  4,000  voters  of  the  city  qualified 
to  vote  for  such  candidate,  in  the  case  of  a 
candidate  for  City  Councillor  at-large  seeking 
nomination  by  at  least  3,000  voters  of  the  city 
qualified  to  vote  for  such  candidate;  in  the  case 
of  a  candidate  for  School  Committee  member 
at-large  seeking  nomination  by  at  least  3,000 
voters  of  the  city  qualified  to  vote  for  such 
a  candidate;  in  the  case  of  a  City  Councillor  or 
a  School  Committee  person  from  a  designated 
district  seeking  nomination  by  at  least  500 
voters  from  the  district  qualified  to  vote  for 
such  candidate.

Section  57A.  A  nomination  petition  which 
has  been  filed  and  is  in  apparent  conformity  with 
law  shall  be  valid  unless  written  objection  there- 
to is  made  by  a  registered  voter  of  the  city. 
Such  objection  shall  be  filed  with  the  Election 
Commission  at  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  forty-ninth  day  preceding  the 
preliminary  election.  Objections  filed  with  the 
Election  Commission  shall  forthwith  be  trans- 
mitted by  it  to  the  Boston  Ballot  Law  Com- 
mission. Certification  pursuant  to  section  57 
shall  not  preclude  a  voter  from  filing  objections 
to  the  validity  of  a  nomination  petition. 

Section  57B.  Any  candidate  may  withdraw  his 
name  from  nomination  by  a  request  signed  and 
duly  acknowledged  by  him;  provided,  however, 
that  all  withdrawals  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Election  Commission  at  or  before  five  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  on  the  forty-ninth  day  pre- 
ceding the  preliminary  election.  If  a  candidate 
so  withdraws  his  name  from  nomination  before 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  forty-eighth 
day  preceding  the  preliminary  election,  or  if  found 
to  be  ineligible  or  dies,  the  vacancy  may  be  filled 
by  a  committee  of  not  less  than  five  persons  or 
a  majority  thereof,  if  such  committee  be  named 
and  so  authorized  in  the  nomination  petition; 
provided,  however,  that  all  certificates  of  sub- 
stitution for  a  deceased  candidate  for  Mayor 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Election  Commission  at  or 
before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  said 
forty-eighth  day. 

The  certificate  of  substitution  for  a  deceased 
candidate  for  Mayor  shall  be  filed  with  the  Elec- 
tion Commission  (a)  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  first  Tuesday  preceding  the 
preliminary  election,  if  he  dies  on  or  before  the 
second  Friday  preceding  such  election;  (b)  be- 
fore five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  first 
Friday  following  the  preliminary  election,  if  he 
dies  after  the  second  Friday  preceding  such 
election  and  before  the  closing  of  the  polls  at 
such  election;  (c)  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  first  Tuesday  preceding  the 
regular  election,  if  he  dies  after  the  closing  of 
the  polls  at  the  preliminary  election  and  on  or 
before  the  second  Friday  preceding  the  regular 
election;  and  (d)  before  five  o'clock  in  the  after- 
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noon  on  the  first  Friday  preceding  such  election 
and  before  the  closing  of  the  polls  at  such 
election;  provided,  however,  that  no  certificate 
of  substitution  for  such  a  deceased  candidate 
shall  be  filed  after  the  closing  of  the  polls  at 
the  preliminary  election  unless  such  candidate,  if 
living,  would  be  deemed  under  either  section 
57C  or  61  to  have  been  nominated  for  the  office 
of  Mayor. 

The  certificate  of  substitution  for  a  deceased 
candidate  for  Mayor  shall  be  filed  with  the  Elec- 
tion Commission  (a)  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  first  Tuesday  preceding  the  pre- 
liminary election  if  he  dies  on  or  before  the 
second  Friday  preceding  such  election;  (b)  before 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  first  Friday 
following  the  preliminary  election  if  he  dies  after 
the  second  Friday  preceding  such  election  and 
before  the  closing  of  the  polls  at  such  election; 
(c)  before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the 
first  Tuesday  preceding  the  regular  election  if  he 
dies  after  the  closing  of  the  polls  at  the  pre- 
liminary election  and  on  or  before  the  second 
Friday  preceding  the  regular  election;  and  (d) 
before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  first 
Friday  preceding  such  election  and  before  the 
closing  of  the  polls  at  such  election;  provided 
however,  that  no  certificate  of  substitution  for 
such  a  deceased  candidate  shall  be  filed  after  the 
closing  of  the  polls  at  the  preliminary  election 
unless  such  candidate,  if  living,  would  be  deemed 
under  either  section  57C  or  61  to  have  been 
nominated  for  the  office  of  the  Mayor.

If  there  are  so  posted  the  names  of 
not  more  than  two  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Mayor  or  the  office  of  City  Council  President, 
the  candidates  whose  names  are  so  posted  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said 
office,  and  the  preliminary  election  for  the  pur- 
pose of  nominating  candidates  therefor  shall  be 
dispensed  with;  if  there  is  so  posted  the  names 
of  not  more  than  two  candidates  for  the  office 
of  District  City  Councillor  or  School  Committee 
member  from  a  particular  district,  those  whose 
names  are  so  posted  shall  be  deemed  to  have 


been  nominated  for  said  office,  and  the  pre- 
liminary election  for  the  purpose  of  nominating 
candidates  therefor  shall  be  dispensed  with;  if 
there  be  so  posted  the  names  of  not  more  than 
eight  candidates  for  the  office  of  City  Coun- 
cillor at-large,  those  persons  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  nominated  and  the  preliminary  elec- 
tion shall  be  dispensed  with;  if  there  be  so  posted 
the  names  of  not  more  than  ten  candidates  for 
the  office  of  school  Committee  Member  at-large, 
those  persons  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
nominated  and  the  preliminary  election  shall  be 
dispensed  with. 

Section  58.  On  the  day  of  the  posting  pro- 
vided for  by  section  57C,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  conveniently  may  be,  the  Election 
Commission  shall  draw  by  lot  the  position  of 
the  candidates  on  the  ballot  for  the  offices  of 
Mayor.  City  Council  President,  City  Councillor 
at-large,  School  Committee  member  at-large, 
District  City  Councillor  and  District  School 
Committee  member.  Each  candidate  shall  have 
an  opportunity  to  be  present  at  such  drawing 
in  person.  As  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after 
such  drawing,  the  Election  Commission  shall 
cause  the  ballots  to  be  printed  for  the  prelimin- 
ary election.  In  addition  to  the  directions  and 
numbers  provided  for  by  section  59,  said  ballots 
shall  contain,  in  the  order  drawn  by  the  Election 
Commission,  the  names  posted  as  aforesaid  (ex- 
cept those  of  candidates  deemed  under  section 
57C  to  have  been  nominated),  and  no  others, 
with  a  designation  of  residence,  district  and 
ward  and  the  title  and  term  of  the  office  of 
which  the  person  named  is  a  candidate,  and  the 
statement,  if  any,  contained  in  his  nomination 
petition  concerning  the  public  offices  held  by 
him.  Said  ballots  shall  be  official  and  no  others 
shalf  be  used  at  the  preliminary  election.  Said 
ballots  shall  be  headed  as  follows:  Official  Pre- 
liminary Municipal  Election  Ballot.

The  heading  of  said  ballots  shall  be  varied  in 
accordance  with  the  offices  for  which  nomina- 
tions are  to  be  made. 

Section  59.  At  every  preliminary  election, 
and  every  regular  election  each  voter  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  for  not  more  than  one  candidate 
for  the  offices  of  Mayor,  City  Council  President, 
District  City  Councillor  and  District  School 
Committee  member,  not  more  than  four  City 
Councillors  at-large  and  not  more  than  five 
School   Committee  members  at-large. 

On  the  ballots  and  voting  machine  ballot 
labels  for  use  at  each  of  said  elections,  there 
shall,  as  a  direction  to  the  voter,  be  printed  in 
capital  letters,  near  the  title  of  each  office  to 
be  voted  for,  the  words,  "Vote  for  not  more 
than  (here  insert  in  words  the  number  of  candi- 
dates specified  in  this  section  with  respect  to 
such  office)."  The  Election  Commission,  when 
drawing  or  arranging  under  section  58  the  posi- 
tion on  the  ballot  of  the  candidates  for  nomina- 
tion, shall  draw  or  arrange  the  positions  of  all 
candidates  for  Mayor,  if  any  are  to  be  drawn, 
before  arranging  the  position  of  any  candidate 
for  City  Council  President,  City  Councillor  and 
School  Committee  member.  The  Election  Com- 
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mission  shall  then  draw  or  arrange  the  positions 
of  candidates  for  City  Council  President,  City 
Councillor  at-large,  District  City  Councillor, 
School  Committee  member  at-large,  and  Dis- 
trict School  Committee  member,  in  that  order. 
No  position  shall  be  drawn  for,  nor  shall  any 
number  be  assigned  to  any  candidate  deemed 
under  section  57C  to  have  been  nominated;  nor 
to  any  sticker  candidate,  so  called;  and  no  vote 
by  sticker,  which  term  shall  not  be  construed 
to  include  the  slip  provided  for  by  section  57B, 
shall  be  counted  if  any  candidate  number  ap- 
pears thereon.  The  numbers  assigned  under  this 
paragraph  shall  be  separate  and  distinct  from 
the  alphabetical  or  numerical  code  of  any  voting 
machine.  On  the  ballots  and  voting  machine 
ballot  labels  for  use  at  every  preliminary  elec- 
tion, there  shall,  as  an  aid  to  the  voter,  be 
printed  in  numerals,  before  the  name  of  each 
candidate  and  with  type  the  same  size  as  the 
name,  the  number  assigned  to  the  candidate  by 
the  Election  Commission   under  this  paragraph. 

Section  60.  The  election  officers  shall,  im- 
mediately upon  the  closing  of  the  polls  at  pre- 
liminary elections,  count  the  ballots  and  ascer- 
tain the  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  several 
voting  places  for  each  candidate,  and  forthwith 
make  return  thereof  upon  the  total  vote  sheets 
or,  if  voting  machines  are  used,  the  general  or 
precinct  record  sheets,  as  the  case  may  be,  to 
the  Election  Commission,  which  shall  forthwith 
canvass  said  returns  and,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  first  sentence  of  section  137  of 
chapter  54  of  the  General  Laws,  determine  and 
declare  the  result  thereof,  publish  said  result  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  and  post 
the  same  in  a  conspicious  place  in  the  city  hall. 

Section  60.  The  two  persons  receiving  the 
highest  /number  of  votes  for  nomination  for  the 
office  of  Mayor  during  the  preliminary  election; 
the  two  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes  for  nomination  for  the  office  of  City 
Council  President  during  the  preliminary  elec- 
tion; the  eight  persons  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  nomination  for  the  office 
of  City  Councillor  at-large  during  the  prelimin- 
ary election;  the  ten  persons  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  nomination  for  the  office 
of  School  Committee  member  at-large  during 
the  preliminary  election;  the  two  persons  from 
each  designated  district  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  nomination  for  the  office 
of  District  City  Councillor  during  the  prelimin- 
ary election;  and  the  two  persons  from  each 
designated  district  receiving  the  highest  number 
of  votes  for  nomination  for  the  office  of  District 
School  Committee  person  during  the  election, 
shall  be  the  sole  candidates  for  election  to  said 
offices  whose  names  may  be  printed  on  the 
ballots  to  be  used  at  the  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  such  offices  are  to  be  filled, 
except  as  provided  in  sections  56  and  61. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  filing 
nomination  papers  of  candidates  to  be  voted 
for  in  the  preliminary  election,  nomination 
papers  shall  have  been  filed  on  behalf  of  no 
more  than  the  number  of  persons  designated  in 
the  above  paragraphs  of  the  section  for  each  of 
the  offices  respectively,  the  candidates  for  the 
office  on  whose  behalf  such  nomination  papers 
shall  have  been  so  filed  shall  be  deemed  to  have 


been  nominated,  and  after  such  nomination 
papers  have  been  duly  certified,  their  names 
shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot  to  be  used  at  the 
biennial,  or  special  municipal  election  at  which 
such  offices  are  to  be  filled,  and  such  preliminary 
election  shall  be  dispensed  with  for  the  nomina- 
tion of  candidates  for  such  office  or  offices. 

Section  61.  If  the  preliminary  election  results 
in  a  tie  vote  among  candidates  for  nomination 
receiving  the  lowest  number  of  votes,  which,  but 
for  said  tie  vote,  would  entitle  a  person  re- 
ceiving the  same  to  have  his  name  printed  upon 
the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at  a  municipal 
election,  all  candidates  participating  in  said  tie 
vote  shall  have  their  names  printed  upon  the 
official  ballot,  although  in  consequence  there  be 
printed  thereon  candidates  to  a  number  exceed- 
ing twice  the  number  to  be  elected. 

Section  62.  No  ballots  used  at  any  prelimin- 
ary, biennial  or  special  municipal  election  shall 
have  printed  thereon  any  party  or  political 
designation  or  mark,  and  there  shall  not  be 
appended  to  the  name  of  any  candidate  any  such 
party  or  political  designation  or  mark,  or  any- 
thing showing  how  he  was  nominated  or  indica- 
ting his  views  or  opinions. 

Section  63.  On  every  ballot  to  be  used  at  a 
preliminary,  special  or  biennial  municipal  elec- 
tion, there  shall  be  left,  at  the  end  of  the  list  of 
candidates  for  each  office,  blank  spaces  equal 
to  the  number  for  which  a  voter  may  vote  for 
such  office,  in  which  blank  spaces  the  voter  may 
insert  the  name  of  any  person  not  printed  on 
the  ballot  for  whom  he  desires  to  vote  for  such 
office.

To  the  City  Council. 
Councillors: 

I  present  herewith,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909.  as  amended,  and  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 849  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended,  the 
operating  budget  of  the  City,  County,  and  Ceme- 
tery Department  for  the  fiscal  year  1980-81. 


The  budget  I  am  submitting  today  reflects  a 
genuine  effort  to  address  the  problems  which 
confront  this  city. 

It  is  a  realistic  budget,  one  which  aims  at  main- 
taining the  high  level  of  city  services  while  seeking 
to  keep  costs  at  a  reasonable  level. 

This  budget  was  compiled  in  the  face  of  infla- 
tion which  has  averaged  14.7  percent,  and  at  times 
has  soared  to  almost  20  percent.  It  was  prepared 
at  a  time  when  energy  costs — the  price  of  fuel 
for  city  police  cars  and  fire  trucks,  the  heat  for 
schools,  and  the  lights  for  the  hospitals — have 
climbed  a  steep  34  percent. 

And,  it  was  written  to  accommodate  $32  mil- 
lion in  salary  increases  for  uniformed  and  civilian 
employees  which  resulted  from  collective  bargain- 
ing agreements  and  binding  arbitration. 

This  budget  also  reflects  the  realities  of  this 
urban  government,  and  the  end  of  the  customary 
deficit-operating  budgets.  These  are  firm,  steady 
budgets  which  reflect  the  actual  needs  of  city 
departments  at  full  service,  and  the  department 
heads  will  be  held  to  these  budgets. 

New  programs  in  this  budget  such  as  the  BCAD 
and  the  Office  of  Intergovernmental  Relations  are 
created  to  help  fulfill  what  I  believe  to  be  crucial 
issues  on  the  city's  agenda  for  the  next  fiscal  year: 
racial  harmony;  jobs  development,  especially  for 
Bostonians;  and  economic  development  for  the 
neighborhoods  as  well  as  the  downtown  area. 

Relevant  budgets  for  those  areas  have  increased, 
but  the  increased  city  budgets  as  a  whole  will  not 
mean  an  increase  in  the  number  of  employees  over 
this  year. 

The  recommended  appropriation  for  this  year  is 
$380,319,355,  a  16  percent  increase  over  last 
year's  request.  That  is  an  increase  of  $58,745,077. 

The  County  budget  has  increased  by  $1,840,000 
from  $13,227,000  in  1979-80,  to  $15,034,000  in 
1980-81. 

This  budget  is  the  product  of  long  hours  of 
complete  study  by  dedicated  public  servants.  It 
is  a  good-faith  effort  to  govern  with  economy  as 
well  as  compassion. 

It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  the  budget  can  be 
considered  carefully,  deliberated  fully,  judged 
fairly,  and  passed  expeditiously. 

In  this  350th  year  of  the  City  of  Boston,  it  is 
my  fervent  belief  that  strong  men  and  women  of 
differing  perspectives  make  for  a  robust  public 
debate,  and  a  strong,  vibrant  government.  We  owe 
no  less  to  this  city  in  her  Jubilee  year.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON 
GOVERNMENT  FINANCE 

Coun.  FLYNN,  for  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  April  30)  (Docket  No.  0533)  authorizing 
application  and  expenditure  by  the  Mayor  of  a 
grant  of  $26,100,000  under  the  Year  Six  Com- 
munity Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG)  Pro- 
gram— recommending  that  the  order  be  rejected: 
I.   Summary 

The  Mayor's  proposed  $26.1  million  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG  application  for 
Year  VI  (Docket  No.  0533)  was  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  on  April  30,  1980,  with  a  deadline 
for  approval  to  the  federal  department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  (HUD)  by  June  15,  1980. 
Within  the  short  amount  of  time  available  to 
complete  its  recommendations,  the  Committee  on 
Government  Finance  made  every  effort  to  ensure 
citizen  participation  and  neighborhood  response  on 
the  Year  VI  application  to  which  more  than  3,000 
residents  attended. 


Following  the  public  comment  received  at  those 
hearings  and  after  extensive  research  and  investiga- 
tion of  the  proposals  contained  in  the  Year  VI 
application,  the  Committee  on  Government  Finance 
is  deeply  concerned  over  both  the  substance  and 
the  procedure  reflected  in  the  proposal.  The  Com- 
mittee is  unanimous  in  its  recommendation  that 
substantial  modifications  must  be  made  in  the 
application  in  order  to  reflect  the  true  needs  and 
priorities  of  Boston  neighborhood  residents  and 
before  this  Council  approves  any  application  for 
submission  to  the  department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development. 

The  Committee  believes  that  the  priorities  con- 
tained in  the  administration's  CDBG  budget  are 
sadly  misguided.  During  this  uncertain  climate  in 
Boston's  neighborhoods,  it  is  unconscionable  that 
public  housing  improvements  and  vitally  needed, 
human  services  programs,  such  as  elderly  home 
care  and  neighborhood  health  centers,  are  being 
completely  eliminated  from  the  one  significant 
source  of  discretionary  funds  available  to  assist 
needy,  elderly,  and  handicapped  people  in  the 
city- — -while  at  the  same  time  the  budget  contains 
vast  amounts  of  administrative  overhead  and  staff 
salaries. 

The  human  impact  of  these  cuts  would  be 
devastating.  The  Committee  has  prepared  a  lengthy 
and  detailed  analysis  of: 

1.  the  proposals  contained  in  the  Mayor's 
CDBG  application  and  their  compliance  with 
HUD  regulations  and  the  neighborhood  pri- 
orities expressed  through  the  required  citizen- 
participation  process; 

2.  the  administrative  overhead  contained  in 
the  budget;   and 

3.  the  impact  which  the  elimination  of  funding 
for  human  services  and  public  housing  would 
have,  both  in  terms  of  service  cuts  to  low-  and 
moderate-income  families  and  the  loss  of  sub- 
stantial amounts  of  matching  public  and  private 
grants,  many  times  over  the  amount  of  the 
CDBG    allocation. 

To  summarize  those  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions, the  Committee  would  state:  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  both  have  a  responsibility  to  ensure 
a  balanced  neighborhood  policy  which  combines 
both  business  and  economic  growth  with  a  com- 
mitment to  human  services.  Without  that  balance, 
talk  about  concern  for  the  future  of  Boston's 
neighborhoods  is  rhetoric  rather  than  meaningful 
commitment. 

Therefore,  the  Committee  has  voted  to  recom- 
mend to  the  full  Council  that  the  Mayor's  pro- 
posed Year  VI  CDBG  application  be  rejected  and 
that  the  Mayor  be  officially  requested  to  resubmit 
a  proposal  which  contains  at  least  the  following 
minimum  levels  of  funding: 

— Public  Housing  Security  and  Modernization — 
No  less  than  $3  million  (including  continuation 
of  the  city's  commitment  with  the  state  Executive 
Office  of  Communities  and  Development  for  pilot 
projects  and  the  Franklin  Field  and  West  Broad- 
way developments). 

— Human  Services  Programs — No  less  than  $3 
million  (including  total  funding  for  Title  XX  pro- 
grams— approximately  $441,000;  continued  assist- 
ance to  Neighborhood  Health  Centers — approxi- 
mately $500,000;  and  Community  School  programs 
— approximately  $332,000;  and  other  vitally  needed 
neighborhood-based  social  services). 
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Funding  for  public  housing  and  human  services 
would  come  from  a  reduction  in  the  administra- 
tive overhead  (which  totals  more  than  $10.3  mil- 
lion in  the  Mayor's  proposal),  the  Contingency 
Fund  ($1.6  million)  and  unallocated  funds  from 
previous  years  ($65,000). 

The  Committee  believes  that  restoration  of  fund- 
ing for  human  services  and  public  housing  will 
ensure  a  necessary  balance  in  the  CDBG  budget 
between  neighborhood  business  and  commercial  re- 
vitalization  and  a  commitment  for  human  services 
and  public  housing  which  was  completely  elimin- 
ated from  the  Mayor's  proposal.  Without  these 
changes,  Boston  faces  the  very  real  possibility  of 
jeopardizing  the  entire  $26.1  million  CDBG  grant 
because  of  HUD  regulations  mandating  that  pro- 
grams must  "principally"  assist  low-  and  moderate 
income  families. 

The  funding  levels  for  public  housing  and  human 
services  are  efforts  to  strike  a  realistic  and  work- 
able balance  between  economic  revitalization  and 
neighborhood  services.  Some  may  argue  that  the 
proposed  amounts  should  be  higher.  The  Com- 
mittee would  willingly  support  higher  levels,  but 
we  realize  that  such  proposals  would  have  vir- 
tually no  chance  of  being  accepted  by  the  adminis- 
tration and  the  net  result  would  have  been  to 
jeopardize  the  entire  package  which  would  mean 
that  no  funds  for  any  programs,  including  human 
services,  would  be  available  and  many  programs 
would  be  forced  to  shut  down  operations  at  the 
beginnings  of  the  new  fiscal  year  on  July  1. 

Re  the  minimum  $3  million  figure  for  public 
housing,  this  amount  represents  a  modest  increase 
over  the  priorities  expressed  by  the  newly  ap- 
pointed court  receiver  for  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority,  Mr.  Harry  Spence,  who  testified  before 
the  Committee  on  the  urgent  need  for  continued 
CDBG  funding  for  Boston's  public  housing,  most 
of  which  would  be  used  for  security  measures  and 
modernization. 

It  is  no  secret  that  conditions  in  many  of  Bos- 
ton's sixty-three  public  housing  developments  have 
been  on  an  irreversible  decline  in  recent  years 
because  of  mismanagement  and  lack  of  routine 
maintenance.  The  city  shares  a  responsibility  for 
letting  that  happen  and  we  can't  turn  our  backs 
on  54,000  public  housing  residents,  many  of  whom 
are  elderly  and  disabled,  and  say  it's  your  problem 
now  and  we  don't  care.  In  addition,  there  is  a 
written  commitment  by  the  city  with  the  state 
Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development 
to  provide  CDBG  funding  over  a  three-year  period 
for  the  West  Broadway  and  Franklin  Field  devel- 
opments in  order  to  receive  $7  million  in  state 
modernization   funds  fort  hose  two   developments. 

The  Committee  is  well  aware  of  the  June  15 
deadline  for  submission  of  the  final  CDBG  Year 
VI  application.  But  we  feel  it  is  imperative  to  re- 
emphasize  that  the  complete  elimination  of  funding 
for  human  services  and  public  housing  programs, 
which  is  proposed  in  the  Mayor's  CDBG  applica- 
tion, would  severely  impact  many  low-  and  mod- 
erate-income families  who  are  most  in  need  of  the 
services  provided  by  these  agencies  and  are  the 
people  whom  Congress  specifically  designed  the 
CDBG  program  to  assist.  In  addition,  many  health 
centers  and  home  care  providers  stand  to  lose  two 
or  three  times  the  actual  CDBG  allotment  because 
of  the  loss  of  matching  grants  which  are  dependent 
of  receipt  of  CDBG  funds. 


The     contributions    made    by     these     programs 
which  the  help   of  CDBG   funding   have   made   a 
significant  impact  on  the  quality  of  life  for  neigh- 
borhood   residents    across    the   city.    While    by    no 
means  constituting  a  majority  of  the  CDBG  funds 
expended,   the  support   given   to  such   human  ser- 
vices   and   public   housing    programs    have,   during 
the  past  five  years  the  CDBG  program  has   been 
in  existence,  provided  a  comprehensive  community 
development    plan    which    sought    to   balance    the 
joint   needs   of  social   programs,  housing  improve- 
ments and  neighborhood  economic  growth.    From 
both  a  social,  moral,  and  economic  point  of  view, 
the  Committee  does  not  believe  the  city  can  afford 
to  jeopardize  these  funds  and  abandon  its  historic 
commitment   to   vitally   needed   human   services  to 
the  people  and  neighborhoods  of  Boston. 
II.    Analysis  of  Year  VI  CDBG  Proposed  Appli- 
cation 
The    CDBG    program    was    established    by    the 
U.S.    Congress    to    improve    living   conditions   for 
low-  and  moderate-income  families  in  our  nation's 
cities.    The    legislative    intent    of    the    program    as 
stated   in   the   Code  of  Federal   Regulations    (Title 
24   ss.   570,    302    (a)    Statutory    Provisions)    reads: 
The    Housing    and    Community    Development 
Act  states  as  its  primary  objective  the  develop- 
ment of  viable  urban  communities,  by  providing 
decent  housing  and  a  suitable  living  environment 
and    expanding   economic    opportunities,    princi- 
pally for  persons  of  low-  and  moderate-income. 
The   act  also    requires   the    applicant    to    certify 
that   its    community    development    program    has 
been  developed  so  as  to  give  maximum  feasible 
priority  to  activities  which  will  benefit  low-  and 
moderate-income  families,  or  aid  in  the  preven- 
tion or  elimination  of  slums  or  blight. 
Between    1975,    when    the   program   began,    and 
1980  (Program  Years  I-V)  the  City  of  Boston  has 
received  $141.7  million  in  CDBG  funds.  The  funds 
have  provided  essentially   the  only  source   of   dis- 
cretionary funding  which  the  city  has  for  the  re- 
habilitation of  existing  housing  stock  (both  public 
and  private),  elderly  home  care,  community  health 
services    and  other   human   services    programs    de- 
signed to  assist  low-  and  moderate-income  families. 
A  breakdown  of  CDBG  funds  expended  by  the 
city   from    1975-1980    shows    the    following    distri- 
bution:

Of  particular  interest,  in  light  of  this  year's  pro- 
posed complete  elimination  of  human  services  and 
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public  housing  funds,  are  the  relatively  small 
amounts  which  these  two  categories  comprise  in 
the  overall  CDBG  budget.  For  example:  Human 
Services  (including  elderly,  youth,  health,  day 
care,  and  other  programs)  totals  only  7.6%  of  the 
CDBG  funds  received  by  the  city.  Despite  the 
small  percentage,  these  funds  have  made  the  dif- 
ference in  allowing  many  neighborhood-based 
social  service  organizations  to  provide  vitally 
needed  services  to  low-  and  moderate-income  resi- 
dents across  the  city — services  which  may  be 
forced  to  shut  down  if  CDBG  funds  are  elimin- 
ated. (The  economic  impact  of  the  loss  of  CDBG 
funds  is  discussed  in  Section  IV.) 

The  Year  VI  CDBG  proposal  totals  $26.1  mil- 
lion which  represents  an  increase  of  $1.2  million 
over  last  year.  The  summary  "Neighborhood  De- 
velopment Program  Budget"  taken  from  the  Year 
VI  application  is  attached  (Table  2). 

The  priorities  contained  in  the  Year  VI  proposal 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  are  by  design  drastically 
different  from  past  years.  The  Year  VI  proposal 
targets  three  major  areas  for  CDBG  concentration: 
Neighborhood  Commercial  and  Economic  Develop- 
ment, Energy  and  Housing. 

Besides  the  programmatic  changes  reflected  in 
the  Year  VI  budget  (such  as  the  elimination  of 
funds  for  human  services  and  public  housing,  and 
increased  funding  for  home  weatherization  and 
business  district  revitalization)  there  is  also  a 
significant  shift  in  the  demographic  breakdown  of 
funding  programs. 

Last  year  (CDBG  Year  V)  all  twenty  neighbor- 
hoods of  the  city  received  CDBG  funding.  Four- 
teen so-called  "Concentrated  Investment  Areas"* 
(whose  counterparts  this  year  are  referred  to  as 
"Neighborhood  Strategy  Areas)  were  targeted  for 
comprehensive  planning  and  development  assist- 
ance.

A  three-year  "project  summary"  (for  CDBG 
Years  V,  VI,  and  VII)  was  developed  and  included 
in  the  CDBG  application  for  each  of  the  twenty 
neighborhoods  and  the  fourteen  "Concentrated 
Investment  Areas."  These  project  summaries  de- 
tailed the  amount  of  funding,  by  category,  which 
each  neighborhood  and  CIA  could  expect  to  re- 
ceive in  the  upcoming  years  so  that  neighborhoods 
could  plan  in  advance  for  the  kinds  of  services 
and  development  scheduled  to  be  undertaken  in 
their  communities. 

This  year's  CDBG  proposal  has  apparently  dis- 
banded those  three-year  project  summaries.  Twelve 
neighborhoods  (Allston/ Brighton,  Back  Bay/Bay 
Village,  Beacon  Hill,  Charlestown,  Chinatown, 
East  Boston,  Hyde  Park,  Mission  Hill,  North  End, 
Roslindale,  South  End,  and  West  Roxbury)  are 
eliminated  from  specific  program  targeting  (al- 
though some  residents  from  these  neighborhoods 
may  be  eligible  for  certain  citywide  programs). 

Instead  of  fourteen  Concentrated  Investment 
Areas  as  in  the  Year  V  proposal,  eleven  Neighbor- 
hood Strategy  Areas  (NSAs)  are  targeted  for  con- 
centrated programming:  Egleston /Green,  Fenway, 
Franklin  Field,  Highland  Park,  Jones  Hill,  Well- 
ington Hill,  Meetinghouse  Hill,  Sav-Mor/Quincy/ 
Geneva,  South  Boston  /Lower  End,  Virginia /Mon- 
adnock and  We  Can /Norfolk /Washington. 

No  explanation  is  contained  citing  the  reasons 
why  particular  neighborhoods  and  strategy  areas 
were  eliminated  from  targeted  programs.  More 
disturbing  is  the  fact  that  throughout  the  citizen 
participation  process  required  by  HUD  in  the 
development  of  a  CDBG  application,  these  new 
criteria  were  not  explained — and  it  is  just  now 
becoming  apparent  to  many  community  groups 
and  residents  that  their  block  grant  applications 
would  not  be  considered. 

Because  of  the  high  administrative  costs,  the 
cutback  of  human  services  and  public  housing 
funds,  the  sharp  discrepancy  between  the  pro- 
grams contained  in  the  final  application  and  the 
priorities  enumerated  throughout  the  citizen  par- 
ticipation process  and  the  lack  of  specificity  con- 
cerning how  many  of  the  proposed  economic  and 
business  development  projects  will  "principally 
benefit  low-  and  moderate-  income  persons"  as 
required  under  section  101(c)  of  the  Housing  and 
Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  as  amended, 
many  questions  remain  as  to  the  compliance  of 
the  proposed  CDBG  application  with  HUD 
guidelines.  Without  substantial  changes  in  the 
application  to  address  these  concerns  before  the 
HUD  review  process,  the  City  of  Boston  could 
very  well  be  jeopardizing  the  entire  $26.1  million 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  package. 
III.    Administrative  Costs 

The  summary  budget  program  contained  in  the 
Mayor's  CDBG  Year  VI  draft  application  (see 
Table  2)  indicates  the  following  cost  categories: 

Programs,  $19.3  million,  74  percent 
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Administration,  $5.2  million,  20  percent 

Contingency,  $1.6  million,  6  percent;  Total  $26.1 
million,    100  percent. 

In  reality,  salaries  and  other  administrative  over- 
head account  for  more  than  $10  million  (or  be- 
tween 40  and  45  percent)  of  this  year's  $26.1 
million  CDBG  proposal — and  not  the  $5.2  million 
(20  percent)  officially  announced  when  the  budget 
was  submitted  to  the  City  Council.  A  study  of 
the  CDBG  budget,  including  individual  program 
budgets,  shows  the  extent  of  administrative  costs 
not  seen  in  the  summary  program  budget.  Such  an 
analysis  reveals  the  following  statistics: 

— $14.2  million  (54  percent)  of  the  total  grant 
is  allocated  for  direct  grants,  rebates,  and  services 
for  neighborhood  business  and  economic  develop- 
ment, home  weatherization,  housing,  and  capital 
improvements. 

- — $10.3  million  (40  percent)  is  earmarked  for 
salaries,  administrative  costs  associated  with  in- 
dividual programs,  comprehensive  planning,  gen- 
eral management  and  oversight,  citizen  participa- 
tion, and  indirect  costs. 

— $1.6  million  (6  percent)  is  allocated  for  "Con- 
tingency Funds"  which,  if  spent  in  the  same  pro- 
portions as  the  rest  of  the  budget,  will  bring  the 
total  administrative  costs  over  the  45  percent  mark. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-seven  full-time  and 
thirty-eight  part-time  positions  are  salaried  under 
the  Mayor's  proposed  CDBG  budget. 

A  detailed  breakdown  by  individual  programs 
of  direct  grants  and  services;  salaries  and  adminis- 


tration; and  total  number  of  personnel  are  con- 
tained in  Tables  3  and  4. 

The  largest  example  of  administrative  overhead 
is  the  operation  of  the  $6.7  million  Home  Weather- 
ization Program  whose  stated  goal  calls  for  8,000 
home  energy  audits  and  4,000  rebates  for  home 
weatherization  work.  In  reality,  the  amount  of 
direct  grants  out  of  the  $6.7  million  is  only  $2.7 
million  (or  40  percent)  of  the  total  budget.  The 
remaining  60  percent  is  budgeted  for  salaries 
(ninety-seven  positions)  and  administrative  costs. 
These  administrative  costs  are  in  addition  to  the 
$5.2  million  general  administrative  overhead  for 
the  total  CDBG  program. 

Another  example  of  the  high  administrative 
costs  associated  with  the  Year  VI  CDBG  budget 
proposal  is  the  operation  of  the  "Homesteading 
Program"  which  is  targeted  to  rehabilitate  fifty 
abandoned  properties  during  the  upcoming  year. 

The  budget  summary  list  a  $1  million  appro- 
priation for  the  Homesteading  Program.  A  further 
breakdown  shows  $638,000  in  direct  grants  to 
program  participants  (which  averages  $12,760  a 
person)  and  $362,000  allocated  for  the  operations 
of  neighborhood  homesteading  agencies.  How- 
ever, seven  full-time  positions  for  the  operation 
of  the  Homesteading  Program  are  also  budgeted 
under  the  separate  Home  Weatherization  budget 
at  an  additional  cost  of  $145,044.  So,  in  effect,  it 
is  costing  the  city  $507,044  to  give  $638,000  in 
grants  to  fifty  property  owners  over  the  course  of 
a  year.

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If  anything,  these  figures  for  administrative  over- 
head are  conservative  because  there  are  probably 
even  more  administrative  costs  incurred  as  a  par- 
ticular program  is  implemented,  such  as  planning 
studies  or  costs  involved  in  the  execution  of  con- 
tracts. 

Section  3  of  this  report  deals  with  the  impact, 
both  socially  and  economically,  which  proposed 
funding  cuts  of  human  services  and  public  housing 
would  have  on  the  city  in  general  and  on  low-  and 
moderate-income  residents  in  particular.  As  stated 
earlier,  the  amount  of  CDBG  funding  these  pro- 
grams require  is  relatively  small.  After  reviewing 
the  excessive  administrative  costs  contained  in  this 
budget,  this  Committee  is  confident  that  funds  can 
be  secured  for  public  housing  and  human  services 
programs  without  severely  impacting  the  needed 
efforts  for  energy  conservation  and  economic  re- 
vitalization. 

IV.    Impact    of   Proposed  Elimination    of    CDBG 
Funding     for    Human     Services     and    Public 
Housing  Programs 
(A.)    Human  Services 

It  is  impossible  to  determine  the  extent,  both  in 
terms  of  economic  loss  and  more  importantly  in 
human  suffering,  which  the  proposed  elimination 
of  CDBG  funding  for  human  services  and  public 
housing  programs  will  have  on  low-  and  moderate- 
income  Boston  residents,  particularly  the  elderly 
and  the   handicapped. 

Throughout  the  eleven  public  hearings  conducted 
by  the  Committee  on  Government  Finance,  speaker 
after  speaker  detailed  the  impact  which  these 
funding  cuts  would  mean  to  Boston  residents — 
the  loss  of  health  care  services  in  neighborhood 
health  centers;  day  care  slots  for  working  mothers; 
home  care  for  homebound  elderly  residents;  hot 
lunch,  transportation  and  drop-in  programs  for 
elderly  residents;  recreation  opportunities  for 
young  people  and  many  other  successful  programs 
such  as  remedial  reading  and  English  as  a  second 
language  offered  at  Boston's  Community   Schools. 

The  examples  of  the  human  impact  of  these 
proposed  funding  cuts  could  go  on  for  pages,  but 
just  to  cite  a  few — 

— Homebound  elderly  in  Jamaica  Plain  will  be 
forced  to  move  into  nursing  homes  because  of  cut- 
backs in  home  care  services  provided  by  the 
Jamaica  Plain  Senior  Team; 

— The  Bowdoin  Street  Health  Center  in  Dor- 
chester will  probably  have  to  shut  down  opera- 
tions; 

— The  elderly  home  care  services  provided  by 
the  Uphams  Corner  Health  Center  will  be  severely 
curtailed; 

— Plans  by  the  Parkway  Boys  Club  to  expand 
its  highly  successful  recreation  programs  to  youth 
at  the  Archdale  public  housing  development  in 
Roslindale  will  be  unable  to  proceed; 

— Protective  services  for  elderly  Roxbury  resi- 
dents provided  by  the  Council  of  Elders  will  be 
lost; 

— After  school  day  care  and  family  life  coun- 
seling piograms  offered  by  the  Cardinal  Cushing 
Center  for  the  Spanish-speaking  in  the  South  End 
will  be  severely  disrupted; 

— Educational  programs  for  Boston's  Spanish- 
speaking  residents  offered  by  Alianza  Hisplana 
will  have  to  be  disbanded; 


— Day  care  services  for  the  Fidelis  Way  and 
Faneuil  projects  in  Brighton,  as  well  as  in  many 
other  neighborhoods,  will  be  terminated  and  many 
mothers  now  working  will  return  to  the  welfare 
roles; 

— The  Summer  Collaborative  which  provides 
summer  recreation  activities  for  4,000  South  Bos- 
ton youths  will  be  unable  to  continue  operations 
this  summer; 

— Programs  for  exceptional  children  in  Charles- 
town  will  also  close; 

— Drop-in  services  for  elderly  residents  provided 
by  the  United  South  End  Settlements  will  be 
terminated;  and 

— The  highly  successful  "Mission  Link"  bus 
service  in  the  Mission  Hill  neighborhood  will  see 
large  cuts  in  hours  of  operation. 

As  pointed  out  in  section  II  the  total  amount 
of  CDBG  funding  for  human  services  has  always 
been  relatively  small.  CDBG  funds  have  acted  as 
a  leverage  to  secure  many  times  over  their  original 
amount  in  matching  grants  from  both  public  and 
private  sources.  Thus,  even  discounting  the  human 
impact,  it  is  economic  folly  for  the  city  to  remove 
CDBG  funds  for  social  services  programs. 

Just  in  Title  XX  matching  funds  alone,  city 
residents  stand  to  lose  $1.2  million  for  protective 
services  for  adults,  day  care  services,  and  family 
and  individual  life  counseling  which  CDBG  funds 
leverage. 

The  state  Department  of  Social  Services  has 
already  contacted  the  city's  Office  of  Program 
Development  (OPD)  and  providers  of  donated 
funds  services  that  unless  the  city  states  its  written 
intent  to  continue  CDBG  funding  for  these  ser- 
vices, the  state  will  not  renew  its  matching  grants. 

The  total  amount  of  CDBG  funds  involved  is 
$441,206.76  (which  represents  a  mere  1.69  per- 
cent of  the  total  CDBG  Year  VI  budget).  These 
funds  are  matched  on  a  3:1  ratio  by  Title  XX 
funds,  resulting  in  an  additional  $1.4  million  in 
assistance  to  low-  and  moderate-income  families 
in  the  city.  The  breakdown  of  these  funds  by 
service   categories  is  as  follows:

It  is  important   to   note  that   agencies   receiving 
Title  XX   matching   funds    are    presently  under   a 
critical  time  deadline  for  the  renewal  of  contracts 
before  services  are  disrupted. 
(B.)    Public  Housing 

A  history  of  mismanagement  and  lack  of  rou- 
tine maintenance  in  Boston  public  housing  have 
resulted  in  inadequate  and  unsafe  living  conditions 
for  many  of  Boston's  54,000  public  housing  ten- 
ants who  live  in  the  sixty-three  BHA  developments 
across  the  city. 

Recognizing  the  Congressional  intent  of  the 
CDBG  program  to  assist  low-  and  moderate- 
income  families,  traditionally  10  percent  of  the 
annual  CDBG  budget  has  been  allocated  for  Bos- 
ton's 54,000  public  housing  tenants.  This  year  the 
BHA  requested  $2.8  million  in  CDBG  funds,  pri- 
marily for  increased  security  measures  and  for 
continuing   the   city's  share  of  support  funds   for 
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ongoing  state  pilot  projects  at  the  Franklin  Field, 
West  Broadway  (D  Street)  and  Commonwealth 
(Fidelis  Way)   developments. 

The  complete  elimination  of  public  housing 
funds  from  the  Mayor's  proposal  departs  radically 
from  the  priorities  and  commitments  of  previous 
years  and  we  believe  violates  both  the  spirit  and 
legislative  intent  of  the  CDBG  program  and  pre- 
vious written  commitments  with  the  state  Execu- 
tive Office  of  Communities  and  Development  to 
implement  the  pilot  projects  at  West  Broadway 
and   Franklin   Field. 

On  May  23,  1980,  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Finance  participated  with  the  Tenants  Policy 
Council  (TPC)  in  a  tour  of  five  developments 
across  the  city  which  have  received  CDBG  fund- 
ing in  previous  years.  At  each  of  the  five  develop- 
ments (Maverick  in  East  Boston,  Old  Colony  in 
South  Boston,  Bunker  Hill  in  Charlestown,  Frank- 
lin Field  in  Dorchester,  and  Mission  Hill  Main 
in  Roxbury)  significant  progress  has  been  made  in 
long-overdue  and  much-needed  security  measures, 
site  improvements,  and  modernization. 

Although  much  remains  to  be  done  both  at 
these  developments  and  others  across  the  city 
which  have  suffered  from  years  of  neglect,  it  is 
clear  that  CDBG  can  make  and  has  made  a 
significant  difference  in  improving  living  condi- 
tions in  Boston's  public  housing  developments. 

One  point  which  deserves  significant  examina- 
tion from  the  City  Council  is  the  claim  from  the 
city  administration  that  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  has  failed  to  perform  on  previous  CDBG 
grants  and  therefore  should  not  receive  more 
funding  from  the  Year  VI  allocation.  At  hearings 
before  the  Government  Finance  Committee,  ad- 
ministration spokesman  used  the  figure  of  35  per- 
cent of  public  housing  CDBG  funds  as  un- 
expended. This  allegation  is  inaccurate,  mislead- 
ing, and  demonstrates  a  lack  of  sensitivity  to  the 
unique  problems  inherent  in  BHA  capital  im- 
provements projects — as  well  as  to  the  very  human 
needs  of  the  54,000  Boston  residents  who  presently 
live  in  public  housing. 

First  of  all,  it  should  be  pointed  out,  the  city's 
own  inability  to  secure  HUD  approval  and  to 
execute  contracts  on  a  timely  basis  has  contributed 
significantly  to  project  delays.  For  example,  the 
Year  V  contract  with  the  BHA,  whose  funds  were 
approved  by  the  City  Council  in  May  of  1979, 
was  not  executed  with  the  Housing  Authority  until 
January  of  1980. 

The  facts  speak  for  themselves  and  no  mis- 
leading allegations  can  change  that  reality.  Eighty- 
eight  percent  (88%)  of  all  CDBG  funds  for  pub- 
lic housing  in  the  first  four  years  has  been  en- 
cumbered and  eighty  percent  (80%)  has  been 
expended.  Figures  for  Year  V  cannot  and  should 
not  be  used  to  demonstrate  a  lack  of  perform- 
ance. Large  capital  improvement  projects  under- 
taken by  the  BHA  with  CDBG  funds  require  pub- 
lic advertising  of  multiple  contracts  through  vari- 
ous stages  of  construction.  The  city  recognizes  this 
fact  contracting  with  the  BHA  for  two-year  work 
programs. 

An  examination  of  the  City  of  Boston's  own 
expenditure  rate  of  CDBG  grant  funds  would 
demonstrate  large  amounts  of  unexpended  funds 
in  recent  program  years.  It  is  not  at  all  clear 
that  the  BHA  is  any  more  inefficient  in  spending 


CDBG  funds  than  the  administration.  How,  then, 
can  the  administration  cite  poor  performance  as 
the  major  reason  for  excluding  public  housing 
proposals  from  the  Year  VI  application? 

Particularly  in  the  past  three  months,  the  BHA 
is  making  significant  strides  in  completing  CDBG 
projects.  Without  the  continuing  commitment  for 
CDBG  funding  the  advances  of  the  recent  past 
will  be  lost  and  projects  in  the  planning  stage  will 
never  become  reality. 

It  appears  that  the  administration's  actual  com- 
mitment to  the  needs  of  Boston's  54,000  public 
housing  tenants  is  at  best  questionable.  Those 
needs  are  very  real  and  long  neglected.  No  talk 
of  "new  priorities  for  the  1980s"  can  change  that 
sad  fact  and  this  Committee  is  convinced  that  no 
CDBG  application  should  be  approved  by  the  City 
Council  which  does  not  contain  adequate  levels 
of  funding  for  public  housing.

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  although 
it  is  of  extreme  importance  that  public  safety 
officials  be  aware  of  the  circumstances  surround- 
ing the  transportation  of  hazardous  material,  the 
requirements  in  the  ordinance  is  in  a  field  pre- 
empted by  existing  federal  regulation.

Whereas,  The   transportation   of  hazardous   ma- 
terials poses  a  serious  danger  to  the  public  health 
and    safety,    environment,    property,    and    general 
welfare   of   the   residents  of  the   City    of   Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  The  three-volume  General  Accounting 
Office  (GAO)  Report  to  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  (July  31,  1978)  on  Liquefied  Energy 
Gases  Safety  concluded  that  present  government 
efforts   to  protect  public   health    and  safety   from 
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the  dangers  of  liquefied  energy  gases  and  other 
hazardous  substances  "do  not  adequately  protect 
the  public";  and 

Whereas,  Legislation  currently  exists  in  the  City 
of  Boston  to  protect  the  public  from  an  accident 
involving  the  truck  transport  of  hazardous  ma- 
terials;   and 

Whereas,  Further  legislative  safeguards  are 
nesded  to  protect  public  health  and  safety  in  the 
case  of  an  accident  involving  the  rail  transport 
of  hazardous  materials;  and 

Whereas,  The  serious  accident  in  Somerville, 
Mass.,  on  April  3,  1980,  of  a  railroad  car  con- 
taining 13,000  gallons  of  phosphorous  trichloride 
demonstrates  the  compelling  need  for  local  fire 
and  health  agencies  to  be  adequately  forewarned 
of  the  nature  of  hazardous  materials  being  trans- 
ported by  rail  through  neighborhoods  of  the  city 
to  avoid  many  of  the  tragic  consequences  of  an 
accident  involving  toxic  chemicals',   and 

Whereas,  Section  112  (b)  of.-,  the  Hazardous 
Materials  Transportation  Act  (49  USC  1811  (b) ) 
specifically  allows  state  and  local  governments  to 
enact  measures  regulating  the  transportation  of 
hazardous  materials  within  localities  when  such 
measures  are  necessary  for  the  protection  of 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  citizens  provided 
that  said  regulations  are  not  inconsistent  with 
federal  regulations;  therefore 
Be   it   ordained   by   the    City    Council    of    Boston, 

as  follows: 
Section    1. 

Within  a  reasonable  time,  but  at  least  five  hours 
prior  to  the  rail  shipment  into  or  within  the  City 
of  Boston  of  any  hazardous  materials,  as  defined 
in  section  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1979  "Regula- 
ting the  Transportation  of  Hazardous  Materials," 
the  operator  of  the  rail  carrier  shall  notify  the 
Fire  Commissioner  of  the  content,  amount,  route, 
and  destination  point,  if  within  the  city,  of  said 
shipment.  In  cases  where  it  is  impossible  to  notify 
the  Fire  Commissioner  within  the  time  required, 
said  operator  may  apply  to  the  Fire  Commissioner 
for  a  waiver  of  said  requirement  and  said  waiver 
may  be  granted  if  the  Fire  Commissioner  is  satis- 
fied that  the  public  health  and  safety  would  not 
be  endangered. 
Section  2. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  shall  record  and  com- 
pile such  information  in  order  to  ensure  adequate 
response  in  case  of  an  accident  involving  a  haz- 
ardous material.  The  commissioner  shall  notify 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals  of  any 
shipment  whose  spillage  or  other  accident  would 
require  an  emergency  response  by  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Hospitals.  No  person  shall  disclose 
to  a  competitor  or  any  person  except  as  necessary 
to  enforce  this  ordinance,  information  involved  in 
a  business  transaction  about  the  nature,  kind, 
quantity,  destination,  consignee,  or  routing  of  said 
shipment  if  that  information  may  be  used  to  the 
detriment  of  the  shipper  or  consignee  as  provided 
in  49  USC  ss.  11910  (a)  (1). 
Section  3. 

Any    person    who    knowingly    violates    the   pro- 
visions   of   this   ordinance   shall    be    subject    to    a 
fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars.

I  urge  you  to  adopt  this  order  as  it  will  ensure 
that  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  have 
equal  opportunity  and  shall  not  be  discriminated 
against  in  housing  on  the  basis  of  certain  dis- 
tinctions as  specified  in  the  enclosed  BFHC  ordi- 
nance.

An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Boston  Fair  Housing 

Commission 
Be   it  ordained   by   the   City   Council    of  Boston, 
as  follows: 


Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code  of  Ordi- 
nances is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  Title  10, 
chapter  3,  a  new  chapter  to  be  known  as  chapter 
5,  Fair  Housing  Commission,  and  which  chapter 
shall  read  as  follows: 

Chapter  5,  Fair  Housing  Commission 
Section   150 — Policy 

It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  public  policy 
of  the  City  of  Boston  that  discrimination  in  hous- 
ing, commercial  space,  and  places  of  public  accom- 
modation against  any  person  on  account  of  race, 
color,  sex,  religion,  age,  marital  status,  national 
origin,  military  status,  physical  handicap,  develop- 
mental disability,  or  children  is  contrary  to  the 
morals,  ethics,  and  purposes  of  a  free  and  demo- 
cratic society,  is  injurious  to  and  threatens  the 
peace  and  good  government  of  this  city;  is  in- 
jurious and  threatens  the  health,  safety,  and  wel- 
fare of  persons  within  this  city;  and  is  illegal  and 
should  be  abolished. 
Section  151 — Definitions 

As  used  hereinafter: 

1.  The  term  "person"  means  one  or  more  in- 
dividuals, partnerships,  corporations,  associations, 
legal  representatives,  trustees,  trustees-in-bank- 
ruptcy  or  receivers. 

2.  The  term  "Commission"  means,  unless  a 
different  meaning  appears  in  the  text,  the  Boston 
Fair  Housing  Commission. 

3.  The  term  "City"  means  the  City  of  Boston. 

4.  The  term  "age,"  unless  a  different  meaning 
clearly  appears  from  the  context,  means  any  per- 
son over  the  age  of  seventeen. 

5.  The  term  "housing"  or  "housing  accommo- 
dations" means  any  building,  structure,  or  portion 
thereof  which  is  used  or  occupied,  as  the  home, 
residence,  or  sleeping  place  of  one  or  more  human 
beings. 

6.  The  term  "discriminatory  practice"  means 
only  those  practices  specified  herein  at  section  153. 

7.  The  term  "public  accommodation"  means 
every  business,  professional,  or  commercial  enter- 
prise, refinement,  entertainment,  sports,  recreation, 
or  transportation  facilities,  privileges,  advantages 
or  accommodations  extended,  offered,  sold,  or 
otherwise  made  available  in  any  manner  to  the 
general  public. 

8.  The  term  "commercial  space"  means  any 
space,  any  building,  structure,  or  portion  thereof 
which  is  used  or  occupied  or  is  intended,  arranged, 
or  designed  to  be  used  or  occupied  as  a  separate 
business  or  professional  unit  or  office  in  any  build- 
ing, structure,  or  portion  thereof. 

9.  The  term  "marital  status"  means  a  state  of 
being  married,  single,  divorced,  separated,  or 
widowed  and  the  usual  conditions  associated 
therewith,  including  pregnancy   or   parenthood. 

10.  The  term  "lending  institution"  means  any 
person  including,  but  not  limited  to,  a  bank,  in- 
surance company  or  savings  and  loan  association, 
regularly  engaged  in  the  business  of  lending 
money,  guaranteeing  loans,  or  furnishing  con- 
sumer credit,  or  other  credit  or  other  credit- 
related  services. 

11.  The  term  "military  status"  means  a  state 
of  serving  in  any  branch  of  the  United  States  or 
Massachusetts  armed  forces. 

12.  The  term  "developmental  disability"  means 
a  disability  of  a  person  which  (i)  is  attributable 
to  mental  retardation,  cerebral  palsy,  epilepsy,  or 
autism;   (ii)  is  attributable  to  any  other  condition 
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of  a  person  found  to  be  closely  related  to  mental 
retardation  because  such  condition  results  in 
similar  impairment  of  general  intellectual  function- 
ing or  adaptive  behavior  to  that  of  mentally  re- 
tarded persons  or  requires  treatment  and  services 
similar  to  those  required  for  such  persons;  or 
(iii)  is  attributable  to  dyslexia  resulting  from  a 
disability  described  in  paragraph  (a)  (i)  or  (ii);  or 
(iv)  originates  before  such  person  attains  age 
eighteen;  (v)  has  continued  or  can  be  expected  to 
continue  indefinitely;  and  (vi)  constitutes  a  sub- 
stantial handicap  to  such  person's  ability  to 
function  normally  in  society. 

Section  152 — Establishment  of  Boston  Fair  Housing 
Commission 
There  is  hereby  established  a  city  department 
to  be  known  as  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Com- 
mission (hereinafter  "Commission")  with  powers 
to  enforce  the  policies  enunciated  herein  and  to 
eliminate  and  prevent  the  discriminatory  practices 
enumerated  herein  at  section  153. 
A.    Composition  of  Commission 

1.  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  five,  part- 
time  commissioners  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  for 
one  year,  two  for  two  years  and  one  for  three 
years.  The  Mayor  shall  designate  one  of  the  com- 
missioners as  the  chair.  As  the  term  of  any  com- 
missioner expires  his/her  successor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  as  such  commissioner  for 
a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  occurring 
otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  Three 
commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
purpose  of  conducting  the  business  thereof,  but 
three  votes  shall  be  required  to  pass  any  Com- 
mission decision. 

2.  The  Mayor  shall  determine  the  commissioners' 
per  diem  compensation,  and  each  commissioner 
shall  also  be  entitled  to  his/her  expenses  actually 
and  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of 
his/her  duties.  Any  commissioner  may  be  removed 
by  the  Mayor  for  cause,  after  being  given  a 
written  statement  of  the  charges  and  the  oppor- 
tunity to  be   heard  thereon. 

3.  An  Advisory  Board  on  Fair  Housing  to  the 
Commission  may  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  to 
assist  and  advise  the  Commission  in  the  carrying 
out  of  its  powers  and  duties  and  to  aid  the  Com- 
mission in  obtaining  the  support  of  the  citizens  of 
Boston  in  effectuating  the  policy  of  this  ordinance. 
The  members  of  this  advisory  board  shall  be  repre- 
sentative of  a  cross-section  of  the  city's  population, 
and  shall  serve  without  compensation  except  for 
reasonable  expenses  incurred  on  Commission 
business. 

4.  The  Commission  staff  shall  consist  of  an 
Executive  Director  ("Director"),  and  such  clerks 
and  other  employees  and  agents  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary. 

a.  The  Director  shall  be  appointed  by  and 
serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor,  who  shall 
determine  his/her  rate  of  compensation.  The 
Director  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  department 
head. 

b.  The  Director  shall  be  responsible  for 
carrying  out  the  policies  of  the  Commission  and 
performing  the  duties  assigned  to  him/her  by 
this  ordinance.  The  Director  shall  have  the 
power  and  duty  to  make  investigations  of  dis- 
criminatory practices  under  this  ordinance,  and 


to  file  complaints  with  the  Commission  when 
he/she  has  probable  cause  to  believe  that  a 
violation  of  this  ordinance  has  occurred.  The 
Director  shall  further  have  the  power  and  duty 
to  attempt  to  conciliate  any  complaint  of  alleged 
discrimination  under  this  ordinance  where  there 
is  probable  cause  for  such  complaint.  The 
Director  shall  also  have  the  authority  and  re- 
sponsibility to  appoint  such  clerks  and  other 
employees  and  agents  that  he  or  she  may  deem 
necessary,  and  to  fix  their  compensation  within 
the  budgetary  limits  of  the  Commission. 

B.  Functions  of  the  Commission 

The  functions  of  the  Commission  shall  be: 

1.  To  foster  mutual  understanding  and  respect 
among  all  racial,  religious,  sex,  and  ethnic  groups 
in  the  city; 

2.  To  encourage  equality  of  treatment  for,  and 
prevent  discrimination  against,  any  racial,  religious, 
or  ethnic  groups  or  its  members; 

3.  To  cooperate  with  governmental  and  non- 
governmental agencies  having  similar  functions  to 
the  Commission's  in  the  field  of  housing  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Commission  will  aid  in  effectu- 
ating its  general  purpose. 

C.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Commission 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commission  are: 

1.  To  receive,  investigate,  and  pass  upon  com- 
plaints,   and   to  initiate  its   own   investigations  of: 

(a)  discriminatory  practices  as  hereinafter  de- 
fined; 

(b)  racial,  religious,  sex,  and  ethnic  groups' 
tensions,  prejudices,  and  tolerance,  bigotry  and 
disorder  occasioned  thereby  in  housing,  public 
accommodations,  or  commercial  space; 

2.  To  hold  hearings,  subpoena  witnesses,  com- 
pel their  attendance,  and  administer  oaths,  take 
the  testimony  of  any  person  under  oath,  and  in 
connection  therewith  to  require  the  production  for 
examination  of  any  documents,  books,  papers,  or 
evidence  relating  to  any  matter  in  question  or 
under  investigation  of  the  Commission.  The  Com- 
mission may  delegate  any  of  its  hearing  or  sub- 
poena powers  to  individual  commissioners,  and 
it  shall  issue  rules  with  respect  to  the  conduct 
of  hearings  or  the  issuance  of  subpoena  by  in- 
dividual commissioners. 

3.  To  adopt,  promulgate,  amend,  and  rescind 
rules  and  regulations  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  and  the  policies  and  practices 
of  the  Commission  in  connection  therewith. 

4.  Insofar  as  practical,  to  obtain  upon  request 
and  utilize  the  services  of  all  municipal  depart- 
ments and  agencies. 

5.  To  establish,  at  the  Commission's  discretion, 
staff  units  within  the  Commission  to  assist  in  the 
administration  and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance. 

6.  To  examine  the  problems  of  prejudice,  in- 
tolerance, bigotry,  discrimination,  and  disorder 
occasioned  thereby  in  the  sale,  rental,  lease,  or 
other  transactions  involving  housing,  public  accom- 
modations, and  commercial  space. 

7.  To  insure  publications  and  reports  of  inves- 
tigations and  research  designed  to  promote  good- 
will and  minimize  or  eliminate  prejudice,  intoler- 
ance, bigotry,  discrimination,  and  disorder,  occa- 
sioned thereby. 

8.  To  recommend  to  the  Mayor  additional  legis- 
lation to  aid  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this 
ordinance. 
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9.  To  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  Mayor 
concerning  the  Commission's   activities. 

10.  To   exercise   all   other    powers   necessary   to 
effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 
Section   153 — Discriminatory  Practices 

A.  Discriminatory    Housing    Practices — Sales    or 
Rental 

Except  as  provided  in  subsection  F  of  this 
section,  it  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for 
any  person  in  the  City: 

1.  To  refuse  to  sell  or  rent  after  the  making 
of  a  bona  fide  offer,  or  to  refuse  to  negotiate  for 
the  sale  or  rental  of,  or  otherwise  make  unavail- 
able or  deny,  housing  or  commercial  space  to  any 
person  because  of  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  age, 
marital  status,  national  origin,  military  status, 
physical  handicap,  development  disability,  sexual 
preference,  source  of  income,  or  children. 

2.  To  make  distinctions  between  any  persons  in 
the  terms,  condition,  or  privileges  of  sale  or  rental 
of  housing  or  commercial  space,  or  in  the  pro- 
visions of  services  or  facilities  in  connection  there- 
with, because  of  race,  color,  religion,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  sex,  military  status,  sexual  pref- 
erence, source  of  income,  age,  marital  status,  de- 
velopmental disability,  physical  handicap,  or 
children. 

3.  To  make,  print,  or  publish,  or  cause  to  be 
made  printed,  or  published  any  notice,  statement, 
or  advertising  with  respect  to  sale  or  rental  of 
housing  or  commercial  space  that  indicates  any 
preference  or  limitations,  or  discrimination  based 
on  race,  color,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
sex,  military  status,  sexual  preference,  source  of 
income,  age,  marital  status,  developmental  disa- 
bility, physical  handicap,  or  children,  or  is  in- 
tended to  make  any  such  preference,  limitation,  or 
discrimination. 

4.  To  represent  to  any  person  because  of  his/ 
her  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  age,  marital  status, 
national  origin,  military  status,  physical  handicap, 
developmental  disability,  sexual  preference,  ances- 
try, source  of  income,  or  children,  that  any  housing 
or  commercial  space  is  not  available  for  inspec- 
tion, sale,  or  rental,  when  such  housing  is  in  fact 
so  available. 

5.  To  induce  or  attempt  to  induce  any  person 
to  sell  or  not  to  sell,  or  rent  or  not  to  rent  any 
housing  or  commercial  space  by  representations 
regarding  the  entry  or  prospective  entry  into  the 
neighborhood  of  a  person  or  persons  of  a  par- 
ticular race,  color,  sex,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
military  status,  sexual  preference,  source  of  in- 
come, age,  marital  status,  developmental  disability, 
physical  handicap,  religion,  or  children. 

6.  Except  in  connection  with  a  written  affirma- 
tive action  plan,  to  make  an  oral  inquiry  or  to 
use  a  written  inquiry  or  form  of  application  or 
photograph  as  a  condition  of  the  transaction  in 
connection  of  sales  or  rental  of  housing  or  com- 
mercial space  that  elicits  or  attempts  to  elicit 
information  concerning  race,  color,  religion, 
national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  military  status, 
sexual  preference,  source  of  income,  age,  marital 
status,  developmental  disability,  physical  handicap, 
or  children. 

B.  Discriminatory  Housing   Practices — Financing 
1.    It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 

lending  institution  in  the  city  to  deny  a  loan  or 
other  financial  assistance  to  any  person  applying 
therefor  for  the  purposes  of  purchasing,  construct- 


ing, improving,  repairing,  or  maintaining  housing 
or  commercial  space,  or  to  discriminate  against 
him  or  her  in  the  fixing  of  the  amount,  interest 
rate,  duration,  or  other  terms  or  conditions 
such  loan  or  other  financial  assistance,  because 
of  the  race,  color,  religion,  national  origin,  ances- 
try, sex,  military  status,  sexual  preference,  source 
of  income,  age,  marital  status,  developmental  dis- 
ability, physical  handicap,  or  children  of  the  per- 
son. It  shall  also  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for 
any  lending  institution  in  the  city  to  deny  such 
a  loan  or  other  financial  assistance  because  of  the 
race,  color,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex, 
military  status,  sexual  preference,  source  of  in- 
come, age,  marital  status,  developmental  disability, 
physical  handicap,  or  children  of  any  person 
associated  with  such  persons  in  connection  with 
the  loan  or  other  financial  assistance  or  the  pur- 
poses of  the  loan  or  other  financial  assistance. 

2.  It  shall  also  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for 
any  lending  institution,  bank,  savings  and  loan 
association,  insurance  company,  or  corporation, 
association,  firm  or  enterprise  in  the  city  whose 
business  consists  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  making 
of  commercial  real  estate  loans,  to  discriminate 
against  any  person  applying  for  a  loan  or  other 
financial  assistance,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to 
be  used  for  the  purchase,  construction,  improve- 
ment, repair,  or  maintenance  of  housing  or  com- 
mercial space  by: 

a.  delaying  or  denying  a  loan  or  other  finan- 
cial assistance;   or 

b.  discriminating  in  the  fixing  of  the  amount, 
interest,  duration,  or  other  terms  or  conditions 
of  the  loan  or  other  financial  assistance,  because 
of  the  race,  color,  age,  military  status,  sex, 
marital  status,  ancestry,  national  origin,  sexual 
preference,  developmental  disability,  physical 
handicap,  religion,  or  children  of  such  persons. 
2.    It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  such 

real  estate  broker  or  salesperson  or  other  person 
in  the  city  in  the  business  of  selling  or  renting 
housing  or  commercial  space  to  solicit  the  sale 
or  rental  of  housing  or  commercial  space  by 
representations  regarding  the  existing  or  potential 
proximity  of  real  property  owned,  used,  or  occu- 
pied by  a  person  or  persons  of  a  particular  race, 
creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  military 
status,  sexual  preference,  source  of  income,  age, 
marital  status,  developmental  disability,  physical 
handicap,  or  children. 

D.     Discriminatory    Housing   Practices — Restrictive 
Covenants 

1.  It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
person  in  the  city  who  prepares  or  supervises  the 
preparation  of  any  deed,  mortgage,  deed  of  trust, 
lease,  or  contract  affecting  title  to  or  any  interest 
in  land  or  housing  in  the  city  willfully  and  know- 
ingly to  include  therein  any  restrictive  covenant 
that  discriminates  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  re- 
ligion, sex,  national  origin,  military  status,  sexual 
preference,  source  of  income,  age,  marital  status, 
developmental  disability,  physical  handicap,  or 
children,  except  that  nothing  in  this  subsection 
shall  prohibit  any  person  from  conveying,  or  pre- 
paring a  legal  document  for  any  conveyance, 
housing,  or  land  to  a  religious  organization  for 
use  only  by  members  of  such  religious  organiza- 
tion. 

2.  It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
person  in  the  city  who  prepares  or  supervises  the 
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preparation  of  a  deed  or  mortgage,  deed  of  trust, 
lease,  or  contract  affecting  title  to  or  any  interest 
in  land  or  housing  in  the  city,  where  any  restric- 
tive covenant  is  incorporated  by  reference  to 
another  document  or  instrument,  to  fail  to  include 
therein  a  statement  that  such  a  restrictive  covenant 
is  invalid  and  unenforceable. 

E.  Discriminatory  Housing   Practices — Other    De- 
nial of  Housing 

1.  It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
person  in  the  city  to  otherwise  make  unavailable 
or  deny  housing  or  commercial  space  to  any  per- 
son because  of  the  race,  color,  religion,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  sex,  marital  status,  sexual  pref- 
erence, source  of  income,  age,  military  status, 
development  disability,  physical  handicap,  or 
children  of  such  person. 

2.  It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
person  in  the  city  to  coerce,  intimidate,  threaten 
or  interfere  with  any  person  in  the  exercise  or 
enjoyment  of  or  on  account  of  his/her  having 
aided  or  encouraged  any  person  in  the  exercise 
of  any  right  protected  by  section  153  of  this 
ordinance. 

F.  Discriminatory  Housing  Practices — Exemptions 

and    Exceptions 

1.  Nothing  in  the  subsection  shall  prohibit  a 
religious  organization,  association,  or  society,  or 
any  nonprofit  charitable  or  educational  institution 
or  organization  operating,  supervised,  or  controlled 
by,  or  in  conjunction  with  a  religious  organiza- 
tion, association,  or  society,  from  limiting  or 
advertising  the  sale,  rental,  or  occupancy  of  hous- 
ing which  it  owns  or  operates  for  other  than  a 
commercial  purpose  for  persons  of  the  same  re- 
ligion or  from   giving  preference  to  such  persons. 

2.  Nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  be  construed 
to: 

a.  bar  any  person  from  restricting  sales,  rental, 
leases,  or  occupancy,  or  from  giving  preference 
to  persons  of  a  given  age  for  bona  fide  housing 
intended  solely  for  the  elderly  or  bona  fide 
housing  intended  solely  for  minors. 

b.  bar  any  owner  of  any  building  or  structure 
from  refusing  the  rental,  lease  or  occupancy  to 
persons  where  the  housing  accommodations  in 
any  building  or  structure  contain  no  more  than 
two  dwelling  units,  or  contain  three  dwelling 
units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  as  his  permanent  residence;  provided 
that  two  or  more  adjoining  buildings  or  struc- 
tures under  common  legal  or  beneficial  owner- 
ship shall  constitute  a  single  building  or  struc- 
ture for  this  purpose;  and  provided  further  that 
no  building  or  structure  shall  be  considered 
occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  unless  all  bene- 
ficial owners  occupy  one  or  more  dwelling  units 
therein  as  their  permanent  residence. 

c.  make  it  a  discriminatory  practice  to  require 
that  a  person  have  legal  capacity  to  enter  into 
a  contract  or  lease. 

d.  bar  any  person  from  refusing  a  loan  or 
other  financial  assistance  to  any  person  whose 
life  expectancy,  according  to  generally  accepted 
mortality  tables,  is  less  than  the  term  for  which 
the  loan  is  requested. 

e.  require  any  person  selling  or  renting  hous- 
ing to  modify  such  housing  in  any  way  or  to 
exercise  a  higher  degree  of  care  for  a  person 
having  a  physical  handicap  or  developmental 
disability  than  for  a  person  who  does  not  have 


a  physical  handicap  or  developmental  disability; 

or 

f.  to  forbid  distinctions  based  on  the  inability 

to  fulfill  the  terms  or  conditions,  including  the 

financial  obligations  of  any  such  lease,  contract, 

deed,  or  mortgage. 
G.      Discriminatory    Practices — Public     Accommo- 
dations 

1.  It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
public  accommodations  in  the  city  to  discriminate 
against  any  person  on  the  basis  of  the  race,  color, 
religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  military 
status,  sexual  preference,  source  of  income,  age, 
marital  status,  developmental  disability,  physical 
handicap,  or  children  of  such  person  with  respect 
to  the  access,  use  of,  benefit  of,  or  enjoyment  of 
goods,  services,  facilities,  privileges,  or  any  other 
advantages  of  any  public  accommodation,  or  to 
make  or  publish  any  statement  evidencing  an 
intent  to  do  so. 

2.  Nothing  in  subsection  (1)  of  this  section  shall 
prohibit  a  religious  organization,  association,  or 
society,  or  any  nonprofit  institute  or  organization, 
operating,  supervised,  or  controlled  by  or  in  con- 
junction with  a  religious  organization,  association, 
or  society,  from  limiting  its  offer  of  goods,  services, 
facilities,  and  accommodations  to  persons  of  the 
same  religion  or  from  giving  preference  to  such 
persons;  provided,  that  such  offerings  above- 
mentioned  are  not  in  fact  offered  for  commercial 
purposes.  Nor  shall  anything  in  this  section  make 
a  discriminatory  practice  of  any  program,  service 
or  benefit,  relating  to  any  public  accommodation, 
established  and  intended  solely  for  elderly  persons 
or  minors. 

Section    154 — Procedures 

1.  Any  person  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  by  an 
alleged  discriminatory  practice  under  this  ordinance 
or  claiming  to  represent  an  aggrieved  person  may, 
by  himself /herself,  or  his/her  attorney,  make, 
sign  and  file  with  the  Commission  a  complaint 
in  writing  which  shall  state  the  name  and  address 
of  the  person  or  persons  alleged  to  have  com- 
mitted the  discriminatory  practice  ("respondent 
(s)")  and  the  particulars  thereof,  and  contain 
such  other  information  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Commission. 

(a)  The  Director  upon  his/her  own  initiative 
may  in  like  manner  make,  sign,  and  file  such 
complaint. 

(b)  The  Director  shall  forthwith  transmit  a 
copy  of  the  complaint  to  each  respondent  by 
hand  or  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  re- 
quested,   with   another    copy   by    ordinary   mail. 

(c)  The  Commission  shall  not  accept  a  com- 
plaint from  any  person  who  has  filed  a  complaint 
with  the  Massachusetts  Commission  Against 
Discrimination  ("MCAD")  with  respect  to  the 
same  grievance  unless  requested  to  do  so  by 
the    MCAD. 

2.  After  the  filing  of  any  complaint,  the  Direc- 
tor shall  cause  a  prompt  investigation  to  be  made 
in  connection  therewith. 

(a)  If  after  such  investigation,  the  Director 
shall  determine  that  probable  cause  does  not 
exist  for  crediting  the  allegation  of  the  com- 
plaint, he/she  shall  issue  and  cause  to  be  served 
on  the  complaint  as  to  such  respondent.  The 
complainant  or  his  attorney,  may,  within  ten 
(10)  days  after  receiving  such  service,  file  with 
the  Commission  a  written  request  for  review  of 
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such  action  of  the  Director.  Upon  such  applica- 
tion, the  Commission  shall  review  such  action 
and  shall  determine  whether  there  is  probable 
cause  to  credit  the  allegations  of  the  complaint 
and  accordingly  shall  enter  an  order  affirming, 
reversing,  or  modifying  the  determination  of  the 
Director,  or  remanding  the  matter  for  further 
investigation  and  action,  and  copies  of  such 
order  shall  be  served  upon  the  complainant  and 
respondent. 

(b)  If  the  Director  shall  determine  after  such 
investigation  or  review  that  probable  cause  exists 
for  crediting  the  allegation  of  the  complaint,  or 
if  the  Commission,  after  such  review,  shall  de- 
termine that  there  is  probable  cause,  and  if  in 
complaints  of  discrimination  in  housing,  the 
property  owner  or  his  duly  authorized  agent 
will  not  agree  voluntarily  to  withhold  the  sub- 
ject housing  accommodations  for  a  period  of 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  said  finding  of 
probable  cause,  the  Director  may  cause  to  be 
posted  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  from  the  date 
of  said  finding,  on  the  door  of  said  housing 
accommodation,  a  notice  stating  that  said  ac- 
commodations are  the  subject  of  a  complaint 
before  the  Commission  and  the  prospective 
transferees  will  take  said  accommodations  at 
their  peril.  Any  destruction,  defacement,  alter- 
ation, or  removal  of  the  said  notice  by  the 
owner  or  his  agents,  servants,  and  employees 
shall  be  a  misdemeanor  punishable  upon  con- 
viction thereof  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $200. 
If  the  Director  shall  determine  after  such  in- 
vestigation that  there  is  probable  cause  to  credit 
the  allegation  of  the  complaint,  or  if  the  Com- 
mission after  such  review  shall  determine  that 
there  is  such  probable  cause,  the  Commission 
staff  shall  immediately  endeavor  to  eliminate 
the  discriminatory  practice  complained  of 
through  persuasion,  conciliation,  and  negotiation. 
Nothing  said  or  done  during  and  as  part  of 
such  conciliation  efforts  shall  be  made  public 
or  used  as  evidence  in  a  subsequent  proceeding 
unless  each  of  the  interested  parties  agrees 
thereto    in    writing. 

3.  If  conciliation  succeeds,  the  terms  of  the 
conciliation  agreement  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 
and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  parties  and  the 
Commission.  Conciliation  agreements  may  be 
made  public  but  such  public  disclosures  shall  not 
reveal  the  identities  of  the  parties  involved  except 
with  the  agreement  of  all  the  respondents. 

4.  In  case  of  failure  to  reach  a  conciliation  to 
eliminate  a  discriminatory  practice  within  thirty 
days  after  a  determination  of  probable  cause,  or 
in  advance  thereof  if  in  his/her  judgment  cir- 
cumstances so  warrant,  or  if  probable  cause  exists 
that  a  conciliation  agreement  has  been  violated, 
the  Director  shall  cause  to  be  issued  and  served 
in  the  name  of  the  Commission  a  written  notice 
together  with  a  copy  of  such  complaint,  as  the 
same  may  have  been  amended,  requiring  the  re- 
spondent to  answer  the  charges  of  such  complaint 
at  a  hearing  before  the  Commission  at  a  time 
and  place  to  be  specified  in  such  notice. 

5.  The  respondent  may  file  in  person  or  other- 
wise a  written  verified  answer  to  the  complaint 
and  appear  at  such  hearing  in  person,  with  or 
without  counsel. 


6.  The  Director  or  his/her  designee  shall  present 
evidence  at  the  hearing.  The  Commission  shall  not 
be  bound  by  the  strict  rules  of  evidence  prevailing 
in  courts  of  law.  The  testimony,  however,  shall  be 
under  oath  and  shall  be  transcribed  upon  the  re- 
quest of  either  party.  Each  party  respondent  may 
appear  at  such  hearing  in  person  or  by  a  duly 
authorized  representative,  including  an  attorney. 
Each  party  shall  have  the  right  to  cross-examine 
adverse  witnesses. 

7.  If,  upon  all  the  evidence  presented  at  the 
hearing,  the  Commission  determines  that  a  re- 
spondent has  engaged  in  any  discriminatory  prac- 
tice as  defined  in  this  ordinance,  or  has  violated 
a  conciliation  agreement,  the  Commission  shall 
issue  an  order  stating  its  findings  of  fact  and 
recommendations  for  resolving  the  complaint. 
If,  upon  all  the  evidence,  the  Commission  shall 
find  that  a  respondent  has  not  engaged  in  any 
such  discriminatory  practice  or  violation  of  a  con- 
ciliation agreement,  the  Commission  shall  issue  an 
order  stating  its  findings  of  fact  and  shall  issue 
and  cause  to  be  served  on  the  complainant  an 
order  dismissing  the  said  complaint  as  to  such 
respondent.  The  Commission  shall  establish  rules 
of  practice  to  govern,  expedite,  and  effectuate  the 
foregoing  procedure  and  its  own  actions  there- 
under. 

8.  If  a  finding  is  made  that  a  respondent  has 
engaged  in  a  discriminatory  practice  or  has  vio- 
lated a  conciliation  agreement,  the  Commission 
shall  make  a  written  report  of  its  findings  and 
recommendations  either  to  the  Mayor  on  any 
matter  within  his  jurisdiction  for  his  review  and 
implementation,  or  to  the  Massachusetts  Commis- 
sion Against  Discrimination  (MCAD)  on  any 
matter  in  question,  and  in  all  cases  urging,  and 
using  its  best  efforts  to  bring  about  compliance 
with  its  recommendations.  Such  report  shall  also 
be  served  upon  the  complainant  and  all  respon- 
dents. In  the  conduct  of  any  mediation,  investiga- 
tion, hearing,  or  representation  of  any  complaint, 
the  Commission  may  call  not  only  the  members 
and  agents  of  the  Commission,  but,  to  the  extent 
practicable,  any  city  department  or   agency. 

9.  No  complaint  shall  be  considered  unless  it 
is  filed  with  the  Commission  within  one  hundred 
and  eighty  (180)  days  after  the  occurrence  of  the 
alleged   discriminatory  practice. 

Section    155 — Construction   of  Ordinance 

Nothing   in    this   ordinance  shall  be  interpreted 
to  contravene  the  General  Laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 
Section   156 — Severability 

If  any  provision  or  section  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  by  a  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  then  such  provision  or  section 
shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from  the 
remaining  provisions  or  sections  of  this  ordinance, 
wihch  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 
Section  157 — Transfer  of  Functions  to  BCAD 

All  duties,  powers,  functions,  and  responsibilities 
of  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  shall  be 
subsumed  in  and  exercised  and  performed  by  the 
Boston  Commission  Against  Discrimination 
("BCAD")  if  and  at  the  time  at  which  the  ordi- 
nance creating  the  BCAD  is  enacted  into  law.

Enclosed  is  an  order  for  an  ordinance  the  effect 
of  which  would  be  to  create  the  Boston  Com- 
mission Against  Discrimination   (BCAD). 

That  new  commission  would  be  responsible  for 
prohibiting  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  race, 
color,  sex,  religious  creed,  ancestry,  national 
origin,  marital  status,  age,  developmental  disability, 
physical  handicap,  sexual  preference,  or  source  of 
income 

Areas  covered  by  the  commission  would  include: 
employment,  provision  of  credit,  and  services  by 
city  contractors  or  grantees.  The  ordinance  also 
specifically  protects  Boston  residents  from  persons 
acting  with  force,  or  threats  of  force,  to  deprive 
individuals  of  the  free  enjoyment  of  their  civil 
rights 

I  urge  you  to  adopt  this  order  as  it  will  ensure 
that  the  citizens  of  Boston  shall  enjoy  equal  op- 
portunity, and  shall  not  suffer  discrimination  on 
the  basis  of  certain  distinctions  as  specified  in  the 
enclosed  BCAD  ordinance

An   Ordinance    Creating    the    Boston    Commission 

Against  Discrimination 
Be   it   ordained   by    the   City    Council   of   Boston, 
as  follows: 
Section    1.   The  City  of  Boston   Code  of   Ordi- 
nances  is  hereby  amended    by   adding    after  Title 
12,  chapter   15,   a   new   chapter   to   be   known    as 
chapter  17,  Boston  Commission  Against  Discrimin- 
ation and  which  chapter  shall  read  as  follows: 
Chapter    17   Boston    Commission    Against 
Discrimination 
Section   400 — Policy 

A.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  with  its  cosmopolitan 
population  consisting  of  large  numbers  of  people 
of  every  race,  color,  religious  creed,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  sex,  and  age,  there  is  no  greater 
danger  to  the  health,  morals,  safety,  and  welfare 
of  the  city  and  its  inhabitants  than  the  existence 
of  groups  prejudiced  against  one  another  and 
antagonistic  to  each  other  because  of  differences 
among  them. 

B.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
ensure  that  each  and  every  individual  residing 
therein,  regardless  of  his  race,  color,  religious 
creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  or  age  shall 
have  equal  opportunity  in  or  access  to  employ- 
ment, education,  travel,  public  contracts,  and 
credit;  to  assure  that  each  and  every  individual 
residing  therein  shall  have  equal  access  to,  and 
benefit  from  all  public  services;  to  protect  each 
and  every  individual  residing  therein  in  the  enjoy- 
ment and  exercise  of  his  civil  rights;  and  to  en- 
courage and  bring  about  mutual  understanding 
and  respect  among  all  individuals  in  the  city  by 
the   elimination  of   prejudice,  intolerance,    bigotry, 


discrimination,  and  the  disorder  occasioned  there- 
by. 

Section  401. — Definitions 
As   used   hereinafter: 

1.  The  term  "person"  means  one  or  more  in- 
dividuals, partnerships,  corporations,  associations, 
legal  representatives,  trustees,  trustees-in-bank- 
ruptcy,  or  receivers. 

2.  The  term  "Commission"  means,  unless  a 
different  meaning  appears  in  the  text,  the  Boston 
Commission   Against   Discrimination. 

3.  The  term  "City"  means  the  City  of  Boston. 

4.  The  term  "age,"  unless  a  different  meaning 
clearly  appears  from  the  context,  means  any  per- 
son between  the  ages  of  forty  (40)  and  seventy 
(70). 

5.  The  term  "discriminatory  practice"  means 
those  practices  specified  herein  at  section  403  and 
those  discriminatory  practices  specified  in  the 
ordinance  creating  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Com- 
mission as  defined  therein  if  such  ordinance  is 
enacted  into  law.  If  such  ordinance  is  not  en- 
acted into  law,  "discriminatory  practice"  means 
only  those  practices  specified  herein  at  section 
403. 

6.  The  term  "educational  institution"  means  any 
public  or  private  nursery,  day  care  center,  kinder- 
garten, elementary  or  secondary  school,  academy, 
college,  university,  extension  course,  or  nursing, 
secretarial,  business,  vocational,  technical,  trade  or 
professional  school  or  joint  apprentice  program; 
and  includes  an  agent  of  an  educational  institu- 
tion. 

7.  The  term  "employer"  means  any  person  who 
employs  four  or  more  employees  for  wages,  sal- 
aries or  commission  within  the  city,  exclusive  of 
parents,  spouse,  or  children;  or  any  person  acting 
in  the  interest  of  such  employer,  directly  or  in- 
directly. 

8.  The  term  "employment  agency"  means  any 
person  regularly  undertaking  or  attempting,  with 
or  without  compensation,  to  procure  employees 
for  an  employer  or  to  procure  for  employees, 
opportunities  to  work  for  an  employer,  and  in- 
cludes any  agent  of  such  person. 

9.  The  term  "labor  organization"  means  any 
organization,  agency,  employee  representation  com- 
mittee, group,  association,  or  plan  in  which  em- 
ployees participate  directly  or  indirectly;  and  which 
exists  for  the  purpose,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of 
dealing  with  employers  or  any  agent  thereof,  con- 
cerning grievances,  labor  disputes,  wages,  rates  of 
pay,  hours,  or  other  terms,  conditions,  or  privileges 
of  employment;  and  any  conference,  general  com- 
mittee, joint  or  system  board,  or  joint  council, 
which  is  subordinate  to  a  national  or  international 
organization. 

10.  The  term  "marital  status"  means  a  state  of 
being  married,  single,  divorced,  separated,  or 
widowed  and  the  usual  conditions  associated  there- 
with, including  pregnancy  or  parenthood. 

11.  The  term  "lending  institution"  means  any 
person  including  but  not  limited  to  a  bank,  in- 
surance company,  or  savings  and  loan  association, 
regularly  engaged  in  the  business  of  lending 
money,  guaranteeing  loans  or  furnishing  consumer 
credit  or  other  credit-related  services. 

12.  The  term  "developmental  disability"  means 
a  disability  of  a  person  which  (i)  is  attributable 
to  mental  retardation,  cerebral  palsy,  epilepsy,  or 
autism;  (ii)  is  attributable  to  any  other  condition 
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of  a  person  found  to  be  closely  related  to  mental 
retardation  because  such  condition  results  in 
similar  impairment  of  general  intellectual  function- 
ing or  adaptive  behavior  to  that  of  mentally  re- 
tarded persons  or  requires  treatment  and  services 
similar  to  those  required  for  such  persons;  or 
(iii)  is  attributable  to  dyslexia  resulting  from  a 
disability  described  in  paragraph  (a)  (i)  or  (ii);  or 
(iv)  originates  before  such  person  attains  age 
eighteen;  (v)  has  continued  or  can  be  expected 
to  continue  indefinitely;  and  (vi)  constitutes  a 
substantial  handicap  to  such  person's  ability  to 
function  normally  in  society. 

Section  402. — Establishment  of  Boston  Commission 
Against  Discrimination 
There  is  hereby  established  a  city  department 
to  be  known  as  the  Boston  Commission  Against 
Discrimination  (hereinafter  "Commission")  with 
power  to  enforce  the  policies  enunciated  herein 
and  to  eliminate  and  prevent  the  discriminatory 
practices  enumerated  herein  at  section  403. 
A.    Composition  of  Commission 

1.  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  five  part- 
time  commissioners  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  for  one 
year,  two  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years. 
The  Mayor  shall  designate  one  of  the  commis- 
sioners as  the  chair.  As  the  term  of  any  com- 
missioner expires  his/her  successor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  as  such  commissioner  for 
a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  occurring 
otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  Three  com- 
missioners shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  conducting  business  thereof,  but  three 
votes  shall  be  required  to  pass  any  Commission 
decision. 

The  Mayor  shall  determine  the  commissioners' 
per  diem  compensation,  and  each  commissioner 
shall  also  be  entitled  to  his/her  expenses  actually 
and  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of 
his/her  duties.  Any  commissioner  may  be  removed 
by  the  Mayor  for  cause,  after  being  given  a 
written  statement  of  the  charges  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard  thereon. 

2.  Advisory  Board  to  the  Commission  may  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  at  his  discretion  to  assist 
and  advise  the  Commission  in  the  carrying  out  of 
its  powers  and  duties  and  to  aid  the  Commission 
in  obtaining  the  support  of  the  citizens  of  Boston 
in  effectuating  the  policy  of  this  ordinance.  The 
members  of  any  such  advisory  board  shall  be 
representative  of  a  cross-section  of  the  city's  popu- 
lation, and  shall  serve  without  compensation  ex- 
cept for  reasonable  expenses  incurred  on  Com- 
mission business. 

3.  The  Commission  staff  shall  consist  of  an 
executive  director,  and  such  clerks,  and  other  em- 
ployees and  agents  as  may  be  deemed   necessary. 

a.  The  executive  director  ("Director")  shall 
be  appointed  by  and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Mayor  who  shall  determine  his/her  rate  of 
compensation.  The  Director  shall  function  as  a 
department  head  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

b.  The  Director  shall  be  responsible  for 
carrying  out  the  policies  of  the  Commission  and 
performing  the  duties  assigned  to  him/her  by 
this  ordinance.  The  Director  shall  have  the 
power  and  duty  to  make  investigations  of  dis- 
criminatory practices  under  this  ordinance,  and 
to   file   complaints    with    the   Commission    when 


he  or  she  has  probable  cause  to  believe  that  a 
violation  of  this  ordinance  has  occurred.  The 
Director  shall  further  have  the  power  and  duty 
to  attempt  to  conciliate  any  complaint  of  alleged 
discrimination  under  this  ordinance  where  there 
is  probable  cause  for  such  complaint.  The  Direc- 
tor shall  also  have  the  authority  and  responsi- 
bility to  appoint  such  clerks,  and  other  em- 
ployees and  agents  as  he/she  may  deem  neces- 
sary, and  to  fix  their  compensation  within  the 
budgetary  limits  of  the  Commission. 

B.  Functions  of  Commission 

The  functions  of  the  Commission  shall  be: 

1.  To  foster  mutual  understanding  and  respect 
among  all  racial,  religious,  sex,  and  ethnic  groups 
in  the  City  of  Boston; 

2.  To  encourage  equality  of  treatment  for,  and 
prevent  discrimination  against,  any  racial,  religious, 
sex,  or  ethnic  group  or  its  members; 

3.  To  cooperate  with  governmental  and  non- 
governmental agencies  and  organizations  having 
similar  functions  to  the  Commission's;  and 

4.  To  make  such  investigations  and  studies  in 
the  field  of  human  relations  as  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Commission  will  aid  in  effectuating  its 
general  purposes. 

5.  To  exercise  and  perform  the  powers,  respon- 
sibilities, and  duties  of  the  Boston  Fair  Housing 
Commission  if  that  Commission  is  created  by 
ordinance. 

C.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Commission 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commission  shall 
be: 

1.  To  receive,  investigate,  and  pass  upon  com- 
plaints   and    to    initiate    its    own   investigations   of 

a)  discriminatory  practices  as  hereinafter  de- 
fined; 

b)  racial,  religious,  sex,  and  ethnic  group  ten- 
sions, prejudice,  intolerance,  bigotry,  and  dis- 
order occasioned  thereby; 

c)  violation  of  the  enjoyment  and  exercise  by 
any  person  or  group  of  his/her  or  its  civil 
rights; 

d)  discrimination  against  any  person,  group 
of  persons,  organization,  or  corporation,  whether 
practiced  by  private  persons,  associations,  cor- 
porations or,  after  consultation  with  the  Mayor, 
by  city  officials  or  city  agencies;  and,  upon  its 
own  motion,  to  make,  sign,  and  file  complaints 
alleging  violations  of  this  title. 

2.  To  hold  hearings,  subpoena  witnesses,  compel 
their  attendance,  administer  oaths,  take  the  tes- 
timony of  any  person  under  oath  and  in  connec- 
tion therewith  to  require  the  production  for  ex- 
amination of  any  documents,  books,  papers,  or 
evidence  relating  to  any  matter  in  question  or 
under  investigation  before  the  Commission.  The 
Commission  may  delegate  any  of  its  hearing  or 
subpoena  powers  to  individual  commissioners,  and 
it  shall  issue  rules  with  respect  to  the  conduct  of 
hearings  or  the  issuance  of  subpoenas  by  individ- 
ual commissioners. 

3.  To  adopt,  promulgate,  amend,  and  rescind 
rules  and  regulations  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  the  policies  and  practices  of  the 
Commission  in  connection  therewith,  and  any  and 
all  existing  or  prospective  executive  orders  of  the 
Mayor  that  relate  directly  or  indirectly,  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  discrimination,  bigotry,  or  prejudice 
or  efforts  or  actions  to  eliminate  such  discrimina- 
tion,  bigotry,   or  prejudice. 
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4.  Insofar  as  practical,  to  obtain  upon  request 
and  utilize  the  services  of  all  municipal  depart- 
ments  and  agencies. 

5.  To  establish,  at  the  Commission's  discretion, 
staff  units  within  the  Commission  to  assist  in  the 
administration  and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance. 

6.  To  designate  an  officer  as  the  referral  officer 
to  receive  notice  of  alleged  unlawful  employment 
practices  from  the  Equal  Employment  Opportunity 
Commission  as  provided  for  in  Public  Law  88-352, 
Title  VII,  section  706(c);  42  U.S.C.  ss.  2000e-5(d). 

7.  To  examine  the  problems  of  prejudice,  in- 
tolerance, bigotry,  discrimination,  and  disorder 
occasioned  thereby  in  all  or  any  fields  of  human 
relationship. 

8.  To  issue  publications  and  reports  of  inves- 
tigations and  research  designed  to  promote  good- 
will and  minimize  or  eliminate  prejudice,  intol- 
erance, bigotry,  discrimination,  and  disorder  occa- 
sioned thereby. 

9.  To  conduct  investigations  and  inquiries  into 
incidents  or  patterns  of  incidents  involving  the 
harassment  of,  use  of  violence  against,  or  intimida- 
tion of  individuals  in  the  exercise  or  enjoyment  of 
their  civil  rights  under  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  the  ordi- 
nances and  bylaws  of  the  City  of  Boston,  moti- 
vated, caused,  or  occasioned,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
by  prejudice,  bigotry,  or  discrimination. 

10.  To  recommend  to  the  Mayor  additional 
legislation  to  aid  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of 
this  ordinnace. 

11.  To  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  Mayor 
concerning  the  Commission's  activities. 

12.  To   exercise    all    other  powers    necessary  to 
effectuate  the   purposes  of  this   ordinance. 
Section  403. — Discriminatory   Practices 

A.    Discriminatory  Employment  Practices 

1.  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (2)  of  this 
subsection,  it  shall  be  discriminatory   conduct: 

(a)  for  any  employer  in  the  city  to  fail  or 
refuse  to  hire  or  to  discharge  any  person  with 
respect  to  hiring,  tenure,  compensation,  pro- 
motion, discharge,  or  any  other  terms,  condi- 
tions, or  privileges  directly  or  indirectly  related 
to  employment  because  of  race,  color,  religious 
creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  pref- 
erence, source  of  income,  age,  marital  status, 
developmental    disability    or    physical    handicap. 

(b)  For  any  employer,  employment  agency, 
or  labor  organization  in  the  city,  to  establish, 
announce,  or  follow  a  policy  of  denying  or 
limiting,  the  employment,  membership  or  appren- 
ticeship opportunities  of  any  person  on  the  basis 
of  race,  color,  religious  creed,  national  origin, 
ancestry,  sex,  sexual  preference,  source  of  in- 
come, age,  marital  status,  developmental  dis- 
ability or  physical  handicap. 

(c)  For  any  employer,  labor  organization, 
employment  agency  in  the  city,  or  any  joint 
labor  management  committee  controlling  ap- 
prentice training  programs  in  the  city  to  deny 
to  or  withhold  from  any  person  a  right  to  be 
admitted  to  or  to  participate  in  a  guidance  pro- 
gram, an  apprenticeship  training  program,  an 
on-the-job  training  program,  or  any  other  occu- 
pational training  program  because  of  race,  color, 
religious  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex, 
sexual  preference,  source  of  income,  age,  marital 
status,  developmental  disability  or  physical 
handicap. 


(d)  For  any  employer,  employment  agency, 
or  labor  organization  in  the  city  to  publish  or 
circulate,  or  to  cause  to  be  published  or  cir- 
culated with  an  intent  to  circumvent  the  spirit 
and  purpose  of  this  section,  any  notice  or 
advertisement  relating  to  employment  or  mem- 
bership, which  indicates  any  preference,  limita- 
tion, or  discrimination  based  on  race,  color, 
religious  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex, 
sexual  preference,  source  of  income,  age,  mari- 
tal status,  developmental  disability  or  physical 
handicap,  or  an  intention  to  make  any  such 
preference,    limitation,  or  discrimination. 

(e)  For  any  employment  agency  in  the  City 
to  fail  or  refuse  to  accept,  register,  classify 
properly  or  refer  for  employment  or  otherwise 
to  discriminate  against  any  person  because  of 
race,  color,  religious  creed,  national  origin,  an- 
cestry, sex,  sexual  preference,  source  of  income, 
age,  marital  status,  developmental  disability  or 
physical   handicap. 

(f)  For  any  labor  organization  in  the  city  to 
discriminate  against  any  person  in  any  way  that 
would  deprive  or  limit  his  or  her  employment 
opportunities  or  otherwise  adversely  affect  his 
or  her  status  for  employment  or  as  an  employee 
with  respect  to  hiring,  seniority,  tenure,  referral, 
compensation,  promotion,  discharge  or  any  other 
terms,  conditions  or  privileges  directly  or  in- 
directly related  to  race,  color,  religious  creed, 
national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  preference, 
source  of  income,  age,  marital  status,  develop- 
mental disability  or  physical  handicap. 

(g)  For  any  employer,  employment  agency 
or  labor  organization  in  the  city  to  discriminate 
against,  harass,  threaten,  or  intimidate  any  per- 
son because  he  or  she  has  opposed  any  practice 
forbidden  by  this  section  and  because  he  or  she 
has  made  a  complaint  or  testified  or  assisted  in 
any  manner  in  any  investigation  or  proceeding 
under  this  chapter  relating  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section. 

2.    Exceptions:   Nothing  in  subsection  1   of  this 
subsection  shall  apply  to: 

(a)  Any  type  of  employment,  occupation,  or 
position  where  the  job  involves  a  bona  fide 
occupational  qualification  requiring  the  employ- 
ment of  a  person  or  persons  of  a  particular 
religion,  sex,  national  origin,  ancestry,  marital 
status,  age,  or  other  qualification  where  such 
qualification  is  reasonably  necessary  to  the  nor- 
mal operation  of  that  business  or  enterprise. 

(b)  Any  employment  practice  based  upon 
applicable  laws  or  regulations  established  by  the 
United  States  or  any  agency  thereof,  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  or  any  political 
subdivisions  of  the  Comonwealth  having  juris- 
diction in  the  City  of  Boston. 

(c)  Any  employer  terminating  employment  or 
otherwise  taking  action  concerning  a  person 
under  the  terms  of  a  bona  fide  retirement,  pen- 
sion, or  disability  plan,  or  group  or  employee 
insurance    plan. 

(d)  Agreements  or  contracts  concerning  con- 
tribution rates  for  employer  or  employee  for 
employer  or  employee  for  group  insurance,  when 
such  contribution  rates  may  be  affected  by 
marital  status  or  number  of  dependents. 

(e)  Any  employment  agency  providing  ser- 
vices only  to  elderly  persons  or  to  minors,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  such  employment  agency 
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may  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  race,  color, 
sex,  religion,  ancestry,  national  origin,  marital 
status,  physical  handicap,  developmental  dis- 
ability, sexual  preference,  or  source  of  income. 

B.  Discriminatory  Credit  Practices 

It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
lending  institution  in  the  city  on  the  basis  of  race, 
color,  religious  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
sex,  sexual  preference,  source  of  income,  age, 
marital  status,  developmental  disability  or  phy- 
sical handicap  to: 

1.  discriminate  against  any  person  in  the  fur- 
nishing  of  credit-related  services;  or 

2.  deny  or  terminate  credit  or  credit-related 
services  or  to  affect  adversely  a  person's  credit 
rating  or  standing: 

Provided  that  any  such  person  is  otherwise 
qualified  for  such  credit  or  credit-related  ser- 
vice; and  provided  further  that  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  to  bar  any  lending 
institution  from  discriminating  against  any  per- 
son in  the  furnishing  of  credit  or  credit-related 
service  or  denying  or  terminating  credit  or 
credit-related  service  to  any  person  whose  life 
expectancy,  according  to  generally  accepted 
mortality  tables,  is  less  than  the  term  for  which 
the  credit  or  credit-related  service  is   requested. 

C.  Discriminatory  Education  Practices 

It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
private  educational  institution  in  the  city,  or  its 
agents,  employees,  or  officers,  on  the  basis  of  race, 
color,  religious  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
sex,  sexual  preference,  source  of  income,  age, 
marital  status,  developmental  disability  or  physical 
handicap   to: 

1.  discriminate  against  any  person  with  respect 
to  the  terms,  conditions,  accommodations,  advan- 
tages, facilities,  benefits,  privileges,  or  services  of 
that  institution; 

2.  make  or  use  a  written  or  oral  inquiry  or 
form  of  application  for  admission  to  an  educa- 
tional institution  that  elicits  or  attempts  to  elicit 
information  concerning  race  or  color,  except  as 
required  to  obtain  grants  or  other  funds  from  a 
public  or  private  institution  or  agency; 

3.  except  in  connection  with  a  written  affirma- 
tive action  plan,  to  require,  or  cause  to  be  re- 
quired, that  a  photograph  of  any  applicant  for 
admission  to  an  educational  institution  be  sub- 
mitted with  any  form  of  application  for  admission; 

4.  to  establish,  make,  or  follow  a  policy  of 
denial   or   limitation   of   educational   opportunities; 

5.  to  permit  potential  employers  to  recruit 
students  on  its  premises  or  to  permit  such  em- 
ployers to  use  its  placement  facilities  for  referral 
of  students  for  employment  or  permit  such  em- 
ployers to  participate  in  any  job-training  or  work- 
study  program  operated  by  or  in  conjunction  with 
the  educational  institution  unless  the  potential 
employer  has  submitted  to  the  educational  institu- 
tion a  statement  certifying  that  the  employer  is  an 
equal  opportunity  employer; 

6.  to  deny  to  any  member  of  its  student  body 
educational  services  or  facilities  that  are  generally 
available  to  members  of  the  opposite  sex;  or 

7.  to  subject  any  member  of  its  faculty  or  staff 
to  a  discriminatory  practice  under  subsections  1 
through  6  of  this  subsection. 

D.  City  Contracts 

1.  Any  contract,  except  any  contract  for  the 
sale,  purchase  or  rental  of  property,  to  which  the 


city  is  a  party  shall  include  substantially  the  fol- 
lowing provision: 

Equal  Employment  Opportunity — The  contrac- 
tor hereby  agrees 

(a)  Not  to  discriminate  against  any  employee 
or  applicant  for  employment  on  account  of 
race,  color,  religious  creed,  national  origin, 
ancestry,  sex,  sexual  preference,  source  of  in- 
come, age,  marital  status,  developmental  dis- 
ability or  physical  handicap,  except  as  is  other- 
wise provided  by  law. 

(b)  To  implement  an  affirmative  action  em- 
ployment program  to  insure  nondiscrimination 
in  employment,  under  guidelines  to  be  developed 
by  the  Commission  and  approved  by  the  Mayor. 

(c)  To  include  in  all  solicitations  or  adver- 
tisements for  employees  placed  by  or  in  behalf 
of  the  contractor  the  words  "Equal  Opportunity 
Employer"  or  a  symbol,  approved  by  the  Com- 
mission, meaning  the  same. 

(d)  To  notify  each  labor  organization  or 
representative  of  employees  with  which  said  con- 
tractor is  bound  by  a  collective  bargaining 
agreement  or  other  contract  of  the  contractor's 
obligations  pursuant  to  this  equal  employment 
opportunity  clause. 

(e)  To  submit  to  the  Director  of  the  Com- 
mission, upon  request,  no  more  frequently  than 
annually,  regular  equal  employment  opportunity 
reports  on  a  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Direc- 
tor with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  except  that 
the  Director  may  request  more  frequent  special 
reports  of  particular   employers. 

(f)  To  post  in  conspicuous  places  available  to 
employees  and  applicants  for  employment  no- 
tices setting  forth  the  provisions  of  this  equal 
employment   opportunity    clause. 

(g)  To  include"  the  provisions  in  subsections 
(a)  through  (f)  of  this  clause  in  every  sub- 
contract so  that  such  provisions  will  be  binding 
upon  each  subcontractor. 

(h)  That  in  the  event  of  the  contractor's  non- 
compliance with  any  provision  of  this  equal 
employment  opportunity  clause,  upon  a  finding 
of  such  noncompliance  by  the  Commission  and 
certification  of  such  finding  to  the  Mayor,  the 
Mayor  may  terminate  or  suspend  or  not  renew, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  this  contract. 

2.  The  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to: 

(a)  Review  the  performance  of  any  con- 
tractor that  has  a  contract  with  the  city,  with 
respect  to  its  compliance  with  provisions  of  sub- 
section 1  above. 

(b)  Request  equal  employment  opportunity 
reports,  including  but  not  limited  to  statistical 
data,  from  any  contractor  pursuant  to  sub- 
subsection   1(e)  above. 

(c)  Upon  a  finding  of  probable  cause  to  be- 
lieve a  violation  of  any  provision  of  sub- 
subsection  1  above  has  occurred,  file  a  com- 
plaint with  the  Commission  pursuant  to  section 
404  of  this  ordinance,  and  request  the  Commis- 
sion to  hold  a  hearing  upon  such  alleged  viola- 
tion. 

3.  The  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  to: 

(a)  Hold  hearings  and  review  evidence  con- 
cerning any  complaint  filed  by  the  Director 
pursuant  to  subsubsection  2  above,  in  accord- 
ance with  procedures  set  forth  in  this  ordinance. 
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(b)    Upon  a  finding  by  the  Commission   that 
any    contractor    is   in    noncompliance    with   the 
provisions  of  subsubsection    1    above,   the  Com- 
mission shall  report  such  findings  to  the  Mayor. 
4.    If  the   Commission   certifies  such  findings  to 
the  Mayor,  he  or  she  shall   terminate  or  suspend 
or  not  renew,  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  appropriate, 
the    contractual    relationship    with   the    contractor; 
provided,   however,   that  the  Mayor   may    defer    a 
suspension  or  termination  if  he   or  she  finds  that 
such    suspension   or    termination    may    disrupt    or 
curtail   a  vital   public  service,   or  would  otherwise 
not  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  in  which 
case  the  Mayor  shall  indicate  a  date  certain  when 
the   relationship   will  be  suspended   or  terminated, 
or   when    the    practice    complained    about   will   be 
remedied. 

E.  Public   Safety 

1.  No  person,  whether  or  not  acting  under 
color  of  law,  shall  by  force  or  threat  of  force, 
willfully  injure,  intimidate  or  interfere  with,  or 
oppress  or  threaten  any  other  person  in  the  free 
exercise  or  enjoyment  of  any  right  or  privilege 
secured  to  him  by  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  the  rights  secured  by  the 
constitution  or  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  or  the  City  of  Boston. 

2.  Whenever  any  person  or  persons,  whether  or 
not  acting  under  color  of  law,  interferes  by 
threats,  intimidation  or  coercion,  or  attempts  to 
interfere  by  threats,  intimidation  or  coercion,  with 
the  exercise  or  enjoyment  by  any  other  person  or 
persons  of  rights  secured  by  the  Constitution  or 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  rights  secured 
by  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  or  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
Commission  may  request  the  corporation  counsel 
to  bring,  in  the  name  of  the  city,  a  civil  action  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdicti'on  for  injunctive 
or  other  appropriate  equitable  relief  in  order  to 
protect  the  peaceable  exercise  or  enjoyment  of  the 
right  or  rights  secured. 

3.  Neighborhood  Safety  Unit — There  is  hereby 
established  within  the  Commission  a  Neighborhood 
Safety  Unit  that  shall  have  the  responsibility  for 
working  in  the  neighborhoods  to  anticipate  and 
predict  possible  incidents  of  disorder  or  violence 
occasioned  by  prejudice,  discrimination,  or  bigotry 
and  to  take  actions  to  avoid  such  disorder  or 
violence  including,  but  not  limited  to,  coordination 
of  actions  and  responses  by  relevant  city  depart- 
ments and  agencies.  The  unit  shall  also  be  re- 
sponsible for  studying  past  incidents  of  such  dis- 
order or  violence  in  order  to  determine  any  pat- 
tern or  practice  of  such  activities.  Staff  and  em- 
ployees of  the  unit  shall  be  appointed  by,  and 
their  salaries   fixed,  by   the  Director. 

F.  City  Grantees 

It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
person,  group,  corporation,  association,  or  organi- 
zation that  receives  all  or  any  of  its  financial 
assistance  budget  from  or  through  the  City  of 
Boston  or  because  of  the  efforts  or  the  assistance 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  that  provides  services 
of  any  kind  to  individuals  to  discriminate  in  any 
way  in  the  provision  of  such  services  on  the  basis 
of  race,  color,  religious  creed,  national  origin, 
ancestry,  sex,  sexual  preference,  source  of  income, 
age,  marital  status,  developmental  disability  or 
physical  handicap. 


Section  404- — Procedures 

1.  Any  person  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  by  an 
alleged  discriminatory  practice  under  this  ordi- 
nance or  claiming  to  represent  an  aggrieved  per- 
son, may,  by  himself /herself  or  his/her  attorney- 
at-law,  make,  sign  and  file  with  the  Commission 
a  complaint  in  writing  which  shall  state  the  name 
and  address  of  the  person  or  persons  alleged  to 
have  committed  the  discriminatory  practice  ("re- 
spondents^)") and  the  particulars  thereof,  and 
contain  such  other  information  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  Commission. 

(a)  The  Director  upon  his/her  own  initiative 
may  in  like  manner  make,  sign,  and  file  such 
complaint. 

(b)  The  Director  shall  forthwith  transmit  a 
copy  of  the  complaint  to  each  respondent  by 
hand  or  by  certified  mail  return  receipt  re- 
quested,   with    another    copy   by    ordinary  mail. 

(c)  The  Commission  shall  not  accept  a  com- 
plaint from  any  person  who  has  filed  a  com- 
plaint with  the  Massachusetts  Commission 
Against  Discrimination  ("MCAD")  with  respect 
to  the  same  grievance  unless  requested  by  the 
MCAD  to  do  so. 

2.  After  the  filing  of  any  complaint,  the  Direc- 
tor shall  cause  a  prompt  investigation  to  be  made 
in  connection  therewith. 

(a)  If  after  such  investigation,  the  Director 
shall  determine  that  probable  cause  does  not 
exist  for  crediting  the  allegations  of  the  com- 
plaint, he/she  shall  issue  and  cause  to  be  served 
on  the  complainant  and  the  respondent  an  order 
dismissing  such  allegations  of  the  said  complaint 
or  his/her  attorney,  may,  within  ten  (10)  days 
after  receiving  such  service,  file  with  the  Com- 
mission, a  written  request  for  review  of  such 
action  of  the  Director.  Upon  such  application, 
the  Commission  shall  review  such  action  and 
shall  determine  whether  there  is  probable  cause 
to  credit  the  allegations  of  the  complaint  and 
accordingly  shall  enter  an  order  affirming,  re- 
versing, or  modifying  the  determination  of  the 
Director,  or  remanding  the  matter  for  further 
investigation  and  action,  copies  of  which  order 
shall  be  served  upon  the  complainant  and  the 
respondent. 

(b)  If  the  Director  shall  determine  after  such 
investigation  or  review  that  probable  cause  exists 
for  crediting  the  allegations  of  the  complaint, 
the  Commission  staff  shall  immediately  endeavor 
to  eliminate  the  discriminatory  practice  com- 
plained of  through  persuasion,  conciliation,  and 
negotiation.  Nothing  said  or  done  during  and 
as  part  of  such  conciliation  efforts  shall  be  made 
public  or  used  as  evidence  in  a  subsequent  pro- 
ceeding unless  each  of  the  interested  parties 
agrees  thereto  in  writing. 

3.  If  conciliation  succeeds,  the  terms  of  the 
conciliation  agreement  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 
and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  parties  and  the 
Commission.  Conciliation  agreements  may  be  made 
public,  but  such  public  disclosure  shall  not  reveal 
the  identities  of  the  parties  involved,  except  with 
the  agreement  of  all  of  the  respondents. 

4.  In  case  of  failure  to  reach  a  conciliation 
agreement  to  eliminate  a  discriminatory  practice 
within  thirty  days  after  a  determination  of  prob- 
able cause,  or  in  advance  thereof  if  in  his/her 
judgment  circumstances  so  warrant,  or  if  probable 
cause  exists  that  a  conciliation  agreement  has  been

violated,  the  Director  shall  cause  to  be  issued  and 
served  in  the  name  of  the  Commission,  a  written 
notice  together  with  a  copy  of  such  complaint,  as 
the  same  may  have  been  amended,  requiring  the 
respondent  to  answer  the  charges  of  such  com- 
plaint at  a  hearing  before  the  Commission,  at  a 
time  and  place  to  be  specified  in  such  notice. 

5.  The  respondent  may  file,  in  person  or  other- 
wise, a  written  verified  answer  to  the  complaint 
and  appear  at  such  hearing  in  person,  with  or 
without  counsel. 

6.  The  Director  or  his/her  designee  shall  pre- 
sent evidence  at  the  hearing.  The  Commission  shall 
not  be  bound  by  the  strict  rules  of  evidence  pre- 
vailing in  courts  of  law.  The  testimony,  however, 
shall  be  under  oath  and  shall  be  transcribed  upon 
the  request  of  either  party.  Each  party  respondent 
may  appear  at  such  hearing  in  person  or  by  a  duly 
authorized  representative  including  an  attorney. 
Each  party  may  present  testimony  and  evidence. 
Each  party  shall  have  the  right  to  cross-examine 
adverse   witnesses. 

7.  If,  upon  all  the  evidence  presented  at  the 
hearing,  the  Commission  determines  that  a  re- 
spondent has  engaged  in  any  discriminatory  prac- 
tice as  defined  in  this  ordinance  or  has  violated 
a  conciliation  agreement,  the  Commission  shall 
issue  an  order  stating  its  findings  of  fact  and 
recommendations  for  resolving   the  complaint. 

If,  upon  all  the  evidence,  the  Commission  shall 
find  that  a  respondent  has  not  engaged  in  any  such 
discriminatory  practice  or  violation  of  a  concilia- 
tion agreement,  the  Commission  shall  issue  an 
order  stating  its  findings  of  fact  and  shall  issue 
and  cause  to  be  served  on  the  complainant  an 
order  dismissing  the  said  complaint  as  to  such 
respondent. 

The  Commission  shall  establish  rules  of  practice 
to  govern,  expedite,  and  effectuate  the  foregoing 
procedure  and  its  own  actions  thereunder. 

8.  If  a  finding  is  made  that  a  respondent  has 
engaged  in  a  discriminatory  practice  or  violated 
a  conciliation  agreement,  the  Commission  shall 
make  a  written  report  of  its  findings  and  recom- 
mendations either  to  the  Mayor  on  any  matter 
within  his  jurisdiction  for  his  review  and  imple- 
mentation or  to  the  Massachusetts  Commission 
Against  Discrimination  (MCAD)  on  any  matter  in 
question,  and  in  all  cases,  urging,  and  using  its 
best  efforts  to  bring  about  compliance  with  its 
recommendations.  Such  a  report  shall  be  served 
upon  the  complainant  and  all  the  respondents. 
In  the  conduct  of  any  mediation,  investigation, 
hearing,  or  representation  of  any  complaint,  the 
Commission  may  call  upon  not  only  the  members 
and  staff  of  the  Commission,  but,  to  the  extent 
practicable,  any  city  department  or  agency. 

9.  No  complaint  shall  be  considered  unless  it 
is  filed  with  the  Commission  within  one  hundred 
and  eighty  (180)  days  after  the  occurrence  of  the 
alleged   discriminatory   practice. 

Section  405 — Construction  of  Ordinance 

Nothing   in    this  ordinance  shall   be  interpreted 
to  contravene  the  General  Laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 
Section   406 — Severability 

If  any  provision  or'  section  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  by  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,   then  such    provision    or  section   shall 


be  considered  separately  and  apart  from  the  re- 
maining provisions  or  sections  of  this  ordinance, 
which  shall  remain  in  full   force  and  effect.

You  have  asked  for  my  opinion  concerning  the 
status  of  a  temporary  employee  of  your  depart- 
ment who  did  not  reside  in  the  City  of  Boston 
upon  hiring  and  who  continues  to  live  outside  city 
boundaries. 

Pursuant  to  the  Ordinances  of  1976,  c.  9,  an 
employee  is  defined  as: 

"Any  person  receiving  monies  from  the  city 
subject  to  withholding  taxes  by  the  state  or 
federal   government   .  .  ." 

Further,  it  is  specifically  stated  in  s.  101A  of 
said   ordinance   that: 

"Every   person   first   employed  by   the  city  of 
Boston    on    or    after    July    1,    1976,    shall    be    a 
resident   of   the   City   of  Boston,    and   shall   not 
cease  to   be   a   resident   of   the  City    of   Boston 
during  his  employment  by  the  city." 
It  is  further  stated  that  upon  taking  employment 
with   the   city  and   annually   thereafter,   every  per- 
son  subject  to  this   ordinance   shall   file   with  the 
department    head    a    certificate    signed    under    the 
pains  and  penalties  of  perjury,  stating  his  or  her 
name,  and  place  of  residence. 

Upon   the  facts  supplied  to   me   in  your   letter, 

it  appears  that  this  temporary  employee  is  not  in 

compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinances 

of  1976,  c.  9  and,  this  noncompliance  triggers  the 

enforcement   provisions  set   forth   therein,   namely: 

".  .  .  if  no  certificate  is  filed,  the  department 

head   or  like   person   shall   forthwith    strike   the 

name   of   the   employee   from    the   payroll,    that 

person  shall  cease  to  be  employed  by  the  city, 

and    the   department    head    or  like   person  shall 

give  notice  of  his  action  to  the  City  Clerk,  who 

shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  City  Council,  the 

Mayor  and  the  Collector-Treasurer."   (Emphasis 

supplied.) 

There  is  no  provision  in  this  residency  ordinance 
for  repayment  to  the  city  of  any  wages  paid  said 
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employee  until  such  time  as  he  or  she  was  stricken 
from  the  payroll.  In  fact,  the  only  penalty  pro- 
vision arises  if  any  person  acting  on  behalf  of  the 
city  would  make  payment  of  wages  to  any  person 
stricken  from  a  payroll. 

It  is  further  noted  for  your  information  that  the 
definition  of  "employee"  is  limited  to  those  per- 
sons on  the  city  payroll  receiving  monies  subject 
to  withholding  taxes  by  the  state  or  federal  govern- 
ment.   (Emphasis  supplied.)

Block  Grant  application  for  $26.1  million.  I  am 
submitting  this  to  you  today  with  revisions  to  the 
proposal  that  was  returned  to  me  without  preju- 
dice. 

I  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  June  30 
is  the  last  day  on  which  the  order  may  be  ap- 
proved. If  the  approved  application  is  not  sub- 
mitted to  the  department  by  July  1,  the  city  could 
lose  the  entire  entitlement  of  $26.1  million. 

With  this  in  mind,  I  urge  you  to  give  the  order 
your  immediate  attention  by  suspending  the  rules 
or  calling  a  special  meeting.  If  you  cannot  do  so, 
to  protect  the  city's  interests,  I  may  call  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Council. 

The  revisions  to  the  original  proposal  include 
$2  million  for  security  patrols  in  public  housing 
and  $1.9  million  for  human  services.  This  revised 
program  is  responsive  to  the  priorities  for  public 
housing  and  neighborhoods  across  the  city,  and  is 
consistent  with  my  responsibilities  to  allocate 
wisely  the  increasing  scarce  federal  funds. 

As  stated  in  the  revised  application,  $2  million 
for  security  patrols  will  be  funded  through  the 
Boston  Police  Department  and  experienced  tenant 
organizations.  The  program  will  be  implemented 
in  cooperation  with  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
and  tenants.  It  is  not  prudent,  at  this  time,  to 
provide  additional  funding  directly  to  the  Author- 
ity. Although  the  receiver  has  taken  steps  to  im- 
prove the  Authority's  capacity  to  spend  funds, 
there  remain  significant  unspent  funds,  including 
$4.8  million  of  Community  Development  monies 
from  prior  years.  In  addition,  only  the  police  can 
arrest  lawbreakers.  The  police,  not  private  security 
patrols,  can  best  protect  tenants  from  serious 
offenders. 

As  stated  in  the  revised  application,  $1.9  million 
for  human  services  is  allocated  to  nonprofit 
agencies  across  the  city.  This  money  will  be  used 
to  help  fund  vital  programs  for  Boston  residents. 

Again,  I  urge  you  to  give  this  matter  your  im- 
mediate attention.

I  enclose  herewith  and  I  urge  you  to  adopt  a 
home  rule  petition  relating  to  the  compensation 
of  the  members  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority.  The  compensation  of  the  members  was 
established  at  the  annual  rate  of  $7,500  in  1977, 
and  can  only  be  changed  by  statute.  The  BRA  is 
the  city's  Planning  Board  as  well  as  its  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  and  the  compensation  of  its  mem- 
bers is  more  appropriately  established  by  ordinance 
of  the  city  without  confirmation  or  approval  of  the 
state  government.  The  enclosed  petition,  if  passed 
by  the  General  Court  and  approved  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, would  cause  the  compensation  of  the  BRA 
members  to  be  treated  as  is  the  compensation  of 
department  heads  of  the  city. 

I  think  you  will  agree  that  the  city  government 
should  not  be  required  to  submit  pay  adjustments 
of  its  officials  to  the  state  government  for  approval. 
In  fairness  to  the  BRA  members,  however,  and  in 
light  of  the  imminent  prorogation  of  the  General 
Court,  I  ask  especially  that  you  act  at  once  on 
this  order  so  that  it  will  be  addressed  by  the 
General  Court  this  year.

I  hereby  transmit  and  urge  you  to  adopt  two 
separate  orders  for  the  city's  Economic  Develop- 
ment and  Industrial  Corporation. 

In  accordance  with  the  Economic  Development 
Plan  for  the  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park,  the 
first  order  will  allow  the  EDIC  to  expend  funds 
remaining  in  its  original  $7,000,000  Loan  Authori- 
zation for  rehabilitation  work  on  three  major 
projects:  Dry  Dock  No.  3  (and  ancillary  facilities), 
Building  31,  and  the  BMIP  water  system.  G.O. 
Bond  funds  for  Dry  Dock  No.  3  facilities  and 
Building  No.  31  are  intended  to  serve  as  the  re- 
quired local  match  for  two  pending  grants  from 
the  Economic  Development  Administration.  Since 
this  order  is  based  on  current  loan  authorization 
and  is  needed  to  undertake  projects  within  the 
next  few  months,  I  am  asking  that  the  Council 
give  it  the  earliest  possible  consideration. 

The  second  order  amends  an  earlier  order  of 
the  Council  for  the  Alsen-Mapes  Industrial  Park 
Project,  reducing  the  amount  authorized  from

ORDINANCE   CREATING   OFFICE    OF

I  transmit  herewith  and  urge  you  to  adopt  a 
proposed  ordinance  which  would  create  the  Office 
of  Energy  Conservation. 

It  is  essential  for  the  city  to  develop  an  exten- 
sive and  coordinated  energy  conservation  program 
for  its  municipal  structures  as  well  as  in  the  neigh- 
borhoods. This  new  department  will  undertake  this 
effort,  take  advantage  of  state  and  federal  pro- 
grams, and  work  closely  with  neighborhood  groups 
and  the  business  community.  The  city  must  be 
prepared  to  address  the  energy  shortages  of  the 
eighties  as  a  major  consumer  and  as  a  provider 
of  services.  Energy  cost  increases  are  a  major 
contributor  to  inflation  and  unemployment  as 
dollars  flow  out  of  our  economy.  It  is  essential 
for  the  city  to  develop  programs  to  alleviate 
energy-related  programs  facing  the  residents  and 
taxpayers  of  Boston. 

I,  therefore,  respectfully  request  your  prompt 
consideration  of  and  favorable  action  on  this 
ordinance.

An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Office  of  Energy  Con- 
servation. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Office  of  Energy  Conservation 
Section  1.  There  is  hereby  created  a  city  depart- 
ment to  be  known  as  the  Office  of  Energy  Con- 
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servation  (hereinafter  "OEC")  which  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known  as  the 
Director,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a  term  ex- 
piring on  the  first  Monday  of  January  following 
the  next  biennial  election  who  shall  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  him 
by  law. 

Section  2.  The  Director  may  from  time  to  time, 
establish  within  the  department  such  divisions  and 
administrative  units  within  such  divisions  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  efficient  and  economical  ad- 
ministration of  the  department,  and  when  neces- 
sary for  such  purpose,  he  may  abolish  any  such 
division,  or  he  may  merge  any  two  or  more  of 
them,  and  may  abolish  or  merge  any  such  other 
administrative  units  within  divisions  as  he  may 
deem  advisable.  The  Director  shall  prepare  and 
keep  current  a  statement  of  the  organization  of 
the  department,  of  the  assignment  of  functions  to 
its  various  administrative  units,  offices,  and  em- 
ployees, and  of  the  places  at  which  the  methods 
whereby  the  public  may  receive  information  or 
make  requests. 

Section  3.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance  the 
following  words  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

"Alternative  energy  development" — shall  include 
but  not  be  limited  to  solar  energy,  wood;  alcohol; 
hydroelectric;  biomass  energy  systems;  renewable 
nondepletable,  and  recyclable  energy  sources. 

"Alternative  energy  property"^any  property 
powered  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  sun,  wind, 
water,  biomass,  alcohol,  wood,  or  any  renewable, 
nondepletable  or  reclyclable  fuel,  and  property  re- 
lated to  the  exploration,  development,  processing, 
transportation,  and  distribution  of  the  aforemen- 
tioned energy  resources. 

"Energy  conservation" — shall  include  but  not  be 
limited  to  the  modification  of  or  change  in  opera- 
tion of  real  or  personal  property  in  a  manner 
likely  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  energy  use,  and 
shall  include  energy  conservation  measures,  and 
any  process  to  audit  or  identify  and  specify  energy 
and  cost  savings. 

"End-user" — any  individual,  corporation,  firm 
or  subsidiary  of  any  firm  that  is  an  ultimate  con- 
sumer of  petroleum  products  and  which,  as  part 
of  its  normal  business  practices,  "purchases  or 
obtains  petroleum  products  from  a  wholesaler  or 
reseller  and  receives  delivery  of  that  product." 

"Energy  audit"- — a  determination  of  the  energy 
consumption  characteristics  of  a  building  or  fa- 
cility which 

(a)  identifies  the  type,  size,  and  rate  of  energy 
consumption  of  such  building  or  facility  and  the 
major  energy  using  systems  of  such  buildings 
or  facility; 

(b)  determines  appropriate  energy  conserva- 
tion maintenance  and  operating  procedures;  and 

(c)  indicates  the  need,  if  any,  for  the  acqui- 
sition   and    installation    of    energy    conservation 
measures   or  alternative   energy   property. 
"Energy    conservation    measures" — measures    in- 
volving  modifications   of    maintenance    and    oper- 
ating procedures  of  a  building  or  facility  and  in- 
stallations  therein,  which    are    designed    to  reduce 
energy   consumption   in    such   building   or    facility, 
or  the  installation,  modification  of  an  installation 
in    a    building   or    facility    which   is    primarily    in- 
tended to  reduce  energy   consumption. 

"Energy  conservation  projects" — projects  to  pro- 
mote energy  conservation,  including  but  not  limited 


to  energy  conserving  modification  to  windows  and 
doors;  caulking  and  weatherstripping;  insulation, 
automatic  energy  control  systems;  hot  water  sys- 
tems; equipment  required  to  operate  variable 
steam,  hydraulic,  and  ventilating  systems;  plant 
and  distribution  system  modifications  including  re- 
placement of  burners,  furnaces  or  boilers;  devices 
for  modifying  fuel  openings;  electrical  or  mech- 
anical furnace  ignition  systems;  utility  plant  sys- 
tem conversions;  replacement  or  modification  of 
lighting  fixtures;  energy  recovery  systems;  and,  co- 
generation  systems. 

"Nonrenewable  energy  supply  and  resource  de- 
velopment"— shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to 
gasoline  natural  gas,  coal,  nuclear  energy,  petro- 
leum both  offshore  and  onshore,  and  facilities  re- 
lated to  the  exploration,  development,  processing, 
transportation,  and  distribution  of  such  resources 
and  programs  established  for  the  allocation  of 
supplies  of  such  resources  and  the  development 
of  supply  shortage  contingency  plans. 

"Petroleum  products" — propane,  gasoline,  un- 
leaded gasoline,  kerosene,  No.  2  heating  oil,  diesel 
fuel,  kerosene  base  jet  fuel,  and  Nos.  4,  5,  and  6 
residual  oil  for  utility  and  nonutility  uses  and  all 
petroleum  derivatives,  whether  in  bond  or  not, 
which  are  commonly  burned  to  produce  heat, 
power,  electricity,  or  motion  or  which  are  com- 
monly processed  to  produce  synthetic  gas  for 
burning. 

"Reseller" — any  person,  corporation,  firm  or 
subsidiary  of  any  firm  that  carries  on  the  trade 
or  business  of  purchasing  petroleum  products  and 
reselling  them  without  substantially  changing  their 
form. 

"Director" — the  Director  of  Office  of  Energy 
Conservation. 

"Wholesaler" — any  person,  corporation,  firm  or 
any  part  or  subsidiary  of  any  firm  which  supplies, 
sells,  transfers,  or  otherwise  furnishes  petroleum 
products  to  resellers  or  end-users. 

Section  4:  The  Office  of  Energy  Conservation 
shall: 

(1)  develop  and  administer  programs  relating 
to  energy  conservation,  alternative  energy  devel- 
opment, nonrenewable  energy  supply  and  re- 
source development,  energy  information,  and 
energy  emergencies; 

(2)  advise,  assist,  and  cooperate  with  other 
state,  local,  regional,  and  federal  agencies  in 
developing  appropriate  programs  and  policies  re- 
lating to  energy  planning  and  regulation  in  the 
city  including  assistance  and  advice  in  the  prepa- 
ration of  loan  or  grant  applications  with  respect 
to  energy  programs  for  state,  local,  and  regional 
agencies; 

(3)  develop  energy  data  and  information  man- 
agement capabilities  to  aid  energy  planning  and 
decision-making; 

(4)  promote  the  development  of  sound  energy 
education  programs; 

(5)  apply  for,  receive,  expend,  represent  and 
act  on  behalf  of  the  city  in  connection  with 
federal  grants,  grant  programs  or  reimburesment, 
public  or  private  grants,  gifts  bequests,  and  de- 
vises from  any  source;  keep  accounts,  records, 
personal  data,  enter  into  contracts,  and  adjust 
claims; 

Section  5:  There  is  hereby  created  an  energy 
advisory  board  composed  of  thirteen  persons  who 
shall  be  appointed  by   the  Mayor  for  a  term  of 
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two  years.  The  board  shall  include  one  representa- 
tive of  industry,  one  representative  of  utilities,  one 
representative  of  public  health,  one  representative 
of  environmental  interest,  one  representative  of 
consumer  interests,  and  one  representative  of  a 
low-income  advocacy  organization.  The  Mayor 
shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  and  remove  the 
chairman  of  the  board.  Said  board  shall  meet  at 
least  quarterly  and  shall  be  regularly  consulted 
by  the  Director  and  shall  advise  the  Director  as 
to  all  the  various  energy  programs  and  policies  to 
be  implemented  by  the  city.  Eight  members  of 
such  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  said 
board.  The  members  of  such  board  shall  recevie 
no  compensation  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  rea- 
sonable expenses  necessary  to  the  performance  of 
their  duties. 

Section  7:  In  addition  to  such  other  programs 
as  he  deems  necessary  the  Director  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  establish  (i)  an  energy 
audit  program  to  determine  the  energy  consump- 
tion levels  of  and  appropriate  energy  conservation 
measures  for  buildings  and  facilities  owned  by 
(a)  the  city,  (b)  its  political  subdivisions,  (c)  its 
grantees;  and  (ii)  an  energy  conservation  improve- 
ment program  to  carry  out  and  assist  energy  con- 
servation projects  including  energy  conservation 
measures,  for  such  buildings  and  facilities;  (iii)  an 
alternative  energy  property  program  to  provide 
alternative  energy  sources  for  said  buildings  and 
facilities.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
GOVERNMENT  FINANCE  RE  DOCKET 
NO.  0704 

Coun.  FLYNN,  for  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

Since  the  Mayor's  submission  of  the  annual 
appropriation  order  for  fiscal  year  1981  on  June 
9,  1980,  Docket  0704,  the  various  committees  of 
the  City  Council  have  met  daily,  morning  and 
afternoon,  without  benefit  of  a  detailed  program 
budget,   in   an   attempt   to   act  as  expeditiously  as 


possible  on  a  budget  for  the  upcoming  fiscal  year. 
Committee  chairs  have  been  frustrated  by  the  lack 
of  complete  and  accurate  information,  often  re- 
ceiving departmental  requests  on  a  piecemeal  basis, 
the  day  of  the  hearing.  Incredibly,  even  as  of 
today,  June  25,  several  departmental  budget  re- 
quests are  still  not   available. 

Under  these  circumstances,  approval  of  the  en- 
tire FY  '81  budget  cannot  be  completed  prior  to 
July  1,  and  the  city  will  be  forced  to  operate  in 
accordance  with  Statute  4,  sections  10  and  11  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Code,  commonly  referred  to  as 
a  "1  /  12th  budget."  This  situation  is  indeed  un- 
desirable and  will  lead  to  much  confusion,  par- 
ticularly in  the  contracting  process.  It  is  regret- 
table that  the  administration  has  not  submitted 
the  budget  on  a  timely  basis.  However,  despite  the 
late  submission  date,  the  Council  still  has  its  legal 
responsibility  to  thoroughly  review  the  proposed 
expenditures  before  taking  final  action  on  the 
record-breaking  $380  million  FY  '81  budget  re- 
quest. 

A  summary  of  the  "l/12th  budget"  provisions 
is  as  follows; 

Section  10  of  Statute  4  provides  that  expendi- 
tures in  any  one  month  of  operation  will  be 
limited  to  the  average  monthly  expenditure  in 
the  last  three  months  of  the  previous  fiscal  year. 
Section  10  further  provides  that  officers  who  are 
authorized  to  make  expenditures  may  expend  in 
any  one  month  for  any  new  office  or  board  law- 
fully created  an  amount  not  exceeding  1  /  12th 
of  the  estimated  cost  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 
Section  11  establishes  a  three-month  limit  on 
contracts,  limiting  expenditures  in  any  one  month 
to  the  average  monthly  expenditure  of  similar 
contracts  in  the  last  nine  months  of  the  previous 
fiscal   year. 

It  is  clear  that  under  these  provisions,  none  of 
the  eight  proposed  new  agencies  listed  in  the 
Mayor's  budget  request  could  begin  operation 
under  a  1  /  12th  budget.  This  same  intent  was 
ratified  in  an  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  on 
June  11,  1980,  which  stated  that  no  final  action 
will  be  taken  on  new  agency  budgetary  requests 
until  these  agencies  are  lawfully  established  by 
city  ordinance. 

An  immediate  problem  posed  by  institution  of 
a  1  /  12th  budget  is  the  funding  of  summer  recrea- 
tion programs  provided  by  the  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Department.  The  heaviest  expenditures  by 
that  department  occur  during  the  summer  months. 
If  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  is  placed 
on  a  1  /  12th  budget  with  expenditures  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  average  monthly  expenditure  in  the  last 
three  months  of  the  fiscal  year,  summer  programs 
will  be  severely  curtailed  and,  in  some  cases,  com- 
pletely eliminated.  Therefore,  the  committee  is 
recommending  that  the  entire  yearly  budget  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department  be  approved  in 
the  attached  amended  version  as  suggested  by  the 
Committee  on  Urban  Resources  following  its  hear- 
ings and  review. 

A  similar  problem  exists  as  to  operation  of  the 
programs  sponsored  by  the  Boston  Jubilee  350 
program  for  the  summer  months.  An  attached 
order  follows  recommending  passage  of  the  Jubilee 
350  program  at  a  reduced  level. 

Orders  also  accompany  this  report  for  passage 
of  yearly  appropriations  for: 
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Finance  Commission,  $150,756 

Pension  and  Annuities,   $10,000,000 

Sinking  Funds,  $2,700 

Unemployment  Compensation,  $800,000 

U.S.  Bond  Allotment,  $20,000 

The  major  items  in  that  category,  Pensions  and 
Annuities  and  Unemployment  Compensation,  are 
committed  obligations  on  the  part  of  the  city  which 
are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  4  percent 
tax  cap  and,  therefore,  do  not  have  to  wait  for 
completion  of  the  entire  budget  package  before 
approval.  The  obligations  under  the  Sinking  Funds 
($2,700)  and  U.S.  Bond  Allotments  ($20,000)  are 
small  and  fall  below  last  year's  appropriations. 

In  addition  to  the  logistical  problems  associated 
with  a  late  budget  submission,  the  Council  still  has 
not  received  information  on  how  much  of  the 
budget  request  falls  within  or  outside  the  tax  cap 
limitations  of  chapter  151  of  the  Acts  of  1979. 
Several  categories,  such  as  fuel  adjustments,  are 
exempt  from  the  tax-cap  legislation  and  to  date 
no  detailed  breakdown  of  allowable  expenses  in 
excess  of  the  4  percent  cap  has  been  provided. 
Again,  this  lack  of  information  makes  passage  of 
the  entire  budget  impossible  at  this  time.

The    Boston    Industrial    Development    Financing 
Authority   has  reviewed   and  considered  an   indus- 
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trial  development  project  proposed  by  Metro- 
politan Center,  Inc.  The  project,  located  at  268 
Tremont  Street  (formerly  the  Music  Hall)  will  be 
within  the  proposed  Theatre  District  Commercial 
Area  Revitalization  District,  currently  being  estab- 
lished by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

The  proposed  project  involves  the  expansion  of 
the  present  facility  to  44,000  square  feet  to  enlarge 
its  stagehouse  and  orchestra  pit  areas,  renovation 
of  the  theatre  interior,  and  the  rehabilitation  of 
the  ventilation,  plumbing,  and  lighting  systems. 

The  estimated  total  cost  of  the  project  is 
$4,300,000  which  comprises:  $65,000  for  land  ac- 
quisition, $3,750,000  for  construction  of  an  addi- 
tion to  the  present  structure,  $420,000  for  im- 
provements and  renovation,  $25,000  for  construc- 
tion interest,  and  $40,000  for  legal,  MIFA,  and 
architectural  fees.  Metropolitan  Center,  Inc.  plans 
to  finance  $1,800,000  of  the  total  project  costs  by 
the  issuance  of  industrial  revenue  bonds  by  the 
city,  acting  by  and  through  the  Authority,  and  will 
finance  the  remaining  costs  or  expenses  from  its 
own  resources.  The  company  has  expressed  its 
willingness  to  enter  into  agreements  whereby  it 
will  make  payment  to  the  city  sufficient  to  pay  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  industrial  develop- 
ment bonds  as  they  come  due,  and  to  reimburse 
the  city  for  or  indemnify  the  city  against  any 
expenses  or  costs  incurred  hereafter  in  the  event 
that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds  is  not 
accomplished    as   contemplated. 

The  project,  as  projected  by  Metropolitan  Cen- 
ter, Inc.,  will  effect  the  creation  of  12  full-time 
jobs  and  approximately  75  jobs  during  the  per- 
formance season.  The  project  will  contribute  to 
the  alleviation  of  unemployment  in  the  city,  and 
provide  security  against  future  unemployment  in 
the  city.  The  project  is  also  a  focal  point  of  on- 
going efforts  to  revitalize  the  city's  Theatre  Dis- 
trict and,  as  such,  represents  a  significant  con- 
tribution to  the  renovation  of  this  area  of  the  city. 

The  members  of  the  Authority  are  persuaded 
that  this  project  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  economy, 
and  in  the  best  interests,  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

I  am  writing  to  you  to  request  that  you  grant 
your  approval  of  the  decision  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  discontinue  a  563- 
foot  strip  of  State  highway  in  the  City  of  Boston 
known  as  the  Dorchester  Avenue  Bridge. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  12,  chapter  81 
of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works  must  seek  the 
approval  of  the  County  Commissioners  for  the 
discontinuance  of  a  state  roadway  layout.  Pur- 
suant to  chapter  34,  section  4,  the  Mayor  and  the 
City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  have  the 
powers  and  duties  of  County  Commissioners  in 
this  case.  The  State  Department  of  Public  Works 
voted  on  February  27,  1980,  to  discontinue  this 
563-foot  section  of  roadway,  and  has  properly 
submitted  the  request  for  approval  to  the  appro- 
priate city  authorities. 

Over  the  past  two  years,  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  has  taken  the  lead  in  resolving 
certain  long-standing  differences  involving  the 
needs  of  the  several  major  development  interests 
in  the  South  Station.  The  culmination  of  this  effort 
occurred  last  summer,  with  the  signing  of  a  Four 
Party  Agreement  among  the  BRA,  the  MBTA, 
Stone  and  Webster,  and  the  United  States  Postal 
Service.  As  part  of  this  agreement,  the  Postal 
Service  agreed  to  grant  to  the  Authority  certain 
valuable  easement  rights,  in  return  for  the  assump- 
tion of  fee  ownership  of  the  Dorchester  Avenue 
Bridge. 

With  the  excellent  cooperation  of  Commissioner 
Emily  Lloyd,  we  were  able  to  determine  that  trans- 
fer of  fee  ownership  of  the  bridge  from  the  State 
to  the  Postal  Service  was  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  city  as  it  would  clarify  forever  the  fact  that 
the  city  has  no  responsibility  whatsoever  for  main- 
tenance and  repair  of,  and  general  liability  for, 
the  bridge. 

What  was  originally  envisioned  was  a  direct 
transfer  of  the  fee  interest  in  the  bridge  from  the 
Commonwealth  to  the  Postal  Service.  Legal  re- 
search then  established  the  necessity  for  the  Com- 
monwealth to  surrender  its  interest  to  the  city, 
and  for  the  city  to  convey  the  fee  to  the  Postal 
Service.  Because  the  bridge  lies  within  the  South 
Station  Urban  Renewal  Project  Area,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  can  effectuate  this  trans- 
fer for  the  city. 

What  is  needed  now  is  the  act  of  approval  of 
the  State's  discontinuance,  with  the  Mayor  and  the 
Council  acting  as  the  County  Commissioners.  On 
behalf  of  the  Authority,  I  request  your  coopera- 
tion in  the  granting  of  this  approval.

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
has  determined  and  found  that  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  is  based  upon  a  local  survey  and  conforms  to 
the  comprehensive  plan  for  the  locality  as  a  whole; 
and 

Whereas.  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
Project  area  describes  certain  land  uses  for  the 
Project  area  and  will  require,  among  other  things, 
changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating  and  removal  of 
streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  ways,  the  estab- 
lishment of  new  street  patterns,  the  location  and 
relocation  of  sewer  and  water  mains  and  other 
public  facilities,  and  other  public  action;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
has  prepared  and  submitted  a  program  for  the 
relocation  of  individuals,  families,  and  businesses 
that  may  be  displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying  out 
the  Project  in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan;  and 

Whereas,  There  have  also  been  presented  to  the 
Governing  Body,  information  and  data  respecting 
the  relocation  program  which  has  been  prepared 
by  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  as  a  result 
of  studies,  surveys,  and  inspections  in  the  Project 
area  and  the  assembling  and  analysis  of  the  data 
and  information  obtained  from  such  studies,  sur- 
veys, and  inspections;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  Governing  Body 
have  general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevail- 
ing in  the  Project  area  and  of  the  availability  of 
proper  housing  in  the  Locality  for  the  relocation 
of  individuals  and  families  that  may  be  displaced 
from  the  Project  area,  and  in  the  light  of  such 
knowledge  of  local  housing  conditions,  have  care- 
fully considered  and  reviewed  such  proposals  for 
relocation;   and 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  relating  to  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  for  the  Project  has  been  held  after 
due  notice  before  the  City  Council  of  the  city; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Governing  Body  is  cognizant  of 
the  conditions  that  are  imposed  in  the  undertaking 
and  carrying  out  of  urban  renewal  projects  with 
State  aid  under  chapter  121B  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  as  amended;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  By  the  City  Council: 

1.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  Project  area  is  a  substandard,  decadent, 
or  blighted  open  area  and  qualifies  as  an 
eligible  project  area  under  said  chapter   121 B. 

2.  That  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Project, 
having  been  duly  reviewed  and  considered,  is 
hereby  approved,  and  the  City  Clerk  be,  and 
hereby  is,  directed  to  file  said  copy  of  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  with  the  minutes  of  this 
meeting. 

3.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Project  area 
is  based  upon  a  local  survey  and  conforms 
to  a  comprehensive  plan  of  the  Locality  as 
a  whole. 

4.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that, 
in  addition  to  the  elimination  of  blight  from 
the  Project  area,  the  undertaking  of  the  Proj- 
ect in  such  area  further  promotes  the  public 


welfare  and  the  proper  development  of  the 
community  by  taking  land  in  such  area  avail- 
able for  disposition  and  redevelopment  for 
uses  in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan. 

5.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Project  area 
will  afford  maximum  opportunity,  consistent 
with  the  sound  needs  of  the  Locality  as  a 
whole  for  the  urban  renweal  of  the  area  by 
private  enterprise. 

6.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Project  area 
gives  due  consideration  to  provision  of  ade- 
quate park  and  recreational  areas  and  facili- 
ties, as  may  be  desirable  for  neighborhood  im- 
provement, with  special  consideration  for  the 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  children  re- 
siding in  the  general  vicinity  of  the  site  cov- 
ered  by   the  Plan. 

7.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  program  for  the  proper  relocation  of  in- 
dividuals, families,  and  businesses  displaced  in 
carrying  out  the  project  in  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  dwellings  in  conformity  with  accept- 
able standards  is  feasible  and  can  be  reason- 
ably and  timely  effected  to  permit  the  proper 
prosecution  and  completion  of  the  project;  and 
that  such  dwellings  or  dwelling  units  available 
or  to  be  made  available  to  such  displaced 
individuals  and  families,  are  at  least  equal  in 
number  of  displaced  individuals  and  families, 
not  generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to  public 
utilities  and  public  and  commercial  facilities 
than  the  dwellings  of  the  displaced  individuals 
and  families  in  the  Project  area,  are  available 
at  rents  or  prices  within  the  financial  means 
of  the  displaced  individuals  and  families,  and 
are  reasonably  accessible  to  their  places  of 
employment. 

8.  That  it  is  hereby  found  that  Sub-Area  II  of 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  is  approved  as  an 
interim  plan  subject  to  revision  and  refine- 
ment at  a  later  date,  and  that  an  acceptable, 
detailed  and  financially  sound  plan  shall  be 
developed  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority for  Sub  Area  II  and  submitted  for 
approval  to  the  Boston  City  Council,  and  to 
the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Com- 
munities and  Development. 

Until  an  acceptable,  detailed,  and  financially- 
sound  plan  is  developed  for  Sub-Area  II,  the 
Authority  shall  not  proceed  with  any  land 
acquisition  within  Sub-Area  II.  In  addition, 
the  Authority  shall  prepare  and  evaluate  alter- 
native possibilities  for  the  Sub-Area  II  and 
their  impact  upon  the  development  of  the 
Sub-Area  I  shall  be  examined.  A  work  pro- 
gram for  this  effort  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
Authority  and  shall  contain,  at  a  minimum, 
the  following  considerations: 

a.  preparation  of  alternative  land  use  plans 
for  Sub-Area   II; 

b.  preparation  of  market  studies  for  proposed 
land  uses  and  evaluation  of  economic  feasi- 
bility; 

c.  maximizing  public  access  to  and  use  of 
waterfront  areas  along  the  Charles  River 
in  the  North  Station  area  for  use  by  resi- 
dents of  adjacent  neighborhoods  in  the 
North  End,  West  End,  and  others; 
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d.  preparation  of  environmental  impact  analy- 
ses of  proposed  land  uses,  including  analy- 
ses of  any  proposed  alterations  to  the 
Charles   River  shoreline; 

e.  preparation  of  detailed  financial  plans  for 
public  and  private  investment  requirements 
for  Sub-Area  II  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan; 

f.  investigation  of  State  and  Federal  financial 
assistance     required     to     promote     private 

development  proposed  for  Sub-Area  II; 

g.  identification  of  City  of  Boston  financial 
commitments  which  may  be  required  to 
carry  out  the  Sub-Area  II  portion  of  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan; 

h.  maximizing    opportunities    to    provide    for 
low-  and   moderate-income   housing   v/ithin 
the  Sub-Area  II  portion  of  the  Plan;   and 
i.   documenting    potential    private    investment 
interests  in  disposition   parcels  within  Sub- 
Area   II. 
Finally,   the  Authority  shall   make   the   neces- 
sary revisions  in  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  in- 
corporating the  finding  delineated  above. 
9.    That  it  is  hereby  found  that  preparation  of  the 
supplemental    documentation     outlined     above 
will  support  the   Urban   Renewal  Plan  objec- 
tives for  Sub-Area  II  by:  (1)  preventing  indis- 
criminate   development    that    could    be    detri- 
mental  to   the   long-term   development  of  the 
overall  area;   (2)  demonstrating  that  the   City 
of    Boston    and    the    Boston    Redevelopment 
Authority   have   taken   the    first    steps    toward 
the   eventual   revitalization    of    the    area;    and 
(3)  by  providing  the  legal  authority  necessary 
to  secure  financial    assistance   which   may    be 
required  to  support  these  preliminary  planning, 
marketing,    environmental,    financial    and    en- 
gineering studies. 

10.  That  in  order  to  implement  and  facilitate  the 
effectuation  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  here- 
by approved,  it  is  found  and  determined  that 
certain  official  action  must  be  taken  by  this 
Governing  Body  with  reference,  among  other 
things,  to  changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating  and 
removal  of  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public 
ways,  the  establishment  of  new  street  patterns, 
the  location  and  relocation  of  sewer  and 
water  mains  and  other  public  action,  and, 
accordingly,  this  Governing  Body  hereby  (a) 
pledges  its  cooperation  in  helping  to  carry  out 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan;  (b)  requests  the 
various  officials,  departments,  boards  and 
agencies  of  the  Locality  having  administrative 
responsibilities  in  the  premises  likewise  to 
cooperate  to  such  and  to  exercise  their  re- 
spective functions  and  powers  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan;  (c) 
stands  ready  to  consider  and  take  appropriate 
action  upon  proposals  and  measures  designed 
to  effectuate  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan;  and 
authorizes  the  Mayor  of  the  city  to  execute 
and  deliver,  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  city, 
a  cooperation  agreement  with  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  in  or  substantially  in 
the  form  presented  to  this  meeting. 

11.  That  the  filing  by  the  city,  acting  by  and 
through  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
of   an    application    to  the  Massachusetts   De- 


partment of  Community  Affairs   for   approval 
of  the  North  Station   Urban  Renewal   Project 
by   the  Commonwealth   of   Massachusetts    for 
the  Project  is  hereby  approved. 
The  report  was  accepted.

Whereas,  Congressman  Joe  Moakley  introduced 
legislation  in  the  United  State  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives which  would  help  moderate-income 
families,  and  first  time  home  buyers  accumulate 
the  necessary  funds  to  make  a  down  payment  for 
purchasing  a   house;   and 

Whereas,  Moakley's  legislation,  the  Individual 
Housing  Act  of  1980,  would  assist  both  individuals 
and  married  couples  by  allowing  them  a  tax  de- 
duction of  up  to  $2,500  per  year  for  individuals, 
and  $5,000  per  year  for  married  couples;  and 

Whereas,  Although  the  money  put  aside  in  this 
account  will  not  be  taxed,  any  money  which  is 
not  used  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  home 
will  be  subject  to  a  10  percent  penalty,  and 

Whereas,  Congressman  Moakley  has  been  look- 
ing for  a  way  to  advantageously  affect  the  current 
housing  crisis  and  through  this  bill  he  believes 
he  has  found  a  way;  so,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
meeting  assembled,  strongly  urges  the  United 
States  Congress  to  pass  the  Individual  Housing 
Act  of  1980,  as  it  will  be  a  major  assistance  to 
first  time  home  buyers.

Whereas,  Federal  funding  of  10  million  dollars 
will  be  needed  to  carry  out  these  plans,  and  the 
necessary  repairs  of  Long  Wharf  to  be  shared

PORTRAIT   OF    THE  CITY 
A  Tribute  to  the  Religious  of  Boston 
By  Rev.  Thomas  J.  McDonnell 
My  Dear  Brothers  and  Sisters  in  Christ, 

The  aim  of  this  pamphlet  is  simple.  It  is  a  desire 
to  express  publicly  the  appreciation  of  the  Arch- 
diocese for  the  contribution  which  the  various 
religious  families  have  made  to  the  City  of  Boston. 
As  we  celebrate  our  350th  Jubilee,  it  is  unfortu- 
nately all-to-easy  to  overlook  their  many  quiet  acts 
of  sacrifice,  prayer  and  service  which  have  done 
so  much  to  develop  a  redemptive  dynamic  within 
our  beloved  City.  Such  quiet  acts,  as  noted  within, 
seldom  make  the  headlines.  But  a  true  memorial 
to  our  heritage  is  to  be  found  not  only  in  so  many 
social  institutions  still  staffed  by  Religious  but  also 
in  the  grateful  hearts  of  so  many  of  the  People 
of  God. 

Father  McDonnell's  Portrait  of  our  City  should 
be  viewed  in  expressionist  terms — an  expression  of 
the  love  and  affection  which  so  many  of  the  People 
of  God  (myself  included)  have  for  our  Religious. 
And  it  should  also  be  viewed  as  expression  of  our 
thanksgiving  for  the  richness  of  the  many  gifts 
given  by  our  dedicated  Religious  to  our  City  and 
our  Church. 

My  prayer  is  that  God  will  continue  to  bless  the 
present-day    work    of    our   religious    families    and 
that  He  will  inspire  many  young  men  and  women 
to  embrace  the  ideals  of  Religious  Life. 
Devotedly  in  Christ, 
Humberto  Cardinal  Medeiros, 
Archbishop  of  Boston. 

As  Boston  now  celebrates  its  350th  Birthday, 
one  cannot  help  but  notice  the  variety  of  portraits 
depicting  the  life  and  heritage  of  this  our  beloved 
City. 

Intellectual  and  cultural  historians,  with  delicate 
strokes  and  fine  precision,  have  painted  the  bright 
picture  of  our  artistic,  civil,  cultural  heritage.  The 
faces  and  names  are  familiar.  Beginning  with  the 
dream  of  Winthrop  in  the  background — the  paint- 
ing is  a  brilliant,  intertwined  collage  of  the  ex- 
ploits of  Warren  at  Bunker  Hill,  the  cries  of  free- 
dom from  the  faces  of  Emerson  and  Thoreau;  the 
majesty  of  a  Holmes  and  the  memorials  of  a 
Bulfinch. 

As  we  reflect  upon  this  portrait,  we  realize  that 
these  are  our  roots  and  heritage.  And  we  are 
proud. 

Underneath  this  bright  surface,  however,  there 
is  a  darker  picture — the  picture  of  the  social 
historian  Oscar  Handlin  or  of  the  poet  Thomas 
D'Arcy  McGee.  They  tried  to  capture  the  suffer- 
ing of  the  immigrant  community  as  it  came  to 
Boston: 

Not  of  the  might!  not  of  the  world's  friends 


Have  I  aspired  to  speak  with  these  leaves; 
These  best  befit  their  joyful  kindred  pens — 
My  path  lies  where  a  broken  people  grieves.  . . . 

The  very  realism  of  this  portrait — emaciated, 
tubercular  bodies  living  and  dying  in  water-filled 
cellars;  the  starvation  wages  for  work  continuing 
up  to  fifteen  hours  a  day  with  no  union  to  protect 
their  security;  language  barriers  which  led  to  ridi- 
cule; men  seeking  oblivion  in  alcohol — is  depress- 
ing. Yet  the  dark  background  places  in  relief  the 
one  bright  spot  of  those  dark  days — the  strength 
of  our  immigrant  women  for  their  families  and 
communities.  This  is  a  strength  seldom  highlighted 
in  our  history  books — but  it  a  strength  memori- 
alized by  the  love  and  affection  of  the  sons  and 
daughters  for  their  mothers.  And  it  does  much  to 
explain  the  instinctive  reverence  for  motherhood  so 
alive  in  the  Catholic  community  today. 

Slowly  as  we  leave  this  portrait,  we  realize  that 
this  too  is  a  part  of  our  roots  and  heritage.  And 
we  are  sad. 

A  later  and  larger  portrait  of  this  same  immi- 
grant community — now  seeking  and  achieving  its 
place  in  the  economic,  political  and  cultural  life 
of  the  City — quickly  arrests  our  attention.  It  is 
almost  a  surrealistic  composite  of  fact  and  legend 
— the  exploils  and  myths  of  a  "Honey"  Fitz  and 
a  James  Michael  Curley;  the  rise  to  affluence  of  a 
Joseph  Kennedy;  the  incredible  achievements  of  a 
William  Cardinal  O'Connell  and  a  Richard  Cardi- 
nal Cushing.  And  in  the  foreground  of  this  picture 
are  the  omnipresent  parochial  schools /hospitals/ 
orphanages  (founded  and  staffed  by  Religious  com- 
munities)— symbols  of   both  sacrifice    and  success. 

Finally,  there  is  the  New  Boston — a  bewildering 
kaleidoscope  of  extravagant  achievement  in  archi- 
tecture and  affluence  whose  shadows  blot  out  the 
sunlight  and  poverty  in  our  slums;  a  City  illumin- 
ated by  night  by  a  most  beautiful  skyline,  but 
which  during  the  day  is  too  often  lit  by  the  fires 
of  hatred  and  racial  prejudice. 

But  as  yet,  we  have  not  seen  even  a  sketch  of 
the  vast,  vibrant  and  multifaceted  contribution  of 
our  Religious  communities  to  the  life  of  our  City. 
And  to  help  us  gain  perspective,  we  might  turn  to 
another  picture — Our  Lady  of  Pentecost — for  ideas 
to  help  us  paint  and  refine  this  ever-so-necessary 
portrait  of  our  City. 

The  last  recollection  of  the  New  Testament  re- 
garding Mary  was  that  the  disciples  were  gathered 
in  prayer  "with  Mary  the  mother  of  Jesus"  (Acts 
1:14).  But  from  the  very  earliest  period  of  Church 
history,  the  ancient  paintings  of  Pentecost  show 
Mary  in  the  midst  of  the  Apostles — as  if  she  were 
the  focal  point  from  which  the  Spirit  was  radiating. 

From  the  account  of  Pentecost  in  the  New 
Testament,  we  know  that  it  is  St.  Peter  who  is 
placed  in  the  forefront  of  the  Acts  at  Pentecost. 
He  interprets  the  event  authoritatively  to  the 
Church  and  to  the  world.  But  while  the  role  of 
leader  may  be  reserved  pre-eminently  to  Peter  and, 
with  him  to  the  other  Apostles,  the  instinct  of  the 
faithful  included  Mary. 

Why? 

The  answer  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  they 
instinctively  recognized  that  the  heart  and  pulse  of 
the  Church  lay  elsewhere.  Rather  the  heart  and 
pulse  of  the  Church  resided  in  the  acts  of  love, 
sacrifice,   prayer  and    service — symbolized   by    her 
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but  included  in  this  symbol  were  so  many  other 
humble  and  faithful  souls  whose  names  are  known 
only  to  God. 

Humble  acts  of  love,  sacrifice,  prayer  and  service 
do  not  generally,  however,  make  headlines.  Con- 
sequently, these  achievements  are  easily  overlooked. 
They  do,  though,  linger  on  in  memory — especially 
the  memory  of  our  Catholic  people.  And  Christ 
commanded  us  to  remember  in  the  Spirit. 

As  we  begin  to  superimpose  these  ideas  upon 
the  portrait  of  our  City,  we  realize  that  we  must 
not  minimize  the  hardships,  suffering  and  even 
prejudice  directed  against  our  ancestors.  The  great 
fear  of  the  immigrant  Catholic  was  that  he  or  she 
would  be  sent  to  the  poor  house — where  they 
would  be  deprived  of  the  Sacraments.  The  same 
was  true  of  hospitals.  Petitions  were  taken  up  to 
keep  the  Irish  and  other  immigrants  off  the  street. 
The  pathetic  prejudice  which  led  to  the  burning  of 
the  Ursuline  convent  still  stains  the  soul  of  the 
time.  And  there  were  the  signs — No  Irish  need 
apply. 

But  there  is  more.  A  Puritan  strain  of  sadness 
had  so  diseased  the  school  system  that  not  even 
Christmas  was  allowed  to  be  celebrated.  Women 
and  children  were  pressed  into  labor  factories  or 
into  shops  to  keep  the  family  going.  And  there 
were  the  orphanages — the  dead-end  crack  into 
which,  forgotten,  slipped  the  children  of  immigrant 
parents  who  drifted  into  death  anonymously. 

But  the  Wise  Men  of  our  City  did  not  follow 
the  Divine  Star  which  always  leads  to  the  abode 
of  the  poor. 

It  was  not  a  pretty  picture.  But  into  this  pain, 
to  share,  heal  and  alleviate,  the  Religious  of  our 
Archdiocese  were  inserted.  The  needs  were  over- 
whelming. But  their  trust  in  God  and  their  faith- 
filled  courage  were  stronger.  And  slowly,  thanks 
to  their  selfless  dedication — a  dedication  indicated 
by  their  early  death — the  faith  was  preserved  and 
nurtured.  And  the  dreams  of  schools  where  chil- 
dren could  learn  of  God's  great  love  and  that  all 
were  of  one  family;  of  hospitals  where  men  and 
women  could  prepare  to  surrender  themselves  into 
the  arms  of  a  loving  Father;  the  dream  of  being 
able  to  lead  the  little  orphan  children  to  Jesus 
animated  them. 

Many  of  these  dreams  were  never  realized  in 
those  early  days.  But  a  dynamic  was  begun — a 
dynamic  which  was  to  concretize  the  dreams  in 
another  picture. 

As  we  leave  this  sad  scene,  many  emotions  affect 
us:  sorrow  at  the  suffering;  pride  at  the  courage; 
admiration  for  the  sacrifice  of  our  Religious;  and, 
above  all,  gratitude  that  this  is  our  religious  heri- 
tage. And  a  lesson  is  learned  from  them  that  we 
must  never  forget — the  Divine  Star  always  leads 
to  the  abode  of  the  poor. 

And  as  we  celebrate  our  Jubilee,  we  whisper 
their  names  to  God  that  even  if  ignored  by  head- 
lines on  earth,  they  may  be  found  in  His  Book 
of  Life. 

A  walk  around  the  City  sets  the  scene  for  our 
next  portrait.  Nurtured  in  the  sufferings  and 
sacrifices  of  the  past,  the  Catholic  Church  began 
to  flourish.  The  monuments  are  there — schools, 
hospitals,  orphanages,  homes  for  the  elderly — and 
the  motivating  force  always  present  were  the  acts 
of  prayer,  love,   sacrifice  and  service  of  the  Re- 


ligious. But  cement  and  mortar  buildings  can  never 
convey  the  spiritual,  intellectual  and  emotional  for- 
mation which  prepared  so  many  so  well  for  life; 
nor  can  red  or  yellow  bricks  reflect  the  gratitude 
of  countless  hearts  for  the  lessons  taught. 

We  should  be  careful  not  to  look  at  this  picture 
of  the  past  with  the  eyes  of  the  present.  Some 
surface  critics,  ignoring  the  actions  and  passions 
of  the  era,  have  condemned  this  stage  as  "too 
insular" — forgetting  that  stability,  maturity  as  well 
as  acceptance  are  needed  before  the  Catholic  com- 
munity could  possibly  reach  out  to  others.  Yet  this 
process  had  begun.  Even  at  an  early  age,  we 
learned  the  need  to  sacrifice  for  others — the  mis- 
sions, our  orphanages,  our  hospitals. 

With  the  decade  of  the  sixties,  the  Church  had 
achieved  its  place  in  the  American  Sun.  Reluctant 
and  begrudging  acceptance  seemed  to  be  being 
transformed  into  a  willing  co-operation.  But  in 
the  very  process  of  acceptance,  had  we  lost  some- 
thing? In  Biblical  imagery,  had  the  leaven  of 
society,  meant  to  be  an  uplifting  force,  become 
itself  the  mass?  And  could  the  past  ever  hope  to 
answer  questions  which  were  never  asked  before? 

These  questions  shaped  another  portrait — that  of 
a  changing  Church  attempting  to  meet  changing 
needs.  Mistakes  were  made;  emotions  escalated. 
Yet,  ever  present  were  the  acts  of  prayer,  love, 
sacrifice  and  service  of  so  many  Religious.  Their 
lives  were  ever  pointing  out  new  needs,  new  direc- 
tions. New  ministries  were  evolving.  Society  itself, 
spurred  by  the  selfless  dedication  of  Religious 
was  beginning  to  respond  to  its  obligations,  e.g., 
toward  the  handicapped.  And,  above  all,  the 
"priestly"  ministry  of  bridge-building  between  races 
and  cultures  was  corporately  pursued  by  our  Re- 
ligious. By  their  vow  of  poverty,  they  were  point- 
ing to  the  Divine  Star  still  leading  to  the  poor. 

And  now  we  can  view  the  future — the  Emerging 
Portrait  of  our  City.  In  some  of  the  saddest  lines 
ever  penned  about  our  City,  Archibald  MacLiesh, 
on  the  occasion  of  our  Bicentennial  wrote; 

"The  darkness  deepens.  Shrieking  voices  cry 
below  these  fantasies  of  glass  that  crowd  our 
sky  and  hatred  like  a  whirling  paper  in  a  street 
tears  at  itself  where  shame  and  hatred  meet." 

Naturally  speaking,  he  seems  correct.  Yet — yet, 
the  lesson  is  clear  that  in  every  age  and  in  every 
need  of  our  City  and  our  Church,  the  Religious 
were  present  with  acts  of  prayer,  love,  sacrifice 
and  service.  And  through  their  dedication,  God 
enabled  our  City  to  meet  and  conquer  every 
challenge. 

Thus  with  the  prayer  that  is  our  City's  motto, 
"As  God  was  with  our  forefathers,  so  may  he  be 
with  us,''  and  with  the  confidence  that  the  Spirit 
will  continue  to  use  the  dedication  of  our  beloved 
Religious,  we  move  to  the  future  in  hope.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts General   Laws  Chapter  43B,   Section   13, 
and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section   1:    City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  6, 
Chapter    1   is  hereby   amended   by   adding  at   the 
end  thereof  the  following: 

Section  11:  Unless  otherwise  prohibited  by  law 
or  expressly  excluded  from  such  order,  every 
annual  appropriation  order  of  the  city  shall  be 
deemed  to  contain  the  following  standard  pro- 
visions: 

1.  No  more  than  one-quarter  of  the  funds 
appropriated  for  any  fiscal  year  for  permanent 
personnel  shall  be  expended  for  such  purpose  in  any 
ninety-day  period  except  with  the  express  approval 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

2.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  statute  or  ordi- 
nance, no  official  of  the  city  shall  receive  over- 
time pay  in  excess  of  ten  percent  of  his  annual 
salary  in  any  twelve-month  period  unless  such 
excess  payment  is  expressly  approved  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  statute  or  ordi- 
nance, all  compensation  levels  in  excess  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  annually  and  all  changes  in  com- 
pensation above  such  level  shall  be  subject  to 
approval  of  the  City  Council. 

4.  Unless  expressly  approved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  no  department  or  agency  of  the  city 
shall  employ  in  any  position  within  such  depart- 
ment or  agency  any  number  of  persons  in  excess 
of  the  number  approved  by  the  City  Council. 

5.  Unless  expressly  approved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  no  department  or  agency  of  the  city 
shall  expend  funds  in  excess  of  two  thousand  dol- 
lars for  contractual  services  for  any  purpose  unless 
such  funds  and  purposes  were  shown  on  Form  6 
of  a  program  budget '  submitted  to  the  Council  in 
connection  with  an  annual  appropriation  order 
prior  to  the  expenditure  of  such  funds. 

6.  Unless  expressly  authorized  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  no  person  paid  from  funds 
appropriated  by  this  order  shall  be  paid  by  any 
agency  other  than  the  agency  for  which  such 
person  actually  works. 


7.  Passage  of  this  order  does  not,  either  directly 
or  implicitly,  authorize,  or  purport  to  authorize, 
any  department  or  agency  head  or  any  other 
appointing  authority  to  disregard  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  31  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  or 
the  provisions  of  any  other  special  or  general  law. 

8.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  law,  funds 
appropriated  by  this  order  shall  not  be  used  to 
advertise  the  name  of  any  city  official  whether 
elected  or  appointed. 

9.  The  City  Auditor  shall  not  knowingly  approve 
any  expenditure  of  funds  in  violation  of  this  order 
and  in  the  event  that  said  Auditor  is  lawfully 
convicted  of  such  violation  said  Auditor  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  \  one  thousand 
dollars.

Dear  Mr.   Flanagan: 

As  you  are  probably  aware  the  Boston  City 
Council  has  for  some  years  conducted  a  con- 
tinuous but  as  yet  unsuccessful  effort  to  require 
the  Mayor  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office 
in  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
and  Boston's  Code  of  Ordinances.  Because  of  the 
portrayal  of  the  controversy  to  date,  it  has  been 
easy  to  misconstrue  our  preoccupation  as  petty 
political  infighting  of  little  significance. 

To  the  contrary,  this  Council  is  and  has  been 
concerned  with  the  unlawful  annual  expenditure 
of  millions  of  dollars  of  public  funds  through 
daily,  gross  violations  of  civil  service  law.  In  the 
considered  judgment  of  this  Council  there  are 
presently  no  fewer  than  one  thousand  persons  un- 
lawfully on  the  city  payroll  in  routine  violation  of 
various  provisions  of  Chapter  31. 

These  unlawful  expenditures  of  public  funds  in 
violation  of  Chapter  31,  incidentally,  work  greatly 
to  the  political  advantage  of  the  Mayor.  He  has 
thereby  succeeded  in  unlawfully  establishing  a 
private  political  army  made  up  of  patronage  ap- 
pointees at  public  expense. 

This  letter  is  intended  to  put  you  on  public 
notice  of  such  massive  continuing  violation  of  the 
law  governing  city  employment  which,  in  G.L. 
Chapter  31,  Section  74,  provides  criminal  penalties 
as  sanctions  against  such  violation.  We  deem  it  to 
be  the  responsibility  of  your  office  to  take  notice 
of  our  concerns,  to  investigate  them  and  to  take 
such  legal  action  as  you  then  deem  appropriate.

An    Ordinance    Creating    the    Boston   Commission 

Against  Discrimination 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of   Massachu- 
setts General   Laws  Chapter  43B,   Section   13, 
and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section    1.   The  City  of  Boston    Code   of   Ordi- 
nances is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  Title  12, 
Chapter  15,  a  new  Chapter  to  be  known  as  Chap- 
ter  17,  Boston  Commission  Against  Discrimination 
and  which  Chapter  shall  read  as  follows: 
Chapter  17  Boston  Commission  Against  Discrimin- 
ation. 
Section  400.    Policy 

A.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  with  its  cosmopolitan 
population  consisting  of  large  numbers  of  people 
of  every  race,  color,  religious  creed,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  sex,  and  age,  there  is  no  greater 
danger  to  health,  morals,  safety  and  welfare  of 
the  city  and  its  inhabitants  than  the  existence  of 
groups  prejudiced  against  one  another  and  antago- 
nistic to  each  other  because  of  differences  among 
them. 

B.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  «-to^ 
ensure  that  each  and  every  individual  residing 
therein,  regardless  of  his  race,  color,  religious 
creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  handicap  or 
age  shall  have  equal  opportunity  in  or  access  to 
employment,  education,  travel,  public  contracts, 
and  credit;  to  assure  that  each  and  every  individual 
residing  therein  shall  have  equal  access  to,  and 
benefit  from  all  public  services;  to  protect  each 
and  every  individual  residing  therein  in  the  enjoy- 
ment and  exercise  of  his  civil  rights;  and  to  en- 
courage and  bring  about  mutual  understanding 
and  respect  among  all  individuals  in  the  city  by 
the  elimination  of  prejudice,  intolerance,  bigotry, 
discrimination,  and  the  disorder  occasioned  there- 
by. 

Section  401.    Definitions 
As  used  hereinafter: 

1.  The  term  "person"  means,  one  or  more  in- 
dividuals, partnerships,  corporations,  associations, 
legal  representatives,  trustees,  trustees-in-bank- 
ruptcy,  receivers,  the  Commonwealth  and/or  poli- 
tical subdivisions,  boards,  and  commissions  there- 
of, and  the  City  of  Boston  and /or  political  sub- 
divisions, departments,  boards  and  commissions 
thereof. 

2.  The  term  "Commission"  means  unless  a  dif- 
ferent meaning  appears  in  the  text,  the  Boston 
Commission    Against   Discrimination. 

3.  The  term  "City"   means  the  City   of  Boston. 

4.  The  term  "age,"  unless  a  different  meaning 
clearly  appears  from  the  context,  means  any  per- 
son between  the  ages  of  forty  (40)  and  seventy 
(70.). 
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5.  The  term  "discriminatory  practice"  means 
those  practices  specified  herein  at  Section  403  and 
those  discriminatory  practices  specified  in  the  ordi- 
nance creating  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Com- 
mission as  defined  therein  if  such  ordinance  is 
enacted  into  law.  If  such  ordinance  is  not  enacted 
into  law,  "discriminatory  practice"  means  only 
those  practices  specified  herein  at  Section  403. 

6.  The  term  "educational  institution"  means  any 
public  or  private  nursery,  day  care  center,  kinder- 
garten, elementary  or  secondary  school,  academy, 
college,  university,  extension  course,  or  nursing, 
secretarial,  business,  vocational,  technical,  trade  or 
professional  school  or  joint  apprentice  program; 
and  includes  an  agent  of  an  educational  institution. 

7.  The  term  "employer"  means  any  person  who 
employs  four  or  more  employees  for  wages,  sal- 
aries, or  commission  within  the  city,  exclusive  of 
parents,  spouse  or  children;  or  any  person  acting 
in  the  interest  of  such  employer,  directly  or  in- 
directly. 

8.  The  term  "employment  agency"  means  any 
person  regularly  undertaking  or  attempting,  with 
or  without  compensation,  to  procure  employees 
for  an  employer  or  to  procure  for  employees, 
opportunities  to  work  for  an  employer,  and  in- 
cludes any  agent  of  such  person. 

9.  The  term  "labor  organization"  means  any 
organization,  agency,  employee  representation  com- 
mittee, group,  association,  or  plan  in  which  em- 
ployees participate  directly  or  indirectly;  and 
which  exists  for  the  purpose,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
of  dealing  with  employers  or  any  agent  thereof, 
concerning  grievances,  labor  disputes,  wages,  rates 
of  pay,  hours,  or  other  terms,  conditions,  or  privi- 
leges of  employment;  and  any  conference,  general 
committee,  joint  or  system  board,  or  joint  coun- 
cil, which  is  subordinate  to  a  national  or  inter- 
national organization. 

10.  The  term  "marital  status"  means  a  state  of 
being  married,  single,  divorced,  separated,  or  wid- 
owed and  the  usual  conditions  associated  there- 
with, including  pregnancy  or  parenthood. 

11.  The  term  "lending  institution"  means  any 
person  including  but  not  limited  to  a  bank,  insur- 
ance company,  or  savings  and  loan  association, 
regularly  engaged  in  the  business  of  lending  money, 
guaranteeing  loans  or  furnishing  consumer  credit 
or  other  credit-related  services. 

12.  The  term  "handicapped  person"  means  any 
person  who  (i)  has  a  physical  or  mental  impair- 
ment which  substantially  limits  one  or  more  major 
life  activities,  (ii)  has  a  record  of  such  impairment, 
or  (iii)  is  regarded  as  having  such  impairment.  As 
used  in   this  paragraph,   the   phrase: 

(i)  "Physical  or  mental  impairment"  means 
(A)  any  physiological  disorder  or  condition, 
cosmetic  disfigurement,  or  anatomical  loss  affect- 
ing one  or  more  of  the  following  body  systems; 
neurological;  musculoskeletal;  special  sense 
organs;  respiratory,  including  speech  organs; 
cardiovascular;  reproductive,  digestive;  genito- 
urinary; hemic  and  lymphatic;  skin;  and  endo- 
crine; or  (B)  any  mental  or  psychological  dis- 
order, such  as  mental  retardation,  organic  brain 
syndrome,  emotional  or  mental  illness;  and 
specific  learning  disabilities. 

(ii)  "Major  life  activities"  means  functions 
such  as  caring  for  one's  self,  performing  manual 
tasks,  walking,  seeing,  hearing,  speaking,  breath- 
ing, learning  and  working. 


(iii)  "Has  a  record  of  such  an  impairment" 
means  has  a  history  of,  or  has  been  misclassi- 
fied  as  having,  a  mental  or  physical  impairment 
that  substantially  limits  one  or  more  major  life 
activities. 

(iv)  "Is  regarded  as  having  an  impairment" 
means  (A)  has  a  physical  or  mental  impairment 
that  does  not  substantially  limit  major  life 
activities  but  that  is  treated  as  constituting  such 
a  limitation;  (B)  has  a  physical  or  mental  im- 
pairment that  substantially  limits  major  life 
activities  only  as  a  result  of  the  attitudes  of 
others  towards  such  impairment;  or  (C)  has 
none  of  the  impairments  defined  in  this  para- 
graph but  is  treated  as  having  such  an  impair- 
ment. 
Section  402.  Establishment  of  Boston  Commission 
Against  Discrimination.  ; 

There  is  hereby  established  a  city  department  to 
be  known  as  the  Boston  Commission  Against  Dis- 
crimination (hereinafter  "Commission")  with  power 
to  enforce  the  policies  enunciated  herein  and  to 
eliminate  and  prevent  the  discriminatory  practices 
enumerated  herein  at  Section  403. 
A.    Composition  of  Commission 

1.  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  five  part- 
time  commissioners  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  for  one 
year,  two  for  two  years  and  one  for  three  years. 
The  Mayor  shall  designate  one  of  the  commis- 
sioners as  the  Chair.  As  the  term  of  any  Com- 
missioner expires  his/her  successor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  as  such  Commissioner  for 
a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  occurring 
otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  Three  com- 
missioners shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  conducting  business  thereof,  but  three 
votes  shall  be  required  to  pass  any  Commission 
decision. 

The  Mayor  shall  determine  the  commissioners' 
per  diem  compensation,  and  each  commissioner 
shall  also  be  entitled  to  his/her  expenses  actually 
and  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of 
his/her  duties.  Any  Commissioner  may  be  removed 
by  the  Mayor  for  cause,  after  being  given  a  written 
statement  of  the  charges  and  an  opportunity  to 
be  heard  thereon. 

2.  Advisory  Board  to  the  Commission  may  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  at  his  discretion  to  assist 
and  advise  the  Commission  in  the  carrying  out 
of  its  powers  and  duties  and  to  aid  the  Com- 
mission in  obtaining  the  support  of  the  citizens  of 
Boston  in  effectuating  the  policy  of  this  ordinance. 
The  members  of  any  such  advisory  board  shall  be 
representative  of  a  cross-section  of  the  city's  popu- 
lation, and  shall  serve  without  compensation  ex- 
cept for  reasonable  expenses  incurred  on  Com- 
mission business. 

3.  The  Commission  staff  shall  consist  of  an  ex- 
ecutive director,  and  such  clerks  and  other  em- 
ployees and  agents  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

a.  The  executive  director  ("Director")  shall  be 
appointed  by  and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Mayor  who  shall  determine  his/her  rate  of  com- 
pensation. The  Director  shall  function  as  a 
department  head  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

b.  The  Director  shall  be  responsible  for  carry- 
ing out  the  policies  of  the  Commission  and  per- 
forming the  duties  assigned  to  him/her  by  this 
ordinance.  The  Director   shall  have   the  power 
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and  duty  to  make  investigations  of  discrimina- 
tory practices  under  this  ordinance,  and  to  file 
complaints  with  the  Commission  when  he  or  she 
has  probable  cause  to  believe  that  a  violation  of 
this  ordinance  has  occurred.  The  Director  shall 
further  have  the  power  and  duty  to  attempt  to 
conciliate  any  complaint  of  alleged  discrimina- 
tion under  this  ordinance  where  there  is  prob- 
able cause  for  such  complaint.  The  Director 
shall  also  have  the  authority  and  responsibility 
to  appoint  such  clerks  and  other  employees  and 
agents  as  he/she  may  deem  necessary,  and  to 
fix  their  compensation  within  the  budgetary 
limits  of  the  Commission. 

B.  Functions   of   Commission.     The   functions    of 
the  Commission  shall  be: 

(1)  To  foster  mutual  understanding  and  respect 
among  all  racial,  religious,  sex  and  ethnic  groups 
in  the  City  of  Boston; 

(2)  To  encourage  equality  of  treatment  for,  and 
prevent  discrimination  against,  any  racial,  religious, 
sex,  or  ethnic  group  or  its  members  or  handicapped 
persons; 

(3)  To  cooperate  with  governmental  and  non- 
governmental agencies  and  organizations  having 
similar  functions  to  the  Commission's;   and 

(4)  To  make  such  investigations  and  studies  in 
the  field  of  human  relations  as  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Commission  will  aid  in  effectuating  its  general 
purposes. 

(5)  To  exercise  and  perform  the  powers,  re- 
sponsibilities, and  duties  of  the  Boston  Fair  Hous- 
ing Commission  if  that  Commission  is  created  by 
ordinance. 

C.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Commission.    The  pow- 

ers  and  duties  of   the   Commission    shall   be: 

(1)  To  receive,  investigate  and  pass  upon  com- 
plaints and  to  initiate  its  own  investigations  of 

a)  discriminatory  practices  as  hereinafter  de- 
fined; 

b)  racial,  religious,  sex  and  ethnic  group  ten- 
sions, prejudice  intolerance,  bigotry  and  disorder 
occasioned    thereby; 

c)  violation  of  the  enjoyment  and  exercise  by 
any  person  or  group  of  his/her  or  its  civil 
rights; 

d)  discriminatory  practice  against  any  per- 
son, group  of  persons,  organization,  or  corpora- 
tions, whether  practices  by  private  or  public 
persons,  associations,  corporations  and,  upon  its 
own  motion,  to  make,  sign  and  file  complaints 
alleging  violations  of  this  title. 

(2)  To  hold  hearings,  subpoena  witnesses,  com- 
pel their  attendance,  administer  oaths,  take  the 
testimony  of  any  person  under  oath  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  require  the  production  for 
examination  of  any  documents,  books,  or  evidence 
relating  to  any  matter  in  question  or  under  investi- 
gation before  the  Commission.  The  Commission 
may  delegate  any  of  its  hearing  or  subpoena 
powers  to  individual  commissioners,  and  it  shall 
issue  rules  with  respect  to  the  conduct  of  hearings 
or  the  issuance  of  subpoenas  by  individual  com- 
missioners. 

(3)  To  adopt,  promulgate,  amend  and  rescind 
rules  and  regulations  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  the  policies  and  practices  of 
the  Commission  in  connection  therewith,  and  any 


and  all  existing  or  prospective  executive  orders  of 
the  Mayor  that  relate  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
whole  or  in  part  to  discrimination,  bigotry,  or 
prejudice  or  efforts  or  actions  to  eliminate  such 
discrimination,  bigotry,  or  prejudice. 

(4)  Insofar  as  practical,  to  obtain  upon  request 
and  utilize  the  services  of  all  municipal  depart- 
ments and   agencies. 

(5)  To  establish,  at  the  Commission's  discretion, 
staff  units  within  the  Commission  to  assist  in  the 
administration  and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance. 

(6>  To  designate  an  officer  as  the  referral  officer 
to  receive  notice  of  alleged  unlawful  employment 
practices  from  the  Equal  Employment  Opportunity 
Commission  as  provided  for  in  Public  Law  88-352, 
Title  VII,  Section  706(c);  42  U.S.C.  s.  2000e-5(d). 

(7)  To  examine  the  problems  of  prejudice,  in- 
tolerance, bigotry,  discrimination  and  disorder 
occasioned  thereby  in  all  or  any  fields  of  human 
relationship. 

(8)  To  issue  publications  and  reports  of  investi- 
gations and  research  designed  to  promote  goodwill 
and  minimize  or  eliminate  prejudice,  intolerance, 
bigotry,  discrimination  and  disorder  occasioned 
thereby. 

(9)  To  conduct  investigations  and  inquiries  into 
incidents  or  patterns  of  incidents  involving  the 
harassment  of,  use  of  violence  against,  or  intimida- 
tion of  individuals  in  the  exercise  or  enjoyment  of 
their  civil  rights  under  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  the  ordinances 
and  bylaws  of  the  City  of  Boston,  motivated, 
caused,  or  occasioned,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by 
prejudice,  bigotry   or   discrimination. 

(10)  To  recommend  to  the  Mayor  additional 
legislation  to  aid  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of 
this  ordinance. 

(11)  To  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  Mayor 
concerning  the  Commission's   activities. 

(12)  To   exercise   all   other   powers  necessary  to 
effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  403.    Discriminatory  Practices. 

A.    Discriminatory  employment  practices. 

1.  Except  as  provided  in  sub-section  (2)  of  this 
subsection,   it  shall  be  discriminatory   conduct: 

a)  for  any  employer  in  the  city  to  fail  or 
refuse  to  hire  or  to  discharge  any  person  with 
respect  to  hiring,  tenure,  compensation,  promo- 
tion, discharge  or  any  other  terms,  conditions 
or  privileges  directly  or  indirectly  related  to 
employment  because  of  race,  color,  religious 
creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  pref- 
erence, source  of  income,  age,  marital  status,  or 
handicap. 

b)  For  any  employer,  employment  agency,  or 
labor  organization  in  the  city,  to  establish,  an- 
nounce, or  follow  a  policy  of  denying  or  limit- 
ing, the  employment,  membership  or  apprentice- 
ship opportunities  of  any  person  on  the  basis  of 
race,  color,  religious  creed,  national  origin,  an- 
cestry, sex,  sexual  preference,  source  of  income, 
age,  marital  status,  or  handicap. 

c)  For  any  employer,  labor  organization,  em- 
ployment agency  in  the  city,  or  any  joint  labor 
management  committee  controlling  apprentice 
training  programs  in  the  city  to  deny  to  or  with- 
hold from  any  person  a  right  to  be  admitted  to 
or  participate  in  a  guidance  program,  an  appren- 
ticeship training  program,  an  on-the-job  training 
program,  or  any  other  occupational  training  pro- 
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gram  because  of  race,  color,  religious  creed, 
national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  preference, 
source  of  income,  age,  marital  status,  or  handi- 
cap. 

d)  For  any  employer,  employment  agency,  or 
labor  organization  in  the  city  to  publish  or  cir- 
culate, or  to  cause  to  be  published  or  circulated 
with  an  intent  to  circumvent  the  spirit  and  pur- 
pose of  this  section,  any  notice  or  advertisement 
relating  to  employment  or  membership,  which 
indicates  any  preference,  limitation,  or  discrim- 
ination based  on  race,  color,  religious  creed, 
national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  preference, 
source  of  income,  age,  marital  status,  handicap, 
or  an  intention  to  make  any  such  preference, 
limitation,    or  discrimination. 

e)  For  any  employment  agency  in  the  city  to 
fail  or  refuse  to  accept,  register,  classify  prop- 
erly or  refer  for  employment  or  otherwise  to 
discriminate  against  any  person  because  of  race, 
color,  religious  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
sex,  marital  status  or  handicap. 

f)  For  any  labor  organization  in  the  city  to 
discriminate  against  any  person  in  any  way  that 
would  deprive  or  limit  his  or  her  employment 
opportunities  or  otherwise  adversely  affect  his 
or  her  status  for  employment  or  as  an  employee 
with  respect  to  hiring,  seniority,  tenure,  referral, 
compensation,  promotion,  discharge  or  any  other 
terms,  conditions  or  privileges  directly  or  in- 
directly related  to  race,  color,  religious  creed, 
national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  preference, 
source  of  income,  age,  marital  status  or  handi- 
cap. 

g)  For  any  employer,  employment  agency  or 
labor  organization  in  the  city  to  discriminate 
against,  harass,  threaten,  or  intimidate  any  per- 
son because  he  or  she  has  opposed  any  practice 
forbidden  by  this  section  and  because  he  or  she 
has  made  a  complaint  or  testified  or  assisted  in 
any  manner  in  any  investigation  or  proceeding 
under  this  chapter  relating  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section. 

h)  For  an  employer  to  ;mpose  upon  an  in- 
dividual as  a  condition  of  obtaining  or  retaining 
employment  any  terms  or  conditions,  compli- 
ance with  which  would  require  such  individual 
to  violate,  or  forego  the  practice  of  his/her 
creed  or  religion  as  required  by  that  creed  or 
religion  including  but  not  limited  to  the  ob- 
servance of  any  particular  day  or  days  or  any 
portion  thereof  as  a  sabbath  or  holy  day  and 
the  employer  shall  make  reasonable  accommo- 
dation to  the  religious  needs  of  such  individual. 
No  individual  who  has  given  notice  as  herein- 
after provided  shall  be  required  to  remain  at 
his/her  place  of  employment  during  any  day  or 
days  or  portion  thereof  that,  as  requirement  of 
his/her  religion,  he/she  observes  as  his/her  sab- 
bath or  other  holy  day,  including  a  reasonable 
time  prior  and  subsequent  thereto  for  travel  be- 
tween his/her  place  of  employment  and  his/her 
home,  provided,  however,  that  any  employee 
intending  to  be  absent  from  work  when  so  re- 
quired by  his/her  creed  or  religion  shall  notify 
his/her  employer  not  less  than  ten  days  in  ad- 
vance of  each  absence,  and  that  any  such  ab- 
sence from  work  shall,  wherever  practicable  in 
the  judgment  of  the  employer,  be  made  up  by 
an    equivalent    amount   of    time   at   some    other 


mutually  convenient  time.  Nothing  under  this 
subsection  shall  be  deemed  to  require  an  em- 
ployer to  compensate  an  employee  for  such 
absence.  "Reasonable  Accommodation,"  as  used 
in  this  subsection  shall  mean  such  accommoda- 
tion to  an  employee's  or  prospective  employee's 
religious  observance  or  practice  as  shall  not 
cause  undue  hardship  in  the  conduct  of  the 
employer's  business.  The  employee  shall  have 
the  burden  of  proof  as  to  the  required  practice 
of  his  her  creed  or  religion. 

i)  hor  an  employer  to  fail  to  make  reasonable 
accommodations  to  the  known  physical  or  men- 
tal limitations  of  an  otherwise  qualified  handi- 
capped person.  "Reasonable  Accommodation," 
as  used  in  this  subsection,  shall  mean  such 
accommodation  to  an  employee's  or  prospective 
employee's  known  physical  or  mentaj  limitations 
as  shall  not  cause  undue  hardship  in  the  conduct 
of  the  employer's  business.  The  employee  shall 
have  the  burden  of  proof  as  to  his/her  handicap. 
2.  Exceptions:  Nothing  in  subsection  (1)  of  this 
subsection  shall  apply  to: 

a)  Any  particular  position  or  job  function 
where  the  job  involves  a  bona  fide  occupational 
qualification  requiring  the  employment  of  a  per- 
son or  persons  of  a  particular  religion,  sex, 
national  origin,  ancestry,  marital  status  or  age 
where  such  qualification  is  reasonably  necessary 
to  the  normal  operation  of  that  business  or 
enterprise. 

b)  Any  employment  practice  based  upon  ap- 
plicable laws  and  regulations  established  by  the 
United  States  or  any  agency  thereof,  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  or  any  political 
subdivision  of  the  Commonwealth  having  juris- 
diction in  the  City  of  Boston. 

c)  Agreements  or  contracts  concerning  rates 
for  employer  or  employee  for  group  insurance, 
when  such  contribution  rates  may  be  affected  by 
marital  status  or  number  of  dependents. 

d)  Any  employment  agency  providing  services 
only  to  elderly  persons  or  to  minors,  provided, 
however,  that  no  such  employment  agency  may 
discriminate  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  sex, 
religion,  ancestry,  national  origin,  marital  status, 
handicap,  sexual  preference  or  source  of  income. 

B.    Discriminatory  credit  practices. 

It  shall  be  discriminatory  practice  for  any  lend- 
ing institution  in  the  city  on  the  basis  of  race, 
color,  religious  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex, 
sexual  preference,  source  of  income,  age,  marital 
status,  handicap  to: 

(1)  discriminate  against  any  person  in  the  fur- 
nishing of  credit  or  credit-related  services;  or 

(2)  deny  or  terminate  credit  or  credit-related 
services  or  to  affect  adversely  a  person's  credit 
rating  or  standing: 

Provided  that  any  such  person  is  otherwise 
qualified  for  such  credit-related  service,  and 
provided  further  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
be  construed  to  bar  any  lending  institution  from 
discriminating  against  any  person  in  the  furnish- 
ing of  credit  or  credit-related  service  or  denying 
or  terminating  credit  or  credit-related  service  to 
any  person  whose  life  expectancy,  according  to 
generally  accepted  mortality  tables,  is  less  than 
the  term  for  which  the  credit  or  credit-related 
service  is  requested. 
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C.  Discriminatory  education  practices. 

It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any  pri- 
vate or  public  educational  institution  in  the  city, 
or  its  agents,  employees,  or  officers,  on  the  basis 
of  race,  color,  religious  creed,  national  origin, 
ancestry,  sex,  sexual  preference,  source  of  income, 
age,  marital  status,  or  handicap  to: 

1)  discriminate  against  any  person  with  respect 
to  the  terms,  conditions,  accommodations,  advan- 
tages, facilities,  benefits,  privileges,  or  services  of 
that  institution; 

2)  make  or  use  a  written  or  oral  inquiry  or  form 
of  application  for  admission  to  an  educational 
institution  that  elicits  or  attempts  to  elicit  in- 
formation concerning  race  or  color,  except  as  re- 
quired to  obtain  grants  or  other  funds  from  a 
public  or  private  institution  or  agency; 

3)  except  in  connection  with  a  written  affirma- 
tive action  plan,  to  require,  or  cause  to  be  re- 
quired, that  a  photograph  of  any  applicant  for 
admission  to  an  educational  institution  be  sub- 
mitted with  any  form  of  application  for  admission; 

4)  to  establish,  make,  or  follow  a  policy  of  de- 
nial or  limitation  of  educational  opportunities; 

5)  to  permit  potential  employers  to  recruit  stu- 
dents on  its  premises  or  to  permit  such  employers 
to  use  its  placement  facilities  for  referral  of  stu- 
dents for  employment  or  permit  such  employers 
to  participate  in  any  job-training  or  work-study 
program  operated  by  or  in  conjunction  with  the 
educational  institution  unless  the  potential  em- 
ployer has  submitted  to  the  educational  institution 
a  statement  certifying  that  the  employer  is  an 
equal  opportunity  employer; 

6)  to  deny  to  any  member  of  its  student  body 
educational  services  or  facilities  that  are  generally 
available  to  members  of  the  opposite  sex;  or 

7)  to  subject  any  member  of  its  faculty  or  staff 
to  a  discriminatory  practice  under  sub-subsections 
(1)  through  (6)  of  this  subsection. 

D.  City  Contracts. 

1)  Any  contract,  except  any  contract  for  the 
sale,  purchase  or  rental  of  property,  to  which  the 
city  is  a  party  shall  include  substantially  the  fol- 
lowing provision: 

Equal  Employment  Opportunity.  The  contractor 
hereby  agrees: 

a)  Not  to  discriminate  against  any  employee 
or  applicant  for  employment  on  account  of  race, 
color,  religious  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
sex,  sexual  preference,  source  of  income,  age, 
marital  status,  handicap,  except  as  is  otherwise 
provided  by  law. 

b)  To  implement  an  affirmative  action  employ- 
ment program  to  insure  non-discrimination  in 
employment,  under  guidelines  to  be  developed 
by  the  Commission  and  approved  by  the  Mayor. 

c)  To  include  in  all  solicitations  or  advertise- 
ments for  employees  placed  by  or  in  behalf  of 
the  contractor  the  words  "Equal  Opportunity 
Employer"  or  a  symbol,  approved  by  the  com- 
mission, meaning  the  same. 

d)  To  notify  each  labor  organization  or  repre- 
sentative of  employees  with  which  said  con- 
tractor is  bound  by  a  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ment or  other  contract  of  the  contractor's  obli- 
gations pursuant  to  this  equal  employment  op- 
portunity clause. 

e)  To  submit  to  the  Director  of  the  Com- 
mission, upon  request,  no  more  frequently  than 
annually,  regular  equal  employment  opportunity 


reports  on  a  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
Director  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  except 
that  the  Director  may  request  more  frequent 
special  reports  of  particular  employers. 

0  To  post  in  conspicuous  places  available  to 
employees  and  applicants  for  employment 
notices  setting  forth  the  provisions  of  this  equal 
employment  opportunity   clause. 

g)  To  include  the  provisions  in  subsections 
(a)  through  (f)  of  this  clause  in  every  sub- 
contract so  that  such  provisions  will  be  binding 
upon  each  subcontractor. 

h)  That  in  the  event  of  the  contractor's  non- 
compliance with  any  provision  of  this  equal 
employment  opportunity  clause,  upon  finding  of 
such  noncompliance  by  the  Commission  and 
certification  of  such  finding  to  the  Mayor,  the 
Mayor  may  terminate  or  suspend  or  not  renew, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  this  contract. 

2.  The  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to: 

a)  Review  the  performance  of  any  contractor 
that  has  a  contract  with  the  city,  with  respect 
to  its  compliance  with  provisions  of  sub-sub- 
section  1.   above. 

b)  Request  equal  employment  opportunity  re- 
ports, including  but  not  limited  to  statistical 
data,  from  any  contractor  pursuant  to  sub- 
subsection  1(e)  above. 

c)  Upon  a  finding  of  probable  cause  to  believe 
a  violation  of  any  provision  of  sub-subsection  1 
above  has  occurred,  file  a  complaint  with  the 
Commission  pursuant  to  Section  404  of  this 
ordinance,  and  request  the  Commission  to  hold 
a  hearing  upon  such  alleged  violation. 

3.  The  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  to: 

a)  Hold  hearings  and  review  evidence  con- 
cerning any  complaint  filed  by  the  Director  pur- 
suant to  sub-subsection  2.  above  in  accordance 
with  procedures  set  forth  in  this  ordinance. 

b)  Upon  finding  by  the  Commission  that  any 
contractor  is  in  noncompliance  with  the  pro- 
visions in  sub-subsection  1.  above,  the  Com- 
mission shall  report  such  findings  to  the  Mayor. 

4.  If  the  Commission  certifies  such  findings  to 
the  Mayor,  he  or  she  shall  terminate  or  suspend 
or  not  renew,  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  appropriate, 
the  contractual  relationship  with  the  contractor; 
provided,  however,  that  the  Mayor  may  defer  a 
suspension  or  termination  if  he  or  she  finds  that 
such  suspension  or  termination  may  disrupt  or 
curtail  a  vital  public  service,  or  would  otherwise 
not  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  in  which 
case  the  Mayor  shall  indicate  a  date  certain  when 
the  relationship  will  be  suspended  or  terminated, 
or  when  the  practice  complained  about  will  be 
remedied. 

E.    Public  Safety. 

1)  No  person,  whether  or  not  acting  under  color 
of  law,  shall  by  force  or  threat  of  force,  willfully 
injure,  intimidate  or  interfere  with,  or  oppress  or 
threaten  any  other  person  in  the  free  exercise  or 
enjoyment  of  any  right  or  privilege  secured  to  him 
by  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  the  rights  secured  by  the  Constitution  or  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  of  the 
City   of  Boston. 

2)  Whenever  any  person  or  persons,  whether  or 
not  acting  under  color  of  law,  interferes  by  threats, 
intimidation  or  coercion,  or  attempts  to  interfere 
by  threats,  intimidation  or  coercion,  with  the  exer- 
cise or  enjoyment  by  any  other  person  or  persons 
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of  rights  secured  by  the  Constitution  or  laws  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  rights  secured  by  the 
Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
rights  secured  by  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  the  Commission  may  request  the  cor- 
poration counsel  to  bring,  in  the  name  of  the  city, 
a  civil  action  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion for  injunctive  or  other  appropriate  equitable 
relief  in  order  to  protect  the  peaceable  exercise  or 
enjoyment  of  the  right  or  rights  secured. 

3.  Neighborhood  Safety  Unit.  There  is  hereby 
established  within  the  Commission  a  Neighborhood 
Safety  Unit  that  shall  have  the  responsibility  for 
working  in  the  neighborhoods  to  anticipate  and 
predict  possible  incidents  of  disorder  or  violence 
occasioned  by  prejudice,  discrimination,  or  bigotry 
and  to  take  actions  to  avoid  such  disorder  or 
violence  including,  but  not  limited  to,  coordination 
of  actions  and  responses  by  relevant  city  depart- 
ments and  agencies.  The  unit  shall  also  be  re- 
sponsible for  studying  past  incidents  of  such  dis- 
order or  violence  in  order  to  determine  any  pat- 
tern or  practice  of  such  activities.  Staff  and  em- 
ployees of  the  unit  shall  be  appointed  by,  and 
their  salaries  fixed,  by  the  Director. 
F.    City   Grantees. 

It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
person,  group,  corporation,  association,  organiza- 
tion that  receives  all  or  any  of  its  financial  assist- 
ance budget  from  or  through  the  City  of  Boston 
or  because  of  the  efforts  or  the  assistance  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  that  provides  services  of  any 
kind  to  individuals  to  discriminate  in  any  way  in 
the  provision  of  such  services  on  the  basis  of  race, 
color,  religious  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex, 
sexual  preference,  source  of  income,  age,  marital 
status  or  handicap. 
Section  404.    Procedures. 

1)  Any  person  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  by  an 
alleged  discriminatory  practice  under  this  ordinance 
or  claiming  to  represent  an  aggrieved  person,  may, 
by  himself/herself  or  his/her  attorney-at-law, 
make,  sign  and  file  with  the  Commission  a  com- 
plaint in  writing  which  shall  state  the  name  and 
address  of  the  person  or  persons  alleged  to  have 
committed  the  discriminatory  practice  ("respon- 
dent(s)")  and  the  particulars  thereof,  and  contain 
such  other  information  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Commission. 

a)  The  Director  upon  his/her  own  initiative 
may  in  like  manner  make,  sign,  and  file  such 
complaint. 

b)  The  Director  shall  forthwith  transmit  a 
copy  of  the  complaint  to  each  respondent  by 
hand  or  by  certified  mail  return  receipt  re- 
quested, with  another  copy  by  ordinary  mail. 

c)  The  Director  shall  forthwith  transmit  by 
ordinary  mail  for  filing  with  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  Against  Discrimination  ("MCAD") 
or  the  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Com- 
mission ("EEOC")  a  copy  of  the  complaint  filed 
with  the  Commission. 

d)  The  Commission  shall  not  accept  a  com- 
plaint from  any  person  who  has  filed  a  com- 
plaint with  the  Massachusetts  Commission 
Against  Discrimination  ("MCAD")  with  respect 
to  the  same  grievance  unless  requested  by  the 
MCAD  to  do  so. 


2)  After  the  filing  of  any  complaint,  the  Direc- 
tor shall  cause  a  prompt  investigation  to  be  made 
in  connection   therewith. 

a)  If  after  such  investigation,  the  Director 
shall  determine  that  probable  cause  does  not 
exist  for  crediting  the  allegations  of  the  com- 
plaint, he/she  shall  issue  and  cause  to  be  served 
on  the  complainant  and  the  respondent  an  order 
dismissing  such  allegations  of  the  said  complaint 
as  to  such  respondent.  The  complainant  or  his/ 
her  attorney,  may,  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
receiving  such  service,  file  with  the  Commission, 
a  written  request  for  review  of  such  action  of 
the  Director.  Upon  such  application,  the  Com- 
mission shall  review  such  action  and  shall  deter- 
mine whether  there  is  probable  cause  to  credit 
the  allegations  of  the  complaint  and  accordingly 
shall  enter  an  order  affirming,  reversing,  or  modi- 
fying the  determination  of  the  Director,  or  re- 
manding the  matter  for  further  investigation 
and  action,  copies  of  which  order  shall  be  served 
upon  the  complainant  and  the  respondent. 

b)  If  the  Director  shall  determine  after  such 
investigation  or  review  that  probable  cause  ex- 
ists for  crediting  the  allegations  of  the  complaint, 
the  Commission  staff  shall  immediately  en- 
deavor to  eliminate  the  discriminatory  practice 
complained  of  through  persuasion,  conciliation, 
and  negotiation.  Nothing  said  or  done  during 
and  as  part  of  such  conciliation  efforts  shall  be 
made  public  or  used  as  evidence  in  a  subsequent 
proceeding  unless  each  of  the  interested  parties 
agree  thereto  in  writing. 

3)  If  conciliation  succeeds,  the  terms  of  the  con- 
ciliation agreement  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 
and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  parties  and  the 
Commission.  Conciliation  agreements  may  be 
made  public,  but  such  public  disclosure  shall  not 
reveal  the  identities  of  the  parties  involved,  except 
with  the  agreement  of  all  the  respondents. 

4)  In  case  of  failure  to  reach  a  conciliation 
agreement  to  eliminate  a  discriminatory  practice 
within  thirty  days  after  a  determination  of  prob- 
able cause,  or  in  advance  thereof  in  his/her  judg- 
ment circumstances  so  warrant,  or  if  probable 
cause  exists  that  a  conciliation  agreement  has  been 
violated,  the  Director  shall  cause  to  be  issued  and 
served  in  the  name  of  the  Commission,  a  written 
notice  together  with  a  copy  of  such  complaint, 
as  the  same  may  have  been  amended,  requiring 
the  respondent  to  answer  the  charges  of  such 
complaint  at  a  hearing  before  the  Commission,  at 
a  time  and  place  to  be  specified  in  such  notice. 

5)  The  respondent  may  file  in  person  or  other- 
wise a  written  verified  answer  to  the  complaint 
and  appear  at  such  a  hearing  in  person,  with  or 
without  counsel. 

6)  The  Director  or  his/her  designee  shall  pre- 
sent evidence  at  the  hearing.  The  Commission  shall 
not  be  bound  by  the  strict  rules  of  evidence  pre- 
vailing in  courts  of  law.  The  testimony,  however, 
shall  be  under  oath  and  shall  be  transcribed  upon 
the  request  of  either  party.  Each  party  respondent 
may  appear  at  such  hearing  in  person  or  by  a 
duly  authorized  representative  including  an  attor- 
ney. Each  party  may  present  testimony  and  evi- 
dence. Each  party  shall  have  the  right  to  cross- 
examine  adverse  witnesses. 

7)  If,  upon  all  the  evidence  presented  at  the 
hearing,  the  Commission  determines  that  a  re- 
spondent has  engaged  in  any  discriminatory  prac- 
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tice  as  defined  in  this  ordinance  or  has  violated 
a  conciliation  agreement,  the  Commission  shall 
issue  an  order  stating  its  findings  of  fact  and 
recommendations  for  resolving  the  complaint. 

If  upon  all  the  evidence,  the  Commission  shall 
find  that  a  respondent  has  not  engaged  in  any 
such  discriminatory  practice  or  violation  of  a  con- 
ciliation agreement,  the  Commission  shall  issue  an 
order  s'ating  its  findings  of  fact  and  shall  issue 
and  cause  to  be  served  on  the  complainant  an 
order  dismissing  the  said  complaint  as  to  such 
respondent. 

The  Commission  shall  establish  rules  of  practice 
to  govern,  expedite  and  effectuate  the  foregoing 
procedure  and  its  own  actions  thereunder. 

8)  If  a  finding  is  made  that  a  respondent  has 
engaged  in  a  discriminatory  practice  or  violated  a 
conciliation  agreement,  the  Commission  shall  make 
a  written  report  of  its  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions either  to  the  Mayor  on  any  matter  within 
his  jurisdiction  for  his  review  and  implementation 
or  to  the  Massachusetts  Commission  Againt  Dis- 
crimination (MCAD)  on  any  matter  in  question, 
and  in  all  cases,  urging,  and  using  its  best  efforts 
to  bring  about  compliance  with  its  recommenda- 
tions. Such  a  report  shall  be  served  upon  the 
complainant  and  all  the  respondents.  In  the  con- 
duct of  any  mediation,  investigation,  hearing,  or 
representation  of  any  complaint,  the  Commission 
may  call  upon  not  only  the  members  and  staff  of 
the  Commission,  but,  to  the  extent  practicable,  any 
city  department  or  agency. 

9)  No  complaint  shall  be  considered  unless  it  is 
filed  with  the  Commission  within  one  hundred  and 
eighty  (180)  days  after  the  occurrence  of  the 
alleged  discriminatory  practice. 

Section   405.    Construction   of  Ordinance. 

Nothing   in   this   ordinance    shall   be    interpreted 
to  contravene  the  General  Laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 
Section  406.    Severability. 

If  any  provision  or  section  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  by  a  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  then  such  provision  or  section 
shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from  the 
remaining  provisions  or  sections  of  this  ordinance, 
which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

An  Ordinance   Creating  the   Boston   Fair  Housing 

Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code  of  Ordi- 
nances, is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  Title 
10,  Chapter  3,  a  new  chapter  to  be  known  as 
Chapter  5,  Fair  Housing  Commission  and  which 
Chapter  shall  read  as  follows: 
Chapter  5  Fair  Housing  Commission 
Section   150.    Policy. 

It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  public  policy  of 
the  City  of  Boston  that  discrimination  in  housing, 
commercial  space,  and  places  of  public  accommo- 
dation against  any  person  on  account  of  race, 
color,  sex,  religion,  age,  marital  status,  national 
origin,  military  status,  handicap,  or  children  is 
contrary  to  the  morals,  ethics,  and  purposes  of  a 
free  and  democratic  society;  is  injurious  to  and 
threatens  the  peace  and  good  government  of  this 
city;  is  injurious  and  threatens  the  health,  safety 
and  welfare  of  persons  within  this  city;  and  is 
illegal  and  should  be  abolished. 
Section   151.    Definitions. 

As  used  hereinafter: 

1.  The  term  "persons"  means  one  or  more  in- 
dividuals, partnerships,  corporations,  associations, 
legal  representatives,  trustees,  trustees-in-bank- 
ruptcy,  receivers,  the  Commonwealth  and  /or  poli- 
tical subdivisions,  boards,  and  commissions  thereof 
and  departments,  boards  and  commissions  thereof. 

2.  The  term  "Commission"  means,  unless  a  dif- 
ferent meaning  appears  in  the  text,  the  Boston  Fair 
Housing  Commission. 

3.  The   term   "city"  means  the   City  of  Boston. 

4.  The  term  "age,"  unless  a  different  meaning 
clearly  appears  from  the  context,  means  any  per- 
son over  the  age  of  seventeen. 

5.  The  term  "housing"  or  "housing  accommoda- 
tions" means  any  building,  structure,  or  portion 
thereof  which  is  used  or  occupied,  as  the  home, 
residence,  or  sleeping  place  of  one  or  more  human 
beings. 

6.  The  term  "discriminatory  practice"  means 
only  those  practices  specified  herein  at  Section 
153. 

7.  The  term  "public  accommodation"  means 
every  business,  professional  or  commercial  enter- 
prise, refreshment,  entertainment,  sports,  recrea- 
tion or  transport  facility  in  the  city,  whether 
licensed  or  not,  public  or  private,  whose  goods, 
services,  facilities,  privileges,  advantages  or  accom- 
modations are  extended,  offered,  sold  or  otherwise 
made  available  in  any  manner  to  the  general  pub- 
lic. 

8.  The  term  "commercial  space"  means  any 
space  in  a  building,  structure,  or  portion  thereof 
which  is  used  or  occupied  or  is  intended,  arranged, 
or  designed  to  be  used  or  occupied  for  the  manu- 
facture, sale,  resale,  processing,  reprocessing,  dis- 
playing, storing,  handling,  garaging  or  distribution 
of  personal  property;  and  any  space  which  is  used 
or  occupied  or  is  intended,  arranged  or  designed 
to  be  used  or  occupied  as  a  separate  business  or 
professional  unit  or  office  in  any  building,  struc- 
ture or  portion  thereof. 

9.  The  term  "marital  status"  means  a  state  of 
being  married,  single,  divorced,  separated,  or  wid- 
owed and  the  usual  conditions  associated  there- 
with, including  pregnancy  or  parenthood. 
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10.  The  term  "lending  institution"  means  any 
person  including  but  not  limited  to,  a  bank,  in- 
surance company  or  savings  and  loan  association, 
regularly  engaged  in  the  business  of  lending 
money,  guaranteeing  loans,  or  furnishing  con- 
sumer credit  or  other  credit  or  other  credit-related 
services. 

11.  The  term  "military  status"  means  a  state  of 
serving  in  any  branch  of  the  United  States  or 
Massachusetts   armed   forces. 

12.  The  term  "handicapped  person"  means  any 
person  who  (i)  has  a  physical  or  mental  impair- 
ment which  substantially  limits  one  or  more  major 
life  activities,  (ii)  has  a  record  of  such  an  impair- 
ment, or  (iii)  is  regarded  as  having  such  an  im- 
pairment.   As  used  in  this  paragraph,  the   phrase: 

(i)  "Physical  or  mental  impairment"  means 
(A)  any  physiological  disorder  or  condition,  cos- 
metic disfigurement,  or  anatomical  loss  affecting 
one  or  more  of  the  following  body  systems: 
neurological;  musculoskeletal;  special  sense 
organs;  respiratory,  including  speech  organs; 
cardiovascular;  reproductive,  digestive;  genito- 
urinary; hemic  and  lymphatic;  skin;  and  endo- 
crine; or  (B)  any  mental  or  psychological  dis- 
order, such  as  mental  retardation,  organic  brain 
syndrome,  emotional  or  mental  illness,  and 
specific  learning  disabilities. 

(ii)  "Major  life  activities"  means  functions 
such  as  caring  for  one's  self,  performing  manual 
tasks,  walking,  seeing,  hearing,  speaking,  breath- 
ing, learning  and  working. 

(iii)  "Has  a  record  of  such  an  impairment" 
means  has  a  history  of,  or  has  been  misclassified 
as  having,  a  mental  or  physical  impairment  that 
substantially  limits  one  or  more  major  life  activ- 
ities. 

(iv)    "Is   regarded    as  having    an    impairment" 
means  (A)  has  a  physical  or  mental  impairment 
that  does  not  substantially  limit  major  life  activi- 
ties but   that   is   treated   as  constituting   such   a 
limitation;  (B)  has  a  physical  or  mental  impair- 
ment that  substantially  limits  major  life  activities 
only  as  a  result  of  the  attitudes  of  others  toward 
such  impairment;  or  (C)  has  none  of  the  impair- 
ments  defined  in   this  paragraph   but  is   treated 
as  having  such  an  impairment. 
Section  152.   Establishment  of  Boston  Fair  Housing 
Commission. 
There  is  hereby  established  a  city  department  to 
be  known  as  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission 
(hereinafter  "Commission")  with  powers  to  enforce 
the    policies   enunciated    herein    to    eliminate    and 
prevent    the    discriminatory    practices    enumerated 
herein  at  Section  153. 
A.    Composition  of  Commission 

1.  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  five  part- 
time  commissioners  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  for  one 
year,  two  for  two  years  and  one  for  three  years. 
The  Mayor  shall  designate  one  of  the  Commis- 
sioners as  the  Chair.  As  the  term  of  any  Com- 
missioner expires  his/her  successor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  as  such  Commissioner  for 
a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  occurring 
otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  Three 
Commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
purpose  of  conducting  the  business  thereof,  but 
three  votes  shall  be  required  to  pass  any  Com- 
mission decision. 


2.  The  Mayor  shall  determine  the  Commis- 
sioners' per  diem  compensation,  and  each  Com- 
missioner shall  also  be  entitled  to  his/her  expenses 
actually  and  necessarily  incurred  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his/her  duties.  Any  Commissioner  may 
be  removed  by  the  Mayor  for  cause,  after  being 
given  a  written  statement  of  the  charges  and  the 
opportunity  to  be  heard  thereon. 

3.  An  Advisory  Board  on  Fair  Housing  to  the 
Commission  may  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  to 
assist  and  advise  the  Commission  in  the  carrying 
out  of  its  powers  and  duties  and  to  aid  the  Com- 
mission in  obtaining  the  support  of  the  citizens  of 
Boston  in  effectuating  the  policy  of  this  ordinance. 
The  members  of  this  advisory  board  shall  be  repre- 
sentative of  a  cross-section  of  the  city's  popula- 
tion, and  shall  serve  without  compensation  except 
for  reasonable  expenses  incurred  on  Commission 
business. 

4.  The  Commission  staff  shall  consist  of  an 
Executive  Director  ("Director"),  and  such  clerks 
and  other  employees  and  agents  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary. 

a.  The  Director  shall  be  appointed  by  and 
serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor,  who  shall 
determine  his/her  rate  of  compensation.  The 
Director  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  department 
head. 

b.  The  Director  shall  be  responsible  for  carry- 
ing out  the  policies  of  the  Commission  and  per- 
forming the  duties  assigned  to  him/her  by  this 
ordinance.  The  Director  shall  have  the  power 
to  make  investigations  of  discriminatory  prac- 
tices under  this  ordinance,  and  to  file  complaints 
with  the  Commission  when  he/she  has  probable 
cause  to  believe  that  a  violation  of  this  ordi- 
nance has  occurred.  The  Director  shall  further 
have  the  power  and  duty  to  attempt  to  concili- 
ate any  complaint  of  alleged  discrimination  under 
this  ordinance  where  there  is  probable  cause  of 
such  complaint.  The  Director  shall  also  have  the 
authority  and  responsibility  to  appoint  such 
clerks,  and  other  employees  and  agents  that  he 
or  she  may  deem  necessary,  and  to  fix  their 
compensation  within  the  budgetary  limits  of  the 
Commission. 

B.  Functions  of  the  Commission 

The  functions  of  the  Commission  shall  be: 

1.  To  foster  mutual  understanding  and  respect 
among  all  racial,  religious,  sex  and  ethnic  groups 
in  the  city. 

2.  To  encourage  equality  of  treatment  for,  and 
prevent  discrimination  against,  any  racial,  religious, 
or  ethnic  groups  or  its  members  or  handicapped 
persons; 

3.  To  cooperate  with  governmental  and  non- 
governmental agencies  having  similar  functions  to 
the  Commission's  in  the  field  of  housing  as  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Commission  will  aid  in  effec- 
tuating its  general  purpose. 

C.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Commission 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commission  are: 
1.  To  receive,  investigate,  and   pass   upon  com- 
plaints and  to  initiate  its  own  investigations  of: 

(a)  discriminatory  practices  as  hereinafter  de- 
fined; 

(b)  racial,    religious,   sex    and    ethnic   groups' 
tensions,    prejudices,    and    tolerance,    bigotry    and 

disorder   occasioned   thereby  in   housing,    public 
accommodations,   or  commercial  space; 
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2.  To  hold  hearings,  subpoena  witnesses,  compel 
their  attendance,  and  administer  oaths,  take  the 
testimony  of  any  person  under  oath,  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  require  the  production  for 
examination  of  any  documents,  books,  papers,  or 
evidence  relating  to  any  matter  in  question  or 
under  investigation  of  the  Commission.  The  Com- 
mission may  delegate  any  of  its  hearing  or  sub- 
poena powers  to  individual  commissioners,  and  it 
shall  issue  rules  with  respect  to  the  conduct  of 
hearings  or  the  issuance  of  subpoena  by  individual 
commissioners. 

3.  To  adopt,  promulgate,  amend  and  rescind 
rules  and  regulations  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  and  the  policies  and  practices 
of  the  Commission   in  connection   herewith. 

4.  Insofar  as  practical,  to  obtain  upon  request 
and  utilize  the  services  of  all  municipal  depart- 
ments and  agencies. 

5.  To  establish,  at  the  Commission's  discretion, 
staff  units  within  the  Commission  to  assist  in  the 
administration  and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance. 

6.  To  examine  the  problem  of  prejudice,  intoler- 
ance, bigotry,  discrimination  and  disorder  occa- 
sioned thereby  in  the  sale,  rental,  lease,  or  other 
transactions  involving  housing,  public  accommoda- 
tions and  commercial  space. 

7.  To  issue  publications  and  reports  of  investiga- 
tions and  research  designed  to  promote  goodwill 
and  minimize  or  eliminate  prejudice,  intolerance, 
bigotry,  discrimination  and  disorder  occasioned 
thereby. 

8.  To  recommend  to  the  Mayor  additional  legis- 
lation to  aid  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this 
ordinance. 

9.  To  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  Mayor 
concerning  the  Commission's  activities. 

10.  To   exercise   all    other  powers   necessary  to 
effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  153.    Discriminatory  Practices. 

A.      Discriminatory    Housing    Practices — sales     or 
rental. 
Except    as    provided    in    subsection    F.    of   this 
section,  it  shall   be   a   discriminatory  practice   for 
any  person  in  the  city: 

1.  To  refuse  to  sell  or  rent  after  the  making  of 
a  bonafide  offer,  or  to  refuse  to  negotiate  for  the 
sale  or  rental  of,  or  otherwise  make  unavailable 
or  deny,  housing  or  commercial  space  to  any 
person  because  of  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  age, 
marital  status,  national  origin,  military  status, 
handicap,  sexual  preference,  source  of  income  or 
children. 

2.  To  make  distinction  between  any  persons  in 
the  terms,  condition,  or  privileges  of  sale  or  rental 
of  housing  or  commercial  space,  or  in  the  pro- 
visions of  services  or  facilities  in  connection  there- 
with, because  of  race,  color,  religion,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  sex,  military  status,  handicap  or 
children. 

3.  To  make,  print,  or  publish,  or  cause  to  be 
made,  printed,  or  published  any  notice,  statement 
or  advertisement  with  respect  to  sale  or  rental  of 
housing  or  commercial  space  that  indicates  any 
preference  or  limitations,  or  discrimination  based 
on  race,  color,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
sex,  military  status,  sexual  preference,  source  of 
income,  age,  marital  status,  handicap,  or  children, 
or  is  intended  to  make  any  such  preference,  limita- 
tion, or  discrimination. 


4.  To  represent  to  any  person  because  of  his/ 
her  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  age,  marital  status, 
national  origin,  military  status,  handicap,  sexual 
preference,  ancestry,  source  of  income,  or  children, 
that  any  housing  or  commercial  space  is  not  avail- 
able for  inspection,  sale,  or  rental,  when  such 
housing  is  in  fact  so  available. 

5.  To  induce  or  attempt  to  induce  any  person 
to  sell  or  not  sell,  or  rent  or  not  rent  any  housing 
or  commercial  space  by  representations  regarding 
the  entry  or  prospective  entry  into  the  neighbor- 
hood of  a  person  or  persons  of  a  particular  race, 
color,  sex,  national  origin,  ancestry,  military 
status,  sexual  preference,  source  of  income,  age, 
marital  status,  handicap,  religion,  or  children. 

6.  Except  in  connection  with  a  written  affirma- 
tive action  plan,  to  make  an  oral  inquiry  or  to  use 
a  written  inquiry  or  form  of  application  or  photo- 
graph as  a  condition  of  the  transaction  in  con- 
nection of  sales  or  rental  of  housing  or  com- 
mercial space  that  elicits  or  attempts  to  elicit  in- 
formation concerning  race,  color,  religion,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  sex,  military  status,  sexual  prefer- 
ence, source  of  income,  age,  marital  status,  handi- 
cap, or  children. 

B.  Discriminatory   Housing   Practices.     Financing. 

1.  It  shall  be  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
lending  institution  in  the  city  to  deny  a  loan  or 
other  financial  assistance  to  any  person  applying 
therefore  for  the  purposes  of  purchasing,  con- 
structing, improving,  repairing,  or  maintaining 
housing  or  commercial  space,  or  to  discriminate 
against  him  or  her  in  the  fixing  of  the  amount, 
interest  rate,  duration  or  other  terms  or  condi- 
tions of  such  loan  or  other  financial  assistance, 
because  of  race,  color,  religion,  national  origin, 
ancestry,  sex,  military  status,  sexual  preference, 
source  of  income,  age,  marital  status,  handicap, 
or  children  of  the  person.  It  shall  also  be  a  dis- 
criminatory practice  for  any  lending  institution  in 
the  city  to  deny  such  a  loan  or  other  financial 
assistance  because  of  the  race,  color,  religion, 
national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  military  status,  sex- 
ual preference,  source  of  income,  age,  marital 
status,  handicap,  or  children  of  any  person  associ- 
ated with  such  persons  in  connection  with  the  loan 
or  other  financial  assistance  or  the  purposes  of  the 
loan  or  other  financial  assistance. 

2.  It  shall  also  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for 
any  lending  institution,  bank,  savings  and  loan 
association,  insurance  company,  or  corporation, 
association,  firm  or  enterprise  in  the  city  wohse 
business  consist  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  making 
of  commercial  real  estate  loans,  to  discriminate 
against  any  person  applying  for  a  loan  or  other 
financial  assistance,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to 
be  used  for  the  purchase,  construction,  improve- 
ment, repair,  or  maintenance  of  housing  or  com- 
mercial space  by: 

a.  delaying  or  denying  a  loan  or  other  finan- 
cial assistance;  or 

b.  discriminating  in  the  fixing  of  the  amount, 
interest,  duration,  or  other  terms  or  conditions 
of  the  loan  or  other  financial  assistance,  because 
of  the  race,  color,  age,  military  status,  sex, 
marital  status,  ancestry,  national  origin,  sexual 
preference,  handicap,  religion,  or  children  of  the 
residents  of  the  neighborhood  in  which  such 
housing  or  commercial  space  is  located. 

C.  Discriminatory    House    Practices.     Brokerage 
Services. 
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1.  It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
person  in  the  city  to  deny  any  other  person  access 
to  or  membership  or  participation  in  any  multiple- 
listings  service,  real  estate,  brokers'  organization  or 
other  service,  organization,  or  facility  relating  to 
the  business  of  selling  or  renting  housing  or  com- 
mercial space,  or  to  discriminate  against  any  such 
person  in  the  terms  or  conditions  of  such  access, 
membership  or  participation  on  account  of  the 
race,  color,  sex,  religion,  age,  marital  status, 
national  origin,  military  status,  sexual  preference, 
handicap,  source  of  income,  or  children  of  such 
persons. 

2.  It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  such 
real  estate  broker  or  sales  person  or  other  person 
in  the  city  in  the  business  of  selling  or  renting 
housing  or  commercial  space  to  solicit  the  sale 
or  rental  of  housing  or  commercial  space  or  to 
discourage  the  sale  of  housing  or  commercial  space 
by  representations  regarding  the  existing  or  poten- 
tial proximity  of  real  property  owned,  used  or 
occupied  by  a  person  or  persons  of  a  particular 
race,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  military 
status,  sexual  preference,  source  of  income,  age, 
marital  status,  handicap,  or  children. 

D.  Discriminatory   Housing   Practices.     Restrictive 
Covenants. 

1.  It'  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
person  in  the  city  who  prepares  or  supervises  the 
preparation  of  any  deed,  mortgage,  deed  of  trust, 
lease  or  contract  affecting  title  to  or  any  interest 
in  land  or  housing  in  the  city  willfully  and  know- 
ingly to  include  therein  any  restrictive  covenant 
that  discriminates  on  the  basis  of  race,  color, 
religion,  sex,  national  origin,  military  status, 
sexual  preference,  source  of  income,  age, 
marital  status,  handicap,  or  children,  except  that 
nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  prohibit  any  per- 
son from  conveying,  or  preparing  a  legal  docu- 
ment for  any  conveyance,  housing,  or  land  to  a 
religious  organization  for  use  only  by  members  of 
such  religious  organization. 

2.  It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
person  in  the  city  who  prepares  or  supervises  the 
preparation  of  a  deed  or  mortgage,  deed-of-trust, 
lease,  or  contract  affecting  title  to  or  any  interest 
in  land  or  housing  in  the  city,  where  any  restric- 
tive covenant  is  incorporated  by  reference  to  an- 
other document  or  instrument,  to  fail  to  include 
therein  a  statement  that  such  restrictive  covenant 
is  invalid  and   unenforceable. 

E.  Discriminatory  Housing  Projects.   Other  Denial 

of  Housing. 

1.  It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
person  in  the  city  to  otherwise  make  unavailable 
or  deny  housing  or  commercial  space  to  any  per- 
son because  of  the  race,  color,  religion,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  sex,  marital  status,  sexual  prefer- 
ence, source  of  income,  age,  military  status,  handi- 
cap, or  children  of  such  person. 

2.  It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
person  in  the  city  to  coerce,  intimidate,  threaten 
or  interfere  with  any  person  in  the  exercise  or 
enjoyment  of  or  on  account  of  his/her  having 
aided  or  encouraged  any  person  in  the  exercise  of 
any  right  protected  by  Section  153  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

F.  Discriminatory  Housing  Practices.    Exemptions 

and  Exceptions. 
1.     Nothing   in  the   subsection    shall   prohibit   a 
religious    organization,    association,   or    society,    or 


any  non-profit  charitable  or  educational  institution 
or  organization  operating,  supervised,  or  controlled 
by,  or  in  conjunction  with  a  religious  organization, 
association,  or  society,  from  limiting  or  advertising 
the  sale,  rental  or  occupancy  of  housing  which  it 
owns  or  operates  for  other  than  a  commercial  pur- 
pose for  persons  of  the  same  religion  or  from 
giving  preference  to  such  persons. 

2.     Nothing    in    this    subsection    shall    be    con- 
strued  to: 

a.  bar  any  person  from  restricting  sales,  rental, 
leases,  or  occupancy,  or  from  giving  preference 
to  persons  of  a  given  age  for  bonafide  housing 
intended  solely  for  the  elderly  and/or  handi- 
capped or  bonafide  housing  intended  solely  for 
minors. 

b.  bar  any  owner  of  any  building  or  structure 
from  refusing  the  rental,  lease  or  occupancy  to 
persons  where  the  housing  accommodations  in 
any  building  or  structure  contain  no  more  than 
two  dwelling  units,  or  contain  three  dwelling 
units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  as  his  permanent  residence;  provided 
that  two  or  more  adjoining  buildings  or  struc- 
tures under  common  legal  or  beneficial  owner- 
ship shall  constitute  a  single  building  or  struc- 
ture for  this  purpose;  and  provided  further  that 
no  building  or  structure  shall  be  considered 
occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  unless  all  bene- 
ficial owners  occupy  one  or  more  dwelling  units 
therein  as  their  permanent  residence. 

c.  make  it  a  discriminatory  practice  to  require 
that  a  person  have  legal  capacity  to  enter  into 
a  contract  or  lease. 

d.  bar  any  person  from  refusing  a  loan  or 
other  financial  assistance  to  any  person  whose 
life  expectancy,  according  to  generally  accepted 
mortality  tables,  is  less  than  the  term  for  which 
the  loan  is  requested. 

e.  require  any  person  selling  or  renting  hous- 
ing to  exercise  a  higher  degree  of  care  for  a 
person  having  a  handicap  than  for  a  person  who 
does  not  have  a  handicap  or  to  modify  such 
housing  in  any  way  which  is  more  than  a  reason- 
able accommodation  to  the  known  physical  or 
mental  limitation  of  a  handicapped  person. 
"Reasonable  Accommodation,"  as  used  in  this 
subsection,  shall  mean  such  accommodation  to 
a  handicapped  person's  known  physical  or 
mental  limitations  as  shall  not  cause  undue 
hardship  to  any  person  selling  or  renting  hous- 
ing. The  handicapped  person  shall  have  the 
burden  of  proof  as  to  his/her  handicap;   or 

f.  to  forbid  distinctions  based  on  the  inability 
to  fulfill  the  terms  or  conditions,  including  the 
financial  obligations  of  any  such  lease,  contract, 
deed,  or  mortgage. 

G.  Discriminatory  Practices.  Public  Accommoda- 
tions. 
1.  It  shall  be  a  discriminatory  practice  for  any 
public  accommodations  in  the  city  to  discriminate 
against  any  person  on  the  basis  of  the  race,  color, 
religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  military 
status,  sexual  preference,  source  of  income,  age, 
marital  status,  handicap,  or  children  of  such  per- 
son with  respect  to  the  access,  use  of,  benefit  of, 
or  enjoyment  of  goods,  services,  facilities,  privi- 
leges or  any  other  advantages  of  any  public  accom- 
modation, or  to  make  or  publish  any  statement 
evidencing  an  intent  to  do  so. 
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2.  Nothing  in  subsection  (1)  of  this  section 
shall  prohibit  a  religious  organization,  association, 
or  society,  or  any  non-profit  institute  or  organi- 
zation, operating,  supervised,  or  controlled  by  or 
in  conjunction  with  a  religious  organization,  asso- 
ciation, or  society,  from  limiting  its  offer  of  goods, 
services,  facilities,  and  accommodations  to  persons 
of  the  same  religion  or  from  giving  preference  to 
such  persons;  provided  that  such  offerings  above- 
mentioned  are  not  in  fact  offered  for  commercial 
purposes.  Nor  shall  anything  in  this  section  make 
a  discriminatory  practice  of  any  program,  service 
or  benefit,  relating  to  any  public  accommodation, 
established  and  intended  solely  for  elderly  or 
handicapped  persons  or  minors. 
Section   154.    Procedures. 

1.  Any  person  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  by  an 
alleged  discriminatory  practice  under  this  ordinance 
or  claiming  to  represent  an  aggrieved  person  may, 
by  himself/herself,  or  his/her  attorney,  make,  sign 
and  file  with  the  Commission  a  complaint  in 
writing  which  shall  state  the  name  and  address 
of  the  person  or  persons  alleged  to  have  com- 
mitted the  discriminatory  practice  ("respondent(s)") 
and  the  particulars  thereof,  and  contain  such  other 
information  as  may  be  required  by  the  Commis- 
sion. 

(a)  The  Director  upon  his/her  own  initiative 
may  in  like  manner  make,  sign,  and  file  such 
complaint. 

(b)  The  Director  shall  forthwith  transmit  a 
copy  of  the  complaint  to  each  respondent  by 
hand  or  by  Certified  Mail,  Return  Receipt  Re- 
quested,   with   another    copy    by   ordinary    mail. 

(c)  The  Director  shall  forthwith  transmit  by 
ordinary  mail  for  filing  with  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  Against  Discrimination  ("MCAD") 
a  copy  of  the  complaint  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission. 

(d)  The  Commission  shall  not  accept  a  com- 
plaint from  any  person  who  has  filed  a  com- 
plaint with  the  MCAD  with  respect  to  the  same 
grievance  unless  requested  to  do  so  by  the 
MCAD. 

2.  After  the  filing  of  the  complaint,  the  Director 
shall  cause  a  prompt  investigation  to  be  made  in 
connection  therewith. 

(a)  If  after  such  investigation,  the  Director 
shall  determine  that  probable  cause  does  not  ex- 
ist for  crediting  the  allegation  of  the  complaint, 
he/she  shall  issue  and  cause  to  be  served  on  the 
complainant  and  respondent  an  order  dismissing 
such  allegation  of  said  complaint  as  to  such 
respondent.  The  complainant  or  his/her  attorney 
may,  within  ten  (10)  days  after  receiving  such 
service,  file  with  the  Commission  a  written  re- 
quest for  review  of  such  action  of  the  Director. 
Upon  such  application,  the  Commission  shall 
review  such  action  and  shall  determine  whether 
there  is  probable  cause  to  credit  the  allegations 
of  the  complaint  and  accordingly  shall  enter  an 
order  affirming,  reversing,  or  modifying  the  de- 
termination of  the  Director,  or  remanding  the 
matter  for  further  investigation  and  action,  and 
copies  of  such  order  shall  be  served  upon  the 
complainant   and   respondent. 

(b)  If  the  Director  shall  determine  after  such 
investigation  or  review  that  probable  cause  ex- 
ists for  crediting  the  allegation  of  the  complaint, 
or  if  the  Commission,  after  such  review,  shall 
determine  that  there   is   probable  cause,   and   if 


in  complaints  of  discrimination  in  housing,  the 
property  owner  or  his  duly  authorized  agent 
will  not  agree  voluntarily  to  withhold  the  sub- 
ject housing  accommodations  for  a  period  of 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  said  finding  of 
probable  cause,  the  Director  may  cause  to  be 
posted  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  from  the  date 
of  said  finding,  on  the  door  of  said  housing 
accommodations  a  notice  stating  that  said  ac- 
commodations are  the  subject  of  a  complaint 
before  the  Commission  and  the  prospective 
transferees  will  take  said  accommodations  at  their 
peril.  Any  destruction,  defacement,  alteration, 
or  removal  of  the  said  notice  by  the  owner  or 
his  agents,  servants,  and  employees  shall  be  a 
misdemeanor  punishable  upon  conviction  there- 
of by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  S200.  If  the 
Director  shall  determine  after  such  investigation 
that  there  is  probable  cause  to  credit  the  allega- 
tion of  the  complaint,  or  if  the  Commission 
after  such  review  shall  determine  that  there  is 
such  probable  cause,  the  Commission  Staff  shall 
immediately  endeavor  to  eliminate  the  discrimi- 
natory practice  complained  of  through  per- 
suasion, conciliation,  and  negotiation.  Nothing 
said  or  done  during  and  as  part  of  such  con- 
ciliation efforts  shall  be  made  public  or  used  as 
evidence  in  a  subsequent  proceeding  unless  each 
of  the  interested  parties  agrees  thereto  in  writing. 

3.  If  conciliation  succeeds,  the  terms  of  the  con- 
ciliation agreement  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  parties  of  the  Com- 
mission. Conciliation  agreements  may  be  made 
public  but  such  public  disclosures  shall  not  reveal 
the  identities  of  the  parties  involved  except  with 
the  agreement  of  all  the  respondents. 

4.  In  case  of  failure  to  reach  a  conciliation  to 
eliminate  a  discriminatory  practice  within  thirty 
days  after  a  determination  of  probable  cause,  or 
in  advance  thereof  if  in  his/her  judgment  circum- 
stances so  warrant,  or  if  probable  cause  exists  that 
a  conciliation  agreement  has  been  violated,  the 
Director  shall  cause  to  be  issued  and  served  in 
the  name  of  the  Commission  a  written  notice 
together  with  a  copy  of  such  complaint,  as  the 
same  may  have  been  amended,  requiring  the  re- 
spondent to  answer  the  charges  of  such  complaint 
at  a  hearing  before  the  Commission  at  a  time  and 
place  to  be  specified  in  such  notice. 

5.  The  repondent  may  file  in  person  or  other- 
wise a  written  verified  answer  to  the  complaint  and 
appear  at  such  hearing  in  person,  with  or  without 
counsel. 

6.  The  Director  or  his/her  designee  shall  pre- 
sent evidence  at  the  hearing.  The  Commission  shall 
not  be  bound  by  the  strict  rules  of  evidence  pre- 
vailing in  courts  of  law.  The  testimony,  however, 
shall  be  under  oath  and  shall  be  transcribed  upon 
the  request  of  either  party.  Each  party  respondent 
may  appear  at  such  hearing  in  person  or  by  a 
duly  authorized  representative,  including  an  attor- 
ney. Each  party  may  present  testimony  in  evi- 
dence. Each  party  shall  have  the  right  to  cross- 
examine  adverse  witnesses. 

7.  If,  upon  all  the  evidence  presented  at  the 
hearing,  the  Commission  determines  that  a  re- 
spondent has  engaged  in  the  discriminatory  prac- 
tice as  defined  in  this  ordinance,  or  has  violated 
a  conciliation  agreement,  the  Commission  shall 
issue  an  order  stating  its  findings  of  fact  and 
recommendations  for   resolving  the  complaint.    If, 
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upon  all  the  evidence,  the  Commission  shall  find 
that  a  respondent  has  not  engaged  in  any  such 
discriminatory  practice  or  violation  of  a  concilia- 
tion agreement,  the  Commission  shall  issue  an 
order  stating  its  findings  of  fact  and  shall  issue 
and  cause  to  be  served  on  the  complainant  an 
order  dismissing  the  said  complaint  as  to  such 
respondent.  The  Commission  shall  establish  rules 
of  practice  to  govern,  expedite  and  effectuate  the 
foregoing  procedure  and  its  own  actions  there- 
under. 

8.  If  a  finding  is  made  that  a  respondent  has 
engaged  in  a  discriminatory  practice  or  has  vio- 
lated a  conciliation  agreement,  the  Commission 
shall  make  a  written  report  of  its  findings  and 
recommendations  either  to  the  Mayor  on  any 
matter  within  his  jurisdiction  for  his  review  and 
implementation,  or  to  the  Massachusetts  Com- 
mission Against  Discrimination  (MCAD)  on  any 
matter  in  question,  and  in  all  cases  urging,  and 
using  its  best  efforts  to  bring  about  compliance 
with  its  recommendations.  Such  report  shall  also 
be  served  upon  the  complainant  and  all  respon- 
dents. In  the  conduct  of  any  mediation,  investiga- 
tion, hearing,  or  representation  of  any  complaint, 
the  Commission  may  call  upon  not  only  the  mem- 
bers and  agents  of  the  Commission,  but,  to  the 
extent  practicable,  any  city  department  or  agency. 

9.  No  complaint  shall  be  considered  unless  it 
is  filed  with  the  Commission  within  one  hundred 
and  eighty  (180)  days  after  the  occurrence  of  the 
alleged  discriminatory  practice. 

Section   155.    Construction   of  Ordinance. 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  interpreted  to 
contravene    the    General    Laws   of    this    Common- 
wealth. 
Section   156.    Severability. 

If  any  provision  or  section  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  by  a  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  then  such  provision  or  section 
shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from  the 
remaining  provisions  or  sections  of  this  ordinance, 
which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 
Section  157.    Transfer  of  Functions  to  BCAD. 

All  duties,  powers,  functions  and  responsibilities 
of  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  shall  be 
subsumed  in  and  exercised  and  performed  by 
the  Boston  Commission  Against  Discrimination 
("BCAD")  if  and  at  the  time  at  which  the  ordi- 
nance creating  the  BCAD  is  enacted  into  law.

The  Director  may  from  time  to  time, 
establish  within  the  department  such  divisions  and 
administrative  units  within  such  divisions  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  efficient  and  economical  ad- 
ministration of  the  department,  and  when  neces- 
sary for  such  purpose,  he  may  abolish  any  such 
division,  or  he  may  merge  any  two  or  more  of 
them,  and  may  abolish  or  merge  any  such  other 
administration  units  within  divisions  as  he  may 
deem  advisable.  The  Director  shall  prepare  and 
keep  current  a  statement  of  the  organization  of 
the  department,  of  the  assignment  of  functions  to 
its  various  administrative  units,  offices,  and  em- 
ployees, and  of  the  places  at  which  and  the 
methods  whereby  the  public  may  receive  informa- 
tion or  make  requests. 

Section   3.   The   One-Stop   Business  Office  shall: 

(1)  assist  the  small  businessman  and  help  re- 
vitalize the  neighborhood  commercial  centers  in 
the  City  of  Boston; 

(2)  act  as  a  liaison  between  the  small  business 
community  of  the  city  in  their  dealings  with  the 
various  city,  state,  and  federal   agencies; 

(3)  provide  technical  assistance  by  which  the 
small  business  community  may  obtain  financial 
assistance  through  the  various  municipal  and  fed- 
eral agencies,  as  well  as  with  private  lending  in- 
stitutions; 

(4)  provide  the  small  business  community  with 
the  management  counseling  and  marketing  analysis 
and  other  services  thereby  stimulating  economic 
development  in    the  city; 

(5)  coordinate  and  expedite  the  delivery  to  the 
small  business  community  of  public  services  and 
public    facility    improvements    to    the    appropriate 
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city  agencies,  and  where  applicable  and  possible, 
such  state  and  federal  agencies;  and 

(6)  assist  businesses  in  or  outside  the  city  in 
locating  new  sites  for  expansion  and  /or  relocation. 
It  assists  such  firms  in  financing,  plans  and  designs, 
and  in  obtaining  licenses,  permits  and  trained 
manpower   as   needed.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 


setts General  Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section   13, 
and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section    1.    City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance   6, 
Chapter  1  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the   following: 

Section  11.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  law 
or  such  order,  every  annual  appropriation  order 
of  the  City  Council  shall  be  deemed  to  contain 
the  following  provisions. 

1.  No  more  than  one-quarter  of  the  funds  ap- 
propriated for  any  fiscal  year  for  permanent  per- 
sonnel shall  be  expended  for  such  purpose  in  any 
ninety-day  period  except  with  the  express  approval 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

2.  No  official  or  employee  of  the  city  shall  re- 
ceive overtime  pay  in  excess  of  ten  percent  of  his 
annual  salary  in  any  twelve-month  period  unless 
such  excess  payment  is  expressly  approved  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

3.  All  salaries  for  non-civil  service  positions 
in  excess  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  annually  and 
all  changes  in  such  salaries  shall  be  subject  to 
approval  of  the  City  Council. 

4.  Unless  expressly  approved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  no  department  or  agency  of  the  city 
shall  employ  in  any  position  within  such  depart- 
ment or  agency  any  number  of  persons  in  excess 
of  the  number  approved  by  the  City  Council. 

5.  Unless  expressly  approved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  no  department  or  agency  of  the  city 
shall  expend  funds  in  excess  of  two  thousand  dol- 
lars for  contractual  services  for  any  purpose  unless 
such  funds  and  purposes  were  included  on  Form 
6  of  a  program  budget  submitted  to  the  Council 
in  connection  with  an  annual  appropriation  order 
to  the  expenditure  of  such  funds. 

6.  Unless  expressly  authorized  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  no  person  paid  from  funds  ap- 
propriated by  this  order  shall  be  paid  by  any 
agency  other  than  the  agency  for  which  such  per- 
son actually  works.

Whereas,  The  sandblasting  of  the  bridge  has  re- 
sulted in  large  quantities  of  lead,  sand  and  debris 
to  fall  from  the  bridge,  landing  in  backyards,  play- 
grounds, and  school  yards,  easily  in  the  reach  of 
hundreds  of  children  who  unwittingly  could  digest 
the  substance;  and 

Whereas,  The  contractor  performing  the  work 
for  Massport  has  made  few  obvious  attempts  to 
contain  the  particles  which  have  fallen  from  the 
bridge,  despite  regulations  which  mandate  their 
containment;  and 

Whereas,  The  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission 
of  the  City  of  Boston  has  granted  a  permit  for 
the  sandblasting  procedure,  only  on  the  condition 
that  "there  shall  be  sufficient  shrouding  at  said 
operation  to  contain  particular  matter  from  enter- 
ing the  ambient  air  space,  to  prevent  visible  emis- 
sions beyond  the  vertically  extended  property  line, 
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to  prevent  public  exposure  to  particulates  and  to 
prevent  depositions  of  particulate  matter  upon 
public  and  private  property";  and 

Whereas,  The  contractor  is  clearly  in  violation 
of  this  provision  of  the  permit,  as  clouds  of  dust, 
paint  and  metal  chips  are  clearly  visible  and  fall-

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  17F  of 
chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  I 
am  responding  to  the  questions  posed  in  the  City 
Council  order  of  February  6,  1980. 

Councillor  Lawrence  S.  DiCara  has  raised  the 
following  questions: 

(1)  Is  the  City  Council  an  aggrieved  party 
under  chapter  121A? 

(2)  What  is  the  appropriate  action  for  the 
Council  to  take  in  the  event  they  consider  them- 
selves aggrieved? 

(3)  Would  private  counsel  be  available  to  the 
City  Council  as  has  been  the  case  in  the  past 
when  the  Council  has  had  a  legal  disagreement 
with  another  branch  of  city  government? 
Pursuant   to  section   13  of  chapter   652  of  the 

Acts  of  1960,  as  amended  by  chapter  421   of  the 
Acts  of  1966: 

".  .  .  any  person,  whether  previously  a  party 
to  the  proceeding  or  not,  who  is   aggrieved   by 
such   vote,    or   any   municipal    officer    or   board, 
may  file   a  petition  in  the  supreme   judicial   or 
superior   court    sitting  in    Suffolk  county    for    a 
writ  of  certiorari   against   the  authority  to   cor- 
rect errors  of  law  therein.  .  .  ." 
Whether    the    City  Council    may   have    standing 
as    an    aggrieved   party   is    doubtful    as    the   term 
"aggrieved"    refers    to    parties    who    allege    direct, 
substantial    injuries,    either   physical    or   pecuniary, 
as  a  result  of  a  zoning  decision.    Aggrieved  parties 
have  included:   direct   abuttors,   Ayer  v.   Commis- 
sioners on  Height  of  Buildings,   242  Mass.  30;   a 
landowner  a  thousand  feet  away  from  a  licensee, 
Standard   Oil    Co.    of    N.Y.    v.    Commissioner   of 
Public  Safety,  274  Mass.   155;  a  person  entitled  to 
petition  for  an  abatement  of  taxes,  Hough  v.  North 
Adams,    196   Mass.   290;    and   a   utility   which    al- 
leged loss  of  business  as  a  result  of  an  award  to 
a  competitive  supplier,  Boston  Edison  Co.  v.  Bos- 
ton Redevelopment  Authority  et  al,  371  N.  E.  2nd 
728. 


It  is  my  opinion  that  the  City  Council  is  not 
"a  person  aggrieved"  as  contemplated  by  s.  13, 
and  the  decisions  interpreting  the  term  "aggrieved." 
Alternatively,  the  statute  provides  for  a  "muni- 
cipal officer  or  board"  to  appeal  a  121A  decision 
in  court.  It  is  necessary,  however,  for  such  officer 
or  board  to  have  duties  related  to  the  subject 
matter  of  the  decision,  here  zoning,  to  have  stand- 
ing. A  planning  board  had  standing  to  appeal 
a  decision  by  a  board  of  appeals  since  it  has 
duties  related  to  the  subject  of  zoning.  Planning 
Board  of  Reading  v.  Board  of  Appeals  of  Reading, 
333  Mass.  657  (1956).  However,  a  member  of  a 
city  council  did  not  have  standing  to  challenge  a 
board  of  appeals  decision.  In  the  case  of  Can  v. 
Board  of  Appeals  of  Medford,  334  Mass.  77 
(1956)  Justice  Spalding  said  for  the  SJC: 

"While  the  statute  does  not  undertake  to  limit 
the  right  of   appeal   to   any   particular  class   of 
municipal   officer  or  board   it   was  intimated  in 
the  case  last  cited  that  a  municipal  board  seek- 
ing to  appeal  .  .   .  must  Have  duties  which  relate 
to  the  subject  matter."    (Italics  added.) 
and   in   relation  to  municipal   officers: 

".  .  .  as  in  the  case  of  a  board,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  right  of  appeal  must  be  limited 
to  such  municipal  officers  as  have  some  duties 
to  perform  in   relation  to   the  building  code  or 
zoning.    Such  a  person   would  be   the   building 
commissioner   or    the   city   manager    and    there 
may  be  others."    (at  p.  80) 
It  is  my  opinion  that  under  this  statute  the  City 
Council  does  not  have  standing  to  file   a  petition 
for  certiorari  relating  to  an  application   for  121A 
status  as  the  Council  does  not  have  duties  which 
sufficiently  relate  to  the  subject  mater.

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  created  a  city  depart- 
ment to  be  known  as  the  Office  of  Theatre  District 
Coordination  (hereinafter   "TDC")  which   shall  be 
under    the    charge    of    an    officer,    known    as    the 
Director,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a  term   ex- 
piring on   the   first   Monday  of  January  following 
the    next    biennial    election    who    shall    have    the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  him 
by  law. 

The  director  may  from  time  to  time, 
establish  within  the  department  such  divisions  and 
administrative  units  within  such  divisions  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  efficient  and  economical  ad- 
ministration of  the  department,  and  when  neces- 
sary for  such  purpose,  he   may  abolish   any   such 


division,  or  he  may  merge  any  two  or  more  of 
them,  and  may  abolish  or  merge  any  such  other 
administrative  units  within  divisions  as  he  may 
deem  advisable.  The  director  shall  prepare  and 
keep  current  a  statement  of  the  organization  of 
the  department,  of  the  assignment  of  functions  to 
its  various  administrative  units,  offices,  and  em- 
ployees, and  of  the  places  at  which  and  the 
methods  whereby  the  public  may  receive  informa- 
tion or  make  requests.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON

Coun.  FLYNN,  for  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Finance,  submitted  the  following: 
I.    Introduction 

In  January  of  this  year,  the  City  Council  adopted 
a  decentralized  budgetary  review  process  to  allow 
a  more  thorough  scrutiny  of  city  spending  and 
budget  requests.  Despite  the  difficulties  posed  by 
the  Mayor's  late  and  incomplete  submission  of  a 
1981  fiscal  year  operating  budget  on  June  9,  1980, 
we  believe  that  the  value  of  this  decentralized 
budgetary  review  process  to  the  city's  taxpayers 
has  been  amply  proven. 

As  a  result  of  the  work  of  various  Council  com- 
mittees, the  Committee  on  Government  Finance  is 
pleased  to  recommend  a  series  of  unprecedented 
budget  reductions,  which  if  adopted  by  the  full 
Council,  will  not  only  result  in  the  largest-ever 
reduction  in  a  city  budget  (more  than  $20  million), 
but  will  do  so  without  curtailing  any  existing  vital 
city  services.  This  $20  million  cut  falls  within  the 
guidelines  suggested  by  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Finance  in  its  report  of  July  16,  1980,  which 
recommended  the  elimination  of  all  new  positions 
and  city  departments  and  reductions  of  non- 
personnel  spending  within  last  year's  inflation  rate. 
While  obviously  some  exceptions  had  to  be  made 
to  this  general  rule-of-thumb  to  meet  unique  situa- 
tions (such  as  court-ordered  revaluation  of  com- 
mercial and  residential  property  in  the  city  and 
the  elimination  of  federal  funding  for  the  Senior 
Shuttle  program),  the  Council  committees  have 
succeeded  in  making  meaningful  reductions  in  the 
Mayor's  budget  request  which  will  substantially 
alleviate  the  impact  of  next  year's  inevitable  tax 
rate  increase. 

The  rationale  for  these  reductions  is  detailed  on 
a  department-by-department  basis  in  the  accom- 
panying text  and  committee  reports.  We  fully 
realize  that  the  magnitude  of  these  cuts  is  un- 
precedented. However,  we  also  recognize  that  the 
fiscal  crisis  facing  the  city  and  its  taxpayers  has 
reached  a  perilous  stage.  The  enormous  levels  of 
city  spending,  which  have  gone  virtually  unchecked 
in  recent  years,  have  a  direct  impact  on  the  quality 
of  life  for  every  resident  in  the  city.  Therefore,  in 
reviewing  the  Mayor's  budget  requests,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Government  Finance  felt  that  a  broad 
overview  of  the  economic  health  of  the  city  was 
required  in  order  to  prepare  a  realistic  budget 
which  provided  a  reasonable  level  of  city  spending 
while  ensuring  the  continued  delivery  of  essential 
city  services.

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Even  assuming  increases  in  departmental  reven- 
ues and  assessed  property  valuation  accruing  from 
increased  condominium  conversions  or  commercial 
property,  the  city  will  still  face  a  shortfall  in  the 
vicinity  of  $90  million  from  last  year  which  would 
mean  a  tax  rate  increase  of  $54  a  thousand  for 
Boston  residents  in  the  upcoming  year. 

For  the  average  Boston  homeowner,  the  effect 
of  a  $54  tax  rate  increase  (bringing  the  tax  rate 
over  the  $300  mark  for  the  first  time  in  the  city's 
history)  would  be  a  $300  increase  in  next  year's 
tax  bill.  The  following  chart  shows  the  impact  of 
a  $54  tax  rate  increase  for  owners  of  one-,  two-, 
and  three-family  homes  in  Boston. 

It  is  clear  that  with  taxpayers  struggling  to 
survive  with  soaring  energy  and  food  costs  and 
spiraling  rents,  it  is  fiscal  insanity  to  reasonably 
expect  the  same  people  to  absorb  a  record-breaking 
$54  property  tax  rate  increase. 

We  all  recognize  the  pressures  of  inflation  and 
its  impact  on  the  cost  of  maintaining  existing  vital 
city  services,  but  the  major  increases  in  this 
budget  are  not  caused  by  inflation  or  OPEC  oil 
prices — they  are  caused  by  political  patronage  and 
excessive  personnel  expenditures. 

When  the  city  should  be  moving  toward  fiscal 
austerity,  it  is  an  affront  and  an  outrage  to  the 
people  of  Boston  that  the  proposed  budget  con- 
tains 629  additional  positions  (including  108  in 
eight,  newly  proposed  city  agencies)  and  a  total 
personnel  increase  of  $30  million. 

Without  substantial  cuts  in  the  Mayor's  pro- 
posed city  operating  budget,  many  Boston  home- 
owners will  literally  be  taxed  out  of  their  homes 
and  neighborhoods. 

A  recent  Channel  5  editorial  (July  21,  July  26) 
entitled  "Kevin  White  and  Boston's  Ballooning 
Budget"  urged  the  City  Council  to  exercise  its 
oversight  responsibilities  in  order  to  reduce  the 
Mayor's  budget  which  Channel  5  stated  "reflects 
a  callous  indifference  to  the  city's  taxpayers." 

That    same    editorial    summarized    rather    suc- 
cinctly the  task  before  the  Council  when  it  stated: 
Since  the  Mayor  apparently  doesn't  care,  it's 
up  to  the  City  Council  to  trim  expenditures  . . . 
Some  difficult  decisions   must   be  made.    Mayor 
White  has  left  the  dirty  work  for  the  City  Coun- 
cil.   But  there's  plenty  of  fat  on  the  payroll,  and 
the  Council  should  start  cutting  now. 
III.  Analysis  of  Proposed  FY '1981  City  Operating 
Budget 


The  administration's  proposed  FY '81  operating 
budget  for  city  departments  totals  $380  million 
which  represents  an  increase  of  $57  million  over 
last  year's  level.  Together  with  the  $15  million 
proposed  county  budget  and  the  $233  million 
proposed  school  budget  approved  by  the  School 
Committee,  the  total  cost  of  operating  the  City  of 
Boston  (excluding  pensions,  debt  service  and  state 
assessments)  would  reach  a  record-breaking  $628.3 
million  during  fiscal  year  1981. 

A  comparison  with  the  FY  '80  operating  budget 
reveals  a  total  increase  of  $96.6  million  or  18.2 
percent,  an  amount  far  exceeding  the  present  in- 
flation rate  of  11.2  percent: 

The  most  disturbing  aspect  of  the  proposed 
spending  increase  is  the  large  number  of  new 
personnel  positions  listed  over  the  quotas  approved 
last  year  by  the  City  Council.  Seven  hundred  and 
fifty-seven  new  positions  are  listed  for  city  and 
county  departments. '  One  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  old  positions  were  eliminated  by  the  Mayor, 
for  a  net  increase  of  six  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
positions  in  this  year's  budget. 

One  hundred  and  eight  of  these  new  positions 
are  listed  under  eight,  newly-proposed  departments 
whose  total  budgets  amount  to  2.6  million  (in- 
cluding $1.9  million  in  salaries).  Among  the  exist- 
ing departments  with  large  personnel  increases 
are  the  Mayor's  Office  (seventeen  positions,  in- 
cluding seven  in  the  newly  proposed  Office  of 
Communications),  Office  of  Public  Service  (sixty), 
Administrative  Services  (forty-seven),  Community 
Services  Administration  (nine),  Real  Property 
Department  (thirty-eight),  Public  Facilities  De- 
partment (sixty-four)  and  Health  and  Hospitals 
Department   (one  hundred  and  sixty-six). 

These  new  positions  would  bring  the  total  num- 
ber of  city  employees  funded  in  the  operating 
budget  up  to  14,310.  As  Table  4  indicates,  these 
new  positions  would  result  in  a  total  increase  of 
nearly  two  thousand  city  employees  over  the  past 
four  years. 

But  even  this  figure  does  not  represent  the  total 
number  of  employees  actually  working  for  the 
city.  In  addition  to  the  14,310  employees  listed 
in  the  proposed  1981  city  operating  budget,  at 
least  11,188  more  employees  are  funded  under 
other  city  and  county  payrolls  and  by  federal  and 
state  grants — bringing  the  total  number  of  people 
working  for  the  city  up  to  at  least  25,498,  for  a 
mind-boggling  average  of  one  city  employee  for 
every  twenty-four  residents.

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The  total  dollar  amount  for  personnel  expendi- 
tures for  city  departments  (excluding  county  and 
school)  in  the  proposed  FY '81  budget  is  $241 
million,  $30  million  over  last  year.  This  figure 
shows  a  14.4  percent  increase  which  is  far  more 
than  the  average  cost  of  living  increases  awarded 
city  employees  in  recent  collective  bargaining 
agreements.  Clearly,  the  addition  of  hundreds  of 
new  employees  is  straining  the  city's  financial  re- 
sources without  perceptively  improving  the  quality 
and  delivery  of  city  services. 

A  comparison  of  the  rate  of  growth  of  per- 
sonnel expenditures  between  FY '78  and  FY '81 
for  city,  county  and  school  employees  again  under- 
scores why  the  city  is  facing  such  economic  diffi- 
culties. 

City  personnel  expenditures  have  risen  $61.6 
million  between  FY '78  and  FY '81,  at  a  per- 
centage increase  of  34.3  percent,  again  far  in 
excess  of  cost-of-living  increases.  County  person- 
nel expenditures  show  a  similar  rate  of  growth. 

An  examination  of  School  Department  per- 
sonnel expenditures  indicates  an  even  more  start- 
ling drain  on  city  taxpayers.  Between  FY  '78  and 
FY '81,  while  school  enrollment  dropped  15.3  per- 


cent (to  a  projected  level  of  63,447*),  personnel 
expenditures  for  School  Department  employees 
rose  50.5  percent  to  $156.5  million.  Non-personnel 
expenditures  for  the  School  Department  over  the 
same  period  rose  only  11.1  percent.    (See  Table  8.) 

The  impact  of  school  personnel  expenditures  on 
the  city's  tax  rate  becomes  even  more  apparent 
when  the  average  per  pupil  cost  is  calculated.  If 
the  proposed  School  Department's  entire  request 
is  appropriated,  the  total  school  budget  for  FY '81 
will  be  approximately  $259.6  million  ($232.7  oper- 
ating and  capital  improvement  budgets,  plus  an 
additional  $26.9  tnillion  in  federal  and  state  grants, 
based  on  FY  '80  levels). 

The  projected  school  enrollment  for  1979-1980 
in  the  Boston  Public  School  System  was  63,447. 
Actual  attendance  on  any  one  day  averages  55,000 
or  less.  Based  on  either  the  projected  or  the  actual 
enrollment,  the  per  pupil  cost  exceeds  $4,000. 
Using  the  projected  enrollment,  the  average  per 
pupil  cost  amounts  to  $4,088,  while  using  the  actual 
enrollment  the  figure  is  $4,720. 

The  budget  approved  by  the  School  Committee 
for  FY '81  totals  $233  million,  which  is  $38  million 
over  last  year's   appropriated  levels    (even   though

because  of  deficit  spending  the  School  Department 
spent  far  in  excess  of  the  budgeted  $195  million 
amount.)  Fiscal  autonomy  mandates  that  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  have  no  appropriating 
authority  for  School  Department  expenses  up  to 
a  total  of  the  previous  year's  allocated  level  ($195 
million  for  FY  '80),  but  approval  for  any  amount 
in  excess  of  this  level  (this  year  $38  million)  must 
be  authorized  by  both  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council.  We  urge  both  the  City  Council  and  the 
Mayor  to  insist  on  substantial  reductions  in  the 
administrative  costs  of  what  is  an  enormously  in- 
flated School  Department  budget. 

One  reason  that  taxpayers  have  not  directly 
felt  the  financial  impact  of  these  large  increases 
in  personnel  expenditures  in  recent  years  is  the 
windfall  of  additional  state  aid  received  by  the 
city  since  FY  '77. 

Between  FY '77  and  FY '80,  the  City  of  Boston 
received  an  additional  $210.9  million  in  state  aid 
over  the  FY  '77  levels.  (The  total  amount  of  state 
aid  during  this  four-year  period  exceeded  half  a 
billion  dollars.) 

Excessive  hiring  practices  and  deficit  spending 
during  these  years  resulted  in  none  of  that  addi- 
tional state  aid  being  used  for  its  intended  pur- 
pose:      property  tax  relief. 

Between  FY  '76  and  FY  '79,  the  total  accumu- 
lated deficit  for  city,  county  and  school  operations 
amounted  to  $78.5  million,  for  an  average  yearly 
total  of  $19.6  million.  (The  deficit  for  FY '80 
will  exceed  that  average,  with  deficits  in  personnel 
accounts  alone  totaling  more  than  $20  million.) 

Eleven  and  onejhalf  million  dollars  of  the 
amount  of  deficit  spending  from  FY  '76-'79  was 
offset  through  receipts  in  excess  of  estimates, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $67  million  to  be  financed 
through  appropriation  deficits  from  tax  levies  of 
FY  '77-'80. 

This  additional  financial  burden  of  deficit  spend- 
ing on  its  taxpayers  has  further  contributed  to 
Boston's  growing  fiscal  crisis. 

This  year  there  will  toe  no  state  bail-out  for 
Boston.  While  Cherry  Sheet  aid  is  up  $5  million 
over  last  year  to  $199  million,  a  $10  million  in- 
creased MBTA  assessment  will  result  in  a  net  loss 
of  $5  million  in  state  aid  to  Boston  taxpayers 
during  fiscal  year  1981. 

In  summary,  the  time  has  finally  arrived  when 
the  City  of  Boston  must  bite  the  bullet  and  realize 
common  sense  fiscal  reality:  the  only  way  to 
stabilize  the  city's  tax  rate  is  to  reduce  the  present 
extravagant  levels  of  city  spending.

An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Office  of  Public  Service 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts  General  Laws,   chapter  43B,  section   13, 
and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  created  within  the 
Department  of  Neighborhood  Services  (hereinafter 
"NHS")  an  office  to  be  known  as  the  Office  of 
Public  Service  (hereinafter  "OPS")  which  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known  as  the 
Director,  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  NHS 
who  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
imposed  upon  him  by  law,  and  who  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  not  to  exceed  $29,000. 

Section  2.  The  Director  may,  subject  to  appro- 
priations, from  time  to  time,  establish  within  the 
office  such  divisions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
efficient  and  economical  administration  of  the 
office,  and  when  necessary  for  such  purpose,  he 
may  abolish  any  such  division,  or  he  may  merge 
any  two  or  more  of  them,  and  may  abolish  or 
merge  any  such  other  administrative  units  within 
divisions  as  he  may  deem  advisable.  The  Director 
shall  prepare  and  keep  current  a  statement  of  the 
organization  of  the  office,  of  the  assignment  of 
functions  to  its  various  administrative  units,  and 
employees,  and  of  the  places  at  which  and  the 
methods  whereby  the  public  may  receive  informa- 
tion or  make  requests. 

Section    3.    The  Office   of  Public   Service    shall: 

(1)  formulate,  coordinate  and  implement 
municipal  policies  with  respect  to  neighborhood 
service  delivery; 

(2)  respond  at  the  local  level  to  complaints 
about  the  provision  of  services; 
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(3)  improve  the  delivery  of  services  through 
close  cooperation  with  line  department  personnel 
and  through  recommendations  for  departmental 
change; 

(4)  act  as  the  advocate  for  increased  citizen 
involvement  in  the  affairs  of  the  municipal  gov- 
ernment;  and 

(5)  provide  needed  direct  services  and  infor- 
mation to  the  public  in  the  most  convenient  and 
accessible  manner  possible. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  published  by 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

Whereas,  This  Council  takes  notice  of  an  alarm- 
ing increase  in  crimes  against  both  persons  and 
property,  committed  within  the  city  by  young  per-

Whereas,  Much  of  this  crime  against  property 
and  persons  occurs  during  the  late  evening  and 
early  morning  hours;  now,  therefore,  be   it 

Declared,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  that 
there  presently  exists  within  the  city,  a  limited 
state  of  emergency  relating  to  the  conduct  of 
certain  minors  unsupervised  by  adults  during  the 
nighttime  hours,  the  duration  of  which  limited 
emergency  cannot  be  determined,  but  which  is 
expected  to  continue  for  not  less  than  one  year;

No  minor  under  seventeen  years  of  age  shall 
to  abroad  in  any  public  way,  playground,  park, 
or  other  public  place,  nor  in  any  open  place,  yard, 
or  court,  without  the  written  permission  of  the 
owner  or  person  in  control  thereof,  between  the 
hours  of  ten  o'clock,  post  meridian,  and  five 
o'clock,  ante  meridian,  prevailing  time,  during  the 
period  from  September  tenth  until  June  twentieth, 
and  between  eleven  o'clock,  post  meridian,  and 
five  o'clock,  ante  meridian,  prevailing  time,  during 
the  period  from  June  twenty-first  until  September 
ninth.

The  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to  a  minor  going 
to  or  coming  from  his  place  of  legitimate  and 
lawful  employment  or  going  or  coming  from  an 
event  or  activity,  provided  that  in  either  case  the 
minor  is  in  the  company  of  his  or  her  parent  or 


legal  guardian,  or  has  in  his  or  her  possession 
written  permission  of  that  minor's  parent  or  legal 
guardian,  which  permission  shall  not  authorize  the 
minor  to  remain,  idle,  wander,  play,  or  stroll  in 
any  public  way  or  place  and  which  permission 
shall  be  displayed  to  any  police  officer,  upon 
request.

CHR)  as  follows: 

Chapter  17.    Commission  on  Human  Rights 
Section  400.    Statement  of  Policy. 

In  the  City  of  Boston,  with  a  population  con- 
sisting of  large  numbers  of  persons  of  every  race, 
color,  religious  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
sex,  age,  political  preference  and  handicap,  there 
is  no  greater  danger  to  the  health,  morals,  safety 
and  well-being  of  the  city  and  its  inhabitants  than 
the  existence  of  groups  prejudiced  against  one 
another  and  antagonistic  to  each  other  based  on 
such  differences  among  them. 


It  is,  therefore,  the  policy  of  the  city:  (1)  to 
take  all  possible  action  to  promote  and  foster 
harmony  among  its  citizenry  and  to  discourage 
actions  which  are  likely  to  create  added  discord 
among  them;  (2)  to  ensure  that  every  individual 
residing  therein,  regardless  of  such  differences, 
shall  have  an  equal  opportunity  in  areas  guaran- 
teed by  law;  (3)  to  assure  that  each  individual 
residing  therein  shall  have  equal  access  to  and 
benefit  from  all  public  services  and  equal  enjoy- 
ment and  exercise  of  civil  rights;  (4)  that  the 
Commission  on  Human  Rights  shall  seek  to  pro- 
mote such  equal  treatment,  respect  and  concern 
among  all  citizens  and  bring  about  mutual  under- 
standing and  respect  among  all  people  in  the  city. 
Section  401.  The  Commission. 

There  is  hereby  created  a  commission  to  be 
known  as  the  Commission  on  Human  Rights 
(CHR),  consisting  of  five  members,  who  shall  serve 
without  compensation  and  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil. In  making  appointments,  the  Mayor  shall 
select  men  and  women  whose  background  and 
experience  reflect  Boston's  diverse  ethnic,  racial, 
religious,  elderly,  and  handicapped  communities. 
The  commissioners  shall  elect  one  of  them  as 
chairperson. 
Section  402:    The   Director   and   Staff. 

The  Commission  shall  appoint  an  executive 
director  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Bar  for  a  minimum  of  five  years  and  demon- 
strated an  interest  in  human  rights  law.  The  execu- 
tive director  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  established  by  this  ordinance.  The  execu- 
tive director  may,  subject  to  appropriations,  from 
time  to  time,  establish  within  the  office,  such  divi- 
sions and  administrative  units  within  such  divisions 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  efficient  and  economi- 
cal administration  of  the  office;  and  when  necessary 
for  such  purpose,  the  executive  director  may  abolish 
or  merge  any  such  other  administrative  units  within 
divisions  as  the  executive  director  may  deem  ad- 
visable. The  executive  director  shall  prepare  and 
keep  current  a  statement  of  the  organization  of 
the  department,  of  the  assignment  of  functions  to 
its  various  administrative  units,  officers  and  em- 
ployees, and  of  the  places  at  which,  and  the  meth- 
ods whereby  the  public  may  receive  information 
or  make  requests.  In  making  staff  appointments, 
the  executive  director  shall  employ  men  and  women 
from  among  Boston's  diverse  ethnic,  racial,  re- 
ligious, elderly  and  handicapped  communities. 
Section  403.    Duties,   Powers   and  Responsibilities. 

The  Commission  on  Human  Rights  shall: 

1.  receive  and  investigate  complaints  from  resi- 
dents of  the  City  of  Boston  whose  rights  have 
allegedly  been  denied  as  to  equal  opportunity  in 
areas  guaranteed  by  law; 

2.  work  to  ensure  that  the  lawful  rights  guaran- 
teed by  municipal,  state  and  federal  laws  and 
executive  orders  are  protected  and  respected; 

3.  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  Against  Discrimination,  or  in  appro- 
priate cases,  the  attention  of  the  Law  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  the  District  Attorney  of 
Suffolk  County,  or  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  the  United 
States  Attorney,  any  discriminatory  act  pro- 
hibited by  municipal  law,  state  statute,  federal 
statute  or  regulation  or  executive  order,  which  is 
determined  by  CHR  to  have  been  perpetrated  in 
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the  City  of  Boston,  and  assist  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  same; 

4.  investigate  incidents  of  violence  and  prepare 
a  program  to  prevent  disorders  in  order  to  protect 
the  rights  of  all  citizens  to  live  in  safety  without 
fear  of  harassment  or  intimidation; 

5.  study  existing  federal,  state  and  municipal 
laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  and  recommend 
revisions  to  them; 

6.  hold  public  hearings  when  such  would,  in  its 
view,  be  helpful  on  matters  brought  before  the 
CHR  in  accordance  with  existing  laws  and  ordi- 
nances; 

7.  conduct  such  programs  and  take  such  actions 
as  seem  likely  to  promote  harmony  and  equal 
opportunity  for  all  people  in  the  City  of  Boston; 

8.  strive  to  provide  multilingual  assistance  to  all 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  seek  assist- 
ance. 

Section  404.  Citizens  Advisory  Council  on 
Violence. 
In  order  to  address  the  growing  incidents  of 
violence  against  residents  of  the  city,  there  shall 
be  established  a  "Citizens  Advisory  Council  on 
Violence"  which  shall  make  recommendations  to 
the  Commission  on  Human  Rights  on  means  of 
reducing  violence  in  the  neighborhoods  of  the  city. 
Said  advisory  council  shall  be  comprised  of  twenty- 
two  members  who  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion, who  will  represent  the  diverse  ethnic,  racial, 
religious,  elderly  and  handicapped  communities  of 
Boston's  population.  Each  member,  one  from  each 
of  Boston's  twenty-two  wards,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  within  thirty  days  following  passage 
of  this  ordinance,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
City  Council. 

The  advisory  council  shall  conduct  public  hear- 
ings in  the  various  neighborhoods  of  the  city,  elicit 
public  testimony  and  shall  prepare  a  detailed  re- 
port with  specific  recommendations  and  suggestions 
to  assist  city  and  community  agencies  in  dealing 
with  the  increasing  problem  of  violence  in  the 
city,  including  recommendations  concerning  youth 
unemployment,  recreation  programs,  vocational 
training  and  public  housing.  Said  council  shall 
submit  its  final  report  and  recommendations  to 
the  Commission  on  Human  Rights  no  later  than 
November  1,  1980. 
Section  405.    Expiration. 

This  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action 
of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same;  and 
unless  extended  by  ordinance,  shall  expire  after 
December  31,  1981.  Eight  weeks  prior  to  the  ex- 
piration date  of  this  ordinance,  the  executive 
director  shall  file  an  annual  report  with  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor,  detailing  the  number  and 
description  of  cases  handled,  the  results  of  the 
cases  handled,  and  any  recommendations  made  to 
any  city,  state  or  federal  agency.  The  City  Council 
shall,  at  this  time,  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the 
effectiveness  and  purposefulness  of  the  commission 
and   its   actions.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts   General  Laws   chapter   43B,  section   13, 
and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section    1:    There  is   hereby   created   within   the 
Department  of  Neighborhood  Services  (hereinafter 
"NHS")   an   office   to  be   known    as  the   Office  of 
Public  Service  (hereinafter  "OPS")  which  shall  be 
under    the   charge    of   an   officer,    known    as    the 
director,  appointed   by  the   commissioner   of  NHS 
who  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
imposed  upon  him  by  law,  and  who  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  not  to  exceed  $29,000. 

Section  2:  The  director  may,  subject  to  appro- 
priations, from  time  to  time,  establish  within  the 
office  such  divisions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
efficient  and  economical  administration  of  the 
office,  and  when  necessary  for  such  purpose,  he 
may  abolish  any  such  division,  or  he  may  merge 
any  two  or  more  of  them,  and  may  abolish  or 
merge  any  such  other  administrative  units  within 
divisions  as  he  may  deem  advisable.  The  director 
shall  prepare  and  keep  current  a  statement  of  the 
organization  of  the  office,  of  the  assignment  of 
functions  to  its  various  administrative  units  and 
employees,  and  of  the  places  at  which  and  the 
methods  whereby  the  public  may  receive  informa- 
tion or  make   requests. 

Section  3:  The  Office  of  Public  Service  shall: 

(1)  formulate,  coordinate  and  implement 
municipal  policies  with  respect  to  neighborhood 
service  delivery; 

(2)  respond  at  the  local  level  to  complaints 
about  the  provision  of  services; 

(3)  improve  the  delivery  of  services  through 
close  cooperation  with  line  department  person- 
nel and  through  recommendations  for  depart- 
mental change; 

(4)  act  as  the  advocate  for  increased  citizen 
involvement  in  the  affairs  of  the  municipal 
government;   and 

(5)  provide  needed  direct  services  and  infor- 
mation to  the  public  in  the  most  convenient  and 
accessible  manner  possible.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts  General   Laws   chapter  43B,  section    13, 
and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section    1:   City  of  Boston  Code,   Ordinance   6, 
chapter  1  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the   following: 

Section  1 1 :  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  law 
or  such  order,  every  annual  appropriation  order 
of  the  City  Council  shall  be  deemed  to  contain 
the  following  standard  provisions: 

1.  No  more  than  one-quarter  of  the  funds 
appropriated  for  any  fiscal  year  for  permanent 
personnel  shall  be  expended  for  such  purpose  in 
any  ninety-day  period  except  with  the  express 
approval  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

2.  No  official  or  employee  of  the  city  shall 
receive  overtime  pay  in  excess  of  10  percent  of 
his  annual  salary  in  any  twelve-month  period 
unless  such  excess  payment  is  expressly  approved 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

3.  All  salaries  for  non-Civil  Service  positions 
in  excess  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  annually 
and  all  changes  in  such  salaries  shall  be  subject 
to  approval  of  the  City  Council. 

4.  Unless  expressly  approved  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  no  department  or  agency  of 
the  city  shall  employ  in  any  position  within 
such  department  or  agency  any  number  of  per- 
sons in  excess  of  the  number  approved  by  the 
City   Council. 

5.  Unless  expressly  approved  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  no  department  or  agency  of 
the  city  shall  expend  funds  in  excess  of  two 
thousand  dollars  for  contractual  services  for  any 
purpose  unless  such  funds  and  purposes  were 
included  on  Form  6  of  a  program  budget  sub- 
mitted to  the  Council  in  connection  with  an 
annual  appropriation  order  prior  to  the  expendi- 
ture of  such  funds. 

6.  Unless  expressly  authorized  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  no  person  paid  from  funds 
appropriated  by  this  order  shall  be  paid  by  any 
agency  other  than  the  agency  for  which  such 
person  actually  works. 

7.  Passage  of  this  order  does  not,  either 
directly  or  implicitly,  authorize,  or  purport  to 
authorize,  any  department  or  agency  head  or 
any  other  appointing  authority  to  disregard  the 
provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  or  the  provisions  of  any  other 
special  or  general  law. 

8.  Funds  appropriated  by  this  order  shall  not 
be  used  to  advertise  the  name  of  any  city  official 
whether  elected  or  appointed. 

9.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  law,  or 
written  contract  predating  such  expense,  after 
a  payroll  expense  has  been  incurred  by  payment 
from  any  city  payroll  account  such  expense  shall 


not   be   charged  to   any   other   account   without 
approval  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

10.  The  City  Auditor  shall  not  knowingly  ap- 
prove any  expenditure  of  funds  in  violation  of 
this  order  and  in  the  event  that  said  Auditor 
is  lawfully  convicted  of  such  violation  said 
Auditor  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed 
one  thousand  dollars  for  each  such  offense.

The  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authority  has  reviewed  and  considered  an  indus- 
trial development  project  proposed  by  Russia 
Wharf  Company.  The  project,  located  at  286 
Congress  Street,  is  within  the  financial  district 
Commercial  Area  Revitalization  District,  and  con- 
sistent with  the  approved  plan  for  the  area  as 
certifiied  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

The  proposed  project  involves  the  acquisition 
and  partial  rehabilitation  of  three  adjacent  build- 
ings totaling  288,500  square  feet.  The  property  is 
currently  65  percent  vacant.  Upon  project  com- 
pletion, the  renovated  space  will  be  leased  to  users 
of  office  and  retail  space. 

The  estimated  total  cost  of  the  project  is  $9,015,- 
000  which  comprises:  $1,100,000  for  building  ac- 
quisitions; $5,815,000  for  building  improvements 
and  underwriting  fees;  and  $1,145,000  for  con- 
struction interest.  Russia  Wharf  Company  plans 
to  finance  $7,000,000  of  the  project  costs  by  the 
issuance  of  industrial  revenue  bonds  by  the  city, 
acting  by  and  through  the  Authority.

Whereas,  Many  of  the  thirty,  long-term  tenants, 
who  have  maintained  this  safe  and  delightful 
neighborhood,  will  be  forced  to  leave  their  rental 
units  because  of  the  hardships  incurred  from  the 
lack  of  parking;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  a  responsibility 
to  its  residents  to  foster  the  retention  of  rental 
units  and  the  tenancy  of  people,  who  contribute 
to  the  economy  and  culture  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  preservation  of  the  residential 
parking  will  in  no  way  detract  from  the  plans  of 
the  architectural  firm,  Saski  &  Dawson,  to  enhance 
the  residential,  business,  and  historical  aspects  of 
the  Long  Wharf  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  final  plan  for  the  Long  Wharf 
rehabilitation  will  be  issued  at  the  beginning  of 
September;   now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  urges  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  and  the  architectural  firm  of 
Sasaski  &  Dawson  to  retain  the  residential  parking 
so  vital  to  the  tenants  of  Long  Wharf.

Whereas,  Passage  of  the  $380  million  city  oper- 
ating budget  submitted  by  the  Mayor  would  have 
resulted  in  a  tax  rate  increase  of  $54  for  Boston 
taxpayers  during  FY'81;   and 

Whereas,  Throughout  this  year's  budget  process, 
the  City  Council  reduced  the  budget  by  $23  mil- 
lion in  order  to  provide  meaningful  relief  to  Boston 
taxpayers  without  eliminating  essential  city  ser- 
vices;   and 

Whereas,  Recognizing  the  enormous  success  in 
the  delivery  of  services  to  Boston  neighborhood 
residents  by  the  Community  Schools  and  Neigh- 
borhood Health  Centers,  the  City  Council  did  not 
make  any  reductions  in  the  budgets  submitted  for 
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these    two    programs   in    making    its   final    budget 
recommendations;    and 

Whereas,  Subsequent  to  the  City  Council  com- 
pleting action  on  the  budget,  the  Mayor  made 
further  reductions  in  various  line  items  totaling 
$3.3  million;  and 

Whereas,  Among  the  department  budgets  further 
reduced  by  the  Mayor  were  those  of  the  City 
Council,  Assessing  Department,  City  Clerk,  Finance 
Commission,  Fire  Department,  Public  Works  De- 
partment, Library  Department,  Community  Schools, 
and  Public  Works-Snow  Removal;   and 

Whereas,  During  public  hearings  held  on  depart- 
ment budgets,  no  indication  was  given  by  adminis- 
tration spokesmen  that  such  further  budget  reduc- 
tions were  anticipated  or  what  the  impact  of  such 
cuts  would  be;  and 

Whereas,  The  impact  of  these  additional  costs, 
and  threatened  reductions  in  the  budgets  of  neigh- 
borhood health  centers,  is  of  great  concern  to 
Boston  residents  in  neighborhoods  across  the  city; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council's  Com- 
mittee on  Government  Finance  conduct  a  public 
hearing  to  ascertain  the  rationale  of  the  Mayor's 
decision  to  make  further  budget  cuts  and  to  assess 
the  impact  of  these  additional  reductions  on  the 
delivery  of  essential  services   to    Boston   residents. 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

That  the  Committee  on  Government  Finance  be 
authorized  to  summon  any  witnesses  who  were 
responsible  for  the  preparation  and  recommenda- 
tions on  the  reductions  in  the  Fiscal  Year  1981 
budget  by  his  Honor,  the  Mayor.

STATEMENT  OF  COUNCILLOR  SEARS 

Having  received  unanimous  consent  to  make  a 
statement,  Councillor  SEARS  said: 

I  would  like  to  say  briefly  about  the  ruling  which 
has  recently  come  down  from  the  Appeals  Court: 
what  happened  is  that  the  Appeals  Court  has  read 
section  15  of  the  486th  chapter  of  the  Statutes  of 
1909  as  giving  the  Mayor  authority  to  appoint  as 
many  employees  as  he  wishes  in  his  own  office 
and  to  set  their  pay,  and  they  have  done  so,  Mr. 
President,  by  interpreting  language  which  reads  as 
follows:  (reads  from  decision). 

Mr.  President,  that  clause  gives  the  Mayor  very 
substantial  powers.  Clearly,  it  gives  him  power  to 
appoint  and  remove  and  to  do  so  without  the 
discipline  of  Civil  Service  procedures,  including 
examination. 

The  point  at  issue — and  it  is  not  sufficiently  dealt 
with  by  the  Appeals  Court — is  the  question  of 
whether  or  not  there  is  another  body  of  govern- 
ment in  the  city  which  can  classify  and  provide 
levels  of  pay  for  city  employees. 

The  court  itself  in  its  opinion  says  that  the 
establishment  of  salaries  is  an  act  that  is  legisla- 
tive in  nature. 

Mr.  President,  it  would  be  very  unfortunate  if 
the  Council  did  not  get  an  ultimate  judgment  on 
this  matter.  We  cannot  protect  the  public  and  we 
cannot  serve  the  taxpayers  unless  we  can  blow  the 
whistle  on  inappropriate  and  extravagant  spending 
by  other  branches  of  city  government. 

It's  for  that  reason  that  I  think  we  have  to 
appeal  this  measure.  If  we  do  not,  then  the  City 
Council  will  not  be  able  to  do  the  job  which  I 
believe  the  taxpayers  feels  he  is  accountable. 


ORDINANCE  AMENDING  CBC  ORDINANCE 
2,  SECTION  360,  CONTROLLING  SALARY 
OF  MAYOR  OF  BOSTON 

Couns.  McDONOUGH  and  SEARS  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas,  On  June  9,  1980,  the  Mayor  pursuant 
to  the  City  Charter  sent  a  letter  and  a  proposed 
annual  order  to  the  City  Council  recommending 
an  appropriation  by  the  Council  of  certain  funds 
for  fiscal    1981;    and 

Whereas,  Included  in  this  recommendation  were 
proposed  appropriations  for  the  City  Council, 
Community  Schools  and  the  Finance  Commission 
among  other  city  and  county  agencies;  and 

Whereas,  The  Council  on  July  30,  1980,  after 
careful  consideration,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
Charter  provisions  contained  in  City  of  Boston 
Code  St.  6,  sec.  251,  passed  an  order  after  making 
certain  reductions  in  the  amounts  recommended  by 
the  Mayor  which  order  explicitly  set  forth  certain 
conditions  governing  the  expenditure  of  the  funds 
so  appropriated  as  well  as  a  non-severability  clause 
regarding  the  said  conditions;  and 
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Whereas,  The  Mayor  by  letter  to  the  Council 
dated  August  14,  1980,  apparently  driven  by  obvi- 
ous resentment,  irritation,  and  petulance  at  the 
Council  reductions  of  Mayoral  requests,  and  per- 
haps also  by  various  inquiries  as  to  the  conduct

Council  to  retreat  from  its  carefully  made  reduc- 
tions of  July  30,  1980;   and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  in  the  course  of  his  dis- 
approvals has  provided  no  particulars,  and  no 
justifications  other  than  some  public  statements 
about  the  tax  cap,  which  in  the  absence  of  the 
School  Budget,  cannot  yet  be  calculated;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  also  unlawfully  persists  in 
ignoring  other  provisions  of  the  City  Council  order 
of  July  30,  1980,  restricting  his  spending  power 
while  accepting  the  funds  appropriated  by  said 
order  over  which  he  claims  to  have  untrammeled 
control;   and 

Whereas,  It,  therefore,  appears  to  be  incumbent 
upon  the  Council  at  this  time  to  take  appropriate 
action  to  indicate  to  the  Mayor  its  determination 
to  curb  his  recklessness  in  the  administration  of 
this  city  and  in  the  profligate  diversion  of  tax 
money  for  his  political  advantage;  and 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  Mayor  has,  for  the 
sixth  consecutive  fiscal  year,  unlawfully  expended 
during  1979-80  in  excess  of  his  appropriated 
authority;   now,  therefore.

Expenditures  by 
the  Commission,  excluding  from  the  computation 
thereof,  capital  expenditures,  assessments  and  pay- 
ments due  to  the  Metropolitan  District  Commis- 
sion and  mandated  debt  service  costs,  shall  not  in 
fiscal  years  1981  and  1982,  exceed  104  percent  of 
the  amount  expended  by  it  (as  so  computed)  in 
the  fiscal  year  prior  thereto,  except  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.

An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Commission  on  Human 

Rights. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws  Chapter  43B,   Section   13, 
and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section    1:   The  City  of   Boston   Code  of   Ordi- 
nances is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  Title  12, 
chapter  15,  a  new  chapter  to  be  known  as  chapter 
17,  Commission  on  Human  Rights  (hereafter  CHR) 
as  follows: 

Chapter  17.    Commission  on  Human  Rights      ;, 
Section  400.    Statement  of  Policy. 

In  the  City  of  Boston,  with  a  population  con- 
sisting of  large  numbers  of  persons  of.  every  race, 
color,  religious  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
sex,  age,  political  preference,  and  handicap,  there 
is  no  greater  danger  to  the  health,  morals,  safety, 
and  well-being  of  the  city  and  its  inhabitants  than 
the  existence  of  groups  prejudiced  against  one 
another  and  antagonistic  to  each  other  based  on 
such  differences  among  them. 

It  is,  therefore,  the  policy  of  the  city:  (1)  to 
take  all  possible  action  to  promote  and  foster 
harmony  among  its  citizenry  and  to  discourage 
actions  which  are   likely  to   create   added   discord 


among  them;  (2)  to  ensure  that  every  individual 
residing  therein,  regardless  of  such  differences, 
shall  have  an  equal  opportunity  in  areas  guaran- 
teed by  law;  (3)  to  assure  that  each  individual 
residing  therein  shall  have  equal  access  to  and 
benefit  from  all  public  services  and  equal  enjoy- 
ment and  exercise  of  civil  rights. 
Section  401.  The  Commission. 

There  is  hereby  created  a  commission  to  be 
known  as  the  Commission  on  Human  Rights 
(CHR),  consisting  of  five  members,  who  shall 
serve  without  compensation  and  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil. In  making  appointments,  the  Mayor  shall 
select  men  and  women  whose  background  and 
experience  reflect  Boston's  diverse  ethnic,  racial, 
religious,  elderly,  and  handicapped  communities. 
The  commissioners  shall  elect  one  of  them  as 
chairperson.  The  Commission  on  Human  Rights 
will  be  responsible  for  ensuring  equal  treatment, 
respect,  and  concern  for  all  citizens,  and  for  en- 
couraging and  bringing  about  mutual  understand- 
ing and  respect  among  all  people  in  the  city  by 
working  to  eliminate  prejudice,  intolerance,  big- 
otry, and  discrimination. 
Section  402:   The  Director  and  Staff. 

The  commission  shall  appoint  an  executive  di- 
rector who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Bar  for  a  minimum  of  five  years  and  who 
has  demonstrated  an  interest  in  human  rights  law. 
The  executive  director  shall  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  established  by  this  ordinance. 
The  executive  director  may,  subject  to  appropria- 
tions from  time  to  time,  establish  within  the  office, 
such  divisions  and  administrative  units  within 
such  divisions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  efficient 
and  economical  administration  of  the  office;  and 
when  necessary  for  such  purpose,  the  executive 
director  may  abolish  or  merge  any  such  other 
administrative  units  within  divisions  as  the  execu- 
tive director  may  deem  advisable.  The  executive 
director  shall  prepare  and  keep  current  a  state- 
ment of  the  organization  of  the  department,  of  the 
assignment  of  functions  to  its  various  administra- 
tive units,  officers  and  employees,  and  of  the  places 
at  which,  and  the  methods  whereby  the  public 
may  receive  information  or  make  requests.

Section  403.    Duties,   Powers   and   Responsibilities. 

The  Commission  on  Human  Rights  shall: 

1.  Receive  and  investigate  complaints  from  resi- 
dents of  the  City  of  Boston  whose  rights  have 
allegedly  been  denied  as  to  equal  opportunity  in 
areas  guaranteed  by  law. 

2.  Work  to  ensure  that  the  lawful  rights  guaran- 
teed by  municipal,  state,  and  federal  laws  and 
executive  orders  are  protected   and  respected. 

3.  Bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  Against  Discrimination,  or  in  appro- 
priate cases,  the  attention  of  the  Law  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  the  District  Attorney  of 
Suffolk  County,  or  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  the  United 
States  Attorney,  any  discriminatory  act  prohibited 
by  municipal  law,  state  statute,  federal  statute  or 
regulation  or  executive  order,  which  is  determined 
by  CHR  to  have  been  perpetrated  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  assist  in  the  prosecution  of  the  same. 
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4.  Investigate  incidents  of  violence  and  prepare 
a  program  to  prevent  disorders  in  order  to  pro- 
tect the  rights  of  all  citizens  to  live  in  safety 
without  fear  of  harassment  or  intimidation. 

5.  Study  existing  federal,  state  and  municipal 
laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  and  recommend 
revisions   to   them. 

6.  Hold  public  hearings  when  such  would,  in 
its  view,  be  helpful  on  matters  brought  before  the 
CHR  in  accordance  with  existing  laws  and  ordi- 
nances. 

7.  Conduct  such  programs  and  take  such  actions 
as  seem  likely  to  promote  harmony  and  equal 
opportunity  for  all  people  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

8.  Strive  to  provide  multilingual  assistance  to 
all  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  seek 
assistance. 

Section   404.    Citizens  Advisory    Council   on    Vio- 
lence. 

In  order  to  address  the  growing  incidents  of 
violence  against  residents  of  the  city,  there  shall 
be  established  a  "Citizens  Advisory  Council  on 
Violence"  which  shall  make  recommendations  to 
the  Commission  on  Human  Rights  on  means  of 
reducing  violence  in  the  neighborhoods  of  the  city. 
Said  advisory  council  shall  be  comprised  of  twenty- 
two  members  who  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion, who  will  represent  the  diverse  ethnic,  racial, 
religious,  elderly,  and  handicapped  communities  of 
Boston's  population.  Each  member,  one  from  each 
of  Boston's  twenty-two  wards,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  within  thirty  days  following  passage 
of  this  ordinance,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
City  Council. 

The  Advisory  Council  shall  conduct  public 
hearings  in  the  various  neighborhoods  of  the  city, 
elicit  public  testimony  and  shall  prepare  a  detailed 
report  with  specific  recommendations  and  sugges- 
tions to  assist  city  and  community  agencies  in 
dealing  with  the  increasing  problem  of  violence 
in  the  city,  including  recommendations  concerning 
youth  unemployment,  recreation  programs,  voca- 
tional training,  and  public  housing.  Said  council 
shall  submit  its  final  report  and  recommendations 
to  the  Commission  on  Human  Rights  no  later  than 
November  1,  1981.

This  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action 
of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same;  and  un- 
less extended  by  ordinance,  shall  expire  after 
December  31,  1981.

No  officer  or  employee  of  the  Commonwealth 
or  of  any  county,  city  or  town  shall  discharge, 
promote  or  degrade  an  officer  or  employee,  or 
change  his  official  rank  or  compensation,  or 
promise  or  threaten  so  to  do,  for  giving,  with- 
holding or  neglecting  to  make  a  contribution  of 
money  or  other  valuable  thing  for  a  political 
purpose  .   .   .;  and 

Whereas,  Such  information  could  constitute 
evidence  of  a  violation  of  chapter  55,  sections  16 
and  17,  inter  al.,  which  calls  for  a  fine  of  "not 
less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars";   and 

Whereas,  The  alleged  activities  could  also  con- 
stitute violations  of  rights  established  by  collective 
bargaining  agreements  as  authorized  by  the  Great 
and  General  Court  and  duly  adopted  by  the  City 
Council  and  the  unions  in  question,  chapter  31 
including  but  not  limited  to  sections  51,  75,  77  and 
also  Part  the  First  Articles  I,  V,  VII,  VIII,  XVI, 
XVIII,  and  XX  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  and  the  13th  and  14th 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States;   and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston 
that  there  be  public  access  to  information  stored 
in  computers,  i.e.,  chapter  9  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1979: 

"An  Ordinance  Relative  to  Public  Access  to 
Information. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as   follows: 
The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title   5  is 


hereby    amended    by    adding  after   section    128    as 
appearing  herein   the  following  new  section: 
Section   1. 

Section  129.  Notwithstanding  any  ordinance  to 
the  contrary,  all  information  gathered  for  or  stored 
in  computerized,  data  processing,  "mini  com- 
puters," punch  card  data  blanks,  or  any  other 
retrieval  systems  operated,  leased  or  owned  by 
any  city  agency  shall  be  considered  as  public 
records  under  the  law.  This  ordinance  shall  apply 
to  operations  in  Little  City  Halls  and  every  city 
agency  financed  in  part  or  whole  with  federal 
funds. 

This  ordinance  shall  apply  to  information  in  the 
aforesaid  systems  relating  to  city  agencies,  whether 
stored  centrally,  in  a  network  information  system, 
or  a  data  bank  located  any  distance  outside  Boston. 
Upon  the  written  request  of  any  citizen,  city 
agency,  or  news  media  representative,  information 
shall  be  produced  within  a  reasonable  time  for 
inspection  and  a  record  copy  issued  at  cost.  Noth- 
ing herein  shall  be  construed  to  create  a  right  in 
,  other  than  the  city  agency  owning  or  operating 
said  data  bank  to  request  information  through 
other  than  an  existing  city-owned  or  leased  com- 
puter program  or  to  reprogram  said  computer 
system. 

This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  data  or 
information  exempt  from  disclosure  by  state  or 
federal  law  or  rule  of  court  and  is  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  G.L.  chapter  66  or  any  similar 
federal  law. 
Section  2. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section  752, 
this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action  of 
the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same." 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  passed  this  ordinance 
on   March   21,   1979;   and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  approved  it  on  March  26, 
1979;    and 

Whereas,  Under  section  17F  of  chapter  452  of 
the  Acts  of  1948  (CBC  Stat.  2,  section  16): 

"Appearance  of  Mayor,  etc.  Before  Council 
The  City  Council  at  any  time  may  request 
from  the  Mayor  specific  information  on  any 
municipal  matter  within  its  jurisdiction,  and 
may  request  his  presence  to  answer  written  ques- 
tions relating  thereto  at  a  meeting  to  be  held 
not  earlier  than  one  week  from  the  date  of  the 
receipt  of  said  questions,  in  which  case  the 
Mayor  shall  personally,  or  through  a  head  of  a 
department  or  a  member  of  a  board,  attend 
such  meeting  and  publicly  answer  all  such  ques- 
tions. The  person  so  attending  shall  not  be 
obliged  to  answer  questions  relating  to  any  other 
matter.

Ordered,  That  chapter  9  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1979  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
for  a  hearing  on  Wednesday,  September  10,  1980; 
and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  personally,  or  through 
the  head  of  the  Administrative  Services  Depart- 
ment or  whatever  department  which  might  be  re- 
sponsible   for    this    information,    be    requested    to 
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bring  with  him  computer  printouts  or  other  per- 
sonnel documents  dealing  with  aspects  of  perform- 
ance in  office  excluding  those  protected  by  chapter 
66A  but  including  and  not  limited  to  those  as 
alleged  in  the  press  including,  "displayed  yard 
signs,  attendance  at  weekly  Tuesday  night  precinct 
meetings,  contributions  to  the  Mayor's  campaigns, 
and  work  at  telephone  banks  and  at  the  polls  on 
election  day."

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
RE  URBAN  REDEVELOPMENT  AND 
PUBLIC   HOUSING   ACT 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substan- 
tially as  follows: 

Section  1.  This  act  shall  be  known  as  the  Urban 
Redevelopment  and  Public  Housing  Act. 

Section  2.    Definitions. 

The  following  terms,  whenever  used  in  this  act, 
shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

"Development" — the  process  of  construction  or 
rehabilitation  of  residential  and  commercial  build- 
ings including  public  housing,  commencing  with 
planning  and  continuing  through  the  stages  of 
actual  construction  or  rehabilitation  until  the 
project  is  completed. 


"Management  and  maintenance" — responsibility 
for  the  effective  and  efficient  operation  of  all 
public  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston  including  the 
repair,  alteration,  remodeling,  demolition,  clear- 
ance and  condemnation  of  public  housing  units, 
but  excluding  repair,  alteration  or  remodeling  so 
extensive  that  the  project  becomes  development, 
as  defined  above. 

"Planning" — the  composition  of  designs  and  /or 
the  description  of  the  stages  of  execution  of  an 
individual  project,  or  group  of  projects,  including 
proposals  for   project    financing. 

"Project" — a  project  as  defined  in  section  1  of 
chapter  121A  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachu- 
setts. 

"Public  Housing" — any  building  or  group  of 
buildings  containing  residential  units  built  and 
operated  with  federal  or  state  funds,  and  pre- 
viously under  the  management  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  and  buildings  hereafter  built  or 
acquired  for  the  purpose  of  providing  housing  for 
low-income  families  and/or  for  the  elderly  of 
limited  income  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

"Transfer  employee" — a  worker  who  is  trans- 
ferred into  the  Department  of  Planning  and  Devel- 
opment or  into  the  Department  of  Housing  Ser- 
vices, by  passage  and  implementation  of  this  act, 
and  who  had  worked  for  the  City  of  Boston  or  for 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  or  for  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  immediately  prior  to 
this  reorganization. 

"Urban  Renewal  or  Urban  Redevelopment" — as 
defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  121B  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  3.  Chapter  652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  871  of  the  Acts 
of  1977,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking,  in 
its  entirety,  section  12  and  inserting  in  place  there- 
of the  following: 

Section  12.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  para- 
graphs (h)  and  (i)  of  section  18  of  chapter  121A 
of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  as  appear- 
ing in  section  11,  the  Department  of  Planning  and 
Development,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  depart- 
ment, shall,  in  addition  to  its  other  powers  and 
duties,  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the 
housing  boards  of  the  Commonwealth  by  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  3,  4,  6,  6A,  6B,  6C,  7,  7A,  8, 
9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  15,  16,  16A,  18,  18B,  18C,  and 
18D  of  chapter  121 A  with  respect  to  a  project 
thereunder  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  words, 
"housing  board,"  "board,"  "Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,"  "hearing  authority"  (as  used  in 
section  6C  only),  "authority,"  or  "planning  board" 
(as  used  in  sections  6  and  6B  only),  and  any  of 
the  aforesaid  words  when  used  in  sections  3,  14, 
and  14A  of  chapter  652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  shall 
be  deemed  to  mean  the  department;  provided, 
however,  that  no  vote  of  the  department  approving 
a  project  or  any  change  therein  or  making  or 
amending  any  rule,  regulation  or  standard  therefor 
shall  be  in  force  until  approved  by  the  Mayor  of 
said  city. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is  hereby 
abolished.  The  City  of  Boston  transfers  to  the 
department  all  the  planning  and  development  func- 
tions formerly  performed  by  said  authority,  as 
enumerated  in  the  following  sections  of  chapter 
121B  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts:  18, 
26,  clauses  (a),  (b),  (c),  (d),  (e),  (0,  (g),  (1),  and 
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(m),  30,  31,  34,  excluding  the  tenth  and  eleventh 
paragraphs,  34B,  35,  37,  excluding  the  sixth, 
seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  paragraphs,  39,  41,  and 
41A. 

The  department  shall  have  discretion  over  all 
the  planning  and  development  projects  concerning 
public  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston,  including 
the   acquisition   of  additional  public   housing. 

The  Boston  Landmarks  Commission,  as  estab- 
lished by  chapter  772  of  the  Acts  of  1975,  the 
Beacon  Hill  Architectural  Commission,  as  estab- 
lished by  chapter  616  of  the  Acts  of  1955,  and 
the  Back  Bay  Architectural  Commission,  as  estab- 
lished by  chapter  625  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  are 
hereby  abolished;  their  duties  shall  be  assumed  by 
the  department. 

The  department  shall  make,  and  from  time  to 
time  amend,  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  for 
securing  the  approval  of  projects  in  Boston  under 
said  chapter  121  A;  and  no  rule,  regulation  or 
standard  of  the  housing  boards  of  the  Common- 
wealth shall  apply  to  such  a  project;  however,  the 
department's  set  of  rules  and  regulations  for  secur- 
ing project  approval  shall  be  subject  to  review  by 
the  Mayor  and  by  the  City  Council  acting  by 
ordinance.  The  department  shall  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by 
this  paragraph  notwithstanding  that  it  may  have 
made  a  contract  directly  or  indirectly  affecting  a 
project. 

All  the  property  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the 
custody  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
and  all  the  funds  in  the  possession  of  said  authority 
are  hereby  transferred  to  the  department.  The  city 
of  Boston  shall  assume,  by  passage  and  implemen- 
tation of  this  act,  all  the  bonds,  notes,  and  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  of  said  authority,  as  enumer- 
ated in  section  15  of  chapter  121B  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Mayor  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an 
executive  director  of  the  department  subject  to 
confirmation,  by  a  majority  vote,  of  the  City 
Council  and,  in  cooperation  with  the  department, 
shall  have  the  power  to  propose  a  departmental 
budget  to  be  presented  to  the  City  Council  for 
approval. 

The  establishment  of  the  Department  of  Plan- 
ning and  Development  shall  not  adversely  affect 
the  rights  of  any  transfer  employee  who  has  served 
for  more  than  five  years  as  an  employee  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  who,  by  passage  and  imple- 
mentation of  this  act,  is  transferred  into  the  de- 
partment from  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity, Boston  Housing  Authority,  Boston  Landmarks 
Commission,  Beacon  Hill  Architectural  Commis- 
sion, or  the  Back  Bay  Architectural  Commission. 
The  said  transfer  employees  shall  retain  their 
seniority  from  the  date  of  their  original  employ- 
ment as  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston;  they 
shall  become  employees  of  the  department  without 
reduction  in  rank  or  compensation  and  without  im- 
pairment of  retirement  rights,  promotional,  vaca- 
tion, holiday,  pension,  or  sick  leave  rights.  The 
rules  and  regulations  of  Civil  Service,  as  enumer- 
ated in  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  of 
Massachusetts,  shall  not  apply  to  any  transfer 
employee  or  any  future  employee  of  the  depart- 
ment, unless,  prior  to  transfer,  a  transfer  em- 
ployee's status  had  been  governed  by  the  provisions 
of  Civil  Service.

Section  13  of  chapter  652  of  the 
Acts  of  1960,  as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter 
127  of  the  Acts  of  1967,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  the  word  "authority,"  in  the  first  sen- 
tence of  the  fourth  paragraph,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  "the  Department  of 
Housing  Services." 

Section  5.  Chapter  121B  of  the  General  Laws 
of  Massachusetts,  as  most  recently  amended  by 
chapter  714  of  the  Acts  of  1979,  is  hereby  further 
amended  in  the  following  sections:

The  department  shall  assume  full  responsibility 
for  all  relocation  efforts  when  such  a  public  need 
arises  due  to  displacement  caused  by  the  activities 
of  the  Department  of  Planning  and  Development 
or  any  other  city  department. 

The  department  shall  assume  full  responsibility 
for  the  inspection  of  all  public  housing  in  the  City 
of  Boston  and  for  the  enforcement  of  the  State 
Sanitary  Code,  the  Building  Code,  and  the  Fire 
Prevention  Code. 

All  the  property  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the 
custody  of  said  authority  and  all  the  funds  in  the 
possession  of  said  authority  are  hereby  transferred 
to  the  department.  The  City  of  Boston  shall 
assume,  by  the  passage  and  implementation  of  this 
act,  all  the  bonds,  notes,  and  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness of  said  authority,  as  enumerated  in 
section    15   of  said   chapter    121B. 

The  Mayor  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an 
executive  director  of  the  department  subject  to 
confirmation,  by  a  majority  vote,  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil and,  in  cooperation  with  the  department,  shall 
have  the  power  to  propose  a  departmental  budget 
to  be  presented  to  the  City  Council  for  approval. 

The  establishment  of  the  Department  of  Hous- 
ing Services  shall  not  adversely  affect  the  rights 
of  any  transfer  employee  who  has  served  for  more 
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than  five  years  as  an  employee  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  who,  by  passage  and  implementation 
of  this  act,  is  transferred  into  the  department. 
The  aforesaid  transfer  employees  shall  retain  their 
seniority  from  the  date  of  their  original  employ- 
ment as  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston;  they 
shall  become  employees  of  the  department  without 
reduction  in  rank  or  compensation  and  without 
impairment  of  retirement  rights,  promotional,  va- 
cation, holiday,  pension,  or  sick  leave  rights.  The 
rules  and  regulations  of  Civil  Service,  as  enumer- 
ated in  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massa- 
chusetts, shall  not  apply  to  any  transfer  employee 
or  any  future  employee  of  the  department,  unless, 
prior  to  transfer,  a  transfer  employee's  status  had 
been  governed  by  the  provisions  of  Civil  Service. 
All  the  employees  of  the  department  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  residency  requirements  of  chapter  11 
of  the  Ordinance  of  1974  and  chapter  9  of  the 
Ordinance  of  1976.

Whereas,  Section  5  (g)  of  the  Acts  of  1909  (as 
contained  in  CBC  St.  2,  sec.  752)  specifically  pro- 
vides that  any  department  or  agency  head's  salary 
may  be  increased,  reduced,  or  abolished  by  ordi- 
nance; and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  has  created  numerous 
Mayoral  agencies  which  practically  operate  as 
departments  or  agencies  of  the  city,  in  derogation 
of  the  provisions  of  the  City  Charter;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor,  in  apparent  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  the  City  Charter,  has  granted 
pay  raises  totaling  $2  million,  effective  September 
2,  1980,  for  400  non-Civil  Service  administrators 
and  political  advisors,  including  department  and 
agency  heads,  without  the  approval  or  authoriza-

The  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authority  has  reviewed  and  considered  an  indus- 
trial development  project  proposed  by  310  Mc- 
Clellan Highway  Realty  Trust.  The  trust  comprises 
Grossman  Industrial  Properties,  Inc.,  South  Bay- 
shore  Associates,  and  Mark  C.  Dickinson,  presi- 
dent of  Dickinson  Development  Corporation. 

The  proposed  project  involves  the  development 
of  an  air  freight  facility  to  be  located  at  310  Mc- 
Clellan Highway,  East  Boston.  The  site  is  within 
the  property  known  as  "Air  Park  East,"  an  air- 
port-oriented industrial  park  in  which  four  air 
freight  forwarders  are  presently  located.  The  proj- 
ect is  being  undertaken  to  meet  the  expansion 
needs  of  an  existing  tenant,  Burlington  Northern 
Air  Freight,  Inc.  which  occupies  the  facility  adja- 
cent to  the  project  site.  The  proposed  development 
involves  the  construction  of  a  15,675  square-foot 
building  and  site  improvements. 

The  estimated  total  cost  of  the  project  is  $899,- 
500  which  comprises:  $710,000  for  building  con- 
struction; $20,000  in  site  improvements;  $40,500 
in  construction  interest;  and  $129,000  in  legal, 
architectural,  and  financing  fees.  The  trust  plans 
to  finance  $800,000  of  the  project's  costs  by  the 
issuance  of  industrial  revenue  bonds  by  the  city, 
acting  by  and  through  the  Authority,  and  will 
finance  the  remaining  costs  or  expenses,  if  any, 
from  its  own  resources.  The  trust  has  expressed 
its  willingness  to  enter  into  agreements  whereby 
it  will  make  payment  to  the  city  sufficient  to  pay 
the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  industrial  de- 
velopment bonds  as  they  come  due  and  to  re- 
imburse the  city  for  or  indemnify  the  city  against 
any  expenses  or  costs  incurred  hereafter  in  the 
event  that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds  is 
not   accomplished  as  contemplated. 

The  project  will  enable  Burlington  Northern  to 
hire  ten  to  thirty  new  workers  within  two  years, 
adding  to  its  current  workforce  of  forty-four,  full- 
time  and  nine,  part-time  people.  The  project  will 
contribute  to  the  alleviation  of  unemployment  in 
the  city  and  be  of  benefit  to  the  economy  of  the 
city  and  Commonwealth. 
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The  members  of  the  Authority  are  persuaded 
that  this  project  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  economy, 
and  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The 
members  believe  that  the  project  may  be  properly 
financed  through  the  issuance  of  industrial  develop- 
ment bonds  under  chapter  40D  of  the  General 
Laws  and  that  it  warrants  the  assistance  of  the 
city  in  this  manner.

310  McClellan   Highway   Realty  Trust 
Project  Background   Information 

310  McClellan  Highway  Realty  Trust,  the  bene- 
ficial interests  of  which  are  held  by  Grossman 
Industrial  Properties,  Inc.,  South  Bayshore  Associ- 
ates (owned  by  Hospital  Mortgage  Group,  Inc.  and 
Transco  Realty  Trust),  and  Mark  C.  Dickinson, 
president  of  Dickinson  Development  Corp.,  are 
planning  to  develop  a  fourth  air  freight  and  office 
facility  to  be  located  at  310  McClellan  Highway, 
East  Boston.  The  property  of  which  this  building 
will  be  a  part  is  known  as  "Air  Park  East"  and 
is  located  approximately  IV2  miles  north  of  Logan 
Airport.  This  is  an  airport-oriented  industrial  park 
in  which  four  air  freight  forwarders  are  presently 
located  as  well  as  an  off  airport  alternative  park- 
ing operation. 

Air  Park  East  is  bounded  by  McClellan  High- 
way on  the  front,  the  B&M  Railroad  tracks  and 
the  Chelsea  Creek  on  the  rear  and  Auto  City 
(which  is  in  the  process  of  being  sold  to-  P&L 
Sportswear)  on  the  side.  The  highway  serves  as  an 
effective  barrier  from  the  residential  neighborhoods 
of  East  Boston  and  the  three  previous  buildings 
have  been  built  without  any  community  opposition 
because  of  the  isolated  nature  of  the  site. 

The  building  will  contain  15,675  square  feet, 
which  will  include  3,300  feet  of  office  space  equally 
divided  between  two  floors.  The  rest  will  be  ware- 
house/dock space.  The  building  will  be  a  masonry 
and  steel  structure  which  will  contain  loading 
doors  on  one  side  and  a  two-level  office  area  in 
the  front.  It  will  be  similar  in  appearance  to  the 
so-called   A.F.S.A.C.    building   recently    completed. 

The  project  is  being  undertaken  to  meet  the 
expansion  needs  of  an  existing  tenant  and  employer 
of  Air  Park  East,  Burlington  Northern  Air  Freight, 
Inc.  Burlington  Northern  occupies  an  adjacent 
25,500  square-foot  facility  and  presently  employs 
about  fifty-three  people.  Their  business  has  ex- 
panded so  rapidly  that  they  already  need  an  addi- 
tional facility.  There  is  a  shortage  of  existing 
space  for  air  freight  businesses  in  East  Boston  and 
Burlington  Northern  needs  this  additional  space  to 
meet  minimal  storage  and  shipping  requirements. 
This  demand  for  space  was  recently  highlighted  in 


The  Boston  Globe  (July  5,  1980),  in  an  article  on 
the  business  page  which  discussed  Massport's  pro- 
posed Bird  Island  Flats  Development.  In  the 
article,  Mr.  Norman  Faramelli,  director  of  plan- 
ning for  Massport,  is  quoted  as  saying  "air  cargo 
is  growing  like  crazy";  that  "air  cargo  goes  to- 
gether beautifully  with  high  technology";  and  that 
a  "major  reason  for  the  increase  in  demand  for 
air  freight  services  is  for  the  areas  of  electronics 
industry." 

The  total  project  cost  is  $899,500  and  an  $800,- 
000  Industrial  Revenue  Bond  is  being  requested. 
This  is  a  very  expensive  development  because  of 
the  unusual  site  problems.  The  building  will  require 
deep  piles  as  well  as  a  structural  slap  which  alone 
will  add  approximately  $9  per  square  foot  to  the 
cost  of  the  basic  building.  Because  of  the  high 
interest  rates  in  the  conventional  market  today, 
this  project  is  not  economically  feasible  without 
the  benefit  of  Industrial  Revenue  Bond-financing. 
Alternative  sites  less  costly  to  acquire  and  less 
costly  to  develop  are  not  presently  available  in 
East  Boston,  but  may  be  available  in  nearby 
Revere.  If  Burlington  Northern  cannot  expand  its 
operation,  they  could  be  forced  to  leave  East 
Boston,  thereby  creating  a  possible  loss  of  fifty- 
three  existing  jobs  as  well  as  not  providing  the 
additional  prospect  for  ten  to  thirty  new  jobs  at 
the  proposed  site. 

The  estimated  assessment  of  the  land  to  be 
acquired  is  $22,612,  generating  $5,719  in  taxes. 
The  new  building  will  be  assessed  at  approximately 
$65,312  and  generate  an  additional  $16,517  in 
taxes.  Therefore,  the  total  taxes  will  be  an  esti- 
mated $22,236  for  the  project  upon  its  completion.

Whereas,  Their  current  level  of  funding  is  in- 
sufficient to  maintain  even  basic  services  and  jeop- 
ardizes their  ability  to  seek  additional  funding;

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,     Waldemar     Avenue     in     the     Orient 
Heights    section    of    East    Boston,    is    a    heavily 
traveled   thoroughfare;   and 
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Whereas,  Cars  coming  from  nearby  Suffolk 
Downs  Race  Track  or  from  the  top  of  the  hill  at 
Waldemar  Avenue,  have  caused  damage  to  the 
property  of  an  apartment  building  at  No.  5  Wal- 
demar Avenue,  and  narrowly  missed  one  of  the 
residents  of  that  building;   and 

Whereas,  The  residents  of  the  area  have  asked 
the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton to  place  a  guardrail  at  the  curb  adjacent  to 
the  apartment  building;   now,  therefore,   be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  have  a  guardrail  suitably 
placed  in  the  vicinity  of  Waldemar  Avenue  to  pre- 
vent any  future  mishaps  to  the  residents  or  to  the 
property  of  that   apartment  building.

REQUESTING  INVESTIGATION  OF 
CONDUCT  OF  CORPORATION  COUNSEL 
Coun.  McDONOUGH  offered  the  following: 
Whereas: 

1.  Under  the  provisions  of  section  11  of  chapter 
452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  constitutes  the  legislative  body 
of  the  city.  The  legislative  branch  of  government 
is  the  policy-making,  law-making  branch. 

2.  Under  the  provisions  of  section  13  of  chapter 
43B  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  the  city 
is  empowered  to  legislatively  exercise  any  power 
which  the  General  Court  has  power  to  confer  upon 
it  which  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
or  which  is  not  denied  expressly  or  by  clear  im- 
plication uf  the  City  Charter. 

3.  Under  the  provisions  of  section  17D  of  said 
chapter  452,  as  amended,  the  City  Council  is 
authorized  to  pass  an  ordinance  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  body,  notwithstanding  the  prior  dis- 
approval of  the  Mayor,  if  such  ordinance  does  not 
authorize  a  loan,  appropriate  money,  or  accept  a 
statute  involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  such 
ordinance  is  immediately  in  force  upon  such 
passage. 

4.  During  the  past  five  years,  the  administration 
of  Mayor  White  expended  in  excess  of  one  hun- 
dred million  dollars  of  unappropriated  funds  in 
direct  violation  of  section  16  of  chatper  486  of 
the  Acts  of  1909,  and  engaged  in  other  activities 
which  are  wasteful  of  the  city's  funds. 

5.  The  Council,  during  the  past  several  years, 
has  passed  numerous  ordinances  notwithstanding 
the  Mayor's  disapproval  in  accordance  with  said 
section  17D,  which  ordinances  were  designed  to 
address  loose  city  budgetary  practices  as  well  as 
the  other  wasteful  practices  of  the  administration. 

6.  All  of  such  ordinances  have  been  disregarded 
by  the  Mayor,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  under 
said  section  17D,  such  ordinances  are  in  force 
immediately  upon  passage  by  a  two-third  vote  of 
the  Council  notwithstanding  the  Mayor's  dis- 
approval. 

7.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  establishing 
such  office  (CBC,  Ord.  5,  sec.  450)  to  give  good- 
faith  opinions  regarding  questions  of  law  raised 
by  the  City  Council.  Notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  he  is  appointed  and  may  be  removed  by  the 
Mayor,  the  Corporation  Counsel  has  an  attorney- 
client   relationship   with  the   Council. 

8.  During  the  course  of  a  meeting  of  the  Coun- 
cil Committee  of  the  Whole  held  on  Wednesday, 


September  17,  1980,  the  present  Corporation 
Counsel,  who  was  appointed  by  the  Mayor  on 
May  10,  1980,  upon  being  questioned  as  to  why 
the  Mayor  should  be  allowed  to  disregard  ordi- 
nances passed  in  accordance  with  said  section  17D 
replied  that  in  his  opinion  the  ordinances  were 
invalid  because  they  were  in  violation  of  section  8 
of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  which  pro- 
hibits the  Council  from  taking  part  in  the  execu- 
tive or  administrative  business  of  the  city. 

9.  Such  a  response  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
is  incredible.  Clearly  said  section  8  prohibits  the 
City  Council  from  acting  as  the  executive,  but  it 
does  not  prohibit  the  City  Council  from  affecting 
executive  conduct  through  the  performance  of  its 
legislative  function,  nor  does  it  authorize  the 
Mayor  or  his  appointed  Corporation  Counsel  to 
prevent  the  functioning  of  the  city's  legislative 
branch. 

10.  The  language  contained  in  said  section  8 
and  interpretations  of  that  statute  by  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  make  it  clear  that  the  performance 
of  its  legislative  function  by  the  City  Council  is 
not  an  interference  with  the  performance  of  the 
Mayor's  executive  duties.  Virtually  all  legislation 
has  an  effect  on  executive  duties.  The  very  pur- 
pose of  the  legislative  or  policy-making  branch  of 
government  is  to  set  out  executive  tasks  and  to 
decide  how  much  of  the  city's  funds  are  to  be 
expended  on  each  such   task. 

11.  Further,  it  is  not  the  function  of  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel,  it  is  the  function  of  the  courts 
to  decide  the  validity  of  an  ordinance  which  has 
been  lawfully  passed  by  the  Council  over  the  dis- 
approval of  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with  section 
17D  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948. 

12.  In  view  of  all  the  above,  it  appears  that 
the  only  fair  and  reasonable  conclusion  one  can 
arrive  at  is  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  is  pre- 
venting the  implementation  of  valid  ordinances 
which  the  Mayor  does  not  like  by  not  acting  in 
good  faith  in  his  professional  relationship  with 
the  City  Council  to  which  he  owes  the  duty  of  an 
attorney. 

13.  Examples  of  ordinances  which  were  passed 
by  the  City  Council  in  accordance  with  said  sec- 
tion 17D  notwithstanding  the  Mayor's  disapproval, 
which  the  Mayor  is  unlawfully  ignoring  with  the 
express  or  implied  acquiescence  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Council  are  as  follows: 

Ordinances  of  1978,  chapter  2;  Ordinances  of 
1979,  chapters  11,  15,  16,  41;  Ordinances  of  1980, 
chapters  4,  8,  9,   10;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  shall  forward  a 
copy  of  this  order  to  the  Massachusetts  Board  of 
Bar  Overseers  with  the  request  that  such  board 
investigate  the  conduct  of  the  present  Corporation 
Counsel  of  the  city,  particularly  as  to  whether  he 
is  performing  his  duty  to  the  City  Council  in  good 
faith  in  the  circumstance  cited  above,  with  the 
further  request  that  in  the  event  said  board  finds 
good  faith  to  be  lacking,  it  take  such  action  as  it 
deems  appropriate. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 


Coun.  McDONOUGH  moved  that  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  be  forthwith  summoned  to  appear 
before  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  testify

The  motion  was   carried.

Coun.  McDONOUGH  requested  unanimous 
consent  to  withdraw  the  previous  order  and  motion.

refuses  to  enforce  them;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  upon  examination 
of  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances  5,  section 
450  finds  no  authority  therein  for  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  declare  ordinances  passed  in  accord- 
ance with  said  section  17D  null  and  void;  and 

Whereas,  So  far  as  the  Council  is  aware  the  only 
entity  with  authority  to  declare  ordinances  void 
is  the  judicial  branch  of  government;  be  it  there- 
fore 

Ordered,  That  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  17F  of  said  chapter  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  is 
hereby  requested  to  appear  before  the  City  Coun- 
cil Committee  of  the  Whole  at  2  p.m.  on  October 
8,  1980,  in  the  Council  Chamber  to  answer  the 
following   questions: 

1.  By  what  authority  does  the  Corporation 
Counsel  purport  to  take  the  action  described 
above? 

2.  Which  ordinances  have  the  Corporation 
Counsel  or  his  predecessors  declared  void  and 
of  no  effect?

than  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  nor  more  than 
forty-five  thousand  dollars. 

Category  III  shall  include:  the  commissioner  of 
penal  institutions,  the  chairman  of  the  election 
commission,  the  supervisor  of  labor  relations  in 
administrative  services,  the  purchasing  agent,  the 
building  commissioner,  the  commissioner  of  hous- 
ing inspection,  the  real  property  commissioner,  the 
commissioner  on  the  affairs  of  the  elderly,  the 
commissioner  of  traffic  and  parking,  the  commis- 
sioner of  parks  and  recreation,  the  chief  of  the 
licensing  division,  the  director  of  the  office  of 
public  service,  the  supervisor  of  personnel  in  the 
commission  on  human  rights,  the  director  of  the 
office  of  fiscal  affairs,  the  director  of  property 
equalization,  the  executive  secretary  of  adminis- 
trative services,  the  director  of  energy,  the  execu- 
tive director  of  the  rent  control  administration, 
who  shall  receive  as  salary  not  less  than  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  nor  more  than  thirty-five  thou- 
sand dollars.

services,  I  he  two  deputy  commissioners  of  elderly 
affairs,  the  deputy  director  of  fiscal  affairs,  the 
executive  director  of  the  consumer's  council,  the 
editor  of  the  City  Record,  the  director  of  the 
community  schools,  who  shall  receive  as  salary  not 
less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  nor  more 
than  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

Category  V  shall  include:  the  member  of  the 
board  of  review  in  the  assessing  department  ap- 
pointed from  the  public  at  large,  the  chairman 
and  members  of  the  licensing  board,  the  executive 
secretary  of  the  licensing  board,  who  shall  receive 
as  salary  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars 
nor  more  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

Category  VI:  shall  receive  as  salary  not  less  than 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty 
thousand   dollars. 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  3  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  adding  in  the  seventh  paragraph 
thereof  the  following  new  language:

Holders  of  Council  offices  shall  receive  such 
annual  salary  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Council 
President  within  the  limits  set  out  in  CBC  Ordi- 
nance 5,  section  105  for  the  category  in  which 
said  office  is  placed,  provided,  however,  that  all 
holders  of  an  office  shall  receive  the  same  salary 
as  all  other  holders  of  the  same  office.  Such 
salaries  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
ordinances,  be  in  full  for  all  services  rendered 
to  the  city  and  county,  shall  be  appropriated  in

Couns.  SEARS  and  TIERNEY  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Whereas,  The  Constitutional  provisions  estab- 
lishing Home  Rule  as  the  policy  of  the  Common- 
wealth have  occasionally  misfired  because  the 
chief  executives  of  certain  cities  have  neither  ap- 
proved home  rule  petitions,  under  the  provisions 
of  section  8  of  Article  89  of  the  Amendments  to 


the  Constitution,  nor  disapproved  them  with  ob- 
jection, but  have  taken  no  action  at  all;  and 

Whereas,  Efforts  were  made  during  the  regular 
session  of  the  General  Court  by  Representative 
Scelsi  of  Pittsfield,  and  by  Representatives  Feeney 
and  Frank  of  Boston,  Robinson  of  Melrose,  and 
Card  of  Holbrook,  and  by  Councillors  Tierney, 
Sears,  Iannella  and  McDonough  to  solve  the 
problem;   and 

Whereas,  The  General  Court  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  has  convened  in  Consti- 
tutional Convention,  and  has  before  it  a  long  over- 
due reform  to  correct  an  abuse  of  power  by  which 
a  mayor  can  deny  due  process  by  refusing  to  take 
any  action  on  home  rule  measures  duly  approved 
by  City  Council  bodies;  and 

Whereas,  The  Legislative  Committee  on  Local 
Affairs  recommended,  and  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention is  presently  considering,  with  an  amend- 
ment, the  Scelsi  version,  as  the  seventeenth  item 
on  the  calendar  of  the  convention,  whether  a 
mayor  has  to  act  at  all  on  a  home  rule  petition; 
and 

Whereas,  The  pending  amendment,  however, 
may  in  its  language  fall  short  of  absolutely  com- 
pelling a  chief  executive  in  cities  or  boards  of 
selectmen  in  towns  to  signify  formal  disapproval 
within  ten  days  of  presentation;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  strongly 
urges  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  sit- 
ting as  a  Constitutional  Convention,  to  adopt 
H.555,  as  amended,  the  Scelsi  proposal;  and 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  strongly 
urges  the  convention  further  to  close  the  loophole 
by  amending  the  proposal  and  adding  the  follow- 
ing language  in  the  tenth  line  after  the  words  "be 
in  force",  "or  if  the  Mayor  fails  to  take  action 
within  ten  days,"  the  petition  shall  and  will  there- 
by become  approved  and  transmitted  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  for  further  consideration.

Whereas,  On  September  22,  1980,  without  any 
forewarning  or  public  notice,  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  announced  its  plans  to  eliminate 
Engine  Company  43  and  Ladder  20  located  at 
Southhampton  Street  in  the  South  End,  and  En- 
gine Company  25  on  High  and  Oliver  Streets  in 
the  downtown  area  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  closing  of  these  stations  will  seri- 
ously jeopardize  public  safety,  not  only  in  the 
South  End  and  downtown  areas,  but  also  in  much 
of  the  South  Boston  neighborhood  including  the 
Andrew  Square  and  D  Street  areas;  the  Columbia 
Point  area  which  is  presently  inaccessible  from 
certain  directions  because  of  unsafe  bridges;  the 
Savin  Hill  neighborhood  of  Dorchester;  and  the 
Dudley  Street  area  of  Roxbury,  for  which  these 
companies  serve  as  back-up  crews;  and 
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Whereas,  In  the  past  week  alone,  in  their  back- 
up capacity,  these  companies  have  been  responsible 
for  rescuing  the  lives  of  six  people  during  a  fire 
in  the  Dudley  Street  area  and  also  for  saving  the 
rectory  adjacent  to  St.  William's  Church  in  Dor- 
chester during  the  tragic  eight-alarm  fire  which 
recently  struck  that  location;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  has  a  responsibility  to  ensure 
the  protection  of  public  safety  for  residents  in 
every  neighborhood  of  the  city;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council's  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Safety  conduct  a  hearing  to  assess 
the  impact  on  public  safety  which  the  closing  of 
Engine  43,  Ladder  20,  and  Engine  25  will  have 
on  residents  of  the  neighborhoods  served  by  those 
units;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  the  Boston 
Fire  Department,  the  president  of  the  Fire  Fighters 
Local  718,  and  concerned  residents  of  neighbor- 
hoods impacted  by  these  closings  be  requested  to 
appear  before  the  committee  at  said  hearing.

APPROPRIATION   OF    $15,100,000    FOR 
SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  an  order  which  would  appro- 
priate $15.1  million  requested  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  fund  collective  bargaining  agreements. 
I  transmit  this  order  only  under  command  of  the 
Superior  Ccurt.  I  believe  the  request  is  unjustified, 
deceptive,  and  against  the  best  interests  of  the 
residents  and  taxpayers  of  Boston.  I  strongly 
urge  you  to  disapprove  this  order  as  a  first  step 
toward  developing  a  rational,  open,  and  responsible 
budget  process  for  the  School  Department. 

The  request  for  $15.1  million  is  unjustified  on 
its  face,  because  by  the  admission  of  the  School 
Department,  only  $12.1  million  is  required  to  fund 
the  contracts  which  have  been  executed  and  are 
the  subject  matter  of  the  Superior  Court  order. 
Without  further  analysis  then,  25  percent  of  the 
request  is  a  reckless  increase,  which  the  School 
Department  defends  on  the  grounds  that  it  esti- 
mates that  such  amount  will  be  needed  for  future 
contracts.  That  represents  not  only  poor  negoti- 
ating tactics,  but  a  shamefully  cavalier  attitude 
toward  public  funds.  The  request  is  further  shown 
to  be  unjustified  by  the  diminishing  requirement 
for  school  personnel  at  a  time  of  rapidly  declining 
school  population. 

The  request  is  deceptive  in  that  it  suggests  that 
the  only  impact  of  the  City  Council's  approval 
would  be  the  $15.1  million  cost.  In  fact,  by  ap- 
propriating that  amount,  the  City  Council  would 
be  ratifying  a  three-year  contract  which  will  cost 
the  taxpayers  an  increase  of  nearly  $9  million  over 
its  life.  Furthermore,  there  are  other  provisions  in 
the  contract  such  as  absolute  job  security  and 
excessive  health  and  welfare  benefits,  which  will 
impose  additional  significant  costs.  Although  the 
law  is  not  completely  clear  with  respect  to  future 
funding  obligations,  recent  experience  shows  that 
the  city  should  not  gamble  with  the  law  on  matters 
relating  to  protection  of  the  public  purse. 

The  expenditures  of  the  School  Department  are 
out  of  control.  The  School  Department  is  not 
legally  required  to  justify  annually  its  regular 
appropriations;  the  law  simply  gives  the  School 
Department  an  automatic  lump  sum,  this  year 
totaling  nearly  $200  million.  Last  year,  the  School 
Department  ran  enormous  deficits,  and  apparently 
expects  to  do  so  again.  The  time  has  come  to 
impose  fiscal  discipline  from  without,  as  the  de- 
partment clearly  has  shown  neither  the  will  nor 
the  capacity  to  do  so  from  within. 

Over  the  past  six  months,  the  City  Council  has 
shown  great  concern  and  sensitivity  to  the  burden 
of  this  city's  taxpayers.  The  Council  has  acted 
decisively  and  responsibly  on  a  number  of  budget 
matters  to  keep  the  tax  rate  down.  Unfortunately, 
the  School  Department  supplemental  budget  would 
add  $10  to  this  year's  tax  rate — an  increase  that 
is  totally  unjustified. 

The  public  is  eminently  aware  of  the  issue  of 
School  Department  overspending,  and  will  be  op-. 
posed  to  this  latest  disregard  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  their  views,  opinions  and  wishes. 
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This  is  one  of  the  most  serious  issues  on  the 
public  agenoa  today,  and  will  be  the  subject  of 
continued  debate  in  the  coming  months  and  even 
coming  years. 

I  urge  the  City  Council  to  hold  hearings  at 
which  the  city  will  present  its  analysis  of  the 
appropriation  request.  At  the  conclusion  of  those 
hearings,  1  urge  you  to  disapprove  this  order,  an 
action  which  will  then  take  into  account  the  legiti- 
mate problems  of  the  taxpayers,  as  well  as  of 
School  Department  employees.

As  I  indicated  in  my  letter  of  September  11, 
1980,  and  my  testimony  before  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  the  city's  need  for  operating  funds 
during  the  month  of  October  cannot  be  satisfied 
from  the  borrowings  authorized  to  date.  My  cur- 
rent analyses  indicates  that  operating  funds  will  be 
exhausted  on  or  about  October  7,  1980.  As  I  in- 
dicated, when  that  happens,  if  the  City  Council 
has  not  authorized  the  Collector-Treasurer  to  bor- 
row additional  funds,  no  employees  paid  from 
general  fund  revenues  can  be  paid.  This  would 
include  employees  in  the  Police,  Fire,  School,  Pub- 
lic Works,  Assessing,  Building,  Hospital,  and  other 
departments  and  agencies. 

As  I  have  indicated  to  you,  the  approval  of  the

made  by  you.  Therefore,  frankly,  I  am  at  a  loss  as 
to  the  reason  for  the  City  Council's  failure  to 
approve  as  requested,  the  $60  million  loan  order 
now  before  the  Committee  of  the  Whole.

This  is  to  transmit  a  request  for  the  right  to 
expend  the  City  of  Boston's  Year  VI  CDBG  allo- 
cation. The  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  approved  the  city's  application  for 
these  funds  on  September  12,  1980. 

The  proposed  expenditures  will  enable  the  city 
to  undertake  those  important  projects  described 
in  the  Neighborhood  Development  Program  for 
1980-1981  which  the  City  Council  approved  on 
June  25,  1980.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  dis- 
approved, an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  October  1,  1980,  for  a  Supplemental 
Appropriation  for  the  School  Department  in  the 
amount  of  $15.1  million. 

When  I  transmitted  this  appropriation  request  to 
you,  under  the  order  of  the  Superior  Court,  I 
recommended  that  you  disapprove  it.  In  the  single 
hearing  conducted  by  your  Honorable  Body,  no 
evidence  was  taken  with  respect  to  any  possible 
economies  which  could  be  made  in  the  $195  mil- 
lion budget  to  accommodate  such  amount.  I  am 
convinced,  and  I  believe  that  the  public  is  con- 
vinced, that  there  is  indeed  room  within  that  bud- 


get to  accommodate  the  requested  amount,  or  a 
substantial  part  of  it.  I  realize  that  in  times  of 
inflation  the  School  Department  suffers  with  the 
rest  of  us  in  terms  of  escalating  costs  for  essential 
items.  The  remedy,  however,  at  least  in  part,  is 
for  the  School  Department  itself  to  economize 
rather  than  always  asking  the  taxpayer  to  econo- 
mize. 

The  School  Department  budget  in  its  present 
form  defies  iational  analysis.  This  is  so  because 
there  is  in  fact  no  disciplined  public  process  for 
developing  the  school  budget,  as  there  is  in  the 
months-long  public  process  before  the  City  Coun- 
cil for  forming  the  rest  of  the  city's  budget.  We, 
as  the  ultimate  appropriating  authority  of  the  city, 
must  ensihe  that  the  School  Committee  acts  re- 
sponsibly with  respect  to  public  funds.  Whenever 
I  am  satisfied  that  the  same  efforts  to  control  the 
School  Department  budget  have  been  made  as 
have  been  for  the  rest  of  the  budget,  I  will  support 
responsible  increases. 

There  are  many  elements  in  the  Teachers  Union 
contract  which  are  undesirable  in  addition  to  the 
$15.1  nnillio-/i  first  year  cost.  The  no-fire  provision 
appears  contrary  to  the  public  interest  where  there 
is  a  declining  enrollment.  These  things  should  be 
addressed  in  any  further  collective  bargaining  pro- 
cess. 

My  actio'i  in  disapproving  the  order  may  cause 
some  uncertainty  and  instability  in  the  short  run, 
but  ultimately,  in  our  joint  attempt  to  control  all 
costs  of  government,  the  public  will  be  better 
served  by  a  more  thorough  analysis  of  the  real 
needs  of  the  School  Department  and  of  the  areas 
where  money  might  be  saved.

for  a  certificate  of  appropriateness  in  such  form 
and  witn  such  plans,  specifications  and  other 
material  as  the  commission  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe  and  a  certificate  of  appropriate- 
ness shall  have  been  issued  as  hereafter  provided 
in  this  section.  The  commission  shall  retain  one 
copy  of  the  application  and  transmit  the  other 
to   the  board. 

Within  eight  days  after  the  filing  of  an  appli- 
cation for  a  certificate  of  appropriateness,  Satur- 
days, Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excluded,  the 
commission  or  such  member  or  employee  as  the 
commission  from  time  to  time  designate  so  to 
do  shall  determine  the  properties  deemed  by  it 
to  be  materially  affected  by  such  application 
and,  unless  a  public  hearing  on  such  application 
is  waived  in  writing  by  all  persons  entitled  to 
notice  thereof,  shall  forthwith  cause  its  secre- 
tary io  give  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  the 
applicant,  to  the  owners  of  all  such  properties 
as  they  appear  on  the  ten  most  recent  real 
estate  tax  list,  and  to  any  person  filing  written 
request  for  notice  of  hearings,  such  request  to 
be  renewed  yearly  in  December,  reasonable 
notice  of  a  public  hearing  on  such  application 
to  be  held  not  sooner  than  fourteen  days  after 
the  date  on  which  the  copy  of  the  application 
was  transmitted  to  the  board.  The  public  hearing 
may  be  conducted  by  the  commission  or  by  such 
member  or  members  or  employee  or  employees 
as  the  board  may  from  time  to  time  designate; 
provided,  however,  that  if  such  public  hearing  is 
not  conducted  by  the  commission  itself,  the 
person  or  persons  so  conducting  it  shall  transmit 


a  written  report  and  recommendation  thereon 
forthwith  to  the  commission.  There  shall  be 
available  at  such  public  hearing  a  report  and 
recommendation  from  the  board,  together  with 
material,  plans  or  drawings  to  aid  the  com- 
mission in  reaching  its  decision.  The  commission 
shall  rot  render  any  decision  until  such  report 
and  recommendation  has  been  received  and  con- 
sidered, provided  that  if  no  such  report  and 
recommendation  has  been  received  by  the  time 
of  the  public  hearing,  the  commission  may  ren- 
der its  decision  without  such  report  and  recom- 
mendation. 

As  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  such 
public  hearing  or  the  waiver  thereof,  but  in  all 
events  W'thin  fifty  calendar  days  after  the  filing 
of  thi  replication  for  the  certificate  of  appro- 
priateness or  within  such  further  time  as  the 
applicant  may  in  writing  allow,  the  commission 
shall  determine  whether  the  proposed  construc- 
tion, lecenstruction,  alteration,  change  in  ex- 
terior eclor  or  demolition  of  the  exterior  archi- 
tectural feature  involved  will  be  appropriate  to 
the  preservation  of  the  Back  Bay  Architectural 
District  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and 
whether,  notwithstanding  that  it  may  be  inappro- 
priate, owing  to  conditions  especally  affecting 
the  structure  involved,  but  not  affecting  the  Back 
Bay  Residential  District  generally,  failure  to 
issue  a  certificate  of  appropriateness  will  involve 
a  substantial  hardship  to  the  applicant  and  such 
a  certificate  may  be  issued  without  substantial 
detriment  to  the  public  welfare  and  without 
substantial  derogation  from  the  intent  and  pur- 
poses of  this  act.  In  passing  upon  appropriate- 
ness, the  commission  shall  consider:  (a)  the 
historical  and  architectural  value  and  significance 
of  the  structure  and  its  relationship  to  the  sur- 
rounding r.rea;  (b)  the  relationship  of  the  ex- 
terior architectural  features  of  such  structure  to 
the  rest  of  the  structure  and  to  the  surrounding 
area  itnd  to  exterior  architectural  features  of 
other  structures  in  the  neighborhood;  (c)  archi- 
tectural style,  general  design,  compatibility  with 
neighboring  structures,  arrangement,  texture, 
materials  and  colors  of  the  original  structure 
and  of  the  proposed  change  or  addition;  (d)  any 
landscaping  features  proposed  by  the  applicant; 
and  (e).  any  aesthetic  or  other  factor  which  it 
deems  to  be  pertinent. 

The  commission  shall  pass  only  on  the  ex- 
terior architectural  features  of  a  structure  and 
shall  not  consider  interior  arrangements  nor  the 
use  to  be  made  of  the  structure.  It  is  the  intent 
of  this  act  that  the  commission  be  strict  in  its 
judgment  of  plans  involving  substantial  new  con- 
struction or  for  structures  deemed  to  be  valuable 
according  to  studies  performed  on  behalf  of  the 
city,  the  board  or  the  commission  for  said  area 
to  determine  which  structures  are  of  architec- 
tural value.  It  is  also  the  intent  of  this  act  that 
the  commission  shall  be  lenient  in  its  judgment 
of  plans  for  structures  of  little  architectural 
value,  except  where  such  plans  would  seriously 
impair  Ihe  architectural  value  of  surrounding 
structures  or  the  surrounding  area.  It  is  also 
the  intent  of  this  act  that  the  commission  deal 
more  leniently  with  proposals  respecting  struc- 
tures within  those  sections  of  the  Back  Bay 
Architectural  District  which  may1  be  zoned  for 
local   or  general    business  uses   than   with  those 
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proposals  within  those  sections  of  the  district 
which  may  be  zoned  for  residential  uses,  to  the 
end  that  conversions  of  structures  to  business 
uses  will  not  be  unreasonably  prevented. 

If  the  commission  determines  that  the  pro- 
posed construction,  reconstruction,  alteration, 
change  in  exterior  architectural  features  involved 
will  be  appropriate  or,  although  inappropriate, 
owing  to  conditions  as  aforesaid,  failure  to  issue 
a  certifii  ate  of  appropriateness  will  involve  sub- 
stantial ha'dship  to  the  applicant  and  issuance 
thereof  may  be  made  without  substantial  detri- 
ment or  derogation  as  aforesaid  or  if  the  com- 
mission fails  to  make  a  determination  within  the 
time  hereinbefore  prescribed,  the  secretary  of  the 
commission  shall  forthwith  issue  to  the  appli- 
cant a  certificate  of  appropriateness.  In  approv- 
ing an  application  the  commission  may  impose 
conditions  which,  if  the  certificate  of  appropri- 
ateness or  the  permit  for  demolition  or  removal 
is  acted  upon,  shall  be  binding  upon  the  appli- 
cant, the  owner  of  the  property  and  his  suc- 
cessors in  title.  Any  such  condition  may  sub- 
sequently be  modified  or  removed  by  the  com- 
mission. Prior  to  approving  an  application  sub- 
ject to  condition,  the  commission  may  notify  the 
applicant  of  its  proposed  action  and  permit  the 
applicant  to  express  his  opinion  thereon.  If  the 
commission  determines  that  a  certificate  of  appro- 
priateness should  not  issue,  the  commission  shall 
forthwitn  spread  upon  its  records  the  reasons 
for  such  determination  and  may  include  recom- 
mendations respecting  the  proposed  construction, 
reconstruction,  alteration,  change  in  exterior 
color  or  demolition  Upon  the  making  of  any 
such  determination  the  secretary  of  the  com- 
mission shall  forthwith  by  mail,  postage  prepaid, 
give  notice  of  such  determination  to  the  appli- 
cant and  to  every  person  filing  written  request 
for  such  notice,  transmitting  therewith  an  attested 
copy  of  the  reasons  and  recommendations,  if 
any,  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  commission. 
The  exterior  color  of  any  building  or  struc- 
ture of  portions  thereof  within  the  Back  Bay 
Architectural  District  may,  without  the  filing  of 
an  application  for,  or  the  issuance  of  a  certifi- 
cate of  appropriateness,  be  changed  to  any  color 
or  combination  of  colors  which  the  commission, 
in  accordance  with  written  guidelines  published 
from  lime  to  time,  determines  to  use  without 
substantial  derogation  from  the  intent  and  pur- 
poses of  this  act. 

The  installation  of  storm  windows  in  any 
location,  and  the  paving  of  areas  visible  only 
from  the  public  alleys  within  the  Back  Bay 
Architeciural  District  may  without  the  filing  of 
an  application  for,  or  the  issuance  of,  a  certifi- 
cate of  appropriateness,  be  carried  out  in  any 
manner  which  the  commission  shall  determine  in 
accordance  with  written  guidelines  published 
from   lime  tc  time. 

Section  3.  Section  4  of  chapter  625  of  the  Acts 
of  1966  is  hereby  amended  by  adding,  after  the 
second  sentence  of  said  section,  the  following  last 
sentenec;:  The  terms  of  the  commission  members 
and  alternates  nominated  by  the  Boston  Society  of 
Architects,  and  their  successors,  shall  terminate  in 
1980,  1985,  and  every  five  years  thereafter.

OF  MOTOR  VEHICLES  BY  CITY  OF 
BOSTON

of  gasoline.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  not  apply  to  vehicles  used  for  security, 
emergency  and  for  rescue  purposes.

Dear  President  Iannella: 

Today  the  City  Council  will  once  again  con- 
sider the  $30  million  loan  order  before  it,  which 
is  necessary  to  obtain  funds  to  meet  payroll  and 
other  current  expenses,  until  tax  revenues  are 
received.  1  am  informed  that  some  Councillors 
may  be  inclined  to  vote  for  an  authorization  of 
$10  million  in  order  to  provide  for  the  payment 
of  employees  who  weren't  paid  last  week  and  won't 
be  paid  today,  due  to  an  insufficiency  of  cash. 
The  Collector-Treasurer  has  advised  me  that  $10 
million  would  be  a  wholly  insufficient  amount  to 
meet  such  obligations  beyond  Wednesday  15  Octo- 
ber. In  addition,  since  it  is  well  known  that  the 
city  will  need  the  full  $30  million  very  soon,  the 
Collector-Treasurer  has  advised  me  that  there  may 


not  be  lenders  willing  to  loan  any  more  funds  to 
the  city  until  the  Collector-Treasurer  has  been 
authorized  to  borrow  the  full  amount  which  the 
city  will  need. 

Therefore,  I  would  consider  passage  of  a  loan 
order  for  only  $10  million  not  only  an  exercise  in 
futility,  but  an  irresponsible  and  deceptive  action, 
which  would  be  harmful  to  the  interest  of  all  city 
employees  and  vendors,  and  ultimately  the  city's 
residents. 

Once  a  budget  has  been  adopted,  in  what  is 
always  an  intensely  political  process,  and  properly 
so,  the  borrowing  of  funds  to  finance  the  expenses 
authorized  in  that  budget  should  not  be  subject  to 
differences  between  the  branches  of  government. 
No  city  employees  or  contractor  should  be  put  in 
a  position  of  not  knowing  from  week  to  week 
whether  they  will  be  paid.  I  strongly  urge  you  to 
authorize  the  borrowing  of  the  full  $30  million,  as

Lately  the  misapprehension  has  arisen  that  the 
city  has  a  short-term  cash  need  of  only  $10  mil- 
lion or  that  a  favorable  vote  on  a  $10  million 
temporary  loan  authorization  will  postpone  the 
cash  needs  of  the  city  for  a  significant  time.  This 
is  not   true. 

Let  us  leiterate  that  the  minimum  temporary 
borrowing  requirement  of  the  city  is  $30  million. 
Further,   that  need   for   $30   million  is   immediate. 

On  Friday  10  October,  1980,  the  city's  cash 
position  available  for  payrolls  and  payments  to 
vendors  was  under  $300,000.  Payrolls  due  on 
on  Thursday,  9  October,  Friday,  10  October,  Tues- 
day, 14  October,  Wednesday,  15  October  are 
$1,540,000,  $702,000,  $123,000,  and  $3,650,000, 
respectively.  Thus,  if  the  Council  authorizes  a 
temporary  loan  of  $1  million  today,  $6,015,000 
will  be  used  for  payrolls  by  the  close  of  business 
Wednesday   the    15th. 

For  Thursday,  16  October,  less  than  $4  million 
would  be  available  to  meet  that  day's  payrolls, 
which  payrolls,  as  the  semimonthly  teachers'  sal- 
aries are  due  on  that  day,  will  exceed  $8  million. 
The  city  will  thereby  be  unable  to  meet  payrolls 
beyond  this  Wednesday.  This  situation  repeats 
itself  every  aay. 

Unless  the  full  $30  million  order  is  passed  there 
can  be  no  regular  payroll  cycle  reestablished.  Ad- 
ditionally, the  city's  payments  to  vendors  have 
been  stopped  along  with  the  payrolls.  The  delay 
of  such  payments,  which  average  $400,000  per 
day,  must  bo  considered  in  your  decision  on  the 
loan  authorization.

The  proposed  law  would  provide  that  the  total 
taxes  on  real  estate  and  personal  property  imposed 
by  the  state  or  by  localities  could  never  be  in- 
creased by  more  than  2>/2  percent  of  the  total 
taxes  imposed  for  the  preceding  year,  unless  two- 
thirds  of  the  voters  agreed  to  the  increase  at  a 
general  election. 

It  would  further  provide  that  no  law  or  regula- 
tion which  imposes  additional  costs  on  a  city  or 
town,  or  a  law  granting  or  increasing  tax  exemp- 
tions, would  be  effective  unless  the  state  agrees  to 
assume  the  added  cost.  A  division  of  the  State 
Auditor's  Department  would  determine  the  finan- 
cial effect  of  laws  and  regulations  on  the  various 
localities. 

The  proposal  would  limit  the  amount  of  money 
required  to  be  appropriated  for  public  schools  to 
that  amount  voted  upon  by  the  local  appropriating 
authority.  It  would  also  repeal  the  law  which 
provides  for  cumpulsory  binding  arbitration  when 
labor  negotiations  concerning  police  and  fire  per- 
sonnel come  to  an  impasse.  In  addition,  the  peti- 
tion would  provide  that  no  county,  district  or 
authority  could  impose  any  annual  increase  in 
costs  on  a  locality  of  greater  than  4  percent  of  the 
total  of  the  year  before. 

The  proposed  law  would  also  reduce  the  maxi- 
mum excise  tax  rate  on  motor  vehicles  from  $66 
per  thousand  to  $25  per  thousand,  and  it  would 
allow  a  state  income  tax  deduction  equal  to  one- 
half  of  the  rent  paid  for  the  taxpayer's  principal 
place  of  residence.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  limit  local  property 
taxes  and  state  taxes  and  would  provide  for  in- 
creased state  aid  for  local  educational  purposes. 
The  act  would  limit  local  property  taxes  in  the 
years  1981  through  1984  to  the  amount  levied  in 
the  previous  year  increased  by  the  percentage  in- 
crease in  personal  income  of  the  residents  of  the 
Commonwealth  during  the  previous  year.  The  local 
properly  tax  limit  could  be  exceeded  to  offset 
decreases  in  local  aid,  to  cover  shortages  for  prior 
years  and  to  pay  court  judgments.  Pension  and 
retirement  allowances,  payments  to  other  govern- 
mental units,  principal  and  interest  on  any  indebted- 
ness, unemployment  compensation,  amounts  re- 
quired to  be  raised  as  a  condition  of  a  state  or 
federal  grant,  and  costs  for  special  education  pro- 
grams would  be  excluded  from  the  property  tax 
limit. 

These  local  limits  would  be  reduced  by  any 
excess  taxes  actually  collected  over  the  tax  limit 
for  the  preceding  year.  The  limit  would  not  apply 
to  any  municipalty  having  a  general  tax  rate  of 
less  than  $35  per  thousand  of  equalized  valuation. 
The  tax  limit  could  be  exceeded  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  local  appropriating  body. 

The  cost  of  regional  and  independent  vocational 
schools  would  be  subject  to  the  same  limitations. 
The  proposed  law  would  also  limit  state  taxes 
imposed  in  the  years  1981  through  1984  to  an 
amount  no  greater  than  that  imposed  the  previous 
year,  increased  by  the  percentage  increase  in  the 
personal  income  of  Massachusetts  residents  in  the 
previous  year.  This  state  tax  limit  could  be  ex- 
ceeded only  to  increase  local  aid  or  to  assume 
other  costs  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
state  legislature.  The  amounts  necessary  to  pay 
principal  and  interest  on  state  indebtedness,  pen- 
sions retirement  allowances,  unemployment  com- 
pensation and  court  judgments,  and  money  re- 
quired to  be  raised  as  a  condition  of  a  federal 
grant  would  not  be  subjected  to  the  state  tax  limit. 
The  total  amount  of  local  aid  for  any  year  which 
would  be  subject  to  legislative  appropriation  could 
not  be  less  than  the  total  amount  of  aid  for  the 
preceding  year  increased  by  half  the  increase  in 
collected  state  taxes  during  that  preceding  year. 
The  state  tax  limit  would  be  reduced  by  any  ex- 
cess taxes  actually  collected  over  the  tax  limit  for 
the  preceding  year. 

The  proposed  law  would  require,  subject  to 
legislative  appropriation,  a  gradual  increase  in  the 
percentage  of  local  education  costs  paid  by  the 
Commonwealth  to  a  level  of  50  percent  in  1984. 
The  proposal  would  also  require,  again  subject  to 
legislative  appropriation,  that  school  aid  paid  by 
the  Commonwealth  in  any  year  between  1981 
through  1984  must  be  at  least  15  percent  greater 
than  that  provided  in   1980.

SUMMARY 

The  law  provides  for  increases  in  the  salaries 
of  members  of  the  legislature  and  the  constitu- 
tional officers  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  law  increases  salaries  of  members  of  the 
legislature  by  an  annual  amount  varying  from 
$1,853  to  $17,923.  The  size  of  the  raise  conferred 
on  a  particular  individual  depends  upon  his  posi- 
tion within  the  legislature.  The  law  has  the  effect 
of  setting  the  base  salary  for  a  legislature  at 
$20,335,  but  under  the  law  legislative  salaries 
range  as  high  as  the  approximately  $55,920  paid 
to  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  he  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  salaries  of  the  constitutional  officers  are 
increased  either  by  $20,000,  in  the  case  of  the 
Governor,  or  $10,000  in  all  other  cases.  The  law 
raises  the  annual  salary  of  the  Governor  to  $60,- 
000,  that  of  the  Attorney  General  to  $47,500,  and 
the  salaries  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth,  Treasurer  and  Receiver 
General,  and  the  Auditor  to  $40,000. 

The  law  also  amends  the  statutes  pertaining  to 
the  organization  of  the  offices  of  the  Secretaries 
of  Administration  and  Finance  and  of  Human 
Services  and  to  the  compensation  of  senior  offi- 
cials within  those  offices.  It  gives  the  Secretaries 
of  Administration  and  Finance  and  of  Human 
Services  greater  flexibility  in  establishing  positions 
and  setting  salaries  for  those  under  their  super- 
vision.

The  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authority  has  reviewed  and  considered  an  indus- 
trial development  project  proposed  for  use  by  the 
Royal  Label  Company,  Inc.  and  Domcliff  Realty 
Trust. 

The  proposed  project  involves  the  construction 
of  a  20,000  square-foot  manufacturing  facility  on 
a  60,000  square-foot  parcel  of  land.  The  land, 
owned  by  EDIC /Boston,  is  part  of  the  Alsen- 
Mapes  Industrial  Park  in  Dorchester.  Domcliff 
Realty  Trust  will  lease  the  land  from  EDIC/ 
Boston  and  construct  the  building  for  lease  to  the 
Royal  Label  Company  which  is  in  the  business  of 
designing  and  manufacturing  labels,  decals,  name 
plates,  and  panels. 

The  estimated  total  cost  of  the  project  is  $617,- 
000  which  comprises:  $207,000  for  site  acquisition 
through  a  twenty-year  lease  with  option  to  pur- 
chase for  a  nominal  sum  at  expiration;  $370,000 
for  building  construction;  $20,000  for  construction 
interest;  and  $20,000  for  professional  and  financing 
fees.

The  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authority  has  reviewed  and  considered  an  indus- 
trial development  project  proposed  by  the  Wlriting 
Trust. 
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The  proposed  project  involves  the  acquisition  of 
163,000  square  feet  of  land  located  at  59  Sprague 
Street  in  the  City  of  Boston,  the  construction 
thereon  of  a  one-story  building  of  cement  block 
and  steel  construction  to  contain  approximately 
25,000  square  feet  and  the  purchase  and  installa- 
tion of  equipment.  The  Whiting  Trust  will  lease 
the  land,  building,  and  equipment  to  the  Burtman 
Iron  Works  Company. 

The  estimated  total  cost  of  the  project  is  $545,- 
000  which  comprises:  $172,000  for  land  acquisi- 
tion; $310,000  for  new  construction;  $23,500  for 
legal  and  financing  fees;  and  $39,500  for  equip- 
ment costs.  The  firm  plans  to  finance  $500,000  of 
the  project's  costs  by  the  issuance  of  industrial 
revenue  bonds  by  the  city,  acting  by  and  through 
the  Authority,  and  will  finance  the  remaining  costs 
or  expenses,  if  any,  from  its  own  resources.

Whiting  Trust  was  founded  on  December  19, 
1967.  The  Trustees  were  Arthur  Burtman,  Earl 
Burtman,  and  Irving  Goodman.  It  is  in  business 
solely  to  own  and  lease  manufacturing  space  to 
the  Burtman  Iron  Works,  Inc.,  of  59  Sprague 
Street,  Readville,  Mass. 

The  proposed  project  involves  the  acquisition  of 
163,000  square  feet  of  land  located  at  59  Sprague 
Street  in  the  City  of  Boston,  the  construction 
thereon  of  a  one-story  building  of  cement  block 
and  steel  construction  to  contain  approximately 
25,000  square  feet  and  the  purchase  and  installa- 
tion of  equipment.   The  Whiting   Trust  will   lease 


the  land,  building,  and  equipment  to  the  Burtman 
Iron   Works   Company. 

The  Burtman  Iron  Works  was  founded  in  1909 
and  occupied  the  premises  at  93  Heath  Street, 
Jamaica  Plain,  until  1958.  From  then  until  1964, 
it  was  located  on  Humbolt  Avenue  in  Roxbury. 
The  company  was  moved  in  1964  to  its  present 
location,  an  80,000  square-foot  building  in  the 
Readville  section  of  Boston. 

Under  the  trade  name  of  "Dyna-Bilt  Products," 
the  manufacture  of  material  handling  equipment, 
including  hand  trucks,  wagons,  dumpsters,  and 
steel  pallet  racks.  These  items  are  sold  nationally 
through  dealers  and  their  sales  force. 

They  have  a  payroll  of  approximately  $2,000,- 
000  per  year  and  employ  150  people  as  follows: 
skilled,  33  percent;  women,  .04  percent;  semi- 
skilled, 53  percent;  engineering  and  sales,  10  per- 
cent. 

Of  the  above,  35  percent  are  minority  and  dis- 
advantaged. Their  sales  are  approximately  $7.5 
million  per  year.  They  expect  to  employ  twelve 
people  from  the  Boston  area  on  expansion  into 
this  building. 

Sales  and  employment  should  increase  from  3 
percent  to  5  percent  per  year  inasmuch  as  their 
present  product  line  covers  three  separate  indus- 
tries, i.e.,  building  specialties,  refuse  containers, 
and  specialized  handling  equipment,  which  indus- 
tries are  growing  at  that  rate. 

They  have  no  principal  competitors  in  the  area. 
During  the  last  twenty-four  months,  they  have 
developed  twelve  new  products.  The  potential 
market  for  these  new  products  is  national  and 
now  represents   3  percent  of  company  sales. 

Their  employment  is  stabilized  year-round  due 
to  their  many  varied  products.  They  are  currently 
in  their  first  year  of  a  three-year  labor  contract 
with  local  501   of  the  Iron  Workers  Union. 

The  company  bank  is  the  Hancock  Bank  & 
Trust  in  Quincy  and  they  average  a  daily  balance 
of  $140,000.

Any  person  violating  the  provisions 
of  Ord.  14  s.  270A  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
two  hundred  dollars.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  a  proposed  order  which  would  pro- 
hibit the  city  from  procuring  passenger  automobiles 
which  were  not  certified  by  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  as  having  a  city  mileage  rate 
of  twenty-four  miles  per  gallon. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  such  an  order 
would     limit     the     city's    purchasing    options     to 


Chrysler  Corporation  vehicles,  excluding  Ford  and 
Chevrolet,  when  seeking  a  vehicle  with  automatic 
transmission  able  to  accommodate  six  persons  and 
suitable  for  various  drivers  and  uses. 

Unfortunately,  it  has  taken  three  years  for  all 
American  automakers  to  manufacture  a  mid-sized 
vehicle  with  an  EPA  estimate  of  twenty-two  miles 
per   gallon.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws,  chapter  43B,   section   13, 
and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Whereas,  The  City  Council  passed  an  ordinance 
on  September  29,   1977,   forbidding  the  city  from 
purchasing    passenger    automobiles    having    a    city 
mileage    rate   of   less   than    twenty-two    miles    per 
gallon;   and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  vetoed  said  ordinance  on 
October  14,  1977,  stating  that  "my  reasons  for 
disapproval  are  that  your  effort  to  reduce  muni- 
cipal expenditure  on  gasoline,  although  commend- 
able,  is    unrealistic";    and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  argued  that  such  a  mea- 
sure might  be  feasible  a  year  from  today"  and 
actually  three  years  have  expired  with  gasoline 
prices  nearly  doubling;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Herald  American  reported 
on  October  7th,  that  the  City  of  Boston  is  plan- 
ning to  purchase  four  new  1981  Ford  LTDs;  and 
Whereas,  The  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  City 
of  Boston  will  be  more  than  $36,000  for  the  cars 
and  thousands  more  for  gasoline  for  these  guzzlers;

Section    1.     City   of  Boston   Code,    Ordinances, 
Title  I,  section  11  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
at  the  end  of  said  section  the  following: 

No  department,  agency,  board,  or  division  of 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  purchase,  lease,  rent, 
or  otherwise  acquire  any  passenger  automobile 
certified  by  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  of  the  United  States  as  having  a  city 
mileage  rate  of  less  than  twenty-four  miles  per 
gallon  of  gasoline.  The  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  not  apply  to  vehicles  used  for  secur- 
ity, emergency,  and  for  rescue  purposes. 
Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  published  by 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

TO  HOLD  HEARING  RE  INCREASED 
PROPERTY   VALUATIONS   IN  BOSTON 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  According  to  figures  filed  by  the  city 
with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Revenue, 
the  total  assessed  valuation  of  property  in  Boston 
increased  $164  million  over  last  year  from  $1,738 
billion  to  $1,902  billion;  and 

Whereas,  Included  in  this  $164  million  increased 
valuation  were  increased  assessments  for  three- 
quarters  of  Boston's  33,700  single-family  homes, 
some  of  which  totaled  63  percent;  and 

Whereas,  Serious  questions  have  been  raised  as 
to  the  manner  in  which  these  reassessments  were 
determined,  particularly  why  some  neighborhoods 
of  the  city  were  much  more  heavily  impacted  than 
others  and  why  assessments  were  determined  on 
the  basis  of  138  districts  rather  than  on  individual 
property    values;    and 

Whereas,  Further  questions  have  been  raised  as 
to  the  relationship  of  these  increased  assessments 
to  the  city's  compliance  with  court-ordered  100 
percent  property  valuation  which  is  scheduled  to 
be  completed  by   1983;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  result  of  these  increased  valua- 
tions, many  homeowners  and  businesses  have  been 
faced  with  sharply  increased  tax  bills  which  are 
impacting  their  ability  to  be  able  to  continue  to 
afford  to  live  or  run  a  business  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council's  Com-

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
PROHIBITING  SEXUAL  HARASSMENT 
IN  BOSTON 

Coun.  SANSONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  All  people,  both  men  and  women, 
have  the  legal  and  moral  right  to  education,  hous- 
ing, and  employment  opportunities,  free  of  sexual 
harassment;    and 

Whereas,  Many  people,  especially  working 
women,  are  faced  daily  with  the  devastating  pros- 
pect that  their  future  rides  on  the  fulfillment  of 
sexual  favors;  and 

Whereas,  A  survey  conducted  by  the  Working 
Women's  Institute  revealed  that  70  percent  of  the 
women  surveyed  had  been  victims  of  sexual  harass- 
ment at  one  point  in  their  lives;  and 

Whereas,  In  1979,  a  court  in  Colorado  ruled: 
"If  employers  have  reason  to  believe  that  sexual 
demands  are  being  made  on  employees,  they  are 
obligated  to  investigate  the  matter  and  correct  any 
violation  of  the  law.  If  the  employer  fails  to 
respond  to  a  valid  complaint,  he  effectively  con- 
dones illegal  acts";  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  sub- 
stantially as   follows: 

Section  1.  A  person  shall  have  the  right  to  be 
free  from  sexual  harassment  in  the  areas  of  em- 
ployment, housing,    and   education. 

Section  2.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance, 
sexual  harassment  shall  be  defined  as  the  making 
of  a  favorable  response  to  a  sexual  advance  a 
precondition  for  the  receipt  of  any  benefits  in 
employment,  housing,  and  education  and  shall  in- 
clude, but  not  limited  to: 

a)  Repeated  and  unsolicited,  explicit  or  im- 
plicit promises  that  any  person's  employment, 
retention  of  employment,  career  development, 
educational  advancement,  and  housing  oppor- 
tunities will  be  materially  benefited  in  return 
for  sexual  favors; 

b)  Repeated  and  unsolicited,  explicit  or  im- 
plicit threats  that  any  person's  employment,  re- 
tention of  employment,  career  development, 
educational  advancement,  or  housing  opportu- 
nities will  be  adversely  affected  if  sexual  de- 
mands are   rejected;  or 

c)  Deliberate,  repeated,  and  unsolicited  phy- 
sical actions  gestures  or  verbal  or  written  com- 
ments of  a  sexual  nature. 

Section  3.  In  the  case  of  sexual  harassment, 
both  employer  and  person  found  to  be  engaged  in 
sexual  harassment  shall  be  liable. 
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Section  4.  The  superior  and  district  courts  shall 
have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  enforce  this  right 
and  to  award  compensatory  and  punitive  damages.

Whereas,  Recent  studies  in  the  City  of  Boston 
estimate  that  one  out  of  every  four  Bostonians 
suffers  from  some  form  of  handicap,  resulting  in

Whereas,  The  American  Coalition  of  Citizens 
with  Disabilities  estimates  that  out  of  every  six 
people  in  the  nation  one  person  is  disabled  to  a 
degree  which  potentially  excludes  him  from  equal 
access  to  housing,  education,  and  employment 
opportunities;  and 

Whereas,  Question  One  on  the  November  4th 
ballot  in  Massachusetts  asks  voters  to  accept  a 
constitutional  amendment  which  reads:  "No  other- 
wise qualified,  handicapped  individual  shall  solely 
by  reason  of  his  (her)  handicap  be  excluded  from 
the  participation  in,  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be 
subject  to  discrimination  under  any  program  or 
activity  within  the  Commonwealth;  and 

Whereas,  The  adoption  of  this  amendment  would 
guarantee  handicapped  individuals  legal  protection 
against  discrimination  in  the  Commonwealth;   and 

Whereas,  The  General  Court  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  has  overwhelmingly  ac- 
cepted the  amendment  on  two  separate  occasions; 
and 

Whereas,  Presently  two  other  states,  Illinois  and 
Florida,  have  adopted  similar  legislation  which  has 
effectively  protected  the  rights  of  the  handicapped; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  does  on  this  day,  offer  their 
full  support  of  ballot  Question  One,  prohibiting 
discrimination  against  individuals  based  solely  on 
their  handicap;   and   be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  strongly 
urge  the  voters  of  Boston  to  vote  "yes"  on  Ques- 
tion One  on  November  4,  which  will  guarantee 
equal  rights  for  all  handicapped  individuals.

The  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authority  has  reviewed  and  considered  an  indus- 
trial development  project  proposed  by  the  Wilbur 
Theatre  Properties,   Inc. 

The  proposed  project  involves  the  acquisition  of 
the  Wilbur  Theatre  building  located  on  a  10,234 
square-foot  parcel  at  246  Tremont  Street  in  Bos- 
ton, and  the  equipping,  renovation,  and  improve- 
ment of  such  building  for  use  as  a  legitimate 
theatre.  Wilbur  Theatre  Properties,  Inc.  currently 
leases  the  property  from  Tufts  New  England 
Medical  Center  Hospital. 

The  project  is  located  within  the  Theatre  Dis- 
trict Phase  I  CARD  plan  which  has  been  approved 
by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor.  The  project 
has  been  certified  as  consistent  with  the  CARD 
plan  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

The  estimated  total  cost  of  the  project  is  $515,- 
000  which  comprises:  $450,000  for  acquisition; 
$15,000  for  legal  and  financing  fees;  and  $50,000 
for  renovations  and  equipment.  The  firm  plans  to 
finance  up  to  $500,000  of  the  project's  costs  by 
the  issuance   of  industrial   revenue    bonds  by  the 
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city,  acting  by  and  through  the  Authority,  and 
will  finance  the  remaining  costs  or  expenses,  if 
any,  from  its  own  resources.  The  company  has 
expressed  its  willingness  to  enter  into  agreements 
whereby  it  will  make  payment  to  the  city  sufficient 
to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  indus- 
trial development  bonds  as  they  come  due,  and 
to  reimburse  the  city  for  or  indemnify  the  city 
aganist  any  expenses  or  costs  incurred  hereafter 
in  the  event  that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such 
bonds  is  not  accomplished  as  contemplated. 

The  project,  as  projected  by  the  applicant,  will 
provide  employment  in  addition  to  employment 
currently  provided  by  the  company  for  approxi- 
mately forty-four  persons  within  two  years  follow- 
ing completion,  and  thereby  contribute  to  the 
alleviation  of  unemplyoment  in  the  city. 

The  members  of  the  Authority  are  persuaded 
that  this  project  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  economy, 
and  in  the  best  interests,  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The 
members  believe  that  the  project  may  be  properly 
financed  through  the  issuance  of  industrial  devel- 
opment bonds  under  chapter  40D  of  the  General 
Laws  and  that  it  warrants  the  assistance  of  the 
city  in  this  manner.  Accordingly,  we  respectfully 
request  that  the  Mayor  recommend  to  the  Honor- 
able Cily  Council  that  it  approve  the  industrial 
development  project  for  the  company,  the  esti- 
mated cost  thereof  and  the  financing  thereof  under 
chapter  40D  of  the  General  Laws,  all  as  required 
by  section  12  (1)  of  said  chapter  40D.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Authority  and  representatives  of  the 
company  will  undertake  to  provide  to  the  Mayor 
and  the  Honorable  City  Council  any  additional 
information  concerning  the  project  which  you  may 
request.

Wilbur  Theatre  Properties,   Inc. 

The  Wilbur  Theatre  was  originally  built  in  1914 
by  the  Shubert  brothers  and  operated  by  them 
until  1956.  Tufts  New  England  Medical  Center 
acquired  the  property  in  1956.  Jujamcyn  Theatres 
leased  and  operated  the  theatre  from  1956  to  1979. 
In  September,  1979,  when  Jujamcyn  did  not  renew 
their  lease,  Wilbur  Theatre  Properties,  Inc.,  whose 
principals  consist  of  Paul  T.  Ford,  Alan  Light, 
and  James  E.  Mulcahy,  became  the  new  lessee  and 
operators  of  the  theatre,  continuing  its  tradition 
as  a  legitimate  playhouse.  The  proposed  project 
involves  the  acquisition  of  the  Wilbur  Theatre 
building  located  on  a  10,234  square-foot  parcel  at 
246  Tremont  Street  in  Boston,  and  the  equipping, 
renovation,  and  improvement  of  the  building  for 
continued  use  as  a  legitimate  theatre.  The  $515,000 
project  proposes  the  use  of  industrial  revenue 
bonds  to  finance  up  to  $500,000  of  the  project 
costs. 

Wilbur  Theatre  Properties,  Inc.  currently  pro- 
vides employment  for  thirty-nine  people  for  a 
twenty-six-week  period  per  year.  Upon  project 
completion,  the  applicant  expects  to  employ  an 
additional  forty-four  workers  and  extend  the  em- 
ployment period  to  forty  weeks  per  year. 


The  Wilbur  Theatre  is  located  within  the  bound- 
aries of  the  Theatre  District  CARD  plan  which 
was  approved  by  the  state  in  late  October.

In  reply  ot  the  City  Council's  17F  request  dated 
October  23,  1980,  regarding  personnel  vacancies  in 
the  Police  Department,  I  submit  the  following 
point  by  point  response. 

1)  We  are  projecting  a  deficit  in  our  '10'  account 
of  approximately  $900,000  at  this  point  in 
time.  Further,  we  cannot  obtain  a  list  from 
Civil  Service  until  early  next  year.  With  our 
screening  procedures,  the  earliest  we  could 
hire  police  officers  would  be  in  March  of 
1981,  providing  we  could  afford  it. 

2)  The  total  strength  of  all  sworn  personnel  as 
of  October  20,  1980,  was  2,108. 

3)  Assuming  the  order  pertains  to  the  staff 
assistants  to  the  Police  Commissioner  when 
reference  is  made  to  administrative  positions, 


we    currently    have    3    of    the   5    authorized 
positions  filled. 

4)  The  neighborhood  station  houses  you  refer  to 
are  combined  with  5  administrative  stations. 
All  personnel  are  assigned  to  the  adminis- 
trative stations  and  the  number  working  the 
neighborhoods  mentioned  will  flucutate  from 
day  to  day  and  will  change  periodically 
according  to  the  judgment  of  the  deputy 
superintendent  responsible  for  those  sections 
of  the  city. 

In  any  event,  the  total  number  of  officers  to  be 
assigned  to  the  5  administrative  districts  will  ex- 
ceed the  previous  total  of  officers  assigned  to  the 
11  current  districts. 

5)  I  have  no  knowledge  of  a  sum  of  $100,000 
being  held  in  abeyance  by  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. 

6)  We  have  hired  294  police  officers  in  fiscal 
1980  and  none  in  this  fiscal  year.  We  have 
had  88  officers  retire  in  fiscal  1980  and  38 
officers  in  the  first  four  months  of  fiscal 
1981.

FURTHER  REPORT  OF 
COMMITTEE    ON    GOVERNMENT    FINANCE 

Coun.  FLYNN,  for  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

At  a  time  of  national  economic  slowdown,  city 
government  is  often  powerless  to  influence  the 
general  trends  of  rising  inflation  and  growing  un- 
employment. To  a  significant  extent,  Boston  has 
escaped  much  of  the  impact  of  our  national  eco- 
nomic ills.  Our  overall  unemployment  rate  of 
5.7  percent  is  well  below  the  national  average, 
but  nonetheless,  even  a  5.7  percent  unemployment 
rate  means  that  many  workers  and  their  families 
are  unable  to  share  in  the  city's  prosperity.  Even 
more  disturbing  is  the  alarmingly  high  unemploy- 
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ment  rate  among  young  workers  which  is  more 
than  double  the  overall  city  average. 

Besides  bringing  in  more  jobs  to  Boston's 
economy,  the  city  must  also  provide  residents  with 
the  skills  and  work  experience  they  will  need  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  modern  job  market. 
The  sometimes  unfortunate  results  of  the  CETA 
programs  in  the  past  have  shown  that  it  is  not 
enough  to  subsidize  short-term  employment  in  un- 
skilled positions  in  city  government.  Workers  need 
the  training  and  skills  to  obtain  permanent,  un- 
subsidized  jobs  in  the  private  as  well  as  the  public 
sector. 

The  Committee  on  Government  Finance  con- 
ducted a  lengthy  hearing  on  the  above  new  ad- 
ministrator of  the  Employment  and  Economic 
Policy  Administration  (EEPA)  stated  his  priorities 
were  to  strengthen  EEPA's  job  training,  develop- 
ment and  placement  and  to  increase  involvement 
with  the  private  sector  toward  this  end. 

During  FY  '81  overall  funding  from  CETA  and 
other  sources  is  expected  to  be  approximately  $40 
million,  which  represents  a  S10  million  (20  percent) 
reduction  in  funding  over  FY  '80  levels.  Adminis- 
trative staff  has  dropped  33.6  percent  since  the 
beginning  of  FY  '81,  from  506  at  the  end  of  May 
to  336  as  of  the  day  of  the  committee  hearing, 
October  31. 

Considerable  concern  has  been  expressed  by 
members  of  the  City  Council  over  the  fact  the 
Employment  and  Economic  Policy  Administration 
has  never  been  formally  established  by  ordinance. 
In  order  to  address  this  concern,  the  Committee 
on  Government  Finance  has  recommended  passage 
of  the  attached  ordinance  officially  establishing  the 
Employment  and  Economic  Policy  Administration. 
The  proposed  ordinance  not  only  formally  creates 
the  agency,  but  also  contains  a  ceiling  on  the  num- 
ber of  central  administrative  staff  which  EEPA 
may  hire  (300)  and  a  limit  on  the  amount  of  its 
budget  (20  percent)  which  may  be  spent  on  ad- 
ministrative costs. 

In  light  of  the  imminent  change  of  national 
administrations  in  Washington,  the  committee 
urges  immediate  adoption  of  the  attached  dockets 
and  ordinance.  A  protracted  delay  in  authorizing 
application  and  expenditure  of  these  funds  could 
jeopardize  the  city's  receipt  of  these  funds  and 
drastically  set  back  the  city's  efforts  to  improve 
the  economic  future  of  Boston  residents.

them,  and  may  abolish  or  merge  any  such  other 
administrative  units  within  divisions,  as  he  may 
deem  advisable.  The  Administrator  shall  prepare 
and  keep  current  a  statement  of  the  organization 
of  the  department,  of  the  assignment  of  functions 
to  its  various  administrative  units,  offices,  and 
employees,  and  of  the  places  at  which  at  the 
methods  whereby  the  public  may  receive  informa- 
tion or  make  requests. 

Section  3.  The  Employment  and  Economic 
Policy  Administration  shall  develop  and  administer 
programs  in  conjunction  with  federal,  state  and 
local  government,  private  industry  and  non-profit 
organizations  to  employ  more  Bostonians  and  to 
improve  the  general  economic  well  being  of  the 
city.  In  order  to  accomplish  these  ends,  the  Em- 
ployment and  Economic  Policy  Administration 
shall  develop  and   administer  programs  to: 

(a)  train  and  educate  chronically  unemployed 
Boston  residents; 

(b)  establish  referral  and  placement  opportu- 
nities in  unsubsidized  jobs  in  private  and 
public  sector  employment  for  Boston  resi- 
dents; 

(c)  encourage  increased  job  development  in  the 
city,  including  technical  assistance  to  private 
industry  to  hire  and  train  more  Boston 
residents; 

(d)  establish  specialized  programs  to  assist 
handicapped  and  young  people  in  obtaining 
meaningful  employment  opportunities  to 
promote  their  career  development; 

(e)  coordinate  with  private  and  public  school 
systems  to  assist  young  people  in  obtaining 
marketable  job  skills  and  training  as  part 
of  their  education; 

(f)  apply  for  and  expend  federal,  state  and/or 
other  grants  to  assist  in  these  ends  in  con- 
junction with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council.

Dear  Mr.  Dacey: 

This  firm  has  been  retained  as  bond  counsel  in 
respect  of  a  proposed  industrial  development  bond 
issue  by  the  City  of  Boston,  acting  by  and  through 
its  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority 
(the  "IDFA"),  the  proceeds  of  which  would  be 
loaned  to  310  McClellan  Highway  Trust,  a  nominee 
trust,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  an  industrial 
development  facility  in  East  Boston  to  be  leased 
to  Burlington  Northern  Air  Freight,  Inc.  On 
October  8,  1980  the  Boston  City  Council  passed 
an  order  which  recited  that  it  was  intended  to  be 
"official  action"  approving  this  bond  issue  and 
which  contained  the  following  provision: 

'And  be  it  further  ordered,  That  at  least  50 

percent  of  the  employees  be  hired  who  are  bona 

fide  residents  of  Boston  and  at  least  25  percent 

of  the  employees   be   hired   who   are   bona  fide 

residents  of  the  East  Boston  section  of  Boston." 

A  full  copy  of  this  order  is  attached  as  Exhibit 

A    to    this    letter.   This   requirement   of  the   order 

of  October  8,  1980,  is  unique  in  the  experience  of 

this  office. 

Your  office  has  inquired  whether  the  provision 
quoted  above  is  of  concern  to  this  firm,  as  bond 
counsel.  For  the  reasons  stated  below,  this  pro- 
vision indeed  does  give  serious  concern.  There  is 
serious  question  whether  this  firm  could  give  its 
opinion  approving  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  if 
this  language  remains  in  effect. 

To  place  this  letter  in  its  proper  perspective,  it 
is  necessary  to  describe  the  role  of  bond  counsel 
in  an  industrial  development  bond  financing.  In 
brief,  the  responsibilities  of  bond  counsel  include 
the  following:  (1)  ensuring  that  the  general  rev- 
enues and  taxing  power  of  the  municipal  issuer  are 
not  pledged  to  support  the  bonds;  (2)  rendering 
an  opinion  that  the  interest  on  the  bonds  is  exempt 
from  federal  income  taxation;  (3)  rendering  an 
opinion  that  the  various  agreements  and  instru- 
ments have  been  duly  authorized  and  executed  by 
the  issuer  in  accordance  with  the  municipal  charter 
and  ordinances  and  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  that  such  agreements  and  instruments  are 
enforceable  against  the  issuer;  (4)  satisfying  itself 
that  the  documents  are  not  otherwise  contrary  to 
federal,  state  or  local  law;  and  (5)  to  the  extent 
possible,  drafting  the  various  documents  in  such 
a  way  that  the  responsibilities  of  the  parties  are 
expressed  clearly  and  are  not  overly  burdensome 


or  impossible  of  performance.  This  letter  will  focus 
primarily  on  problems  raised  by  the  City  Council 
order  that  affect  the  responsibilities  of  bond  coun- 
sel described  in  clauses  (2)  and  (3).  Those  de- 
scribed in  clauses  (1),  (4)  and  (5)  are  also  affected 
and  are  briefly  referred  to  towards  the  end  of 
this  letter. 

1.  Effectiveness  of  the  Order  of  October  8,  1980 
as  "Official  Action."  The  concept  of  "official 
action"  is  a  federal  tax  concept  which  relates  to 
the  question  whether  the  interest  on  a  bond  is 
exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  and,  accord- 
ingly, affects  the  ability  of  bond  counsel  to  opine 
as  to  taxability.  In  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1954,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  Section  103  (a) 
provides  for  the  exclusion  from  federal  gross  in- 
come of  the  interest  on  state  and  municipal  obliga- 
tions. Section  103  (b),  however,  provides  that  this 
exclusion  does  not  apply  to  the  interest  on  an  in- 
dustrial development  bond  unless  the  bond  falls 
within  any  of  four  categories.  These  four  cate- 
gories include  issues  financing  certain  "exempt 
facilities"  (such  as  convention  or  trade  show  facili- 
ties or  air  or  water  pollution  control  facilities), 
industrial  parks  and  hydroelectric  generating  facili- 
ties and  "small  issues."  The  bond  issue  proposed 
for  310  McClellan  Highway  Realty  Trust  would 
be  a  "small  issue"  industrial  development  bond. 

The  criteria  for  membership  in  each  of  these 
categories  are  highly  technical.  The  requirement  of 
"official  action"  provides  an  excellent  example. 
This  requirement  is  that  before  any  costs  of  a 
project  to  be  financed  by  industrial  development 
bonds  are  paid  or  incurred,  "a  bond  resolution 
with  respect  to  such  [bonds  must  be]  adopted  by, 
or  some  other  smiliar  official  action  toward  the 
issuance  of  such  [bonds]  prior  to  the  construc- 
tion, reconstruction,  or  acquisition  of  the  facility 
to  be  financed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds." 
Treasury  Regulations  Section  1.103-8(a)  (5)  (iii). 
This  Section  is  part  of  the  Treasury  Regulations 
relating  to  the  category  of  industrial  development 
bonds  for  "exempt  facilities."  It  does  not  by  its 
terms  apply  to  the  "small  issue"  category  of  indus- 
trial development  bonds.  In  fact,  there  is  no 
language  in  the  Code,  the  Treasury  Regulations 
or  any  public  Revenue  Ruling  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  (the  "Service")  that  applies  the 
"official  action"  requirement  to  the  "small  issue" 
category.  However,  it  has  long  been  known  that 
the  Service  applies  some  version  of  the  "official 
action"  requirements  to  "small  issues."  On  July 
29,  1980,  in  a  private  ruling,  the  Service  confirmed 
this.  It  wrote: 

"Although   1.103-8  (a)  (5)    of  the   regulations 
does  not  specifically  refer  to  property  financed 
under  section  103  (b)  (6)  of  the  Code   [that  is, 
'small  issues'],  there  is  no  reason  why  the  pur- 
pose behind  this  regulation  should  not   also  be 
applicable    to    property    financed    under    section 
103   (b)   (6).  .   .   .   Therefore,  we  believe  that  it 
is  appropriate  to   apply,   by   analogy,   the   rules 
under    section    1.103-8  (a)  (5)    to    bond    issues 
under    section    103  (b)  (6)."    CCH    IRS    Letter 
Rulings  Reports,  LTR  8043078   (July  29,  1980). 
The  Service's  expansive  interpretation  of  a  regu- 
lation which  appears  on  its  face  to  be  limited  in 
scope  emphasizes  that  bond  counsel  should  tread 
carefully  in   interpreting  and  applying  the  law   in 
this  area. 
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Our  concern  that  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
may  run  afoul  of  this  "official  action"  requirement 
derives  from  uncertainty  whether  the  provision  of 
the  order  quoted  above  constitutes  a  condition  upon 
the  city's  intention  to  issue  the  bonds.  Although 
our  research  has  found  no  regulation  or  revenue 
ruling  directly  on  point,  in  several  revenue  rulings 
the  Service  has  addressed  the  question  whether 
certain  actions  of  municipal  authorities  were  effec- 
tive "official  action."  (These  rulings  concern  only 
the  category  of  "exempt  facilities,"  but  presumably 
the  Service  would  apply  them  as  well  to  the  cate- 
gory of  "small  issues.")  The  rule  that  has  em- 
erged is  the  following: 

"The  adoption  by  a  governing  body  of  a  poli- 
tical subdivision  of  a  resolution  evidencing  a 
present  intention  to  have  the  political  subdivision 
issue  obligations  to  finance  a  specific  exempt 
facility  will  satisfy  the  requirement  of  section 
1.103-8  (a)  (5)  (iii)  provided  that  such  govern- 
ing body  is  authorized  to  have  such  obligations 
issued."  Revenue  Ruling  79-320,  79-2  Cum. 
Bull.   35. 

We  are  left  with  the  problem  that  the  city  ap- 
pears to  have  placed  a  condition  on  its  approval 
of  the  project  and  that  the  question  whether  this 
condition  can  and  will  be  satisfied  cannot  be 
answered  until  the  project  has  been  completed. 
Since  construction  cannot  begin  until  "official 
action,"  has  occurred,  the  borrower  is  caught  in 
the  conundrum  of  th?  chicken  and  the  egg:  it 
cannot  begin  construction  until  it  has  "official 
action,"  and  it  cannot  have  "official  action"  until 
it  has  finished  the  project.  The  city's  purpose 
should  be  accomplished  in  a  way  that  does  not 
suggest  that  the  city  has  placed  a  condition  on  its 
approval  of  the  bond  issue. 

2  Authorization  under  State  Law.  A  second 
question  exists  as  to  whether  a  municipality's  im- 
position of  employee  residency  requirements  as  a 
condition  to  approval  of  an  industrial  development 
bond  violates  the  provisions  of  Mass.  G.L.  c.  40D 
("Chapter  40D").*  This  question  relates  to 
whether  bond  counsel  can  give  its  opinion  that  the 
bond  documents  have  been  properly  and  duly 
authorized. 

Chapter  40D  describes,  frequently  in  minute 
detail,  the  process  whereby  industrial  development 
bonds  may  be  issued  by  a  municipality.  Legisla- 
tion "comprehensively  describing"  a  given  subject 
matter  "may  reasonably  be  inferred  as  intended 
to  preclude  the  exercise  of  any  [independent  or 
additional]  local  power  or  function  on  the  same 
subject  because  otherwise  the  legislative  purpose 
of  [the]  statute  would  be  frustated."  Bloom  v. 
Worcester,  363  Mass.  136,  155   (1973). 

Furthermore,  "[a]  conclusion  that  the  legisla- 
ture intended  to  preempt  a  subject"  is  particularly 
likely  "if  the  Legislature  has  explicitly  limited  the 
manner  in  which  cities  and  towns  may  act  on  that 
subject."  Id. 

In  Chapter  40D  the  Legislature  provided  for  a  local 
assessment  of  the  need  for  industrial  development, 
including  specifically  a  local  assessment  of  the  prob- 
lems of  unemployment.  Chapter  40D,  Section  2.  The 
statute  broadly  defines  the  powers  of  a  muni- 
cipality acting  by  and  through  its  industrial  devel- 
opment  financing   authority,   including   the   power 


to  "make  contracts  of  every  name  and  nature." 
Chapter  40D,  Section  7  (a)  (iv).  The  Legislature 
has  just  as  specifically  provided,  however,  that  the 
governing  body  of  a  municipality  wishing  to  issue 
an  industrial  development  bond  must  take  the 
following  three  steps,  none  of  which  provides  for 
conditional  action:  (1)  a  vote  to  "approve  the 
project,"  (2)  a  vote  to  approve  "the  estimated 
cost"  of  the  project,  and  (3)  a  vote  to  approve 
"thv.  financing"  of  the  project  by  issuing  bonds. 
Chapter  40D,  Section  12  (1).  (All  three  approv- 
als can,  of  course,  be  accomplished  on  a  single 
vote.)  In  addition,  an  intent  to  preclude  condi- 
tional approval  by  the  governing  body  of  a  muni- 
cipality may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that  else- 
where in  the  same  statute  the  Legislature  expli- 
citly extended  such  power  of  conditional  approval 
to  the  Massachusetts  Industrial  Finance  Agency 
("MIFA").    Chapter  40D,  Section   12  (k). 

Within  the  statutory  scheme  of  Chapter  40D, 
the  imposition  of  conditions  by  the  City  Council 
is  a  questionable  assumption  of  authority  not 
clearly  granted  by  the  Legislature.  Again,  the 
order  of  the  City  Council  poses  vexing  problems 
that  could  be  avoided  by  removing  the  condition 
to  the  city's  approval. 

3.  Other  Questions.  As  noted  above,  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  bond  counsel  reach  well  beyond 
merely  giving  opinions  that  bonds  are  tax-exempt 
and  duly  authorized.  The  language  of  the  City 
Council  order  implicates  these  other  responsibili- 
ties as  well.  For  example,  whereas  it  is  the  re- 
sponsibility of  bond  counsel  to  strive  for  docu- 
mentation that  clearly  sets  forth  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  the  parties,  the  order  contains 
ambiguit.es.  It  is  not  clear,  for  example,  whether 
the  percentage  requirements  apply  only  to  the 
initial  hiring  or  will  apply  continually,  so  long 
as  the  project  is  in  use.  Nor  is  it  altogether  clear 
whether  the  50  percent  of  employees  from  Boston 
and  the  25  percent  of  employees  from  East  Boston 
can  overlap,  or  whether  a  total  of  75  percent 
must  be  from  Boston  and  one-third  of  those  from 
East  Boston. 

Even  more  importantly,  it  is  also  the  responsi- 
bility of  bond  counsel  to  be  satisfied  that  the  bond 
documents  do  not  violate  other  federal,  state  or 
city  law^.  By  establishing  minimum  percentages  of 
employees  with  certain  residencies,  the  order  runs 
the  risk  that,  as  applied,  it  may  run  afoul  of 
federal  and  state  laws  and  constitutional  provisions 
which  prohibit  discrimination  in  employment.  For 
example,  if  a  qualified  resident  of  another  part  of 
Boston  were  rejected  in  favor  of  a  less  qualified 
resident  of  East  Boston,  the  more  qualified 
person  might  well  have  cause  to  complain.  There 
is  a  constitutional  distaste  for  percentage  require- 
ments. A  sensitive,  balanced  program  of  employ- 
ment opportunity  development  is  far  better  posi- 
tioned to  survive  constitutional  attack.  Such  would 
also  avoid  certain  constitutional  difficulties  that 
might    otherwise    arguably    inhere    in    a    munici- 

*We  are  not  concerned  here  with  the  provisions 
of  a  trust  agreement.  An  industrial  development 
financing  authority  is  authorized  to  require  in  a 
trust  agreement  such  provisions  as  "the  authority 
may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security 
of  the  bondholders."    Mass.  G.L.   c.  40D,  s.  9. 
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pality  imposing  conditions  in  favor  of  its  own 
residents.  See  Dean  Milk  Co.  v.  City  of  Madison, 
340  U.S.  349  (1951).  An  approach  whereby  the 
user  of  the  project  would  agree  to  work  with  em- 
ployment development  agencies  is  far  preferable, 
from  a  legal  as  well  as  practical  standpoint,  to  the 
imposition  of  percentage   requirements. 

This  letter  has  attempted  to  explain  in  some 
detail  the  reasons  why  as  bond  counsel  we  feel 
we  cannot  approve  the  proposed  bonds  to  finance 
a  project  that  seems  to  us  to  be  only  conditionally 
approved  and  to  suffer  from  other  legal  and  prac- 
tical difficulties. 

We  have  reviewed  the  letter  dated  October  28, 
1980  from  Burlington  Northern  Air  Freight,  Inc. 
to  you,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as 
Exhibit  B.  We  believe  that  the  approach  taken  in 
that  letter  represents  a  practical  accommodation 
of  needs  and  interests  of  the  parties  and  that  this 
approach  avoids  the  legal  and  practical  problems 
raised  by  the  City  Council's  order  of  October  8, 
1980.  Consequently,  we  have  suggested  to  Cor- 
poration Counsel  and  to  your  legal  counsel  that 
a  proposal  be  submitted  to  amend  the  October  8 
order  to  delete  the  language  quoted  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  letter  and  add  a  "whereas"  clause  re- 
fening  to  the  substance  of  the  Burlington  Northern 
letter.

Whereas,  An  industrial  development  project  is 
proposed  for  the  City  of  Boston  by  the  Industrial 
Development  Financing  Authority  (hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  the  "Authority")  to  be  owned  by  310 
McClellan  Highway  Realty  Trust  (the  "Trust") 
and  used  by  Burlington  Northern  Air  Freight,  Inc.

Whereas,  Said  development  project  will  consist 
generally  of  (1)  construction  on  a  1.067  acre  site 
at  31C  McClellan  Highway,  East  Boston,  of  a  two- 
story  facility  containing  approximately  15,675 
square  feet,  of  which  approximately  12,375  square 
feet  will  be  used  for  warehouse/truck  docking 
space  and  the  balance  will  be  used  for  related 
office  space;  and  (2)  necessary  site  improvements, 
includirg  the  installation  oi  utilities;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  industrial  development  project 
is  to  be  owned  by  the  Trust  and  the  Trust  has 
expiessed  willingness  to  make  payments  sufficient 
to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  industrial 
development  bonds  of  the  city  issued  to  pay  costs 
of  said  project  and  the  current  expenses  of  the 
city,  acting  by  or  through  the  Authority,  incurred 
in  connection  therewith  and  to  reimburse  the  city 
for  or  indemnify  the  city  against  any  such  ex-

Whereas,  The  estimated  cost  of  said  industrial 
development  project  is  $899,500  and  the  Trust  has 
requested  financing  through  industrial  development 
bonds  in  the  amount  of  $800,000  and  has  indicated 
its  willingness  to  finance  the  balance  of  said  es- 
timated cost  of  said  project  and  costs  of  said 
project  in  excess  of  said  estimated  cost  other  than 
by  the  issue  of  industrial  development  bonds  and 
it  appears  that  said  development  project  may  be 
financed  through  the  issuance  of  industrial  devel- 
opment bonds  by  the  city,  acting  by  and  through 
the  Authority,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 40D  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws;  and 

Whereas,  The  financing  in  part  or  in  whole  of 
this  project  through  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
industrial  revenue  bonds  is  intended  to  be  an 
inducement  for  the  Trust  and  Burlington  to  con- 
struct and  improve  the  proposed  project  in  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  This  order  if  intended  as  official 
action  as  contemplated  by  the  provisions  of  I.R.C. 
section  103(b)(6)  and  the  regulations  thereunder, 
as  they  may  now  and  hereafter  exist,  in  order  to 
confer  the  benefit  of  exemption  from  federal  in- 
come taxation  upon  the  interest  on  these  bonds; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Industrial  Development 
Financing  Authority  has  adopted  an  initial  favor- 
able resolution  with  respect  to  this  industrial 
development  and  has  indicated  its  willingness  to 
finance  the  construction  and  improvement  of  the 
project  described  above  through  a  lease,  purchase 
and  sale  agreement,  loan  agreement  or  other 
financing  agreement  pursuant  to  said  Chapter  40D 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  approves  the  industrial  development  proj- 
ect for  the  Trust  and  Burlington  hereinbefore 
described  the  estimated  cos!  thereof  and  financing 
of  said  project  through  bonds  issued  by  the  city, 
acting  by  and  through  the  Authority,  pursuant 
to  Chapter  40D  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended, 
in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $800,000; 
provioed  however,  that  such  bonds  shall  not  con- 
stitute a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

DiCARA  moved  that  the  order  approved 
October  8,  1980,  be  rescinded  and  the  new  order 
be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules.

Whereas,  Passage  of  Proposition  2Vi  in  its  pres- 
ent form  will  mean  the  anticipated  loss  of  ap- 
proximately $87  million  to  the  City  of  Boston  in 
FY  '82,  notwithstanding  the  uncertain  pressures 
of  double  digit  inflation;  and 

Whereas,  The  city's  fixed  costs,  including  Debt 
Service,  Retirement  Contributions  and  MBTA 
Assessments,  will  approach  a  quarter  of  a  billion 
dollars  in  FY  '82,  which  will  absorb  over  half  of 
the  allowable  property  tax  levy;   and 

Whereas,  As  a  result  of  these  factors,  the  city 
faces  the  very  real  prospect  of  drastic  cutbacks 
in  all  agencies,  including  Police,  Fire  and  Public 
Works  Departments  and  the  total  elimination  of 
many  human  services  programs; 

Whereas,  The  task  of  responsibility  addressing 
the  voters  mandate  in  Proposition  2Vi  to  reduce 
government  waste  and  excessive  spending  will 
require  an  ongoing  co-operative  effort  among 
elected  officials,  business  and  labor  leaders  and 
neighborhood  residents  in  order  to  establish  fiscal 
and  public  safety  priorities;  and 

Whereas,  All  residents  of  the  city  have  an  im- 
portant stake  in  the  final  outcome  of  these  budget 
reductions  which  must  be  considered  well  in  ad- 
vance of  the  official  submission  of  the  FY  '82 
operating  budget  by  the  Mayor  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil; now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Government 
Finance  convene  a  series  of  public  hearings  which 
will  bring  together  a  broad  representation  of  gov- 
ernment, business,  labor  and  community  leaders 
to  assess  the  financial  impact  of  Proposition  2Vi 
on  the  delivery  of  city  services  in  order  to  begin 
the  formulation  of  budget  priorities  and  inventive 
means  of  financing  a  more  efficient  delivery  of 
essential  city  services;  and,  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  representatives  from  the  city  ad- 
ministration, the  Boston  Municipal  Research 
Bureau,  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, the  Boston  School  Department,  local  labor 
unions  representing  city  workers  and  local  civic 
organizations  be  invited  to  participate  in  this 
process.

17F  RE  SECTION  7  OF  PROPOSITION  V/i

In  light  of  the  below-mentioned  considerations, 
does  Section  7  of  the  recently  enacted  Proposition 
2Vi  repeal  limited  fiscal  autonomy  for  the  City  of 
Boston? 

1.    Proposition  2Vi,  at  section  7,  expressly  repeals 
M.G.L.,  Section   34,   which  provides   for  fiscal

autonomy  for  the  school  committees  of  Massa- 
chusetts cities  and  towns.  Proposition  IV2  en- 
acts a  new  section  34  which  provides,  in  part, 
that  "No  city  or  town  shall  be  required  to 
provide  more  money  for  the  support  of  the 
public  schools  than  is  appropriated  by  vote  of 
the  legislative  body  of  the  city  or  town." 

2.  By  court  ruling,  section  34  does  not  affect  the 
Boston  School  Committee's  limited  fiscal  auton- 
omy, (See  throne  v.  Boston,  364  Mass.  403 
(1973).  The  precise  holding  in  Pirrone  is  that 
Boston's  limited  fiscal  autonomy,  provided  for 
under  a  special  act  at  St.  1936,  c.  244  as 
amended,  is  not  repealed  by  a  general  statute, 
M.G.L.  c.  71,  section  34,  which  provides  for 
fiscal  autonomy  for  all  other  Massachusetts 
cities  and  towns.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  at 
first  glance,  that  since  the  enactment  of  Section 
34  had  no  effect  on  Boston's  limited  fiscal 
autonomy,  then  the  repeal  of  Section  34  should 
also  have  no  effect. 

3.  But  the  rationale  behind  the  Pirrone  decision, 
aside  from  the  specific  holding,  would  seem  to 
support  an  interpretation  of  the  new  section 
34,  as  enacted  by  Proposition  2>/2,  which  re- 
quires that  Boston's  limited  fiscal  autonomy  be 
seen  as  impliedly  repealed.  The  rationale  in 
Pirrone  was  that  in  enacting  limited  fiscal 
autonomy  for  Boston,  the  legislature  "intended 
that  the  Boston  School  Committee  should  have 
less  budgetary  autonomy  than  schools  in  other 
Massachusetts  cities  and  towns."  (Pirrone,  364 
Mass.  at  412).  It  would  thus  be  ironic  if  the 
special  act  providing  for  Boston's  limited  fiscal 
autonomy,  intended  to  give  the  Boston  School 
Committee  less  control  over  its  budget  than 
other  Massachusetts'  school  committees,  should 
not  be  seen  as  impliedly  repealed  when  the 
broader  fiscal  autonomy  of  other  Massachu- 
setts school  committees  is  repealed.  The  usual 
rule  is  that  a  case's  holding  only  extends  as 
far  as  its  rationale.  Where  the  rationale  in 
Pirrone  was  a  perceived  legislative  to  especially 
limit  the  budgetary  autonomy  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee,  the  holding  in  Pirrone  which 
was  based  on  this  rationale  cannot  now  be  used 
to  give  the  Boston  School  Committee  greater 
budgetary  autonomy  than  that  now  enjoyed  by 
other  Massachusetts'  cities  and  towns  under  the 
new  section  34. 

4.  The  language  of  the  new  section  34,  although 
it  does  not  specifically  address  or  require  the 
repeal  of  the  special  acts  providing  for  Boston's 
limited  fiscal  autonomy  (St.  1936,  c.  224,  as 
amended),  is  couched  in  such  broad  language 
as  to  seem  by  clear  implication  to  require  the 
repeal  of  limited  fiscal  autonomy.  The  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  has  ruled  that  "A  statute  is  not 
to  be  deemed  to  repeal  or  supersede  a  prior 
statute  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  absence  of 
express  words  to  that  effect  or  of  clear  impli- 
cation. "Kardas  v.  Board  of  Selectmen  of 
Dedham,  392  N.E.  2nd  544,  546  (Mass.  App. 
1979).  The  words  in  the  new  Section  34  would 
certainly  seem  to  work  an  implied  repeal  since 
they  satisfy  the  standard  for  repeal  by  "clear 
implication":  "No  city  or  town  shall  be  re- 
quired to  provide  more  money  for  support  of 
the  public  schools  than  is  appropriated  by  vote 
of  the  legislative  body  of  the  city  or  town." 
(Emphasis   added.) 


The  broad  language  of  the  new  section  34  may 
also  provide  the  "strong  terms"  necessary  to 
show  a  legislative  intent  to  impliedly  repeal  a 
special  act  by  a  general  act.  Haffner  v.  Director 
of  Public  Safety  of  Lawrence,  329  Mass.  709, 
714  (1953).  The  words  "no  city  or  town"  in 
the  new  Section  34  may  be  sufficient  to  satisfy 
the  standard  of  "strong  terms"  and  require, 
therefore,  that  the  special  act  providing  for 
Boston's  limited  fiscal  autonomy  be  seen  as 
repealed  by  a  general  act  abolishing  any  form 
of  fiscal  autonomy. 
5.  Even  if  the  letter  of  the  new  section  34  is  not 
seen  as  repealing  Boston's  limited  fiscal  auton- 
omy, then  the  spirit  of  the  new  Section  34  may 
require  that  interpretation.  The  Supreme  Judi- 
cial Court  has  said  that  thought  "ordinarily  the 
repeal  of  a  statute  by  implication  is  not  favored 
by  the  law  ...  it  is  a  recognized  principle 
'that  the  enactment  of  a  statute  which  seems  to 
have  been  intended  to  cover  the  whole  subject 
to  which  it  relates,  impliedly  repeals  all  existing 
statutes  touching  the  subject.'  Homer  v.  City 
of  Fall  River,  326  Mass.  673,  676  (1951).  The 
new  Section  34  "seems  to  have  been  intended 
to  cover  the  whole  subject"  of  independent 
budget-setting  by  school  committees  whether 
the  budget-setting  took  the  form  of  fiscal  auton- 
omy, which  applies  to  all  school  committees 
except  Boston's,  or  limited  fiscal  autonomy, 
which  applies  only  to  Boston.

After  December 
tenth  in  each  year  the  city  auditor  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  in  each  instance,  apply 
any  income  and  taxes  not  disposed  of  and  make 
transfers  from  any  appropriation  to  any  other 
appropriation  for  the  purpose  only  of  closing  the 
accounts  of  the  fiscal  year."

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty 

An    Ordinance     Creating    the     Employment     and 

Economic  Policy  Administration. 
Be  it    ordained   by   the   City   Council   of   Boston, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions   of  Massa- 
chusetts  General  Laws   Chapter  43B,   Section 
13,  and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  accordance  with  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Ordinance  2,  Section  752,  there  is  hereby 
created  a  city  department  to  be  known  as  the 
Employment  and  Economic  Policy  Administration 
(hereinafter  "EEPA")  which  shall  be  under  the 
charge  of  an  officer,  known  as  the  Administrator, 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  Monday  of  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor  is 
elected,  who  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  law. 

Section  2.  Subject  to  funding,  the  Administrator 
shall  be  the  appointing  authority  and  from  time  to 
time  shall  establish  within  the  department  such 
divisions  and  administrative  units  within  such  divi- 
sions as  may  be  necessary  for  the  efficient  and 
economical  administration  of  the  department,  and 
when  necessary  for  such  purpose,  he  may  abolish 
any  such  division,  or  he  may  merge  any  two  or 
more  of  them,  and  may  abolish  or  merge  any  such 
other   administrative   units   within    divisions   as   he 
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may  deem  advisable.  The  Administrator  shall  pre- 
pare and  keep  current  a  statement  of  the  organi- 
zation of  the  department,  of  the  assignment  of 
functions  to  its  various  administrative  units,  offices, 
and  employees,  and  of  the  places  at  which,  and 
the  methods  whereby,  the  public  may  receive  in- 
formation or  make  requests.  The  Administration 
shall  annually  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  of  August 
provide  to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  City  Council  a 
detailed  report  of  the  activity  of  the  agency,  its 
projects  and  plans,  and  comments  on  its  progress 
in  attacking  and  solving  the  problem  of  unemploy- 
ment. 

Section  3.  The  Employment  and  Economic 
Policy  Administration  shall  develop  and  administer 
programs  in  conjunction  with  federal,  state  and 
local  government,  private  industry  and  non-profit 
organizations  to  employ  more  Bostonians  and  to 
improve  the  general  economic  well  being  of  the 
city.  In  order  to  accomplish  these  ends,  the  Em- 
ployment and  Economic  Policy  Administration 
shall  develop  and  administer  programs  to: 

(a)  train  and  educate  chronically  unemployed 
Boston  residents; 

(b)  establish  referral  and  placement  oppor- 
tunities in  unsubsidized  jobs  in  private  and 
public  sector  employment  for  Boston  residents; 

(c)  encourage  increased  job  development  in 
the  city,  including  technical  assistance  to  private 
industry  to  hire  and  train  more  Boston  residents; 

d)  establish  specialized  programs  to  assist 
handicapped  and  young  people  in  obtaining 
meaningful  employment  opportunities  to  pro- 
mote their  career  development; 

(e)  coordinate  with  private  and  public  school 
systems  to  assist  people  in  obtaining  marketable 
job  skills  and  training  as  part  of  their  educa- 
tion; 

(f)  apply  for  and  expend  federal,  state  and/ 
or  other  grants  to  assist  in  these  ends  in  con- 
junction with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council. 

Section  4.  No  more  than  twenty  percent  (20%) 
of  the  annual  operating  budget  of  the  Employment 
and  Economic  Policy  Administration  may  be  ex- 
pended on  administrative  staff  and  overhead  costs. 
In  any  case,  no  more  than  three  hundred  (300) 
administrative  personnel,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
residents  of  Boston,  may  be  employed  by  the 
Employment  and  Economic  Policy  Administration 
after  December  31,  1980. 

All  administrative  staff  positions  in  EEPA  shall 
be  filled  and  held  subject  to  the  receipt  by  the 
city  of  funds  from  the  United  States  for  the 
various  programs  set  forth  in  Section  3  above.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts  General   Laws   chapter   43B,  section    13, 
and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Whereas,  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  and 
chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  declared  a  public 
emergency  in  the  City  of  Boston  because  of  the 
substantial   shortage   of   rental   housing   accommo- 
dations which   was   producing   a  serious  threat  to 
the  public  health,  safety,  and  welfare;   and 

Whereas,    A    serious    housing    emergency    con- 
tinues to  exist  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  the  vacancy 
rate  for  rental  housing  units  is  critically  low;  and 
Whereas,  The  increasing  number  of  rental  units 
being  converted  into  condominiums  in  the  City  of 


Boston  has  risen  300  percent  in  the  past  three 
years,  thus  further  contributing  to  the  city's 
housing  crisis,  especially  for  many  elderly  and 
low-  and  middle-income  residents;  and 

Whereas,  The  conversion  of  apartment  units 
into  condominiums  has  led  to  widescale  evictions 
and  displacement  in  many  neighborhoods  of  the 
city,  leaving  many  residents  unable  to  live  in  safe, 
decent,   and  affordable  housing;   and 

Whereas,  Condominium  conversion  evictions 
pose  a  serious  threat  to  the  stability  of  life  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  especially  for  the  elderly  and  those 
living  on  fixed  incomes;  and 

Whereas,  Unless  action  is  taken  to  protect  resi- 
dents of  the  city  from  evictions  as  a  result  of 
condominium  conversions,  many  lifelong  residents 
will  be  permanently  uprooted  from  their  homes 
and  neighborhoods;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  37  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1979  "Regulating  Evictions  for  Condominium 
Conversions"  and  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1975,  as  amended,  "Regulating  Certain  Residential 
Rents  and  Evictions"  are  hereby  amended  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Scope.  Section  1  (e)  (vi)  of  chap- 
ter 15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  to  the 
beginning  of  said  subsection  the  following  words: 
"Except  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  an  action 
to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion";

15   of  the  Ordinances   of  1975,   as   amended,  is 
hereby   further   amended   by    adding   after    sub- 
section (k)  the  following  new  subsection: 
(1)     Condominium    unit:    a    unit    in    a    condo- 
minium  as   that   term   is   defined   in   chapter 
183A  of  the  General  Laws. 
Section  3.    Evictions. 

A.  Section  204  of  chapter  37  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1979  is  hereby  amended  by  deleting 
the  section  in  its  entirety  and  substituting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

Section  204.  Evictions.  No  person  shall 
bring  any  action  to  recover  possession  of  a 
housing  accommodation  for  the  purpose  of  a 
conversion  eviction. 

B.  Section  8  (a)  of  chapter  15  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1975,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  subsections  (viii)  and 
(x)  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: 

(viii)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  pos- 
session in  good  faith  for  use  and  occupancy 
of  himself,  or  his  children,  parents,  brother, 
sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in- 
law,  or  daughter-in-law,  except  if  the  housing 
accommodation  is  a  condominium  or  cooper- 
ative unit  held  by  a  tenant  who  held  it  when 
the  landlord  became  its  owner. 

(x)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his 
purpose  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
and  purposes  of  this  ordinance.  Conversion  of 
a  housing  accommodation  to  a  condominium 
or  cooperative  unit  shall  not  be  a  just  cause 
to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommo- 
dation.

(c)  the  landlord,  his  agents,  or  anyone  act- 
ing on  behalf  of  the  landlord  has  made  any 
attempt  to  market  any  unit  in  the  building  in 
which  the  subject  housing  accommodation  is 
located  as  a  condominium  unit  within  one 
year  of  the  commencement  of  the  action  to 
recover  possession;  or 

(d)  any  tenant  residing  in  a  building  in 
which  the  subject  housing  accommodation 
is  located  has  received  within  one  year 
of  commencement  of  the  action  taken  to  re- 
cover possession  any  notices,  communications 
or  information  from  the  landlord  or  his  agents 
indicating  that  the  building  will  be  or  has 
been  converted  into  condominiums  or  a  co- 
operative; or 

(e)  any  other  action  has  been  taken  by  the 
landlord,  his  agents,  or  anyone  acting  on  be- 
half of  the  landlord  with  a  view  toward  con- 
vening a  housing  accommodation  to  any  other 
residential  use  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit. 
Section  5.    Cooperatives:  Definitions.

Economic  Policy  Administration 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts  General   Laws   chapter   43B,   section    13, 
and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section    1.    In   accordance  with  City  of  Boston 
Code,   Ordinance   2,   section   752,   there   is    hereby 
created    a    city   department    to    be    known   as    the 
Employment  and  Economic  Policy  Administration 
(hereinafter    "EEPA"')   which  shall   be   under   the 
charge  of  an  officer,  known  as  the  Administrator, 
appointed  by   the   Mayor  for   a  term  expiring  on 
the   first   Monday   of   January   following   the   next 
biennial   municipal  election   at  which   a   Mayor  is 
elected,   who  shall  have   the   powers   and   perform 
the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  law. 


Section  2.  Subject  to  funding,  the  Administrator 
shall  be  the  appointing  authority  and  from  time  to 
time  shall  establish  within  the  department  such 
divisions  and  administrative  units  within  such  divi- 
sions as  may  be  necessary  for  the  efficient  and 
economical  administration  of  the  department,  and 
when  necessary  for  such  purpose,  he  may  abolish 
any  such  division,  or  he  may  merge  any  two  or 
more  of  them,  and  may  abolish  or  merge  any  such 
other  administrative  units  within  divisions  as  he 
may  deem  advisable.  The  Administrator  shall  pre- 
pare and  keep  current  a  statement  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  department,  of  the  assignment  of  func- 
tions to  its  various  administrative  units,  offices, 
and  employees,  and  of  the  places  at  which,  and 
the  methods  whereby,  the  public  may  receive  in- 
formation or  make  requests.  The  Administration 
shall  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  of  August  provide 
to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  City  Council  a  detailed 
report  of  the  activity  of  the  agency,  its  projects 
and  plans,  and  comments  on  its  progress  in  attack- 
ing and  solving  the  problem  of  unemployment. 

Section  3.  The  Employment  and  Economic  Policy 
Administration  shall  develop  and  administer  pro- 
grams in  conjunction  with  federal,  state,  and  local 
government,  private  industry  and  nonprofit  organi- 
zations to  employ  more  Bostonians  and  to  improve 
the  general  economic  well-being  of  the  city.  In 
order  to  accomplish  these  ends,  the  Employment 
and  Economic  Policy  Administration  shall  develop 
and  administer  programs  to: 

(a)  train  and  educate  chronically  unemployed 
Boston  residents; 

(b)  establish  referral  and  placement  opportuni- 
ties in  unsubsidized  jobs  in  private  and  pub- 
lic sector  employment  for  Boston  residents; 

(c)  encourage  increased  job  development  in  the 
city,  including  technical  assistance  to  private 
industry  to  hire  and  train  more  Boston 
residents; 

(d)  establish  specialized  programs  to  assist  handi- 
capped and  young  people  in  obtaining  mean- 
ingful employment  opportunities  to  promote 
their  career  development; 

(e)  coordinate  with  private  and  public  school 
systems  to  assist  people  in  obtaining  market- 
able job  skills  and  training  as  part  of  their 
education; 

(f)  apply  for  and  expend  federal,  state  and  /or 
other  grants  to  assist  in  these  ends  in  con- 
junction with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council. 

Section  4.  No  more  than  20  percent  of  the 
annual  operating  budget  of  the  Employment  and 
Economic  Policy  Administration  may  be  expended 
on  administrative  staff  and  overhead  costs.  In  any 
case,  no  more  than  280  administrative  personnel, 
all  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  Boston,  may  be 
employed  by  the  Employment  and  Economic 
Policy  Administration  after  December  31,   1980. 

All  administrative  staff  positions  in  EEPA  shall 
be  filled  and  held  subject  to  the  receipt  by  the  city 
of  funds  from  the  United  States  for  the  various 
programs  set  forth  in  section  3  above.  All  qualified 
residents  of  the  city  shall  have  an  equal  oppor- 
tunity for  appointment  to  such  positions  and  shall 
enjoy  equal  protection  in  the  holding  of  such 
positions.

INTERIM   REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
GOVERNMENT  FINANCE 

Coun.  FLYNN,  for  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Government  Finance  has 
conducted  five  public  hearings  of  the  "debit  trans- 
fer" order  filed  by  Councillors  McDonough  and 
Langone.  Testimony  presented  before  the  Com- 
mittee showed  that  $7.3  million  had  been  encum- 
bered by  the  City  Auditor  for  anticipated  "debit 
transfers"  into  other  departments.  Almost  half  of 
that  total,  $3.5  million,  had  been  encumbered  from 
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the  city's  essential  public  health  and  safety  depart- 
ments— Police,  Fire,  and  Health  and  Hospitals — 
for  transfer  into  other  less  essential,  but  more 
political  agencies,  such  as  the  Office  of  Public 
Service  and  the  Public  Facilities  Departments. 

During  the  course  of  these  hearings,  it  became 
clear  that  a  major  reason  for  the  transfers  was  to 
fund  the  operation  of  various  new  city  agencies, 
such  as  the  Office  of  Communications,  Energy 
Office,  Boards  and  Commissions  and  the  Office  of 
Policy  Management,  whose  creation  had  been  re- 
jected earlier  this  year  by  the  City  Council  during 
the  deliberations  on  the  FY  1981  city  operating 
budget. 

The  Committee  is  deeply  disturbed  about  the 
circumvention  of  the  city's  budgetary  review  pro- 
cess which  these  "debit  transfers"  represent.  Despite 
repeated  requests  by  the  Committee  and  passage 
of  a  17F  order  by  the  full  Council  on  December 
3,  1980,  the  administration  has  not  supplied  copies 
of  memoranda  and /or  department  head  agreements 
explaining  the  specific  purpose  and  justification  of 
the  transfers.  Nor  did  testimony  from  individual 
department  heads  supply  much  light  on  the  sub- 
ject, for  much  of  the  testimony  presented  con- 
flicting and  contradictory  accounts  of  the  purpose 
of  the  transfers  between  departments. 

Clearly,  the  question  before  the  Council  is  not 
just  one  of  proper  city  budget  priorities.  It  is  a 
question  of  an  assault  of  the  legislative  process 
in  the  city  which,  if  not  challenged,  will  destroy 
the  system  of  budgetary  checks  and  balances  pro- 
vided for  in  the  City  Charter. 

In  light  of  the  serious  legal,  legislative,  and  fiscal 
questions  raised  by  the  debit  transfer  issue,  on 
December  16,  1980,  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Finance  approved  the  attached  order  calling 
for  legal  action  to  stop  the  transfer  of  any  funds 
encumbered  from  city  departments  unless  such 
transfers  are  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  City  Council  as  provided  under  the  City  of 
Boston  Charter. 

The  Committee  intends  to  conduct  at  least  one 
more  hearing  on  the  debit  transfer  issue.  Addi- 
tionally, the  Committee  believes  there  is  a  need 
for  continued  oversight  of  the  spending  practices 
of  city  departments  in  order  to  avoid  deficit  spend- 
ing toward  which  several  departments  (including 
the  Community  Services  Administration,  the  Office 
of  Public  Service  and  the  Public  Facilities  Depart- 
ment) appear  to  be  heading. 

Further,  The  Committee  recommends  passage  of 
the  order  in  the  attached  new  draft. 

Whereas,  Section  3B  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as  set 
forth  in  the  City  of  Boston  Code  Statute  6,  section 
252,  reads  as  follows: 

"After  an  appropriation  of  money  has  been 
duly  made  by  the  city  of  Boston  for  any  specific 
purpose,  or  for  the  needs  and  expenditures  of 
any  city  department  or  county  office,  no  trans- 
fer of  any  part  of  the  money  thus  appropriated 
shall  be  made  except  in  accordance  with  and 
after  the  written  recommendation  of  the  mayor 
to  the  city  council,  approved  by  a  yea  and  nay 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  city 
council;  provided,  that  the  city  auditor,  with  the 
approval  in  each  instance  of  the  mayor,  may 
make  transfers,  other  than  for  personal  service, 
from  any  item  to  any  other  iitem  within  the 
appropriations   for  a   department,    division   of  a 


department,   or   county   office.     After   December 
tenth  in  each  year,  the   city  auditor  may,  with 
the    approval    of    the    mayor   in    each    instance, 
apply  any  income  and  taxes  not  disposed  of  and 
make  transfers   from   any   appropriation  to   any 
other    appropriation    for    the    purpose    only    of 
closing  the  accounts  of  the  fiscal  year.";  and 
Whereas,   According  to   testimony   given   by  the 
City  Auditor  before  a  hearing  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil's   Committee    on    Government    Finance,    subse- 
quent to  the  passage  of  the  fiscal  year  1980-1981 
annual    appropriation    order   by    the   City   Council 
and  the  approval  of  said  order  by  the  Mayor,  $7.3 
million  has  been  encumbered   by   one  department 
or  agency  to  another;  and 

Whereas,  According  to  the  testimony  of  depart- 
ment heads  before  the  Committee  on  Government 
Finance,  part  of  the  money  encumbered  for  debit 
transfers  will  be  used  to  fund  the  operation  of  new 
agencies  whose  creation  was  rejected  by  the  City 
Council  during  the  debate  of  the  fiscal  year  1981 
city  operating  budget;   and 

Whereas,  Despite  repeated  requests  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Government  Finance  and  passage  of  a 
17F  order  by  the  City  Council  on  December  3, 
1980,  the  city  administration  has  not  supplied 
copies  of  memoranda  and/or  agreements  between 
department  heads  documenting  the  justification  of 
the  expected  transfers  between  city  departments; 
and 

Whereas,  At  least  one  city  department  scheduled 
to  receive  funds  through  this  debit  transfer  process 
will  exhaust  its  legally  appropriated  budget  this 
week  and  any  funds  expended  by  the  department 
subsequent  to  this  time  will  be  in  violation  of  the 
City  Charter;  and 

Whereas,  If  any  or  all  of  the  transfers  listed  on 
the  attached  sheets  are  transacted,  the  effect  of 
such  transactions  will  be  to  increase  or  decrease 
the  funds  available  in  these  departments  or  agencies 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  appropriations  were 
transferred  between  them  and  therefore  such  trans- 
actions are  in  effect  transfers  prohibited  by  said 
section  3B;  and 

Whereas,  If  transacted  without  the  approval  of 
the  City  Council  as  provided  under  section  3B, 
said  debit  transfers  will  result  in  an  unlawful  cir- 
cumvention of  the  budgetary  review  authority  of 
the  City  Council  as  established  by  the  City  Char- 
ter; now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  Atty.  Charles  Choate  and  the  law 
firm  of  Choate,  Hall  and  Stewart  be,  and  hereby 
are,  instructed  to  take  all  legal  steps  necessary  to 
stop  the  transfer  of  any  funds  encumbered  from 
city  departments  (as  listed  in  the  attached  order), 
unless  such  transfers  are  authorized  by  the  City

Your  first  question  was  whether  City  Council 
approval  was  required  where  the  city's  interest  in 
the  boardwalk  was  changed  from  title  in  the  fee  to 
a  perpetual  easement.  It  is  my  opinion  that  since 
the  change  in  the  city's  property  interest's  more  a 
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change  in  form  than  in  substance  that  City  Coun- 
cil approval  is  not  required.  However,  to  obviate 
any  future  procedural  objections,  I  recommend 
and  request  that  the  City  Council  approve  the 
change  in  the  proposal. 

Your  second  question  concerned  the  legality  of 
the  expenditure  of  Browne  funds  for  the  proposal 
as  changed.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  change  is 
one  of  form  more  than  substance  and  that  the 
city's  interest  as  represented  by  the  easement  is 
similar  to  the  city's  interest  in  many  public  ways 
and  places  which  are  clearly  appropriate  for 
Browne  fund  expenditures,  it  is  my  opinion  that 
the  proposal,  as  changed,  is  a  legitimate  use  of 
Browne  funds  under  the  terms  of  the  trust.

He  won  the  National  Junior 
100  yards  championship  in  1920;  held  the  World 
Record  in  running  broad  jump;  took  second  place 
in  the  1924  Olympic  Team  in  Paris  for  broad 
jumping;  won  the  National  Pentathlon  Champion- 
ship in  1921,  and  received  the  Distinguished  Marks- 
man's Medal;   and 

Whereas,  Edward  O.  Gourdin  was  admitted  to 
the  Massachusetts  Bar  in  1925;  the  Federal  Bar 
in  1931;  served  as  Assistant  United  States  Attorney 
from  1936-51,  Chief,  Civil  Division;  served  as 
Special  Justice,  District  Court  from  1951-58; 
served  as  member  of  the  Judicial  Council  from 
1957-58,  and  served  as  Associate  Justice  of  Su-

Whereas,  Edward  O.  Gourdin  was  Commander 
of  the  372nd  Infantry  (European  Theatre)  from 
1941-46,  and  retired  as  a  Brigadier  General.  He 
served  as  Commander  of  the  272nd  Field  Artillery 
Battalion  and  served  as  Legal  Officer  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts National  Guard.  He  was  the  organizer  of

The  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authority  has  reviewed   and  considered  an  indus- 


trial development  project  proposed  by  Nimrod 
Press,  Inc.,  a  company  in  the  business  of  com- 
mercial,  book,   periodical   and   stationery   printing. 

The  proposed  project  will  enable  the  expansion 
of  the  company  at  its  current  location  at  170 
Brookline  Avenue  in  Boston  and  involves:  (1)  the 
acquisition  of  adjacent  property — 23,651  square 
feet  of  land  and  a  4,914  square-foot,  former  gas 
station;  (2)  construction  of  a  connecting  structure 
between  the  two  buildings;  (3)  renovations  to  both 
existing  structures;  and  (4)  purchase  of  new  print- 
ing equipment.  This  represents  the  first  phase  of 
a  two-phase  expansion  project  with  the  second 
phase  to  occur  in  four  years  which  will  involve 
the  construction  of  a  40,000  square-foot  building. 

The  estimated  total  cost  of  the  project  is  $3.5 
million  which  comprises:  $300,000  for  acquisition; 
$325,000  for  renovations  and  improvements;  $2.8 
million  for  new  equipment;  and  $75,000  in  pro- 
fessional fees.  The  company  plans  to  finance 
$2,200,000  of  the  project's  costs  by  the  issuance 
of  industrial  revenue  bonds  by  the  city,  acting  by 
and  through  the  Authority,  and  will  finance  the 
remaining  costs  or  expenses,  if  any,  from  its  own 
resources.  The  company  has  expressed  its  willing- 
ness to  enter  into  agreements  whereby  it  will  make 
payment  to  the  city  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal 
of  and  interest  on  the  industrial  development  bonds 
as  they  come  due,  and  to  reimburse  the  city  for 
or  indemnify  the  city  against  any  expenses  or  costs 
incurred  hereafter  in  the  event  that  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  such  bonds  is  not  accomplished  as 
contemplated. 

While  $500,000  of  the  costs  will  be  equity,  to 
finance  the  remainder  ($800,000)  of  the  project 
costs,  we  understand  that  the  company  is  working 
with  EDIC /Boston  to  prepare  an  application  for 
an  Urban  Development  Action  Grant.  This  UDAG 
application  is  also  to  be  presented  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  for  approval  in  the  near  future. 

The  project,  as  projected  by  the  company,  will 
create  forty-five  new  jobs  within  two  years  and 
another  thirty  jobs  within  two  to  four  years.  The 
company  currently  employs  125,  full-time  workers. 

The  members  of  the  Authority  are  persuaded 
that  this  project  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  economy, 
and  in  the  best  interests,  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The 
members  believe  that  the  project  may  be  properly 
financed  through  the  issuance  of  industrial  develop- 
ment bonds  under  chapter  40D  of  the  General 
Laws  and  that  it  warrants  the  assistance  of  the 
city  in  this  manner.  Accordingly,  we  respectfully 
request  that  the  Mayor  recommend  to  the  Honor- 
able City  Council  that  it  approve  the  industrial 
development  project  for  the  company,  the  esti- 
mated cost  thereof  and  the  financing  thereof  under 
chapter  40D  of  the  General  Laws,  as  required  by 
section  12  (1)  of  said  chapter  40D.  The  members 
of  the  Authority  and  representatives  of  the  com- 
pany will  undertake  to  provide  ot  the  Mayor  and 
the  Honorable  City  Council  any  additional  in- 
formation concerning  the  project  which  you  may 
request.

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Summary  for  Boston  1DFA   and   UDAG 
Applications 
Purpose 

The  use  of  IRB  and  UDAG  financing  is  sought 
to   support   the   expansion    of    a    printing   firm   in 
Boston. 
Background 

Nimrod  Press,  Inc.  is  the  largest  printing  com- 
pany in  Boston,  and  the  last  major  representative 
of  this  industry  remaining  in  the  city.  From  its 
incorporation  in  1955  as  a  small,  job-printer,  Nim- 
rod has  grown  to  an  employer  of  125  people  with 
over  $10  million  in  annual  sales.  In  its  present 
location,  a  60,000  square-foot,  manufacturing 
building  on  Brookline  Avenue,  Nimrod  is  in  a 
mixed-use  section  of  the  Fenway,  sandwiched  be- 
tween the  Park  Drive  college  area  and  Kenmore 
Square.  Its  most  noteworthy  neighbors  include 
Sears  Roebuck  and  Co.,  Fenway  Park,  and  the 
newly  renovated  Harvard  Community  Health  Plan 
headquarters  directly  across  the  street. 

Nimrod's  years  of  steady  growth  enabled  it  to 
take  two  major  steps  in  1979.  First,  it  purchased, 
with  IRB  assistance,  a  new  state-of-the-art,  six- 
color  printing  press.  This  equipment  was  expected 
to  produce  twenty  new  jobs  within  two  years;  it 
has  already  produced  twenty-five  new  jobs  in  one 
year.  Second,  Nimrod  made  a  key,  off-site  acqui- 
sition, when  it  bought  outright  the  John  A.  Lowell 
Bank  Note  Co.  of  Stoughton,  Mass.,  a  smaller 
firm  with  thirty-three  employees. 

The  Nimrod  management  now  wishes  to  con- 
solidate, modernize,  and  significantly  expand  its 
two  companies  at  a  single  location.  They  would 
prefer  the  Boston  site  for  several  reasons,  key 
among  them  the  judgment  that  the  commercial 
printing  component  of  their  business  will  be  en- 
hanced by  a  central  urban  location.  The  firm's 
ability  to  grow  on  Brookline  Avenue,  however,  is 
uncertain.  The  site  is  extremely  constrained,  and 
its  expansion  requires  the  acquisition  of  expensive 
property.  The  Lowell  Company  building,  on  the 
other  hand,  is  adjoined  by  open  land  in  Stoughton 
which  could  serve  as  a  less  expensive  home  base 
with  a  good,  Route  128-oriented  location.  The  dif- 
ference in  site  costs  is  sufficient  to  make  the  high 
current  interest  rates  prohibitive  at  the  Boston 
location,  but  not  at  Stoughton.  In  the  final  analy- 
sis, the  availability  of  below-market  financing  will 
determine  whether  Nimrod  Press  expands  in  Boston 
or  is  forced  to  move  its  125  existing  jobs  and  its 
future  growth  out  of  the  city. 

The  John  A.  Lowell  Bank  Note  Company  was 
itself  a  downtown  Boston  firm  for  over  a  century, 
having  been  displaced  by  a  real  estate  development 
only  two  and  one-half  years  ago.  Nimrod  would 
be  proud  to  gring  this  company  back  home. 
The  Project 

Nimrod  seeks  to  expand  its  Boston  plant  in  two 
phases,  with  an  eventual  aggregate  cost  of  $5.5 
million.  The  major  portion  of  this  program  is  to 
be  carried  out  in  a  $3.5  million  first  phase,  which 
is  the  subject  of  this  application. 

This  phase  consists  of: 

1.  The  purchase  of  a  Gulf  Oil  Gas  Station  par- 
cel, the  site  for  the  eventual  construction  of  new 
plant  space.  An  agreement  to  purchase  this  prop- 
erty for  $300,000  has  been  reached  informally. 

2.  Renovation  of  the  gas  station  for  printing 
use;  construction  of  a  temporary  connecting  struc- 
ture  between   the   two    buildings;    use   of  the   gas 


station  lot  for  parking,   loading,   and  handling  to 
serve  both  buildings. 

3.  The  renovation  of  the  existing  Nimrod  plant 
to  accommodate  the  introduction  of  new  equip- 
ment and  employees.  The  improvements  in  (2)  and 
(3)  are  expected  to  cost  a  total  of  $400,000. 

4.  The  purchase  of  $2.8  million  in  new  printing 
equipment,  including  a  new  six-color  press,  two- 
color  press,  electronic  stripping  and  typesetting 
uni's,  and  business  computer. 

These  steps,  which  can  be  implemented  between 
mid-1981  and  early  1982,  and  will  maximize  the 
growth  of  Nimrod's  Boston  operations  within  the 
confines  of  the  existing  building.  In  approximately 
three  years,  if  sales  growth  continues  as  projected, 
the  second  phase  will  be  implemented — the  $2 
million  construction  of  a  40,000  square-foot  struc- 
ture above  the  gas  station  site.  This  new  building 
will  accommodate  the  Lowell  Company's  move 
from  Stoughton  to  Boston,  the  full  utilization  of 
the  equipment  to  be  added  in  Phase  I,  and  the 
purchase  of  still  more  equipment,  a  bookweb  press. 

The  integration  of  the  two  phases  is  basic  to 
Nimrod's  plans.  The  anticipated  Purchase  and 
Sales  Agreement  for  the  gas  station — the  key  to 
proceeding  on  Brookline  Avenue — will  be  con- 
tingent on  the  company's  ability  to  obtain  IRB 
and  UDAG  assistance. 
Financing 

The  $3.5  million  project  costs  for  Phase  I  will 
be  met  as  follows: 

Equity,  raised  by  selling  interest  in  the  Brook- 
line Avenue  real  estate,  $500,000;  UDAG  (3  per- 
cent, thirly-year  loan  from  EDIC  to  Nimrod), 
$800,000;  Industrial  Revenue  Bond  (estimated  10 
percent,  ten-year  term),  $2,200,000;  All  Sources, 
$3,500,000. 

The  Urban  Development  Action  Grant,  when  its 
repayment  to  EDIC  is  taken  into  account,  will 
provde  a  private-to-UDAG  leverage  ratio  of  4-1. 
Implications 

The  Nimrod  expansion  has  much  to  offer  Bos- 
ton. In  addition  to  the  eventual  integration  of  the 
thirty-three  Stoughton  jobs,  the  expansion  of  the 
existing  in-town  business  will  create  seventy-five 
new  jobs  over  four  years.  At  present,  Nimrod's 
Boston  plant  and  sales  force  consists  of  30  to  35 
percent  Boston  residents,  and  if  the  firm  is  success- 
ful in  expanding  on  Brookline  Avenue  it  is  fully 
prepared  to  cooperate  with  the  city's  goal  of  50 
percent  resident  hiring  for  new  jobs.  Indeed,  Nim- 
rod finds  itself  an  important  option  for  the  former 
employees  of  printers  who  have  left  Boston. 

Nimrod  will  remain  a  good,  unobtrusive  neigh- 
bor. Use  of  public  transportation  by  employees 
will  be  encouraged.  Parking  and  loading  will  be 
off-street,  with  no  intrusion  of  trucks  onto  resi- 
dential streets.  The  printing  processes  used  by 
Nimrod  are  not  involved  in  any  of  the  pollution 
issues  affecting  the  printing  industry  generally.  The 
project  is  not  physically  obtrusive  enough  to  be 
subject  to  MEPA.

Combined  with  $500,000  in  company  equity  and 
a  $2.2  million  industrial  revenue  bond,  the  grant 
will  be  used  as  a  loan  to  Nimrod  Press,  Inc.  (170 
Brookline  Avenue),  the  city's  largest  printing  com- 
pany, for  the  expansion  and  renovation  of  the 
company*s  facility  in  the  Fenway /Kenmore  section 
of  the  city  and  to  purchase  and  install  new  equip- 
ment. This  is  the  first  phase  of  a  two-phase  ex- 
pansion project. 

The  project  will  create  an  estimated  seventy-five 
new  jobs  over  the  next  four  years  adding  to  Nim- 
rod's  current  workforce  of  125.  In  filling  these 
positions,  Nimrod  is  pleased  to  cooperate  with  the 
city's  policy  of  50  percent  resident  hiring.  Its  work- 
force today  consists  of  30  to  35  percent  Boston 
residents. 

As  the  formal  UDAG  application  is  not  yet 
fully  prepared,  I  am  enclosing  and  asking  that  you 
accept  for  the  time  being  a  project  narrative  that 
explains  the  background,  purpose,  and  scope  of 
the  project.  Copies  of  the  formal  draft  applica- 
tion will  be  made  available  to  you  as  soon  as  they 
are  ready.

Attached  is  a  proposed  City  Council  order  per- 
mitting the  city  to  apply  for  $800,000  in  Urban 
Development  Action  Grant  funds  for  the  expan- 
sion of  an  industrial  printing  firm  (Nimrod  Press, 
Inc.,  170  Brookline  Avenue)  in  the  Kenmore/Fen- 
way  section  of  Boston. 

As  part  of  a  larger  financial  package,  including 
the  investment  of  company  equity  and  an  Indus- 
trial Revenue  Bond,  the  UDAG  will  enable  Nim- 
rod Press,  Inc.  to  expand  and  renovate  its  facility 
and  purchase  new  capital  equipment.  To  accom- 
modate this  expansion,  the  company's  plans  also 
call  for  the  creation  of  new,  off-street  parking 
facilities  which  will  ensure  that  Nimrod  remains 
a  good  neighbor  to  the  community. 

Over  a  four-year  period,  the  company  will  add 
over  seventy-five  new  employees  to  its  Boston  oper- 
ation adding  to  its  current  workforce  of  125. 
Nimrod  has  indicated  its  intent  to  cooperate  with 
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the  city's  50  percent  resident  hiring  policy.  In 
another  four  years,  Nimrod  plans  to  expand  by 
constructing  a  new  facility  in  order  to  move  its 
Stoughton  plant  into  the  city.  This  consolidation 
will  represent  an  additional  thirty-three  jobs. 

I  respectfully  request  that  you  recommend  and 
transmit  this  proposed  City  Council  order  simul-

Summary  for  Boston  IDFA  and  UDAG 
Applications 
Purpose 

The  use  of  IRB  and  UDAG  financing  is  sought 
to  support    the   expansion    of   a   printing    firm    in 
Boston. 
Background 

Nimrod  Press,  Inc.  is  the  largest  printing  com- 
pany in  Boston,  and  the  last  major  representative 
of  this  industry  remaining  in  the  City.  From  its 
incorporation  in  1955  as  a  small,  job-printer,  Nim- 
rod has  grown  to  an  employer  of  125  people  with 
over  $10  million  in  annual  sales.  In  its  present 
location,  a  60,000-square-foot  manufacturing  build- 
ing on  Brookline  Avenue,  Nimrod  is  in  a  mixed- 
use  section  of  the  Fenway,  sandwiched  between 
the  Park  Drive  college  area  and  Kenmore  Square. 
Its  most  noteworthy  neighbors  include  Sears  Roe- 
buck and  Co.,  Fenway  Park,  and  the  newly  reno- 
vated Harvard  Community  Health  Plan  head- 
quarters directly  across  the  street. 

Nimrod's  years  of  steady  growth  enabled  it  to 
take  two  major  steps  in  1979.  First,  it  purchased, 
with  IRB  assistance,  a  new  state-of-the-art,  six- 
color  printing  press.  This  equipment  was  expected 
to  produce  twenty  new  jobs  within  two  years;  it 
has  already  produced  twenty-five  new  jobs  in  one 
year.  Second,  Nimrod  made  a  key  off-site  acqui- 
sition, when  it  bought  outright  the  John  A.  Lowell 
Bank  Note  Co.  of  Stoughton,  Mass.,  a  smaller  firm 
with  thirty-three   employees. 

The  Nimrod  management  now  wishes  to  con- 
solidate, modernize  and  significantly  expand  its 
two  companies  at  a  single  location.  They  would 
prefer  the  Boston  site  for  several  reasons,  key 
among  them  the  judgment  that  the  commercial 
printing  component  of  their  business  will  be  en- 
hanced by  a  central  urban  location.  The  firm's 
ability  to  grow  on  Brookline  Avenue,  however,  is 
uncertain.  The  site  is  extremely  constrained,  and 
its  expansion  requires  the  acquisition  of  expensive 
property.  The  Lowell  Company  building,  on  the 
other  hand,  is  adjoined  by  open  land  in  Stoughton 
which  could  serve  as  a  less  expensive  home  base 
with  a  good,  Route  128-oriented  location.  The 
difference  in  site  costs  is  sufficient  to  make  the 
high  current  interest  rates  prohibitive  at  the  Boston 


location,  but  not  at  Stoughton.  In  the  final  analy- 
sis, the  availability  of  below-market  financing  will 
determine  whether  Nimrod  Press  expands  in  Boston 
or  is  forced  to  move  its  125  existing  jobs  and  its 
fu'.ure  growth  out  of  the  city. 

The  John  A.  Lowell  Bank  Note  Company  was 
itself  a  downtown  Boston  firm  for  over  a  century, 
having  been  displaced  by  a  real  estate  develop- 
ment only  two  and  one-half  years  ago.  Nimrod 
would  be  proud  to  bring  this  company  back  home. 
The  Project 

Nimrod  seeks  to  expand  its  Boston  plant  in  two 
phases,  with  an  eventual  aggregate  cost  of  $5.5 
million.  The  major  portion  of  this  program  is  to 
be  carried  out  in  a  $3.5  million  first  phase,  which 
is  the  subject  of  this  application. 

This  phase  consists  of: 

1.  The  purchase  of  a  Gulf  Oil  Gas  Station  par- 
cel, the  site  for  the  eventual  construction  of  new 
plant  space.  An  agreement  to  purchase  this  prop- 
erty for  $300,000  has  been  reached  informally. 

2.  Renovation  of  the  gas  station  for  printing 
use;  construction  of  a  temporary  connecting  struc- 
ture between  the  two  buildings;  use  of  the  gas 
station  lot  for  parking,  loading,  and  handling  to 
serve  both  buildings. 

3.  The  renovation  of  the  existing  Nimrod  plant 
to  accommodate  the  introduction  of  new  equip- 
ment and  employees.  The  improvements  in  (2)  and 
(3)  are  expected  to  cost  a  total  of  $400,000. 

4.  The  purchase  of  $2.8  million  in  new  printing 
equipment,  including  a  new  six-color  press,  two- 
color  press,  electronic  stripping  and  typesetting 
units,  and  business  computer. 

These  sleps,  which  can  be  implemented  between 
mid- 1981  .and  early  1982,  and  will  maximize  the 
growth  of  Nimrod's  Boston  operations  within  the 
confines  of  the  existing  building.  In  approximately 
three  years,  if  sales  growth  continues  as  projected, 
the  second  Phase  will  be  implemented — the  $2 
million  construction  of  a  40,000  square-foot  struc- 
ture above  the  gas  station  site.  This  new  building 
will  accommodate  the  Lowell  Company's  move 
from  Stoughton  to  Boston,  the  full  utilization  of 
the  equipment  to  be  added  in  Phase  I,  and  the 
purchase  of  still  more  equipment,  a  bookweb 
press. 

The  integration  of  the  two  phases  is  basic  to 
Nimrod's  plans.  The  anticipated  Purchase  and 
Sales  Agreement  for  the  gas  station — the  key  to 
proceeding  on  Brookline  Avenue — will  be  con- 
tingent on  the  company's  ability  to  obtain  IRB 
and  UDAG  assistance. 
Financing 

The  $3.5  million  project  costs  for  Phase  I  will 
be  met  as  follows: 

Equity,  raised  by  selling  interest  in  the  Brook- 
line Avenue  real  estate,  $500,000;  UDAG  (3  per- 
cent, thirty-year  loan  from  EDIC  to  Nimrod), 
$800,000;  Industrial  Revenue  Bond  (estimated  10 
percent,  ten-year  term),  $2,200,000;  All  Sources, 
$3,500,000. 

The    Urban    Development    Action    Grant,    when 
its  repayment  to  EDIC  is  taken  into  account,  will 
provide  a  private-to-UDAG  leverage  ratio  of  four 
to  one. 
Implications 

The  Nimrod  expansion  has  much  to  offer  Boston. 
In  addition  to  the  eventual  integration  of  the 
thirty-three  Stoughton  jobs,  the  expansion  of  the 
existing   in-town    business    will    create    seventy-five 
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new  jobs  over  four  years.  At  present,  Nimrod's 
Boston  plant  and  sales  force  consists  of  30  to  35 
percent  Boston  residents,  and  if  the  firm  is  suc- 
cessful in  expanding  on  Brookline  Avenue  it  is 
fully  prepared  to  cooperate  with  the  city's  goal  of 
50  percent  resident  hiring  for  new  jobs.  Indeed, 
Nimrod  finds  itself  an  important  option  for  the 
former  employees  of  printers  who  have  left  Boston. 
Nimrod  will  remain  a  good,  unobtrusive  neigh- 
bor. Use  of  public  transportation  by  employees 
will  be  encouraged.  Parking  and  loading  will  be 
off-street,  with  no  intrusion  of  trucks  onto  resi- 
dential streets.

Authority  has  reviewed  and  considered  an  indus- 
trial development  project  proposed  by  the  Pow 
Really  Trust  for  use  by  the  John  P.  Pow  Com- 
pany, Inc.,  a  commercial  printing  company  special- 
izing in  offset  lithography  and  screen  process  print- 
ing. 

The  proposed  project  involves  the  acquisition  of 
14,541  square  feet  of  land  and  a  two-story,  12,000 
square-foot  building  located  thereon  at  49-51  D 
Street  in  South  Boston,  and  the  renovation  of  the 
existing  facility.  The  company  is  moving  to  this 
site  from  530  Atlantic  Avenue  (Russia  Wharf). 
The  company  will  lease  the  property  on  a  long- 
term  basis  and  to  occupy  at  least  75  percent  of 
the  space.  The  remainder  is  currently  to  be  sub- 
leased by  Lincoln  &  Smith  Press. 

The  estimated  total  cost  of  the  project  is  $369,- 
900  which  comprises:  $160,000  for  acquisition, 
$164,900  for  renovations  and  improvements,  $25,- 
000  in  construction  interest,  and  $20,000  for  legal 
and  financing  fees.  The  Trust  plans  to  finance  all 
$369,900  of  the  project's  costs  by  the  issuance  of 
industrial  revenue  bonds  by  the  city,  acting  by 
and  through  the  Authority,  and  will  finance  the 
remaining  costs  or  expenses,  if  any,  from  its  own 
resources.  The  company  has  expressed  its  willing- 
ness to  enter  into  agreements  whereby  it  will  make 
payment  to  the  city  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal 
of  and  interest  on  the  industrial  development  bonds 
as  they  come  due,  and  to  reimburse  the  city  for  or 
indemnify  the  city  against  any  expenses  or  costs 
incurred  hereafter  in  the  event  that  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  such  bonds  is  not  accomplished  as 
contemplated. 

The  project,  as  projected  by  the  company,  will 
effect  the  creation  of  ten,  full-time  jobs  within 
the  next  two  years,  adding  to  its  current  work- 
force of  twenty-three.

Report  on  ordinance  (referred  January  19) 
(Docket  No.  1210),  requiring  testimony  concerning 
appropriations  to  be  given  under  oath — recom- 
mending that  the  ordinance  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  was 
passed. 


REPORT   OF  COMMITTEE   OF   THE   WHOLE 
Coun.    IANNELLA,  for  the   Committee   of  the 
Whole,  submitted  the  following: 

Your  Committee  of  the  Whole,  which  was  by 
order  of  the  Council  (Docket  No.  1325),  instructed 
to  meet  and  discuss  feasibility  of  changing  the  fee 
structure  of  the  Cemetery  Division,  having  done 
so,   respectfully  submits  the  following  report: 

1.  The  City  Council  appropriations  for  the  cur- 
rent year  are  sufficient  to  allow  proper  operation 
of  the  Cemetery  Division,  and  sufficient  to  permit 
interments  on  Saturdays; 

2.  The  precipitous  actions  of  the  administration 
in  halting  Saturday  interments  was  the  result  of 
an  arbitrary  decision  of  a  Mayoral  operative  and 
was  unrelated  to  costs;  and,  not  having  been  made 
by  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission,  was 
probably  unlawful; 

3.  The  Cemetery  Division  and  its  employees 
provide  a  most  worthwhile  service  to  the  citizens 
of  Boston,  enabling  grieving  families  to  inter  their 
deceased  at  less  than  one-half  the  cost  now  charged 
by  private  cemeteries; 
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4.  The  Cemetery  Division  is  an  enterprise  or 
self-supporting  agency  of  the  city,  but  of  late,  the 
fees  collected  and  trust  income  has  been  less  than 
the  amount  appropriated  to  the  division; 

5.  The  charge  for  sale  of  lots  and  for  the  per- 
petual care  thereof  is  established  by  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commission  which  ought  to  consider 
revising  these  charges; 

6.  C.B.C.  Ordinance  7,  section  115  presently 
limits  expenditures  from  the  perpetual  care  fund 
to  4  percent  of  the  corpus  of  the  trust  which 
figure  is  unrealistic  in  light  of  increased  returns 
from  investments  wherefore  the  Collector-Treasurer 
ought  promptly  recommend  an  amendment  to  that 
ordinance; 

7.  The  charge  for  interments  and  removals  is 
set  by  the  City  Council  and  should  be  slightly 
increased  to  reflect  increased  costs  associated 
therewith; 

8.  While  the  ordinances  have  long  determined 
"regular  cemetery  hours,"  the  ordinance  does  not 
specify  the  obvious  intent  that  the  cemeteries  be 
opened  for  interments  and  removals  during  these 
hours; 

The  Cemetery  Division  collects  approximately 
$400,000  in  fees  each  year,  and  hold  in  trust  about 
$6,000,000  which  should  earn  about  $550,000  a 
year  in  interest  income; 

10.  Whereas  the  Cemetery  Division  appropria- 
tions are  about  $1,200,000,  there  is  a  revenue 
shortfall  of  about  $250,000  annually,  which  in 
light  of  Proposition  2'/2  must  be  avoided; 

11.  It  has  occurred  to  your  Committee  that 
enforcing  a  charge  for  the  burial  of  police  officers 
and  fire  fighters  who  die  in  the  line  of  duty  is  an 
improper  burden  to  impose  on  the  families  of  these 
deceased;  therefore, 

Your   Committee    respectfully   recommends   that 
the  ordinance  which  accompanies  this  report  and 
which:    1.)    slightly    increases    fees    for    interments 
and   removals;   2.)  requires  that   active   cemeteries 
be  open  for  interments  and  removals  from  8  a.m. 
until    3    p.m.    on    Monday    through    Friday,    from 
9  a.m.  until  noon  on  Saturday,  and  at  such  other 
times    as    the    Parks    and   Recreation    Commission 
shall  provide;  and  3.)  provides  that  police  officers 
and  fire  fighters  who  die  in  the  line  of  duty  be 
interred  without  charge — ought  to  pass.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substan- 
tially as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  376 
of  the  Acts  of  1951,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  section  1 1  in  its  entirety  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  11  A.  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

(1)  A  Mayor  who  shall  be  the  executive  offi- 
cer of  the  city; 

(2)  A  City  Council  composed  of  fifteen  mem- 
bers, ten  of  whom  are  elected  from  dis- 
tricts to  be  established  pursuant  to  this  act 
and  five  of  whom  are  elected  at  large  in 
nonpartisan  elections; 

(3)  A  School  Committee  also  composed  of  fif- 
teen members,  ten  of  whom  are  elected 
from  the  aforementioned  districts  and  five 
of  whom  are  elected  at  large. 

Section  11B.  In  the  year  1981,  the  City  Council 
shall  divide  the  City  of  Boston  into  ten  dis- 
tricts. Each  district  shall  be  compact  and 
shall  contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be  possible, 
an  equal  number  of  inhabitants;  no  district 
shall  contain  inhabitants  to  a  number  less  than 
90  percent  nor  more  than  110  percent  of  the 
average  number  of  inhabitants  in  all  such  dis- 
tricts. Furthermore,  each  district  shall  be  com- 
posed of  contiguous  existing  precincts  and 
shall  be  drawn  with  a  view  toward  preserving 
the  integrity  of  existing  neighborhoods. 

From  each  of  the  ten  districts  created  hereunder 
there  shall  be  elected  one  district  City  Coun- 


cillor and  one  district  School  Committee  per- 
son. 
The    City    Council    shall    cause    districts    to    be 
depicted  on  maps,  and  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners  shall  publish  lists  of  all  voters 
who  are  inhabitants   of  each   district   for  the 
benefit  of  candidates  running  for  office  from 
those  districts. 
Before  the  boundaries  of  each  district  are  finally 
determined  by  the  Council,  at  least  two  pub- 
lic hearings  shall  be  held,  scheduled  with  two 
weeks  separating  them  and  on  different   days 
of  the  week,  so  that  the  Council  members  will 
have  the   benefit   of  public   sentiment   on   the 
matter. 
If,  by  January   1,   1982,  the  City  Council  shall 
not  have  made   division  of  the  city  into  dis- 
tricts  as   provided    above,    then    such    division 
shall  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Election  Com- 
missioners of  the  City  of  Boston  by  March  1, 
1982,  and  such  divisions  as  the  Commissioners 
make  shall  be  in  force  for  every  purpose  of 
this  act.  The  Board  of  Election  Commissioners 
may,  from  time  to  time  and  with  the  approval 
of  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  City  Council, 
alter  the  established  district  lines  to  make  divi- 
sions  and    redivisions    which    conform   to   the 
standards  outlined  above,  and  which  meet  con- 
stitutional   requirements.
